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OVERNOR  GOOKIN,  arrived  at  PA/Ai-    1709.

Proprietary,  in  a  letter  to  his  friends,  in  the  pro-  J^^^.^*^*^ 
vince,  recommended  him,  as  a  perfon  of  years,  chamaerof 
experience  and  moderation,  as  well  as  of  good  q^^** 
character,  example  and  abilities ;  and  defcended 

of 
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rTog.  of  a  good  family  in  Ireland ;  and  that,  having  ta- 
'  ken  leave  of  a  military  life,  and  his  native  coun- 
try, he  came  with  intention,  if  he  found  the  place 
agreeable  to  his  expeftation,  to  fettle,  and  fpend 
the  remainder  of  his  life  and  fortune  in  the  pro- 
vince.*

"  London,  aSth.  7th,  month,  X708- 

^  liear  Fritnds  and  Brethren^ 

"MY  ancient  Jove,  if  you;  can  heHeve  it,  reaches  to  you,  as  in 
times  paft,  and  years,  that  are  gone,  even,  in  the  divine  root  and  prin^ 
ciple  of  love  and  life,  that  made  us  near  to  on«  another,  above  all  worldly 
confidcrations ;  where  our  life,  I  hope,  is  hid  with  Chrift,  in  God,  our 
Father ;  fb  that,  when  he  appears,  we  fhall  alfo  appear  with  him,  in 
glory ;  and  in  the  meantime,  through  us,  to  thofe  that  love  and  wait 
for  his  appearance,  as  the  dtCre  of  nations ;  that  we  may  glorify  God, 
his  and  our  everlafting  Father,  in  our  bodies,  fouls  and  fpirits,  in  tempo- 
ral and  eternal  affairs ;  being  indeed  none  of  our  own ;  forafmuch  as  we 
arc  our  own,  we  arc  none  of  the  Lord's ;  a  great  myftery,  but  a  great 
truth,  and  of  abfolute  neceflity  to  witnefs,  to  be  of  the  number  of  the 
chofen  nation,  the  peculiar  people,  and  royal  prieilhood  of  Chriil^  and 
his  glorious  kingdom. 

**  Oh !  my  dear  friends,  let  all  below  this  keep  on  the  left  hand ;  and 
wait  to  feel  thof^  bleffed  things,  to  inherit  right  hand ;  and  in  faith  and 
courage,  cry  aloud  to  the  Lord,  for  his  renewing  and  refrelhing  power, 
that  may  revive  and  reform  his  work  upon  your  hearts  and  minds;  and 
our  humility,  meeknefs,  patience,  felf-denial  and  charity,  with  a.  blame- 
Jefs  walking,  may  plainly  appear,  and  manifeil  the  work  of  God  upon 
our  hearts,^  to  thofe  that  are  without ;  which  is-  not  only  the  way  to  bring 
up  the  loiterers,  and  gathtr  in  the  carelefs  ones,  to  their  duty,  but  fetch 
home  and  bring  in,  die  llrangcrs,  and  the  very  enemies  o^  the  bleifed 
truth,  to  confefs  and'  acknowledge  that  God  is  in  ycu,  and  for  you,  of  a 
tcuth. 

"  Now,  my  dear  friends,  as  to  outward  things,  I'havc  fcnt  a  new  Go- 
vernor, of  years  and  experience;  of  a  quiet,  eafy  temper;  that,  I  hope, 
will  give  offence  to  none ;  nor  too  eafily  put  up  any,  if  oifered  him,  with- 
out hope  of  amendment.  The  Queen  very  gracioufly  approved  of  him, 
at  firft  offer,  and  gave  him  her  hand  to  kifs ;  and,  at  laft,  being  intro- 
dnced  by  the  Earl  of  Godolphin,  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  Great  Britain^ 
at  Wind/or,  ihe  added,  "  5/>,  /  ivijh  you  a  gcod  journey ^  andjhall  be  ready 
ioferve  you.**  He  is  fober,  underftands  to  command  and  obey,  moderate 
in  his  temper,  and  of  what  they  call  a  good  family ;  his  grandfather.  Sir 
Vincent  Gookiriy  having  been  an  early  great  planter  in  Treland,  in  King 
James  the  firft,  and  the  firft  Charles's  days ;  and  he  intends,  if  not  ill 
treated,  to  lay  his  bones,  as  well  as  fnbftance  among  you  ^  having  taken 
leave  of  the  war,  and  both  England  and  Ireland  to  Hve  amongft  you ;  and 
as  he  is  not  voluptuous,  fo,  I  hope,  he  will  be  an  example  of  thriftinefs* 
In  Ihoi  t,  he  has  inftrucStions,  as  much  to  the  virtue,  juftice  and  peace  of 
the  country,  as  I  can  exprefs  myfelf,  or  you  defire,  for  your  comfortable 
living ;  pray,  therelbre,  receive  him  kindly,  and  exprefs  it,  by  a  modeft 
fubCllence;  or,  rather,v  give  it  me,  ta  give  him,  or,  howyou-pleafe.

"  HAVING  this  opportunity,  we  can  do  no  left 
than  congratulate  thy  feafonable  acceffion  to  this 
government,  and  render  our  moft  grateful  acknow- 
ledgments to  the  Queen,  for  her  gracious  accep- 
tance of  the  Proprietary's  nomination  of  thee,  to 
fupply  his  abfence,  and  to  him,  for  conftituting  a 
perfon  of  fo  fair  a  charafter,  furnifhed,  as  we 
hope,  with  a  full  refolution,  as  well  as  power,  to 

redrefs 

**  TKe  Lord  Lovelace^  Governor  of  I^nv  TorJt,  and  a  promifing  one 
indeed,  preiTcs,  and  the  Admiral's  orders,  for  failing,  are  gone  down  l 
the  wind  fair,  and  Governor  Gookin  leaves  me  to-morrow. 

"  I  eameftly  befeech  you  to  aflift  James  Logan,  and  who  elfc  the 
Tniftees,  for  the  payment  of  the  money  here  advanced,  fhall  nominate, 
not  only  to  get  in,  but  turn  into  money,  the  beft  you  are  able,  that  I 
niay  come  honourable  to  yuu,  and  fpeedily ;  which  I  hope  to  do,  as  foon  as 
you,  and  thefc  friends  here,  think  fit.  Let  me  have  this  pledge  of  your 
love,  and  it  Ihall  be  a  lading  one,  to  advife  and  aflift  you  for  the  expediting 
the  matter ;  for  be  afliired,  I  long  to  bs  with  you ;  and,  if  the  Lord 
bring  me  and  mine  well  there,  I  hope  not  to  return  on  almoft  any  terms, 
at  leaft  not  without  your  advice  and  fatitifaclion ;  for  care  of  you,  and 
fettling  plantations  for  my  poor  minors ;  for  planters,  God  willing,  they 
fhall  be,  in  their  father*s  country,  rather  than  great  merchants,  in  their 
native  land ;  and  to  vifit  friends  throughout  the  continent,  at  leaft,  their 
chlefeft  buimcfs. 

"  In  the  firft  love  I  leave  you  and  yours,  and  all  the  I-.ord*s  people 
amcngft  you  ;  my  family  and  affairs,  to  the  merciful  providence  and  or- 
derings  of  our  great  and  gracious  God,  that  welcomed  us,  in  poor  Amt" 
rjca,  with  his  excellent  love  and  prefence,  and  will,  I  hope,  once  more, 
and  remain  your  loving  and  faithful  friend,

Note.  This  was  the  charter  erf  the  Friends'  public  grammar  fchonl, 
ki  Philadelphia,  before  mentioned ;  though  it  was  neither  the  firft  uor 
laft  of  that  inftitutioB. 
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^X  709.  reSi'efs  the  grievances,  and  remove  the  opprem6ns^ 
'  ~  "  that  this  poor  pTovince  haij,  for  fome  time,  labour* 
ed  under,  occafiohed  by  tne  irregular  adpiiniftra- 
tion  of  the  late  Deputy  Governor  ;  ^ho  was  too 
much  influenced  by  evil  counfel ;  to  which  the  mi- 
feries  and  confiifion  of  the  ftate,  and  divifions  in 
the  government,  kre  principally  owing. 

*'  We  are  i-eaxly  to  reprefent  fuch  of  thofp  public 
grievances,  as  are  laid  betore  us,  or  occur  to  our 
knowledge,  iti  particular  articles,  and  bring  them  to 
a  proper  examen ;  but,  perceiving  by  thy  meflagc 
to  the  houfe  yefterday,  that  thou  art  not  ready,  at 
this  time,  to  proceed  with  us  to  bufinefs,  we  fhall 
take  leave  only  to  mention  fome  of  thofe  things^ 
of  which  the  public  weal  of  this  country  loudly 
calls  for  a  moil  earned  application  and  fpeedy  re* 
drefs. 

"  In  the  firft  place,  we  are  to  ky  before  thec^ 
that  of  the  falfe  alarm  in  May,  1706;  wherein 
the  late  Governor  was  chief  aftor ;  and  for  which 
he  is  highly  chargeable;  having  fliot  at  the 
Queen's  fubjefts,  putting  many  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  town  in  danger  of  their  lives,  and  forced 
great  quantities  of  powder  and  lead  from  the 
owners,  and  gave  it  to  fuch  as  wafted  it,  when  he 
knew  there  was  no  occafion  to  ufe  if ;  whereby  he 
deprived  the  place  of  what  ammunition  might  ht 
ready  for  thofe,  that  had  freedom  to  make  ufe  of 
it,  for  their  defence,  in  cafe  of  an  attack. 

"  iThe  next  is  that  notorious  aft  of  hoftility^ 
he  committed  by  firing  ftiot  at  the  Queen's  fubjefti 
paffing  by  Newcajile^  in  the  river,  upon  their  law- 
ful trade,  to  and  from  this  port. 

*'  We  mention  thefe,  as  they  ar§,  in  our  opi- 
nion, offences  of  a  deep  dye,  and  committed 
againft  the  Queen's  crown  and  dignity,  as  well  as 
^gainft  the  peace,  and  ought  to  be  charged  upon 

him. 
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Jjim,  before  he  departs  thia  province;  but  the  lyog. 
xnethod  of  the  profecution  a^ainft  him  we  fubmit  ' 
to  thy  prudent  icare  and  difcretion,  and  we  ihall 
be  ready  to  do  what  is  proper  on  our  parts. 

**  That  the  Treafurer*  of  the  laft  tax  has  refuf- 
ed  to  copiply  with  the  direftions  of  the  Affemblyi 
in  paying  the  public  debts,  according  to  the  re^ 
fpeftive  orders  drawn  upon  him,  .and  figned  by 
tnc  Speaker ;  and  that  tne  CoUeftors  of  the  faia 
tax,  who  neglefted  their  duty,  in  gathering  the 
fjune,  have  not  been  obliged  thereunto,  accordinj 
is  the  aft  of  .A^ffembly,  in  that  cafe,  direfts,  ani 
more  particularly  the  Cpllei^or  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia* 

V  That  the  courts  of  judicatiire  of  this  pro^ 
idnce  have  been,  and  are,  ere£ted  by  ordinances 
of  the  Govenior  and  Council,  affainft  the  advice, 
and  without  the.  aflent  qf  the  Affembly  ;  \yhich 
y{t  complain  of^  as  a  §reat  opprejjion  and  aggriev- 
apce  to  the  people,  we  reprefent,  and  defire  the 
fsgnae  naaj  b(^  fpeedily  redreifed,  and  the  bill  pre^ 
ared  for  tjbie  eftablifhing  courts,  with  other  ufeful 
ills,  ready  to  be  prefented  to  the  Governor,  may

*?  We  are  given  to  underitand  that  thou 
brought  fome  commands  from  the  Queen  to  this 
government^  as  well  as  initruftions  from  the  Proi- 
prictary,  relating  to  the  public,  which,  with  a 
copy  of  thy.  commiilion,  and  the  royal  approba^. 
tion,  we  defire  may  be  communicated  to  this 
houfe,  at  our  next  meeting,  which  we  intend  on 
the  twentieth  day  of  the  next  month,  and  fhall 
adjourn  accordingly,  unlefs  it  be  thy  pleafure  to 
call  us  fooner  ;  which  we  ihall  be  ready  to  i:omply

Thus,  by  the  Affembly's  very  firft  addrefs  to 
Governor   Gookin,    were  the  former   animofities 
continued  ;  for  the  principal  and  ruling  members 
of  the  houfe  were  ftill  the  fame,  who  had  fo  long 
been  accuftomedto  complain  of  grievances,  if  not  to 
exaggerate,  or  imagine  fome  things  of  that  kind  j 
infomuch,  that,  though  they  had  fufEcient  reafon 
to  complain  of  part  of  Evans's  conduft,  in  proper 
ThcAffcm.  time  tod  place,  yet  their  manner  of  mentioning 
biy  flicw     fome  things  under  the  name  of  ofprejjion  and  griev-^ 
tempefthan  ^^^^'i  ^^^  ^^  demanding,  or  urging,  for  others,  fucK 
prudence,    a  mode  of  fatisfadion,  as  the  nature  of  their  cafe 
'*^  rendered  impoffible  to  obtain  in  the  province,  par- 

ticularly thofe  refpeding  Evans  and  his  admini- 
ftration ;  which,  perhaps,  would  have  been  more 
prudently  dropped,  with  the  removal  of  their  caufe, 
feemed  to  fliew  more  their  temper  of  mind,  than 
prudence :  but  Evans* %  ill  or  imprudent  condufl; 
had  made  fuch  deep  iniprefGon  on  their  minds, 
and  difpofed  them  fo  much  to  a  difcontented  and 
angry  difpofition,  that  in  fome  of  their  reprefeni 
tations,  they  appear  not  only  to  have  exaggerated

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vrhat  might  truly  be  called  grievances,  but  alfo   J  709.. 
complained  of  fome  things  as  fuch,   which,    in  '^••"'*''^"^ 
reality,  and  according  to  the  laws  and  conftitution, 
could  not  properly  come  under  that  name. 

The  Governor's  reply  to  the  Affembly's  addrefs 

is  contained  in  his  firfl  fpeech  to  the  houfe,  on  the 

13th  of  the  next  month,  April,  as  follows,  viz* 

*^  Gentlemenj 

*'  It  would  have  proved  a  much  greater  fatis-  The  oo- 
feaion  to  me,  if  at  this  firft  time  of  my  fpeaking  verno»^-»a^ 
to  you,  I  had  nothing  to  take  notice  of,  but  what  Affembiy't 
I  myfelf  might  have  to  lay  before  you  j  but  your  addreft^ 
addrefs,  prefented  to  me  in  March  laft,  when  you 
fent  me  ^notice  that  you  were  fitting,  will,  before 
we  proceed  to  any  other  bufinefs,  require  forae 
anfwer ;  in  which  I  will  be  plain  and  ihort,  as  the 
matter  will  bear. 

^  I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  congra* 
tulations,  and  do  affure  you,  that  I  come  with 
full  refolutions,  on  my  part,  to  employ  the  power, 
with  which  the  Proprietary  has  thought  fit  to  ho- 
nour me,  and  her  Majefty  has  gracioufly  pleafed 
to  approve  of,  to  render  the  peoplp  of  this 
government  as  happy  and  eafy  as  is  poflible  for 
me,  in  all  things,  that  fliall  concern  their  true 
intereft,  and  be  to  their  real  advantage.  I  have 
enquired  what  might  be  meant  by  thofe  aggriev-^ 
ances^  apprejjions  and  confufions^  which  you  complain 
of,  and  whatfoever  I  fhall  meet  with,  that  deferves 
thole  names,  fhall  have  my  ready  ccmcurrence 
to  remove  them,  as  far  as  they  fliall  appear ;  but 
muft  fay,  that,  I  believe,  one  effcdual  method  to 
free  all  people  from  the  apprehenfions  of  griev- 
ances, will  be,  to  lay  all  former  animofities  and  jea- 
loufies  afidc,  and,  lor  the  future,  apply  themfelves 
to  fuch  bufinefs  as  they  are  concerned  in,  for  the 
public,  with  a  freedom  and  opennels  of  temper, 
and  an  unbiaiTed  inclination  to  promote  the  com-

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1709.  men  good,  without  any  oth^  particular  view:  if 
we  (hould  be  fo  fortunate  as  to  take  exanfiple  from 
her  Majefty's  glorious  adtniniftration  of  her  domi- 
nions at  home,  and  that  of  her  parliament,   we 
ihould  not  fail  of  being  extremely  happy» 

"  As  to  thofe  two  paft  adiqjis  of  my  immediate 
fwedeceffor,  of  which  you  complain,  I  can  only 
inform  ydu,  that  they  were  both  well  known  in 
Britain^  before  I  left  it ;  and  that  I  had  no  di- 
reftions  to  make  any  enquiry  into  them ;  and 
that,  upon  the  beft  advice  I  can  receive  here,  I 
find  they  will  not  properly  fall  under  my  cogni- 
zance, in  the  ftatioii  I  am  placed  in,  land  therefore 
cannot  think  it  fit  to  concern  myfelf  with  them, 

**  But  I  am  obliged  to  obferve  to  you  that  the 
Council  of  the  province,  now  with  me,  think 
themfelves  very  unjuftly  treated. by  the  mention 
you  have  made  of  them^  if  they  (as  it  is  generally 
underftood)  be  intended  by  the  evil  counfel^  of 
which  you  have  taken  notice ;  and  therefore,  will 
take  the  liberty  to  vindicate  themfelves,  as  you  . 
will  fee,  by  their  application  to  me  j  to  which  I 
refer  you. 

^*  The  charge  againft  the  Treafurer,*  I  find, 
is  occafioned  by  his  and  the  Co'uncirs  underftand- 
ing  the  aft  of  AfTembly,  by  which  the  money, 
that  comes  into  his  hands,  has  been  granted, 
fomewhat  differently  from  what  the  prefent  and  late 
fioyfes  of  Reprefentatives  have  done :  he  pleads 
the  law,  as  his  beft  direftion ;,  and  you  cannot  but 
agree,  that  it  is  fit  that  this  alone  (I  mean  the  law^ 
ought  to  determine  the  matter.  As  far  as  I  have 
Jiitherto  been  able,  I  have  preffed  the  colleftion 
,of  the  taxes,  and  fhall  continue  the  beft  of  ixiy 
care,  until  they  be  finilhed. 

"  The  method  of  eftablifhing  courts,  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  was  alfo  well  underftood 

in 

*.  S,  Carpenter. 
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in  Great  Britain^ /sjid,  was  approved  of  there,  as.  1709. 
being  grounded  on  unqueftionable  powers,  grant- 
ed the  Proprietary.  The  bill  formerly  propofed 
by  the  Affembly,  for  that  purpofe,  which  is  now 
before  the  board,  has  not  been  allowed  of;  but 
feeing  the  prefent  eftablifliment,  which  was  drawn, 
as  I  am  informed,  according  to  the  plan  laid 
down  in  that  bill,  carries  fome  inconveniencies 
with  it,  and  requires  an  alteration,  I  fhall  be  ready 
to  agree  to  any  other  reafonable  bill,  that  you 
ihall  hereafter  propofe,  for  fettling  courts  of  judi- 
cature, in  fuch  a  regular  methcjd^  as  may  be  a 
lafting  rule  for  holding  them. 

"  I  have  no  inftrudkions,  gentlemen,  from  her 
Majefty,  that  will  concern  you;  thbfe  from  the 
Proprietary  being  to  myfelf,  as  occafion  offers, 
and  where  it  may  be  proper,  I  ihall  acquaint  you 
with  the  particulars.  I  have  ordered  copies  of 
my  commiffion,  and  her  Majefty's  approbation, 
to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  you. 

**  I  Ihould  now  propofe  to  your  ferious  confi- 
deration  fome  other  matters  of  the  higheft  import- 
ance, without  which  government  cannot  long  fub- 
fift  ;  as  a  due  provilion  for  the  fupport  of  it,  and 
,  for  the  fecurity  of  the  people ;  but  what  I  fhall 
principally  recommend  to  you,  at  this  time,  is  the 
latter  part  of  the  laft  paragraph  of  your  addrefs, 
viz.  To  prepare  a  bill  for  fettling  by  law,  how 
money  fliall  be  paid,  upon  contrafts  made,  and 
to  be  made,  before  the  new  currency  of  money 
takes  effeft :  This,  as  I  find,  by  the  great  uneafi- 
nefs  of  the  people,  is  a  matter  that  will  require  a 
very  fpeedy  provifion,  and,  therefore,  hope  you 
will  find  fuch  juft  and  equal  methods  for  it,  as 
neither  the  debtors,  on  the  one  hand,  nor  credit- 
ors,  on  the  other,  may  fuffer  by  the  alteration ; 
to  which  I  defire  you  may  forthwith  proceed,  with 
as  little  lofs  of  time  as  is  pofEble ;  after  which  wc 

may 
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1709.   may  hare  opportunity  to  enter  into  confideration 
^^^'^'^'^^  of  fuch  other  matters,  as  may  naturally  fall  before 
you." 

ThcAffcm- ;  The  Governor's  fpeech  produced  an  anfwer 
^y^^Jy^^  from  the  Affenibly,  on  the  14th;  in  which,  be- 
«r,  &c.  fides  infifting  on  what  they  had  before  advanced, 
they  diftinguiflied  what  they  meant,  in  their  ad- 
drds,  when  they  faid,  ''  The  late  Governor  was 
too  much  influenced  by  evil  counfel^^  by  exprefsly 
throwing  the  whole  blame  on  James  Logan,  and 
fome  other  perfpns,  who  were  not  of  the  Govern- 
or's council.  They  jnoreover  promifed  to  make 
due  provifion  for  the  fupport  of  government ;  and 
agreed  to  confider  and  prepare  the  bill,  which  the 
Governor  recommended,  as  a  very  neceflary  part 
of  their  bufinefs ;  and  then  they  hoped  and  expcft- 
cd  a  redrefs  of  their  grievances. 

The  following  is  the  Council's  addrefs  to  the 
Governor,  in  reference  to  the  evil  counfel^  men- 
tioned in  the  addrefs  of  the  Affembly,  and  replied 
to  in  the  Governor's  fpeech,  but,  in  order  of  time, 
it  precedes  the  Affembly's  anfwer,  vi%.

**  May  if  pleafe  the  Governor ^ 

**  ,WE,  the  members  of  Council  for  the  faid 
-  province,  who  attended  the  board,  during  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  late  Lieutenant  Governor,  up- 
on viewing  the  addrefs  prefented  by  the  Affembly 
on  the  9th  day  of  March  laft,  think  ourfelves 
obliged  to  obferve,  that,  in  the  firft  paragraph  of 
it,  complaining  of  aggrievances  and  oppreffionsj 
tvhich,  they  fay,  thjs  province  has,  for  f6me  time, 
laboured  under,  occafioned  by  the  irregular  admi- 
niftration  of  the  late  Deputy  Governor,  they  have 

thought 
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thought  fit  to  add  thefe  words,  who  was  too  much   1 709. 
influenced  "by  evil  counfel ;  to  whom  the  miferies 
and  confufions  of  the  ftate,  and  divifions  in  the 
government,  are  principally  owing. 

*'  It  was  long,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor, 
tefore  we  could  induce  ourfelves  to  believe,  that 
men,  fo  well  acquainted  with  the  charafters  of 
moft  of  us,  in  our  feveral  ftations,  in  the  country, 
could  poflibly  intend  us  by  the  charge,  until,  by 
the  obfervations  of  others,  we  were  forced  to  take 
a  nearer  notice  of  the  expreffions  \  upon  which 
we  are  forry  to  find,  that  the  word  counfel^  as 
there  ufed,  together  with  the  general  conftrudion 
of  the  fentence,  feems  not  to  admit  of  any  other 
interpretation,  but  that  to  us  principally  is  owing 
whatever  the  Affembly  has  thought  fit  to  complain 
of,  or,  can  reduce,  under  the  general  terms  they 
have  ufed :  if  they  will  difavow  any  fuch  intention, 
we  Ihall  crave  no  other  fatisfadion  ;  but,  if  not, 
we  muft  then  defire,  that  they,  and  all  men  con- 
cerned in  thefe  affairs,  may  know, 

"  That,  notwithftanding  the  Proprietary  and  late 
Lieutenant  Governor,  according  to  the  eftabliflied 
rules  in  all  governments  whatfoever,  from  the 
moft  polite,  to  the  moft  barbarous,  nations  in  the 
world,  finding  themfelves  under  a  neceflity  of  hav- 
ing a  Council  about  them,  to  advife  with,  in  affairs 
of  government,  have  thought  fit  to  choofe  us  for 
that  fervice,  in  which,  according  to  our  feveral 
folemn  engagements,  we  have  acquitted  our- 
felves, to  the  beft  of  our  judgments  and  abilities, 
yet  not  one  of  us  receives,  or  ever  expeds,  any  other 
advantage  ty  it,  than  the  fatisfadion  of  having 
difcharged  our  duties  to  the  country  we  live  in, 
and  to  advance  the  profperity  and  happinefs  of  it, 
as  much  as  may  lie  in  our  power.  We  have  no 
falaries,  nor  allowance,  paid  us  by  the  country 
for  this,  nor  offices  of  profit,  to  encourage  us ; 

what 
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ijrog.  what  we  do  is  at  our  own  expenfe  of  time,  trou» 
ble  and  charge,  and  upon  our  own  eftates  is  all 
our  dependance,  which,  giving  us  as  good  an  in^ 
tereft  in  the  country,  as  others  can  pretend  to, 
and  being  out  of  the  reach  of  any  poffible  views 
diffferent  from  the  good  of  the  whole,  no  man, 
without  a  manifeft  violence  to  his  reafon,  can  ima- 
gine but  that  we  are  as  much  concerned,  and, 
therefore,  would  be  as  careful  to  prevent  and  divert 
any  miferies^  confujions,  or  divifions^  that  may  threat- 
en the  province,  as  any  other  fett  of  men  what- 
foevcr ;  fo  that  this  charge,  from  the  Aflembly, 
if  levelled  againft  us,  is  not  only  unjuft,  but  will  be 
judged,  we  believe,  exceedingly  ungrateful,  by 
all  that  impartially  confider  us,  and  our  circum- 
ftances,  among  our  neighbours. 

."  After  this  general  accufation,  involving  u$ 
in  all  things,  that  have  been  irregularly  commit- 
ted, or,  that  any  perfon  can  think  fo  to  have 
been,  they  enumerate  four  particulars,  which 
they  call  aggrievances.  .  To  the  two  firft  we  have 
nothing  to  fay ;  and  we  hope  no  man  can  believe, 
that  any  one  of  us  was  fo  much  as  privy  to  thein,% 
much  lefs  that  we  advifed  them ;  we  here  folemnly 
declare,  each  for  himfelf,  that  we  did  not.  The 
other  two  we  acknowledge  ourfelves  to  be  con- 
cerned in,  and  fliall  always  juftify :  that  is,  firft. 
That  we  advifed  the  Treafurer  to  take  his  direfti- 
ons  frpm  the  law  alone,  and  without  regard  to  the 
partial  order  of  the  aflembly  to  the  contrary,  to 
make  his  payments  in  equal  portions ;  which,  we 
hope,  cannot  be  accounted  a  grievance:  and  in 
the  i>ext.  To  prevent  the  greateft  of  all  pofliblc 
grievances  J  the  want  of  public  juftice,  of  which,  by 
the  meafures  taken  by  the  Aflembly  of  that  time, 
the  country  was  long  deprived ;  we  advifed  the 
Governor  to  make  ufe  of  the  powers,  with  which 
he  was  unqueftionably  vefted,  to  open  the  courts 
again,  and  to  reftore  the  courts  of  juftice  to  the 

opprefled 
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oppreffed  country;  which,  had  long  languifhed  1749. 
through  the  want  of  it,  until  they  could  be  other- 
wife  eftablifhed.  Men  unacquainted  with  affairs 
of  this  kind,  and  who  mud  take  their  information 
from  .others,  may  be  impofed  on  by  perfon^  of 
defign,  and  believe  that  to  be  irregular,  which,  iu 
itfelf,  is  a  mod  wholefome  and  neceffary  ad: ;  but 
we  can,  with  aifurance,  affirm-,  that  we  had  full 
fatisfa£iion,  from  men  of  the  belt  abilities,  that 
what  we  advifed  and  concurred  in  this  matter,  was 
regular,  juft  and  legal. 

"  Upon  the  whole,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor, 
though  on  the  one  hand,  we  fhall  be  exceedingly 
unwilling  to  have  any  mifunderflanding  with  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  well  knowing  it  to 
be  an  unhappinefs,  that  all  reafonable  meafures 
Ihould  be  taken  to  prevent ;  yet,  on  the  other, 
we  fliall  not,  by  any  contrivances,  be  diverted 
from  difcharging  the  truft  repofed  in  us,  during 
our  continuance,  in  this  flation,  with  honour  and 
juftice,  to  the  beft  of  our  abilities ;  but,  frpm 
time  to  time,  fhall  offer  to  the  Governor  fuch  ad^ 
vice  as  we  fhjill  judge  moft  conducive  to  the  gene* 
ral  good  of  the  province ;  in  the  welfare  of  which 
we  are  fo  nearly  concerned,  in  our  feveral  private 
interefts ;  and  in  the  meantime,  hope  we  may  juftly 
cxpedl  to  be  fecured  from  calumny  and  mifrepre- 
fentation.

The  Governor  having  laid  this  reprefentation  of 
ThcAffem-  the  Council  before  the  Affembly,  it  produced  an 
Wydifpieaf-  addi-cfs  to  him,  by  way  of  anfwer,  from  the 
C9iiiicii,&c.  Houfe.  In  this  they  blamed  the  Council,  for 
feeming  to  apply  to  themfelves,  in  general,  what 
was  meant  by  the  words,  evil  counjel ;  of  which, 
they  faid,  they  had  given  their  explanation  before, 
in  their  anfwer  to  the  Governor's  fpeech.*  They 
were  difplealbd  at  the  Council's  declaring,  they 
had  nothing  to  fay,  refpeding  the  two  particulars 
of  Evanses  conduft,  mentioned  in  the  Affembly's 
addrefs,  viz.  That  dith^falfe  alarm^  in  1706,  and 
the  cpff^air  at  Newcajile.  As  to  the  other  two 
points,  in  regai^d  to  the  Council's  advifing  the 
Treafurer  and  the  Governor,  as  they  acknow- 
ledged themfelves  to  have  done ;  the  Affembly 
appeared  incenfed  at  the  Council's  prefuming  to 
do  the  former,  as  it  was  not  properly  their  office ; 
and  they  cenfured  them  for  pppofing  the  late  Af- 
fembly, in  their  advice  to  the  Governor,  on  the 
bill  of  courts,  and  their  affenting,  at  the  fame 
time,  to  the  Governor's  ordinance,  for  carrying 
into  execution  tl^e  fame  thing,  and  fo  nearly  in 
the  fame  manner,  that  the  faid  bill  was  intended 
to  do ;  in  fhort,  they  were  angry  that  the  Coun- 
oil  fhould  prefent  (in  their  w^ords,  patronize)  fuch 
an  addrefs,  fo  oppofite  to  the  views  and  drift  of 
the  Houfe,  and  declared,  they  confidered  it,  as 
an  indignity  offered  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the 
late  Affembly.

adions.    It  is  fcarcely  to  be  doubted  that  there  thefe  pro- 
was  real  occafion,  in  fome  cafes,  to  complain  of  «5o^«ip» 
grievances,  which  demanded  proper  attention  and 
relief;  but  the  word  grievance^  was  become  com* 
mon,  and  fo  often  ufed,  that  its  proper  applica- 
tion feems  not  always  to  have  been  fufficiently  at- 
tended to ;  for  it  is  certain,  that  by  too  much  in- 
dulging a  difpofition  and  habit  of  complaint,  it 
has  fometimes  remarkably  affeded  the  imagina- 
tions of  men,  and  magnified,  in  appearance,  what 
was  but  fmall,  in  reality ;  and  there  have  been  in- 
ftances,  wherein  it  has  fo  far  prevailed  as  to  induce 
the  mind  entirely  to  miftake  one  thing  for  another, 
and  to  create  a  firm  belief  of  the  abfolute  exift- 
ence  of  what,  in  truth,  had  no  being. 

There  are  but  few  things,  for  which  an  apology  Apologf. 
may  not  be  made,  and  plaufible  reafons  given  j  for  the  Af- 
and  it  may  reafonably  be  alledged  that  the  views  [^iia! 
and  intentions  of  fome  of  thefe  Affemblies,  in 
thus  carrying  their  difagreement  with  the  Execu- 
tive, in  fome  cafes,  to  fuch  extreme,  were  good  j 
and  confequently  miftake,  or  excefs,  in  their  con- 
duft,  might  be  the  more  excufable :  for  it  is  not 
to  be  denied  that  fome  good  eflfefts  to  the  province, 
in  reality,  refulted  from  thefe  proceedings.    3e

Affemblies  may  be  alledged  to  haye  been,  who 
carried  affairs  to  fuch  extrenyty,  yet  it  fufficiently 
appears,  that  under  the  allegation  of  grievances^ 
fome  of  them  too  much  gratified  th^ir  animofity ;

great  inducements  for  him  to  endeavour  to  dimi-  ^^"^^^^^ 
nifli  his  difficulty  and  trouble  on  its  account ;  more  Fid^p^fc^^ 
cfpecially  when  it  was  in  his  power,  in  fuch  an 
eafy  and  effedual  maimer,  to  accomplifh  it;  to 
which  it  alfa  appears,  by  his  private  letters,  yet 
extant  in  his  own  hand  writing,  he  was  fomotimes 
io  much  difpofed,  that  had  he  not  ftudied  what 
he  was  perfuaded  was  the  particular  intereft  .and 
Ycal  good  of  the  province,  before  his  own  preca- 
rious gain,  and  prefent  quiet,  he  would,  before 
this  time,  have  put  the  fame  in  execution :  for  it 
was  moft  probable,  and  he  appears  to  have  been 
fully  of  opinion,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  pro^ 
vince  could  not  have  been  advantaged,  or  better- 
ed, by  fuch  a  change  of  government,  in  thofc 
times,  but  the  contrary;  provided  they  rightly 
imderllood  their  prefent  privileges,    and  knew  »

We  know,  that  when  the  province  was  granted  to  the  Proprietary, 
he  had  power,  at  hia  pleafure  to  convey  any  part,  or  parts  thereof;  and  to 
ere(5l  manors,  and  to  referve  fuch  rents,  cuftoms  and  fervices,  as  he 
ihould  think  fit ;  in  purfuance  •whereof,  he  fold  lands  to  a  great  value, 
and  referved  rents,  fufiicicnt,  in  a  moderate  way,  to  maintain  bim^  or  bii 
LUidenant^  anfw^rable  to  their  ftatlon,"  &c. 

And  afterwards,  in  their  reply  to  the  Governor's  anfwer  to  the  ahove,t 
&c.  (part  of  which  fee  in  the  notes  before,  &c.)  they  again  fay, 

**  Where  is  the  extravagance  of  what  we  mentioned  on  this  head  ? 
Is  it,  bccaufe  we  faid,  That  the  rents  referved  are  fuffident,  in  a  mode- 
rate way,  to  maintain  tie  Proprietary  or  i^s  JLieutenant,  anfwerable  to 
their  ftation  ?  We  fee  no  caufe  to  decline  faying  fo  ftill :  and  what,  if  we 
add,  Tbait  we  delire  the  Proprietary-  would  be  content  to  live  upon  his 
rents;  and  that  fines,  forfeitures,  efcheats,  and  other  profits  and  perqui- 
iites  of  government  (hould  be  employed  for  the  common  good,  and  pub* 
lie  fervice  of  the  government,  it  would  not  be  without  precedent  ?'*  &c. 

•*  We  are  not  willing  to  fuppofe,  when  the  Proprietary  was  favoured

The  wifeft  But  abfolute,  or  unlimited,  perfection  is  not  to 
f^^ct  ^  expefited  in  human  nature ;  and  if  the  wifeft 
err,  Ice.  councils  of  men  fometimes  err,  how  much  more 
may  a  young  Aflembly  of  honeft,  or  well  mean*^ 
ing,  colonifts  be  reafonably  fuppofed  liable  to  mif- 
take  their  own  real  intereft,  under  the  mofl:  plau- 
iible  views  of  any,  in  thus  contending  for  what 
they  thought  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
people?  who,  in  a  legiflative  capacity,  had  not 
yet  arrived  at  that  maturity  of  judgment,  and 
prudence  of  adion,  which  length  of  time  and 
experience  alone  can  give  ? 

After  having  prefented  their  remonftrancc,  the 
Houfe  adjourned ;  and  at  their  next  meeting,  on 
the  firft  day  of  the  fourth  month,  the  Governor 
made  them  the  following  fpeech,  vm^

•  That  18,  they  had  more  liberties  and  privileges,  or  tneansof  render- 
ing themfelves  happy,  under  the  Proprietary,  by  a  prudent  and  proper 
ufe  ef  them,  than  could  reafonably  be  estpecied^  immediately  under  the 
crown ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  too  great  a  mis^ufe  of  thefc,  either  by 
contption,  or  otherwife,  might  pojlibly  render  the  regal  government, 
or  greater  reftraint,  more  beneficial,  or  better  and  happier,  for  a  people

^*  I  muft  recommend  to  you  the  prefent  dr- 
cumftances  of  the  three  lower  counties ;  you  are 
not  now  falfely  alarmed;  Newcq/ik  feems  the  only 
place,  proper  to  make  any  defence ;  I  find  them 
ready  and  willing  to  do  any  thing,  in  their  power^ 
for  the  good  of  the  countiy,  and  look  on  them- 
felves  as  a  frontier  to  you,  though  a  weak  one ;  and 
if  they  perifh,  in  all  probability,  your  deflruftion 
will  not  be  far  off ;  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  it 
is  your  interefl,  that  they  be  furniflied  with  all 
things  neceffary  to  oppofe  the  enemy.

Obferuattons  on  the  nature  of  the  Governor's  requU 
Jition  ;  and  the  dejigh  of  fettling  Pennfylvania  by 
the  Quakers  ;  who  are  principled  again/l  war.^-^ 
The  Affemblfs  condu6l^  on  the  occqfion  ;  who  vote 
a  prefent  to  the  ^een. — The  Governor  not  fatis* 
fed  with  their  offer ;  and  they  adjourn. — Pro^ 
ceedings  of  the  next  meeting  of  Affembly* — They 
agree  to  augment  the  fum^  voted  before  to  the 
^ueen ;  and  requefi  the  Governor's  concurrerxe 
to  diners  bills. — Further  difpute  between  the  Go* 
vemor  andAffembly;  with  reafons  of  the  former  for 
not  agreeing  with  the  latter  ;  upon  which  they  re^ 
tnonjlrate  to  the  Governor^  and  are  much  difpleafed 
with  the  Secretary^  yames  Logan. — Proceedings 
between  the  Governor^  and  the  next  AJfembly^ 
conjifiing  principally  of  the  fame  Member s.^^  Their 
proceedings  againfi  yames  Logan.

1709.  i-T  cannot  be  fuppofed,  but  that  the  nature  of 
this  requifition  muft  have  created  a  difficulty  with 
a  people,  who,  by  their  religious  perfuafion, 
were  not  permitted  to  bear  arms,  nor  to  be  adively, 
cr  immediately,  concerned  in  promoting  military 
affairs ;  and  fuch,  at  this  time,  were  the  inhabi* 
tants  of  the  province,  in  generi^.    It  may  likewife

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be  here  obfervcd,  that  it  does  not'ap'pear  reafona-    1709. 
ble  why  this  principle  of  the  fakers  againft  war,  '^"""'^ 
and  the  evil  confequences  arifing  from  it,  whenj^^pri^c*! 
duly  confidered,  ihould  be  an  objeftion,  fo  very  pic«  againft 
material,  as  fome  perfons  make  it,  againft  any "Z'iol^ 
clafs   or   defcription,    of  people,  in   the   gieneral  bUmed  a» 
community,  whofe  profitable  induftry,  and  benefi- ^^"^^^ 
cent  condud,  in  all  other  refpeds,  render  them 
of  fo  much  the  greater  utility,  and  real  benefit  to 
the  public  and  common  good,  even,  in  this,  and 
every  other  department ;  and  that  more  efpecially 
in  thefe  latter,  more  improved,  or  refined  ages  of 
the  world,  fince  war  is  become  more  a  trade,  or 
ftudy  of  a  certain  clafs  of  men  only,  and  more 
reftrided  to,  and  managed  by,  a  part  of  the  ge- 
neral community,  appropriated  to  that  purpofe, 
than  it  was  formerly,  in  the  more  barbarous  ftate 
of  mankind,  when  every  one  went  to  war,  capa- 
ble of  bearing  arms,  while  now  it  is  experienced 
that  the  far  greater  part  of  the  people,  in  all  the  . 
moft  civilized  ftates,  are  better,  or  more  prefera- 
bly employed,  in  promoting  and  procuring  the 
neceflary  fupport   of  the  whole   community,  at 
large :  it  would  be  a  very  great  impropriety,  to 
blame  any   one   member   of  the   human   body, 
which  is  confined,  or  appointed  to  one  particular 
office,  for  not  performing  that  of  another ;  for 
which  it  is  neither  qualified,  nor  intended,  by  the 
Author  of  human  nature  :  the  body  politic  con- 
fifts  of  many  parts,  or  members,  as  well  as  the 
human ;  and   their   offices,  in   a  well   regulated 
ftate,  are  as  various :  wifdom  is  no  lefs  requifite  They  are 
than  ftrength ;  and  the  arts  of  peace,  with  the  ^^^''^j;^ 
labours  of  the  induftrious  colonift,  are,  at  leaft,  humanity, 
as  neceflary  as  thofe  of  war  j  which  would  foon  ^^^^^5. 
make  but  ia.  very  forry  figure,  in  any  nation,  with- 
out thofe  means,  which  are  the  eftefts  of  the  for- 
mer.    Can  any  thinking  and  reflefting  mind  be 
fo  unacquainted  with  the  excellency  of  thofe  quali- 
ties. 
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1 709;  ties,  which  diftinguiih  the  rational  from  the  irra-* 
'*-^'~'^  tional  creation,  as  not  to  be  fenfible,  that  it  is 
better  by  wifdom,  or  good  policy,  to  prevent  war, 
than  by  force  of  arms,  and  the  art  military  to 
fupport,  or  only  to  fufpend  it  ?  For  it  is  impoffi- 
ble,  that  the  application  of  a  thing,  by  which,  in 
reaUty,  that  fame  thing  folely  exifts,  and  is  kept 
alive,  fhould  put  an  end  to  it,  or  entirely  take 
away  its  exiftence.  War  is  certainly  the  greateft 
punifliment  in  the  world,  that  the  Almighty  hath 
affigned  for  the  wickednefs  of  the  human  raccj 
and  it  is  the  departure  of  mankind  from  their  true 
intereft,  and  real  good  alone,  which  makes  it  necef- 
iary  j  confequently,  as  a  principle  of  thinking  and 
ading  gains  ground,  or  increafes,  in  the  worlds 
which  approaches  neareft  to  the  ftandard  of  truth, 
and  takes  away  the  caufe  of  punifhment,  in  the 
fame  proportion,  muft  the  neceffity  and  pradice 
of  this  evil  decreafe  in  it. 

AUyarA  ob-  But,  of  all  people  thofe  appear  to  have  the  lead 
i^nft'thc  ^^fo^  ^o  make  this  objedlion  a  fubjeft  of  com- 
Quakcrsof  plant  againft  the  fakers  of  Pennfylvaniaj  who, 
Pomfyiva-  knowing  their  principle,  in  this  refped,  never- 
thelefs,  in  preference  to  all  the  reft  of  the  colonies, 
and,  even,  to  all  the  reft  of  the  world,  which 
were  before  them,  equally  free  for  their  choice, 
have  removed  frpm  various  diftant  parts,  and 
fettled  among  them;  yet  many  fuch  have  been 
known  in  this  province !  But,  which  is  ftill  more 
remarkable,  that  people  profeiTedly  of  a  different 
way  of  thinking,  in  this  particular,  fhould,  in 
greater  numbers,  and  much  more  abundantly, 
flock  into  Pennfylvania^  from  abroad,  than  into 
any  other  of  the  colonies  befides ;  and  yet  this  has 
been  the  real  cafe  here,  both  in  later  years,  and 
alfo  in  the  more  early  times  of  the  province : 
which  certainly  fhewed  a  very  diftinguiCung  pre- 
ference, which,  in  reality,  was  thereby  given  to 
the  fakers  and  their  principles,  notwithftanding 

the 
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the  high  abfurdity^  which  any  of  thofe  people,   1709. 
who  have  thus  made  Pennfylvania  their  choice,  ^'■*'">''^*^ 
may  fince  have  exhibited,  by  declaiming  againft 
them  on  this  account :  for  it  cannot  be  reafonably 
fuppofed  they  were  ignorant  that  this  country, 
and  the  government  of  it,  could  not  poffibly  have 
been  granted,  'at  firft,  to  the  Quakers ^  on  account 
of  ihtir  Jighting  principles^  or  that  they  fhould  de-^ 
fend  it  with  armsy  by  any  who  properly  knew 
them,  notwithftandin^  they  were  empowered,  or 
entrufted,  fo  to  do,  if  they  chofe  it ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  for  thofe  other  qualifications,  at  leaft, 
not  lefs  neceflary  and  ben^cial,  for  the  fupport  inttsntion  rf 
and  real  happinefs  of  any  country,  of  which  the  ^\  ^*°^

Aing  and  government,  at  that  time,  were  rally  mem  of 
fenfible  the  ^uaken  were  pdflefled ;  becaufe,  in  a  p«"^^^ 
nation,  where  fufficient  numbers  of  fighting  men  ' 
are  not  .wanting,  on  occafion,  and. may,  at  any 
time,  be  had  for  money,  to  defend  all  parts  of  its 
dominions,  and  where  no  man,  by  the  laws,  h 
compelled  to  fight,  who  pays  his  equivalent  to  the 
fupport  of  the  government,  there  would  be  no 
abfolute  neceflity,  neither  was  it  intended,  in.  the 
grant  of  the  province,  and  of  the  powers  of  go« 
Verning  it,  under  the  crown,  to  take  thefe  peace* 
able  people  from  that  proper  attention,  which  was 
due  to  the  department,  in  which  they  were  placed, 
for  the  general  good,  in  their  civil  capacity ;  nor,  op 
that  account,  to  opprefs  any  one  part  of  the  com* 
munity,  for  the  fake  of  the  other's  advantage, 
unequally. 

This  appears  to  have  been  the  principal  end  and 
defign  of  the  Britijts  government,  at  firft,  refpefl:- 
ing  this  province,  notwithftanding  thofe*  demands 
of  a  military  nature^  which,  either  from  a  miftaken 
notion  of  thereby  more  efFeftually  ferving  the 
public  utility,  or  from  other  views,  different  from 
the  real  nature  and  original  defign  of  the  firft  fet- 
tlement  and  conftitution  of  Pennfylvania^   have

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1709.    fince  been  made  from  it ;  not  fulEcieHtly  adverting 
'"^""'^'''^^  to  the  natural^  advantageous,  and  more  exeeUent 
confequences,  which  abfolutety,  and  of  neceffity

praftice,  induftry,  and  virtue  of  fuch  a  people, 
to  the  general  community,  in  proportion  to  the 
finall  number  of  thofe,  who  hold  this  principle. 
Number  of  as  the  ^akers  do ;  a  number,  which,  in  all  pro- 
^KW ^*"  bability,  if  we  may  judge  of  the  future  by  the 
to  be  very  paft,  from  the  nature  and  efFeft  of  fuch  4,  princi* 
great,  &c.  p|g^  ^^  j^^y  j^y  thcm,  whether  viewed  in  a  favour- 
able, or  unfavourable  light,  will  never  be  very

The  Aflembly  having  confidered  the  Governor'^ 
fpeech,  divers  of  the  Sjembers  confulted  a  num^ 
ber  of  their  principal  conidituents,  and  Membe?$ 
of  Council,  being  J^akersj  on  the  occafionjf 
which  the  Houfe  mentioned,  in  their  addrefs,  or 
anfwer  to  the  Governor ;  in  which  they  declared, 

•*  That  were  it  not,  that  the  raifing  of  money 
to  hire  men  to  fight  (or  kill  one  another)  was 
matter  of  confcience  to  them,  and  againft  their 
religious  principles,  they  fhould  not  be  wanting, 
according  to  their  abilities,  to  contribute  to  thole 
defigns.'*  They  exprefled  their  regard  and  loyal- 
ty to  the  Queen,  and  their  prayer  for  the  long 
continuance  of  her  reign,  and  concluded,  *'That, 
though  they  could  not,  for  confcience  fake  ^  comply 
with  the  furnilhing  a  fupply  for  fuch  a  defence,  as

"  Confident  with  the  nature  »r4  principle  of  this  favour,  or  ladnl- 
gence  to  the  ^akera  of  Pennfylvaniaj  in  great  meafure,  and  with  the

By  this  mode  of  bufinefs  they  appear  to  have  -p^  ^^  ^^ 
mtide,  or  intended,  a  diftindion  twetween  grant-  ncrai  fup- 
ing  fuppUes  for  the  fupport  of  government,  in^^^^,^^ 
general,  or,  for  its  mixt  purpofes  and  ufes  collect  mcnt. 
tively,  and  that  of  contributing  for  the  military 
alone  ;  befides  their  not  being  anfwerable  for  the  Bdng  not 
application  particularly,  or  for  the  duty  of  the  ^^^^ 
executive  part  of  the  goremoient :  whereby  it  pUcation&c 
may  be  fuppofed,  they  thought  they  afted  confci- 
entioufly,  according  to  their  religious  principles, 
in  contributing  their  proportion  of  what  is  abfo- 
lutely  due  to  the  general  fupport  of  government, 
or  fupreme  authority,  according  to  the  praftice 
of  the  primitive  Chriftians ;  the  benefit  and  protec- 
tion of  which  they  enjoyed  in  common  with 
others,  and  as  they  were  not  adively  concerned 
either  in  dire£Hng  or  executing  that  authority ;

them ;  and  that,  though  money  could  not  fo  fud« 
denly  be  railed^  as  the  cafe  required,  yet  they 
might  find  means  to  procure  credit,  fo  as  that 
they  might  not  go  away  empty."—"  That  there 
ttras  no  manner  of  provifion  lor  the .  Governor's 
fupport ;  That  the  Proprietary,  on  whom  the  Af- 
fembly  had  too  often  had  expedation,  in  the  cafe, 
had,  by  his  late  hard  treatment,  from  fome, 
whom  he  had  too  far  trufted,  been  entirely  difa^ 
bl6d  (were  it  in  itfelf  reafonable)  to  tontinue  any 
luth  provJlictt ;  confetjuently  their  immediate  re- 
folution  was  Sibfolut^ly  neceffary  to  contribute 
what  was  proper  in  tnts  point;  otherwife  they 
tnuft  expeft  a  change  that  would  prove  mort 
chargeable/' 

Part  of  the      'The  Aflembly  exprefled  their  concern  for  what 
Affembiy*8  had  happened  at  Lewijiown;  and  that  the  Go- 
^^'  ^'  Vernor  was  already  acquainted  how  far  the  gene- 
rality of  the  people  of  the  province  could  oppoia 
fuch  an  attempt.     They  admired,  that,  after  fuch 
large  fums^  ralfed  for  the  fupport  of  government, 
they  were  notwithflanding  left  fo  unprovided,  as 
the  Governor  had  reprefented ;  and  they  earneftly 
tequefted  his  afliftance,  to  cajl  the  late  Governor 
and  Setretary  to  account,  for  the  money,  which, 
they  faid,  Ihould  h^ve  been  applied  to  the  ufe  of 
^cy  ^cc  ^^^  public.     To  the  jT.  500,  which  they  had  tU 
to  augment  Tcady  voted,  they  agreed  to  add  ^^  300  more,  for 
voted^bJ-   ^^^^  ^^^^^  neceflfary  expenfes,  befides  j[.  200,  to- 
fore,  &c.    ward$  the  Governor's  fupport.   They  intimated 
their  expectation  of  his  concurrence  to  redreft 
theit  grievances,  and  recommended  to  his  confi* 
deration  ^  number  t)f  bills,  prepared  Jby  former 
Affemblies,   and  agreed  to  by  the  prefent;    of 

which 
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vhfeh  one  was  for  eftabliihlng  courts,*  &c#  to  al!    1^09* 
which  they  defired  to  have  his  concurrence,  or  to 
know  his  objections. 

The  Governor,  in  reply,  acknowledged  he  was  Purport  or 
made  fcnfible,  that  many  inhabitants  of  the  pro-  o^Jj^^X? 
vince  could  not,  in  s^tiy  cafe,  bear  arms^  fo  he  did 
not  propofe  it  to  them,  but  only  a  neceflary  fupply 
in  money,  without  engaging  any  man  againft  hi* 
religious  perfuafion.  That,  in  regard  to  what  they 
had  faid  refpefting  Colonel  Evans  and  the  Secretary^ 
he  could  not  well  underftand  it ;  the  former  having 
affirmed,  he  received  only  what  wa§  diredly  allow- 
ed by  the  Affembly,  for  his  own  fupport,  and 
thought  himfelf  not  at  all  accountable  for  it; 
and  that  the  Secretary  feemed  to  admire  what 
ffaould  induce  th^  Houfe  to  nam^  him,  upon  that 
occaiion  ;  there  being  none  of  it  payable  to  him, 
but  for  his  own  fervices  as  an  officer.  That  he 
thanked  them,  for  taking  his  fupport  into  their 
coniideration,  hoping  future  provifion  of  that 
kind  would  be  made  more  eafy ;  and  that  he 
woukl  readily  agree  to  any  thing,  confiftent  with 
his  duty,  and  the  truft  repofed  in  him. 

That,  refpeding  the  bills,  the  Proprietary  was  The  Go- 
not  at  all  againft  eftablifliing  courts  by  law,  yet  ▼crnor  ca». 
his  inftruftions  would  not  permit  him  to  agree  to  any  wir** 
thofe  points,  in  the  bill,  which  broke  in,  either  agau^i^  the 
lipon  his  powers  in  government,  or  his  juft  inte-  powCT"or" 

reft  ;  mtereft,&c.

■^f"^^^^^  he  could  not  fee  j  but  as  he  was  willing  to  agre© 
to  a  bill,  for  the  eafe  and  fecurity  of  the  people^ 
in  that  refpefl:,  properly  regulated,  and^  on  hi» 
part,  to  do  his  duty,  fo  he  hoped  they  would  be 
careful  to  offer  him  nothing  that  he  could  not  af- 
fent  to,  without  a  violation  of  his  honour  and  truft, 
&c.  he  recommended  their  revietvihg  the  bills, 
pafled  by  the  former  Affemblies ;  and  thanked 
them  for  the  provifion;,  which  they  had  made  fot 
the  Indians :  which  concluded  the  feffions. 

TheAffcm-      The  Affcmbly,  atjheir  next  fitting,  in  Auguft, 
iJth^      notwithftanding   the  Governor's   recommending 
former  dc-  them  to  couduf):  their  proceedings  fo  far  confonn- 
°*^^       able  to  the  powers,  he  had  to  oblige  them,  that 
their  labours  might  not  be  in  vain,  and  his  point- 
ing out  to  them  the  exceptionable  parts  of  the 
bill  of  courts,  &c.  ftill  remained  tenacious  of  their 
own  method,  and  adhered  to  their  former  claims^ 
Upon  which,    at   their   next  meeting,    on  the 
28  th  of  September,  he  fent  them  a  written  mef- 
fage,  which  concludes  with  the  following  para-* 
graph.

they  might  aftually  be  paffed  into  laws,  yet,  until

in  providing  for  my  fupport,  in  the  adminiftra- 
tion,  independent  of  any  fupply  from  the  Propri* 
etary,  who,  as  I  told  you  before,  cannot  now

thdr  indifpenfible  duty ;  for,  at  this  time,  there  is  '"^"^'^^'^ 
ilo  fupport  for  a  Govemorj  iil  this  governmentj 
but  what  muft  be  granted  by  an  zGt  of  an  A(rem<- 
bly.  You  have  tol(J  Inte,  that  you  had  voted  ^ve 
hundred  fdundi  to  thfel<^een,  three  hundred  pounds 
for  the  fervice  of  the  public,  and  two  hundred 
pounds  to  me ;  and  you  have  lately  informed  me, 
that  when  I  had  paifed.the  other  a&s,  the  Speaker 
would  prefent  a  bill  to  me,  for  raifing  that  mo-, 
ney.  It  is  poifible  when  the  others  wei^e  paiTed^ 
the  Speaker  might  do  fo ;  but^  c^n  it$  in  reafon,  be 
expeded^  that,  while  you  (hew  fo  unprecedented 
and  unufual  diffidence,  on  your  fide,  that  you 
would  not  fo  much  as  let  me  fee  the  bill,  but  in 
private,  nor  allow,  that  it  Ihould,  upon  any  terms,  fkcAffcm*

fufes  fur-   Ihall  not  at  all  think  myfelfi,  concerned  to  attend 
^*iefs\c^s  ^^^  affairs  of  the  public,  ia^^giflation ;  and  what 
fupported,  mcafurcs  the  Proprietary  iwiM'find  himfelf  obliged 
^'         to  take  at  home,  I  have  formerly  fufficiently  hint- 
ed to  you ;  but  as  I  fhall  not  be  wanting,  on  my 
fide,  to  concur  in  any  thing,  that  is  reafonable, 
fo  I  hope,  the  next  time  I  meet  the  reprefentatives 
pf  the  people,  we  fhall  have  fuch  confidence  in

cii,  &c.  ^  pear,  in  itfelf,  was  deemed  to  have  no  foundation 
in  the  royal  charter ;  by  which  the  whole  power 
of  legiflation  was  underftood  to  be  vefted  in  the 
Governor,  and  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people. 
This  the  Houfe  obferved  in  their  remonftrance  to 
the  Governor,  the  next  day,  declaring,  that  had 
they  known  he  was  fo  reftrifted,  they  would  nei- 
ther have  given  him,  nor  themfelves,  fo  much 
trouble,  as  they  had  done :  they  likewife  com-

that,  though  they  had  endeavoured  to  reduce  him 
•    v/ithin  proper  bounds,  yet,  by  reafon  of  his  great

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influence  with  the  Governor  and  Proprietary,  he   1 709. 
was  now  advanced  above  their  power,  obftrufted  '-^"^''^•^ 
all  their  public  tranfaftions,  that  did  not  pleafe 
him,  treated  the  Members  of  the  Houfe  with  in- 
fult  and  abufe,  and,  in  efFeft,  was  the  chief  caufe 
of  their  grievances  and  calamities. 

In  Odober  next  following,  the  fame  Members  of  The  old 
Aflembly  were  moftly  re-elefted,  and  David  Lloyd  ^^f  ^|j. 
again  chofen  Speaker :  to  whom  the  Governor,  X>fcn/*^ 
in  his  fpeech,  on  the  17th,  after  having  mentioned 
divers  other  affairs,  before  the  former  Affemblyi, 
unfinifhed,  and  further  preffed  their  making  due 
provifion  for  the  fupport  of  the  lieutenancy  of  the 
government,  a  duty,  which,  he  faid,  was  fo  i»- 
cumbent  upon  them,  that  without  it,  no  govern- 
ment could  have  a  being ;  he  thus  expreffed  hinv- 
felf: 

**  Gentlemen,  you  are  met  for  no  other  end,  Part  of  the 
than  to  ferve  the  country,  whom  you  reprefent '}  Governor's 
I  hope,    therefore,    you  will   ftudy  all  poflible  thf  Aff«np 
nfieans,  that  may  contribute  to  the  real  happinefs  Wy 
of  that :  which,  I  believe,  you  will  find,  may  be 
much  promoted  by  improving  a  good  underftand- 
ing  between  you  and  me,  in  our  refpefltive  fta- 
tions. 

**  I  would  not  willingly  look  back  upon  fome 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  laft  Houfe,  only  from 
thence  I  muft  give  you  a  neceffary  caution,  to 
dwell  lefs,  than  has  been  done,  on  that  general 
language  of  evil  counfely  or  counfellors,  generally 
ufed,  as  an  artful  method,  to  ftrike  at  the  counfeU 
led  ;  but,  with  me,  I  believe,  without  bccafion ;  or, 
that  of  grievances  and  oppre/Jions^  words,  by  God's 
blefling,  underftood  by  few,  (I  find)  in  this  pro- 
vince, who  form  them  not  in  their  own  imagina- 
tions ;  for  I  affure  you,  gentlemen,  if  we  are  not 
as  happy  as  the  circumftances  of  the  place  wilt 
^dmit,  it  lies  much  in  vour  power  to  make  us  fo ;

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1 709.    of  which  I  hope  you  will  confider,  and  ufe  your 
^f^"^^^^**^  endeavours  accordingly,  with  a  full  refolution  to 
remove  whatever  may  ftand  in  the  way. 

"  I  have  already  faid,  that  I  would  not  look 
back  to  the  proceedings  of  the  laft  Houfe ;  but 
the  Secretary  has  found  himfelf  fo  much  aggriev- 
ed by  their  remonftrance,  that  he  has  prefented, 
for  my  perufal,  a  long  defence ;  in  which  I  fliall 
jiot  think  myfelf  arty  further  concerned,  than  to 
obferve  to  you^  that,  to  my  furprife,  he  has 
charged  the  Speaker  of  that  Houfe  with  fome 
proceedings,  which,  if  true,  will  require  your 
confideration,  and  feme  further  meafures  to  be 
taken  upon  them ;  for  whiqh  reafon,  I  have  or* 
dered  him  to  lay  a  copy  of  them  before  you ; 
and  I  muft  fay,  if  that  reprefentation  be  well 
grounded,  I  cannot  fee  that,  under  this  govern^ 
ment,  fuch  ^  perfon  can  be  accounted  fit  for  that 
ilation }  but,  at  prefent,  I  fliall  i^o  further  enquire 
into  it,  only  recommend  to  you^  to  proceed  with 
diligence,  in  whatever  is  incumbejit  on  you,  in 
your  ftatipns,  ^  well  in  this,  ^s  in  ^U  other  mat- 
ters, that  ^lay  concern  the  welfare  of  th^  public, 
?uid  honor  of  this  government,  as  now  eftabliihed.'' 

n  he  Af.         This  the  Aflembly  anfwered  the  next  day ;  tel- 
^nfii^'^'^^S  the  Governor,    that,    among  other  things, 
the  nc#t     they  alfo  had  \in4er  con(ider?^tion  the  making  pro- 
<^y-          yifion  for  his  fupport;  a?id,  ^er  having  made 
fpme  angry  refl^£aons  againfl  the  Secretary,  whom 
they  co^fidered,  in  gre^t  meafure,  as  the  caufe  of 
the  inifunderftanding  betweeij  th^m  and  the  Go- 
vernor,   they  faid  :-r— "  But,    may  it  pleafe  the 
Jh^rlL'     Gpyerpor,  we  beg  le^ve  to  obferve,  that  the  duty 
iiyer.        incumb^nt  on  us,  to  contribute  to  this  general 
fupport  qf  the  lieutenancy,  is  grounded  upon  a 
condition  precedent ;  fp  that  the  people,  accord- 
ing to  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Englijb  go. 
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vemment,  are  not  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  1709. 
fupport  of  that  adminiftration,  which  affords  them 
no  redrefs,  when  their  rights  are  violated,  their 
liberties  infringed,  and  their  reprefentative  body 
affronted  and  abufed :  hence  it  is,  that  that  branch 
of  the  legiflative  authority  feldom  move  to  give 
fupplies  till  their  aggrievances  are  redreffed,  and 
reparation  made,  for  the  indignities  they  meet 
with  from  the  other  branch  of  the  fame  authority* 

**  We  are  very  fenfible  that  the  end  of  our 
meeting  is  to  ferve  the  country;  and  we  affure 
the  Governor,  there  fhall  be  nothing  wanting,  on 
our  parts,  to  promote  it,  and  improve  a  good  un« 
derftimding  between  him  and  us,  in  our  refpeSive 
ftadons:  but  let  not  the  language  of  the  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people,  about  evil  counfellors^ 
grievances  and  opprejjionsy  be  irkfome  to  the  Go- 
vernor ;  for  we  fhall  not  anfwer  the  true  end  of 
our  meeting,  nor  difcharge  our  duty  and  truft  to 
thofe,  that  fent  us,  if  we  be  filent,  and  not  infift  up* 
on  redrefiing  thofe  things,  that  are  amifs,  with  a 
refolution  to  ufe  our  endeavours  to  remove  what 
appears  to  fland  in  the  way. 

"  We  have,  with  all  the  application,  this  fhort 
time  could  allow,  informed  ourfelves  of  the  pro« 
ceedings  of  the  late  Affemblies,  and  find  no  juft 
grounds  for  the  Governor  to  fuppofe  that  their 
complaints  of  evil  counfel  or  cmnfellors  have  been 
ufed  as  methods  to  ftrike  at  him;  but,  we  be- 
lieve, it  was  their  care,  as  we  find  it  to  be  ours, 
that  the  Governor  may  not  be  impofed  on,  or 
prevailed  with,  to  adhere  to  evil  counfel^  and  ren* 
der  his  adings  inconfiflent. 

^*  We  fuppofe  it  needlefs  to  be  more  exprefs, 
than  the  late  Affembly  have  been,  to  demonflrate 
what  an  enemy  the  Secretary  has  been  to  the  wel- 
iare  of  this  province;  and  how  abufive  he  has 

been 
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1 709.  been  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people ;  fo  that 
we  can  do  no  lefs  than  repeat  the  requeft  of  for- 
mer Affemblies,  to  have  him  removed  from  the 
Governor's  Council ;  which  we  doubt  not  will  be 
a  moil  efFedkual  means  to  improve  a  good  under^ 
(landing  between  thee  and  us. 

"  If  the  Governor  will  look  back,  and  duly 
confider  the  complaints  and  remonftrances  of  the 
late  AflTemblies,  it  will  appear,  that  grievances  and 
tppreffions  are  words,  which  are  formed  upon  juft 
complaints ;  and  for  which  the  country  wants  re- 
drefs;  fo  that  what  the  Governor  fuppofes,  on 
that  head,  is  not  candid  towards  the  reprefentatives 
of  the  people. 

**  May  it  pleafe  the  Governor,  whatever  might 
be  the  occafion,  or  defign,  of  the  laft  claufe,  in 
thy  fpeech,  we  are  of  opinion,  it  was  not  well 
timed ;  for  if  the  Secretary's  charge,  againft  our 
Speaker,  had  any  weight,  it  fhould  have  been 
propounded  as  an  objeftion  againft  the  Affembly's 
choice  of  him,  for  Speaker :  but,  after  thou  hadft 
declared  thy  approbation  of  their  choice,  that 
thou  (houldll  be  prevailed  upon  fo  far  to  patronize 
the  Secretary's  infinuation  againft  the  Speaker, 
as  to  make  it  a  part  of  thy  fpeech  to  us,  before 
we  had  feen,  or  heard,  the  charge,  we  can  do  no 
lefs  than  refent  it,  as  an  indignity  offered  to  this 
Houfe;  for,  though  we  are  men,  that  cannot  be 
much  meaner  in  the  Governor's  eye,  than  we  are 
in  our  own  efteem,  yet  we  muft  put  him  in  mind, 
that,  fmce  the  royal  charter  commits  this  part  of 
the  legiflative  authority  to  our  care,  we  ought  to 
have  the  regard,  due  to  our  ftations.** 

After  this  the  Governor  went  tcJ  Newcq/ile  ;  and 
in  the  mean  time  the  AfTembly  adjourned.  On 
their  meeting  again,  about  the  beginning  of  No- 
vember, the  Secretar)'',  James  Logan^  intending 

for 
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for  England  J  prefented  to  them  a  petition,*  requeft-  1709. 
ing  that  preparation  might  be  made  for  his  trial,  *— -^^^"^^ 
upon  the  impeachment  of  a  former  Affembly,  in  ^^Sa^ 
the  year  1 706.  They,  therefore,  fell  upon  his  on«  ic  Af- 
cafe,  and  took  into  confideration  his  defence ;  and  [^^lio,^^ 
his  charge  againft  their  Speaker,  David  Lloydj

**  The  petition  of  Jamet  Logan^  Secretary  of  the  faid  province, 
**  in  moil  humble  manner  fiieweth, 

**  THAT,  whereas  the  Affembly  of  this  province,  chofen  the  firft 
day  of  Odober,  1 706,  thought  fit  (as  is  well  known  to  you)  in  the 
month  of  February,  in  the  fame  year,  to  exhibit  to  the  then  Lieutenant 
Governor,  certain  articles  of  impeachment  againft  me ;  copies  of  which 
liave  been  induftriouily  difiiifed  abroad;  and,  fince  tliat  time,  other 
complaia|B  have  alfo  been  prefented;  and  upon  the  prefumption,  that 
thofe  ac{:ufiitions  might  be  true,  divers  applications  have  been  made,  by 
the  laft  AHembly,  to  the  prefent  Lieutenant  Governor,  requefting  that  I 
might  be  removed  from  his  Council,  &c.

ftances,  earneiUy  preffed  to  obtain  that  favour ;  by  which  means,  and 
the  endeavours,  that  divers  perfons,  highly  dlfaffeifted  to  me,  have  ufed 
to  calumniate  me,  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  province,  I  have  been 
moft  grievoufly  injured  and  oppreffed;  now,  inafmuch  as,  for  fome 
months  paft,  it  has  been  generally  known,  that  I  am  fpeedily  to  under- 
take a  voyage  for  Great  Britain^  whither  the  Proprietor's  affairs  do,  at 
prefent,  urgently  call  me ;  and  being,  by  the  late  Affembly*s  mod  bitter 
remonftrance  againft  me,  laid  under  a  greater  neceflity  than  ever,  to  clear 
myfelf  of  the  feveral  unjuft  imputations,  that  have  been  thrown  on  me, 
left  any  perfon,  in  thofe  diftant  places,  to  which  I  am  to  repair,  and  to 
which  the  Affembly's  papiers  have  been  folicitouily  tranftnitted,  ihould 
be  fo  far  impofed  on,  as  to  believe  that  thofe  accufations,  without  any  trial, 
have  really  fome  weight  in  them ;  which,  upon  a  trial,  notwithftanding, 
1  hnve  no  caufe  to  doubt,  but  will  totally  difappear :  T,  therefore,  hum- 
bly befeech  this  Houfe,  diat,  for  rendering  me  the  relief,  that  is  due  to 
the  great  wrongs,  I  have  fuftained,  they  would  be  graciouUy  pleafcd  to 
order  all  thqfe,  who  have  appeared  againft  me,  the  fevereft  and  moft 
implacable,  of  my  enemies,  whoever  they  be,  to  proceed  in  profecuting 
me,  with  their  utmoft  zeal  and  ardour ;  that  the  very  worft  of  my  fail- 
ings, in  public  affairs,  may  be  drawn  ui  the  moft  legible  characters,  and 
ezpofed  without  mercy,  to  the  eyes  of  all  men ;  to  the  end  that,  in  be- 
holding them,  they  may  fully  know  the  extent  of  my  crimes ;  and  there- 
upon regard  me,  as  I  ihall  be  found  to  deferve,  and  nqt  otherwife.

HILE  human  nature  is  fubjeft  to  infirmity^    j  ^^^^ 
and  fo  long  as  fome  men  are  wifer  and  better  than 
others,  will  the  actions  of  mortals,  whether  good 
or  bad,  have  different  conftrudions  put  upon  them, 

and 
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1709,  and  be  attended  with  approbation  and  contradlo 
^"^'"'^  tion,  according  to  their  believed  importance,  and 
the  various  mediums,  through  which  they  are  feeji  ? 
this  province  appears  to  have  been  never  entirely 
Partyinthc  without  a  difcoutented  and  murmuring  party  in  h^ 
province  in  froTti  the  beginning,  or,  at  leaft,  from  very  early 
^  y  tunc,  jjj^gg .  ^jj^  thought  it  their  duty  and  intercft  con- 
ftantly  to  oppofe  the  Proprietary,  in  all  cafes  indif- 
criminately,  where  cither  his  power,  or  intereft, 
was  concerned ;  and  though  frequently  but  fmall 
;ind  weak,  yet  they  were  fufficiently  able  to  em- 
barrafs  the  public  proceedings,  and  endanger  the 
general  tranquillity,  according  as  time  and  oppor- 
tunity offered :  thefe,  for  a  number  of  years  paft, 
having,  by  continual  complaints  of  great  and  nu- 
pierous  grievances  unredreffed,  worked  up  the 
minds  of  many  well-difpofed  perfons,  m  the  pro- 
vince, into  the  belief  of  the  reality  of  more  of 
this  kind  than  ever  exifted  in  it,  thereby  occafion- 
ed  hard  thoughts  of  the  Proprietary,  and  fome- 
what  of  an  unworthy  treatment,  even,  from  fome 
of  his  friends ;  infomuch,  that,  for  a  confidera- 
ble  time,  they  had  obtained  a  majority  in  the  Af- 
fembly,  and  vifibly  aded  in  the  extreme  againil: 
him. 

The  increafe  of  this  oppofition  feems  principal- 

Part  in-    ^^  ^^  hdi^G  arifcu  from  the  Proprietary's  abfence, 

creafed  by  his  not  feeing  with  his  own  eyes,  and  trufting  his; 

the  Prq)ri-  affairs  too  much  to  deputies ;  to  which  the  nature 

foicc,  &c.  and  neceffity  of  his  fituation  and  circumftances, 

in  thefe  times,  particularly  obliged  him ;  as  fully 

appears  by  many  of  his  private  letters,  during  the 

latter  part  of  his  life,  largely  exprefSng  his  ardent 

and  longing  defire  to  live  and  die  in  this  country ; 

confequently  fome  things,  in  his  province,  were 

not  in  that  order,  which  could  have  been  defired, 

though  far  from  being  as  they  were  reprefented  ; 

which,  in  fuch  a  new,  young  and  unexperienced 

government^ 
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government,  in  a  colony  compofed  of  fuch  an  jyeg. 
heterogeneous  mixture  of  people  of  different  hu-  '^^'^'^^^^^^ 
niours,  opinions  and  interells,  and  in  a  land  of  fo 
great  liberty,  as  this  then  was,  fo  much  the  more 
required  the  prefence  of  an  able  and  conftant 
hand,  to  manage  and  redrefs;  though,  in  the 
whole,  compared  with  others,  it  was  manifeftly 
in  a  very  happy,  thriving  and  flourifhing  condition* 

From  hence,  however,  his  adverfaries,  and  the  AndcndMr. 
difcontented  party,  took  occafion  to  maeiiifv  what  ?*^"  ^^  ?•• 
was  amils ;  and,  as  it  is  an  ealy  matter  to  periuade  and  confti- 
people  that  they  are  aggrieved,  more  efpecially  ^^^oa,  &c 
when  under  fuch  a  variety  of  difficulties  as  is 
common  and  natural,  at  leaft  in  fome  degree,  ta  . 
any  ne^  fettlement  of  this  kind,  they,  therefore^ 
influenced  many  of  the  well-meaning  to  join  iil  the 
oppofition;    which  was  now  carried  on  with*  a 
high  hand ;  though,  it  is,  with  great  reafon,  ap- 
jprehended,  divers  of  thefe  neither  defigned,  nor 
faw,  the  confequence,  to  which  their  proceedings 
naturally  and  ultimately  tended ;  which,  at  length, 
about  this  time,    produced  the  following  fevere 
and  expoftulatory  letter  from  the  Proprietary  to 
the  Aflcmbly,  viz.

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17 ID.  "  When  it  pleafed  God  to  open  a  way  for  m€ 
to  fettle  that  colony,  I  had  reafon  to  expefi:  a  fo^ 
lid  comfort  from  the  fervices,  done  to  many  hun« 
dreds  of  people ;  and  it  was  no  fmall  fatisfadioa 
to  me,  that  I  have  not  been  difappointed  in  feeing 
them  profper,  and  growing  up  to  a  flourifhing 
country,  blefled  with  liberty,  eafe  and  plenty, 
beyond  What  many  of  themfelves  could  exped  } 
and  wanting  nothing  to  make  themfelves  happy, 
but  what,  with  a  right  temper  of  mind,  and  pru- 
dent condudl,  they  might  give  themfelves.  But, 
alas !  as  to  my  part,  inftead  of  reaping  the  like 
advantages,  fome  of  the  greateft  of  my  troubles 
have  arofe  from  thence;  the  many  combats,  I 
have  engaged  in;  the  great  pains,  and  incredi- 
ble expenfe,  for  your  welfare  and  eafe,  to  the  de- 
cay of  my  former  eftate;  of  which  Chowever 
fome  there  would  reprefent  it)  I  too  fenfibly  feel 
the  eflfefts ;  with  the  undefervcd  oppofition,  I  have 
met  with  from  thence,  fmk  me  into  forrow; 
that,  if  not  fupported  by  a  fuperior  hand,  might 
have  overwhelmed  me  long  ago.  And  1  cannot* 
but  think  it  hard  meafure,  that,  while  that  has 
proved  a  land  of  freedom  and  flourilhing,  it 
fhould  become  to  me,  by  whofe  means  it  was 
principally  made  a  country,  the  caufe  of  grief, 
trouble  and  poverty. 

**  For  this  reafon  I  muft  defire  you  all,  even, 
of  all  profeffions  and  degrees,  for  although  all 
have  not  been  engaged  in  the  meafures,  that  have 
been  taken,  yet  every  man,  who  has  an  intereft 
there,  is,  or  muft  be,  concerned  in  them,  by 
their  effeds ;  I  muft,  therefore,  I  fay,  defire  you 
all,  in  a  ferious  and  true  weightinefs  of  mind,  to 
confider  what  you  are,  or  have  been,  doing; 
why  matters  muft  be  carried  on  with  thefe  divifions 
and  contentions,  and  what  real  caufes  have  been 
given,  on  my  fide,  for  that  oppofition  to  me,  and 
my  intereft,  which  I  have  met  with ;  as  if  I  were 

an 
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in  enemy^  and  not  a  friend,  after  all  I  have  done  1710; 
and  fpent,  both  here  and  there :  I  am  fure,  I 
know  not  of  any  caufe  whatfoever.  Were  I  fen- 
fible  you  really  wanted  any  thing  of  me,  in  the 
relation  between  us,  that  would  make  you  hap-» 
pier,  I  fhould  readily  grant  it,  if  any  reafonable 
man  would  fay  it  were  fit  for  you  to  demand ; 
provided  you  would  alfo  take  fuch  meafures  as 
were  fit  for  me  to  join  with. 

"  Before  any  one  family  had  tranfported  them- 
felves  thither,  I  earneftly  endeavoured  to  form 
fuch  a  model  of  government,  as  might  make  all, 
concerned  in  it,  eafy;  which,  neverthelefs,  was 
fubjeft  to  be  altered,  as  there  Ihould  be  occafion. 
Soon  afiier  we  got  over,  that  model  appeared,  in 
fome  parts  of  it,  to  be  very  inconvenient,  if  not 
imprafticable ;  the  numbers  of  members,  both  in 
the  Council  and  Affembly,  were  much  too  large ; 
fome  other  matters  alfo  proved  inconfiftent  with 
the  King's  charter  to  me ;  fo  that,  according  to 
the  power  referved  for  an  alteration,  there  was  a 
neceflity  to  tnake  one,  in  which,  if  the  lower 
counties  were  brought  in,  it  was  well  known,  at 
that  time,  to  be  on  a  view  of  advantage  to  the 
province  itfelf,  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  thofe 
counties,  and  to  the  general  fatisfeftion  of  thofe 
concerned,  without  the  leaft  apprehcnfion  of  any 
irregularity  in  the  method. 

"  Upon  this  they  had  another  charter  paffed, 
Tiemine  contradicente  ;  which  I  always  defired  might 
be  continued,  while  you  yourfelves  would  keep 
up  to  it,  and  put  it  in  pradice ;  and  many  there 
know  much  it  was  againfl  my  will,  that,  upon 
my  laft  going  over,  it  was  vacated.  But  after 
this  was  laid  afide  (which  indeed  was  begun  by 
yourfelves,  in  Colonel  Fletcher^  time)  I,  accord- 
ing to  my  engagement,  left  another,  with  all  the 
privileges,  that  were  found  convenient  for.  your 

good 
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1 710.  good  government;  and,  if  any  part  of  it  has 
"^  been,  in  any  cafe,  infringed,  it  was  never  by  my 
approbation.  I  defired  it  might  be  enjoyed  fully. 
But  though  privileges  ought  tp  be  tenderly  pre- 
ferved,  they  Qjoutd  not,  on  the  other  hand,  be 
afferted,  under  that  name^  to  a  licentioufnefs  -: 
the  defign  of  government  is  to  preferve  good  or* 
der;  which  mayl^e  equally  broke  in  upon  by  the 
turbulent  endeavours  of  the  people,  as  well  as  the 
bvcrflraining  of  power,  in  a  Governor.  I  de- 
figned  the  people  Ihould  b^  fecured  of  an  annual 
fixed  eleftion  and  Aflembly ;  and  that  they  (hould 
have  the  lame  privileges  in  it,  that  any  other  Af- 
fembly  has,  in  the  Queen's  dominions;  among 
all  which  this  is  one  conftant  rule,  ^s  in  the  parr 
liament  here,  that  they  ihould  ftf,  on  th^eir  o'wn 
adjournments;  but  to  drain  this  expreffioff  to  a 
power,  to  meet,  at  all  times  during  the  yegr, 
without  the  Governor's  concurrence,  would  be 
to  diftort  government,  to  break  the  due  propor- 
tion of  the  parts  of  it,  to  eftablifh  confufidn  in  thq 
place  of  neceflary  order,  and  make  the  legjflativc 
the  executive  part  of  government.  Yet,  for  ob- 
taining this  power,  I  perceive,  much  time  and 
money  has  been  fpent,  and  great  ftruggles  have 
been  made,  not  only  for  this,  but  fome  other 
things,  that  cannot,  at  all,  be  for  the  advantage 
of  the  people  to  be  poffefl'ed  of;  particularly  the 
appointing  of  Judges ;  becaufe  the  ad minift ration 
might,  by  fuch  means,  be  fo  clogged,  that  it 
woiild  b^  difficult,  if  poflible,  under  our  cir- 
cumftances,  at  fome  times,  to  fupport  it.  As 
.  for  my  own  part,  as  I  defire  nothing  more  than 
the  tranquillity  and  profperity  of  the  province  and 
government,  in  all  its  branches,  could  I  fee  that 
any  of  thefe  things,  that  have  been  contended  for, 
would  certainly  promote  thefe  ends,  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  indifference  to  me  how  thev  were  fettled. 
3iut  feeing  the  frame  of  every  government  ought 

t» 
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to  be  regular  in  Itfelf,  well  proportioned  and  fub-  1710. 
ordinate,  in  its  parts,  and  every  branch  of  it  in- 
verted with  fufficient  power  to  difcharge  its  refpec- 
tive  duty,  for  the  fupport  of  the  whole,  I  have 
caufe  to  belieVe  that  nothing  could  be  more  de-» 
ftruftive  to  it^  than  to  take  fo  much  of  the  pro* 
vifion,  and  executive  part  of  the  government  out 
of  the  Governor's  hands,  and  lodge  it  in  an  un«» 
certain  colle£J:ive  body ;  and  more  efpecially  fince 
bur  government  is  dependent,  and  I  am  anfwerable 
to  the  crown,  if  the  adminiftration  fhould  fail, 
and  a  ftop  be  put  to  the  courfe  of  juftice*  On 
thefe  confideratiohs  I  cannot  think  it  prudent,  in 
the  people,  to  crave  thefe  powers ;  becaufe  not 
only  I,  but  they  themfelves,  would  be  in  danget 
of  fuffering  by  it ;  could  I  believe  otherwife,  I 
fhould  not  ,be  againft  granting  any  thing  of  this 
kind,  that  were  afked  of  me,  with  any  degree  of 
common  prudence  and  civility*  But,  inftead  of 
finding  caufe  to  believe,  the  Contentions,  that 
have  been  raifed  about  thefe  matters^  have  pro* 
ceeded  only  from  mift^kes  of  judgment,  with  an 
earned  defire,  notwithftandingj  at  the  bottom, 
to  ferve  the  public  (which,  I  hope,  has  flill  been 
the  inducement  of  feveral  concerned  in  them)  I 
have  had  but  too  forrowful  a  view  aiid  fight  to 
complain  of  the  manner,  in  which  I  have  been 
treated.  The  attacks  on  my  reputation,  the  ma- 
ny indignities  put  upon  me,  in  papers  fent  over 
hither,  into  the  hands  of  thofe  who  could  not  be 
expefked  to  make  th6  moft  difcreet  and  charitable 
ufe  of  them;  the  fecret  infinuations  againft  my 
jttjlice^  befides  the  attempt,  made  upon  my  eftate ; 
refolves  paft  in  the  Aflemblies,  for  turning  my 
quit-rents^  never  fold  by  me,  to  the  fupport  of 
government ;  my  lands  entered  Upon,  without  any 
regular  method  ;•  my  manors  invaded,  (under  pre- 
tence I  had  not  duly  furveyed  them)  and  both  thefe 
by  perfons  principally  concerned  in  thefe  attempts 
Vol.  II.  [7]  againft 
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1 7 10.  againfl  me  here;  a  right  to  my  overplus  land, 
unjuftly  claimed  by  the  poffeffors  of  the  trafts, 
in  which  they  are  found  j  my  private  eftate  con- 
tinually exhaufting,  for  the  fupport  of  that  go- 
vernment, both  here  and  there ;  and  no  proviiion 
made  for  it  by  that  country ;  to  all  which  I  cannot 
but  add,  the  violence,  that  has  been  particularly 
ihewn  to  my  Secretary ;  of  which  (though  I  Ihall, 
by  no  means,  proteft  him  in  any  thing,  he  can 
be  juftly  charged  with,  but  fuffer  him  to  ftand  or 
fall  by  his  own  a£):ions)  I  cannot  but  thus  far  take 
notice,  that,  from  all  thefe  charges,  I  have  feen^ 
or  heard  of,  againfl  him,  Ihave  caufe  to  believe, 
that  had  he  been  as  much  in  oppoiition  to  me,  as 
he  has  been  underflood  to  ftand  for  me,  he  might 
have  met  with  a  milder  treatment  from  his  profe- 
cutors ;  and,  to  think  that  any  man  fhould  be  the 
more  expofed  there,  on  my  account,  and,  inftead 
of  finding  favour,  meet  with  enmity,  for  his  be- 
ing engaged  in  my  fervice,  is  a  melancholy  con- 
fideration !  In  fhort,  when  I  refleft  on  all  thefe 
h^ads,  of  which  I  have  fo  much  caufe  to  complain, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  think  of  the  hardfhips  I^ 
and  my  fuffering  family,  have  been  reduced  to, 
in  no  fmall  meafure,  owing  to  my  endeavours  for, 
and  difappointments  from,  that  province,  I  can- 
not but  mourn  the  unhappincfs  of  my  portion, 
dealt  to  me  from  thofe,  of  whom  I  had  reafon  ta 
expeft  much  better  and  different  things ;  nor  can 
I  but  lament  the  unhappinefs,  that  too  many  of 
them  are  bringing  on  themfelves,  who,  inftead 
of  purfuing  the  amicable  ways  of  peace,  love  and 
unity,  which  I,  at  firft,  hoped  to  find  in  that  re- 
tirement, are  cherifhing  a  fpirit  of  contention  and 
oppofition ;  and>  blind  to  their  own  intereft,  are 
Gverfetting  that  foundation,  on  which  your  hap- 
pinefs  might  be  built, 

"  Friends,  the  eyes  of  many  are  upon  you ;  the 
people  of  many  nations  of  Europe  look  on  that 

country 
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country,  as  a  land  of  eafe  and  quiet,  wilhing  to  1710, 
themfelves,  in  vain,  the  fame  bleffings,  they  con- 
ceive you  may  enjoy :  but,  to  fee  the  ufe  you  mako 
of  them,  is  no  lefs  the  caufe  of  furprife  to  others, 
while  fuch  bitter  complaints  and  refleftions  are  feen 
to  come  from  you,  of  which  it  is  difficult  to  con-? 
ceive,  even,  the  fenfe  or  meaning.  Where  arc 
the  di/ireffesj  grievances^  and  opprejjtons^  that  the 
papers,  fent  from  thence,  fo  often  fay,  you  lan- 
guifh  under!  while  others  have  caufe  to  believe, 
you  have  hitherto  lived,  or  might  live,  the  hap- 
pieft  of  any,  in  the  Queen's  dominions  ? 

'  "  Is  it  fuch  a  grievous  opprejfton^  that  the  courts 
are  dftabliflied  by  my  power,  founded  on  the  king's 
charter,  without  a  law  of  your  making,  when 
vpon  the  fame  plan  you  propofe  ?  If  this  difturb 
any,  take  the  advice  of  other  able  lawyers  on  the 
main,  without  tying  me  up  to  the  opinion  of  prin- 
cipally one'  man,  whom  I  cannot  think  fo  very 
proper  to  dired  in  my  affairs  (for,  I  believe,  the 
late  Affembly  have  had  but  that  one  lawyer  amongft 
them)  and ,  I  am  freely  content  you  fliould  hav« 
any  law,  that,  by  proper  judges,  fliould  be  found 
fuitable.  Is  it  your  ^prejfton  that  the  officers  fees 
are  not  fettled  by  an  aO:  of  Affembly  ?  No  man 
can  be  a  greater  enemy  to  extortion,  than  myfelf : 
do,  therefore,  allow  fuch  fees  as  may  reafonably 
encourage  fit  perfons  to  undertake  thefe  offices, 
and  you  ihall  foon  have  (and  fliould  have  always 
cheerfully  had)  mine,  and,  I  hope,  my  Lieute- 
nant's concurrence  and  approbation.  Is  it  fuch 
an  oppreffion^  that  licences  for  public  houfes  have 
not  been  fettled,  as  has  been  propofed  ?  It  is  a 
certain  fign  you  are  ftrangcrs  to  opprejjion^  and 
know  nothing  but  the  name,  when  you  fo  highly 
beftow  it  on  matters  fo  inconfiderable ;  but  that 
bufinefs,  I  find,  is  adjufl:ed.  Gould  I  know  any 
real  oppreffion^  you  lie  under,  that  is  in  my  power 
Co  remedy  (and  what  I  wifli  you  would  take  pro- 

per 
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I7IO.  per  meafures  to  remedy,  if  you  truly  feel  any 
^'^^''^*^  fuch)  I  would  be  as  ready,  on  my  part,  to  remove 
them,  as  you  to  defire  it  j  but  according  to  the 
bed  judgment,  I  can  make  of  the  complaints,  I 
have  feen  (and  you  once  thought  I  had  a  pretty 
good  one)  I  muft,  in  a  deep  fenfe  of  forrow,  fay, 
that  I  fear,  the  kind  hand  of  Providence,  that 
has  fo  long  favoured  and  protefted  you,  will,  by 
the  ingratitude  of  many  there  to  the  great  mercie$ 
of  God,  hitherto  fliewn  them,  be,  at  length,  pro^ 
yoked  to  convince  them  of  their  unworthinefs  ; 
and,  by  changing  the  bleffings,  that  fo  little  .c^re 
has  been  taken,  by  th?  public,  to  deferve,  into 
calamities,  ^nd  reduce  thofe,  that  have  been  fa 
clapiorous,  ?ind  caufelefsly  discontented,  to  a  true, 
tut  fm^rting  fenfe  of  their  duty,  I  write  not  this, 
with  a  defign  to  include  all ;  I  doiibt  not,  many 
of  you  have  been  burdened  at,  and  caiij,  by  tie 
means,  join  in  the  meafures  that  have  been  ts^ken  j 
but'  while  fuch  things  appear  under  the  name  of 
an  Affembly,  that  ought  to  reprefent  the  whole,  I 
cannot  but  fpeak  more  generally  than  I  would  de-i 
(ire,  though  I  am  not  unfcnfible  what  pifthods; 
may  be  ufed  to  obtain  the  weight  of  fuch  a. 
name. 

"  I  have  already  been  tedious,  ^d  fhall  now, 
therefore,  briefly  fay,  that  the  oppofition,  I  have; 
met  with  from  thence  muft,  at  length,  force  me 
to  conlider  more  clofely  of  my  own  private  and 
fmking  circumftances,  in  relation  to  that  province. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  d^fire  you  all  ferioufly  to 
weigh  what  I  have  wrote,  together  with  your  duty 
to  yourfelves,  to  rpe,  and  to  the  world,  who  have 
their  eyes  upon  yoii,  and  are  witpeffes  of  my  early 
and  earneft  care  for  you,  I  muft  think  there  is  a 
regard,  due  to  me,  that  has  not  of  late  been  paid  j 
pray,  confider  of  it  fully,  and  think  foberly,  what 
you  have  to  defire  of  me,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
.ought  to  perform  to  me,  on  the  other ;  for,  from

you  refolve,  arid  what  I  may  depend  on.     If  I  ^•*""^'"^*^ 
inuft  continue  my » regards  to  you,  let  me  be  en- 

[aged  to  it  by  a  like  diipofit;on  in  you  towards  me. 

"lut,  if  a  plurality,  after  this,  (hall  think  they 
pwe  me  none,  or  no  more,  tha^  for  fome  years  I 
have  met  with,  let  it,  on  a  fair  ele£Hon,  be  fo  de- 
clared, and  I  fhall  then,  without  further  fufpenfe, 
know  what  I  have  to  rely  upon.  God  give  you 
his  wifdom  and  fear,  to  dired  you,  that  yet  our 
poor  country  may  be  blefled  with  peace,  love  and 
induftxy,  and  we  may  once  moiie  meet  good  friends^^ 
and  live  fo  to  the  end ;  pur  relation,  in  th€  truth, 
having  but  the  fame  true  inter^^ft.

What  reply  was  made  to  this  letter  does  not  ap- 
pear;  but  notwithftanding  what  might  have  been 
thought  deficient,  or  amiis,  on  the  Proprietary's 
fide,  the  ferious  nature  of  it  could  not  but  affeft 
the  confid^rate  part  of  the  AfTembly  with  more 
regard  ;.for  the  father  of  (heir  country,  now,  in 
his  declining,  age,  and  for  his  difficult  fituation, 
occafioned  originally  and  principally  on  account  of 
it,  or,  for  the  real  ?td vantage  of  the  colony,  than 
they  had,  for  fome  time  part,  exhibited ;  feeing  it 
plainly  hinted  to  what  their  proceedings  neceffarily 
tended,  and  the  means,  though  not  expreffed, 
which  he  fhould  foon  be  obliged  to  ufe,  without 
an  immediate  alteration  of  the  Aflembly's  conduft, 
relative  to  him  and  his  intereft.  The  confequence 
thus  far  appears,  that,  at  the  next  annual  eleSion 
of  the  Members  of  Affembly,  in  Oftober,  1 7 1  o, 
there  was  not  one  of  thofc  Members  returned,

The  Governor,  in  his  fpeet:h  to  the  Houfc,  on 
Part  of  the  the  1 6th  of  the  month,  told  them,  ."  That  he 
fo^^to  *  ^^^  ^^^  doubt  it  was  obvious  to  every  one's  under- 
the  new  {landing,  why  he  could  not'  agree  with  the  laft 
Affembiy.  Affemhly ;  but,  as  he  took  them  to  have  different 
fentiments,  they  might  prbmife  themfelves,  that 
his  ready  affent  to  all  bills,  drawn  up  for  the  pub- 
lic good,  would  not  be  wanting  \  and  that,  as  he 
had  often  expreffed  his  rcfolutibn  of  fettling  among 
them,  he  could  have  no  aimSj  contrary  to  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  people :  that  thus  a  confidence  might 
be  eftablifhed  in  each  other,  he  hoped,  they  would 
cheerfully  proceed  with  their  bills,  and  make  fuch 
proyifion  for  the  fiipport  of  the  government  as 
confifted  with  the  charafter,  that  the  province 
jnftiy  bore,  in  all  her  Majefty*s  dominions.

In  the  fummer  of  the  year  171 1,  Governor    171 1, 
Gookiriy  having  received  an  exprefs  from  England^  Expcditwa 
refpefUng  the  expedition  againft  Canada^  conven-  to  Canada, 
ed  the  Affembly,  and  acquainted  them  therewith,  ^^ 
and  the  preparations  of  the  northern  colonies,  for 
that  end. 

He  recommended  them  to  exert  themfelve$, 
fuitably ,  on  the  occafion,  not  to  be  behind  their 
northern  neighbours,  in  anfwering  the  Queen's 
expedation,  and  to  enable  him  to  raife  and  fup- 
port  the  quota  of  men,  affigned  this  province,  or 
elfe,  that  they  would  make  an  equivalent ;  and  he 
laid  before  the  Houfe  certain  papers,  with  the 
Queen's  inftrudHons  to  him,  relative  to  the  aflfair ; 
which  la(t  were  as  follows :

The  congrefs  of  Governors,  or  council  of  vitkff 
met  accordingly  at  New  London^  in  Connedicut^ 
where  the  feveral  quotas,  or  proportions,  expefted 
from  each  colony,  were  fixed;  but  by  reafon  of 
the  ftiort  fpace  of  time,  and  great  diftance.  Go* 
vernor  Gookin  could  not  attend  it,  nor  properly 
reprefent  the  ftate  and  ability  of  the  province ;  and 
the  Affembly  of  Pennfylvania  thought  the  colony 
The  indi-    ovcr-ratcd  :  for  this  province  particularly  was  con- 
ans  a  con-    ftantly  at  a  confiderable  expenfe,  for  the  prefer- 
penfc  to      vation  of  the  friendfhip  of  the  Indians,  in  fuch 
Pennfyiva-  manner,  as  was  very  important  and  interefting  to 
'    ^'     all  the  neighbouring  governments,  and  the  gene- 
ral utility ;  they  neverthelefs  voted  iwpr  thoujand 
pounds^  to  be  raifed  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the 
province,  for  the  Queen's  ufe,  by  a  tax  of  five 
pence  half  penny  per  pound,  on  eftates,  and  twenty 
fhillings  per  head,  on  fingle  freemen :  and  a  bill 
for  that  purpofe  was  pafled  by  the  Governor.

ters  to  him,  had  fignified  his  defire  to  ferve  thePJ^^^^°^***''l 
J)eople  of  this  province,  and  left  it  to  themfelves,  fervc  the 
to  think  oh  thd  meansj  that  might  beft  conduce  to  p^°p^^  ®^ 
their  owii  quiet  and  intereft  s  at  the  fame  time,  vince,  &c, 
offering  his  ready  concurt-ence  to  any  thing  of 
that  liature,  which  they  Ihould  propofe,  confift- 
crit  with  the  honour  and  intereft  of  the  crown,  of 
the  Proprietary,  and  of  the  public  welfare ;  and 
recomniending  to  their  confideration,  that,  as  to 
himfelf,  he  had  been  above  three  years  engaged  in 
the  affairs  of  the  province,  and  almoft  fo  long  in 
it ;  that  what  he  had  received  from  the  public,  ap- 
peared by  the  afts  of  the  laft  Affembly;  which 
Was  far  fliort  of  what  the  Proprietary  gave  him  to 
cxpe£t  from  the  people* 

The  Houfe,'  in  anfwer,  thankfully  acknowledged 
the  Proprietary's  kind  regard,  and  defircs  to  ferve 
them,  with  the  Governor's  offered  and  ready  con- 
currence to  what  Ihould  contribute  to  that  end* 
They  promifed  to  take  care  of  the  Governor's 
iiipport;  and  accordingly,  afterwards  agreed  on

^d  jifeiz-  The  fecond  was,  a  failure  of  thofe  mental  facul- 
aiK^cxy"  tics,  in  the  Proprietary,  which,  during  moft  of 
*c.  his  life,  had  flione  fo  bright,  and  been  fo  benefi- 

cent to  many  people,  both  in  Europe  and  Jmerica^ 
by  means  of  a  diflemper,  fuppofed  to  be  an  apo^ 
plexy ;  which  deprived  him,  in  part,  of  his  former 
abilities,  and  rendered  hirn  incapable  of  public 
bufmefs,  and  confequently  difabled  him  from  exe- 
cuting a  furrender  of  the  government,  according 
to  agreement. 

Governor  Gookin^   in  his  fpeech  to  the  Aflem- 
bly,  on  the  1 5th  of  Odober,  this  year,  of  which 
I/aac  Norris  was  Speaker,  thus  hinted  the  former 
Purport  of  of  thcfc  affairs,  expreffing.  That  the  Proprietary, 
dicGoTcra.  in  a  letter  to  a  Member  of  the  Council,  had  fimified 
tothcAf.   his  mtentions  or  furrendermg  the  government,  m 
fembiy.      a  few  months :  in  confequence  of  which  he  had 
reafon  to  believe,  he  (hould  not  be  continued  Go- 
vernor under  the  crown ;  he  declared  his  readinefs

He  de- 
clared, that,  as  to  himfelf,  he  had  but  a  melan-* 
choly  profpefl: ;  that,  after  all  he  could  hope  for, 
and  his  adminiftration  oyer,  he  Ihould  find  him- 
felf a  great  lofer,   by  coming  to  Pennfylvania ; 
:   which,  as  they  probably  would  be  the  Im  Affem- 
bly,  that  he  ihould  meet,  he  recommended  to  their 
ferious  confideration,  efpecially  the  expenfe  of  hi^ 
reru  rn.

Samuel  Carpenter  arrived  very  early  in  the  province,  and  wa?  one  of 
the  moii  cpnfidcrable  traderp  and  ftttlcrs  in  Pennfylvania ;  yrhcre  he  held, 
for  many  years,  fome  of  the  grcateft  pfilces  in  the  government;  and 
through  a  great  variety  of  bufineft  he  prefervcd  the  love  and  eftecm  of  si 
large  und  extrnfive  acquaintance.  His  great  abilities,  adivity  and  bcne- 
voknt  difpofition  of  mind,  in  divers  capacities,  but  more  particularly 
amon^;  his  fricncs^  the  ^taltrs,  are  faid  to  have  rendered  and  diflinguifh* 
fd  him  as  a  very  iifcful  and  vahiablc  member,  not  only  of  that  religious 
fpcicty,  but  alio  of  the  coniinunity  in  general.

N  the  fummer  of  this  year,  (17 15)  there  was    1715* 
complaint  made  in  the  Houfe,  of  frequent  and  ^"^^^^ 
great  tumuhs,  raifed  in  Philadelphia^  under  theof°tI^!Ss 
pretence  of  fupporting  and  abetting  of  one  Francis  ^^ 
Philips^  who  had  been  indifted  for  high  crimes 
and  mifdemeanors ;    upon  which   the   Affembly 
prefented  to  the  Governor  the  following  addrefs,

*'  Butj  to  out*  great  difappointment,  we  un^ 
derftaiid,  by  credible  information^  that  fome  of 
thofe  who  occafioned  thofe  tumults,  in  order  to 
annoy  their  oppofite  party,  are  now  levelling  their 
malignity  againft  the  Magiftrates  of  this  city  and 
county,  and  endeavouring  to  prevail  with  the 
Governor  to  be  of  opinion,  that  here  is  no  powef 
to  bring  to  trial  a  certain  clergyman,  who  is 
charged  by  indiftment,  at  the  King*&  fuit,  for 
committing  fornicatio?i,  againft  the  King's  peace^ 
and  the  law  of  this  province,  kd

^  Ytc  chiefs  of  the  Delaware  zhA  Schuylkill  Indians^  in  t  vifit  to  thd 
CJoVernor,  &c  met  in  the  court  houfe,  zt  Philadelphia ;  Scjfoonan  being 
their  head,  and  Opejfab,  the  late  Sha'wanefe  king,  with  his  companion^ 
attending  him ;  and  then  opening  the  Calumet,  with  great  ceremony  of

^  Sajoonan  added,  that  hearing  o£  fome  murmurs  among  fome  of 
themfelves,  to  prevent  any  mifanderftanding,  they  came  to  renew  the 
former  bond  of  friendihip  :^-^That  H^illiam  J^tnn  had,  at  his  firft  comings 
biade  a  clear  and  open  road,  all  the  way  to  the  Indians ;  [by  this  meaning 
a  friendly  communication]  that  they  defired  the  fame  might  be  kept 
t>pen ;  and  that  all  obilmiftions  ihould  be  removed ;  of  which,  on  their 
fide,  they  will  take  care.

**  He  added,  That«  in  the  lafl  council,  which  they  held  with  us,  they 
fpoke  concerning  the  fun ;  by  whofe  influence  they  had  lived  in  warmtk 
and  plenty,  from  the  beginning ;  that  they  now  defired  the  fame  happi- 
nefs  might  be  continued  to  them  wich  us,  in  the  firmefl  peace ;  and  that 
it  might  laft  as  long  as  the  fun  ihould  endure :  that  when  any  clouds  i&> 
terpofe  between  them  and  the  fun,  it  brings  coolnefs,  and  is  nnpleafant ; 
the  fame  will  be,  if  any  cloud  (hould  arife  between  them  and  us;  and^ 
therefor«,  they  defire,  if  any  thing  of  that  kind  appear,  it  may  be  difll- 
patcd,  without  delay. 

'*  He  laid  down  a  third  belt,  and  continued  in  the  fame  flrain,  defiling 
asbefoie,  that  they  might  ftill  enjoy  the  warmth  of  the  fun,  and  our  fricnd- 
fhip  together ;  that  then  they  fhould  want  no  neceifaries  of  life,  but  en- 
joying all  the  comforts  of  it,  with  their  wives,  and  might  rcpofe  them- 
felves  with  them  in  peace  and  fafety,  without  any  difturbancc. 

"  This  he  delivered  in  behalf  of  all  our  Indians,  on  this  fide  Sufyuf 
lanna,  who  are  all  concerned  with  him  in  thi^  treaty ;  and  this  was  all 
he  had  to'  fay  on  this  fubjed. 

**  He  then  began  again,  and  laying  down  a  bundle  of  deer  &ins,  iaid. 
That  now  they  would  difcourfe  of  matters  of  trade  between  them  and 
us ;  that  hitherto  it  had  been  like  a  houfe  with  two  doors,  one  for  them, 
the  other  for  the  Engli/b;  but  the  goods  were  placed  in  the  dark ;  fo  that 
they  were  wholly  ignorant- how  tliey  had  been  dealt  with,  or  how  they 
ihould  trade. 

"  He  repeated  the  fame,  laying  down  a  fecond  bundle  of  ikins,  and  de- 
fired  they  might  be. informed  of  the  terms,  they  might  trade  upon,  that 
if  occafion  were,  they  might,  at  any  time,  fend  their  wives,  and  be  out 
of  danger  of  being  cheated. 

♦*  He  added  a  third  bundle  of  deer  fkins,  complaining  how  hard  it  was 
upon  them;  for  that  they  knew  not  what  they  weie  to  expe<5l  for  their 
{oods,  and  that  they  could  fcarce  purchafe  ours. 

•*  Laying  down  a  fourth  bundle,  being  fkins  and  furs,  he  defired,  that 
we  might  be  as  people,  eating  all  of  the  fame  difh,  and  fo  they  might  1»« 
dealt  with,  as  if  they  were  our  own  people. 

**  Prefenting  a  fifth  bundle,  he  faid,  that  formerly  they  exadly  knew 
the  prices  both  of  our  goods  and  theits  ;  but  now  they  varied  fo  much« 
tJJM^re  waft  no  un^erHaadiug  them. 

^  Witk 
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As  we  have  been,  and  hope,  fhall  be,  wil- 
ling to  fupport  the  government,  fo  we  are  ear- 
neftly  concerned,  that  the  King's  fubjefts  may  be 
protefted  under  thyadminiftration;  and  for  that  end 
we  do  infift  that  thou  wilt  be  pleafed  to  caufe  the 
laws  to  be  duly  put  in  execution ;  and  to  counte- 
nance, and  not  difcourage,  the  Magiftrates  and 
ofBccrs,  in  the  difcharge  of  their  duties ;  that  fo  the 
people  may  be  reduced  to  their  former  obedience, 
and  application  for  redrefs  elfewherc  prevented. 

"  We  alfo  defire  that  perfons  be  commiffionat- 
cd,  and  courts  called,  for  fpeedy  trial  of  thofc 
criminal  caufes  now  depending/* 

To  this  the  Governor,  by  a  meflage,  returjxed 
the  following  anfwer :

ftrudive  liquor  rum ;  which  robbed  them,  not  cmly  of  their  goods,  but 
of  their  lives  alio.

Gracious  Sovereign^ 

Though  by  divers  concurring  caufes,  and 
particularly  the  great  indifpofirion  of  our  Pro- 
prietary and  Governor  in  chief  of  this  province,* 
we  have  been  hitherto,  to  our  great  trouble,  pre- 
vented the  opportunity  of  expreffing  to  the  King 
our  fincere  joy,  for  his  happy  and  peaceable  ac- 
ceflion  to  the  throne  of  his  anceftors,  and  thereby 
fecuring  to  all  his  proteftant  fubjects  the  full  en- 
joyment of  their  religious  and  civil  rights ;  yet 
none  could  be  more  fenfible  of  the  great  bleffing, 
nor  cxprefs  a  warmer  zeal  for  his  fervice,  in  their 
carlieft  approaches,  than,  at  all  times  fmce,  has 
filled  our  thankful  breafts ;  and  although  we  had 
not  the  defired  advantage  of  expreffing  thefe  our 
fentiments,  yet  we  became  the  eafier  under  that 
difappointment,  by  accounting  the  majority  of 
this  province  included  in  that  general  application, 
made  by  their  friends  at  London,  in  behalf  of  the 

whole 


*  The  Proprietary,  as  before  obftrved,  had,  in  th«  year  171a,  been 
fo  afftded,  as  to  his  health,  (luppoled  to  be  by  aii  apoplexy)  that,  in  a 
great  mcafure,  from  that  time  forward,  he  became  more  and  more  inci» 
pablc  ci  piiblic  biiiine£s,  till  hii»  death,  in  i;i8* 
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whole  community,  wherein  our  thoughts,  with 
their  own,  were  moft  truly  reprefented. 

"  Such  has  been  the  King's  goodnefs,  not  only 
expreffed  in  his  firft  generous  royal  declaration, 
and  repeatedly  fince,  from  the  throne,  but  more 
powerfully  exerted  through  .a  moft  wile  and  ftea- 
dy  adminiftration,  in  purfuing  evei7  meafure, 
that  might  contribute  to  the  fafcty  and  happinefs  of 
his  people ;  in  making  the  known  laws  the  invaria- 
ble rule  of  his  government ;  in  reftoring  the  ho- 
nour of  the  Britijh  nation  abroad ;  and  in  procur- 
ing for  his  fubjefts  fuch  advantages,  in  commerce, 
as  could  fcarce  be  hoped  for,  after  they  had  been 
fo  unhappily  given  away,  that,  even,  the  remoteft 
parts  of  the  King's  great  dominions  feel  the  be- 
nign influences  of  his  paternal  afFedion  to  the 
whole,  and  are  laid  under  doubled  obligations  to 
make  the  utmoft  returns  of  gratitude,  as  well  as 
obedience,  for  their  happinefs^  under  his  aufpicious 
reign. 

"  It  is,  therefore,  the  more  furprifing,  that 
there  Ihould  be  ai\y  of  the  Britijlo  race^  within 
that  IJIandj  fo  loft  to  all  fenfe  of  their  own  inte- 
reft,  as  well  as  their  engaged  duty  to  a  Prince  of 
the  nioft  confpicuous  and  moft  confummate  virtues, 
as  to  cxprefs  the  leaft  uneafy  murmurs,  much  lefs 
to  rife  in  an  open  and  unnatural  rebellion ;  for 
the  fuppreflion  of  which,  by  the  great  wifdom 
and  vigilance  of  the  King^  and  his  miniftry,  and 
faithfulnefs  of  his  fervants,  we  do,  with  hearts 
full  of  the  fmcereft  gratitude  and  joy,  return  our 
moft  humble  acknowledgments  to  the  Fountain  of 
infinite  goodnefs  and  mercy,  that  has  fo  eminent- 
ly appeared  in  the  fupport  of  the  royal  throne, 
cftablifhed  -on  the  lafting  foundation  of  juftice, 
and  to  the  confufion  of  all  the  deteftable  machi- 
nations, vainly  formed  againft  it.

**  May  it  pleafe  the  Governor ^ 

**  When  our  Proprietary  and  Governor  in 
Chief,  firft  obtained  a  grant  of  this  province  from 
the  crown,  and  a  numerous  colony  of  induftrious 
people  fettled  therein,  we  are  well  afTured  it  wa^ 
his  inclination,  as  w^ell  as  Vifible  intereft,  to  ren- 
der them  as  fafe  as  poilible,  under  his  adminiilra- 
tion. 

^'  And,  as  his  religious  perfuafion,  as  a  diflen- 
ter  from  the  eftablifhed  Church  of  England^  was 
well  known,  and  therefore  thofe  of  the  fame 
profeffion  made  a  great  part  of  the  firft  adventurers 
with  him,  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  he  would 
ever  think  himfelf  obliged  to  provide  that  they 
fhould  enjoy,  in  Pennfylvania^  at  leaft,  equal  eafc 
and  privileges  with  any  other  Englijh  fubjefts  of 
the  fame  rank,  in  any  of  the  King's  dominions. 

*'  Accordingly  when  neceflitated  to  be  abfent 
from  us,  as  he  has,  for  the  moft  part  been,  he 
took  care,  from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  fuch 
perfons,  to  be  his  deputies,  in  the  government, 
in  whofe  moderation  and  tendernefs  towards  his 
friends,  as  well  as  loyalty  to  the  crown,  and  juf- 
tice  to  all  its  fubjeds,  he  believed  he  might  confide. 

"  When  the  Governor,  therefore,  firft  brought 
over  the  Proprietary's  commiffion  of  deputation, 
for  the  government,  we  could  not  doubt  but  that, 
being  the  Proprietary's  choice,  and  afting  folely 
by  powers,  derived  from  him,  he  would  fteadily 
purfue  the  meafures,  that  had  generally  been  ta- 
ken, from  our  firft  fettlement,  and  endeavour  to 
make  all  the  fubjefts  of  the  crown,  under  the 
Proprietary's  government,  equally  fecure  and  eafy»

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'  '**  On  this  expeftation,  confirmed  by  the  Pro- 
prietary's letters  of  recommendarion,  the  Affera- 
blies,  not  doubting  the  Governor's  good  intentions 
towards  them,  freely  difcharged  what  was  incum* 
bent  on  them,  and  it  is  hoped,  in  no  fmall  mea« 
fure,  to  the  Governor's  fatisfadion. 

'*  Nor  while  the  Proprietary's  health,  and  for- 
mer abilities  happily  continued,  had  the  inhabitants 
much  reafon  to  complain,  but  that  the  Governor 
made  the  Proprietary's  direflions,  from  home,  as 
far  as  they  could  be  obtained,  and  the  advice  of 
thofe,  the  Proprietary  had  inftrufted  here,  the 
rule  (in  great,  meafure)  of  his  conduft,  in  what 
related  to  the  Proprietary's  intereft,  or  govern- 
ment, and  to  the  privileges  of  the  people, 

"  But  whether  it  be  now  owing  to  the  difcon- 
rinuance  of  thofe  orders  and  diredions,  which 
has  followed  on  the  late  great  and  melancholy 
change,  in  the  Proprietary's  health,  or  to  fome 
unhappy  advice  from  others;  or  to  any  new  formed 
views,  we  know  not ;  but  this  Houie  of  Repre- 
fentatives,  foon  after  their  firft  meeting,  finding  the 
Governor  had,  at  length,  fo  far  loft  fight  of  the 
obligations  he  lay  undef  to  his  principal  and  con- 
ftituent,  as  to  enter  on  meafures  inconfiftent  with 
his  intereft,  and  our  conftitution,  and  the  liberties 
of  the  people,  we  judged  it  our  indifpenfible  duty  to 
apply  to  the  Governor  for  redrefs ;  who  declaring 
his  opinion  to  be  fuch  as  would  not  admit  of  any.

^^  Thofe,  who  accompaaied  the  Proprietary  ia 
the  fettlcment  of  this  colony^  beiug  chiefly  (as 
has  already  been  pbferved)  of  thofe  called  .^uat 
kersy  who,  lyinj^  under  fbme  hardfhips,  in  their 
PjatiYe  country,  bccaufe,  for  confcience-fake,  they 
could  not  comply  with  the  laws  there,  for  taking 
oaths,  expeded  that,  by  vjrtue  of  the  powers  of 
Jegiflation,  granted  by  the  q-own,  to  the  Proprie* 
tary  and  them,  they  might,  after  the  hazard  and 
|oil  of  their  removal  hrthe^,  be  capable  of  enjay, 
ing  the  privileges  of  Engliflx  fubjefts,  without 
violation  of  their  religious  principles, 

*^  Accordingly  the  Proprietary  and  Afl^blies 
provided  laws,  by  which  thofe  pepple  might  be 
i?nabled  to  hold  any  offices  (there  being  but  few 
others  at  that  time,  to  fill  them)  pi?  to  give  evi^ 
4ence  in  any  caf|^  whatlbevert 

**  Some  difputes  afterwards  arlfing  on  this  fuhr 
]Q&y  the  late  Quee:p,  by  her  order,  in  Council, 
dated  the  aift  of  January,  1702,  was  pleafed  tq 
extend  tqj  this  prpyince,  the  affirmation  allowed  tq 
the  Quakers ^  ip  Englandy  by  the  feventh  an4 
eighth  of  William  the  Third,  xtot  only  for  the  pur-s 
pofes  intended  by  that  in  England^  but  alfo  foi? 
the  qualificatioii  of  Magiftrate^  and  officers ;  an4 
jthe  fame  being.frpm  thence  applied  to  pther  cafes, 
this  order,  on  the  repeal  of  pur  own  afts,  in  a 
great  meafure,  fupplied.  what  was  neceffary,  ij\ 
l^his  point,  for  thp  adminiftration  of  j^flice. 

''  But  the  z,&.  pf  parliament  itfelf  being  near 
its  expiration,  it  was  found  neceffary jj  as  well  on 
that,  as  fome  other  confiderations,  to  eftablifli, 
by  an  acl  of  the  province,  the  qualifications  of 
officers,  and  the  manner  of  giving  evidence,  by 
^ffirniaiioyi  j  and  th?  Qoverpor  (upon  the  Affem.« 
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bly*s  performing  the  conditions  propofed  them)    1716. 
paf&d  ads  for  that,  as  ti^U  as  oth^  purpofes,  to 
imfwer  the  exigencies  of  the  government. 

^^  That  the  faid  affirmaticm^ads  fhould  have 
fuH  force,  according  to  the  intention  of  them,  of 
fuch  importance  to  the  eafe  and  fecurity  of  the 
whole  province,  th^t  it  could  fqarccly  be  fuppof- 
ed,  any  perfon  amongft  qs,  who  profefled,  even, 
the  moft  ilender  regard  for  the  people's  welfare, 
would  attempt  to  deprive  them  of  the  advantages 
thereof, 

^*  It  is,  therefore,  the  more  furprifing,  that 
the  Governor  bimfelf  (from  whofe  ftation,  and 
the  traft  repofed  in  him,  by  our  Proprietary,  the 
moft  tender  concern  for  the  fafety  and  well-being 
of  all  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  under  his  care,  might 
reafonably  b^  expefted)  fhould  be  the  principal,  if 
pot  the  firft,  perfon,  in  the  government,  who 
would  render  the  intention .  of  thofe  ads  void  to 
us,  though  paffed  by  himfelf  into  laws  fo  lately 
before,  by  publicly  declaring  his  opinions,  in  fuch 
manner,  as  would  render  the  faid  a£ts  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  England^  and  repealed  by  the  aflt 
of  parliament  of  the  firft  of  his  prefent  Majcfty ; 
in  purfuance  of  which  opinion,  he  has  refufed 
to  qualify  fuch  perfons  for  offices,  that  could  not 
lake  the  oath,  according  to  the  law  of  England^ 

"  The  confequence  of  which  is,  that,  as  no 
Quaker  in  Great  Britain^  is  qualified,  or  permits 
ted,  to  give  evidence,  in  any  criminal  cauf(?s,  or 
ferve  on  any  juries,  or  bear  any  office,  or  place  of 
profit,  in  the  government ;  fo,  fhould  the  fame 
hold,  in  this  colony,  not  only  the  great  number 
of  the  firft  adventurers,  with  their  defcendants, 
pf  the  fame  profeflion,  are  to  be  wholly  excluded 
from  having  any  part,  or  fhare,  in  the  adminiftra-« 
tion  of  juftice,  and  the  execution  of  the  laws  of 
the  country,  (which,  as  it  would  be  a  general  in« 

gonveuiency, 
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1 7 1 6.  conveniency,  fo  would  it  throw  the  burden  too  hea- 
vily on  a  few  of  the  inhabitants)  but,  what  is  of  no 
lefs  importance,  for  the  fecurity  of  thofe  of  other 
profeffions,  the  greateft  outrages  and  barbarities, 
agamft  any  perfon,  may  be  committed,  in  the 
face  of  any  number  of  Quaker s^  and  the  male- 
iaftors,  though  brought  to  trial,  muft  efcape  with 
impunity,  for  want  of  legal  evidence,  if  that,  of 
the  fakers  is  not  to  be  fo  accounted;  of  which 
the  Governor  cannot  forget  a  very  memorable  in- 
ftance,  when  (at  a  time,  that  unhappily  there  was 
no  aft  of  the  province,  for  an  affirmation^  but  the 
C^een's  order  was  thought  fufEcient,  during  that 
interval,  for  all  but  capital  cafes)  it  is  prefumed  a 
murderer  efcaped  the  fentence,  that  was  due  to 
him,  for  want  of  fuch  evidence,  as  was  efteemed 
legal,  though  more  than  one  Quaker  appeared  in 
court,  who  were  witneffes  to  the  fa£t. 

*'  But,  befides  thefe  inconveniendes,  however 
great,  there  remains  one  further  confequence  of 
that  conftrudion  of  the  aft,  which,  perhaps,  the 
Governor  is  not  fufficiently  advifed  of;  which  is. 
That,  if  no  ^uaker^  in  Great  Britain^  nor  the 
Plantatiomy  can  hear  any  office,  or  place  of  pro- 
fit, in  the  government,  fome  may  judge  it  a  natu- 
ral inference,  that  the  Proprietary  himfelf  is  equally 
aflfeded  by  it ;  and  then  all  powers  derived  from 
him,  as  well  thofe  lodged  in  the  Governor,  by 
his  deputation,  as  the  magiftracy  and  inferior  offi- 
cers, fall  together, 

"  Having  thus  far  pointed  out  the  deftruftive 
confequences  of  that  opinion,  (hould  it  fiilly  take 
place  in  this  province,  we  judge  it,  in  the  next 
place,  incumbent  on  us,  in  duty  to  the  Governor, 
and  for  the  difcharge  of  the  truft,  repofed  in  us, 
by  thofe  we  reprefent,  to  offisr  to  the  confideration 
of  the  Governor,  and  all  others  concerned,  fuch 
xeafons  as  have  occurred  to  us,  in  our  enquiry  into 

this 
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this  head;  which  we  hope  (with  fubmiffion)wiIl  1716* 
render  it  inconteftibly  evident  that  the  affirmation- 
afts  of  this  province  are  in  full  force ;  and  are 
neither  repealed,  nor  afFeded  by  any  a£k  of  parli- 
ament, that  has  come  to  our  knowledge  ;  but  that 
the  Governor  is  obliged  to  take  care  that  the  fame 
be  equally,  with  any  other  a£t,  put  duly  in  execu- 
tion. 

"  By  the  fame  royal  charter  of  King  Charles 
the  Setond,  by  which  this  province,  with  licence 
to  tranfport  an  ample  colony  thereunto,  was  granted 
to  our  Proprietary,  and  the  Governor  in  Chief, 
the  faid  King  grants  to  him  and  his  heirs,  &c.  pow- 
er to  make  laws  jointly  with  the  people  ;  and  di- 
refts  the  force  and  limitation  of  them,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words,  as  they  ftand  in  divers  parts  of  the 
faid  charter,  but  are  nere  collefted,  viz. 

"  We,  repofing  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in 
the  fidelity,  wifdom,  juftice  and  provident  circum- 
Ipeftion  of  the  faid  William  Penny  for  us  and  our  . 
heirs  and  fucceffors,  do  grant  free,  full  and  abfo- 
lute  power,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  to  him 
and  his  heirs,  and  their  deputies  and  lieutenants, 
for  the  good  and  happy  government  of  the  faid 
country,  to  ordain,  make,  enaft,  and,  under  his 
and  their  feals,  to  publilh  any  law  whatfoever,  for 
raifing  of  money,  for  the  public  ufes  of  the  faid 
province,  or  for  any  other  end,  &c.  by  and  with 
the  advice,  aflent  and  approbation  of  the  freemen 
of  the  faid  country,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
or  of  their  delegates,  &c.  and  the  fame  laws  duly 
to  execute  linto  and  upon  all  people  within  the  faid 
country,  and  limits  thereof;  which  laws,  fo  as 
aforefaid  to  be  publiflied,  our  pleafure  is,  and  lb 
we  enjoin,  require  and  command,  fliall  be  moft 
abfolute  and  available  in  law :  and  that  all  the 
liege  people  and  fubjeds  of  us,  our  heirs  and 
fucceffors,  do  obferve  and  keep  the  fume  inviola- 
bly 


1 716.  iJyiiithdfe  t>art8,  fo  far  as  they  concern  thttti^ 
under  the  penalties  therein  exprefled,  or  to  be  ex* 
preffcd.  Provided  neveriMefs^  That  the  faid  lawS 
be  confotiant  to  reafon^  and  be  not  repugnant,  or 
contrary,  but  as  Hear  as  conveniently  may  be, 
agreeable  to  the  kws,  ftatutes  and  rights  of  this 
our  kingdom  of  Englandi  And  our  further  will 
and  pleqfure  is^  That  the  laws  for  regulating  and 
governing  property^  wlthiti  the  faid  province,  as 
well  for  the  defcent  and  enjoyment  of  lands,  as 
likewife  for  the  enjoyment  of  fuccelBion  of  goods 
and  chattels,  and  likewife  felonies,  ihall  be  and 
continue  the  fatne  as  they  fhall  be,  fdf  the  time  be^ 
ing,  by  the  getieral  couiie  of  the  law,  in  our  king^ 
dom  or  England^  until  the  faid  laws  jlhall  be  altera 
ed  by  the  faid  William  Penn^  his  heirs  and  affigns^ 
and  by  the  freemen  of  the  &id  province,  their  de-< 
legates^  or  thdr  deputies^  or  the  greater  part  of 
them.  And  to  the  end  that  the  f^  William  Penn^ 
his  heirs,  or  others,  the  planters,  owners^  or  in-< 
habitants  of  the  faid  province^  may  not,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  by  mifconftrudion  of  the  powers 
aforefaid,  through  inadvertency,  or  defign,  depart 
from  that  faith,  and  due  allegiance,  which^  by 
the  laws  of  this  our  realm  of  England^  they,  and 
all  our  fubjefts,  in  our  dominions  and  territories^ 
always  oWe  unto  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceitors^  &c# 
Our  further  will  and  pleafure  is^  That  a  tranfcript 
or  duplicate  of  all  laws,  which  fhall  be^  as  aforefaid^ 
made  and  publifhed,  within  the  faid  province,  (hall, 
within  five  years  after  the  making  thereof,  be  tranf- 
mitted  and  delivered  to  the  Privy  Council,  for  the 
time  being,  of  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors ;  and  if^ 
any  of  the  faid  laws,  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months, 
after  they  (hall  be  fo,  as  aforefaid,  tranfmitted  and 
delivered,  be  declared  by  us,  our  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors, in  our  or  their  Privy  Council,  inconfiftent  with 
the  fovereignty,  or  lawful  prerogative  of  us,  ouf 
heirs,  or  fucceffors,  or  contrary  to  the  faith  and 

allegiance 
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allegiance  due,  by  the  legal  government  of  this  17 16. 
realm,  from  the  faid  William  Penn^  or  of  the  plant- 
ers, or  inhabitants  of  this  province ;  and  that 
thereupon  any  of  the'  faid  laWs  fhall  be  adjudged 
and  declared  to  be  void,  by  us,  our  heirs  or  fuc* 
ceflbrs^  under  our,  or  their  privy  feali  that  then, 
and  from  thenceforth,  fuch  lawS)  concerning  which 
fuch  judgment  and  declaration  (hall  be  made,  fhall 
become  void,  otherwife  the  faid  kvirs,  fo  tranfmit* 
ted,  fhall  remain  and  Hand  in  full  force,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof* 

"  Purfuant  to  thefe  powers^  the  faid  aOrs  of  this 
province,  for  an  affirmation,  were  made  and  pub- 
lifhed.  And  though  a  confiderable  part  of  the 
five  years,  limited  in  the  charter,  is  yet  unexpired^ 
the  fame  have  been  duly  tranfmitted ;  nor  have 
txre  heard  any  thing,  but  that  they  are,  or  may  be, 
well  approved  of;  having  reafon  to  hope,  that 
they  contain  nothing,  for  which  ^according  to  the 
tenor  of  the  faid  royal  charter)  they  ought  to  be 
declared  void ;  and,  therefore,  are  of  aS  mil  force, 
as  abfolute  and  available,  and  to  be  obferved  and 
\ept  as  inviolably  as  any  law  whatfoever,  that  can. 
be  enafted  in  this  province,  and  ought  accordingly 
to  be  as  duly  executed  by  the  Governor,  to  th« 
full  extent  thereof. 

"  But  the  Governor,  in  anfwcr  to  a  refolutioti 
of  this  Houfe  of  the  1 8th  of  Oftober  lafl,  which 
was.  That  the  royal  charter  makes  the  afts  of  this 
province  mofl  abfolute  and  available  in  law,  imtil 
repealed  by  the  King,  is  pleafed  to  fay,  That  he 
joins  with  the  AfTembly,  in  this  refolve,  provided 
the  laws  are  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  England  ; 
and  by  the  following  paragraph,  in  the  fame  an-^ 
fwer,  which  is.  That  he  allows  the  laws  of  the 
province  had  fettled  the  qualifications  of  Magif- 
trates  and  other  officers,  until  the  publication  of 
the  aft  of  King  George^  relating  thereto,  he  has.

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1 7 1 6.  at  laft,  thought  fit  to  give  fo  much  under  his  hand, 
as  his  opinion,  the  natural  conftruftion  whereof  is, 
that  the  faid  affirmation-afts  of  this  province  (being 
the  fubjeft  then  in  hand)  >^ere  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  England^  and  repealed  by  the  faid  a£t  of 
parliament. 

**  But  this  we  humbly  offer.  That,  if  it  mufl 
be  termed  repugnant,  becaufe  it  differs  from,  or 
is  not  the  fame  with,  the  aft  of  parliament,  then 
the  claufe  of  the  royal  charter,  which  grants  pow- 
er to  the  Governor  and  Affembly  here  to  alter  the 
laws  of  England^  for  the  defcent  of  lands,  enjoy- 
ing eftates,  and  punifhing  felonies,  in  the  province 
(as  is  above  recited  from  the  faid  charter)  appears 
to  be  ufelefs  and  vain. 

*'  But  it  is  further  to  be  confidered.  That,  as 
the  term  repugnant^  always  implies  an  abfolute 
oppofition,  or  contrariety,  in  matter,  it  cannot 
be  laid  that  an  aft  of  this  province,  which  ena- 
bles thofe,  called  ^akersj  to  ferve  in  offices, 
upon  juries,  and  to  be  evidence,  in  all  cafes  (the 
circumftances  of  the  coimtry  requiring  that  it 
fhould  be  fo)  is  contrary  to  an  aft  of  Great  Britain^ 
which  enables  them  only  to  give  evidence  in  civil 
cafes ;  thefe  two  differ,  it  is  true,  and  fo  it  was 
certainly  confidered  and  expefted,  at  the  time  of 
the  royal  grant,  that  our  afts  might,  in  fome  mca- 
fure,  differ  from  thofe  in  England ;  otherwife  thofe 
in  England  would  fuffice ;  and  no  fuch  power  for 
altering  them  needed  to  have  been  granted :  on 
the  contrary,  the  aft  of  this  province,  purfuant 
to  the  direftions  of  that  royal  charter,  is  as  nearly 
agreeable,  as  to  our  conveniency  may  be,  to  the 
ftatute  provided  for  ^uakers^  in  Great  Britain. 

*'  But  the  Governor,  we  prefume,  could  not 
intend,  by  his  anfwer,  That  this  aft,  at  the  time 
of  paffmg  it,  was  repugnant  to  any  of  the  laws 
of  England^  though  it  differed  from  them,  for  in 

that, 
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that,  certainly,  he  could  not  have  given  it  his  fanc- 
jtion ;  it  muft,  therefore,  be  meant,  that  it  is  be- 
come repugnant  only  fince  the  fuppofed  publication 
of  the  Britijh  a^,  which  he  conceives  repealed  it ; 
or,  to  ilate  what  can  b^  alledged  on  that  head,  in 
its  full  force,  and  the  plainefc  terms  it  will  bear, 
that  the  aft  of  the  firft  of  king  George,  entitled,  An 
ad  for  making  perpetual  an  aS  of  the  feventh  and 
eighth  years  of  the  reign  of  bis  late  Majejly^  King 
William  the  Thirds  entitled.  An  aft.  That  the  fo- 
,lemn  qffrrmation  and  declaration  of  the  people  called 
.fakers,  Jhould  be  accepted  in/iead  of  an  oath,  in 
ihe  iifualform,  &c.  extends  to  this  province  that 
aft  of  King  William^  by  thefe  words  in  the  laft 
claufe  of  it,  viz.  Provided  always.  That  fo  much 
•of  this  aft,  as  relates  to  the  affirmations  to  be 
made  by  the  people  called  ^uakers^  fhall  be  ex- 
tended to  that  part  of  Great  Britain,  called  Scot- 
land, for  ever,  and  to  the  plantations  belonging 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  for  five  years,  &c. 
Therefore,  that,  as  the  fakers  are  not  permit- 
ted, by  that  aft,  in  Great  Britain,  to  hold  offices, 
.ferve  on  juries,  or  be  evidence  in  criminal  cafes, 
fo^  by  its  being  extended  to  the  plantations,  they 
are  as  effeftually  difabied  there,  and  that  all  afts 
of  this  province,  for  quc^lifying  fakers,  in  thefe 
cafes,  are,  by  the  fuperior  force  of  this  aft  of 
parliament,  repealed,  and  made  utterly  void. 

^^  But  when  the  language  of  the*  aft  itielf 
com€s  to  be  confidered,  the  whole  feeming  force 
of  this  objeftion  will,  we  prefume,  entirely  difap- 
pear ;  the  claufe  of  limitation,  in  the  feventh  and 
eighth  of  William  the  Third,  is  in  thefe  words ; 
^'  Provided,  and  be  it  enaSed,  That  no  ^aker,  or 
reputed  ^aier,  Jhall,  by  virtue  of  this  ad,  be 
quali^ed  or  permitted,  to  give  evidence,  in  any  cri^ 
minal  caufes,  toferve  on  any  juries,  to  bear  any  of 
Jice,  or  place  of  profit,  in  the  government,  any  thing 
in  tjjis  ad  CQntai?ied  to  the  contrary  noiwithflandingJ* 

Upon 
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17 1 6.  Upon  vhich  we  conceive  that  Brigadier  Hunter^ 
'  Governor,  under  his  Majefty,  of  the  provinces 
of  New  Tork  and  New  Jerfey^  has  (in  a  cafe  pa- 
rellel  with  ours)  obferved,  in  his  printed  declarati- 
on on  that  fubjcft,  under  the  title  of,  "  An  anfwer 
to  \vhat  has  been  offered,  as  argument  againfl  the 
validity  and  force  of  an  afl:  of  Affembly,  entitled. 
An  a6i^  that  the  folemn  qffirmatian  and  declaration 
of  the  people  -called  fakers ^  &c.  pafTed  in  the  pro- 
vince of  New  Jerfey^  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Queen  Anne^  to  be  of  fuch  force,  as  to 
be  worthy  our  recital :  in  which,  after  he  has  ob- 
ferved,  in  general,  in  the  following  words  :— 
^^  Into  what  a  ]6eoftil  condition  mufl;  the  planta- 
tions be  plunged,  if  fuch  laws  as  ihall,  by  a  Legi-* 
flaturc  lawfully  conftituted  by  virtue  of  letters 
patent,  under  the  broad  feal,  be  enaded  for  the 
good  government  and  eafe  of  the  fubjeds  there, 
jhall,  by  implication,  or  conftrudion,  be  deemed 
to  be  repealed  V^  &c.  he  is  pleafed  to  fay,  that  ad 
of  Aflembly  is  not  fo  much  as,  by  implication, 
repealed  j  tot  the  words  of  that  adi,  upon  which 
they  lay  the  ftrefs  of  the  argument,  are  thefe, 
f^rovidedj  that  no  Quaker  Jhall^  by  virtue  of  this 
ail^  be  quali^ed^  fyc.  Now  I  know  no  Quaker , 
continues  that  gentleman,  that  pretends  he  is,  or 
can,  by  virtue  of  that  aft,  be  qualified ;  but  I 
Relieve  every  ^aker  thinks  that  he  is,  or  may  bq, 
oualified  by  an  ^Gt  of  Affembjy,  entitled.  An  aft, 
tnat  the  fqlemn  affirmation  and  declaration  of 
the  people  called  ^aker^^  ^c.  paffed  in  the  pro- 
vince, and  fent  hom^,  3^c.  It  is  as  plain  as  words 
can  make  it,  that  that  aft,  of  the  feventh  and 
eighth  of  King  William^  has  |io  negative,  but  upon 
itfelf,  and  confequently  cannot  be  all^dged  in  bar 
to  any  l^ws  already  <^Dafted,  in  the  plantations, 
or  even  fuch  as  may  be  enafted ;  for;  by  thefe 
Jetters  patent,  which  gave  a  being  to  this  govern- 
Jncnt  an4  i.egi|laturc,'  all  fuch  laws,  as  fhall  be 

e|ia^e4 
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cnafted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Affetaibly,    1716. 
are  declared  to  be  in  full  force,  from  the  time  of 
enabling. 

*'  The  fame  worthy  gentleman  and  Governor 
is  further  pleafed,  in  the  faid  print,  to  publifh  an 
inftruftion  from  the  late  Queen,  in  whofe  reign 
that  aft  of  Affembly  was  made,  direfting  him  to 
pafs  fuch  an  aft  in  New  Jerfey  ;  by  which  inftruc- 
tion  her  Majefty  was  pleafed  further  to  declare 
her  will  and  plcafure,  *'  That  fuch  of  the  people 
called  Quakers  J  as  fhall  be  found  capable  of  ferv- 
ing  in  her  Council,  the  General  Affembly,  and  in 
other  places  of  truft  and  profit,  in  New  Jerfey^ 
and  accordingly  be  elefted,  or  appointed,  to  fervc 
therein,  may,  upon  their  taking  and  figning  the 
declaration  of  allegiance  to  her  Majefty,  in  the 
form,  ufed  by  the  fame  people,  in  England^  to- 
gether with  a  folemn  declaration  of  the  true  dif- 
charge  of  their  refpeftive  trufts,  be  admitted  by 
the  Governor  to  any  of  the  faid  places  or  employ- 
ments/* And  he  adds,  "  That  the  fame  inftruc- 
tions  are,  word  for  word,  alfo  contained  in  his 
prefent  Majefty's  inftruftions  to  the  Governor, 
dated  the  firft  of  July,  1715.*  By  which  it  ap- 
pears, that  both  the  late  Queen  was,  and  his  pre- 
fent Majefty  is,  willing  that  the  people  called 
Quakers ^  immediately  under  their  government,  in 
New  yerfeyj  fhould  enjoy  the  full  privileges, 
which  are  craved  here,  as  due  to  the  people,  we 
rcprefent,  by  their  charteral  rights,  under  the 
government  of  our  Proprietary,  William  Penn. 

"  To  this  we  may  add  what  has  alfo  been  ob- 
ferved,  on  the  fame  fubjeft,  by  the  Chief  Juftice  of 
New  Jerfey^  in  his  fpeech,  delivered  at  the  fupreme 
court,  in  May  laft,  at  Burlington^  which  is  alfo 
printed ;  wherein  he  clearly  gives  his  opinion  in 
law^  very  nearly  in  the  fame  terms,  the  Governor 

had 
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1716.    had  done  before,   and  then  proceeds,   in  thefe 
words,  viz. 

^*  The  ad  of  parliament  of  Great  Britain  h  an 
enlargement  of  the  Quakers  privileges  to  what  it 
never  was  before;  it  makes  that  perpetual  to 
them,  in  England^  which  before  was  temporary 
and  exjnrcd,'  or  near  expiring,  by  its  own  limita- 
tion, carries  the  fame  into  that  part  of  Great  Bri- 
tain^  called  Scotlandy  where  it  was  not  before, 
and  makes  it  perpetual  there,  and  into  the  plan- 
tations, generally,  for  five  years.  This  does  no 
way  hinder,  bui  that,  by  virtue  of  the  a£i  of  Af- 
fenibly  of  the  province  (which  is  a  municipsd  law 
thereof)  the  ^akers^  or  reputed  J^uakers^  are 
qualified  to  be  of  juries  and  evidence,  and  bear 
offices  of  truft  and  profit^  in  the  government; 
nor,  but  that  they  may  be  ib  qualified  hereafter, 
by  any  other  law,  hereafter  to  be  made,  for  that, 
or  the  like  purpofc,  although  by  virtue  of  that 
ad  of  parliament,  they  are  not  fo  qualified. 

"  Having  thus  far  ftated  this  point,  we  fliall 
now  leave  it ;  but  that  we  are  obliged  to  give  the 
fenfe  of  this  Houfe  to  that  part  of  the  Goveraor's 
anfvver  to  our  refolves,  in  which  he  is  pleafed  to 
fay.  That  though  he  was  of  opinion  he  could 
not  be  fafe  in  giving  any.  qualification  but  an  oath, 
yet  by  a  dedimus  they,  (the  officers  and  witneffes) 
might  have  been  qualified,  as  the  law  direds. 

"  On  which  we  muft  humbly  obferve.  That 
though  it  may  be  very  certain  a  dedimus potejiatem^ 
duly  iffued  by  the  Governor,  is  no  lefs  fufficient, 
in  law,  for  adminiftering  qualifications  to  any 
officer,  than  the  Governor's  aft,  in  his  own  per- 
fon;  which,  notwithftanding,  the  Governor  has 
not  of  late,,  that  we  know  of,  condefcended  to, 
but  refufed  to  admit  fuch  of  thofe  called  ^akers^ 
as,  by  virtue  of  the  Proprietary's  charter  to  the 
people,  were  elefted  to  ferve  in  certain  offices, 

until 
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until  that  more  remarkable  cafe  of  the  laft  quali- 
fication of  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia ;  yet  no 
fuch  dedimm  will  anfwer  the  exigencies  of  this 
government,  ihould  the  Governor's  opinion  ob- 
tain :  for  (hould  it  be  taken  for  granted,  that  the 
afErmation-ad  of  this  province  is  aftuaily  repealed 
by  the  aft  of  parliament,  then  all  fuch  qualifica- 
tions will  be  conftrued  illegal,  whether  given  by 
himfclf,  or  other  perfons,  empowered  by  him* 
And  as  the  Judges  of  the  fupreme  court  have  ren- 
dered t;heir  reafons  to  the  Houfe,  for  their  not 
proceeding  to  try  the  criminals,  now  in  the  refpec- 
tive  gaols  of  this  province^  viz.  That  they  cannot 
think  it  prudent  to  proceed^  by  virtue  of  the  Govern'^ 
or*s  commiffion  to  them^  in  oppqfition  to  his  opinion^  in 
fo  tender  a  pointy  as  the  lives  of  his  Majejtfs  fub^ 
jeds  ;*  fo  all  others  muft  be  difcouraged  in  cafes  of 
fuch  vaft  confequence ;  for  no  dedimm  will  make 
that  ad:  fufEcient,  that  is  in  itfelf  illegal. 

*^  It  has,  by  this  time,  we  hope,  clearly  ap- 
peared, from  what  has  been  offered.  That  the 
opinion  of  the  Governor  is  (with  fubmiffion)  nei- 
ther founded  on  law  nor  reafon ;  but  from  hence 
we  cannot  but  defire  the  Governor  may  be  in- 
duced more  ferigufly  and  maturely  to  confider  how 
unaccountable  and  aftonifhing  it  muft  appear  to 
mankind,  that,  while  fuch  perfons  as  Governor 
Hunter^  who  holds  his  commiffion  diredly  from 
the  crown,  is  accountable  to  no  other  principal, 
nor  under  obligations  to  any  called  a  ^aker^  as 
a  fuperior,  has  thought  it  neceflary,  in  the  difcharge 
of  his  truft,  to  publilh  his  reafons,  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, for  removing  miftakes,  and  allaying  the 
diflurbances  from  thence  fomented ;'  at  the  fame 
time,  though  fuch  an  example  be  fet  ^to  us,  at  no 
greater  .diftance,  than  the  other  bank  of  Delaware^ 
our  Proprietary^  William  Penn\  Lieutenant,  in  the 

province, 

•  The  names  of  thefc  Judgct  were,  William,  Trent,,  Jonathaa  Dick- 
aafon  and  George  Roach, 
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province  of  Pennfylvania^  fhould  be  drawn  inW 
meafures  fo  injurious,  not  only  to  the  intereft  of 
his  principal,  from  whicl)  he  derives  his  power, 
but  to  the  very  being  of  the  conftitution,  over 
which  he  is  entrufted  to  prefide.  We  heartily 
wifli  we  could,  by  any  conftrudlon,  find  other 
caufes,  to  which  thefe  procedures  might  be  im- 
puted, than  a  formed  defign ;  but  we  are  juftly 
alarmed  at  fome  other  late  proceedings  of  the  Go« 
yernor,  which,  as  they  have  naturally  fallen  under 
our  notice,  we  think  ourfelves  alfo  obliged,  in  du- 
ty, to  reprefent : 

"  When  the  Houfe  had  chofen  their  Speaker^ 
and  the  Governor,  without  any  objedion,  ap- 
proved their  choice,  they  proceeded  to  take  the 
ufual  qualifications  as  the  law,  in  that  cafe,  direfts  \ 
but  upon  the  rumours,  that  had  been  fpredd,  of 
perfons  difaifeded  to  his  prefent  Majefty,  that  this 
Houfe  might  give  the  utmoft  expreifions,  they 
could,  of  their  loyalty,  they,  by  a  meflage  to  the 
Governor,  requefted  to  know,  if  befides  what 
they  had  taken  as  ufual,  the  Governor  had  any 
direftions  from  Great  Britain^  or  any  other  qua- 
lification to  offer  to  the  Houfe ;  to  which,  he  was 
pleafed  to  anfwer,  he  had  not :  the  Houfe  notwith- 
ftanding  refolved  to  negled  no  part  of  their  duty, 
but  to  give  all  the  aflurances  of  their  loyalty,  in 
their  power,  thought  fit  unanimoufly  to  take  and 
fubfcribe  the  tefl,  called  the  abjuration^  every  one, 
in  the  way  prefcribed  to  them  by  the  feveral  afts 
of  parliament,  according  to  their  religious  perfua- 
fions,  and  thdi  proceeded  to  the  bufinefs  before 
them. 

"  But  being  informed  that  the  Governor  had^ 
at  divers  times,  and  to  fundry  perfons,  charged 
the  prefent  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia^  now 
Speaker  of  the  Houfe,  as  a  perfon  difaflfefted  to 
his  Majefly,  King  George }  and  that  he  further 

alledged, 
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alledged,  the  only  caufe  of  difference  betwixt  him 
aad  the  faid  Mayor,  was,  becaufe  the  Governor 
would  not  agree  to  proclaim  the  Pretender,  or 
words  to  the  fame  effeft ;  the  Houfe  conceived 
themfelves  obliged,  in  duty  to  his  faid  Majefty,  tp 
enquire  into  the  grounds  of  this  heinous  charge, 
that,  in  cafe  there  fhould  be  any  fou^id,  they  might 
purge  themfehres  of  the  fcandaL 

"  Accordingly,  having,  in  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  taken  full  proofs,  that  the  Govern- 
or had  fo  charged  the  Speaker,  and  finding,  by 
the  fame  evidence,  that  he  had,  in  the  fame  man« 
ner,  alfo  charged  ^ames,  Leganj  Secretary  of  the 
province,  they,  by  a  meffage,  defired  of  the  Go- 
vernor, that  he  would  be  pkafed  to  lay  before  the 
Houfe  his  grounds  for  thefe  accufations ;  but  he 
returixed  no  other  anfwer,  than,  "  That  he  thought 
himfelf  not  obliged  to  render  any  reafons  to  the 
Houfe  for  his  accufation,  but  would  do  it  at  the 
board  at  home ;"  and  the  Members,  fent  on  the 
meifage,  could  not  perfuade  him  to  give  any  rea-* 
fons  here. 

**  The  Houfe  thereupon  judged  it  ftill  the  more 
incumbent  on  them  to  enquire  fully  into  the  mat- 
ter ;  and  accordingly  they,  by  a  written  meffage,  in- 
formed the  Governor,  That,  being  under  a  deep 
concern,  on  all  occaftons,  to  (hew  their  loyalty, 
as  faithful  fubjefts,  to  King  George^  .they  could, 
by  no  means,  think  themfelves  difcharged  of  their 
duty,  without  further  enquiring  into  the  truth  of 
the  report,  which  they  had  received,  and  acquaint- 
ed the  Governor  with,  which  affeded  their  Speak- 
er and  another  perfon,  bearing  confiderable  ofEces 
and  trufts,  in  the  government  j  and  finding  the 
Governor's  anfwer  to  the  laft  meffage,  concerning 
the  fame,  not  fatisfaftory,  they  further  acquainted 
him,  that  the  !l^oufe  intended  immediately  to  re- 
folve  into  a  committee,  in  order  to  enquire  into 
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1716.  that  matter,  and  that  the  faid  committee  would 
be  defirous  to  receive  from  the  Governor,  or  any 
other  perfon,  any  information  concerning  the 
fame,  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  extent  of  what 
is  their  duty,  and  purge  the  Houfe  of  any  Mem- 
ber, or  Members  thereof,  that  may  appear,  or 
ihall  be  found  guilty  of  difloyalty  to  the  King,  or 
difafFeftion  to  his  government,  under  which  the 
Houfe  unanimoufly  declared  themfeives  extremely 
happy,  and  well  fatisfied. 

"  But  the  Governor,  though  another  meffage 
was  fent  to  him,  to  crave  his  anfwer,  could  not 
be  prevailed  on  to  give  any,  but  that  he  had  no* 
thing  to  lay  before  them ;  the  Houfe  notwith- 
ftanding,  while  formed  into  a  committee  for  that 
purpofc,  proceeded  to  make  the  utmoft  enquiries, 
in  their  power ;  but  could  not  find  the  leaft  ground 
to  fufped  the  perfons  charged,  or  to  believe  the 
accufations,  againft  them,  had  any  manner  of 
foundation. 

*'  Now  what  fentiments  can  be  formed  of  fuch 
a  condudk,  in  a  perfon,  afting  in  fo  exalted  a  fta- 
tion,  the  Houfe  muft  acknowledge  themfelves  to 
be  at  a  lofs  to  determine !  But  the  Houfe  would 
confider  it,  as  no  fmall  happinefs  to  the  whole 
province,  could  they  be  affured  that  the  Govern- 
or had  no  defign,  by  his  reprefentations  to  any 
board,  at  b;me,  to  raife  a  merit  to  himfelf,  on 
the  ruin  of  other j ;  who,  could  they  be  heard 
there,  and  fully  known,  might  be  fdund  as  faith- 
ful and  loyal,  in  their  ftations,  to  the  prefent  efta- 
blifhment  and  fucceflion,  as  any  of  the  King's 
iubjeds  whatfoever,. 

"  Had  the  Governor  believed  the  Speaker  to 
be  fuch  a  perfon,  as  he  has  thought  fit  to  render 
him,  it  was  doubtlefs  incumbent  on  the  Govern- 
or to  except  againft  him,  when  firft  prefented  by  the 
Houfe,  in  that  ftation,  or  had  he  fufpetted  either 

the 
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f be  Speaker,  or  any  other  Member,  to  be  difiit  f'716. 
fefted  to  the  King,  it  might  be  no  lefs  expefted, 
that  he  fhould  have  recommended  to  the  Houfe, 
the  further  qualification  of  the  abjuration^  as  a 
teft  to  them :  but,  if  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe 
of  Reprefentatives  of  PennfyhanuXy  and  others 
aftlng  in  the  great  trufte,  are  to  be  rendered  to 
the  miniftry,  or  to  any  board,  as  perfons  fo  no- 
torioufly  difaflFedd,  as  the  Governor's  charges  im- 
ply, and  this  without  the  leaft  proof  offered  here, 
though  fo  importunately,  and  yet  dutifully  folicit- 
ed,  it  will  force  all  thinking  perfons  on  apprehen- 
fions,  that  there  is  more  intended  by  it,  than  can 
fafely  be  acknowledged  here,  where  things  and 
perfons  are  better  known,  than  can  poffibly  be  at 
fuch  a  diftance,  as  the  other  fide  of  the  ocean. 

*^  Having  proceeded  to  fuch  a  length,  on  thefe 
two  important  fubjefts,  we  fhould  now  chufe  to 
bring  this  reprefentation  to  a  period,  but  that  the 
Governor's  written  anfwer  to  another  melTage 
from  the  Houfe  exaGts  our  notice ;  in  which  he  is 
pleafed  to  fay.  That  he  is  given  to  underfland, 
(for  which  he  thinks  fit  to  quote  the  language  of 
forn^er  AfTemblies,  and  fome  of  the  Council)  that 
this  Houfe  did  not  defign  to  make  laws,  nor  raife 
any  money  this  feffion,  but  upon  terms  inconfift- 
ent  with  the  Governor's  duty  and  fafety  to  comply 
with.  To  which  the  jufleft  reply  ,we  can,  at 
prefent,  return,  is.  That  this  Houfe  came  toge- 
ther with  no  other  views,  than  to  difcharge  their 
duty,  in  all  refpeflts,  to  the  befl  of  their  fkill  and 
power;  and  they  have  nothing  to  crave  of  the 
Governor,  but  what  they  firmly  believe  is  not 
only  his  duty,  but  for  his  honour  and  fafety,  to 
grant  them :  they  would  willingly  have  proceed- 
ed to  enquire  what  further  laws  may  be  neceffary 
for  the  well-being  of  the  province,  in  general,  the 
Governor  having  told  us,  in  his  fpeech.  That,  if 

we 
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iyi6.  Tire  fliould  have  any  other  bills  to  offer,  that  might 
^•-^■'"'^  \>e  for  the  intereft  and  tranquillity  of  the  people, 
he  fliould  be  ready  to  pafs  them,  and  promifed 
himfelf,  that  he  \¥ould  make  a  return  fuitable  to 
their  circuniftances,  and  the  advantages  they  will 
receive  by  them :  but,  in  bis  next  written  ine£> 
fage,  he  informed  the  Houfe,  ^^  That  he  difa- 
greed  from  both  the  Council  and  Affembly,  hi  his 
opinion,  upon  a  point  of  fuch  importance  to  the 
fecurity,  as  well  as  tranquillity  of  the  people,  that 
no  bill  of  ours  can  be  of  more  to  us  :*'  the  pur^i- 
port  of  which  was,  that  he  declared  (in  oppofition 
to  both  Coimcil  and  Affembly)  that  one  of  the 
laft  laws,  he  himfelf  had  paifed,  which  mod  near« 
r  ly  affeded  us,  was  void,  and  this  by  conftru^on 

9nly;  we  could  not,  therefore,  find  any  ^ncou- 
rasement  from  the  Governor's  propofals  to  us,  to 
think  any  other  bill,  we  could  offer,  was  worth 
the  foliciting,  and  much  lefs  defcrving,  a  further 
confideration, 

^^  To  this  we  muft  not  omit  adding.  That  ixre 
find  judgment  was  given  againft  one  Hugb  Lowdan^ 
at  the  court  of  common  plea$,  in  September  lafl, 
whereupon  the  faid  Hugh  Lowdon^  giving  way  to 
the  greateft  refentm^t  and  rage,  vowed  revenge, 
at  the  utmof^  hazards,  againft  the  aforefaid  Speak-* 
cr  and  Secretary  (being  two  of  the  Juftices  of  that 
court)  and  having  furniihed  himfelf  with  piflols, 
w^y-laid  them,  at  their  doors,  and  meeting  the 
Speaker,  the  fame  night,  he  prefented  at  him  a 
piftol  loadcn  with  bullets ;  although,  by  the  over- 
ruling hand  of  Providence,  no  further  mifcMef 
enfued*  As  this  attempt  could  not  but  raife  a 
horror  in  the  hearts  of  all  good  men,  we  find  the 
faid  Lowdon  was  bound  over  to  the  court,  now  (it^ 
ting,  and  indictments  were  found  againft  him,  for 
the  fame ;  at  which  the  Governor,  inftead  of  pro- 
tecting the  !Magiftrates,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
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trufts,  has  now  thought  fit  to  grant  Noli  Profequi'sj  1 7 1 6. 
in  the  faid  Lowdon's  favour,  in  the  fame  manner 
he  had  formerly  done,  for  one  Francis  Phillips 
(that  fcandal  to  his  order)  when  indided  and  pro- 
fecut«d  for  notorious  crimes,  after  all  the  neigh*^ 
bouring  clergy  had  difowned  him.  Which  pro- 
ceedings, as  they  rendered  the  adminiftration  con- 
temptible, fo  we  alfo  juftly  fear  they  will  encou- 
rage ill-minded  men  to  the  fame  attempts,  in  hopes 
of  the  like  favour. 

*'  But,  to  fum.  up  the  whole,  we  can  truly  fay, 
we  are  extjemely  troubled,  that  we  cannot  enjoy 
the  fame  happinefs,  that  moll  of  our  neighbours 
refpe6Hvcly  do,  of  feeing  our  Governor  take  fuch 
meafures,  as  fliould,  by  an  agreeable  force,  fway 
the  people's .  inclinations,  to  render  him  eafy,  in 
all  refpefts ;  which  can  be  efFefted  by  no  means 
fo  powerfully,  as  firfl  rendering  them  eafy,  in  the 
enjoyment  of  thofe  privileges,  which  they  have  an 
undoubted  right  to :  and  we  are  but  too  well  af- 
fured,  that  the  only  caufe  of  a  failure  herein,  is 
the  Governor's  miilake,  fince  the  Proprietary's 
indifpofition,  in  the  choice  of  his  advifers ;  who, 
whatever  views  they  may,  at  prefent  form,  will, 
at  length,  be  found  the  fole  occafion  of  all  the 
difappointments,  that  may  fall  to  the  Governor's 
portion ;  for,  even,  though  adijig  by  commiilion, 
immediately  from  the  crown,  he  would  have  the 
fame  injured  people  to  deal  with." 

Thus  far  this  reprefentation :  what  follows  of 
it  is  chiefly  a  number  of  law  cafes,  adduced  in 
confirmation  of  the  opinion  of  the  Houfe ;  which 
may  be  fcen  at  length,  in  the  printed  votes  of  the^ 
Aflembly  of  the  province.

1 71 7.    JLt  doth  not  appear  that  Governor  Goohln  made 
^-^"^^"*'  any  reply  to  this  reprefentation ;  but  that,  in  the 
firft  month,  17 16-17,  ^7  ^  written  meflage  to  the 
The  Go-     Houfe,  he  took  his  laft  leave  of  them,  in  full  af-* 
Gookin      furance,  that  he  Ihould  foon  be  fuperfeded ;  and, 
takes  his     withput  making  any  further  reflexion  on  them, 
the  j^fl^m^  or  their  condud,  he  recommended  to  their  confi- 
Wy>  &c.      deration  the  charge  of  his  returning  to  fcek  ano- 
ther employment ;  declaring,  that  the  uncertainty 
of  his  being  provided  for  at  home ;  the  thoughts 
of  what  he  had  left,  to  ferve  the  Prc-prietary  and 
the  province,  and  the  difappointments  he  had  met 
with,  fo  filled  his  mind,  that  they  would  excufe 
his  not^  faying  any  more.

fuperfefied  who,   by  fummous,  convened  the  Affembly,  on

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Sir  William  Keith  was  a  man  of  pc^ular  addrefs,    1 7 1 7.

lion  of  the  people ;  which,  after  fo  much  alterca-  am  Keith 
tion  and  tecHous  difpute  between  the  Affembiy  and  w*»  *  "^^ 
the  two  preceding  Governors,  Evans  and  Gookin^  addrX&c. 
had  fo  much  the  more  efFed,  and  rendered  his  ad- 
miniftration  both  the  more  acceptable  and  tifeful 
to  the  province.   The  following  was  his  firft  fpeech 
to  the  Affembiy,  on  the  twentiety  day  of  the  fixth    . 
month,  Auguft,  O.  S.

Mr.  Speaker^  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Affembiy^ 

^*  Being  informed,  upon  my  arrival  here,  that  Governor 
the  feafon  of  harveft,  then  at  hand,  could  not  Keith's  firii 
well  permit  you  to  meet  me,  in  your  reprefentative  ^"^iRm. 
capacity,  until  that  bufy  time  be  over ;  I  did,  out  biy. 
of  a  tender  regard  for  your  interefts,  then  delay 
the  fatisfadlion  I  ftill  propofed  to  myfelf,  in  meet- 
ing with  this  prefent  Affembiy ;  and  I  will  always 
endeavour  to  make  the  time,  you  muft  neceffarily 
beftow  on  the  public  fervice,  as  eafy  and  pleafant 
to  yourfelves  as,  I  hope,  it  will  be  profitable  and 
fatisfaftory  to  the  Country  in  general. 

"  If  an  affedionate  defire,  to  oblige  and  fervc 
the  people  of  this  province,  can  qualify  me,  in 
their  good  opinions,  for  the  ftation  wherein  I  am 
now  placed,  I  may  then  expeft  that  the  country*s 
and  the  Governor's  intereft  will  be  effectually  efta- 
blifhed  upon-  one  bottom,  as  that  he,  who  truly 
wifhes  well  to  either,  cannot  but  find  himfelf  en- 
gaged to  ferve  both;  and  you  yourfelves  may 
eafily  infer  the  warmth  of  my  inclinations  towards 
the  fervice  and  profperity  of  this  country. 

"  Firft,  From  the  expenfive  application,  lafl 
year,  by  which  I  carefully  introduced  to  his  royal 
highnefs,  the  Prince  of  Wales^  then  Regent,  the 
humble  addrefs  of  the  Affembiy  to  the  King,  in 

fuch 
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1717.  fuch  manner,  as  freely  to  obtain  his  royal  high- 
*^  nels's  moll  gracious  affurance,  that  the  people 
called  ^akers^  were  a  body  of  loyal  fubjefts,  for 
whom  the  King  had  great  regard ;  and  that  his 
highnefs  was  forry  the  King  was  not  then  prcfent 
to  receive  fo  good  an  addrefs ;  but  that  the  ^ua- 
ierj  might,  at  all  times,  depend  on  his  highnefs's 
good-will,  to  ferve  them,  in  any  thing,  they  had 
to  aik  of  his  royal  father« 

**  Then,  the  diligence,  wherewith  I  obtained, 
at  a  confidcrable  charge,  the  commiflion  of  Go- 
vernor, without  any  other  certain  profpeft,  or 
advantage,  but  only  that  I  fhould  be  thereby 
enabled  more  effeftuaUy  to  ferve  you. 

•*  And,  laftly,  by  the  great  fatigue  I  have  un- 
dergone, fince  my  arrival  here,  that  no  opportu- 
nity might  be  flipped,  to  encourage  virtue,  and 
promote  the  general  good  of  your  country ;  but 
thefe  confiderations  are  trifles,  compared  with  the 
indifpenfible  obligation,  that  is  of  neceflity  upon 
you,  to  fupport  the  dignity  and  authority  of  this 
government,  by  fuch  a  reafonable  and  difcreet 
eftabliftiment,  as  the  nature  of  the  thing,  and  your 
own  generofity  will  direft. 

**  And  whatfoever  you  fliall  think  fit  to  do,  in 
that  kind,  pray  let  it  no  longer  bear  the  undeferved 
and  reproachful  name  of  a  burden  upon  the  peo- 
ple ;  but  rather  let  your  Governor  be  enabled  to 
relieve  the  country  from  real  burdens,  by  putting 
it  in  his  power  to  dircft  a  better  ceconomy,  and 
more  frugal  management  of  fuch  taxes,  as  would 
anfwer  the  ufes,  for  which  they  are  intended,  if 
not  fquandered  by  the  bare-faced  partiality  and  un- 
profitable expenfe  of  the  officers  appointed  to  aflfefs 
and  colleft  the  fame. 

"  Gentlemen,  I  doubt  not,  but  you  will  take 
the  firft  oj.portunity,  under  a  new  adminifl:ration, 
to  examine  the  fl:ate  of  jour  laws,  in  order  to 
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revive  fome,  that  are  obfolete,  or  expired;  and    171 7« 
to  make  fuch  alterations  and  additions,  as  •(hall  b^  ^-^'^^'^^ 
found  neoeflary,  for  perfeding  the  Gonftitution, 
and  good  order  of  govelrnment^  in  this  province. 

^*  For  that  end,  I  arti^  on  my  part,  ready  to. 
concur  with  you,  in  every  thing,  which  you  can 
poflibly  defire,  or  expeft,  from  a  Governor,  who' 
confdentioufly  intends  to  obferve,  and  fteadily 
refoives  to  pilrfue  the  duty  of  his  office*"^ 

On  the  twcnty^feconcl,  the  Affembly  prefented 
him  the  following  addrefs,  viz* 

"  The  addrefs  of  the  freernen  of  Pennfyhaniaj  iii  TheAifem* 
Affembly  met,  iii  anfwer  to  the  Governor's  W^  ^•' 
fpeech  of  the  twentieth  inftant*  ^tJ^^** 

"  May  it  pleafe  the  Covefnotj  ^^^"^ 

<«  We  gladly  embrace  this  firft  oppoltimity  to 
congratulate  the  Governor's  happy  and  fafe  arri* 
val  to  us,  with  an  eye  to  that  good  Providence^ 
which  preferved  him  and  his  family  from  pirates ; 
who,  at  that  time,  much  infefted  oul*  coaft ;  fome 
of  whom  (as  we  are  informed)  waited  with  hopes 
of  his  falling  into  their  hands. 

"  This  Houfe,  maturely  confidefing  the  Go-* 
vemor*s  fpeech,  find  themfelves  obliged,  in  duty^ 
to  make  grateful  acknowledgments,  for  the  Go- 
vernor's tender  regards  to  the  intereft  of  the  pub-* 
lie. 

"  The  Governor's  afie£lionate  defire>  to  oblige 
and  ferve  the  people  of  this  province,  doth,  and 
fliall,  meet  with  dutiful  returns^,  in  all  matters, 
that  come  before  us )  and  this  Houfe  will  contri* 
bute  alii  in  their  power,  to  preferve  the  intereft 
of  the  Governor  and  people  upon  one  bottom* 

"  And  as  we  mufi  acknowledge  the  people  of 
this  province  to  ftand  highly  obliged  to  the  Go-  , 
vernor's  application  and  care,  in  prefeilting  to  the

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Prince,  then  Regent,  the  humble  addrefs  of  the 
Aflembly  of  this  provmce,  fo  we  gladly  take  this 
occaHon  to  confefs  the  warmth  of  our  hearts,  in 
loyalty,  duty  and  affedion  to  the  King,  and  roy- 
al family,  and  entreat  the  Governor,  upon  all  oc*^ 
cafions,  fo  to  reprefent  us. 

*'  We  cannot  but  exprefs  the  pleafure,  and 
great  fatisfadion  of  this  Houfe,  in  that  the  Pro- 
prietary hath  been  pleafcd  to  place,  and  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  approve  01,  fo  wortny  a  gentleman,  in 
commiifion  over  us ;  and  nope  our  behaviour,  and 
that  of  all  the  people  of  this  province,  will  always 
be  fuch  as  may  preferve  the  good  inclinations  of 
the  Governor  to  ferve  the  country;  an  inftance 
whereof  we  have  in  the  fatiguing  journeys  he  hath 
taken,  in  the  late  hot  feafon,  to  promote  the  good 
of  thofe  under  his  government. 

**  As  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  defer  calling 
us,  for  the  fake  of  harvcft,  fo  we  crave  leave  to 
obferve  to  him,  that  feed  time  being  juft  at  hand, 
it  will  be  a  great  inconveniency  to  many  of  the 
Members  to  ftay  long  at  this  feafon,  fo  that  we  do 
not  undertake,  at  this  fitting,  to  enter  upon  an 
examination  of  our  laws,  or  any  bufinefs  that  will 
require  length  of  time,  but,  depend  upon  the 
Governor's  refolves  and  good  intentions  to  oblige 
the  people,  by  concurring  with  any  thing,  they 
can  reafonably  defire,  for  their  fervice. 

"  We,  on  our  part,  being  fully  fatisfied,  in 
our  duty  of  fupporting,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  the 
dignity  and  authority  of  this  government,  have  at 
this  time  voted,  nemine  contradic^nfej  that  the  fum 
of  Jive  hundred  pounds  ihall  be  given  to  the  Go- 
vernor, and  paid  out  of  the  firft  public  money, 
that  fhall  arife,  by  any  means,  in  the  treafury  j 
and  to  make  it  more  certain,  are  now  preparing 
a  bill,  which  will  be  offered  to  the  Governor,  for 
augmenting  the  public  ftock.**

pleafed  to   make  of  my  late  endeavours  to  ferve 
this  country,  cannot  but  greatly  encourage  me 
diligently  to  carry  on  th!e  fame  public  fervice,  in 
all  its  part^ 

"  Your  dutiful  expreffions  of  loyalty  and  affec- 
tion (to  the  King  and  royal  family,  fhall  be  care- 
fully reprefented  by  me  to  his  Majefty,  and  his 
fervants ,  in  the  miniftry ;  and  while  the  fpirit  of 
ananlmity,  and  fo  amiable  a  temper,  with  refpe£k 
to  government,  is  continued  and  preferved  amongft 
you,  i  will  take  upon  me  to  fay,  that  you  may  be 
firmly  aiTured  of  the  King's  favourable  counte- 
nance, and  gracious  condefcenfion,  in  all  our  ap- 
plications to  the  throne. 

"  Gentlemen,  fince  you  have  obferved  to  me, 
that  it  will  be  inconvenient  for  you  to  enter  upon 
any  bufinefs  now,  which  may  detain  you  from 
your  urgent  affairs,  at  this  time^  in  the  country, 
I  cannot  but  condefcend  that  you  may  make  fuch 
an  adjournment,  as  you  think  will  bed  fuit  with 
the  feafon  of  the  year ;  for  I  fhall  ftill  have  a  great 
regard  to  the  opinion,  as  w^U  as  the  advantage 
and  eafe,  of  fo  good  an  Affembly/'

Thi§  th?  Governor  approved  of;  but,  as  he 
had  lately  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  ftate,  on  the 
affair,  the  further  confider?^tion  pf  it  was,  for  the 
prefent,  deferred,  in  expedation  of  advice  from 
England  s  and  being  defired  by  the  Affembly  to

1 7 1 8*  In  the  fpring  of  the  year  1.7 1 8,  Sir  William  Keith 
propofed  to  join  with  the  Houfe,  in  the  following 
addrefs  to  the  King  j  which  was  drawn  up  by  himj^ 
and  laid  liefo^-e  th^  Affembly,  for  their  concur-.

In, 
the  ciyii  department  \(i%  ^erit  and  abilities  raifed  him  to  fcycral  public 
iUtions;  wherein  he  a<:%ed  with  judgment  and  integrity,  being  long  one 
of  the  Governor's  Council,  &c.*  But  his  pradice  as  a  Phyiician,  in 
which  he  was  very  knowing  aiid  eminent,  rendered  him  of  ftill  greater 
value  and  importance,  in  the  place  where  he  lived  ;  with  thcfc  qualities 
Jic  is  faid  to  have  preferved  the  fincerity  and  meeknefs  of  a  true  Chrifti- 
pn,  and  died  much  beloved  by  a  large  acquaintance  of  people  of  dilfiprT 
cnt  fank§  ai?d  focie^i^3,    —    -    •      .. 
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fence ;  to  which,  with  feme  alteration,  or  amend- 
ment, and  an  exception  to  the  ftyie  of  it,*  they 
acceded;  and  it  being  figned  by  the  Governor, 
and  Speaker  of  the  Affembly,  was  accordingly 
forwarded  to  Great  Britain^  viz.

"  We,  your  Majefty's  mofl  dutiful  and  loyal 
fubjefts  and  fervants,  being  filled  with  a  dutiful 
and  juft  fenfe  of  that  tender  care  and  concern, 
which  your  Majefty  has,  on  every  occafion,  been 
pleafed  to  exprefs,  for  the  peace,  and  profperity  of 
all  your  people,  do,  with  profound  humility  and 
fubmiffion,  prefume  to  addrefs  your  facred  Majefty, 
in  behalf  of  your  Majefty*s  good  fubjeds,  the 
people  of  this  province,  whom  we  have  the  ho- 
nour, at  this  time,  to  reprefent,  in  a  legiflative 
capacity. 

"  May  it,  therefore,  pleafe  your  Majefty  to 
know,  that,  in  the  year  1 68 1 ,  this  colony  was 
fettled  by  a  confiderable  number  of  Englifh  fub- 
jeSs,  called  ^uakers^  under  the  care,  encourage- 
ment and  direftion  of  William  Penn^  Efquire,  our 
proprietary  and  Governor  in  Chief. 

."  That  the  perfecution,  which,  in  thofe  days, 
prevailed  againft  Proteftant  diffenters,  in  England j 
was  the  principal  motive  and  reafon,  why  the  firfl 

fettlers 

*  The  cuftomt  peculiar  to  the  ^ahrr,  as  a  rcllgiotis  people,  have 
already  been  mentioned  in  the  intradU(%ion ;  and,  according  to  one  of 
thefc  cuiloms,  I  find,  in  the  printed  votes  of  the  Affembly,  on  this  af« 
fair,  the  following  obfervation,  ws.  *'  The  ftyle  of  the  feid  addrefs  be«»

"  That,  by  the  unwearied  application,  indullry 
and  expenfe  of  the  inhabitants,  this  colony  is  novr 
increafed  to  a  confiderable  body  of  people,  whereof 
the  majority  continue  to  remain  in  the  fociety  of 
Friends^  called  ^takers*. 

"  That,  fuch  being  the  peculiar  and  diftinguifli- 
ing  circumilance  of  this,  from  any  other  colony, 
under  his  Majefty's  dominions,  in  Am^icaj  the 
offices  of  government  muft,  of  neceffity,  be  fup- 
plied,  atid  the  powers  executed^  by  thofe  of  the 
S^ifaker^s  perfuafion,  intermixed  with  fuch  others, 
as  are  to  be  found  here,  in  the  communion  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  good  Proteftant  fubjefls, 
well  affefted  to  your  Majefty,  and  your  govern- 
ment, 

**  That  the  happy  influence  of  your  Majefty's 
moft  equal  and  juft  adminiftration,  every  wherc^ 
has  perfeftly  united  our  hearts  and  minds  to  con- 
tribute bur  utmoft  endeavours,  for  carrying  on 
the  bufinefs  of  the  government  of  this  province, 
in  fuch  manner,  as  may  be  moft  agreeable  and  ac- 
eeptable  to  your  Majefty,  and  your  miniftry,  at 
home. 

*'  That,  for  this  eiid  We  have  laboured,  more 
generally  of  late,  to  regulate  the  proceedings,  in 
our  courts  of  judicature,  as  near  as  poffibly  could 
be  done,  to  the  conftitution  and  praSice  of  the 
taws  of  Engiand*^ 

*^  Thatj  from  many  yeaf s  experience,  we  afe 
not  only  convinced  that  the  folemn  affirmation  al-. 
lowed  in  Great  Britain,  to  the  people  called  ^a* 
ksrs,  doth,  in  all  refpefts,  and  in  every  cafe,  here^ 

.    anfwer 
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anfwer  the  legal  and  effential  purpofes  of  an  oafh^ 
but  alfo  the  growing  condition  of  this  colony, 
which  brings  great  numbers  of  people  yearly  from 
Europe^  to  refidc  among  us. 

"The  multitude  of  pirates  abroad,  and  other 
loofe  vagrant  people,  who  are  daily  crowding  in, 
to  fhelter  themfelves  under  the  peaceable  admini- 
ftration  of  this  government ;  and  the  abfolute  ne- 
ceffity  there  is  to  punifh  fuch,  as  fhall  dare  to  op- 
pofe,  and  break  through,  the  known  laws  of 
ibciety  and  humanity,  lays  us  under  the  greateft 
obligations,  with  fecurity  to  our  lives,  as  well  as 
the  juft  maintenance  of  your  Majefty's  royal  au-. 
thority  over  us,  not  to  rejeft  or  defpiie,  thQ  folemn 
affirmation^  allowed  to  the  .Quakers;  without 
which,  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  aflure  your  Ma-^^ 
jefty,  judges,  juries,  nor  evidences^  fufficient, 
could  never  yet  be  fouiid  here,  in  the  moft  ^rimi^ 
nal  and  notorious  cafes. 

"  That  formerly,  it  having  been  found  imprac-. 
ticable  to  keep  and  preferve  the  public  peace, 
within  this  government,  any  other  way,  than  by 
admitting  the  folemn  affirmation^  in  all  cafes  what* 
focver,  to  have  the  fame  force  and  effeft  in  law, 
as  an  oath,  upon  a  reprefentation  thereof  to  the 
board  of  trade j  the  late  Queen  Anne^  by  an  order, 
in  council,  dated  the  21ft  of  January,  1702-3, 
was  pleafed  to  diretl,  in  the  alternative,  viz^ 
"  That  all  perfons,  afting  in  any  judicial,  or  other, 
offices,  within  this  province  of  Pennfylvania^  and 
three  lower  counties  upon  Delaware^  ihould  be 
obliged  to  take  an  oathj  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
folemn  affirinatiQn  allowed,  in  England^  to  the  peo- 
ple called  ^uakers^  and  that,  in  all  their  public 
aiid  judicial  proceedings,  the  faid  judges  and  offi- 
cers Ihall  be  obliged  to  adminifter  the  oaths,  ap» 
pointed  by  law,  or  the  faid  atteftation* 

''  That 
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171 8.  "  That  the  Quakers ^  in  general,  having  a|5-< 
'—""''^"'^  proved  themfelves  to  be  an  induftrious  and  quiet 
people,  moft  heartily  attached  to  your  Majefty's 
royal  perfon  and  government,  your  loyal  fubjeds 
of  that  perfuafion,  in  this  province,  do  humbly  hope 
that  your  Majefty  will  vouchfafe  to  indulge  their 
tender  confciences,  in  the  cafe  of  oaths,  with  the 
fame  freedom,  that  has  been  granted  to  them  by 
your  royal  predeceffors,  and  thereby  we  (hall  be 
cflFedually  enabled  to  perform  our  refpefikive  duties^ 
in  preferving  your  Majefty*s  peace,  within  the  ju- 
rifdiftion  of  this  province,  and  to  enforce  the  juft 
regard  and  obedience,  due  unto  your  royal  autho-^ 
,  rity,  as  becomes,  may  it  pleafc  your  Majefty,  your

This  affair  of  the  folemn  affirmation  of  the  ^a-* 
kersj  appears  not  to  have  been  finally  fettled,  or 
fixed,  to  the  fatisfadlion  of  the  province,  and  ac- 
cording to  that  right,  which  the  inhabitants  of  it 
thought  themfelves  juftly  entitled  to,  till  the  year 
1725  J  which  will  be  mentioned  hereafter  in  its 
proper  place. 

At  the  conclufion  of  this  feffion,  near  the  ap- 
proach of  harveft.  Governor  Keith j  in  his  fpeech 
The  Go-  to  this  Aflembly,  highly  complimented  them,  on 
^^f*'  h  ^^^0^^^  ^f  ^he  valuable  and  wholefome  laws, 
AfflmbJy,  "  whlch  (fays.  he)  were  compofed  with  fo  much 
^^*  care,  by  your  diligent  application,  and  the  great 

temper,  and  perfefl  unanimity,  wherewith  the 
public  affairs  had  been  carried  on,  through  all  the 
parts  of  the  adminiftration  of  the  government, 
for  the  laft  twelve  months ;  which,  he  further  de- 
clared, muft,  by  that  time,  have  convinced  all 
reafonable  men,  among  them,  of  the  many  and 
great  advantages,  that  fuch  a  harmony  fecures  to 
the  commonwealth ;  at  the  fame  time  affuring 
them  of  his  fixed  refolution,  according  to  the  ut-

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faioft  of  his  capacity,  to  afl:,  in  every  refpeft,  for   1718. 
the  general  good  and  intereft  of  the  province.        ^»-^^^"^*i^ 

On  the  30th  day  of  the  5th  month,  TJuIy)  wmiam 
1718,  at  Rujhcombj  near  Twyford^  in  Buckings  Venn's 
hamjhir^y  in  England^  died  the  truly  honourable  ^^^  *** 
Proprietary  and  Founder  of  the  province  of  Penn* 
fylvania^  William  Penn^  aged  about  feventy-four 
years.  He  had,  in  the  year  1712,  as  before  men- 
tioned, been  feized  with  fome  fits  of  the  apoplec- 
tic kind  ;  which,  for  the  laft  fix  years  of  his  life, 
had  fo  affeded  his  mental  faculties,  efpecially  his 
memory,  as  to  render  him,  in  great  meafure,  in- 
capable of  public  bufinefs  5  which,  with  the  gra- 
dual decline  of  his  ftrength  of  body,  Continued 
to  increafe,  till  the  laft  period  of  his  days :  during 
which  time,  neverthelefs,  he  is  faid  to  have  been 
moftly  fenfible,  intelligent,  and,  by  his  behaviour 
and  expreffions,  at  different  times,  to  thofe,  who 
were  prefent  with  him,  manifefted,  that  he  re- 
tained, till  his  death,  the  happy  enjoyment  of  that 
divine  and  mental  felicity,  which  refulted  irom 
the  nature  of  his  religion,  and  manner  of  life* 

Much  of  his  charafter  may  be  feen  in  the  pre-  ot  his  da- 
ceding  (ketch  of  his  life,  and  in  this  Hiftorical  '*^^»  *°* 
Account  of  Pennfyhania :  a  life  of  univerfal  be- 
nevolence, and  good  adlions,  to  mankind,  in  ge- 
neral, both  in  a  religious  and  civil  capacity.  But 
the  nioft  lafting  memorial  of  his  great  utility  to 
the  human  race  is  his  literary  works,  firft  printed 
in  two  folio  volumes,  and  his  flourifhing  and  hap- 
py province  of  Pennfyhania^  The  former  being 
inftruftive,  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  and  true  feli- 
city, to  future  generations ;  and  the  latter,  an  ex- 
cellent example,  for  furrounding  countries,  and 
fucceeding  ages,  to  imitate,  of  the  happy  effefts 
of  a  wife  and  generous  plan  of  liberty,  and  a  pru- 
dent religious  toleration,  among  a  virtuous  pieople.

aftions,  given  in  the  preceding  part  of  this  work). 
He  had  great  natural  abilities,  and  much  acquired 
knowledge ;  which  he  ever  rendered  fubfervient 
to  the  great  interefts  of  religion  and  virtue.  He 
was  cbafte  and  circumfpeft,  yet  pleafant  in  con- 
verfation ;  and  of  an  engaging  and  obliging  dif- 
pofition  and  behaviour.  He  exhibited  to  the 
world  a  bright  and  amiable  example,  wherein  the 
moft  excellent  qualities  of  the  accomplifhed  gen- 
tleman, and  real  Chriffian  united ;  and,  in  diffe- 
rent countries,  ranks  and  conditions  of  men,  ap- 
peared a  fhining  inftance,  that  piety  and  virtue  are 
not  incompatible  with  a  fine  underftanding. 

Religious  Befides,  being  divinely  qualified,  he  was  a  very 
benefit.  ^^Iq  ^^^  excellent  inftrument,  in  the  hand  of 
divine  Providence,  in  removing  much  of  that 
fuperftitious  bigotry  and  ignorance,  which,  for 
ages,  had  overfpread,  and,  even,  till  his  time, 
remained,  in  a  very  remarkable  manner,  to  cover 
the  minds  of  all  ranks  of  people ;  and,  by  intro- 
ducing, in  their  ftead,  efpecially  among  the  higher 
clafs  of  men,  a  more  liberal,  and  rational,  way 
of  thinking,  on  religious  fubjeds  ;  and  in  what 
relates  to  the  beft  improvement  of  the  human 
mind,  and  its  trueft,  and  moft  lafting  intereft. 

Moreover,  aftuated  by  the  fame  principles,  and 
induced  by  the  fame  motives,  of  univerfal  bene- 
volence and  improvement,  in  the  condition  of  the 
human  race,  he  has,  in  the  much  admired,  and 
long  confpicuous  effefts  of  his  civil  polity  and  go- 
ly^     vcramerit,   eminently  exemplified  to  the  world. 
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> 

how  iiappy  it  is  poffible  for  mankind  to  live  here,  171 8. 
©n  earth,  if  the  fault  ig  not  their  own ;  a  glorious  ^^^"^^"^^^ 
example,  and  worthy  of  all  imitation !  wherein  it 
is  moft  manifeft,  that,  contrary  to  the  common 
courfe  of  human  affairs,  war,  violence  and  injuf- 
tice  have,  in  an  extraordinary  manner,  given  way 
to  the  happy  and  glorious  means  of  peace,  and  of 
Chriflian  perfeverence  in  patience,  equity  and  be- 
jieficence  to  majikind ;  infomuch,  that  if  the  fable 
of  the  golden  age  was  ever  verified,  or  ^paradifical 
Jlate  introduced  on  earth,  in  reality,  it  has  been 
univerfally  acknowledged,  they  muft  have  borne 
the  neareft  refemblance  to  that  of  Fennfylvania  ! 

In  his  printed  works  themfelves  are  exhibited 
the  manner  of  his  writing  and  the  nature  of  his  ^""j^s. 
compofitions:  his  ftyle  is  free  and  fwect,  yet 
ftrong  and  nervous ;  without  affeftation,  and  not 
laboured  with  a  tedious  formality  of  expreffion  ; 
which  before  had.  been  fo  cuftomary  and  fafliiona- 
ble,  in  the  nation ;  but  his  periods  are  generally 
ijiort,  yet  full^  flowing  and  agreeable,  that  he  in- 
fenfibly  gains  upon  his  reader;  and  while  he  allures 
Ids  attention,  he  adds  profit  to  delight :  but  orna- 
ment of  fpeech  was  the  leaft  part  of  his  ftudy ; 
the  grand  objedts  of  his  concern  were  the  nature 
and  importance  of  his  fubjeds;  which,  though 
fome  of  them  refpefted  particular  times,  perfons 
^nd  things,  were  generally  the  moft  interefting, . 
that  could  poflibly  employ  the  attention  of  thq 
human  mind.

their  real  benefit ;    clamours,   in   great  n^eafure,  ^^* 
either  groundlefs,    miftaken,    or  magnified,    for 
particular  purpofes ;    and  of  dangerous,    or,    at 
feaft,  of  xmcertain  confequence,  both  to  the  Pro, 
prietary  and  themfelves ;  and  probably  impoffible  for 
him  fafely  to  comply  with :  for  it  is  moft  certain, 
that  it  Tyas  not  always  in  his  power  to  do  as  he 
pleafed ;  and  his  ever  being  a  friend  to  rational, 
or  true,  liberty,  was  never  queftioncd ;  but  he 
very  well  knew,  that  power,  unduly  proportion* 
cd,  in  the  different  parts  of  government,  weakens 
its  force,  fruftrates  its  defign,  and,  without  pru- 
dence,  judgment  and  uui^nimity,   foon  deftroys 
its  own  exiftence. 

Thirdly^  A  juft  and  proper  eftimate  and  com-  ^j^^  ^^^^ 
parifon  ftiould  be  made,  not  only  of  the  reftridled  ncfs  of  hu 
power,  and  overruled  authority  of  the  Proprie-  bf  ^mptiv 
•tary,  but  alfo  of  the  fmallnefs  of  Ijis  fortune,  or  the  ed  with  his 
narrownefs  of  his  circumftances,  with  the  great-  ^^jj°' *^c, 
nefs  of  hi&  afltioiiis ;  his  long  s^nd  affiduous  labour 
and  attention, .  his  great  expenfe  and  patience, 
both  in  effeftiijg  ai^d  preferving  what  he  effeftcd, 
jn  regard  to  the  province,  as  originating  in  a  juft 
debt,  due  to  his  father,  ought  not  only  to  have 
due  place,  in  fuch  an  account,  but  alfo  the  nu- 
merous and  various  adts  of  both  public  and  pri- 
vate beneficence,  Ihould  be  truly  eftimated;  in 
which,  it  is  moft  certain,  he  was  continually,  and 
in  an  extraordinary  manner,  engaged  for  the  gene- 
ral and  particular  good  of  mankind,  in  Europe^  be- 
fides  his  founding  the  province  of  Pennfylvania^  and 
pff^ftually  providing  for  fuch  advantage,  freedom

is  manifeft,  as  well  as  elfewhere,  he  was  not  withr 
out  adverfaries ;  and  thofe  not  the  leafl  powerful 
and  dangerous.  Lik^wife  the  difficulties,  confer 
quent  on  a  vafl  expenfe,  was  another  obflacle  in  hi^ 
way  to  further  good  fervjce,  and  his  wonted  libe- 
rality ;  in  which  it  is  well  known  his  great  gene- 
rofity,  in  fettling  and  encouraging  the  colony, 
had,  in  a  particular  manner,  involved  Iiim,  to  the 
great  reduftion  of  his  private  eftate,  fo  liberally, 
and  mofl  evidently  fpent  for  a  more  public  and 
general  benefit;  but,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that 
the  ingratitude  of  fome  people  is  too  liable  to  mif- 
conflrue,  flight,  or  undervalue,  the  kindefl  bene- 
ficence, though,  in  its  confequences,  to  them- 
felves  very  confiderable,  while  they  think  any  more 
may  be  had.     Befides,  the  embarraffment  of  his

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private  affairs,  in  which,  during  the  latter  part  of  171 8^ 
his  time,  an  ungrateful  agent  is  faid  to  have  in-  '^^"'^'''^^ 
volved  him,  was  another  great  difappointment, 
and  heavy  incumbrance,  with  which  he  had  to 
ftruggle ;  and  which  rendered  the  preferving  of 
the  province,  for  his  pofterity,  ftill  more  difficult ; 
but,  in  fome  of  thefe  cafes,  his  great  intereft 
among  his  friends,  the  fakers,  in  England  and 
Irelandy  is  faid  to  have  been  of  fingular  fervice 
to  him. 

As  to  what  few  fmall  irregularities  and  defici-  ^is  abfcnc^ 
cncies,  really  exifted  in  the  government,  or  ma-  moftiy  the 
nagement  of  the  province,   unmagniified  by  his  ^^^  ^ 
advcrfaries,  or  miftaken  friends,  wh;ch,  at  any  reaUy  amifi 
time,  wanted  proper  redrefs,  or  affiftance,  they  "!  ^^  ^"^ 
were  principally  owing  to  his  abfence  from  itj 
which,  it  is  certain,  was  very  much  againft  his 
mind,  and  chiefly  occafioned  by  the  neceffity  of 
his  circumftances,   the  unfettlednefs  of  the  go-  ' 
vemment  in  England^  together  with  the  attempts 
of  his  enemies,  and  his  great  beneficence  to  his 
province,  with  his  fmall  and  difcouraging  returns 
from  thence. 

From  thefe  and  fimilar  confiderations,  it  will 
be  safy  to  perceive  the  nature  of  fome  of  his  dif- 
ficulties, and  the  obflruftions  to  fuch  further  pub- 
lic fervice,  as  might  have  been  defired,  in  a  per- 
fon  of  his  difpoficion,  rank  and  ftation  j  which  may 
account  for  part,  at  leaft,  of  the  exceptionable 
condud  of  fome.  of  his  Deputy  Governors;  for 
whdfe  office  it  was  no  eafy  matter  to  procure  pro-  suitable  dc- 
per,  and,  in  every  refpeft,  fuitable  perfons ;  as  P"^y  ^®" 
appears  in  the  refignation  of  Thomas  Lloyd ;  and,  eafiiy  to  be 
in  his  more  than  once,  even,  offering  to  the  Af-  ^^^  ^^ 
fembly  themfclves  the  choice  of  naming  the  De- 
puty Governor,  or  his  Reprefentative,  during  his 
abfence !  a  very  remarkable  condefcenfion !  which 
Governors,  though  fo  much  blamed,  and  doubt-

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1718.  lefs  fome  of  them  jwftly*  in  foiiie  things ;  yet,  in  fuch 
^■^'"^'^^^  a  limited  fphere,  as  they  aftcd  in,  they  were  not  fa 
Their  con-  niuch  unjufljfiable,  in  their  general  condud,  as 
dua  in  the  a  partial  view  of  their  adminiftration  might  fuff* 
tion  not  ■fo  S^^  >  which,  ia  the  main,  there  is  great  reafon  to 
biamabie  at  apprehend,  would  cither  not  have  been  prudent, 
ffi^c^""*'  iafe,  or  poffible,  for  the  Proprietary,  in  his  then 
prefent  circumftances,   to  have  contravened,   in 
fuch  manner,  as  fome  feem  to  have  expefted  he 
ought  to  have  done;  for  the  very  maintaitiing, 
and  immediate  prefervation  of  the  government^ 
and  conl'equently  of  the  privileges  of  the  province 
itfelf,  at  that  time,  undoubtedly  depended  more 
on  much  of  the  fame  condudk,  which  thefe  feem 
to  have  judged  fo  exceptionable,  on  the  part  of 
the  Proprietary,  or  of  his  Deputy  Governors,  than 
they  appear  to  have  apprehended:  inftead  of  which^ 
fuch  a  change  of  the  government,  as  would  then 
moft  probably  have  been  effcfted,  either  by  a  rc- 
fumption,  or  difpofal,  of  it,  to  the  crown,  (which, 
in  confequtnce  of  the  attempts  of  his  and  its  ene-» 
mies,  at  home,  and  alfo  of  the  oppofition  and 
liberties,  ufed  in  the  province,  againft  his  long 
fmking  intereft  there,  appeared  likely  to  enfue) 
would,    beyond  all   controverfy,    have  been    of 
much  greater  importance,  and  of  fuch  fatal  effefit 
to  what  was  contended  for,  in  the  province,.  01' 
the  extenfion  of  its  excellent  privileges,   in  the 
manner  defircd,   and  that,  even,  to  the  difcon* 
tented  party  in  it,  in  fome  refpe£ts,  as  certainly 
The  Pro-    ought  to  filcHce  every  attempt  of  detraftion,  and 
condua:'a.  ^^^  nartowncfs  of  party  fpirit,  againft  fuch  exalte 
hove  the     cd  and  true  merit,  and  the  general  good  conduct 
cn^^and    ^^  ^^^  Proprietary ;     whofe  wife  counfels,    and 
detradion,  wotthy  actions,  fo  far  tranfcended  and  oVer-ba* 
^^'  lanced  every  little  failing,  and  human  weaknefs, 

that  could  pofTibly  be  alledged  againft  him,  even, 
by  an  enemy;  from  which  no  mortal  man,  on 
earth,   is,   at  all  times,   entirely  free:  thefe,  in 

fuch 
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fuch  a  cafe,  ihould  not  be  retained  long  in  our  1718. 
tninds ;  but  the  virtues,  and  excellent  fervices, 
of  fuch  illuftrious  and  worthy  perfons  ought  to 
be  had  in  everlafting  remembrance:  fervices, 
which,  being  immortal  here  on  earth,  crown  their 
agents  with  deathlefs  praife,  and  eternal  felicity ; 
and  place  them  beyond  the  power  of  envy  and 
detraOiion ;  where,  befides  that  ferenity  of  mind, 
which  arifes  from  the  fenfe  of  a  life  well  fpent, 
their  companion  in  this  mortal  ftate  of  exiftence, 
they  alfo  enjoy  that  glorious  eternity,  in  the  hap- 
py manlions  above,  which  Cicero^  in  his  treatife, 
entitled,  Somnium  Scipionisy  declares  to  be  the 
portion  of  all  true  and  genuine  Patriots :  *^  A 
certain  place,  in  heaven  (fays  he)  is  afligned  to 
all,  who  preferve,  or  affift  their  country,  or  in- 
creafe  her  glory ;  where  they  are  to  enjoy  an  eter-* 
nity  of  happinefs.  For  nothing  is  more  accepta- 
ble to  that  God  of  Gods,  who  governs  the  fyftem 
of  the  \«torld,  and  direfts  all  human  occurrences, 
than  thofe  councils  and  aflemblies  of  men,  that, 
being  united  by  focial  laws,  from  thence  are  term- 
ed ftates ;  of  thefe  the  governors  and  freferversj 
having  proceeded  from  thence,  do  thither  again 
return/'*

1718.  A  HE  late  Proprietary  left  his  eftate.  In  En- 
^-'^"^"■^•^  gland  and  Ireland,  amounting  to  the  yearly  valu< 
HowM'ii-  of  £.  1500  fterling,  and  upwards,  to  William 
^hh^\^^^  P^w;?,  his  eldeft  furviving  fon  and  heir,  by  Gu- 
ciiute,  &c  lielma  Maria,  his  firfl;  wife,  and  to  the  iflue  of 

that 
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that  mattiage ;  which,  at  the  time  of  making  his  1718. 
laft  will^  itt  171 2,  befides  his  faid  fon  William  "^^^^^^^^ 
Pemi^  and  his  daughter  Latitiay  appears  to  have 
iConfifted  of  three  grand  children,  Guliehia  Maria^ 
Springett  and  William^  the  children  of  his  fon 
William.  He  could,  therefore,  make  no  provifion, 
out  of  th«  faid  eftate,  for  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  which  were  very  confiderable ;  nor  for  his 
widow,  and  his  offspring  by  her ;  which  are  men- 
tioned, in  his  laft  will,  to  be,  Johri^  Thomasy 
Margaret^  Richard^  and  Dennis^  all  minors. 

It  is  obfervable  that  his  eftate  in  EuropCy  about 
this  time,  was  efteemed  of  more  value,  than  all 
his  property  in  America^  efpecially  under  its  then 
prefent  incurtibrance  (the  mortgage  of  1708  not 
being  yet  entirely  difcharged*)  and  as  he  left  it  by 
his  laft  will  and  tejlamenij  made  on  the  fixth  of 
April,  1 7 1 2  ;  wherein  both  the  province,  and  the 
government  of  it,  are  left  and  devifed  in  the  fol- 
lowing inanner,  viz. 

*'  My  eldeft  fon  being  well  provided  for  by  part  of  the 
a  fettlement  of   his  mother's,    and  my  father's  ^'^^Pj*^ 
€ftate,  I  give  and  devife  the  reft  of  my  eftate,  in  ^u^  &cj 
manner  following.     The  government  of  my  pro- 
vince of  Fenftlvania  and  territories  thereunto  be- 
longing, and  powers  relating  thereunto,  I  give 
and  devife  to  the  moft  honourable,  the  earl  of 
Oxfordy  and  earl  Mortimer^  and  to  William,  earl 
Powletty  fo  called,  and  their  heirs,  upon  truft,  to 
difpofe  thereof  to  the  Queen,  or  any  other  perfon, 
to  the  beft  advantage  they  can,  to  be  applied,  in 
fuch  manner  as  I  fliall  hereafter  direft:    I  give  and 
devife  to  my  dear  wife,  Hannah  Penn,  and  her 
iather  Thomas  Callowhilly  and  to  my  good  friends, 
Margaret  Lowther,  my  dear  fifter,  and  to  Gilbert 

Heathcotey

the  fury^ving  fons  of  the  yoiinger  branch  of  the  y^'"*^"'^ 
family,  thenceforward  the  Proprietaries. 

In  Ofltober,  1719,  William  Trent*  being  chofen 
Speaker  of  the  new  AflemWy,  the  Governor  pre- 
fentfid  them  with  the  royal  affent  to,  and  perpetual 
jconfirmation  of,  a  very  important  law  to  the  pro-  ^  very  im- 
vince,  which  had  been  pafled  by  him,  Jn  May,  confirmed 
17 1 8,  entitled,  *'  An  ah  for  the  advancemera  of 
juftice^  and  more  certain  admini/iration  thereqfJ* 
The  fuccefs  of  which,  he  afTured  them,  was  chiefly 
pwiag  to  the  perfed  harmony  and  good  correfpond- 
ence,  that  had  hitherto  fub&iled  between  him  and 
the  reprefentatives  of  the  people.  To  whom  the 
Jioufe  in  reply,  expreffed  their  lafting  obligations 
to  tte  Governor,  for  his  extraordinary  diligence, 
in  fo  fpeedily  getting  the  royal  approbation  to  the 
faid  la>y,  for  his  care  and  fervices,  on  other  occa- 
fions,  and  h|s  affection  for  the  inhabitants  of  the 
province. 

In  the  Oaring  of  the  year   1720,  Sir  William    i7iio. 
Keith^  in  a  meffage  to  the  Affembly,  then  fitting, 
after  mentioning  fome  other  things,  made  the  fol-

fuch  ai  court,  or  that  the  office  of  Chancellor  can 
be  lawfully  executed  by  any  perfon  whatfoever,

The  Affembly  agreed  to  the  neceffity  of  fuch  a 
court ;  only,  in  their  addrefs  thereupon,  they  re-

notwithftanding,,  been  too  feldom  regularly  held, 
in  this  province,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  aggrieved

Note.  On  the  loth  of  March,  X720,  died  Vineeni  CaUzvell,  of  Marl- 
iorougbf  in  Cbefler  county,  an  cqiinent  and  highly  cftccmcd  preacher 
among  the  ^ahrs :  he  came  to  J*eftn/ylvania  in  1699,  and  retained  a 
good  charadber  till  his  death. 

Ii^  the  next  following  year,  died  JVilllam  JBaiJivin,  of  Buckj  countr, 
aft  eminent  preacher  in  the  fame  religious  fvclcty^  and  in  great  ellccio 
kutii  iuuong  them  aud  others.

Waited  upon,  at  the  upper  ferry  of  Sculkil  river, 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  oi^this  city,  with 
about  two  hundred  horfe,  &;c* 

"  On  the  5th  of  July,  the  Governor  arrived  at  ooYwnor 
Conejiogoe^  about  noon ;  and  in  the  evening,  went  Keith's 
to  captain  Civility*^  cabbin ;  where  four  deputies  thc*indiM)» 
of  the  Five  Natiom^  and  a  few  more  of  their  peo-  **  Coneft*- 
ple,  came  to  fee  the  Governor ;  who  Jpoke  to  them  **^ 
by  an  interpreter,  to  the  following  purpofe,  viz.

That  they  Were  conic  a  long 
Way,  on  purpofe  to  fee  the  Governor,  and  to 
fpeak  with  him ;  that  they  had  heard  much  of  him, 
and  would  have  come  here  before  now ;  but  that 
the  faults,  or  miftakes,  committed  by  fome  of 
their  yoimg  men,  had  made  them  aihamed  to  (hew 
their  faces ;  but  now,  that  they  had  feen  the  Go- 
vernor's face,  they  were  well  fatisfied  with  their 
journey,  whether  any  thing  elfe  was  done,  or  not. 

"  The  Governor  told  them,  That  to-morrow 
morning  he  defigned  to  fpeak  a  few  words  to  hi$ 
brothers  and  children,  the  Indians  of  Coneftogoe^ 
and  their  friends,  upon  Sufquehanna  ;  and  defired 
that  the  deputies  of  the  Five  Nations  might  be  pre* 
fent,  in  council^  to  hear  what  is  faid  to  them.

**  So  foon  as  you  fent  me  word,  that  your  neaf 
friends  and  relations,  the  Chiefs  of  the  Five  Na* 
iicns^  were  come  to  vifit  you,  I  made  haftc,  and  am 
come  to  fee  both  you  and  them,  and  to  affure  all 
the  Indians  of  the  continuance  of  my  love  to 
them* 

"  Your  old  acquaintance  and  true  friend,  the 
great  William  Penn^  was  a  wife  man ;  and,  there* 
fore,  he  did  not  approve  of  wars^  among  the  /«• 
dians^  whom  he  loved  J  becaufe  it  wafted  and  de* 
ftroyed  their  people;  but  always  recommended 
peace  to  the  Indians^  as  the  fureft  way  to  make 
them  rich  and  ftrong,  by  increafing  their  numbers. 

"  Some  of  you  can  very  well  remember  lincc 
William  Pinn^  and  his  friends,  came  firft  to  fettle 
among  you,  in  this  country :  it  is  but  a  few  years, 
and  like  as  yeftetday,  to  an  old  man ;  neverthelefs, 
by  following  that  great  man's  peaceable  counfels, 
this  government  is  now  become  wealthy  and  pow- 
erful, in  great  numbers  of  people.  And  though 
many  of  our  inhabitants  are  not  accuftomed  to  war, 
and  diflike  the  praftice  of  men  killing  one  another ; 
yet  you  cannot  but  know,  I  am  able  to  bring  feve- 
ral  thoufands  into  the  field,  well  armed,  to  defend 
both  your  people  and  ours,  from  being  hurt  by 
any  enemy,  that  durfl  attempt  to  invade  us^ 

*  **  However,  we  do  not  forget  thzt  William  Penn

for  he  fafely  depends  on  his  wifdom  j  and  there 
is  no  true  courage  without  it* 

**  I  have  fo  great  a  love  for  you,  my  dear  bro- 
thers,  who  live  under  the  proteftion  of  this  go- 
vernment, that  I  cannot  fuffer  you  to  be  hurt,  no 
more  "than  I  would  my  own  children,  I  am  but 
juft  now  returned  from  Virginia  /  where  I  wearied 
xriyfelf,  in  a  long  journey,  both  by  land  and  water,  ^ 
only  to  make  peace  for  you,  my  children,  that 
you  may  fafely  hunt  in  the  woods,  without  danger, 
from  Virginia^  and  the  many  Indian  Nationsy  that 
are  at  peace  with  that  government.  IJut  the-  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia  ea^peflts,  that  you  will  not  hunt 
within  the  great  mountains,  on  the  other  fide  of 
Potowmack  river;  being  a  fnlall  trafl:  of  land, 
which  he  keeps  for  the  Virginia  Indians^  to  hunt 
in :  and  he  promifes  that  his  Indians  fhall  not  come 
any  more  on  this  fide  Pgtowmacky  or  behind  the 
great  mountains  this  way,  to  difturb  yoiir  hunting. 
And  this  is  the  condition  I  h'ave  niade  for  you ; 
^hich  I  expeft  you  will  firmly  keep,  and  not  break 
^t  on  any  co^fidgration  whatfocver. 

^*  I  defire  that  what  I  have  now  faid  to  you  may 
be  interpreted  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Five  Nations 
prefent :  for  as  you  are  a  p^rt  of  them,  they  are, 
m  like  manner,  one  with  us,  as  you  yourfelves 
are ;  and,  therefore,  our  counfels  muft  agree,  and 
be  made  known  to  one  another ;  for  our  hearts, 
fliould  be  open,  that  we  may  perfeftly  fee  into 
one  another's  breafis.  And  tnat  your  friends  may 
fpeak  to  me  freely,  tell  them  I  am  willing  to  for- 
get  the  miftakes,  which  fome  of  their  young  men 
were  guilty  of,  amongft  our  people.

^'  They  complain,  that  our  traders,  carrying 
goods  and  liquors  up  Sufquehanna  river,  fomctime^

theni  a  dram  of  thejr  liquor,  but  ufe  them  with  ill 
language  and  call  them  dogs,  &c.

'•'  That  all  their  diforders  arofe  from  the  ufe  of 
rum,  and  ftrong  fpirits ;  which  took  a>^ay  their 
fcnfe  and  memory ;  that  they  had  no  fuch  liquors 
among  themfelvesj  but  were  hurt  with  what  we 
furnifhed  them ;  and  therefore  delired  that  no 
more  of  that  fort  might  be  fent  among  them.

"  That  the  Five  Nations  faithfully  remember 
all  their  ancient  treaties ;  and  now  defire  that  the 
chain  of  friendfhip,  between  them  and  us,  may 
be  made  fp  ftrong,  5s  thjit  none  of  the  links  can 
pver  be  brpkcn. 

"  Prefenf^  an9ther  bundle  of  raw  fkins,  and 
obferves, 

"  That  a  chain  may  contraft  ruft  with  lying, 
gnd  become  weaker  J  whierefore,  he  defires  it  may 

now 
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now  be  fo  well  cleaned,   as  to  remain  brighter 
axi4  ftronger,  than  ever  it  was  before. 

**  Prefcnts  another  parcel  of  Ikins  and  fays, 

*^  That,  as,  in  the  firmament,  all  clouds  and 
darknefs  are  removed  from  the  face  of  the  fun,  fo 
they  defire  that  all  the  mifunderftandings  may  be 
fully  done  away;  fo  that  when  they,  who  are 
now  here,  fliall  be  dead  and  gone,  their  whole 
people,  with  their  children  and  pofterity,  may  ea* 
joy  the  clear  fun-ftine  of  friendftiip  with  us  for 
ever ;  without  any  thing  to  interpofe,  or  obfcure  it. 

Prefents  another  bundle  of  fkins,  ^nd  fays, 

That,  looking  upon  the  Governor,  as  if  Wil- 
liam Penn  was  prefent^  they  defire,  that,  in  cafe 
any  diforders  fhould  hereafter  hap*pen  between 
their  young  people  and  ours,  we  would  not  be  too 
hafty  in  refentmg  any  fuch  accident,  until  their 
council  and  ours  can  have  fome  opportunity  to 
treat  amicai)ly  upon  it ;  and  fo  to  adjuft  all  mat^ 
ters,  as  that  the  friendfhip  bl^t:ween  us  may  M 
be  inviolably  preferved. 

^*  Prefents  a  fmall  parcei  of  dreffed  flcins,  and 
defires, 

**  That  we  may  now  be  together  as  one  people  j 
treating  one  another's  children  kindly  and  affccr 
tionately,  on  all  occafions. 

^*  He  proceeds  and  fays, 

**  That  they  confider  themfelves,  in  tl^s  treaty, 
as  the  full  plenipotentiaries  and  reprefentatives  of 
the  Five  Nations  j  and  they  look  upon  the  Go- 
vernor, as  the  great  King  of  England^  reprefent* 
ative:  and,  -therefore,  they  .expeft  that  every 
thing  now  ftipulated  will  be  made  abfolutely  firm 
and  good,  on  both  fides. 

*'  Prefents  a  bundle  of  bear  fldns,  and  fays, 
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"  That  having  now  made  a  firm  league  with  1721, 
tjs,  as  becomes  our  brothers,  they  complain  that 
they  get  too  little  for  their  fldns  and  furs,  fo  as 
they  cannot  live  by  their  hunting }  they  deiire  us, 
therefore,  to  take  compaffion  on  them,  and  con* 
trive  fome  way  to  help  them,  in  that  particular* 

"  Prefenting  a  few  furs,    he  fpeaks  only  as 
from  himfelf,  to  acquaint  the  Governor, 

"  That  the  Five  Nations  having  heard  that  the  » 
Governor  of  Virginia  wanted  to  fpeak  with  them, 
he  himfelf,  with  fome  of  his  company,  intended 
to  proceed  to  VirginiUj  but  do  not  know  the  way, 
how  to  get  fafq  thithen 

"  On  the  8  th  of  July,  the  Governor  and  his 
Council,  at  the  Houfe  of  John  Cartlidge,  Efq* 
near  Coneftogoe^  having  advifed  upon,  and  pre- 
pared, a  proper  prefent,  in  return  for  that  of  the 
Indians^  and  in  confirmation  of  his  fpeech,  ac- 
cording to  cuftom,  in  fuch  cafes,  which  confided 
of  a  quantity  pf  ftrowd  match-coats,  gun  powder, 
lead,  bifcuit,  pipes  and  tobacco^  adjourned  to 
Coneftogi^  the  place  of  treaty/* 

'"  At  a  Council,  held  at  Conejlogoe^  July  8th, 
1721.    P.  M» 

"  Prefent,  the  fame  as  before;  with  divert 
gentlemen  attending  the  Governor,  and  the  Chiefs 
of  the  Five  Nations  ;  being  all  feated  in  council, 
and  the  prefents  laid  down  before  the  Indians^  the 
Governor  fpoke  to  them,  by  an  interpreter,  in 
thcfe  words : 

"  My  Friends  and  Brothers^ 

^*  It  is  a  great  fatisfaftion  to  me^  that  I  have 
this  opportunity  of  fpeaking  to  the  valiant  and 
wife  Five  Nations  of  Indians^  whom  you  tell  me, 
you  are  fully  empowered  to  reprefent. 

«  I 
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i72i#  "I  treat  you,  thctcfore^  as  if  all  thde  natidni 
were  here  prefent;  and  you  are  to  underftand,> 
what  I  now  fay,  to  be  agreeable  to  the  miiid  of 
our  great  Monarch,  George^  the  King  of  England j 
who  bends  his  care  to  eflablifh  peace  amongft  sdl 
the  mighty  nations  of  Europe  /  unto  whom  all  the 
people,  in  thefe  parts,  are,  as  it  were,  but  like 
one  drop,  out  of  a  bucket,  fo  that  what  is  now 
tranfaded  between  usj  muft  be  laid  up,  as  thtf 
words  of  the  whole  body  of  your  people  and  out 
people,  to  be  kept  in  perpetual  remembrance^ 

"  I  am  alfo  glad  to  find  that  yoii  remember 
what  William  Penn  formerly  faid  to  you*  He  was 
a  great  and  a  good  man :  his  own  people  loted  him  j 
he  loved  the  Indians^  and  they  alfo  loved  him.  fie 
was  as  their  father ;  he  would  never  fuffer  them  to 
be  wronged  ;  neither  would  he  let  his  people  enter 
upon  any  lands,  until  he  had  firft  purchafcd  them 
of  the  Indians.  He  was  juft,  and  therefore  the 
Indians  loved  him* 

*^  Though  he  is  now  removed  from  usj'^^ef 
his  children  and  people,  following  his  example,  will 
always  take  the  fame  meafures ;  fo  that  his  and 
our  pofterity  will  be  as  a  long  chain,  of  wlucb 
he  was  the  firft  link ;  and  when  one  link  ends, 
another  fucceeds,  and  then  another;  being  all 
iirmly  bound  together  in  one  ftrong  chain,  to  en- 
dure for  ever. 

*'  He  formerly  knit  the  chain  of  friendfhip 
with  you,  as  the  chief  pf  all  the  Indians j  in  thefe 
parts ;  and  left  this  chain  fhould  grow  rufty,  you 
now  defire.  it  may  be  fcoured,  and  made  fbrong, 
to  bind  us,  as  one  people,  together.  We  do  affurc 
you,  it  is,  and  has  always  been,  bright  on  our 
fide ;  and  fo  we  will  ever  keep  it. 

*^  As  to  your  complaint  of  our  traders,  that 
they  have  treated  fome  of  your  young  men  un- 
kindly, I  tak^  that  to  be  faid  only  by  way  of  ex:- 

cufe 
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Cttfe  for  the  follies  of  your  people,  thereby  en-  1721, 
deavouring  to  perfuade  me,  that  they  were  pro- 
voked to  do  what  you  very  well  know  they  did  4 
but,  as  I.  told  our  own  Indians,  two  days  ago,  I 
4m  wining  to  pafs  by  all  thefe  things;  you  may 
therefore  be  aflured,  that  our  people  fliall  not  of* 
fer  any  injury  to  yours ;  or,  if  I  know  that  they 
do,  they  mall  be  feverely  puniflied  for  it.  So  you 
muft,  in  like  manner,  ftriftly  command  your  young 
men,  that  they  do  not  offer  any  injury  to  ours. 
For  when  they  pafs  through  the  utmoft  fldrts  of 
our  inhabitants,  where  there  are  no  people  yet 
fettled,  but  a  few  traders,  they  fliould  be  more 
careful  of  them,  as  having  feparated  themfelves 
from  the  body  of  their  friends,  purely  to  ferve 
the  Indians  more  commodioufly  with  what  they 
want« 

"  Neverthelefe,  if  any  little  diforclers  fhould, 
tt  any  time,  hereafter  arife,  we  will  endeavour 
that  it  (hall  not  break,  or  weaken,  the  chain  of 
frier!  dlhip  between  us :  to  which  end,  if  any  of 
your  people  take  offence,  you  muft,  in  that  cafe, 
apply  to  me,  or  to  our  chiefs*  And  when  we 
have  any  caufe  to  complain,  we  fhall,  as  you  de- 
fire,  apply  to  your  chiefs,  by  our  friends,  the 
Conejlogoe  Indians :  but,  on  both  fideS,  we  muft 
labour  to  prevent  every  thing  of  this  kind,  as 
much  as  we  can. 

"  You  complain,  that  our  traders  come  into 
the  path  of  your  young  men,  going  out  to  war, 
tod  thereby  occafion  diforders  among  them;  I 
will,  therefore,  my  friends  and  brother's,  fpeak 
Very  plainly  to  you,  on  this  head. 

**  Your  young  men  come  down  Sufquehanna 
river,  and  take  their  road  through  our  Indian 
towns  and  fettlements,  and  make  a  path  between 
us  and  the  people,  againft  whom  they  go  out  to 
war.    Now,  you  muft  know,  that  the  path,  this 

V0I4.  IL  [183  way, 
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1721*  way,  leads  them  only  to  the  Indians^  who  are  in 
■^  alliance  with  the  EngliJIj  ;  and  firrf,  to  thofc,  who 
are  in  a  ftrift  league  of  friendfliip  with  the  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia  ;  juft  as  thefe,  our  friends  and 
children,  who  are  fettled  among  us,  are  in  league 
with  me  and  our  people. 

'*  You  eannot  therefore  make  wai'  upon  the 
Indians j  in  league  with  Virginia^  without  weaken- 
ing the  chain  with  the  Englijh :  for,  as  we  would 
not  fuffer  thefe,  otir  friends  and  brothers  of  Co- 
tiejiogoej  and  upon  the  river,  to  be  hurt  by  any 
perfons,  without  confidering  it,  as  done  to  our- 
felves ;  fo  the  Governor  of  Virginia  looks-  upon 
the  injuries,  done  to  his  Indian  brothers  and 
friends^  as  if  they  were  dond  to  himfelf*  And 
you  veiy  well  know,  that,  thoiigh  yoii  are  five 
different  nations,  yet  you  are  but  one  people ;  fo 
as  that  any  wrong,  done  to  one  nation,  is  receiv- 
ed as  art  injury,  done  you  all. 

"  In  the  fame  manner,  and  much  more  fo,  it 
is  with  the  Englijh^  who  are  all  united  under  one 
great  King,  who  has  more  people,  in  that  one 
town,  where  he  lives,  thari  all  the  Indians^  in 
North  America^  put  together. 

^'  You  are  in  league  with  "New  Tork^  as  your 
ancient  friends,  atid  neareft  neighbours  ;  and  you 
afe  in  league  with  us,  by  treaties,  often  repeated, 
and  by  a  chain,  which  you  have  how  brightened. 
As,  thefefore,  all  the  Englijh  are  but  one  people, 
you  are  aftually  in  league  with  all  the  Englijh'  ^o^' 
vernments,  and  muft  equally  prefefve  the  peacc- 
with  all,  as  with  one  government. 

'^  You  pleafed  me  very  mUch,-  when  you  told 
itie,  that  ycni  were  going  to  treat  with  the  Go- 
\*ernor  of  Virginia*  Your  nations  formerly  entered 
into  a  very  firm  league  with  that  government  j  and^ 
if  you  have  fuffered  that  chain  to  grow  rufty,  it  is 

time 
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time  to  fcour  it ;  and  the  Five  Nations  have  done   17^1^ 
very  wifely  to  fend  you  there  for  that  purpofe. 

^^  I  do  aflure  you,  the  Governor  9f  Virginia  is 
a  great  and  a  good  manj  he  loves  the ///(:/i^«j, 
as  his  children,  and  fo  proteds  and  defends  them ; 
for  he  is  very  ftrong,  having  many  thoufand 
Chriftian  warriors  under  his  command  5  whereby 
he  is  able  to  affift  all  thofe,  who  are  fn  any  league 
of  friendfliip  with  him.  Haften,  therefore,  my 
friends,  to  brighten  and  ftrengthen  the  chain  with 
that  great  man  ;  for  he  defires  it,  and  will  receive 
you  kindly.  He  is  my  great  and  good  friend ; 
I  have  been  lately  with  him ;  and  fmce  you  fay, 
you  are  ftrangers,  I  will  give  you  a  letter  to  him,) 
to  inform  him  of  what  we  have  done,  and  of  the 
good  defign  of  your  vifit  to  hini,  and  this  country^ 

"  My  friends  and  brothers,  I,  told  you  two 
days  ago,  that  we  muft  open  our  breafts  to  each 
other;  I  fliall,  therefore,  like  your  true  friend, 
open  mine  yet  further  to  you,  for  your  good. 

"  You  fee  that  the  Englijh^  from  a.very  fniall 
people,  at  firft,  in  thcfe  parts,  are,  by  peace 
amongfl  tiiemfelves,  become  a  very  great  people 
amongfl  you,  far  exceeding  the  number  of  all  the 
Indians^  we  know  of. 

"  But  while  we  are  at  peace,  the  Indians  con- 
tinue, to  make  war  upon  one  another  \  and  deftroy 
each  other,  as  if  they  intended  that  none  of  their 
people  fhould  be  left  alive ;  by  which  means  you 
are,  from  a  great  people,  become  a  very,  finalj 
people ;  ?ind  yet  you  will  go  on  to  deftroy  yqur* 
ielves. 

"  The  Indians  of  the  fouth,  though  they  fpeak 
5  different  language,  yet  they  are  the  fame  people, 
and  inhabit  the  fame  land,  with  thole  of  the  north. 
We,  therefore,  caunot  but  wonder,  how  you, 
that  are  a  wife  people,  ihould  take  d^iilight  in  put- 
ting 
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1721,  ting  an  end  to  your  race :  the  Englijb^  being  your 
true  friends,  labour  to  prevent  this-  We  would 
have  you  ftrong,  as  a  part  of  ourfelves :  for,  as 
our  ftrength  is  your  ftrength,  fp  we  would  have 
yours  to  be  a;  our  own, 

**  I  have  perfuaded  all  my  brethren,  in  thefe 
parts,  to  confider  what  is  for  their  good ;  and  not 
to  go  out  any  more  to  "war ;  but  your  young  men, 
as  they  come  this  way,  endeavour  to  force  them. 
And  becaufe  they  incline  to  follow  the  counsels  of 
peace,  and  the  good  advice  of  their  tru«  frienHs, 
your  people  ufe  them  ill,  and  often  prevail  with 
them  to  go  out,  to  their  own  deftruftion.  Thus 
jft  was,  that  their  town  of  Conejiogoe  loft  their  good 
King,  not  long  ago ;  and  thus  many  have  been 
loftt  Their  young  children  are  left  without  pai- 
Tents ;  tbdr  wives  without  hufbands ;  the  old  men, 
contrary  tP  the  (rourfe  of  nature,  mourn  the  death 
of  their  young ;  the  people  decay,  and  grow  weak; 
Ave  lofe  our  dear  friends,  and  are  a|flidted,  An4 
this  is  chiefly  owing  to  your  young  men* 

**  Surely,  you  cannot  propofe  to  get  cither 
riches,  or  poiTeflSons,  by  going  thus  out  to  war : 
for  when  you  kill  a  deer,  you  have  the  flefli  to  eat, 
and  the  flcin  to  fell }  but  when  you  return  from 
yar,  you  bring  nothing  home,  but  the  fcalp  of  a 
dead  man ;  who,  perhaps,  was  hufband  to  a  kin4 
wife,  and  father  to  tender  children,'  who  never 
wronged  you ;  though,  by  lofing  him,  you  have 
robbed  them  of  their  help  and  proteftion ;  and,  at 
the  fame  time,  got  nothing  by  it.  , 

"  If  I  were  not  your  friend,  I  would  not  take 
the  trouble  of  faying  all  thefe  things  to  yo\i ;  whicl^ 
J  defire  may  be  fully  related  to  all  your  people, 
when  you  return  home,  that  they  may  confider  in 
time,  what  is  for  their  own  good.  And,  after  this, 
if  any  will  be  fo  madly  deat  and  blind,  as  neither 
to  hear  i^or  iw  \h,^  danger  before  them,  but  will 

gQ 
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go  out  to  deftroy,  and  be  deftroyed,  for  nothing,  1721 
I  mufl  defire  that  fuch  foolifh  young  ineu  would 
take  another  path,  and  not  pafe  this  way,  amdngft 
our  people,  whofe  eyes  I  have  opened  j  and  they 
have  wifely  hearkened  to  my  advice.  So  that  I 
muft  tell  you  plainly,  as  I  am  theiV  beft  friend, 
and  this  government  is  their  proteftor^  and  as  a 
father  to  them,  we  will  not  fuSer  them  any  more 
to  go  out,  as  they  have  done,  to  their  deftrudioft. 
1  fay  again,  we  will  not  fuffer  it ;  for  we  have  th« 
counfei  of  wifdom  ^mpi^gft  u»,  and  know  what  is 
for  their  good.  For  though  they  are  weak,  yet  they 
are  our  brethren ;  we  ^ill  therefore  take  care  of 
them,  that  th^y  be  npt  milled  with  ill  counfei.  You 
mourn  i^hen  you  lofe  a  brother ;  we  mourn,  wheil 
Sttiy  pf  them  are  loft  j  to  prevent  which  they  ihall 
not  be  fuffered  to  go  out,  as  they  have  done,  to 
JDe  deftroyed  by  war. 

"  My  good  friends  and  brothers,  I  give  you  the 
iame  counfei,  and  earneftly  defire  that  you  will 
follow  it,  fince  it  will  make  you  a  happy  people* 
I  give  you  this  advice,  becaufe  I  am  your  true 
friend ;  bi^t  I  mi^ch  fear  you  hearken  to  others, 
who  never  were,  and  never  will  be,  your  friends, 

*^  You  H^o\r  very  well,  that  the  French  have 
been  your  enemies,  from  the  beginning;  and 
though  they  made  peace  with  you  twenty-two  years 
?igo,  yet,  by  fubtle  praftices,  they  ftill  endeavour 
to  enfnare  you.  They  ufe  arts  and  tricks,  and  tell 
you  lies,  to  deceive  you  ;  and  if  you  would  make 
ufe  of  your  own  eyes,  and  not  be  deluded  by  their 
jefuits  and  interpreters,  you  would  fee  this  your- 
felves:  for  you  knovir  they  have  no  goods  of  any 
value,  thefc  feveral  years  paft,  except  what  haa 
been  font  to  them  from  the  Englijh  of  New  Tork^ 
?ind  that  is  now  all  over.  They  give  fair  fpeeches, 
inftead  of  real  fer vices ;  and  as,  for  many  years, 
they  citcempt^d  to  deftroy  you  in  war,  fo  they  now 

endeavour 
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%y2U  cndcaTour  to  do  it  in  peace;  for  when  they  per- 
fuade  you  to  go  out  to  war  againft .  others,  it  i$ 
only  that  you  may  be  deftroycd  yourfdyes  j  which 
we,  as  your  true  friends,  labour  to  .prevent  j  be-» 
caule  we  would  have  your  numbers  increafe, .  that 
you  may  grow  ftrong,  and  that  we  may  be  -al} 
ftrcngthencd  in  friendlhip  and  peace  together. 

**  As  to  what  you  have  faid  of  trade,  I  fuppofe 
the  great  dift'ance,  at  which  you  live  from  tis,  hai 
prevented  all  commerce  between  us  and  your  peo- 
ple. We  believe  thofe,  who  go  into  the  woods,  and 
fpend  all  their  time  upon  it,  endeavour  to  make 
the  beft  bargains  they  can,  for  themfelves ;  fo,  on 
your  part,  you  muft  take  care  to  make  the  beft 
bargains  you  can  with  them.     But  we  hope  our 
traders  do  not  exa£k ;  for  we  thmk  that  a  ftrowd 
coat,  dr  ^  pound  of  powder,  is  now  fold  for  no 
more  buck  fkins  than  formerly.     Beaver,  indeed^ 
is  npt,  of  late,  fo  much  ufed  in  Europe ;  and, 
therefore,  does  not  give  fo  go6d  a  price ;  and  w^ 
deal  but  very  little  in  that  commodity.     But  deer 
fldns  fell  very  \yell  among  us ;  and  I  fhall  always 
take  care  that  the  Indians  be  not  wronged.  But,  ex-r 
^ept  other  meafiires  be  taken  to  regulate  the  Indian 
trade  every  where,  the  common  method  ufed  \n 
trade  will  ftill  be  followed ;  and  every  man.  muft 
take  care  of  himfelf ;  for  thus  I  muft  do  myfelf, 
V^hen  I  buy  any  thing  from  our  own  people ;  if  I 
do  not  give  them  their  price,  they  will  keep  it; 
for  we  are  a  free  people.     But  if  you  ha.ve  any 
further  propofals  to  make  about  thef6  affairs,  I  am 
willing  to  hear  and  confider  them ;  for  it  is  my 
defire  that  the  trade:  be  well  regyilated  to  your 
content. 

^'  I  am  fenfible  rum  is  very  hurtful  to  the  Indi-^ 
am ;  we  have  made  laws,  that  none  (hould  be  car- 
ried amongft  them ;  or,  if  any  is,  that  it  fliould 
be  ftaved,  and  thrown  upon  the  ground  j  and  thq 

Indians 
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Indians  have  befen  ordiered'to  deftroy  all  the  turn,  1721 
that  comes  ift  their  way,  but  they  Will  hot  do  it  j 
they  will  have  rum ;  and  when  we  refufe  it,  they 
will  travel  to  the  neighbouring  provinces  and  fetch 
it ;  their  own  .women  go  to  purchafe  it,  and  thea 
fell  it  amongfl  their  own  people^  at  exceffive  rates* 
I  would  gladly  make  any  laws  to  prevent  this,  that 
could  he  effeftual ;  but  the  country  is  fo  wide,  the 
woods  are  fo  dark  and  private,  and  fo  far  out  of 
my  fight,  if  the  Indians  thefnfelves  do  not  prohi- 
bit their  own  people,  there  is  bo  other  way  to 
prevent  it ;  for  my  part,  I  fhall  readily  join  in  any 
meafures,  that  can  be  propofed,  for  fo  good  a 
purpofe.  ^ 

*'  I  have  noWj  my  friends  and  brothefs,  faid 
all,  fliat  I  think  can  be  of  fervice,  at  this  time^ 
and  I  give  you  thefe  things  here  laid  before  you^ 
to  confirm  my  wotds,  viz*  Five  coats,  twenty 
pounds  of  powder,  forty  p6unds  of  lead,  for  each 
of  the  Five  Nations ;  that  is,  twenty-five  coats^ 
one  hundred  pounds  of  powder,  and  two  hundred 
pounds  of  lead,  in  the  whole ;  which  I  defire  may 
be  delivered  to  them,  with  thefe  wordsj  in  my 
name,  and  on  behalf  of  this  province  s  I  fliall  ht 
glad  to  fee  t)ft€n  fome  of  your  chief  menj  fent  in 
the  name  of  all  the  reft ;  and  defire  you  will  come 
to  Philadelphia^  to  vifit  our  families,  and  our  chiU 
dren  born  there,  where  we  can  provide  better  for 
you,  and  make  you  more  welcome;  for  people 
always  receive  their  friends  beft  at  their  own 
houfls.  I  heartily  Xvlfh  you  well  on  your  journey^ 
and  good  fuccefs  in  it.  And  when  you  return 
home,  I  defire  you  will  give  my  very  kind  love^ 
and  the  love  of  all  our  people,  to  your  kings,  and 
to  all  their  people* 

'*  Then  the  Governor  rofe  from  his  chair  \  and 
when  he  had  called  Ghefaoni^  the  fpeaker,  to  himg 

he 
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17^  he  took  a  corronation  medal  of  the  kmg,  and  pre* 
^        fented  it  to  the  Indian  in  thefc  words : 

*'  That  our  children,  when,  we  arc  dead,  may 
not  forget  thcfe  things,  but  keep  this  treaty,  be- 
tween us,  in  perpetual  remembrance,  I  here  deli» 
ver  to  you  a  picture,  in  gold,  bearing  the  image 
of  my  great  matter^  the  King  of  all  the  EngUjh : 
and  when  you  return  home,  I  charge  you  to  deli- 
ver this  piece  into  the  hands  of  the  firfl:  man,  of 
greateft  chief  of  all  the  Five  Nations^  whom  you 
call  Kannygoaah^  to  be  laid  up  and  kept,  as  a  token 
to  our  children's  children ;  that  an  entire  and  lad- 
ing friendfhip  is  now  eftabliflied  for  ever,  between 
the  Englijh^  ia  this  country,  and  the  great  Five 
Nations^**

yjf  the  Aflembly,  eleded  in  Oftobef,  1721,   1721* 
Jeremiah  Langhorne  was  Speaker;  to  which  Af-  *-^-->^"^-^ 
fembly,  in  the  winter,  the  Governor,  in  his  fpeech.  Governor 
having  intimated  the  neceffity  of  their  united  and  ^g^^^^, 
diligent  application  to  reftore  the  planter's  credit,  concern  and 
without  difcouraging  the  merchant,  by.  whofe  in-  ^^^^\^^ 
duftry  alone,  fays  he,  "  Their  trade  mufi  be  fup-  good. 
ported  with  a  fufficient  currency  of  cajh^'  thus  fur- 
ther expreffed  himfelf :  "  My  mind  is  fo  fully  bent 
upon  doing*  this  province  fom^  eflfeftual  fervice, 
that  I  have  lately  formed  the  defign  of  a  confideri^ 
Vol.  II.  [19]  able 
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1 72 1,  able  fettlement  amoiigll  you,  in  order  to  manu-' 
^■'*^'^'^"*^  fafture  and  confumc  the  grain ;  for  which  there 
is,  at  this  time,  no  profitable  market  abroad ;  and 
although  this  projeft  will  doubtlefs,  at  firft,  prove 
ycry  chargeable  and  expenfive  to  me,  yet,  if  it 
meets  with  your  approbation,  and  the  good  will 
of  the  people,  I  am  well  affured  it  cannot  fail  of 
anfwering  my  purpofe,  to  do  a  real  fervicc  to  the 
country,  and  every  intereft  and  concern  of  mine 
fhall  ever  be  built  on  that  bottom,*'  &c. 

The  houfe  was  highly  pleafed  with  the  Govern- 
The Affcm-  or's  kind  regard  for  the  public  good ;  *'  His  zeal 
kagc^thc"^"  ^^  reftore  the  planter's  credit,  with  his  juft  ciarc 
Governor'*  of  the  merchant,  who,  of  late,  with  others  equally, 
regard,  &c.  j^^^  j^jj  uudcr  thc  great cft  difadvantages  of  want 

of  a  fufficient  currency  of  cafli,  as  appeared  to 
them,  from  the  melancholy  complaints  of  the  peo- 
ple, declaring  they  would  readily  fall  in  with  any 
fcheme^  that  fhould  appear  to  them  conducive  to 
a  remedy."  They  gratefully  acknowledged  his 
patriotic  defign  to  manufafture  and  confume  thc 
grain  of  the  country,  and  heartily  thanked  him 
for  his  good  condcfcenfion,  and  repeated  offers  of 
advice  and  afliftance,  for  the  public  utility.  ■ 

Proceed-  "  In  the  fpring  of  the  year  1722,  an  Indian 
}."&»  5«-  was  barbaroufly  killed,  within  the  limits  of  the 
m^rdcf  of  province,  fomewhere  above  Conejlogoe.  This  mur- 
aiD  Indian.   Jer  was  fuppofcd  to  be  perpetrated  by  one  or  two 

perfons.

early,  fettlers,  in  divers  refpe<5ts,.  both  in  a  public  and  private  capacity ; 

being  a  preacher  among  the  ^ahers,  and  a  man  of  general  good  cfteem 

till  his  death,  for  near  forty  years  in  the  couAsry,  &c.- 

His  fon  Anthony  Morris  appears  to  be  a  Member  of  Affembly,  this 
fame  year ;  a  pcpfon  of  good  efleem,  charadlEcr  and  utility  to  his  coun- 
try, and  in  the  religious  Ibciety  of  the  i^aien,  of  which  he  was  cftccra- 
ed  A  valuable  and  Bfcful  member  till  his  deaths  in  the  year  176^ 
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pcrfons,  of  the  name  of  Carflidge.  The  Govern-  172:2- 
or,  having  commiffioned  yames  Logan,  and  Col. 
John  French,  two  of  his  Council,  to  go  to  Cone- 
Jlogoe^  to  enquire  into  the  affair,  after  their  return, 
at  the  jequeft  of  the  Affembly,  laid  their  report 
of  it  before  them.  The  Houfc,  in  their  addrefs 
to  the  Governor  thereon,  expreffed  their  utmoft 
concern  on  this  affair :  they  gratefully  acknow.- 
ledged,  and  highly  commended  the  Governor's 
prudent  conduft,  and  fteady  adminiftration  of 
juftice ;  but  more  efpecially  at  that  time,  on  an 
occafion  of  the  greateft  importance  to  the  peace 
and  fafety  of  the  government,  by  his  empowering 
two  gentlemen  of  hi$  Council  fo  able  and  pru- 
dent, on  the  prefent  emergency ;  "  Whofe  wife 
conduS  (faid  they)  is  very  confpicuous  from  their 
report  laid  before  the  Houfe  by  the  Governor  ;*^ 
"  That,  at  the  relation  of  tbe  difmal  circum- 
ftanceji,  they  were  filled  with  horror  ^nd  furprife, 
.that,  ^ter  fo  long  contiiuiance  of  the  peace,  firft 
fettled  by  the  hpno^rable  Proprietary,  William 
Penuj  with  the  Indians,  any  breach  fhould  be  now 
made  by  thofe,  under  the  name  of  Chrijlians,  to 
ttie  reproach  of  that  name,  and  danger  of  the 
fafety  and  peace,  both  of  this  *  province  and 
others.** 

They  earneftly  requefted  the  Governor  to  per- 
fift  in  his  laudable  endeavour,  to  bring  the  ag- 
greffors  to  condign  punifhment,  with  all  pofEble 
fpeed,  left,  by  delay  of  jufliice,  the  Indians  fhould 
be  induced  to  withdraw  their  allegiance  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  affedion  from  this 
government,  and  be  provoked  to  do  themfelves 
juftice,  in  a  manner,  that  might  be  of  moft  dan- 
gerous confequence:  "  That  he  would  advife 
with  his  Council,  in  making  treaties  ivith  them  ; 
for,  (faid  they)  as  they  are  fome  of  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  this  government,  we  h^ve  no  reafon 

to 
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i7?2.  to  doubt  but  they  will  be  concerned  for  the  goo4 
of  the  fame.*'* 

They  further  preffed  the  maintaining  the  league 
of  friendfhip.  firft  made  by  their  worthy  Proprie* 
tary^  as  a  thing  of  the  greateft  importance,  that 
could  poflibly  come  before  them ;  and  therefore, 
they  unanimoufly  recommended  the  execution  of 
ftrift  juftice,  as  the  beft  and  mofl:  effedtuai  mean$ 
for  that  end ;  the  want  of  which,  in  the  appre- 
henfion  of  that  vindictive  people,  had  produced 
fad  and  fatal  confequences  to  other  provinces; 
they  likewife  propofed   to   the  Governor's  con- 
fideration  fome  particulars,   to  be  immediately 
done,  in  the  affair ;  and  mentioned  the  repeated 
requeft  of  the  Indians^  that  Jirong  liquors  fhould 
not  be  icarried,  nor  fold,  among  them ;  with  the 
petition  of  fundry  inhabitants  of  the  province,  to 
the  fame  import ; .  which  the  laws  hitherto  made, 
in  that  cafe,  had  not  been  able  to  prevent ;  they, 
therefore,  requefted  the  advice  and  affiftance  of 
the  Governor  and  Council  therein,  &c. 

The  Governor  thanked  them  for  the  great  fatif- 
faftion,  which  they  expreffed,  with  his  conduS 
and  adminiftration ;  and  declared,  *'  That  he  had 
carefully  endeavoured  to  follow  the  late  honour^ 
able  Proprietary's  Jieps  in  fuch  affairs;  to  keep 
the  natives  always  in  a  lively  and  perfeft  remem- 
brance of  his  love  to  them,  and  to  build  all  their 
treaties  of  peace  with  them,  upon  the  fame  prin*- 
ciples  and  maxims  of  good  policy,  which  he  ufed 
^nd  maintained  when  he  was  here  himfelf.'*  He 
likewife  affureci  the  Houfc,  that  he  had,  at  that 
^ime,.  all  the  probability,  which  the  nature  of  the

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cafe  would  admit  of,  for  fettling  matters  agaift  1722. 
with  the  Indian  nations,  upon  that  juft,  firm  and  "^"^^^^"^^^^ 
friendly  foundation,  which  the  Houfe  fo  earneftly 
defired  and  recommended  to  him.  He  acknow* 
ledged  the  infufEciency  of  the  laws,  to  reflrain 
people  from  carrying  too  great  quantities  of  rum, 
and  felling  it  amorig  the  Indiansy  thereby  debauch- 
ing  and. cheating  them;  which,  he  faid,  be  had 
complained .  of  to  former  AfTemblies. 

Great  pains  were  taken,  in  this  affair ;  an  In- 
dian  meffenger,  Satcheecbo^  was  difpatched  to  the 
Five  Nations  ;  the  fufpefted  perfons  were  commit- 
ted to  prifon;  and  the  Governor,  with  two  of 
the  Council,  met  and  treated  with  the  Five  Nations^ 
at  Albany^  refpefting  it;  befides  the  prefents, 
which  were  made  to  the  Indians.  The  Five  Na- 
tions defired  that  the  Cartlidges  fliould  not  fuffer 
death;  and  the  affair  was,  at.  length,  amicably 
fettled. 

Among  the  wholefome  laws,  paffed  by  the  Go-  several 
vernor,  this  year,  for  improving  the  produce  of  whoiefrm© 
the  province,   meliorating  its  Jiaple  commodities^  IbTsVea^^ 
then  in  bad  credit,  at  foreign  markets,  and  for  &c. 
other  pupofes ;  there  was  one  alfo-  entitled,  •^  An 
aft  to   prohibit  the   felling  of   rum,    and  other 
ftrong  liquors,    to  the  Indians,    and  to  prevent 
abufes,  that  may  happen  thereby.*'* 

Jofeph  Growdon  was  Speaker  of  the  Affembly 
elefted  in  Oftober,  1722.!     The  Governor,  in

*  Rcfpefling  the  article  of  law  fuits,  which  the  Governor  mentioned 
to  the  Houfe,  the  committee  of  grievance*,  on  the  fame  month,  made 
t^heir  report,  as  follows,  taken  from  the  p tinted  votes :

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be  fo  regulated,  as  to  recover  their  loft  credit,  in  1722. 
the  market,  in  the  Weji  Indies  ;  upon  which  their  ^•^^^^"'^^ 
whole  traffic  entirely  depended  :*'  He  concluded 
with  expreffions  of  the  warmeft  zeal,  to  join  with 
them  in  whatever  means  fhould  be  found  necef- 
fary  to  eafe  the  prefent  burdens  of  the  people, 
and  to  relieve  their  complaints. 

The  HoufCj  in  anfwer,  as  kindly  acknowledged 
the  Governor's  care,  arid  conftant  inclinations, 
for  the  good  arid  profperity  of  the  province ;  and, 
joining  with  them,  in  fentiment,  refpefting  the 
neceflary  things,  which  he  recommended  to  their 
confideration,  they  imdertook  the  regulation  and 
improvement  of  fome  of  the  law  proceedings ; 
Specially  refpedting  attachments ;  and  feveral  laws 
.  were  palTed,  for  thcfe  purpofes. 

About  this  time  the  province  appears  to  have  scheme  fot 
been  under  great  difficulties,-  refpeding  the  de- 1^^^""^' 
day,  or  difcouragemcnt,  of  its  trade  and  credit,  introduced 
and  the  want  of  a  fufficient  medium,  or  currency,  [^["Jf^^"" 
of  cafh;  for  the  relief  of  which  divers  propofals  Inhmo. 
were  made ;  and  among  the  reft,  that  of  paper  ^7**- 
tnoney^    or  paper  Bills  of  credit j  was   now  intro- 
duced;   which    occafioned  confiderable   debate, 
between  men  of  diflferent  fentiments,  refpefting  it. 

The  Governor  was  a  ftrong  advocate  for  a  / j* 
per  currency^  and  took  great  pains  to  promote  it ; 
with  whom  appeared  to  join  the  generality  of  the 
people.     But   divers,    who   were   confidered   as 
perfons  of  moft  property,  judgment  and  weight, 
in  the  province,  did  not  like  the  fcheme :  but  then 
their  diflike  was  chiefly  founded  on  the  difficulty 
of  preferving  the  faid  currency  from  depreciation  ;  of  the  in- 
which  they  faw,  had,  in  general,  occafioned  mif-  trodu<fti<Hi 
chievous  and  fraudulent  confequences,  in  other  ^j^'r^^*^"* 
provinces  ;  together  with  fome  modes,  which  were 
propofed,    of  ifluing  and  condufting  the  fame; 
i^  that  their  oppofition  was  not  fo  much  entirely

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1722.  againft  a  paper  credit^  properly  guarded  and  con- 
'"^^^^'^^  duSed,  as  againft  fraud,  or  thofc  modes  of  form- 
ing and  managing  it,  which  had  been  fo  ruinous  in 
other  places,  or  fuch  as  they  judged  would  be 
equally  pernicious,  if  adopted  here.  Hence,  in 
the  1  ith  month  this  year,  when  the  fcheme  was 
under  confidcration  of  the  Affembly,  Ifaac  Nor* 
^  ris  and  James  Logan,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
feveral  gentlemen  and  merchants,  prefented  the 
following  fentim^nts  thereon,  in  writing,  to  the 
Houfe,  viz.

**  We  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  fome  confiderations,  in  aniwcr  vs 
the  fentiments  of  feveral  gentlemen  and  merchants,  in  relation  to  a  paper  cre- 
dit which  they  were  admitted  to  prefent,  the  tenth  inftant. 

"  FirJI,  It  is  but  juft  to  concede  to  their  notion,  that  this  province  is 
dependent  on,  and  derives  all  its  powers  from,  Great  Britain ;  and  that 
it  is  the  higheft  wifdofti,  in  pur  Legiflaturc,  to  direcft  thcmfclvcs  by 
the  fame  prudent  meafures,  as  far  as  our  circumftances  with  theirs  may 
agree, 

"  Secondly,  It  is  by  them  alledged,  that  when  the  natioA  Was  diftreifed 
by  war,  and  their  coin  generally  dcbafed,  yet  the  parliament  would  not 
advance  their  currency,  en  any  account ;  and  that  they  renewed  it,  at 
the  fame  finencfs,  to  pafs  at  the  former  rates;  and  they  have  unaltera^ 
bly  kept  to  the  fame.  And  further,  that  ticehe  hundred  tbovfand pounds 
^^^^^  good  to  private  perfons  ^H  their  lofs,  received  frcn*  exchanging 
their  clipped  and  debafed  coin,  for  the  new  milled  money,  delivered 
at  par :  to  which  wc  fay,  that  we  know  (by  what  authority  foever  it 
was,  cr  is  done)  that  fince,  if  not  then,  the  coin  hath  been  (particularly 
the  gold)  often  raifcd  and  lowered ;  and  .that  the  Pwelve  hundred  thoufand 
founds  did  make  good  all  the  lofs  in  the  kingdom,  for  the  debafed  coin, 
IS  an  affertion,  wc  doubt  not,  but  there  are  many,  in  Great  Britaisi 
(and  foms  here)  can  inform  thofe  gentlemen  othcrwifc.

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Accordingly  ofFer  the  following  heads,  which  may    1722.

*  Thirdly^  til  Concurrence  with  th«  fentinients  of  thcfe  gentlemen,  in 
iheir  third  paragraph,  we  humbly  recommend  it  to  our  Icgiilators,  that 
#ur  bills  he  eftabliihed  upon  fo  juft  a  foundation,  that,  while  in  beings 
they  miy  ftill  continue  of  the  fame  value  with  real  money,  according  to 
bhe  rates,  at   which  they  are  firft  ilTued. 

"  Fourthly^  If  thofe  bill*  cannot  be  procured,  where  they  arc  to  be 
liTued,  for  a  lefs  pledge  or  fecurity,  than  gold,  or  iilver,  would  be,  the 
€afy  terras  of  refundmg  them  will  not  lelTen  their  value;  for  the  ftamp 
•f  authority .  has  its  own  laws,  as  unalterable  in  themftilves,  as  thofe  of 
kitereft,  or  Increafe,  are  in  ufury ;  and  which,  fuch  as  are  verfed  in  thofe 
afikirs^  as  carefully  confider. 

"  Fifthly^  Th6  fchemes  moft  donlnionly  talked  df,  for  lending  out 
fUms,  to  be  difcharged  by  annual  paymsnts,  equal  to,  or  not  much  exceed- 
ing the  intereft,  for  a  Certain  number  of  years,  without  paying  any  prin-  ' 
eipal,  are  not  partial  atid  unjuft,  nor  dpftru^ive  to  the  public  credit ;  for 
the  pledge  fecuredKis  natore  than  an  equivalent  to  the  fum  received,  and 
the  intereft  given  is  not  inconfiderable,  even,  of  the  loweft  rated  fchemes. 
To  wh<im  are  they  partial'  and  unjuft,  fince  no  method  is  propofed,  or 
Contrived,  for  any  particular  man,  or  nisn,  excluding  others  ?  'I*he  benefit 
is  to  be  general;  and  though  the  necefiities  of  the  poor  chiefly  call  for  the 
fuccour,  yet  it  is  mote  within  the  compafs  of  the  rich  to  be  thereby  fa-  i 

voured ;  becaufe  they  have  plenty  of  pledges  i  let  them  not,  then,  complain  ^ 

of  partiality,  oririjufUce,  through, their  own  negligence.  How  are  fuch 
fchemes  deftnidlive  to  public  credit,  fincc  the  public  is  capable  of  yield-* 
ing  fo  mach  relief  to  a  neceflitous  people,  \i<rithout  hurting  itfelf  ?  Noj 
the  defign  is  laudable,  and  greatly  becomes  our  generous  patriots*  But, 
perhaps,  there  are  fome,  that  are  partial  to  themfelveS,  although  they 
feem  to  fpeak in  defence  pf  the  piblic,  affording  us  room  to  gueis,  they 
would  ha?^e  rio  money  borrowed,  but  of  private  peribns,  and  begrudge 
th&  borrowers  of  the  public,  the  gain  of  near  thirty  pounds,  according  to 
the  exquifite  calculation  of  thofe  gentlemen  ^  becaufe  they  themfelves 
linow,  that  fuch  an  advantage  is  not  equal  to  the  fweet  incomes  of  ufury. 

"  Sixthly,  All  fuch  proj-i.^s  ars  not  exceedingly  weak  and  urijuft ;  for 
^it  man,  had  he  money  by  hini  to  lend,  would  refufe  it,  on  fufficient 

fecurity  ? 
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1722.  "  SecoTtdfyy  That  as,  when  the  nation  was  mod: 
grievoufly  diftrcffed,  in  the  time  of  a  dangerous 
and  expenfive  war,  by  a  general  debafing  of  their 
current  coin,  the  parliament  would  hearken  to  no 
propofal  (though  many  were  made)  for  relieving 
the  (late,  by  raifmg  the  new  minted  money  to  a 
higher  value;  but,  under  the  vafteft  difficulties, 
renewed  it,  at  thfc  fame  weight  and  finenefs,  to 
pafs  at  the  former  rates ;  which  they  have  unalter- 
ably kept  to.  And  further,  by  the  fum  of  twelve 
hundred  theufand  potmdsj  made  good  to  private 
perfons  all  the  lofs  of  exchanging  their  clipped  and 
debafed  coin,  for  the  new  milled  money,  which 
was  delivered  out  at  a  par  to  them :  fo  the  like 
juftice  and  prudence  requires,  that  no  further 
alteration,  than  what  the  parliament  has  made 
here,  (hould,  on  any  terms,  be  admitted,  in  the 
value  of  our  gold  and  filver,  but  that  it  ftill  con- 
tinue, as  it  now  paffes. 

*•  Thirdly  J 

fccTiritjr  ?  And  it  he  docs  lend  it,  oil  fflch  fccurity,  wkcre  can  wc  fuppofo 
the  lender's  lofs  to  be  ?  Or,  wherein  is  the  paper  credit  lefTened,  ivhea 
there  is  more  than  its  value  to  fupport  it  ?  Their  fuppofing  it  to  be  lent 
to  all,  is  an  amufement ;  an<J  the  tribunal  is  eafy  to  be  ere^ed,  to  find 
out  perfons  of  worth,  from  thofe  that  are^  worth  nothing ;  and  the  poor 
{who,  they  fay,  have  as  little  merit  as  any)  may  have  a  chance  to  get  it 
by  labour,  by  the  employets  having  fomething  to  pay  both  to  their  own» 
and  the  poor  man's  advantage :  and  thus  a  way  may  eaiiiy  be  found  for 
difpenfing  the  public  favours.  We  prefume  to  add,  to  thefe  great  and 
rich  men  (and,  therefore,  according  to  their  account,  ibber  and  induilri- 
ous  men)  that  we  humbly  hope  a  medium,  in  bufinefs,  will  run  as  from 
the  loofe  way  of  luxnry,  idlenefs  and  folly,  which  often  happens  from  be^ 
kig  non-plus  d  in  a  regular  difpatch  of  affairs,  for  want  of  pay,  when  due. 

•*  Seventhly,  This  currency,  or  paper  money,  will  not  fall  in  value,  if 
ralfed  on  a  gedd  fonndation,  as  recommended  in  the  third  article.  The 
rife  of  filver  is  alone  owing  to  the  avarice  of  the  poffeflor ;  who,  knov^'-' 
ing  there  is  no  other  currency  (and  that  too,  at  this  time,  extremely 
/carce)  they  have  impofed  on  the  ncceffities  of  the  people,  by  advancing 
it  near  tiooJbilUngt  in  the  pound;  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  our  bifls, 
teing  always  capable  of  purchafing  our  country  produce,  •their  value  be- 
ing equal  to  fihrer,  will  agafn  reduce  it  to  its  flated  worth,  and  be  aaf 
fatisfaiSlory  to  the  kind  lender,  who,  (according  to  them)  relieved  the 
borrower  in  diftrefs,  or  fold  him  land,  or  goods,  at  the  real  value,  at 
<he  time  of  lending,  or  falc. 

"  Ei^^bthly,  Thofe  do  not  deceive  themfelves,  who,  bacaufe  gold  and 
filver  may  be  had,  at  New  Tori,  or  other  placet^  in  exchange  for  their

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^^  Thirdly^  That,  as  the  parliament,  as  often  as 
they  found  it  neceflary  to  iffue  bills  of  credit, 
called  exchequer  bills,  or  notes,  took  the  utmoft 
care,  to  keep  them  equal  in  value  with  filver,  by 
giving  the  Bank  of  England^  when  they  fell  into  any 
difcount,  vaft  fums  of  money,  to  receive  thofe 
bills,  as  their  own,  and  to  exchange  them  with 
ready  cafli,  on  the  demand  of  the  bearer :  io  it 
appears  abfohitely  neceflary,  that  if  bills  of  credit 
be  raifed  here,  due  care  fhould  be  taken  (fmce  we 
can  have  no  fuch  batiks^  in  this  province,  as  are  in 
Europe  J  whofe  rules  are  to  pay  down  ready  money 
for  their  bills,  upon  demand)  to  eftabliih  them  on 
fo  juft  a  foundation,  that,  while  in  being,  they 
may  ftill  continue  of  the  fame  value  with  real  mo- 
ney,^ according  to  the  rates,  at  which  they  are  at 
firft  iifluei 

"  Fourthly^ 

|)aper  money,  fuppofe  that  the  one  is  a«  good  as  the  other.  It  it  a  re- 
ceived maxim,  that  the  value  of  any  thing  is  in  proportion  to  what  it 
will  purchafe :  now  paper  bills  will,  at  this  time,  and  would  formerly, 
purchafe,  in  New  Tori^  goods  cheaper  than  calh  will,  at  Fhiladelpbia ; 
and  it  is  obvious  that  fome  other  reafon  may  have  occaiioned  the  rife  of 
filver  and  gold  there;  fince  we  have  here  advanced,  ^t  \t2,iiy  fix  pence 
per  ounce,  on  filver,  beyond  the  rate  afcertained  by  adt  of  piu-liameiit. 
Without  any  fuch  motive  as  paper"  money. 

"  Thefe  being  premifed  on  the  general  heads,  what  next  follows  is  in 
anfwer  to  their  three  concjufive  points. 

•  ift.  "  If  the  whole  fum  ftruck  be  fo  fmall,  that  it  will  not  anfwer  the 
abfolute  and  immediate  necefljties  of  tliofe  who  have  real  fecurities  to 
give,  it  will  not  (we  humbly  conceive)  be  fufficient  to  pafs  fiom  hand 
to  hani;},  for  a  currency. 

4d.  «  That  which  is  a  benefit  to  amy  perfon,  for  five  years,  will  be  a 
further  benefit,  for  a  longer  term ;  and,  perhaps,  the  fixing  it  to  a  Ihort 
date  may  abridge  fome  per/ons  from  efFeding  what  they  might  accom- 
plifh  for  their  own  good,  and  the  country's  advantage,  in  more  time. 
The  difficulty  of  exchanging  worn  out  bills  for  new,  in  an  office  to  be 
ereAed  for  that  purpofe)  we  doubt  not  thecare  and  ability  of  this  Af- 
fembly  to  furmount,  and  render  pradicable.  And,  if  our  laws  can  con- 
tinue in  force  no  longer  than  five  years,  without  the  royal  approbation, 
yet  we  prefume  a  law  fo  beneficial  to  the  fubjcd  here,  fo  concurrent  to 
the  praftice  of  neighbouring  colonics,  and  no  ways  repugnant, to  the 
laws  of  Efi^andf  will,  when  duly  reprefented  at  home,  not  want  that  ap- 
probation. 

3d.  "  We  confide  in  this,  tliat  the  wifdora  of  this  honourabh  Hoifjh 
^eedo  po  diri(5lion,  in  the  caxc  to  be  taken,  of  finkini^;  the  paher  currency

t722t  ^'  Fourthly^  That,  if  thofe  bjlls  be  iflued  on  any 
^*^'~^''^^*'  eafier  terms  to  the  receiver,  than  gold,  or  filver 
would  be,  if  it  were  to  bje  paid,  or  lent,  out  of 
the  treafury,  by  how  much  eafier  thefe  terms  are> 
by  fo  much,  at  leaft,  will  the  bills  fall  in  value  ; 
for  credit  has  its  own  laws,  as  unalterable  in  them*- 
felves,  as  thofe  of  motion,  or  gravity,  are,  in  na- 
ture, and' which,  fuch,  as  are  verfed  in  thefc 
affairs  in  Europe,  as  carefully  confidcr. 

*'  Fifthly^  That  the  fchemes  moft  commonly 
talked  of,  foi  lending  out  fums,  to  be  difcharged 
by  annual  payments,  equal  to,  or  not  much  ex- 
ceeding, the  intereft,  for  a  certain  number  of 
years,  without  paying  any  principal,  are  partial 
and  unjuft,  and  would  be  deftruftive  to  public 
credit ;  bacaufe  the  cpnfideration  given  is  not  an 
equivalent  to  the  fum  received.

in  courfe,  and  in  a  juft  ifianper ;  for  we  efteeni  you  (and  act  thefe  gen* 
tlemen  petitioners)  to  be  proper  judges  of  t|ie  methods  hitherto  difcourf'- 
ed  of. 

**•  Thefe  obfervations,  may  it  pleafe  this  honourable  Hoiife,  on  the 
fentiments  of  thofe  gentlemen,  we  Humbly  offer  to  your  conHderation^ 
and  pray  your  favourable  conftruSion.*^ 

Soon  after  the  preceding  anfysre^  was  dcUyered  to  the  Houfe,  it  was 
followed  by  a  paper,  in  reply  to  it,  containing,  the  further  fentimatts  if 
the  gentlemen  y  meVcbanfsy  &c.  on  the  fame  fubjeift,  WTi, '

Further  .  **  In  the  important  a0air  of  a  paper  credit^  now  uifider  the  coniidera* 

fentiments,  tion  of  your  Houfe,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  honcil  men,  amongfl  us, 
^c.  think  of  it  from  the  fame  principles,  and  with  the  fame  inclinations^ 

viz.  to  promote  the  trpe  intereft  and  reputation  of  this  colony. 

"  Upon  thefe  views  alone  we  lately  took  the  liberty  to  petition  your 
'  honourable  Houfe,  to  be  heard  upon  the  fubje^,  awd  the  next  day  ex- 

hibited our  fentiments,  in  writing,  drawn  into  feveral  heads,  and  buUt, 
on  fuch  folid  foundations  of  truth,  that  we  are  well  affurcd  they  cannot 
be  Ihaken. 

*•  Yet,  as  the  opinions  of  men  a^-e  esctremcly  various,  and  great  pains 
have,  of  late,  been  taken  here,  to  inftil  and  ftrengthen  popular  errors, 
on  that  fubjed ;  we  find  divers  of  thefe  drawn  up,  in  a  paper,  lately 
presented  to,  and  received  by,  the  Houfe ;  containing,  as  it  fays,  feme 
conliderations,  inaiifwer  to  our  faid  fentiments,  but  truly  confifting,  in 
a  great  meafure,  of  thofe  common  miflakes,  which  have  unhappily  oc- 
cafioned  fuch  differences  in  opinion,  even,  among  the  well-meaning,  who, 
we  prefume,  all  aim  at  the  public  good. 

•    •  *  -The 
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**  For  inftance,  fhould  one  hundred  pounds  te 
ient  out,  to  be  difcharged,  by  the  payment  only 
of  eight  pounds  annually,  for  fixteen  years ;  were 
fuch  an  annuity  to  be  bought,  according  to  the 
known  rules  for  purchafing  eftates,  it  would  here 
be  worth  no  more  than  feventy  pounds  Jixteen  Jhil- 
lings  and  three  pence ^  in  ready  money ;  nor  is  an 
annuity  for  nine  pounds  ten  Ihillings-  per  annum, 
for  twelve  years,  worth  more  than  feventy-ojie 
pounds  twelve  Jhillings.  In  either  of  thefe  cafes, 
the  borrower,  could  he  difcharge  debts  of  that 
value  with  it,  though  he  were  to  pay  the  annuity 
in  gold  and  filver,  would  gain  near  thirty  pounds 
by  the  loan,  but  no  other  perfon  would  feel  the 
leaft  advantage  by  it ;  now,  if  no  man  would  let 
out  his  own  money  on  thefe  terms,  none  ought  to 
defire  it  fo  of  the  public ;  the  credit  of  which  is 
of  vaftly  greater  importance,  than  any  private  per- 
fons ;  becaufe  a  failure,  in  that,  affefts  the  fortune 
of  every  individual,  in  his  money,  the  medium  of 
his  cpmmcrce  and  dealing. 


^  The  more  clearly,  therefore,  to  manifefl:  thefe  popular  decoptiona^ 
fo  prevent  the  unhappy  consequence,  that  may  attend  their  ohtaining 
further  piace^  and  more  cfFexaually  to  eftablifti  the  truth  and  certainty  of 
thofe  heads,  we  before  prefented,-  we  humbly  heg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing obfcrvations,  on  the  fevcral  parts  of  that  paper,  with  fomeyJlrr- 
ther  fentiments,  on  the  whole  matter;  which,  we  hope,  will  be  inter- 
preted according  to  their  true  intention,  tliat  is,  to  ferve  the  public,  in 
which  we  are  all  jointly  embajked. 

"  The  defign  of  what  we  then  exhibited  to  the  Houfe  (as  is  evident 
from  all  the  parts  of  it)  was  nqt  to  oppofc  sl  paper  credit,  but  to  fhew  the 
danger  of  ill  concerted  fchemes,  and  to  point  out,  as  ^ar  as  was  then 
propei",  what  we  conceived  to  be  the  moll  effe6lual  meafurcs,  for  an- 
fwering  all  the  juft  end?,  propofcd  by  fuch  a  credit. 

"  In  the  three  firft  articles  wa?  reprefented  how  much  it  became  wh, 
as  a  government  depending  on  Britain,  to  gopy  after  Uic  great  examples, 
their  parliaments  have  fet  before  us;  particularly  thefe  two  cafes  of 
keeping  our  coin  conftantly  to  the  fame  rates,  and  fupporting  the  credit 
of  our  bills,  when  iifucd,  equivalent  to  fuch  money. 

"  To  the  firft  of  thefe,  thofe,  concerned  in  that  paper,  are  obliged 
f  0  concede, 

"  To  the  fccqnd  they  anfwer  with  a  grofs  miflake,  and  an  unbecom- 
ing trifling :  for,  it  is  politivcly  true,  that  fince  the  great  reformation 

of 
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1722.  *'  Sixthly  J  That  all  fuch  projeds  arc  either  ex* 
cecdingly  weak,  or  unjufl ;  for  the  paper  money 
is  to  be  lent  either  to  all,  who  fhall  defire  it,  on  a 
tender  of  the  fecurity,  propofed,  or  to  fome  only : 
if  \o  all  (as  it  is  natural  for  all  men  to  defire  what 
they  may  gain  by)  it  will  be  imprafticablc  to  ftrikc 
enough,  to  anfwer  all  demands ;  or,  if  it  were 
ftruck,  it  would,  becaufe  of  its  quantity,  become 
of  little,  or  no  value ;  if  to  a  few  only,  what 
tribunal  can  be  eredked,  to  judge  and  diftinguifh, 
who  of  the  King's  fubjefts,  are  to  be  admitted  to 
the  favour,  and  who  to  be  rejefted  ?  If  the  poor 
pnly  are  to  be  the  objeflts,  they  have  not  fecurity 
to.  give,  or,  if  they  had,  perhaps  they  have  as  lit- 
tle merit  as  any ;  commonly  people  become  weaU 
thy  by  fobriety  and  induftry,  the  moft  ufeful  qua- 
lifications in  a  commonwealth,  and  poor  by  luxury, 
idlenefs  and  folly.  What  rules  then  can  be  found, 
for  difpenfmg  th«  public  favours  ? 

"  Seventhly^ 

of  the  Engiyh  coin,  in  1696,  there  has  not  Keen  the  leaft  alteration  in  it; 
guineasf  which,  till  lately,  never  were  a  legal  tender,  were  limits  that 
year,  that  they  ihould  not,  under  a  penalty,  be  received  at  more  than 
tiventy'ttvo  JhiUings  each.  But  no  fboner  did  ftl^er^  the  true  lawfiil  mo- 
aey  of  the  kingdoip,  circulate  freely  again,  which,  by  the  great  dili- 
gence of  the  feveral  mints,  they  did»  within  fix  months  after ;  but  the 
people  refufed  to  take  them  at  more  than  tvjenty^ne  Jbillingt  and  fix  penu^ 
as  fo.i^merly ;  at  which  rate  they  have  conftaotly  continued,  till  the  mine* 
of  America^  efpecially  of  Brafil,  producing  much  more  gold  than  filver, 
in  value,  the  firft  has  fallen,  in  Murope ;  on  which,  to  prevent  the  ex- 
|>oreation  of  filver,  they  are,-  by  a  late  ax%  of  parliament,  reduced  to 
fioenty-one  JhiUings ;  and  at  that  rate,  at  length,  niade  a  legal  tender, 
that  is,  lawful  money  of  the  nation.  If  foreign  gold,  or  filver,  be 
meant,  which  are  only  merchandize,  and  rife,  as  the  demand  is  for  ex- 
portation, thefe  are  entirely  out  of  the  queAion.  To  the  other  patt, 
where  they  alledge,  that  the  tivelve  hundred  tloufand povftds  did  not  make 
good  all  the  lofs,  in  the  kingdom ;  we  fay,  that  our  informations  are  as 
good  as  any  can  pretend  to,  in  this  province. 

**  That  fum,  on  large  trials,  made  in  the  exchequer,  of  the  monies  re- 
ceived the  year  before,  was  judged  fufiici^nt  to  make  good  the  whole 
lofs;  and  all,  who  brought  in  their  money,  within  the  time  limited, 
had  it  made  good  to  them.  It  is  true,  fome  perfons  difafic<%ed  to  the  go- 
vernment, and  others-fond  of  their  hoards,  forbore,  and  fuffered  accord- 
ingly :  but  the  great  care  of  the  parliament,  and  therefore  the  truth  of 
ibSix  aflertion,  arc  from  hence  equally  clear. 

"The 
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**  Seventhly^  That  by  thefe  fchemes,  the  more  1722* 
the  currency,  or  paper  money  falls  in  value  (by 
which  word  fallings  is  meant  the  rijing  of  gold, 
filver,  Englifli  goods,  and  all  other  commodities, 
in  nominal  value,  which  is  the  certain  proof  of  the 
other's  falling)  the  greater  is  the  borrower's  advan- 
tage ;  for  the  more  eafily  will  he  pay  his  Annuity ; 
fo  that  he  may  happen,  by  virtue  of  the  aft,  to 
difcharge,  with  the  value  of  twenty  pounds,  a 
debt  of  one  hundred^  due  to  the  man,  who,  per- 
haps, kindly  lent  him  the  money,  to  relieve  him 
in  diftrefs,  or  honeftly  fold  him  his  land,  or  goods, 
at  their  real  value,  at  the  time  of  lending,  or  fale* 

"  Eighthly^ 

^  The  third  head,  which  is  the  greateft  point,  of  keeping  up  our  hillt 
to  the  fame  value  with  real  money,  according  to  the  rates,  at  which 
they  are,  at  firft,  ifTued,  is  alfo  Conceded,  in  general  terms;  and  the 
juft  foundation  mentioned^  is  all  that  is  contended  for. 

**  But  what  is  advanced  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  articles,  is  the  grand 
popular  error,  that  endangers  a  difappointment,  in  that  great  end  pro- 
pofed.  For  no  ilamp  of  authority  can  give  an  intrinfic  Worth,  where 
it  really  is  not.  Experience,  whofc  inftrudtions,  even  the  weakeft  maf 
reach,  will  fhew  us,  that  bills  of  credit  have  been  iifued  in  no  place  on 
tills  continent,  where  they  have  not,  fooner  or  later,  funk  below  the 
value,  at  whidi  they  were,  at  firft,  made ;  and  yet  they  all  had  as  pow^ 
crfiil  a^l^p  of  authority  as  any  we  can  give.  We  are  now  upon  put* 
ting  in  pra<5lice  a  project  of  the  fame  kind ;  it  is,  therefore,  the  more 
highly  incumbent  on  us,  prudently  and  advifedly  to  conlider,  in  time, 
by  what  means  the  inconveniencies,  that  have  attended  otheri,  in  theirs, 
tnay  be  prevented  in  our  undertaking. 

'*  The  firft  remark,  we  offered,  on  this  head,  was  from  this  founda^ 
tioB,  that,  if  the  public,  by  their  terms  of  iffuing  their  bills,  fhew  they 
cftimate  them  at  lefs  than  they  would  real  money ;  all  mankind,  but  el^ 
f edally  the  trader,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  exchange  his  commodity  for 
Its  real  value,  will  naturally  Se  taught  to  do  the  fame.  The  greatnefs 
ef  the  fecurity  makes  no  manner  of  difference,  unleis  the  borrower  %>t 
the  bills  fliould  be  obliged,  for  one  hundred  pounJs  lent  in  them,  to  repay, 
vpon  that  fecurity,  the  like  fum  of  gold  or  filver,  and  not  in  the  &me 
fpecie ;  for  ihould  one,  upon  lending  any  rarity,  of  no  great  intrinfic  va« 
hie,  take  a  fecurity  of  we  hundred  pounds ^  to  Lilve  it  returned,  this  would 
not  add  to  the  real  worth  of  the  thing  lent,  though  it  (hewed,  the  len-^ 
der  refolved  to  have  it  reftored  to  him ;  or,  if  a  man  fiiould  aflign  the 
bond  of  another  perfon  of  dubious  credit,  for  one  hundred  pounds  due,  fpr 
the  conlideration  of  Jifiy  pounds  only,  to  be  paid  by  the  aflignce,  in 
twelve  'months,  to  the  aflignor ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  Ji/ty  pound*- ^ 
fiiould  take  a  mortgage,  or  fecurity,  worth ^wr  hundred  pounds y  this  in- 
deed will  make  the  debt  oi  fifty  more  certainly  good,  but  will  not  a(^ 
one  farthing  to  the  value  of  the  bond  afligned .  in  the  fame  manner,  if 
a  pcrfo^  be  poffcffcd  oi  ffty  pmnds,  in  bills  of  credit,  though  there  be  x

1723.  "  Eighthly^  That  all  thofc  deceive  themfelves, 
who,  becaufe  gold  and  filver  mj^y  be  had  at  New 
York,  or  other  places,  in  exchange  for  their  pa- 
per money,  fuppofe  that  the  one,  therefore,  is  as 
good  as  the  other,  unlefs  the  filver  can  be  had  at 
eight  jhillings  per  ounce,  or  the  gold  2,tftx  JhilHngi 
per  penny  weight,  at  New  Tork^  as  they  were  rated 
at  the  firft  ftriking  of  their  bills ;  but  when  their 
filvcr  brings  from  nine  to  ten  ftiillings  per  ounce, 
and  their  light  piftoles  pafs  at  twenty-eight  fliillings, 
or  higher,  then  bills  are  truly  fo  much  fallen  in  va- 
lue,  as  the  others  are  advanced.

ftcurity  of  9fie  or  two  hundred  pounds  given  for  them,  in  Ac  ofiicc,  by  the 
borrower,  at  the  firfl  taking  of  them  out,  fhould  thefe  bills^^or  the 
fame  reafons,  that  have  prevailed  in  Bojion^  and  other  places,  vtfjf^  ^^ 
tafe,  fink  in  their  value,  and  become  worth  Icfs  than  yor/y  ^«ir««£r^S*1iilc 
in  that  perfon's  hands,  the  fecurity  given  will,  in  no  manner,  compen- 
fate  that  lofs  to  the  poflefTor ;  for  neither  he,  nor  even  the  public,  can 
have  any  fatisfadbion  from  the  fecurity ;  becaufe,  if  the  borrower  re-* 
turns  the  bills  again,  when  due  from  him,  though  they  fiiould  not  then 
be  #orth  twenty  pounds  of  that  coin,  by  which  they  were  firft  rated,  his 
fecurity  will  be  entirely  difcharged  by  the  payment.  This  is  moft  evi- 
dent and  plain  to  any  man  of  reafon,  who  will  make  ufe  of  it :  but  per- 
fons  over-run  with  the  common  notions,  depending  on  the  applaufe  of 
fuch  as  are  ready  prepared  to  give  it  to  every  thing,  favouring  their  own 
epinionsy  may  think  it  fufiicient  for  anfwering  the  moft  certain  truth, 
barely  to  deny  it,  and  confide  in  the  numbers,  that  are  to  fupport  their 
aifertions ;  which  we  conceive  has  been  the  only  motive  to  thofe  perfoDs, 
who  drew  up,  or  prefentv^d  the  paper,  now  under  confideration ;  but 
the  unhandfome  refle<Stions,  that  are  cafi:,  in  that  part  of  it,  fhall,  for 
the  prefent,  be  waved,  and  referred  to  the  clofe  of  this,  as  a  more  proper 
place. 

'**  In  ^ur  fifth  and  fixth  heads  we  alferted,  that  fuch  fchemes  as  were 
then  commonly  talked  of,  were  partial,  weak  and  unjuft ;  as  they  were 
intended  to  make  grants  very  beneficial  to  the  firft  borrower,  but  injuri- 
ous to  the  others :  that  all  would  equally  covet  the  fame  advantage ; 
but  that,  froiii  the  nature  of  the  thing,  all  could  not  pofiibly  partake  of  it ; 
unlefs  the  qnantity  of  the  bills  were  fo  vail  as  to  render  tbem  of  little, 
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^  Firft^  That  thci  whole  fum  ftruck  be  but  final!,    17^2,

"  Secondly^  That  it  be  not  continued  for  any 
longer  time ;  for  the  paper  will  wear  out,  and  it 
will  not  be  fo  eafy  to  exchange  it  for  new,  as  fonie 
have  imagined ;  which,  it  is  much  to  be  doubted^ 
will  be  foiind  imprafticable :  befidcs,  the  fobner  it 
is  to  expire,  the  more  eafily  wifl  people  be  fatisfied 
to  take  it.  •  But  farther,  our  laws  can  continue 
in  force  no  longer  thfm  fiv«  yeai^,  without  the 
royal  approbation* 

**  Thirdly y  That  <sare  be  taken  to  force  the  (ii&s 
ing  of  it  in  courfe,  and  in  a  jud  manner,  by  meau-

But  this  i^  now  entire- 
ly out  of  time,  the  wifdom  of  the  AiTembly  having  admitted  ppne  cf 
thofe  fchemeS)  there  guarded  againily  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  |i 
rcafon  for  offering  tli^t  part  of  the  paper  to  the  Houfe,  after  all  thp.

This  feen^ing  fmal) 
lUffercnce,  with  the  advance  given  in  England  by  the  Eafi  India  corapa* 
ny  for  Spanifi  ftlver^  wrought  fo  great  a  chaniji:  in  our  currency,  that 
our  payments  were  moftly  made  in  gold,  Nsi.v  Tori  and  Britain  gradu- 
ally cjhaufting  our  iilver ;  iiilbmuch  that,  even,  nine  or  ten  years  ago, 
five  per  cent,  advance  was  given,  in  gold,  ia  exchaasfc  for  Spanijhjii" 
vsr;  though  afterwards,  upon  a  greiit-jr  importation  cf  the  latter,  this 
iiffcroacc,  for  fomc  timf,  abated ;  but  o;r)kI  jiavinff  ftiii  fwtlwr  fallen  i^

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1722.  none  of  the  methods  hitherto  difcourfed  of  will 
efFed.  Thcfc  heads,  may  it  pleafc  the  Houfc,  are

A  few  days  after  this  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
the  Governor  alfo  delivered  them  his  fcntiments, 
in  writing,  on  the  fame  fubjefl:,  as  follows  :

"  Credit  may,  no  doubt,  be  compared  to  the 
mathematics,  in  fo  fer  as  both  fciences  will  admit 

of 

value,  in  Britain,  the  dirparity  has  again  further  increafed ;  for  acebunt- 
iiigr  pieces  of  eight,  on\j  zt Jive Jhillin^s  unJ /bur  ftffici.-  ^cr  ounce,  which 
.is  under  a  medium  for  their  common  price ;  and  gold  at  three  poundt 
tighteen  Jhillings,  which  is  near  its  prefent,  or  late  value,  in  England;  an 
ounce  of  Spanijb  filver  is  truly  equivalent  to  froen  JhiUingt  andjix  pence, 
in  gold,  at  jive  pound*  tenjhillings  per  ounce,  as  we  rate  it.  It  is  there- 
fore, neither  avarice,  nor  Jharping,  that  has  occafioncd  this  advance,  in 
the  exchange  of  thefe  two  metals,  but  the  eflential  difference,  in  thci^ 
intrlnfic  value,  at  the  market,  to  which  they  are  carried ;  which  is  eA 
timated  by  rules,  that  ever  will  prevail  among  competent  reafoners  on 
the  bafis  of  ti'ade ;  though  fuch,  as  go  beyond  their  la(i,  will  meddle 
with  matters  out  of  their  fphere,  are  uncapable  of  coni]irehendiDg  them. 

"  But,  from  hence  a  fure  rule  may  be  taken,  in  relation  to  paper, 
that  by  fo  much  as  the  value  of  public  bills  fink,  by  fo  much  will  gold 
and  filver  rife,  in  proportion  \q  their  intrinfic  worth ;  as  we  find  our  fil- 
ver has  done,  in  proportion  to  our  gold ;  and  the  conftant  ftandard,  t9 
meafurc  this  by,  will  be  the  exchange  between  the  £nglijb  colony,  where 
they  are  made  current,  and  Great  Britain.  From  hence  the  lofs  on  bills 
IS  to  be  ellimated  in  all  places,  where  they  pafs :  the  exchange  in  Nc%o 
T»ri,  before  the  bills  fell,  W«.  in  1 7 16,  yvzi  fifty  per  cent,  and  in  Boflon, 
not  long  before;  but  fince  171 7,  the  year  they  uttered  their  laft  great 
quantity  of  bills,  it  arofe  to  ftxty-fve  per  cent,  and  in  Bofon,  it  is  now 
near  on^  hundred  and ffiy  per  cent,  as  in  Carolina,  it  is  {rorcifive  to  Jix  cents 
advance  on  one  hundred  pounds  fterling. 

"  The  anfvver  to  the  eighth  is  of  a  pi«ce  with  the  reft,  a  prefiimptu- 
ous  denial  of  aj)oficive  truth,  that  is  in  itfelf  inconteftible;  for  the  lan- 
gua;2:e  of  the  Ne^u  Torh  bill  runs  thus,  viz.  for  a  bill  of  txvcnty  Jhillings  ;

clear  principles ;  and  yet,  by  the  fubtilty  of  an 
artift,  truth,  or  falfehood,  in  either  of  them,  is 
often  fo  wrapped  up  and  involved,  that  it  is  loft 
unto,  or  mifapprehended  by  the  plaineft,  and, 
generally  fpeeking,  much '  the  honefteft  part  of 
mankind. 

*'  But  the  common  neceflity,  and  general  inte- 
reft  of  the  whole  body  of  the  people,  being  a  fub- 
jeft  of  imp6rtance,  on  which  we  ought  to  fpeak 
plainly,  and  aft  freely,  I  fhall,  without  any  pre- 
amble, or  difguife  whatever,  communicate  my 
thoughts  to  you,  in  the'  fimpleft,  and  moft  intelli- 
gible manner,  that  I  can. 

*'  Ftrji^  If  it  be  true,  that  the  riches  and  pro- 
fpcrity  of  this  province  chiefly  depend  on  the  ma- 
nufafture  of  provifions,  and  the  exchanging  of  that 
manufafture,  with  other  things,  to  advantage,  it 
will  alfo  be  true,  that  whatever  incrcafes  the  one, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  encourages  the  other,  will 

juftly 

Mexieo plate^^  &c.  And  yet  that  very  WW  fliall,  at  tliis  time,  purchafc 
very  little  more,  (if  any  thing)  in  pieces  of  eight,  than  ttao  ounces.  It 
is,  therefore,  undeniably  true,  that  fuch  a  bill  ii  not  equivalent  to  /-ua 
•unces  and  4  half  of  fuch  plate;  becaufe,  being  falL-n  from  its firft. in- 
tended value,  it  will  not  purchafc  fo  much :  and  it  it  really  furprifing  how, 
any  men,  in  diredk  contradidion  to  common  fenfe,  can  amufe  themfeWcs 
and  others  with  fuch  groundlcfs  notions.  The  prict  of  goods  at  Nno 
Torky  -vrhethcr  cheaper  or  dearer,  than  at  Pbiladelpb'm,  is  out  of  the  queT- 
tion;  unlefs  it  could  be  alledged,  that  a  bill  of  ttventy  Jhillings  will  pur- 
chafe  as  much  of  thofe  goods,  as  can  be  bought  with  the  real  weight  of 
tvj9  nunccs  and  a  half  of  Span'ijb'  filvcr ;  which  the  boldeft  affcrtor  will 
fcarce  venture  to  afiiriii.

**  Wc  further  beg  leave  to  obfcrve,  on  their  anfwcr  to  the  three  !aft

"  Plrjl,  That  to  fupply  the  want  of  a  medium  for  commerce  is  tlie. 
honeft  intention  of  the  propofal  for  bills  of  credit,  and  not  to  difcharge  the 
debts  of  thofe  who  want  means,  from  the  public,  to  get  clear  of  them. 

"  Secondly f  All  bills,  bouds,  &c.  on  an  equal  fccjrity,  are  the  more 
valued,  the  fooner  they  bccom-:;  du« ;  and  tlie  fooiier  public  bills  are  to 
fink,  the  grcator  will  be  their  credit.  It  is  truo,  that  tha  longor  the. 
tims  is,  the  mf^re  c'x^r  it  may  fecai  to  the  firft  borrov'cr;  but.  in  the 
whole  pourf*  of  the  bills,  after  their  fccond  p ay:s.£::t,  this  will  but  d'-*

all;  for  though,  perhaps,  it  may  contribute  to 
hurt  fbme  weak  people,  in  the  ill  management  of

|)laifance»  it  is  doubted,  ii  more  owing  to  an  unconcernednefs  in  that 
point,  when,  or  whether  ever,  they  fink,  proTided  thty  are  once  obtain- 
ed, than  to  any  real  modefly ;  oiherwife^  it  wat  certainly  a  breach  of 
|hat,  after  the  Houfe  had  voted  both  the  ftim  and  the  tip:ke,  not  to  aci

*^  Wc  pay  as  great  a  deference,  may  it  pleafe  the  flottfr,  to  the  legif- 
lative  authority,  us  any  others ;  yet  we  well  know  their  wifdora  wiU  iot 
fiuencc  .them  to  le^id  cunftautly  an  open  ear  to  all  neccifary  hints  from 
without  doors,  that  may  contribute  any  advantage  to  the  important  af-. 
fairs,  brought  irom  time  to^tiilne,  under  tlieir  conildcration. 

"  From  hence  it  is,  that  we  ihall  yet  crave  Ubcrty  to  offer  ourfurthet 
fentiments,  not  only  in  relation  to  a  paper  credit,  but  upon  ibme  othe^ 
l^oints,  thsit  nearly  concern  the  profperity  of  this  colony. 

**  Such  biUs,  we  find,  have  been  ifTued  in  Am^ha,  on  two  diKereot 
foundations;  the  one  has  been  to  raife  a  large  fum  immediately,  00  the 
credit  of  future  taxes,  duties,  &c.  by  which  they  were  to  be  regukrly 
fuc)s  HI  tit^^  the  9^Cr  ^o  t^e  lent  out  on  iecarities,  aad  to  be  iunk  hj 
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hrtf^  be  lefs  than  is  neceifary  to  circulate  our  home  ^1722* 
trade,  in  its  natural  courfe^  ufurers  and  fharpers 
would  have  the  fame  opportunity  as  they  have  now, 
to  lie  at  catch  for  bargains^  and  make  a  monopoly 
of  trade,  by  engroffing  the  current  money  inta 
their  hands. 

"  Fdurthly^  The  very  eflence  an4  nature  of  cre- 
dit, as  well  as  the  pradice  and  experience  of  the 
greatieft  banks  in  Europe^  direds  all  fuch  bills  to  be 
i0ued  at  fomething  lefs  than  the  common  intereft, 
for  that  is,  in  effeft,  a  premium  by  the  public,  to 
encourage  their  circulation :  and  whofoever  i« 
plcafed  to  fay,  that  the  bank  of  Amfterdam  lofef 
credit,  by  lending  money  at  inv9  per  cent,  or  the 
bank  of  England^  by  lending  money  at  four  per 
cent,  ihall  fcarce  prevail  with  me  to  think  the  aifer^ 
tion  worthy  of  any  anfwer. 

"  Fifthly  J  I  am  not  of  opinion  with  thofe  gen- 
tlemen, who  are  pleafed  to  allcdgc,  that  the  value 
of  filver,  at  New  Torky  which,  in  the  month  of 
September  laft,  was  from  eight  JhiUings  and  Jix 

penc$ 

the  b<irF9Wcn  rfpaying  them  istb  the  treafiiry.  Thofe  of  New  Ttrk 
and  South  Carolina  were  by  the  BfHt  msthod^  aad  thofe  of  New  England 
and  Jthode  Jfiand^  by  the  fecond« 

'*  In  Carolina  they  were  obliged,  for  the  defence  of  their  town  and 
ccmntry,  againft  fome  threatened  in vafions^  toraife  an  immenfe  fnm,  for 
fo  innaU  a  colony,  vaftly  exceeding  the  occafipns  they  had  for  A  ctn^encyi^ 
efptcially  fince  their  rice,  which  foreignem  come  t6  carry  away,  will 
purchafe  moil  of  the  goods  they  want ;  and  this  funk  the  credit  of  their 
bills  to  the  low  ftate  they  were  deprelTed  to.  In  New  Torhy  their  firft 
bills,  raifed  by  the  fame  method,  vis.  by  anticipating  the  duties,  by 
which  they  were  to  be  funk  again,  kept  up  their  cre<Ut ;  and,  becaufo 
of  the  certainty  of  their  terminating,  and  the  quantity  being  moderate, 
for  a  place  of  fuch  large  and  extended  commerce,  they  continued  of 
equal  value  with  their  current  filver,  until  the  year  17x7,  when  they  iffued 
another  large  fum,  and  for  a  longer  term ;  upon  which  th^ir  credit  in;^^ 
mediately  fell  to  a  difparity  with  their  real  money. 

*^  Farther  to  the  eaftward,  their  bilh  being  iffaed  on  loans  only,  b^ 
which  Biethod  they  cannot  be  called  in,  with  fo  mach  certainty,  they 
cenfe^nently  fell  more  than  one  third  below  the  value,  at  which  \hef 
were  firft  ilruck ;  and  the  fame  may  be  expedtcd  from  the  like  meafurea 
to  happen  here  ;  for  feeing  very  few  borrowers  are  found  to  difcharge 
tkcif  pfievt^gcs  to  priva^  perfons,  in  tipie,  and  according  to  contraA,  it

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1722.  fence  to  eight  filings  and  nine  pence^  is  occafiofied 
by  their  paper ;  for,  in  this  province,  where  there 
never  has  been  any -paper  yet,  iromjive  to  ten  per 
eent.  has,  for  feveral  years,  been  given  in  exchange 
for  filver.  And  as  to  their  computation  of  gold, 
the  gentlemen,  perhaps,  have  not  had  occsSion, 
of  late,  to  be  informed,  that  the  heavieft  pi/ioles, 
in  Torkj  go  at  no  more  than  twenty-eight  JhillingSy 
and  fmaller,  or  cut  gold,  at  the  common  itandard 
Talue,  in  that  province ;  where,  it  is  believed,  the 
people  could  not  poflibly  carry  on  half  the  quantity 
of  their  prefent  trade  and  bufinefs,  without  the 
hejp  of  paper. 

*'  Sixthly^  I  muft  alfo  take  leave  to  differ,  in 
©pinion,  with  thofe,  who,  without  enquiry,  and 
by  wholefale,  are  pleafed  to  condemn  all  fchemcs 
of  lending  money,  to  be  difcharged  by  annual  pay- 
ments ;  for  I  truly  think  that  method  will  not  only 
fuit  the  different  circumilances  and  conveniency  of 

the 

will  be  expefted  that  tbe  public,  to  whom  fuch  lofed  cries  ore  raifed, 
lor  fucconr  to  the  diftrefi*ed,  will  rather  be  m«re  indulgent,  than  ri- 
f  oroas,  to  their  humble  fuppliantt. 

•*  It  will,  therefore,  be  evident,  that  to  keep  up  the  credit  of  bill< 
the  quantity  mufl  be  moderate,  and  (hould  be  fomewhat  under  a  fuffici- 
ency  for  a  circulating  currency,  that  we  may,  as  they  do  in  Nnv  Tori, 
•ontrive  means  to  fupply  ourfelves  with  fomc  quantities  of  cafli,  whkh 
is  real  treafure  in  a  country,  while  bills  are  no  more  than  borrowing, 
from  one  another  without  ad4ing  one  penny  to  the  wealth  or  flock  of 
the,  colony ;  and  next,  that  a  certainty  of  theii  being  funk  in  a  reafona- 
ble  time,  will  principally  contribute  to  fupport  that  credit. 

"  It  vr2M  obferved  before,  in  the  laft  article,  prefentedby  us, 'to  the 
Houfe,  that  fuch  meafures  ought  to  be  taksn  for  this,  as  fhall  render  it 
abfolutely  necefTary  for  the  public,  that  tlie  bills  ihall  be  funk  regularly. 

"  It  is  therefore,  Upon  the  whole,  with  all  due  fubmiCIon,  propofed 
to  the  confideration  of  the  Houfe,  whether  it  may  not  be  rather  requiiite 
to  retrench  the  quantity,  laft  voted,  than  to  augment  it,  as  fo^ie  de- 
fire;  confidering  that  t^n  pounds  of  that  currency  will  probably  cir- 
culate more  and  fafter  than  ttvenfy  or  tLirty  of  gold  or  lilver ;  becaufe 
the  latter  has  a  conftant  intrinfic  value,  while  the  other,  more  fubje<9:

my  reafons  for  it,  are  thefe : 

^'  I  ft.  Whatever  quantity  be  iflued,  if  one  fifth', 
fixth,  or  tenth  part,  of  the  fum,  according  to  the 
time,  for  which  it  is  to  laft,  muft  neceflarily  come 
into  office  every  year,  it  may  be  lent  out  again,  at 
j^ve  per  cent,  for  any  time,  within  the  term^  to 
fuch  perfons  as  had  no  place,  or  opportunity,  to 
come  into  the  firft  loan :  by  which  means  aU  the 
frightful,  odd  things,  mentioned  in  the  gentle- 
men's  fixth  obfervation,  will  prefently  vaniflx;  for 
every  man,  in  this  cafe,  according  to  his  ability^ 
may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  ihare  in,that  advantage  5 
which  the  public  mofl  generoufly  and  prudently 
offers  to  the  neceffities  of  the  people. 

"  andly.  If  fo  great  a  fhare  of  the  whole  comes 
in  yearly  to  the  office,  in  order  to  be  lent  out  again, 
it  will,  in  a  great  meafure,  prevent  engroffing, 

and 

debt,  and  the  fupport,  for  the  enfuing  year,  is  yet  to  be  provided  for,  a 
fum  of  about  three  tboufand  pountU^  to  be  paid  out  of  the  bills,  to  be  funk, 
by  an  excifc,  or  fach  other  method  as  the  Houfe  ihall  befl  approve  of, 
for  returning  that  fum,  in  three,  four  or  five  years,  as  Ihall  be  judged 
moil  convenient. 

"  That  a  fum,  fufficient  to  finifli  the  prifom  and  wrkh§ufe  of  PhiladeU 
phh,  be  lent  out  of  the  bills  of  *  the  city  and  county,  to  b«  returned  into 
the  treafury,  by  a  yearlytax  on  the  inhabitants,  not  exceeding  one  penny 
per  pounds  till  the  faid  fum  be  difcharged;  the  prefcnt  taxes  of  three  pence 
per  pound  being  too  heavy,  in  thefe  difficult  times,  for  the  public  to  bear* 

"  That  the  refl  be  lent  oUt^  as  is  already  propofed  to  the  Houfe,  ofi 
good  unqueftionablc  fccurities,  at  the  intereil  agreed  on ;  but,  for  the 
botter  affuring  their  finking,  that  all  public  monies,  raifed  by  any  taxes, 
excife,  or  duties  whatfoever,  be  paid  into  the  refpeftive  trcafuries  only  iii 
that  fpecie,  to  be  there  funk;  and  the  full  value  of  fuch  public  monies 
be  made  good  out  of  the  fums,  paid  in  by  the  borrowers,  whether  in 
coin,  paper,  or  country  produce,  to  anfwer  the  ends,  for  which  the 
fame  was  raifed ;  by  which  means  the  bills  muft  neceffarily  be  funk,  and 
the  payments  be  duly  made  by  the  borrowers,  without  any  cxcufe  or  fa- 
vour. 

"  That,  for  the  more  effcdtual  fupport  of  the  credit  of  the  bills,  fttc 
pence  in  the  pound  be  alkwcd  to  the  perfon,  who  pays  them  in,  as  pub- 
lic money,  to  be  made  good  out  of  the  interedt,  paid  by  the  borrower.' 

«*  Thefe 
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t7a2«  and  help  the  circulation  confiderably ;  it  vnll  aJfo 
give  more  frequent  opportunity  of  difcovering 
frauds,  and  gradually  increafe  the  public  ftock  and 
revenue  of  the  bank ;  and  by  that  means  it  will 
demonftrably  fink  the  original  fum,  within  the 
time  prefixed ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  paper,  at  the 
end  of  that  term,  will  either  be  found  in  the  office, 
ct  its  value  in  ca0i,  ready  to  pay  what  (hall  thea 
iiappen^  by  accident,  to  be  yet  abroad* 

***  Seventhly^  If  too  great  a  fecurityis  demanded 
for  the  loan  of  public  money,  I  think,  it  will,  in 
a  great  meafure,  fruftrate  the  defign  of  relieving 
many  of  the  middling,  or  moft  induftrious,  fort 
lof  the  people }  wherefore,  it  is  my  opinion,  that

•»  Thcfc  meafures,  wvf  it  plcafc  xht  Honfe,  it  it  l>eUev)e<}»  will  very 
tnnch  contribute  to  anfwer  the  juft  ends,  propofed  by  the  bills,  with 
liie  leaft  iojiiry*  or  loftt  to  die  tto^txu 

^  The  refloftioDS,  in  ihis  hSt  {»»pfr»  ai  well  us  ffthesrs*  vluch  ha?p 
induftrioufly  been  rendered  popular,  fliall  be  anfwercd,  by  ihewing,  from 
the  ftate  of  the  country,  how  deftruAiTe  to  its  true  intereft  that  fpirit  i», 
to  which  too  many  appear  to  haye  refigned  themfelTes,  that  thofe,  who 
are  -finct rely  wrH  aiTe^ed  to  the  public,  may,  with  a  mwe  diflinguiih- 
ing  judgment,  obfenre  the  neaihres,  by  which  our  eommoD  intcrcfl  may

•*  That  thii  fmall  colony,  confifting,  at  prcfent,  only  of  three  eona- 
ties,  and  of  no  extraordinary  foil,  iltuate  but  4>n  one  iide  of  oifkt  naviga- 
ble riTcr;  is,  therefore,  inferior,  in  natural  advantagea,  to  all  othcn 
around  us ;  and  having  no  produce,  but  what  other  colonies,  mcce  com* 
modicufly  iitnated,  not  only  rival  us  in,  but,  of  late,  have  outdoce  us, 
we  cannot,  therefore,  equally  fiouriih  with  othen,  unlefs  we  compenii^^ 
thcfe  natural  defeats,  by  fuch  improvements,  f  n  induftry,  and  other  ^ood 
qualities,  as  may  defervedly  acquire  us  a  reputation. 

'*  That  the  huibandman  and  merckaac  are  the  principal  fupporten  of 
the  colony,  from  whom  all  other  kinds  of  bufmefs,  among  us,  recei^^ 
their  encouragement ;  the  one  jraifing  the  produce,  axid  the  oUier  export* 
jng  it  by  navigation. 

**  That,  by  the  common  methods  of  our  trade,  for  want  of  a  vcai 
abroad,~for  our  wheat,  and  what  is  manufadurcd  from  it,  we  can  nfTcr 
become  coniiderable ;  ^nd  therefore  it  is  neceffary  that  the  cornitryinafl 
ihould  endeavour  for  fome  other  improvements,  and  the  merchant  labcvr 
to  find  ouHiew  channels  ior  commere,  by  purfulng  it  in  all  the  branches 
that  may  lie  open  to  us,  in  other  countries ;  fc|r  both  theCe  will -ever,  ia 
reality*  have  a  natural  dependence  on  each  othdl*, 

<«  Thst 
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ontf  half  of  the  value  of  ground  rents  may  very   1722. 
fafely  be  lent  to  thofe,  who  are  willing  and  able  to 
give  fuch  fecurity. 

"  Eighthly^  If,  upon  furthef  coftfideration,  you 
find  that  the  fum  intended  may  be  iifued  to  better 
advantage,  for  a  longer  time,  I  think  the  objection, 
that  our  afts  can  only  fubfift  Jive  years^  without 
being  approved,  is  of  no  weight;  for,  befides, 
that  it  would  not  be  very  civil,  to  fuppofe  that  the 
legiflative  authority  here  would  deliberately  go  up- 
on any  aft  of  that  importance,  or  indeed,  of  any 
kind,  which  we  had  the  leaft  caufe  to  fufpeft  would 
be  difagreeable  to  his  Majefty,  or  the  fentiments 
of  his  miniftry :  we  know  very  well,  it  is  in  his 
Majefty's  royal  power  and  prerogative,  to  repeal 
and  make  void,  at  any  time,  all  a£ts  of  AfTembly^ 
to  be  made,  or  pafTed,  in  America :  and,  for  my

*'  That  it  is  aa  unhapplnefs  to  this  country,  that  there  are  not  more 
Wtialthy  men  in  trade,  who,  by  large  {locks,  could  force  fuch  an  extend- 
ed commerce,  as  in  Nrw  Tori  and  Boflon ;  for  by  thefe  means  more  ihip'* 
ping,  and  therefore,  more  workmen  and  people  would  be  employed;  and 
both  a  greater  exportation  and  confamption  of  the  country  produce,  to 
the  encouragement  of  the  farmer,  would  be  occafioned  by  it* 

**  That  it  has  ever  been  accounted  a  great  advantage  to  a  country,  to 
hare  men  in  it,  who  can  fupply  others  with  money,  in  their  neceilities, 
on  fuch  terms  as  the  laws  approve ;  for,  from  fuch  opportunities,  the 
induftriotts  and  ingenious,  who,  fo^  want  of  fomething  in  their  hand;;, 
might  be  ever  tied  down  to  poverty,  may  iind  means  to  raife  thenifelves 
(as  many  have  done)  to  fortuaes  and  a  capacity  of  being  extremely  ufe- 
ful;  from  hence  many  have  received  vsift  advantages,  by  compaffing 
bargains,  that  othcrwifc  they  muft,  forever  have  gone  without.  .  In 
Aiort,  there  is  nothing  more  equitable  than  that  the  adive  and  induftrious 
fhould,  for  a  moderate  confideration,  have  the  ufe  of  other  men's'  ftocks^ 
who  either  for  want  of  (kill,  er  inclination,  cannot  employ  it  them- 
fclvci. 

"  That  tlic  Wealth  of  a  country  confifts  of  the  riches  of  its  inhabl  t 
tants,  and  the  richer  any  country  is,  the  better  it  is  for  a  poor  man  to 
live  in.  All  thefe  being  unqueflionable  truths,  it  is  as  afloniiliing  to 
confider,  while  we  have  ftarce  one  man  ib  the  country,  thnt  can  be  tic* 
counted  rich,  when  compared  with  divers  in  other  colonies ;  while  the 
province  really  fuffers  fof^ant  of  more  men  of  ability,  to  promote  its 
intercft,  and  enlarge  its  commerce;  on  which  great  numbers  of  the 
people  have  their  dependance ;  while  money  can  fcarcc  be  had  on  any 
terms,  to  lend,  or  bon'ow,  and  feldom  ever  could  be  obtained  on  loan, 
^"t  by  entreaty,  and  with  folicitation ;  it  is  aftoniihing,  wc  fay,  to  con-

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1722.  part,  if  I  did  not,  in  my  confciencc,  believe  that 
the  aft,  now  propofed,  would  be  made  on  fuch 
a  rational,  juft  and  equal  foot,  as  would  rather 
claim  his  Majefty's  gracious  favour,  in  aflenting  to 
it,  than  render  it  obnoxious  to  his  impartial  juftice, 
I  fhould  neither  have  given  myfelf  nor  you  this 
trouble. 

"  Gentlemen,  thefe  arc  moft  frankly  and  fin- 
ccrely  my  prefent  fentimcnts  of  the  matter  before 
you ;  and,  as  I  do  not  find  myfelf  inclined  to  dif- 
pute,  and  much  lefs  to  fhew  any  ftiffnefs,  or  ob- 
ftinacy,  in  an  affair  of  fuch  a  general  concern,  I 
fhall  very  much  rely  on  your  diligent  circumfpec- 
tion  and  care,  for  the  good  of  your  country,  being 
ftill  ready  and  willing  to  give  you  all  the  afliftance 
in  my  power.

a  fpirit  of  malignity,  as,  in  diretSl  oppodtion  to  the  intereft  of  the 
whole,  to  infult  and  abufe  thofe  few,  in  the  place,  who  are  the  moft 
capable  of  promoting  that  interefl ;  to  return  reproaches  for  what  waj 
obtained  by  prayer ;  and  unfler  the  endearing  appearance  of  popularity, 
to  ftrikc  at  the  very  finews  of  a  country's  ftrcngth,  and  the  evident 
means  of  its  profperlty ;  in  which  all  would,  according  to  their  ranti, 
be  more  or  left  partakers. 

"  We  humbly  crave  tlie  Houfe's  cxcufe  for  thefe  obfervations,  which 
the  unhappy  prevailing  humour  of  the  time  (as  the  honourable  Houfe, 
from  the  laft,  and  other  applications,  cannot  but  be  fenfible)  has  ren- 
dered neceffary,  for  rcAifying  the  diftempcred  notions  of  the  mifguidtd.

"  I  have  ohferved  that  all  our  paper  money-making  AfTemblies  have  hecn

eftate,  in  nominal  vidue,  increafit,  and  their  debt,  in  nominal  Taluc,  de- 
ereafes ;  and  the  large  quantity  of  paper  credit  is  proportionably  in  favoar 
f>f  the  debtors,  and  to  the  diiadTantage  of  the  creditors,  or  indufbioos, 
frugal  part  of  the  colony :  this  is  the  wicked  myftery  of  this  iniquitm 
paper  currency. 

"  A  public  credit  paper  currency  (fays  he)  is  a  great  promoter  of  expedi- 
tions, z.  Thefe  bills,  to'defray  the  charge,  are  foon  expedited,  but  with 
ai  confequent  dift^it,  but  certain  ruiaoas  effed.  2.  This  affluence  of  pa- 
per credit  invites,  or  encourages  people  to  borrow,  and  run  in  debt,  be- 
yond what  they  can  extricate,'*  ^t. 

Again  the  fame  author  fays,  '*  The  cplony  of  MaffacbufetC s  Bay  was 
the  leader  of  paper  currencies,  in  the  Britifli  plantations,  and  have  now, 
at  length  (1749)  carried  this/rav</  to  the  utmofl,  even,  beyond  Nvt^ 
Carolina^*  &c.

and  delivered  to  Governor  Thomas,  the  following 
report,  which  exhibits  the  further  account  of  this 
aflfair,  to  the  faid  year,  viz. 

*'  An  account  of  the  feveral  afts,  paffed  in  the 
province,  of  Pennfylvania,  for  creating,  or  iffuing, 
paper  bilis,  or  bills  of  credit,  with  the  account  of 
thofe  bills,  and  the  value  thereof,  in  money  of 
Great  Britain  ;  and  the  provifion  made  for  fmking, 
or  difcharging  the  fame,  together  with  the  fum  of 
bills,  that  have  been  funk,  or  difcharged;  alfo 
the  fum  of  bills  fubfifting,  or  paffing  in  payment, 
at  this  time,  with  the  amount  of  the  value  thereof, 
in  money  of  Great  Britain^ 

"  In 

Governor  Hutchinfon,  in  his  hiftory  of  Majfaehufetu  Bay,  obfcrvcs, 
**  In  1702,  6/'8  was  equal  lo  an  ounce  of  filver.  In  1749,  5Q/*wa8 
judged  equal  to  an  ounce  of  iilver.  I  faw  a  five  ihilllng  bill,  which  had 
been  iiTued  in  1690  (wh«i  the  firft  bills  of  credit,  that  were  ever  ifTued 
in  the  colonies,  were  occafioned  by  a  Nnv  England  expedition  againil  the 
French,  &c.)  and  w^s  rtmaiming  in  1 749,  and  was  then  equal  to  eight 
pence  only,  in  lawful  money ;  and  fo  retained  but  about  one  eightli  of  * 
its  original  value — In  1749  bijls  of  credit  w^cre  aboliihed;  and  uulefs 
^he  evils,  which  they  occafioned,  ihould  be  forgotten,  the  government, 
it  muil  be  prsfumed,  will  never  ilTue  any  more.**

*  With  the  above  report  of  the  ftat«  of  the  paper  currency  of  Petite- 

fylvania  was  likewifc,  at  the  fame  time,  the  following  account  of  die

the  fkme  committee  of  the  Houfe,  who  made  the  above-faid  report,  vi%,

1723.  the  faid'afts,  by  virtue  thereof,  being  at  this  timcy 
to  be  funk  and  deftroyed,  which  would  unavoid- 
ably have  involved  the  merchants,  as  well  as  farm- 
ers, in  new  difficulties,  and  laid  the  province  un- 
der a  neceffity  of  making  new  ads  of  Affembly, 
for  emitting  more  bills  of  credit  in  lieu  thereof, 
an  a£t  was  then  pafled  for  continuing  the  value  and 
currency  of  thofe  bills,  for  the  term  of  eight  years, 
by  lending  out  the  fame,  as  they  became  due,  'with 
the  fame  provifions,  and  on  the  fame  real  fecuri« 
ties,  provided  for,  and  direfted  by,  the  former 
ads. 

"  The  amount  of  the  bills"  of  credit,  in  the 
prefent  year  1739,  by  virtue  of  the  feveral  afore- 
faid  ads,  amounting  only  to  £.  69,889  15,  from 
the  daily  increafe  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  con- 
tinued importation  of  foreigners,  among  us,  being 
found  by  experience,  to  fall  fhort  of  a  proper  me- 
dium, for  negociating  our  commerce,  and  for  the 
fupport  of  government,  an  ad  was  paffed  for  cre- 
ating and  ifliiing  a  farther  fum  of  e/even  tboufand 
me  hundred  and  ten  pounds  Jive  Jhillings^  and  for 
continuing  the  whole  amount  of  our  bills  of  cre- 
dit, for  a  fhort  time  of  years,  under  the  fame  real 
fecurities,  and  with  the  fame  provifions  and  limi- 
tations, as  direded  by  the 'former  ads }  by  means 
of  which  additional  fum,  the  whole  amount  of 
the  bills  of  credit,  current  in  the  province,  is  at 
this  time  eighty  thou/and  pounds  :  which  fum  being 
computed,  as  now  purchafed  here,  and  reduced  to 
flerling  money  of  Great  Britain^  makes  £.  50,196. 
Yet,  notwithflanding  merchants  and  others  have 
given  fome  advance,  to  purchafe  gold  and  filver, 
we  are  afTured,  from  experience,  that  difference 
arifes  only  from  the  balance  of  our  trade,  with 
Great  Britain,  being  in  our  favour,  by  means  of 
the  far  greater  quantity  of  Englijh  goods  import- 
ed into  this  province,  fince  the  creating  and  ifTu- 
ing  our  bills  of  credit  j  for  the  adventurers  ad- 
vancing 
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Vaticiiig'  the  price  o£  their  commodities,  and,  en-  1723* 
Couraged  by  meeting  with  a  ready  fale,  became  ^^■^^^^'^"^ 
great  gainers,  while  wheat,  flourj  and  all  the 
Valuable  prodiice  of  the  provihde,  continued  at, 
br  near,  the  ufual  prices,  and  are,  at  this  time^ 
to  btf  purchaled  with  our  bills  of  credit,  as  low, 
or  lower,  than-  has  been  almoft  evet  known,  when 
gold  and  filver  were  the  medium  of  our  trade  ^ 
and  all  tradefmen,  hifed  fervantSj  and  other  la^ 
bourei*s,  have  always  been,  and  are  ftill,  paid  at 
the  fame  ratesj  and  ho  more,  for  theif  labour^ 
than  they-  formerly  received,  before  the  creating, 
or  irfuinjg^  our  bills  of  credit.*^* 

In  Oftbbet  1723,  David  Lloyd  was  elefted 
Speaker  of  the  Affembly,  and  in  the  year'  next 
follov^^ing  William'  Biles  \^as  in  the  fame  office^ 
duritig  which  time,  the  ufual  cordiality  and  har^

*  To  the  above  account,  refpc<5l:In*  thd  pdpei^  Currency  of  Penrifyl<vama^ 
it  majr  be  added.  That,  by  another  report  of  the  Houfe  of  Affembly, 
made  in  ths  year  1749,  it  appears,  that  nb  more  was  ilTued  till  the  year 
1746;  that,  in  the  year  1745,  an  adt  of  Affembly  was  paffed  for  conti- 
burztg  the  currency  of  the  aforefaid  £.  80,000  for  fixteen  years ;  during

^'^""^^^  the  populace ;  which,  in  pcrfons  of  ability  are  no 
lefs  dangerous,  in  the  extreme,  to  which  there  is 
the  greateft  temptation,  than  they  are  really  ne- 
ccflary,  when  kept  within  due  bounds,  and  pro- 
perly tempered,  to  execute  any  good  and  important 
defign  in  public  affairs :  this  appears  to  have  been 
fo  far  the  cafe,  with  refpeft  to  Governor  Keith j  that, 
though  his  exerting  himfelf,  at  all  events,  to  pleafe 
thofe  he  governed,  and  his  harmonizing  fo  very 
much  with  the  Affembly,  were  produftive  of  di- 
vers advantages,  and  much  benefit  to  the  province,

The  Governor,  with  thofe,  who  oppofed  the  The  Go- 
Proprietary  intereft  being  the  more  numerous,  ;,XCfor 
and  who  now,  upon  this  occafion,  began  again  his  condua 
more  particularly  to  diftinguifh  and  exert  them-  ^*=' 
fclyes,  advanced.  That  the  power  of  legiflation, 
was,   by  the  royal  charter,    folely  and  entirely 
vcfted  in  the  Proprietary,  or  in  his  Deputy,  with 
the  reprefentatives  of  the  people ;    that,  ^  as  the 
latter,    or  the  delegates  of  the  people,  in  their 
leriflative  capacity,  were  fo  far  from  being  liable

Governor  KM^  in  his  defence,  &c.  votes  of  Aflcmbly,  vol.  ii.  pag[. 
438,  fays,  "  Wherefore,  I  Ihall  conclude  this  paper  with  a  iliort  and 
plain  ftatc  of  the  proprietary  right,  as  well  as  the  people's  privileges,  as 
they  are  afcertained  and  contained  in  that  royal  grant,  which,  without 
the  unanimous  confeot  of  ail  the  parlies,  or  a  legal  fjFfeiture  incurred, 
cannot  be  varied,  and  therefore  all  fubfequent  charters,  commiffions,  in-

Hants;  in  which  cafe  (as  it  is  in  all  othier  cafes,  where  a  Deputy  may  he 
appointed)  the  law  fays,  he  has  full  power  to  do  any  ad:,  or  thing,  which 
his  principal  may  do ;  arid  that  is  fo  elTentially  incident  to  a  Deputy, 
that  a  man  cannot  he  a  Deputy,  to  do  any  (ingle  atSt  or  thing ;  nor  can

Govcfnor  Keith  again  fays,  you  will  underftand  from  what  is  ohfervcd, 
^at  the  prefcnt  Council  of  this  province  cannot  legally  be  undcrftoo(l*to 
be  aQV  other  than  a  Council  of  flate,  to  advife,  and  to  be  prefent,  as  fo- 
}emn  witpefles  to  the  Governor's  a(3:ions,**  &c. 

Governor  Kiitb^s  anjioer  to  the  tviJonv  Penns  inftruSiionSy  Ibid, 

Among  the  arguments  advanced  by  James  Logany  on  tiie  other  fide  of 
the  queftion,  are  the  following,  m%.  s 

"  There  is  not  one  word  in  the  whole  charter,  that  direds  the  manner 
of  paillng  bills,  into  laws;  it  is  exprefs  and  abfolutely  grants  the  Aficm-? 
hly  a  power  to  prepare  bills,  but  without  any  refb*i<ftion  to  forbid  the 
preparing  of  any  elfe where :  and  what  is  yet  more  remarkable,  in  the 
dircdion  of  the  ftile,  the  word  advice  it  left  out,  though  commonly  ufcd 
in  all  adls  of  parliament,  and  in  the  acfts  of  Aifcmbly,  in  other  places. 
All  which  dearly  fiiews  that  the  Proprietary's  intention,  in  tliat  charter, 
w^ag  not  to  bind  up  Ijimfelf,  nor  Lieutenants  from  advifing  and  confuhing 
with  others,  in  legillation.  It  alfo  further  Ihews  his  refolution  to  guard, 
in  the  language  of  the  charter,  againft  thofe,  who,  a  little  before  that 
time,  had  ftartcd  up,  in  oppofition  to  him,  and  his  intcrcft,  and  fought

or  their  delegates,  &c.  to  be  affembled  for  that 
purpofe,  in  fuch  y&r/  ^nd  for  my  as  to  the  faid  Pro- 
prietary  and  them  fhall  feem  beft  j  but  that  the 
Affembly,  by  the  prefent  charter  of  privileges, 
agreed  on  between  the  Proprietary  and  people,  in 
1 70 1,  are  not  authorifed  to  advife^  (a  part  re-

tence  agalnft  his  furthef  proceedings^  in  taking  the  heft  precaution  he 
0oul(l|  for  his,  and  the  country's  fecurity,  during  his  ahfence, 

"  And,  in  order  to  this,  he  immediately,  by  letters  patent,  under  the 
great  feal,  bearing  even  date,  with  the  charter,  v/z.  the  ft 8th  of  Odtober, 
1 701,  eftablKhed  a  Council,  to  confult  and  ajjiji  the  Proprietary  bitttftlf^  or 
kis  Lieutenants  J  or  Deputies,  ivitb  the  befl  of  their  advice  and  counfel,  in  pub- 
lic affairs,  and  matteri  relating  to  the  government,  and  to  the  peace,  ivell'being 
etndfafety  of  the  people  thereof;  andia'the  abfence  of  the  Proprietary,,^  or  upon 
the  Z,iuetcnant*s  death,  or  incapacity,  to  exercife  all  an4  fingyilar,  the  po^trs 
of  government,  &c.

Andrew  Halmilton,  yet  he  obliged  Iiim,  by  his  inftrudions,  as  he  after- 
wards did,  the  fucceeding  Go^rernors,  Colonel  Evans,  and  Colonel 
Gookin,  to  a^  in  all  things  of  moment,  relating  to  the  public  (and  furely 
none  will  exclude  legiflation  from  that  lift)  by  the  advice  and  approbatitm 
of  the  Council;  which  thofe  gentlemen,  in  thofe  points,  as  flridUy  ob- 
ferved.  And  the  prefent  Governor  (Keith J  may  remtmber  that  he  not 
only  received  the  like  inftrudions  witli  his  commiflion,  but  for  forae 
rcafoas,  beft  known  to  thofe  who  reouired  it,  was  obliged  is  the  penalty 
of  one  thoufand  pounds  flerling  to  obfcrve  them ;  and,  to  leave  the  lefs  room 
for  difpute,  they  were  alfo  put  upon  record,  at  his  firft  arrival ;  which 
I  mention,  only  bccaufc  thcfe  precautions  arc  the  firft  of  the  kind,  I  have 
kxi»wn,"  &c.

leges, granted  by  charter  to  the  pebple  of  that 
province ;  and  my  concern  was  the  greater,  when 
I  confidered,  that,  as  their  happinefs  had  ever 
been  the  peculiar  care  of  my  late  hufband,  in  his 
life  time,  fo  the  continuance  of  it  has  been  no  lefs 
the  defire  of  myfelf,  and  the  whole  family,  ever 
fmce  his  d«ath,  I  purpofed  long  ere  this  time  to 
have  anfwered  that  remonftrance,  but  finding  my 
fincere  intentions  to  preferve  peace  and  unanimity, 
in  the  province,  had  been  manifeftly  perverted, 
to  the  great  difquiet  of  the  people ;  and  that  too 
by  thofe,  whofe  duty  it  was  to  have  afted  another 
part,  I  was  willing  to  lay  hold  of  a  more  favourable 
oppertunity,  (when  you  might  be  left  to  your 
own  prudent  deliberations,  without  being  influ- 
enced to  mifinterpret  the  good  intentions  of  the 
Vol.  II.

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1725.  family  towards  you)  to  affure  you,  that,  if,  at 
any  time,  I  fell  fliort  of  doing  any  thing,  that 
may  advance  your  intercft  and  reputation,  it  muft 
proceed  only  from  my  not  having  it  in  my  power. 
And  as  to  that  part  of  my  letter,  which  was  made 
ufe  of  to  procure  that  remonftrance,  I  do  acknow- 
ledge it  was  defigned  as  a  cautionary  direftion,  or 
limitation,  upon  the  afting  Governor ;  but  with- 
out the  Icaft  apprehenfion  that  it  could  ever  have 
been  conftrued,  by  the  Affembly,  as  any  defign 
upon  the  liberties  of  the  freemen  of  Penfilvania: 
becaufe  the  Council^  according  to  its  conftitution, 
either  is^  or  ought  to  be,  compofed  of  perfons  of 
the  bed  circumftances  and  abilities,  refiding  and 
inhabiting  within  the  faid  province ;  and  whofe 
intercfl  muft,  without  alj  doubt,  be  the  fame  with 
your  own,  and  that  of  the  people,  whom  you  re- 
prefent.  Nor  was  this  inftruftion  any  other,  but, 
in  effeft,  the  fame  with  what  had  ever  been  given, 
by  my  late  hufband,  your  Proprietor,  to  all  his 
Deputy  Governors :  and  (without  mentioning  the 
unhappy  occafion  given,  for  writing  that  letter) 
I  was  the  rather  induced  to  renew  this  inftrudion, 
becaufe  by  the  proceedings  of  your  own  Houfe, 
but  a  few  years  ago,  it  appears,  the  then  Affembly 
exprefied  a  very  particular  concern  at  the  Deputy 
Governor's  decKning  to  take  the  advice  of  the 
Council^  upo9  the  bills,  fent  to  him,  from  their 
Houfe,  to  be  pafled  into  laws  :*  and,  therefore,  I 
muft  conclude,  that,  if  in  this,  you  had  been  en- 
tirely left  to  have  followed  the  refolutions  of  your 
own  judgments,  you  would  have  continued  of  the 
fame  fentiments,  and  have  judged  it  a  very  necejfa- 
ry  injirudion^  at  that  time,  all  circumftances  con- 
fidered;  (but  more  efpecially  if  you  had  been 
aware  of  what  has  happened  but  too  plainly  fince) 
that  this  very  remonftrance  was  obtained  with  de-

and  laws,  made  by  him,  under  the  fame ;  for  the 
prefervation  of  which  you  exprefs  fo  juft  a  con- 
cern :  and  I  do  affwre  you,  it  is  not  cafy  for  me 
to  fay,  whether  for  your  fafety,  or  my  own,  I  am 
better  pleafed  that  this  attempt  upon  the  rights  of 
our  family,  and  your  privileges,  has  proved  un- 
fuccefsful :  and,  without  faying  any  more  of  that 
piece  of  management,  I  hope,  we  Ihall,  all  of  ug,

valuable  to  us.     My  age,  ^nd  low  ftate  of  health 
make  it  tedious  and  difficult  for  me  to  apply  my 
thoughts  to  bufmefs ;  and,  therefore,  I  fhall  add 
no  more,  but  that  the  Governor^*  appointed  by 
my  grandfon,t  With  the  concurrence  and  confent  . 
of  the  family,  is,  for  his  prudence,  well  recom-

The  repealing  of  this  law  occafioned  much  dif- 
ficulty among  .the  ^uakers^  in  the  province ;  and 
divers  attempts  were  made,  from  time  to  time, 
for  reviving  the  aforefaid  privilege,  but  without 
fuccefs,  till  the  year  1725,  when  an  aft,  pre- 
fcribing  the  forms  of  declaration  oi  fidelity^  abju^ 
ration  and  affirmation^  inftead  of  the  forms  before 
required,  having  been  paifed  in  the  province,  was 
ratified  by  the  King,  in  Council;  and  thereby 
became  perpetual. 

The  fakers ^  in  New  Jerfey^  were,  for  a  con-  And  in 
fiderable  time,  fubjeft  to  fimilar  difficulties,  upon  Ncwjcrfcy

to  manifefl  their  gratitude  for  the  royal  confirma- 
tion of  the  affirmation  aft  of  Pennfyhania^  ad- 
dreffed  the  King,  on  the  fubjeft;*  the  addrefs 
of  the  latter  was,  as  follows,  viz.

And  I  wiU  be  true  and 
faithful  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown  againft  him,  the  faid  James,  and 
all  other  perfons  whatfoever,  as  the  fame  is,  and  ftands,  fettled  by  an 
a<S,  entitled,  An  aSi  declaring  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  fubjeSi,  and  JA' 
tling  the  fuccejjton  of  the  croivn  to  the  late  queen  Anne,  and  the  heirs  of  her 
body,  being  Proieftants ;  and  as  the  fame,  by  one  other  aft,  entitled,  An 
a£i  for  the  further  limitation  of  the  croivn,  and  better  fecuring  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  fubJeSl,  is  and  ftands  fettled  and  entailed  after  the  deceafe 
of  the  faid  late  queen,  and,  for  default  and  ilTue  of  the  faid  late  queen,  to 
the  late  princefs,  Sophia,  ele<Strels  and  dutchefs  dowager  of  Hartnover, 
and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  being  Protcflants.  And  all  thcfe  things  I  do 
plainly  and  fincerely  acknowledge,  promife  and  declare,  according  to  the 
cxprefs  words,  by  me  fpoken,  and  according  to  the  plain  and  common 
fenfe  and  underftanding  of  the  fame  words,  without  any  equivocation, 
mental  evafion>  or  fecret  refervation  whatfoever.  And  I  do  make  this 
recognition,  acknowledgment,  renunciation  and  promife  heartily,  wil-

**  This  meeting,  under  a  weighty  fcnlfc  of  the  great  favour,  which  it 
hath  pleafed  the  Lord  to  incline  the  heart  ef  the  king,  and  thofe  in  th# 
government,  to  grant  us,  by  pafHng  into  a  law,  a  form  of  folemn  affirm" 
iOion,  which  will  remove  the  confcientious  fcruples,  that  many  Friends 
lay  under,  -(and  thereby  enable  all  to  follow  their  lawful  occupations, 
trades,  and  civil  concerns,  without  let,  or  hindrance,  on  any  account) 
doth  find  a  concern  to  recommend  to  all  Friends,  in  their  quarterly, 
moncfaly,  or  particular  meetings,  where  this  law  doth,  or  may  extend :

"  Our  blcffcd  Lord,  and  Lawgiver,  Jefus  Chrift,  told  his  difciplcs 
"  2^1?  are  the  light  of  the  tvorli;  a  city,  that  isfet  on  a  hill,  cannot  be  hid' 
And  in  every  age,  as  many  as  do  walk  in  obedience  to  his  gofpel,  muft

The  fakers  of  Pennfylvania^  though  this  was  Their  gra- 
their  indubitable  right,  as  a  part  of  their  firft  pur-  {^^^^^in^hii 
chafe,  in  the  original  fettlement,  it  is  plain,  look-  addf efs,  &cv 
ed  upon  their  being  replaced  in  the  enjoyment 
thereof,  as  a  great  favour ;  and  fo  far  were  they 
from  thinking  it  unncceflary  to  exprefs  it,  that  they 
declared  it,  their  duty  thus  gratefully  to  acknow- 
ledge it:  which,  with  their  continued  care  and 
practice  afterwards,  not  to  abufe  the  fame,  fliewed 
as  much  a  difpofition  worthy  of  filch  favour  and 
beneficence,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  exhibited,  on 
the  other,  a  rega:rd  for  the  juftice  and  happinefs,

or  liberty  are  concerned,  a  falfe  or  corrupt  evidence  is  very  injurious, 
and  may  prove  deflrucftive ;  befide,  it  ought,  on  all  occafions,  to  be  re- 
membered, that,  a  falfe  •witnefs  Jbalt  not  be  unpunifhed^  and  hi  thatjjfiokai 
liesfhall  n6t  ejiape ;  and  thst  the  command,  tboujhalt  not  hear  falfe  xttitntjsy 
28  as  well  in  the  gofpel  as  in  the  law ;  and  that  aU  Uars  fbeUl  have  their 
part  in  the  lake^  nvhieb  burneth  tvitb  fire  and  brimfme.

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The  inftitution  of  a  court  of  chancery j  in  the  1725. 
province,  in  the  year  1720,  has  been  already  '"^^^^"'^ 
mentioned.  At  this  court,  in  which  Sir  William 
Keith  was  Prefident,  John  Kinfey^  a  ^aker 
and  a  lawyer  of  eminence;  who  was  afterwards 
Chief  Juftice  of  Pennfylvania^  was,  in  the  year 
1725,  obliged,  in  the  way  of  his  bufinefs,  to  at- 
tend ;  where  appearing  with  his  hat  on  his  head,  is  inter- 
according  to  the  ufual  manner  of  that  people,  the  ^"p^^^  *^' 
Prelident  ordered  it  to  be  taken  off;  which,  was 
accordingly  done.  Hk  friends  the  fakers ,  took 
the  affair  under  conlideration ;  and  foon  after,  at 
their  quarterly  meetings  in  Philadelphia^  appointed 
a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Governor ;  and,  in  a 
rcfpeftful  manner,  to  requcft  him  to  continue  the 
privilege,  to  which  the  Quakers  conceived  them* 
felvcs  legally  entitled,  of  appearing  in  courts^  or 
etherwife^  in  their  own  way^  according  to  their  re^ 
iigious  ferfuafton ;  an  addrefs,  being  accordingly 
prepared,  was  prefented  to  the  Prefident,  Go-

tend to  great  degrees  of  purity,  to  fall  Ihort  in  common  honefty  I  It  is 
indeed  among  the  higheft  degrees  of  hypocrify,  a  crime  abhorred  by 
God  and  man !  &c. 

**  To  all  thefe  particulars  (feveral  of  them  being  here  omitted)  we 
think  it  neccfTary  to  add,  and  very  earneftly  and  tenderly  to  recommend 
to  all  Friends,  that,  as  much  as  may  be,  they  do  avoid  all  difputes  and 
differences,  with  their  neighbours;  and,  as  much  as  poffiblc,  ftlUiv

"  This  province,  with  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment, was  granted  by  king  Charles  the  Second  to 
our  Proprietor,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  faid  grant, 
was  known  to  diffent  from  the  national  way  of 
worfhip,  in  divers  pointy,  and  particularly  in  that 
part  of  outward  behaviour,  of  refufing  to  pay 
unto  man  the  honour,  that  he,  with  all  others, 
of  the  fame  profeffion,  believed  to  be  due  only  to 
the  Supreme  Being;  and  they,  on  all  occafions, 

have 
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have  fupported  their  teftimony,  fo  far  as  to  be  fre-   17^5- 
quently  fubjedcd  to  the  infults  of  fuch  as  required 
that  homage. 

"  That  the  principal  part  of  thofe,  who  accom- 
panied our  faid  Proprietor,  in  his  firft  fettlement 
.of  this  colony,  with  others  of  the  fame  profeflion, 
who  have  fince  retired  into  it,  juftly  conceived, 
that,  by  virtue  of  faid  powers,  granted  to  our 
Proprietor,  they  fhould  have  a  free  and  unquef- 
tioned  right  to  the  exercifc  of  their  religious  prin- 
ciples, and  their  perfuafion,  in  the  aforementioned 
pointy  and  9II  others,  by  which  they  were  diftin- 
guifhed  from  thofe  of  other  profeffions ;  and  it 
leems  not  unreafonable  to  conceive  an  indulgence 
intended  by  the  crown,  in  gracioufly  leaving  the 
modelling  of  the  government  to  him  and  them, 
in  fuch  manner,  as.  may  beft  fuit  their  circum- 
ftances ;  which  appears  to  have  been  an  early  care 
in  the  firft  Legiflators,  by  feveral  afts,  as  that  for 
liberty  of  confcience ;  and  more  particularly,  by 
a  law  of  the  province,  paffcd  in  the  1 3th  year  of 
king  William^  chap,  xcif ,  now  in  force :  it  is  pro- 
vided that,  in  all  coui;ts,  all  perfons,  of  all  per- 
fuafions,  may  freely  appear,  in  their  own  way, 
and,  according  to  their  vwn  manner,  and  there 
perfonally  plead  their  own  caufe,  or,  if  unable, 
by  their  friends ;  which  provifion  appears  to  be 
directly  intended  to  guard  againft  all  exceptions  to 
any  perfons  appearing  ijt  their  own  way,  as  our 
friend  did,  at  the  aforefaid  court. 

"  Now,  though  no  people  can  be  more  ready, 
or  willing,  in  all  things  effential,  to  pay  all  due 
regard  to  fupcriors,  and  honour  the  courts  of  juf- 
tice,  and  thofe  who  adminifter  it,  yet,  in  fuch 
points  as  interfere  with  our  confcientious  perfua- 
fion, we  have  openly  and  firmly  borne  our  tefti- 
mony, in  all  countries  and  places,  whexe  our  lots 
kave  fallen.

piftoles  from  the  Diitch  ifle  of  Curapa  alone,  for 
provifions  and  liquors.  And  they  trade  to  Surinam^ 
in  the  like  manner,  and  to  the  French  part  of 
Hi/paniolaj  as  alfo  to  the  other  French  fugar 
j/Jands ;  from  whence  they  bring  back  molaflcs, 
and  alfo  feme  money.  From  yamaica  they  fome- 
times  return  with  all  money  and  no  goods:  be- 
caufe  their  rum  and  molaffds  are  fo  dear  there. 
And  all  the  money  they  can  get,  frona  all  parts  j 
as  atfo  fugar,  rice,  tar,  pitch,  &c.  is  brought  to 
England^  to  pay  foi  the  manufaftures,  &c.  they 
carry  home  from  us ;  which  (he  affirms)  has  not, 
for  many  years  paft,  beien  lefs  than  J[^.  150,000 
per  annum.  They  trade  to  bur  provinces  of  New 
England^  Virginia^  Maryland  and  Carolinaj  and 
to  all  the  iflands  in  the  Wejt  Indies^  (excepting  the 
Spanijh  ones)  as  alfo  to  the  Canaries^  Madeira  and 
tne  Azores  ifles;  likewife  to  Newfoundland^  for 
fifli ;  which  they  carry  to  Spain^  Portugal^  and 
up  the  Mediterranean  ;  and  remit  the  money  to 
England ;  which,  one  way  Or  other,  may  amount 
to  £.  60,000  yearly ;  but  without  their  trade  to 
the  French  and  Dutch  colonies,  in  the  We^  Indies, 
they  could  not  remit  fo  much  to  England  ;  neither 
could  they  carry  on  their  trade  with  the  India?ts  if 
they  did  not  take  off  the  rum  and  molaffes,  as  well 
^sfugars  of  thofe  colonies,  in  part  of  payment  of 
the  cargoes  they  carry  thither.*'

May,  in  the  fame  year,  between  Charles^  Lord 
Baltimore^  the  Proprietary  of  Mary  land j^znd  the 
above  mentioned  Proprietaries  of  Pemifylyania*

Lord  Baltimore^  royal  grant  of  Maryland  was  about  50  years  prior  to 

Mr.  Penn%  grant  of  Pennfylvania ;  but  in  Balt''more%  grant  there  \vas  an 

exception  of  lands  belonging  to  the  Dutchy  which  are,  at  prcfent,  the 

,  three  lower  counties  upon  Delaware  river ;  when  Mr.  Fenn  took  poflef- 

iion,  he  found  one  Dutch  and  three  Stvedes  congregations. 

The  grand  difpute  was  concerning  the  conflrudion  of  the  expreffion 
40  degrees  of  latitude;  Maryland  grant  163a,  fays,  to  the  j^otb  degree  ef 
latitude^  which  the  Maryland  fide  of  the  queftion  confttue  to  be,  to  40 
degrees  compleat ;  Pennfylvania%  grant,  168 1,  fays,/©  begin  at  the  beginning 
of  the  \otb  degree y  which  the  Pennfylvania  fide  con fl rue  to  be  juft  after  the 
39th  degrae  is  compleated ;  thus  there  was  a  difpute  of  the  extent  of  one 
degree  of  latitude^  of  69  Bnglijb  miles.

Michael  Howard,  Richard  Bennit,  Benjamin  Tajker 
and  Mathew  Tilghman  Ward,  Efquires,  appointing 
them,  or  any  fix,  five,  four  or  three  of  them, 
commiffioners,  for  the  fame  purpofes,  in  the  part 
of  the  faid  Charles,  Lord  Baltimore*. 

In  which'  articles  of  agreement,  between  the 
faid  Proprietaries,  publifhed  in  Philadelphia,  in 
1733,  refpecting  theiimits  and  boundaries  between 
the  two  provinces j  including  thofe  of  the  territo- 
ries of  Pennfylvania,  it  is  mentioned  to  the  follow- 
ing purport,  viz. 

That  a  due  eaft  an4  'Weft*  fine  fliaH  be  driwn  fioundariirt 
from  the  ocean,  beginning  at  cape  Hinlopen,  which  ^^tween 
lies  fouth  of  cape  Cornelius,  upon  the  eaftern  fide  Baitinvrc* 
of  the   Peninfula  ;  and  thence  to  the  weftern  fide 
of  the   Peninfula,  which  lies  upon  Chef  apeak  bay, 
and  as  far  weftward  as  the  exaft  middle  of  that 
part  of  the  Peninfula,  where  the  faid  line  is  run.

"  Con{i<leri*ng  tHat  Maryland  grant  was  prior,  and  that  the  Maryland 
people  had  made  oonfiderabl^e  improvements  by  pofleflions,  within  that 
.degree  of  latitude,  the  affair  was  cprnproniifed  feemingly  in  favour  of 
Maryland,  by  a  written  agreement,  May  loth  173a,  "  and  that,  in  two 
calendar  months  from  that  date,  each  party  fhotild  appoint  commiilioners,

Notwithfbnding  this  agreement,  the  perform- 
ance was  long  delayed,  or  ob{lm3;ed,  by  akerca-  Boundaries 
tion,  or*  disputes,  between  the  parties,  about  the  fi^j^"^"ui 
mode  of  doing  it,  £aid  to  have  been 'occafioned  176a,  &c, 
principally  by  the  Proprietary  of  Maryland:  in 
confequence  of  which  the  inhabitants  on  the  Pcnn* 
fylvania  fide,  near  where  the  boundary  line  ought 
long  before  to  have  been  afcertaixied  and  marked 
out,  were  fometimes  expofed  to  unreafonahle  de^

Prefident  Logauy  during  the  time  of  his  Prefi-  jamct  lo- 
dentflilp,  as  well  as  both  before  and  after  it,  in  f«  P"^- 
conjundion  with  the  Council,  appears  to  have  had  cSLidi,'^ 
occafion,  among  other  things,  to  exert  his  abilities,  ^^ 
in  the   management  of  Indian  affairs;    among 
which  people  he  had  great  influence.    In  which 
time  likewife  the  claims  of  Maryland  upon  the 

Pennfylvaniansy  who  were  fettled  near  the  place 
where  the  boundary  line  ought  to  have  been  mark- 
ed  out  before  this  time,  and  the  difturbances 
arifmg  from  the  government  and  people  of  Ma^ 
rjland  on  that  account,  gave  much  uneafinefg  and 
trouble  to  divers  inhabitants  who  were  fettled 
within  the  bounds  of  Pinnfyhania  ;  but  in  gene-

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1738.  the  forepart  of  his  adminiftration  his  condud 
fcems  to  have  been  fatisfaftory  to  the  country ; 
but  afterwards,  the  war  commencing  between  En- 
gland ^nd  Spairij  about  the  year  t74o,  hisf  manner 
of  urging  fome  military  demands,  with  which  the 
AffemWy,  being-  chiefly  Quakers j  on  .  accouRt  of 
their  religious  principles,  could,  not  comply,  feems 
to  have  introduced  fo  much  altercation  and  difpute 
between  them,  for  fome  years,  as  to  render  the 
adminiftration  difagreeable  to  both,  though  the 
Aflemblies,  at  that  time,  were  not  averfe  to  grant 
money  for  the  general  ufe  of  the  crown ;  which 
they  then  did,  at  diflferent  times,  to  a  confiderable 
amount.* 

He  firft  met  the  Aflembly  of  Pennfyhania  in 
firit  meet,   the  fixth  mouth,  1738  ;  and  in  his  firft  fpeech  to

tiniore^s  objefting  againft  the  Proprietaries  of  Penn- 
fyhania  appointing  a  Governor  over  the  three  low- 
er counties,  &c*  .which  objedion,  after  fome  time, 
was  difregarded,  and  his  appointment  both  over 
the  province,  and  the  faid  counties,  approved  by 
the  king.

^^  It  is  our  great  happindfs,  that,  inftead  of 
triennial  Affemblies,  a  privilege,  which  feveral 
other  colonies  have  long  endeavoured  to  obtain, 
ours  are  annual ;  and,  for  that  reafon,  as  well  as 
others,  Icfs  liable  to  be  pradlifed  upon,  or  cor- 
rupted, either  with  money  or  prefents.  We  fit 
upon  our  own  adjournments,  when  we  pleafe,  and 
as  long  as  we  think  rieceffary ;  and  we  are  not  to 
befent  a  packing,  in  the  middle,  of  a  debate,  and 
difablcd  from  reprefenting  our  juft  grievances 
to  our  gracious  fovereign,  if  there  fliould  be  oc* 
cafion.;  which  has  pfteii  been  the  fate  of  Afl^eni* 
blies  in  other  places. 

*'  We  have  no  officers,  but  what  are  necefl'ary  j^' 
lione  but  what  earn  their  falaries,  and  thofe  gen«* 
rally  are  cither  elefted  by  the  people,  or  appointed 
by  their  reprefentatives. 

"  Other  provinces  fwarm  with  unneceflary  of- 
ficers, nominated  by  the  Governors ;  who  often 
make  it  a  main  part  of  their  care  to  fupport  thofe 
officers,  Cnotwithftanding  their  oppreflions)  at  all

femblies  to  create  no  great  oflBces  nor  bfEcers,  nor 
indeed  any  officer  at  all,  but  what  is  really  necef- 
fary  for  the  fervice  of  the  country,  and  to  be  furc 
to  let  the  people,  or  their  reprefentatives',  have, 
at  leaft,  a  (hare  in  their  x\omination,  or  appoint* 
ment.  This  will  always  be  a  good  fecurity  againft 
the  mifchievous  influence  of  men  holding  places 
at  the  pleafure  of  the  Governor. 

^^  Our  foreign  trade  and  fliipping  are  free  from 
all  impofts,  except  thofe  fmall  duties,  payable  to 
his  majefty,  by  the  ftatute  laws  of  Great  BritaifL 
The  taxes  which  we  pay,  for  carrying  o^  the 
public  fervice,  are  inconfiderable  j  for  the  ible 
power  of  railing  and  difpofing  of  the  public  mo- 
ney for  the  fupport  of  government,  is  lodged  in 
the  Aflembly ;  who  appoint  their  own  Treafurcr  j 
and  to  them  alone  he  is  accountable.  Other  inci- 
<lental  taxes  are  aflefled,  collected  and  applied  by 
perfons  annually  chofen  by  the  people  themftlves* 
Such  is  our  happy  flate,  as  to  our  civil  rights. 

•*  Nor  are  we  lefs  happy,  in  the  enjoyment 
of  a  perfed:  freedom,  as  to  religion.  By  majfty 
years  experience  we  find,  that  an  equality  among 
religious  focieties,  without  diftinguiihing  any  end 
fe£l:  with  greater  privileges  than  another,  is  the 
moft  effeftual  method  to  difcourage  hypocrify, 
promote  the  praftice  of  the  moral  virtues^  and  pre- 
vent the  plagues  and  mifchiefs,  that  always  attend 
religious  fquabbling. 

*^  This  is  our  conflitution ;  and  this  conftitution 
was  framed  by  the  wifdom  of  Mr.  Penny  the  firft 
Proprietary  and  Founder  of  this  province  j  whofe 
charter  of  privileges,  to  the  inhabitants  of  Penn* 
fyhanla,  will  ever  remain  a  monument  of  his  be- 
nevolence to  mankind,  and  reflect  more  lafting 
honour  on  his  defcendants,  than  the  largeft  pof- 
feffions.  In  the  framing  this  government,  he  re- 
ferved  no  powers  to  himfelf,  or  his  heirs,  to  op-

flowing  from  fuch  a  confUtution,  under  which  we 
cannot  foil  of  being  hiappy,  if  the  fault  is  not  our

"  Tet  I  haVe  obfofvedj  that,  in  former  Aflem- 
bUee  there  have  been  men^  who  have  a^led  in 
fuch  a  manner,  as  if  they  utterly  difregarded  all 
thofe  ineftimable  privileges,  and  (whether  from 
private  piqUe  and  perfottal  diflike,  or  through  mif- 
take,  I  Will  not  determiiie)  have  gone  great  lengths 
in  rifldng  our  happinefs,  in  the  profecution  of  Juch 
meafures,  as  did  not  at  all  fqua!re  with  the  profef- 
fioAs,  they  frequently  made,  of  their  love  to  dur 
govcrnrti^nt. 

*'  When  I  refleft  on  the  feveral  ftruggles,  which 
many  of  us,  now  prefent,  have  had  with  thofe  men, 
in  order  to  refcuethe  conftitution  out  of  their  hands, 
which,  through  their  miftakes  (if  they  really  were 
miftakes)  was  often  brought  oil  the  brink  of  de* 
ftruftion,  I  cannot  help  cautioning  you,  in  the 
moft  eartieft  manner,  agaiiift  till  perfonal  ainimo* 
fity,  in  public  confultations,  as  a  rock,  which,  if 
not  avoided,  the  conftitution  will,  at  fome  time 
or  other,  infallibly,  fplit  upon.'**

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our  different  feiitiments  have  been  the  tehxlt  of  1741. 
honeft  minds,  whofe  determinations  (though  pof- 
fibly  miftaken)  were  intended  for  the  public  good, 
it  ought  not,  nor  hath,  erafed  thofe  ties  of  grati- 
tude, which  we  defire  may  ever  remain  between 
the  defcendants  of  our  late  worthy  Proprietary, 
and  the  freemen  of  this  province.

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1 741.  "  Thefe  confiderations,  as  we  are  informed  the 
Proprietary  is  determined  to  leave  us,  afford  not 
the  moft  pleafing  refleftions  ;  but,  as  we  prefume, 
the  affairs  of  the  fan^ly  render  it  neceffary,  and 
are  in  hopes,  that  either  he  himfelf,  or  forhe  other 
of  our  Proprietaries,  will,  in  a  little  time,  return, 
it  behoves  us  tp  acquiefce  under  it.  Whateyer 
little  differences  in  opinion  may  have  happened, 
we  hope  the  Proprietaries  will  believe  the  freemen

'*  The  office  of  a  civil  Magiftrate,  or  Juftlce  of  the  Peace,  is  aa  office 
of  high  truft,  and  ought  to  be  executed  with  great  care,,  circumfpe^on, 
and  good  confcience.  Magiftrates  may  be  looked  upon  as  Minifters  un- 
der Gody  invefted  with  feme  branches  of  power,  for  the  public  benefit, 
v/z.  To  be  a  terror  and  fcourge  to  nil  doersy  and  a  praife  to  them  wfaa 
do  xuell ;  and  while  they  lead  lives  exemplary  of  this,  and  in  their  public 
adions,  have  this  principally  in  view,  diftributing  juftice'  impartially, 
with  clean  hands  and  pure  hearts,  their  pojfl  is  truly  honourable,  and 
they  are  highly  worthy  of  regard.  But  if  they  unhappily  deviate  from 
this  rule,  if  thty  are  found  in  the  pradice  of  thofe  crimes,  which  they 
ought  to  punifh  and  fupprefs,  if  they  pervert  juflice  for  bribes,  and  op« 
prefs  the  poor  and  innocent,  they,  therefore  render  themfelvcs  highly 
unworthy  of  an  office  of  fo  great  a  trufl. 

"  I  was  always  a  friend  to  power,  well  knowing  that  good  and  wholc- 
fome  laws,  duly  executed,  are  fo  far  frcm  being  a  reftraint  upon  true 
liberty,  that  they  are  only  as  regulating  fprings  to  the  paffions,  and  pro- 
dudive  of  it ;  and  our  worthy  Founder,  and  firft  Proprietor  tells  us, 
"  That  be  compcfed  his  frame  of  govern mcnt  nvitb  a  vi^xu  tofupportpmveriti 
reverence  tvith  the  people^  and  to  fccure  the  people  from  the  abufe  of  poxcer ;" 
and  thefe  two  are  geaerally  obferved  to  attend  each  other,  as  caufes  and 
their  efieds.  And  a  noted  profeffor  of  the  law,  in  this  province,  fonie 
years  ago,,  when  he  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  liberty,  and  loaded  with  age 
and  infirmities,  took  a  long  journey  in  defence  of  it,  has  thefe  words  on 
power  :  "  //  may  jufily  be  compared  to  a  great  river ^  vohichy  tuhile  kept  tvithin 
due  hounds f  is  Itoth  beautiful  and  ufeful ;  but  tvben  it  overfctvs  its  banks,  it  it 
then  too  impetuous  to  SefiemmeS;  it  bean  doxvfl  all  befort  it,  and  brings  defirvf 
tion  and  defolation  xvhere  it  comes %* 
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As  the  welfare  of  this  province  hath  fo  near  1 74 1 . 
a  dependanpe  on  that  of  our  Proprietary  family, 
our  intereft  and  duty  enjoin  our  particular  concern 
for  them ;  give  us  leave,  therefore,  on  this  occa- 
fion,  to  exprefs  our  hearty  defires  for  thy  pr ofper- 
ous  voyage,  and  fafe  return  among  us/* 

To  this  addrefs  the  Proprietary  anfwered,  as 
follows : 

"  Gentlemen^ 

,   "  I  thapk  you  for  the  regard  fhewn  to  my  fa-  Thomai 
mily,  in  this  addrefs,  and  for  your  good  wiflies  ^v^to  tffe 
for  my  profperous  voyage.

"  As  I  am  very  fure  both  my  brothers  and 
myfelf  have  the  true  intereft  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  province  very  much  at  heart,  you  may  reft 
affured,  we  will  oppofe  any  attempts  that  may  be 
made  on  their  juft  rights,  which  we  think  it  is  our 
indifpenfible  duty  to  fupport.

**  If,  then,  thefe  arc  the  ill  effcdls  of  lawlefs  power*,  every  wife  man 
paght  to  he  on  his  guard,  to  prevent  them,  by  keeping  up  the  banks  o£ 
liberty,  and  common  right,  the  only  bulwark  againll  it. 

**  It  was  in  defence  and  fupport  of  this  great  bulwark,  againft  the  at-* 
temptf  of  power,  under  a  pretence  of  ferving  his  majefty,  but  done  in 
fuch  a  manner  as,  I  apprehend,  cannot  be  fuppofed  was  ever  intended, 
or  erpe&ed,  by  our  moft  gr&cious  foyereign ;  whofe  diflinguifliing  cha- 
ra^er  is,  to  prote<Sk  and  not  to  opprefs;  and  whatever  burden  the  ne- 
ceiOHty  of  the  times  requires  to  be  laid  on  the  fubjedts  under  his  immedi- 
ate and  juft  adminiftration,  is  laid  equally  and  impartially;  I  fay,  it  was  to 
the  oppolition,  given  by  the  Houfe  of  Reprsfentathes^  to  the  manner,  in 
which  thcfc  attempts  were  made,  and  the  juft  concern  and  diflike  Ihcw- 
ed  thereto,  that  we  may  impute  the  late  changes,  made  in  the  commif-* 
fions  of  the  peace,  throughout  the  province,  whatever  other  pretences 
they  may  be  gloffed  with. 

"  For  this  caufe,  my  friends  and  country-men,  for  the  caufe  of  En" 
vlijh  liberty,  for  ftanding  in  the  civil  defence  of  right  and  property,  are 
we  difmifted ;  and  I  rejoice,  and  am  heartily  glad,  that  I  have  been  one 
^of  thofc,  who  arc  thought  worthy  of  difpleafure. 

^  And  now,  to  conclude,  I  take  my  leave,  in  the  words  of  a  Judge 
in  Jfratl^  **  Here  J  am,  luitnefs  againji  me;  tvhom  have  I  djfraudcd; 
lohom  have  J  9pprejfed ;  or,  of  •whofe  hands  have  I  received  any  bribe,  to 
kUad  my  eye:  tbereivitb  f  And  I  luill  rejiore  it.  * 

**  May  the  Prince  of  Peace,  who  is  the  King  of  kings,  protedl  tht 

Seople  oi  this  province,  from  domeftic  foes  and  foreign  enemies !  is  my 
carty  de£lrc  i  and  fo  I  bid  you  al}  farewell.^* 
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1741.  "  The  aflfairs  of  my  family  now  call  me  to  £«- 
^•^"^'"'^  gland ;  and  I  cannot,  at  our  parting,  better  evi- 
dence my  regard  for  you,  than  to  recommend  it 
to  you  to  aft,  in  your  flation,  a$  good  fubjefts  to 
the  king,  really  fenfible  of  the  benefits,  you  en- 
joy, under  his  mild  and  equal  adminiflration ;  and 
that  you  will  take  fuch  meafures  for  the  defence 
of  this  province,  as  the  prefent  pofture  of  affairs 
abroad  require,  in  which  you  will  have  all  the  af- 
fiftance  from  the  Governor,  that  can  be  expeded 
from  a  gentleman  in  his  flation,  who  has  no  view, 
but  the  king*^s  honour,  and  the  fecurity  of  your 
conilitution.

Thoraa*  Thomus  Penny  after  this,  on  the  death  of  his 
romc8^4"c  brother  Johnj  in  1 746,  became  the  principal  Pro- 
chicf  Pro-  prietor,  and  poffcffed  of  three  fourths  of  the  pro- 
prietor, &c.  yijjcg^    jjg  liygd  ii^  longeft  of  the  three  brothers ; 

but 

Refpedtmg  tfii»  fame  yohn  Wright  it  fnay  Be  fufthcf  obfcrvcd,  in  this 
place,  that  he  died  about  the  year  1 751,  in  Lamcafitr  county,  Where  he 
had  lived,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

Memorial  it  ig  recorded  of  him,  *•  That  he  was  born  in  the  year  1667,  in  Latt- 
of  John  cajbiriy  in  England^  of  religious  and  reputable  ptrenu ;  who  were  amoo^ 
Wright.  the  early  profeffors  of  the  dodrines  held  by  the  people  called  ^uakerif 
and  lived  and  died  highly  efteenicd  members  of  that  conmiunxty.  He 
was  educated  with  a  view  to  the  ]^ra(5tice  of  phyfic ;  but  he  declined  pur« 
fuing  it;  and  entered  into  trade,  till  the  year  1 7 14;  when  he  removed 
with  his  family,  into  Ptnnfylvaniay  Well  recommended  by  certificate; 
from  his  friends,  the  ^akers^  in  that  part  of  ^nglandy  both  as  to  hi» 
moral  chara(fter,  and  as  a  preacher,  in  the  fociety ;  with  whom  they  had, 
for  many  years,  lived  in  ilridl  azhity. 

*<  Soon  after  his  fettlement  in  the  province,  his  principles  and  condodt 
recommended  him  to  the  notice  of  the  public :  he  was  a  Reprefentative 
to  the  Genieral  Affembly,  for  Cbefler  county,  and  many  years  one  for 
Lancafter  county.  In  his  flation  as  a  Judge,  for  the  lad  county,  he  wa» 
noted  for  a  ^prompt,  honefl  plainnefs,  and  candour,  and  an  inflexible  in- 
tegrity ;  one  inftance  of  which  appears  in  the  caufe  and  nranher  of  hi^ 
difmiffion  from  that  office,  in  1 741,  as  above  mentioned. 

**  He  continued  to  attend  the  Afle^blie^,  till  broken  health,  and  aft 
advanced  age,  rendered  fuch  attendance  difficult,  and  fometimes  impradi- 
cable ;  although  the  people  among  whom  he  Uved,  from  a  long  expert 
cnce  of  his  ferviccs,  amd  regard  to  him,  would  not  be*  prevailed  on  by 
himfelf,  or  his  family,  to  nahie  another  in  his  ftead,  for  that  iUtion  \ 
but  continued  to  return  his  name  till  he  died. 

•«  Through 
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but  he  appears  never  to  have  been  very  popular,    1742. 
in  the  province :  he  is  faid,  in  general,  to  have  "— ^■>''^^ 
conduced  himfelf  rather  too  much  referved  to- 
wards  the  people,  and  t^o  nearly  attached  to  cer- 
tain  views,  for  his  private  intereft,  in  reference  to. 
the  province ;  which  are  things  oppofite  to  popu- 
larity. Befides,  the  imprudence  of  fome  perfons  in 
the  province,  in  order  to  fhew  their  diflike  at  fome 
part  of  his  conduct,  which  did  not  pleafe  them, 
tended  to  create  and  increafe  a  fimilar  difpofition, 
where  the  contrary  ought  the  more  to  have  been 
cultivated  and  cherifhed  ;  but,  in  general,  he  was 
a  perfon  of  a  worthy  charafter,  and  of  i^ioderate 
principles. 

Iij  the  fifth  year  of  Governor  Thoniash  adminir  A  riotoog 
ftration,  in  Oftober,  1742,  at  the  annual  eleftion,  ^cf*°°' 
for  the  Members  of  Affembly,  in  Philadelphia^ 
happened  fuch  an  inftance  of  the  unwarrantable 
^fFe£t  of  party  fpirit,  as,  at  that  time,  made  a 
lading  impreflion  on  the  minds  of  many  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  greateft  bleffings,  when  perverted  to  wrong  Bieffings 
purpofes  become  the  greateft  curies  to  mankind ;  ^^y  ^^  . 
and  the  very  fourccs  of  happinefs  and  profperity,  to^curfes)"' 
by  miftake  and  abufe,  are  changed  into  the  caufes  ^c. 

of 

"  Trtirough  every  ftation  in  life,  hU  good  will  to  mankind,  his  lova 
of  peace  and  good  order,  and  his  endeavours  to  give  them  a  permanent 
footing,  in  his  neighbourhood,  and  in  the  country,  in  general,  were 
known  to  be  his  delight  and  ftudy :  his  fenfe  of  religion,  and  the  tefliv  • 
mony  he  bore  to  it,  were  free  from  intemperate  zeal,  yet  earneft,  and 
attended  with  life  and  fpirit,  influenced  by  the  love  of  God,  and  bene- 
volence to  his  whole  creation ;  fuch  he  continued,  with  his  underftanding 
clear,  his  mind  calm,  chearful  and  rellgned,  to  t)ie  advanced  period  of 
old  age,  when  be  expired  without  a  groan.'* 

'Ontlje  19th  of  OAober,  1742,  died  Robert  Jordan  of  Philadelphia;  Death  ano 
a  perfon  of  note,  and  an  eminent  preacher,  among  the  fakers ;  in  memorial 
which  fervice  he  had  travelled  much  in  divers  countries :  accounts  fay  of  q£  Robert 
him,  that  he  was  juftly  efteemed  and  beloved,  not  only  by  thofe  of  hiis  Jordan, 
own  religious  fociety,  but  alfo  by  others,  both  of  high  and  low  rank, 
who  had  the  pleafnre  of  l^s  acquaintance :  that  he  was  generous  in  his 
fentiments,  free  and  communicative,  yet  very  circumfpeA,  in  his  con- 
vcrfation  and  behaviour;  and  carried  with  him  through  life,  the  evideg|   ,^ 
chara<%eriftics  of  a  good  man,  and  a  minider  of  Chrifi. 
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1742*  of  infelicity,  and  the  moft  pernicious  evils ;  even, 
^^"'"■^^  liberty  itfelf,  than  which  nothing  is  more  defirable^ 
when  carried  beyond  a  certain  point,  degenerates 
into  licentioufnefs ;  and^  from  its  eiFeds,  pro- 
ducing the  worft  kind  of  tyranny,  ia^  of  all  eviis^ 
frequently  rendered  the  moft  deftruftive  to  the 
human  race ;  for,  as  one  beift  of  prey  devours 
another,  fo  men,  whatever  refined  notions  they 
may  otherwife  poiSefs,  or  pretend  to,  when  re- 
flrained  neither  by  law  nor  confcience,  are  more 
pernicious,  and  that  often  to  their  own  fpecies, 
than  the  worft  of  favages,  or,  even,  the  moft  ra- 
venous of  the  brutal  kind !  It  is-  thus  that  men 
originally,  by  their  own  aftions  and  depravity, 
lofe  that  true  liberty,  to  which  they  would  other- 
wife  be  entitled ;  and  the  human  fpecies  is  thereby 
brought  into  vaflalage  to  their  own  folly.  Too 
great  liberty  is  the  caufe  of  too  great  reftraint  up- 
on it ;  and  every  extreme  is  the  fource  of  the  con- 
trary J  may  this  never  be  the  cafe  of  Pehnfyha- 
nia  ! 

liberty  had      Liberty^  which  had  long  been  confpicuous  in  the 
ny  Cerent  provincc,  and  of  which  the  early  inhabitants  had, 
kinds  of     in  general,  fo  long  (hewed  themfelves  worthy,  by 
?lnnfyi^-  uot  making  an  improper  ufe  of  it,  had  drawn 
ail,  Ac.     great  numbers  of  various  forts  of  people  into  the 
country ;  many  of  whom  \yere  perfons  of  very 
different  principles  and  manners  from  thofe  of  the 
generality  of  the  more  early  fettlers,  and  many  of 
their  fucceflbrs  and  defcendants.     Hence,  in  iuc- 
ceeding  years,  certain  fymptoitis  pf  an  approach- 
ing change,  in  this  valuable  blefling,  began  to  grow 
more  and  more  confpicuous,  through  the  forma- 
tion and  increafe  of  party,  among  many  of  the 
later  inhabitants,  joined  and  inftigated  by  divers 
others;  and,  in  their  eleftions  for  Members  of 
Affembly,  to  foment  the  fpirit  of  oppofition  againft 
the  old  intere/l^  and  the  defenders  of  the  eftablilh- 
ed  conftitution  of  the  province,  and  the  defcend- 
ants 
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ants  of  the  early  fettlers,   who  were  principally    1 742. 
concerned  for  its  prefervation,  being  chiefly  .%a-  *-"^>^-^^. 
k^rs^   to  a  higher  degree,   than  had  ever  been 
known  before. 

The  moft  remarkable  and  unwarrantable  in-  Account  of 
ftance  of  this  nature,  that  I  find  on  record,  in  ^'^  ^^^'^^^ 
this  province,  was  this,  which  I  have  mentioned,  ^^^^' 
in  the  year  1 742  ;  when  a  large  number  of  failors, 
from  the  (hipping  in  the  river  Delaware^  during 
the  time  of  eleftion  (not  being  any  way  interefted, 
or,  of  right,  concierned  therein)  armed  with  clubs, 
fuddenly  and  unexpeftedly  appeared,  in  a  tumul- 
tuous manner,  and  formed  a  riotj  at  the  place  of 
eleftion,  knocking  down  a  great  number  of  the 
people,  both  Magift rates,  Conftables  and  others, 
worthy  and  reputable  inhabitants,  who  oppofed 
them ;  and,  by  violence  having  cleared  the  ground, 
feveral  of  the  people  were  carried  oiF,  as  dead ! 

This  was  repeatedly  done,  upon  the  return  of 
the  ele£tors ;  till,  at  laft,  many  of  the  inhabitants,  » 

being  enraged,  took  meafures  to  force  them  into 
their  fhips,  and  near  fifty  of  them  into  prifon ; 
but  they  were  foon  difcharged :  for  it  afterwards  cccaConcd 
appeared,  that  they  had  been  privately  employed,  \jf^\ 
in  this  work,  by  fome  party  leaders ;  it  being  then 
in  time  of  war,  when  confequently  party  fpirit, 
which  is  fo  nearly  allied  to  it,  and,  in  the  ex- 
treme, ends  in  the  fame,  was  encouraged  to  make 
greater  efforts,  to  diftradt  the  public  proceedings, 
and  under  this  Governor's  adminifti^tion,  by  more 
ways  than  one,  to  divert  the  eftablifhed  form  of 
the  conflitution,  from  its  peaceable  order  and  courfe^ 
into  that  of  its  oppofite  nature ;  in  which  an  in- 
<creafing  party  here,  fince  that  time,  though  gene- 
rally under  the  moft  fpecious  and  plaufible  pre- 
tences, have  ever  appeared  to  take  delight :  for 
change  is  grateful  to  the  human  race ;  and,  proba- 
bly, x\o  governnient  of  mankind  is,  at  all  times, 

entirely 
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1743.  entirely  free  from  fa£Uous  fpirits ;  ^  and  a  large 
^-^^"•-^  number  will  always  be  found,  efpecially  where 
much  liberty  abounds,  which  is  only  proper  for 
the  wife  and  good,  whofe  intereil,  as  wel^as  plea-* 
furc,  it  will  ever  be  to  favour  rcvoluiionat  confe- 
quences. 

Of  Go-  During  Governor  Thomas* s  adminiflration,  the 

▼ernor       Indian  affairs,  feem  moftly  to  have  been  well  ma- 
^Jjl^^  naged,  and  harmony  continued  with  that  people ; 
tion,         which  has  always  been  a  matter  of  great  impor-* 
tance,  as  well  as  expence  to  this  province.*     But, 
as  before  obferved,  his  ardour,  in  prefling  fbme 
things  of  a  military  nature,  appears  to  have  in- 
troduced unprofitable  altercation  between  him  and 
the  Affcmbly,  during  part  of  his  adminiflration ; 
which  naturally  tends  to  difappointment  and  dif- 
like,  between  parties  of  fuch  oppofite  and  fixed 
principles,  and  fo  very  different  views  of  advancing 
the  public  utility,  as  thofe  of  Governor  Thtmasy 
and  the  Affemblies  of  Pennfylvania  were,  at  that 
aoT«rnor    time  J  but  afterwards,  fpr  divers  years  before  his 
ThotiiM  re-  refignation,  which  was  in  the  fulnmer  of  the  year 
^m^     1747,  a  much  better  underflanding  exifled  bc-

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In  confequence  of  Governor  Thomases  refignai    1748. 
tion,  the  adminiftration,   as  ufual,  devolved  on  ^-^^''"•*^. 
the  Council,  Anthony  Palmer  being  Prefidcnt,  till 
November,  1748  j  when  y antes  Hamilton^  oiPenn-  Govfroor 
fyhania^  arrived  Governor  from  England  ;  a  gen-  arrWM,^&c 
tleman  of  confiderable  fortune  in  the  province,  in  1743. 
and  well  efteemed  by  the  people :  he  was  the  fon 
of  Andrew  Hamilton^  before  mentioned  as  a  law- 
yer of  aote,  in  Philadelphia ;  and  who  likewife 
had  held  feveral  eminent  public  offices,  in  the  go- 
vemmeiit^  with  reputation* 

Governor  Hamilton  continued  till  his  refigtiation  ooTerncjr 
in  Oftober,  1754}  when  he  was  fucceeded,  in^ 
the  government,  by  Robert  Hunter  Morris  of  New 
yerfey^  fon  of  Lewis  Morris  who  had  been  Go- 
vernor  of  that  province.

NoU.  In  May,  1750,  <!icd  at  Burlington,  lA  ti^efi  Jkrfiy,  bf  ah  apo-  Death  and 
picdic  fit,  Joba  Kinfey  of  Philadelphia.     He  was  an  eminent  lawyer  J  memorial  of 
and,  during  the  laft  feven  years  of  his  life.  Chief  Juftice  of  ^ennfyltja-'  John  Kin- 
nia ;  which  ftation  he  held  with  an  Unblemiftied  integrity ;  and  with  fo  fey,  &c* 
much  reputation,  that,  even,  the  chief  part  of  the  lower  courts  followed 
hun  there.     He  had  been  many  years  a  Member  and  Speaker  of  the 
Affeitibly  of  ^en.0  Jerfey ;  where  he  diftinguiihed  himfelf  with  fo  much 
2eal  and  true  patriotiim,  as  greatly  endeared  him  to  the  people  of  that 
protince.  On  his  f emovaJ  to  Pbiladtlpbia,  in  1 7 30,  he  was  foon  chofen  into 
the  Affembly  there ;  of  which  he  was  Speaker  during  the  laft  ten  years 
of  his  life  fucceffively ;  except  a  month,  or  two,  when  he,  being  on  an 
tmbaify  to  an  Indian  treaty,  held  at  Albany^  John  IVright,  before  men? 
tioned,  officiated  in  his  ftead.     , 

He  had  very  much  pradice  and  fucccfs  in  the  law,  and  was,  for  fome 
time.  Attorney  General,  his  long  experience  and  great  ability,  in  the  ma* 
nagement  of  public  affairs,  his  Ikill  in  the  laws,  and  readinefs  for  com- 
municating his  knowledge  therein,  often  without  fee  or  reward,  and  his 
lendemcfs  to  his  friends,  the  people  called  J^/ai/'rj,  by  whom  he  was 
defervedly  cfteemed  a  valuable  member,  in  their  religious  fociety,  with 
the  exercife  of  many  civil  and  focial  virtues,  are  faid  to  have  rendered 
his  life  very  ufeful  and  valuable,  and  his  death  biuch  lamented,  as  a 
great  and  univerfal  lofi  to  thefe  provineei. 

Ifrael  Pemberion,  of  Philadelphia,  died  on  the  19th  of  January,  1 754,  Ifracl  Pem* 
in  the  69th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  the  fon  of  Phineas  Psmberton,  one  barton, 
of  the  firft,  or  very  early,  fettlers  of  Pennfyhania,  and  many  years  an 
honourable  Member  of  the  provincial  Council,  in  the  early  time  of  the 
province.  This  his  fon  Jfrael  was  born  in  Pennfylvania,"m  16845  he 
was  many  years  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  merchants  of  Philadelphia ; 
and  a  rcprefentative  for  that  city,  in  General  Affembly,  nineteen  years 
fuccelliveiy.    H«  was  one  of  the  people  sailed  J^a^r/;  and  accounts

^viUiJ^  fuccceded  Governor  Morris ;  and  continued  in 
Denny  Go- the  adminiflration' till  1759:  at  which  time  he 
i!IdT  ^'  ^^^  fucceeded  by  James  Hamilton^  fecond  time 
HaniS^  Governor;  who  continued  till  1763.

of  him  fay,  that  he  was  »  man  of  a  calm,  even  and  chearful  difpofitios 
of  mind;  which,  bein^  improved  by  an  early  acquaintance  with  the 
principles  of  the  religion  which  he  profefled,  rendered  his  whole  li&  an 
inftru&ive  example  of  the  CbriJUan  virtues :  that  he  was  much  beloved 
and  efleemed  by  his  friends  the  ^ahrs,  for  his  many  and  long  continued 
good  fervices,  in  that  fociety,  and  univerfally  refpe^od  by  all  othen  of 
his  acquaintance,  for  his  fteady  condudt,  manly  behaviour,  open  linceri- 
ty,  and  quiet,  inofienfive  life  and  converfation,  preferring  a  compliance 
with  his  known  Cbrijlian  dpty  before  all  other  confiderations ;  that  he 
was  generous,  charitable  and  humane ;  and  among  the  firft  in  mod  pub- 
lic contributions,  and  a<5ts  of  real  beneficence. 

Michael  Michael  Ligbtfoot  of  Philadelphia^  diod  in  December,  1 754.     He  came 

Lightfoot.  from  Ireland^  and  fettled  in  Nenv  Gflrdcn*  Chefier  county,  ii|  Pennfjlwf 
Mia,  about  the  year  lyit.  He  was  an  eminent  preacher  among  the 
fakers ;  and  travelled  much  in  that  capacity,  in  divers  countries,  both 
in  Europe  and  America ;  being  highly  efteemed  by  thofe  of  his  own  re- 
ligious fociety,  as  a  bright  and  exemplary  gofpel  niinifler,  and  of  great 
fervice  in  that  vocation :  in  general,  he  is  faid  to  have  been  a  man  of  an 
amiable  and  unblemiihed  character.  After  he  removed  to  Philadelphia, 
during  tl^e  laft  eleven  years  of  his  life,  he  held  the  office  of  pxbirincial 
Treafurer  for  Pennfyhania ;  which  he  difcharged  with  much  honour  and 
integrity. 

John  Smith  John  Smith  of  Burlington,  in  jSfew  yerfey,  fon  of  Richard  Smithy  for- 
merly of  the  fame  place,  and  brother  of  Samuel  Smith,  author  of  the 
hiftory  of  that  province,  (of  a  family  originally  from  Yorkjhire^  in  £«- 
gland)  died  on  the  26th  day  of  the  third  month,  1 7 71,  in  the  49th  year 
of  his  age.  As  he  was  a  perfon  of  an  amiable  character,  good  example, 
and  public  utility,  not  only  in  the  province  of  Nev)  Jtrjey,  but  alfo  in 
that  of  Pennfylvania,  it  may,  therefore^  not  be  improper,  in  this  place, 
to  mention  refpe<ding  him  ;  that,  being  brought  up  to  mercantile  afiairs, 
he  lived  feveral  years  in  Philadelphia  as  a  merchant,  having  married  Han^ 
nah,  the  daughter  of  James  Logan,  Efquirc,  a  woman  of  good  and  ami- 
able qualities ;  by  whom  he  had  feveral  children.  After  her  death,  in 
the  year  176a,  he  retired  to  Burlingtojfi,  the  place  of  his  birth;  having 
been  a  very  ufeful  and  valuable  member  of  fociefcy ,^lind  ferved  fcvcnd 
years  in  the  provincial  Affembly  of  PeKufylvania,  with  good  ability,  re- 
putation and  integrity ;  befides,  being  much  engaged  in  the  afiairs  of  his 
own  religious  community  of  the  people  called  ^alcrs,  in  Philadelphia  ; 
by  whom  he  was  highly  efteemed  and  beloved,  for  his  good  fenfe,  liberal 
and  generous  fentiments,  agreeable  and  inftrudive  converfation,  his  ex- 
tenfive  abilities,  and  generally  beneficent  life,  and  kind  fervices;  wludi 
were  fo  very  confiderable,  as  to  leave  lafting  impreiiions,  on  the  minds 
of  his  friends  and  acquaintances,  in  that  city,  and  to  reader  his  memory 
dear  to  many. 

After  his  removal  to  Burlington,  he  was  appointed,  by  nHindamus  from 
the  kiMgi  one  of  the  Council  for  Ne^o  Jerfey ;  in  which  office  he  conti- 
nued to  be  ufeful  to  the  public ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  particularly  fer-

Richard  Penn  wasi  fuperfeded  iii  the  adminiftra- 
tion  by  his  brother  John  Penn^  who  now,  after  Joh°  P?»«*< 
his  father's  death,  in  1771,  became  a  Proprietary^  Governor. 
iand  fecond  time  Governor  of  the  province^  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year. 
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Ticeable  in  his  own  religious  fociety,  till  the  tinic  of  his  ficknefs  and 

He  •  wat  endowed  with  great  conciliating  abilities ;  and  the  preferva-i 
tion  of  peace  and  concord,  among  mankind,  was  much  the  fubjed  of 
his  attention  and  delight. 

He  was  engaging,  (tppii,  friendly  and  undeugning,  in  his  address  and 
•behaviour ;  of  a  chearful  and  benevolent  difpoiition  of  mind ;  well  ikilled 
in  the  laws  of  his  country;  and  very  ready,  generous  and  ferviceablc, 
in  giving  his  advice  and  affiftanco. 

In  his  religious  charader,  he  ^zkibited  an  excellent  example  of  true 
pradical  Cbriftlanityif  free  from  all  affe^ation  and  narrowne^  of  mindi 
He  was,  in  feveral  relations,  one  of  the  befb  of  neighbours  and  of  men. 

He  had  a  turn  to  literature,  and  though  he  was  not  favoured  with 
much  of  a  learned  education,  yet,  as  he  was  a  perfon  of  good  natural 
|)arts,  much  reading,  and  converfed  with  all  ranks  of  men,  in  his  own 
country,  he  writ  feveral  pieces,  to  good  advantage,  on  different,  but 
generally  the  moft  interefting  fubje^s,  of  a  religious,  moral  and  civil 
nature ;  fome  of  which  have  been  publiflxed  for  general  benefiti 
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CONCLUSION- 

THUS  far  appears  the  manner  of  the  rife,  colo* 
hization,  increafe  and  happy  eftabliflimenc  of  the 
flourifliing  province  of  Pennfylvania  ;  which,  by 
means  of  the  very  remarkable  induftry,  honefty, 
moderation,  and  good  policy  of  the  firft  and  early 
colonifts  and  their  fucceffors,  from  a  wildernefs, 
became  as  a  fruitful  field,  and  a  very  valuable 
and  important  addition  to  the  Britifli  !ntereft  in 
jimericay  without  any  expence  to  the  parent 
country.* 

The  enjoyment  of  that  rational  freedom  of 
thinking,  and  religious  worfhip,  with  a  juft  and 
equal  participation  of  natural  and  civil  rights, 
which,  in  the  populoufnefs,  and  general  polity  of 
Europe^  feemed  to  be  either  too  much  loft,  or, 
at  leaft,  too  partially  diftributed,  was  the  compact 
of  fettlement ;  and  the  reftotation  and  fruition  of 
that  peace  and  tranquillity,  which  the  wickednefs 
and  folly  of  the  human  race  had  fo  much  banifli- 
cd  from  the  world,  by  the  more  efFeftual  encou- 
ragement and  promotion  of  primitive  truth  and 
fimplicity,  in  the  adions  and  manners  of  men, 
in  a  way,  that  feemed  beft  to  thofe  concerned, 
and  fo  far  as  the  ft^te  of  human  nature  would  ad- 
mit, were  the  chief  views  and  motives  to  the  un* 
dertaking. 

That  thefe  were  the  real  principles,  upon  which 
the  conftitution  and  government  of  Pennfylvania 
were  primarily  founded,  it  is  fufficiently  known 
and  manifeft,  from  the  beft  documents,  and  con- 
firmed by  a  feries  of  moft  certain  fads,  as  given, 
though  defeftively,  in  the  preceding  hiftory,  and 

in

tonfufion,  contention  and  uncertainty,  in  this  part  of  America^  alludesy 
-in  the  conclulion,  to  a  probable,  or  apparent  future  change, ,  &c. 
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in  the  following  view  of  the  general  ftate  of  the' 
province,  between  the  years  1760  and  1770 :  that 
its  great  and  rapid  increafe,  its  happy  and  flou-. 
rifliing  condition  fince,  down  to  the  prefent  time, 
have  been  principally  owing  to  the  influence  of 
thefe  fame  principles,  in  degree  ftill  prevailing, 
future  time  will  further,  and  more  fully  demon* 
ftrate,  whenever  the  unhappy  reverfe  thereof  fhall 
take  place ;  which  now  feems  to  be  faft  approach- 
ing :  by  whofe  contrary  effefts  will  then  ftill  more 
clearly  appear,  in  contraft,  both  the  caufe  and 
means  of  the  extraordinary,  and  fo  long  continued 
profperity,  and  unparalled  felicity,  for  which  this 
provijicp  has  been  long  fo  juftly  famed,  above  all 
other  countries,  at  leaft,  in  America^  if  not  in  the 
whole  world :  a  ftate,  in  fome  refpeft,  fo  nearly 
refembling  that  of  thofe  faturnian  times,  in  Italyj 
which,  we  are  told  formerly  produced  the  golden^ 
agCj  and  fo  far  aftually  realizing  ancient  fable, 
that  tp  its  inhabitants,  perhaps,  before  any  other 
people,  on  the  furface  of  the  globe,  might  parti- 
cularly, and  with  great  propriety,  have  been  ap- 
plied the  exclamation  of  th^  poet  Virgil, 

"  Felices  nimium  fiia  fi  bona  noriiit,  Agricolee !" 

as  w^ll  as  that  of  Milton,  refpefting  the  ftate  of 
the  firft  parents  of  ipankind, 

«  and,  O  !  yet  happieft,  if  ye  feelf 

No  happier  ft^te,  and  know  to  know  no  more." 

But  all  things  have  their  time ;  and  both  king, 
doms  and  empires,  ^s  well  as  fmaller  ftates,  and 
particular  perfons,  muft  die }  "  Jinis  ac  ah  origine 
pendet ;"  yet  folly  often  fliortens  their  duration, 
as  wifdom  and  virtue  prolong  their  more  happy 
exiftence :  and  we  may  plainly  fee  men  frequently 
and  greedily  embrace  the  fornier,  for  the  latter, 
and  with  great  z;eal  and  confidence  often  purfue 
their  own  mifery,  under  a  ftrong  perfuafion  of 
the  contrary :  for,  a$  tlje  human  body,  when  in 

its 
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its  moft  plethoric  ftate,  and  in  the  greateft  appear, 
ance  of  health  and  vigour,  is  often  then  moil  in 
danger,  or  neareft  a  fudden  change,  fo  the  late 
and  prefent  extraordinary  profperity,  the  increa- 
sing, flourifliing  and  happy  ftate  of  this  country, 
at  prefent,  above  others,  may  probably  be  a  prog- 
noftic,  or  (ign,  of  its  being  in  a  more  critical  fitur 
ation  and  danger. 

»  For  fo  long  as  the  fatal  delufion,  which,  we 

are  told,  originally  rendered  mankind  unhappy,  ftill 
pontinues,  though  in  diflfercnt  degrees,  and  various 
appearances,  to  except  entirely  from  its  baneful 
influence  no  part  of  the  human  race,  every  con- 
dition, in  this  world,  will  be  fubjeft  to  muta- 
bility ;  but  then  the  remedy  has  ever  been  equal 
to  the  difeafp ;  for  the  Creator  and  Supporter  of 
the  world,  whpfe  peculiar  attribute  it  is,  to  pro- 
duce good  out  of  evil,  has  placed  within  the  power 
pnd  choice  of  mankind,  thofe  means  of  recovery 
from  all  evil,  which  are,  at  leaft,  adequate  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  it;  and  fometimes  places 
fpecial  examples  before  the  eyes  of  the  human 
race,  like  this  of  Pennfyhania^  to  (hew  them  the 
abfolute  poffibility  of  a  ftill  fuperior  blifs,  and 
more  exalted  felicity,  than  is  commonly  experi- 
enced in  the  world,  not  only  in  an  individual,  but 
^Ifo  in  a  coUedive,  or  national,  and  inore  uniyerfal

naturally  and  properly  arife  from  the  fubjedls,  in  a  fum- 
roary  maimer.

Scafont  and  jL  HAT  greater  degree  of  ficcity  in  the  tempc- 
p^dyhra-  mature  of  the  air,  which  preyails  more  on  conti- 
aia.  nents,  than  iflands,  or  fmaller  tradls  of  land,  fur^ 

rounded  by  water,  is  obfervable  in  Pennfylvania. 
For  the  weather,  round  the  year,  is  much  dryer 
here,  than  in  Great  Britain^  notwithftanding  the 
more  violent  changes,  in  this  country,  when  they 
l^appen.  The  winters  are  longer  and  more  fevere ; 
the  fummers  hotter  and  dryer ;  the  fprings  very 
fhort ;  the  autumn  long  and  mild ;  but  notwith- 
ftanding the  length  and  fevcrity  of  the  winters, 
they  are  generally  more  clear,  agreeable  and  heal- 
thy, than  in  England ;  but  the  fummers  lefs  fo, 
by  reafon  of  their  great  heat  and  fudden  changes ; 
^  which  caufe  dyfenteries,  lingering  and  putrid  fe- 
vers, with  other  dangerous  diftempers,  in  the  latter 
part  of  fummer,  &c. 

Tempera-  The  temperature  of  the  air,  and  the  nature  of 
•i^  &  J  ^  th^  weather,  are  much  governed  by  the  particular 
and  variable  winds,  which  prevail  moft  in  the  dif- 
ferent feafons  :  fome  of  which  have  a  very  remark- 
able and  fudden  influence  thereon,  efpecially  thofe 
in  winter ;  which,  during  that  part  of  the  year, 
blow  more  from  the  weft-northerly,  than  from 
any  other  quarter.  Thefe  winds  feldom  fail  to 
produce  a  clear  fky,  and  a  remarkable  (harp  cold, 
even,*  in  every  feafon  of  the  year;  as  thofe  from 

th« 
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the  fouth-wefterly  are  diftinguifhed  for  producing 
hazinefs  and  warmth  or  heat  in  fuitimer.  But  the 
eaftern  winds  are  frequent,  and  as  much  obferved 
to  bring  on  hazinefs,  fogs,  or  clouds,  and  wet  or 
falling  weather,  as  the  former  are,  for  their  re-» 
fpeftive  cold  and  heat,  with  their  peculiar  drynefs  ; 
and  they  are  obferved  in  later  years  to  be  more 
common  and  prevalent  than  formerly"  reprefented 
to  have  been. 

Hence  that  temperature  of  the  feafons,  which  Extremes 
is  more  peculiar  to  the  infular,  than  to  the  conti-  coidf  wii^ 
nental  parts  of  the  world,  and  fo  remarkable  in  their  confc* 
Great  Britain^  is  not  experienced  here,  by  reafon  ^^^^^ 
of  the  heats  and  colds  being  more  intenfe,  and 
fudden,  often  occafioned  by  the  quick  and  uncer- 
tain fliifting  of  the  wind ;  which  have  a  furpriling 
effed:  on  vegetation,  and  even  on  animal  life  itfelf, 
both  to  accelerate,  and  fometimes  increafe  them, 
as  >yell  as  to  fhorten  their  duration :  for,  as  the 
vegetables  are  drawn  up  in  a  rapid  manner  (like 
plants  under  glaffes,  or  in  a  very  warm  expofure, 
in  colder  climates)  by  the  great  and  fudden  heats, 
in  the  beginning  of  fummer ;  whereby  the  very  ' 
ground,  more  efpecially  that  which  is  higher  than 
the  reft,  and  moft  expofed  to  the  fun,  and  parch- 
ing dry  winds,  appears  frequently,  in  a  fliort  time, 
to  be  exhaufted  of  its  virtue  and  goodnefs,  or 
deprived  of  that  frudlifying  quality,  which  nou- 
rilhes  plants  and  herbage :  fo  they  are  often  as 
fuddenly  cut  down  by  the  fucceeding  frofts,  or  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  fevere  cold,  or  want  of  moifture. 
And  notwithftanding  the  fpring  commences  at 
Philadelphia  near  a  month  later  than  about  Londony 
yet  the  harveft  in  Pennfyhania  is  a  month  earlier 
than  in  England ;  which  renders  that  feafon  very 
flibrt  in  the  former. 

Violent  gufts  of  thunder,  wind  and  rain,  are 
frequent  in  the  warm  feafons,  with  fudden  cold 

after 
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after  them,  and  a  north  weft  wind ;  which  more 
often  are  confequent  upon  the  intenfe  heats.  The 
fnows  are  frequently  very  deep,  in  winter,  and 
the  frofls  fo  intenfe,  that  it  has  not  beca  very  un- 
common for  the  large  river  Delaware^  even,  where 
it  is  near  a  mile  broad,  to  be  frozen  over  in  one 
night,  fo  as  to  bear  people  walking  upon  the  ice 
in  the  morning;  which  river  fometimes,  in  the 
winter  feafon,  for  feveral  weeks  together,  even, 
oppofite  to  Philadelphia^  is  as  much  frequented 
with  loaded  carriages  of  all  forts,  bringing  country 
produce  upon  the  ice  to  the  city,  as  any  part  of

So  various  and  uncertain  is  the  clime 

For  heat  and  oold  extreme,  in  little  time,"'  Sec* 


andfoil^&c* 
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human  fpedes  itfelf,  in  various  refpe&s,  is^  in 
proportion,  no  lefs  confpicuous,  in  thiis  country.* 

Nature  of  In  a  province  of  fo  large  extent  as  that  of  Penn^ 
«H  f!S**Ar  fyt'^^^i^^  Ae  nature  and  quality  of  the  fafid  and 
foil  muft  confequently  be  various  ;  yet  much  more 
of  a  (imilarity,  in  this  refped,  runs  through  this 
vhole  of  it,  at  leaft,  fo  far  as  at  prefent  cultivatec!, 
than  is  to  be  found  in  the  fame  extent,  any  vs^here 
in  England. 

If  the  lands  be  divided  into  three  parts,  or 
kinds,  according  to  the  prefent  application,  ufe 
and  fuitablenefs  of  them,  viz.  grazing^  arable  and 
barren^  or  leaji  ufeful^  the  firft  is  but  a  very  fmall 
proportion;  and  there  is  not  much,  that  may 
properly  be  called  very  rich,  or  good  grafs  land, 
in  it  (I  mean  ^  f^ir  as  at  prefent  improved)  when 
compared  with  that  of  fome  other  countries,  ex- 
cepting near  rivers,  creeks,  and  runs  of  water; 
where  in  the  vallies,  and  fuch  low  places  as  are 
enriched  by  the  floods  and  waffling  down  of  the 
foil,  from  the  hills  and  uplands,  and  longeft  retain 
moiilure,  the  land  is  the  moil  fertile,  and  com- 
monly appropriated  to  grafs :  but  then  thefe  places 
generally  are  more  unhealthy,  bein^  very  fubjeft 
to  agues,  intermittent  and  flow  fevers,  while  in 
the  more  elevated,  poor  and  barren  fituations, 
which  are  lefs  profitable  to  the  cultivator,  the  in- 
habitants 

*  Dr.  DeugUs^  in  his  findmary  hiftofical  and  political,  &c.  of  the 
Britifi  fcttlements  in  America^  before  mentioned,  obferves, 

"  As  Nno  England  lies  in  the  leeward  of  the  wcfterly  extended  con- 
tinent of  North  America^  the  winds  (being  generally  wefterly)  gladiog 
continually  along  this  vail  cra<ft  of  land,  much  heated  in  fummer,  and 
much  cooled,  or  frozen,  in  winter,  occafion  the  country  to  be  much  hot- 
ter in  fummer,  and  much  cooler  in  winter,  than  in  Great  Britain :  rcci- 
j^rocations,  but  not  to  extremes,  are  falutary  to  the  conftitution,  where 
the  tranfitions  are  gradual ;  thus-  we  may  obferve  in  nature,  that  for  the 
benefit  of  the  earth's  produce,  there  is  a  reciprocation  of  fpmmer  and 
winter,  day  and  night,  &c  In  countries  where  the  feafons  are  upon  the 
extremes,  in  fummer  and  winter,  as  in  N<nv  England,  conflitutions  do 
not  wear  well,  analogous  to  die  timber  and  plank  of  a  ihip  between 
wind  and  water.  Longevity  appears  moftly  in  i^and  countries^  where, 
with  a  fmall  latitude,  or  variation,  the  temperature  of  the  air  continues 
nearly  the  fame,  &c« 
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habitants  moftly  enjoy  a  clearer  air,  and  better 
ftate.of  health. 

The  fecond  fort  of  land,  which  is  far  the  great- 
eft  part  of  what  is,  at  prefent,  improved,  is  rather 
of  a  pbor,  Ihallow,  or  middling  kind  of  foil; 
but,  as  much  of  it  is  of  a  ftrong,  clayey,  or 
loamy  nature,  and  in  fome  places  abounds  with 
limeftone,  it  is  moftly  very  capable  of  improve- 
ment,  even  after  it  has  been  much  worn  out  by 
bad  management,  and  is,  for  the  moft  part,  very 
fuitable  for  grain ;  to  which  ufe  it  is  chiefly  ap- 
plied,  fo  far  back  in  the  country  as  improvement 
has  hitherto  advanced. 

Of  the  third  kind  of  land,  in  the  province, 
which  is  of  very  little,  or  no  value,  it. is  difficult 
to  afcertain  the  quantity ;  but,  in  divers  places  of 
the  more  remote  and  mountainous  p^rts,  no  fmall 
proportion  of  the  land  is  fo  broken,  ftony,  rocky, 
or  barren,  as  to  be  either  from  its  prefent  fituation, 
not  worth  improving,  or  otherwife  entirely  incapa- 
ble  of  culture ;  fome  places  fcarcely  producing 
any  tree,  or  vegetable,  whatever ;  and  others,  at 
beft,  only  thofe  of  the  moft  dwjirfifh,  or  fhrubby 
kind. 

Face  of  the  country^  mountains^  rivers^  £sfr. 
All  the  land  fituaied  fouth-weftward  of  Hud/on'^  see  Lewis 
or  North  River,  to  the  north  boundary  of  Caro-  f--J^^^ 
Una,  in  latitude  36  i,  may  be  divided  mto  diflfe- 
rent  and  regular  ftages ;  in  which  the  firft  objedl 
to  be  obferved,  is  a  remarkable  rief  or  vein  of 
rocks,  of  the  talky,  or  iftnglafs  kind,  arifmg  gene- 
rally a  little  higher  than  the  adjoining  land,  and 
extending  from  New  Tork  city  fouth-wefterly,  by 
the  lower  falls  of  Delaware,  at  Trenton ;  by  thofe 
of  Schuylkill,  a  little  above  Philadelphia  ;  of  Suf 
quehanna,  a  few  miles  above  the  head  of  Che/apeak 
bay ;  and  of  Gunpowder  and  Patap/co  rivers,  m 
Maryland;  oi  Potomack,  Rapahannock^  ^nd  James 
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River ^  in  Virginia  ;  and  of  Rmmak  in  Ncrtb  Ca- 
rolina. 

This  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  a  former  xmri- 
time  bbundary  of  this  part  of  America^  znd  fontu 
a  very  regular  curve.  The  land  between  this  rirf 
and  the  fea,  from  the  Nave/ink  hills,  near  Shrewp' 
bury,  in  Eq/i  Jerfey^  fouth  weftward  along  the 
Lower  whole  coaft,  may  be  denominated  the  Lawet 
Plains,  Plains  ;  which  confifts  of  foil,  wafhed  down  from 
vibote,  and  of  fand,  accumulated  froi](i  the  oceaiu 

Where  thefe  plains  are  not  penetrated  by  rivers, 
they  are  white  fea  fand,  about  twenty  feet  deep, 
and  entirely  barren.  But  the  borders  of  the  ri» 
vers,  which  defcend  from  the  uplands j  are  rendered 
fertile  by  the  foil  wafhed  down  by  the  floods,  and 
mixed  with  the  fand,  gathered  from  the  fea :  the 
fubitratun^  of  fea  mud,  ihells,  and  other  foreign 
fubjeds,  are  a  fufficient  confirmation  of  this  fuppo- 
fition. 

Hence  for  forty  or  fifty  niiles  inland  from  the  fea 
fhore,  excepting  as  above,  all  the  fpace  from  the 
Nave/inks  to  Cafe  Florida,  is  entirely  barren,  where 
the  wafh,  from  the  upland,  has  not  enriched  the 
borders  pf  the  rivers ;  or  v^here  fooie  ponds,  or 
defiles,  have  not  funuihed  proper  fupport  for  the 
growth  of  white  cedars, 

Vem  of  There  is  commonly  ^  vein  of  clay  feaward  of  the 
^  ^'  ^'  Ifinglafs  Ritf,  from  three  to  four  miles  wide ;  which 
is  a  coarfe  fuller*^  earth ;  and,  with  a  proper 
mixture  pf  loapi,  is  pccellently  well  adapted  for 
hrick^ :  at,  or  near,  which  vein  of  clay,  that  part 
of  Pennjylvanla^  which  is  nearefl  the  fefi,  or  from 
about  Trenton,  on  Delaware,  to  the  borders  of 
Maryland,  in  general  commepces  j  and  PhiladeU 
phia  is  partly  fituated  upon  it. 

From  this  rief  of  rocks,  over  which  all  the  ri*» 
vers  fall,  (as  before  mentioned)  to  that  chain  pf 
Iprpjk^n  hills^  commonlv  called  the  Scuih  Moun-. 

tain^ 
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ftmf,  there  is  a  fpace  of  very  uneven  ground,  ex- 
tending, in  diflferent  pllaces,  fifty,  fixty,  or  feventy 
miles,  and  rifing  fenfibly  on  advancing  further  in- 
land ;  tvhich  fpace  may  be  denominated  the  upland.  The  upland 
This  confifts  of  veins  of  xiifferent  kinds  of  foil  and  ^"^ 
fubftrata,  for  fome  fcores  of  miles  in  length ;  and, 
in  fome  places  it  is  overlaid  with  little  chains  of 
hiils.  The  declivity  of  the  whole  gives  a  great 
rapidity  to  the  ftreams  of  water ;  where  the  vio* 
lent  gufts  of  wind  and  rain,  to  which  the  climate, 
in  hot  feafons,  is  very  fubjeft,  have  wafhed,  or 
worCj  it  much  into  gullies,  and  carried  down  the 
foil,  to  enrich  the  borders  of  the  rivers,  in  the 
lower  pliam.  Thefe  fteep  inequalities  render  much 
of  the  country  not  eafily  capable  of  culture; 
whereby  it  is  likewife  impoveriQied,  by  reafon  of 
the  almoft  continual  wafhing  away  of  the  richer 
mould,  that  covers  the  furface* 

The  South  Mountain  is  not  in  ridges,  like  the  south 
Endlefs  Mountains^  fo  called,  but  in  fmall,  broken,  Mountaia, 
fteep,  ftony  hills ;  nor  does  it  run  with  fo  much 
regularity.  In  fome  places  it  gradually  diminilhes 
to  nothing,  not  appearing  again  for  jfome  miles ; 
and,  in  others,  it  fpreads  feveral  miles  in  breadth. 
Between  the  South  Mountain^  and  the  high  chain 
of  the  Eruilefs  Mountains^  (often  for  diftindion, 
called  the  North  Mountain^  and  in  fome  places, 
the  Kitiafinni  and  PequelinJ  there  is  a  valley  of 
pretty  even  good  land,  from  eight  to  ten  or  twenty 
miles  wide,  which  is  perhaps  fome  of  the  befl: 
land,  if  not  the  moft  confiderable  quantity  of  it, 
that  the  Englijh  at  pfefent,  (about  the  year  1753, 
when  moft  of  thefe  obfervations,  on  the  face  of 
the  country,  were  made  and  published  by  Lewis 
Evans  of  Philadelphia)  are  poffeffed  of,  or  have 
improved ;  it  ruiis  through  New  Jerfeyj  PennfyU 
vania^  Maryland^  Virginia;  and  is  every  where 
enriched  with  limeftone. 

The 
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Moil^uiw  "^^  Endlefs  Mountains^  which  is  the  Indian 
&c.  '  name  tranflated,  and  expreffive  of  their  unkno^m 
extent,  are  the  next  in  order,  and  make  xhit  fourth 
ftage.  They  are  not  confufedly  fcattered,  in  lofty 
peaks,  over-topping  one  another,  but  ftretch  in 
long  uniform  ridges,  fcarce  half  a  mile  perpendi'^ 
cular,  in  any  place,  above  the  intermediate  vallies. 
In  fome  places,  as  towards  the  Kaats-KHl  moun- 
tains, near  the  head  of  Delaware  river,  in  Nm 
Tork  government,  and  the  head  of  Roanoqk,  in 
the  fouth  weft  part  of  Virginia^  they  appear  to 
terminate ;  but,  in  a  little  fpace,  they  fpread  out 
again  into  new  branches,  apparently  as  extenfive 
as  before.  The  further  chain,  or  Allegenny  ridg? 
of  mountains,  keeps  moftly  on  a  parallel  with  the 
Jfinglafs  Rief^  and  terminates  in  a  rough,  ftony 
place,  at  the  head  of  Roanoak  and  New  River j  on 
the  borders  of  Virginia^  and  Carolina.  The  more 
eaftcrly  chains,  as  they  run  further  fouthward, 
trend,  or  fpread  themfelves  more  and  more  wef- 
terly ;  whereby  the  upland  and  rich  valley^  before 
mentioned,  are  fo  much  wider  in  Yirginiaj  than 
further  north;  and  which  caufes  them  to  meet 
and  interfedt  the  Allegenny  mountains. 

Some  chains  of  thefe  mountains  are  fingle  nar- 
row ridges ;  as  the  Kittatinni ;  fome  fpread  two 
or  three  miles  broad,  on  the  top ;  others  fteep  on 
one  fide,  and  extend  with  a  long  flope,  on  the 
other ;  and  the  fteeper  they  are,  the  more  rocky ; 
but  they  are  every  where  woody,  where  the  foil  is 
proper  and  fufficient  to  fupport  the  trees.  To- 
wards the  further  ridges,  north  eaftward,  the 
mountains  coniift  of  rich  land ;  and  in  fome  places, 
they  are  only  as  large  as  broad  banks,  three  or 
four  miles  acrofs.  In  the  way  to  OhiOy  by  Franks 
TowHy  in  Pennfyhania^  being  paft  the  jillegennj 
mountains,  the  ground  is  rough,  in  many  places, 
and  continues  fo  to  the  river.  Near  this  place  the 
jSj7&c.  Lawrel  Hill  fprings  from  the  mountains,  and  con- 
tinues, 
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tinues,  though  not  large,  in  a  very  regular  cham^ 
it  is  thought,  to  the  Ouajioto  mountain,  or  the 
fouthem  branches  of  the  Ohio.     For  though  the 
Allegenny  is  the  moft  wefterly,  on  the  weft  branch 
of  Sufquehanna  river,  in  Pennfylvania^  yet  it  is  far 
from  beine  fo  in  Virginia*     Except  the  further 
ridg€s,  lafi  mentioned,   there  is  but  little  good 
land  in  the  mountains ;  and  not  one-tenth  part  is 
capable  of  culture ;  but  what  f6iall  quantity  there  Not  much 
is,  confifts  of  extreme  rich  foil,  in  lawns  on  the  g<>«*  ^^ 
river  fides;   being  fo  much  rich  mud  fubfidedl^ountaaw, 
thef e,  and  Commonly  gathered  above  falls^  for-  &<:• 
tnerly  in  drowned  lands,  and  now  drained,  by 
the  rivers  wearing  channels  through  the  rocks. 

To  the  north  weftward  of  the  Endlefs  Mountains 
is  a  country  of  vaft  extent,  and,  in  a  manner,  as 
high  as  the  mountains  themfelves.  The  abrupt 
termination  thereof,  near  the  fea  level,  as,  on  the 
.weft  fide  of  lludfon\^  or  iVi^r/A  river,  below  AU 
banyy  appears  like  a  very  high  mountain.  For  upp^r 
Kaats^Killsj  though  of  more  lofty  ftature  than  any  ^^^^^^ 
other  mountains,  in  thefe  parts  of  Ainericay  are 
but  the  contifiuation  of  the  plains,  on  the  top ; 
and  the  cliffs  of  them,  in  the  front,  they  repre- 
fent  towards  Kinderbook.  TheiTe  upper  plains  con- 
fift  of  extraordinary  rich  land,  and  extend  from 
the  Mohocks  river  through  the  country  of  the  Con- 
federate^  or  Six  tfation,  Indians.  Their  termina- 
tion northward  is  at  a  little  diftance  from  lake  On- 
tarioy  near  latitude  43*^ ;  but  where  it  is  weftward 
is  unknown;  for  thofe  moft  extenfive  plains  of 
Ohio  are  part  of  them,  which  continue  to  widen, 
as  they  extend  further  weftward,  even  far  beyond 
the  MiJJifJippi ;  and  their  boundary  fouthward  is  a 
little  cham  of  broken  hills,  about  ten  or  fifteen 
miles  fouth  of  the  river  Ohio. 

The  Delaware  and  Sufquehanna^  rivers  of  Fenn^-  of  th?  tide 
fylvaniaj  at,  or  near  their  heads,  approach,  as  is  '^  *«J^  "• 

luppoled. 
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fttppofed,  mthin  lefa  than  thirty  or  fmy  taSk$ 
of  Hudfba's,  or  New  York  rher ;  and  ib  near  to 
the  former  does  the  tide  flow  up  the  laft  nienti«' 
oned  river ;  whereas  the  Delaware  runs,  perhaps, 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  the  5^ 
quehatma^  probably,  near  two  hundred  miles, 
down  their  channels,  before  they  meet  the  tide ; 
which  phenomenon  is  eafily  explained,  when  it  is 
confidered,  that  the  Delaware  and  Siffquehanna 
have  their  heads  in  thefe  plains,  and  Hudfon's,  or 
North  River,  has  the  tide  at  the  foot,  or  botton^ 
of  them. 

The  flat  country,  lower  plains^  which  lies  be- 
tween the  falls  and  the  fea,  is,  for  the  moft  part, 
well  watered  with  beautiful  bays,  rivers  and  creeks. 
Salt  marih-  navigable  for  all  forts  of  veflels.  AH  the  creeks 
**'  ^^'  on  Delaware  bay,  the  verges  of  the  foimds,  which 
extend  along  the  fea  coafl,  and  fome  cfedcs  in 
Virginia  J  and  towards  the  head  of  Che/apeak  bay, 
on  the  weft  fide,  are  bordered  with  fati  marjbes  ; 
fome  a  mile  or  two  wide. 

Thofe  parts  of  New  Jerfeyj  Pennjjhaniaj  Ma* 
^"^thS*  ryA7»(f,  and  Virginia^  between  the  IJinglafs  Veiny 
country,  and  the  North  Mountaifi^  ftope  towards  the  fea 
*^-  with  great  declivity ;  ^frhereby  the  rivers  and  rivu- 

lets have  great  rapidity,  and  are  excellently  well 
adapted  for  all  forts  of^  mills,  turned  by  water ;  a 
great  advantage  to  fome  of  thefe  middle  colonies, 
where  bread  and  flour  are  the  flaple  of  commerce. 
In  the  Endlefs  Mountains  the  rivers  are  generally 
flony  and  rapid ;  and,  in  fome  places,  where  in-' 
terrupted  with  riefs  of  rocks,  not  yet  worn  to  the 
level,  they  fall  in  catara^s  ;  and  above  fuch  places 
they  are  generally  dead  and  flow,  or  fpread  ia 
ponds,  and  drown  the  furrounding  lands.  '  In  the 
elevated  fiats  ^  which  form  the  country  of  the  Con^ 
federate^  or  Six  Nation^  Indians^  and  on  the  Obio^ 
the  rivers  are  generally  eafy  in  their  currents ;  and 
as  that  country  is  of  vafl  extent,  they  are  large 

and 
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and  excellently  accommodated  for  inland  navi- 
gation. 

Part  of  the  eaft  6nd  of  lake  Erie  is  faid  to  be  Lake  Erie, 
within  the  bounds  of  Pennfylvania ;  it  being  fup-  **^' 
pofed  to  be  rather  fouth  of,  or  within,  the  42d 
degree  of  north  latitude,  and  between  four  and 
five  degrees  of  longitude  weft  from  Philadelphia. 
It  is  a  beautiful  frefh  water  lake ;  is  faid  to  have 
&  fine  fandy  fhore  on  the  norths  a«  well  as  in  many 
places  on  the  other  fides  of  it,  efpecially  towards 
the  fouth  eaft  part,  bordering  on  Pennfylvania* 
The  weather  and  temperature  of  the  air  is  ac- 
counted more  moderate  there,  than  at  lake  Ontario^ 
(at  whofe  eaft  end  is  Ofwego^  in  latitude  43°  i  y'  N.) 
and  the  other  great  lakes  \  which  are  all  fituated 
further  north ;  it  extends  perhaps  two  hundred  see  Car- 
and  fifty  miles  eaft  and  weft,  and  near  fixty  or  ^gf^*  ^g* 
feventy  north  and  fouth ;  it  communicates  with 
the  lake  Ontario^  on  the  north  eaft  part  of  it,  by 
the  ftraits  and  cataraft  of  Niagara  ;  and  on  the  north 
weft,  with  the  lake  Huron,  by  a  ftrait  called  by 
the  French  Detroit,  paflable  by  large  vefTels. 

The  water,  or  ftraits  of  Niagara,  at  the  place  straiu  sind 
of  the  famous  and  ftupendous  fall,  or  cataraSl,,  ^^^  ^^^ 
of  that  name,  is  faid  to  run  from  S.  S.  E.  to  N. 
N.  W.  where  the  rocks,  which  form  the  great 
fall,  extend  in  a  femicircle  one  thoufand  and  eighty 
feet  acrofs  it.     This  jfe//  is  after  ted  to  be  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-fevcn  feet  perpendicular ;  and  to 
be   fometimes  heard  at   the  diftance   of  fifteen 
leagues:  moft  of  the  water,    which  runs  from 
thefe  large  lakes,  on  the  N.  W.  viz.  Lake  Superior,  sce  P. 
Lake  Michigan,  Lake  Huron,  and  Lake  Erie,  paffes  ^^]^^]*** 
this  fall,  in  its  way  to  Lake  Ontario,  and  from 
thence  to  the  river  St.  Lawrence. 

Hudfon*s,  or  North  River,  at  whofe  entrance  Hudfan't 
(lands  the  city  of  New  Tork,  in  north  latitude  40*^  or^ North 
42'  i,  has  the  tide  and  a  good  depth  of  water,  for 
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iloops,  to  Albany^  near  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles,  into  the  upjpnd^  in  a  north  diredion ;  and 
opens  communication  with  the  inland  parts  of  the 
continent,  of  very  great  importance;  while  all 
the  rivers  fouth-weftward,  as  before  obferved,  are 
navigable  by  fea  veffels  in  the  lower  fiats  only. 

Delaware  river,  which  divides  Pennfyhania  from 
New  Jerfey^  from  its  head,  in  latitude  about  42°^ 
north,  down  to  Trenton  fells,  with  all  its  curves 
and  windings,  forms  a  general  courfe  nearly  north 
and  fouth,  but  a  little  weftward,  of  above  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles ;  and  in  that  fpace  is  faid 
to  have  fourteen  confiderable  riftsj  principally 
below  Eq/ionj  in  Northampton  county ;  yet  all  paflT- 
able  at  times,  in  the  long  flat  boats,  ufed  in  the 
navigation  of  thefe  parts ;  fome  of  them  carrying 
from  five  to  fix  hundred  bufhels  of  wheat.  The 
worft  rtftsy  or  thofe  called^///,  are  fourteen  miles 
above  Eq/lon  ;  and  from  thence,  in  diflferent  places, 
for  the  fpace  of  thirty  miles,  down  to  Trenton; 
yet  thefe  are  all  furmounted  in  f refines ,  or  iafioodsj 
by  the  boats,  as  far  a&  from  the  Menefinks.* 

Weft  The  wefl  branch  of  Delaware,  called  the  Lehij 

Ddawarl  which  goes  ofF  at  Eafion,  and  waters  the  county 
of  Northampton^  is  but  inconfiderable,  compared 
with  the  north  eafl  branch,  already  defcribed. 
From  Trenton,  where  the  river  meets  the  tide,  to 
Philadelphia,  the  Delaware  runs  about  thirty  milesy 
navigable  for  fea  veffels;  and  from  Philadelphia 
to  the  fea,  it  is  above  one  hundred  miles^  along 
the  courfe  of  the  river  and  bay ;  firfl,  in  a  fouth 
wefl,  and  then  in  a  fouth  eafl  diredion ;  the  river 
is  near  a  mile  broad  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

ScuitiT  Sctdkil  is  a  fine  branch  of  the  Delaware  ;  in- 

river,  &c.  iQ  which  it  falls  about  four  miles  below  Philadel-- 

phia  ; 

*'  The  north  ftation  point,  on  the  caft  fide  of  Delatoare,  from  which 
the  line,  which  divides  the  government  of  ^rw  Tori  from  JVJrw  J<rfi%r 
\%  drawn,  to  Hudfon&y  or  New  Vork^  river,  is  in  north  latitude  \i^  A^t 
and  ahcnre  the  Meneiinks. 
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fhia  ;  and  up  which  the  tide  flows  about  five  miles 
abave  the  city,  to  the  falls ;  three  or  four  miles 
above  which  falls  are  others ;  all  paflable  with 
large  boats,  in  frefhes,  down  to  the  city.  From 
thefe  falls  to  Readings  in  the  County  of  Berks,  for 
forty  or  fifty  miles  into  the  interior  parts  of  the 
province,  through  the  counties  of  Philadelphia 
and  Berksy  it  forms  a  fine  gliding  ftream,  eafily 
fet  againft,  or  overcome,  with  poles ;  as  the  bot- 
tom is  generally  even ;  and  in  moderate  feafons, 
will  furnifh  fifteen  or  fixteen  inches  of  water,  at 
kaft,  in  the  flialloweft  peaces,  all  the  way :  it  is 
capable  of  much  improvement,  for  the  advantage 
of  both  town  and  country.* 

There  are  befides  a  confiderable  number  of  na-* 
vigable  ftreams,  or  creeks,  which  run  into  the 
Delaware^  both  on  the  ^erfey  and  Pennfyhania  ^ 
fides  of  it,  both  above  and  below  Philadelphia ; 
which  afford  an  eafy  conveyance  of  country  pro- 
duce to  that  city ;  but,  in  general,  they  are  navi- 
gable only  with  fmall  veffels,  for  a  fhort  diftance 
into  the  country. 

Delaware  bay  is  faid  to  be  fixty  miles  long,  from  Delaware 
the  capes  to  the  entrance  of  the  river  zt- Bombay  ^^J*  *<^- 
Hook  ;  and  fo  wide  in  fome  places,  that  a  fliip,  in 
the  middle  of  it,  cannot  be  feen  from  the  land* 
It  opens  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  fouth  eaft,  between 
cape  Hinlopen  on  the  w^^eft,  and  cape  May^  on  the 
eaft ;  thefe  capes  are  about  eighteen  miles  diftant 
from  each  other ;  the  former  m  the  territories  of 
Pennfylvaniaj  and'  the  latter  in  New  Jerfey.  Qf 
the  ftreams,  which  empty  into  this  bay,  Maurice 
river,  in  New  Jerfey^  is  accounted  one  of  tho' 
largeft ;  and  is  faid  to  be  navigable  for  veffels  of 
one  hundred  tons  fifteen  miles^  and  for  (hallops, 
pr  fmall  veffels,  ten  miles  further,

sufqua-  Sufquahanna  river  rifes  beyond  the  north  boun- 

hanna  river  j^^y  Qf  Pennfylvania,  from  two  fmall  lakes,  in 
about  43°  north  latitude,  and  eaftward  of  Phila-r 
delphia^  in  the  government  of  New  Tark  ;  it  runs 
thence  a  confiderable  way  fouthward,  and  then 
fouth  weftward,  in  a  very  crooked,  or  winding 
courfe,  into  the  interior  parts  of  Pennfyhania  ; 
then  turning  eaftward,  it  continues  in  a  fouth  eaft 
»  direftion,  till  it  enters  Maryland ;  whence,  pro-i 

ceeding  a  few  miles,  within  that  province,  it  after- 
wards falls  into  the  upper  part,  or  head,  of  Che^ 
/apeak  bay,  after  a  courfe  of,  perhaps,  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  miles,  being  above  a  mile  wide 
in  fome  places  near  its  mouth ;  but  much  of  it 
ihallow,  in  proportion  to  its  breadth,  It  is  navi- 
gable for  canoes  quite  from  the  lakes,  at  the  head 
of  it,  to  the  falls  of  ConewagOj  in  York  county. 
There  are  no  fells  in  the  upper  part  pf  the  river, 
till  about  three  miles  below  Wioming,  in  Northum- 
berland county ;  but  from  thence  to  Conewago  there 
are  feveral.  The  falls  of  Conewago  are  the  worft ; 
and  below  thefe  are  feveral  others.  By  reafon  of 
thefe  falls  this  large  river  has  no  continued  inland 
navigation  to  near  its  mouth ;  nqr  iox  fea  veffels 
above  miles  from  the  head  of  the  bay. 

The  moft  confiderable  branches  of  the  Sufqua- 
hanna  are  Owege^  Tohiccon  or  Cayuga^  Senafhe^  or 
"Weft  Branchy  yuniata^  Swatara,  Conewago,  and  Co- 
dorus,  which  waters  Torktown  ;  and  Conefiogo,  which 
runs  by,  or  near,  Lancafler^  Tohiccon  promifes  well 
for  a  good  navigation  with  canoes,  to  near  the  head 

of 

Note.  Owcge  is  in  north  latitude  41°  $^', 

Shaniokin  near  the  jundion  of  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Branches  of  Suf* 
qiichanna,  is*  in  latitude  40°  40'. 
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of  AUegenny  river ;  it  being  a  large  and  gentle 
ftream.  The  Weji  Branch  is  faid  to  be  (hallow 
and  rapid,  but  has  fcarce  any  falls  in  it.  "Juniata^ 
which  runs  through  Cumberland  county,  is  faid  to 
be  a  fine  navigable  ftream  for  a  great  diftance. 

The  large  and  beautiful  bay  of  Che/apeak  may  chcfapcak 
properly  be  called  the  bay  of  Sufquahanna^  though  ^*y'  ^*^- 
all  the  large  rivers  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  like- 
wife  empty  themfelves  inta  it.  This  bay  is  faid  to 
be  near  one  hundred  leagues  in  length,  to  the  fea  j 
and  in  fome  places  near  twenty  miles  broad,  inter- 
fperfed  with  iflands,  and  navigable  for  large  fhips, 
the  whole  length  of  it. 

Between  this  bay  and  that  of  Delaware,  is  fitu-  PcninfuU 
ate  the  peninfula^  which  is  compofed  of  the  three  Jhc'w*,^ 
lower  counties  on  Delaware,  or  the  territories  of  &5. 
Pennfylvania,  on  the  eaft,  and  part  of  Maryland^ 
on  the  weft  and  fouth,  with  that  part  of  Virginia, 
on  the  moft  fouthern  part  of  it,  which  is  called 
Accomac,  &c. 

The  length  of  this  peninfula  north  and  fouth, 
from  the  moft  fouthern  point  of  cape  Charles,  in 
latitude  about  37°  12'  to  the  head  of  Chef  apeak 
bay,  near  latitude  39°  35',  is  probably  about  one 
hundred  and  feventy  miles ;  its  breadth  near  Lew- 
iftown,  or  cape  Hinlopen,  is  about  leventy  miles ; 
but  from  thence  it  decreafes  in  breadth  both  north- 
ward and  fouthward ;  fo  that  oppofite  to  Reedy 
I/land,  or  near  the  head  of  Che/apeak,  it  is  only 
about  twenty-five  miles  broad. 

'  The  many  navigable  waters,  or  creeks,  on  each  ^^^f^^jf^j^ 
fide  of  this  peninfula,  which  run  into  their  refpec-  sce  Lewis 
tive  bays,  on  the  eaft  and  weft,  are  of  great  ad-'  f J^^^jj  g^ 
vantage  here ;  fome  of  which  are  defcribed,   as 
follows : 

Large  floops  may  pafs  to  Snow  Hill,  on  Poko* 
moke  river,  or  creek,  which  runs  into  the  lower 
part  of  Che/apeak  bay.j  the  portage  is  five  miles 

from 
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from  thence  to  Sinepuxen  found,  on  the  fea,  where 
fhips  may  come. 

Shallops  may  go  up  Nanticoke  river,  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  fame  bay,  near  twenty  miles 
into  the  Delaware  counties;  the  portage  from 
thence  to  Indian  river,  which  runs  into  the  fea  be- 
low Lewis  Town,  is  about  thirteen  miles,  and  to 
Broad  Creek  twelve. 

Choptanky  in  Maryland^  is  navigable  for  fhal- 
lops  to  the  bridge,  about  fix  or  feven  miles  within 
the  Delaware  counties ;  and  the  portage  to  Mother- 
kill,  which  runs  into  the  middle  of  Delaware  bay, 
is  fifteen  miles. 

From  Chejier  or  Newton,  river,  in  the  fame 
province,  to  Salijbury,  on  Duck  creek,  which  runs 
into  the  Delaware,  below  Reedy  I/land,  the  port- 
age is  thirteen  miles:  and  from  Saffafras  river 
there  is  another  portage  to  the  fame  place,  thir- 
teen miles  alfo. 

From  Frederick  town  to  Saflafras  river,  in  Ma- 
ryland, where  good  fhips  may  come,  there  is  a 
portage  to  CantwelFs  bridge,  on  Apoauiminy,  which 
runs  into  Delaware  near  Reedy  Ijtand,  fourteen 
miles. 

From  Bohemia  river,  in  the  fame  province, 
where  large  flats,  or  fmall  fhallops  may  come,  the 
portage  to  CantweU's  bridge,  being  low  ground, 
is  only  eight  miles.*  All  thefe  creeks,  which 
run  into  the  Delaware,  will  receive  large  fhallops, 
but  no  larger  veflfels. 

From  the  head  of  Elk  river,  where  fhallops 
may  come  from  the  upper  part  of  Chefapeak  bay, 

in 

*  N.  B.  This  Is  much  frequented ;  and  as  the  ground,  in  this  place,  is  vciy 
low,  fo  that  a  canai  may  be  eafily  made  here  at  a  fmall  expence,  in 
proportion  to  the  certain  and  great  ad  vantage,  which  might  arife ;  whereby 
a  navigable  communication  to  Pbiladelpbiay  from  Maryland  and  F'irginia,

teen  bridge,  in  Newcqjile  county;  from  which 
place  Chrifteen  creek  is  navigable,  by  the  fouth 
fide  of  Wilmington^  to  Delaware  river;  and  is 
capable  of  fea  veffels  of  above  one  hundred  tons 
burden  feveral  miles  above  Wilmington ;  a  little  be- 
low which  place  before  it  enters  the  Delaware^  it 
is  joined  by  the  Brandywine  ;  a  creek,  which  has 
its  courfe  on  the  north  fide  of  Wilmington^  diftant 
about  a  mile  from  Chrifteen,  and  extends  into 
the  interior  parts  of  Chejier  county,  in  Pennfylva^ 
nia.  This  creek  is  not  navigable  above  the  rocks, 
or  falls,  two  or  three  miles  diftant  from  its  mouth, 
and  nearly  oppofite  to  Wilmington,  where  it  has 
a  good  bridge  over  it,  on  the  road  to  Pbiladelphia^ 
diftant  about  twenty-feven  miles  ;  but  this  ftream 
is  not  the  lefs  ufeful,  in  this  corn  country,  for  the 
many  excellent  grift  mills,  fituated  upon  the  fides  Brandy- 
of  it,  efpecially  near  Wilmington^  called  the  Bran-  wine,  &c. 
dywine  mills ;  where  the  tide,  with  convenient 
fhipping,  come  up  to  the  very  doors  of  divers  of 
them. 

This  creek  and  that  of  Wijfahiccon^  which  runs  And  of 
into  Sculkil,  a  little  above  Philadelphia^  are  no-  wiffahic- 
ted  for  the  beft,  and  moft  numerous  grift  mills, 
either  in  this  province,  or  any  other  part  of  Bri- 
tijh  America^  within  the  fame  extent  of  country ; 
and  which,  perhaps,  are  not  inferior  in  quality  to 
any  in  the  world. 

Potowmack  river,  which  runs  into  Che/apeak  potnw- 
bay,  and  divides  Maryland  from  Virginia^  is  very  "**'^  '*'^* 
broad,  and  navigable  for  large  fhips,  as  far  as 
Alexandria^  about  perhaps  one  hundred  miles 
from  the  bay ;  and  is  likely  in  future  to  become 
a  very  important,  if  not  the  fole  water  carriage 
from  the  country  about  the  head  of  Ohio^  to  the 
ocean,  in  this  part  of  America.

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^dohi^       -/^//(?^^;2«y  river  takes  its  rife  near  latitude  4i* 
tivcri.       northward  of  Pennfylvania^   and  about  two  0!* 
three  degrees  of  longitude  weft  from  Philadelphia  j 
afterwards  it  runs  many  miles  within  that  pro- 
vince, firft  fouth-wefterly  to  Venango^   and  then 
more  foutherly  to  Pittjburg^  where  being  joined 
by  the  Monongahela^  a  very  large  ftream,  it  thence 
takes  the  name  of  Ohio^  and  turning  wefterly  pro- 
ceeds to  the  Mijfifftfpu     But  both  thefe  names, 
Allegenriy  and  Ohio^    originally  fignify  the  fame 
thing,  in  different  Indian  languages ;  Ohio  in  the 
Seneca^   and  Allegenny^   in  the  Delaware  Indian 
Frederick    language,  fignifies  the  Fine^  or  Fair  River ;  and 
Poft'i  jour-  the  whole  ftream,  from  its  head,  to  its  junction 
'    ^'     with  the  MiJ/iffippi^  was  fo  denominated  by  thefe  re- 
fpeftive  Indian  nations. 

When  the  winter  fnows  thaw,  in  the  fpring, 
this  river  is  faid  to  rife,  in  fome  places,  more  than 
twenty  feet  perpendicular }  but  fcarce  ever  over- 
flows its  high  banks.  It  keeps  a  great  uniformity 
of  breadth,  gradually  increafmg  from  two  or  three 
furlongs,  at  Pitt/burg,  to  near  a  mile ;  and  ftill 
growing  fo  much  larger  before  it  reaches  the  Mi/^ 
Jijfippi'i  that  its  breadth,  depth  and  eafy  current 
are  fuppofed  to  equal  thofe  of  any  river  in  Europe^ 
except  the  Danube*

AVING  thus  fer  givien  a  geheral  accenint  of 
the  foil,  face  of  the  country,  mountains,  rivers, 
&c*  belides  the  geographical  defcription  of  the 
proriftce,  in  tefpeft  to  its  fituation  and  extent,  a^ 
cxprefled  in  the  royal  charter,  and  in  the  difpute 
between  Penn  and  Baltimore^  in  the  preceding 
hiftory,  by  which  its  real  extent,  north  and  fouth, 
appears  ttf  be  no  more  than  about  one  hundred 
tod  fifty-feven  miles>  inftead  of  two  hundred  and 
eight,  a3  intended  by  charter,  and  about  two 
hundred  and  fixty  eaft  and  weft,  it  may  be  proper. 
In  the  next  place,  ta  exhibit  a  fketch  of  the  di- 
vifion$,  into  which  the  fettled  or  improved  and 
located  part  of  it  is  formed,  &c. 

The  fettled,  and  located  part  of  Pennfyhania^ 
which,    perhaps,  is  near  two-thirds  of  the  pro- 
vince, is  now  divided  into  eleven  counties  ;  and  each 
of  thefe  again  is  fubdivided  into  a  number  of  town- 
ihips*     The  counties  fituated  between  the  rivers  Number 
Delaware  and  Sufquahanna  are  called  the  counties  ^"^  "anics 
of  Philadelphia,  Bucks,  Chejler,  Lancajler,  Berks,  t^^"""^ 
and  Northampton  ;  the  counties  on  the  weft  fide  of  Pennfyivi*

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SuJ^uahanna  arc  thofe  of  Tork^  Cumberland^  Bed" 
fordy  and  Wejimoreland ;  which  is  the  laft  efta- 
bliflied,  and  extends  weflward  as  far  as  Pittjburg, 
incluiiv6,  or  to  the  wcftern  boundary  of  the  pro- 
vince ;  which  boundary^  though  not  yet  abfo- 
lutely  fixed,  is  fuppofed  to  be  fo  faf  weft,  at  leaft, 
or  near  that  place:  thefe,  with  the  county  of 
Northumberland^  fituated  on  both  fides  of  Sufqua- 
hanna^  northward,  and  upon  the  forks  of  that 
river,  are  all  the  counties,  which  are  yet  afcer- 
tained :  but  the  more  northern,  and  north  weft 
parts  of  Pennfylvaniay  being  not  yet  taken  up,  or 
purchafed  from  the  Indians^  remain  ftill  in  their 
poffeffion,  though  they  are  here  fuppofed  to  be 
included  in  the  exterior  back  counties. 

The  three  firft  mentioned  counties  of  PhiladeU 
phia^  Bucks  and  Chejler^  with  thofe  of  Newcq/ile^ 
'Kent  and  Sujfex^  on  Delaware  (which  laft  are  al- 
ready dcfcribed  in  another  place)  were  laid  out 
and  named  by  the  Proprietary  William  Perm^  in 
conjundion  with  the  firft  and  early  purchafers, 
when  he  was  the  firft  time  in  the  country.  The 
boundaries,  or  divifion  lines,  of  the  three  former, 
are  faid  to  have  been  fixed  according  to  his  mind, 
or  dire&ion,  fignified  to  fome  of  his  irieiHls,  before 
he  left  the  province,  and  afterwards  confinfted  by 
the  provincial  Council,  on  the  firft  day  of  the 
fecond  months  1685.*

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extent  of  thefe  two  counties,  though  the  latter 
contains  many  more  inhabitants  than  any  other 
county  in  the  province,  on  account  of  the  dty  of 
Philadelphia  being  within  its  limits.  The  capitals 
of  the  other  two  counties  are  the  old  borough 
towns  of  Briftol  in  Bucks^  and  Chejler  in  Cbefier 
county ;  both  fituated  on  the  river  Delofivare  ;  the

north  eafterly,  to  th$  river  Scidkih  it  is  now 
limited  at  about  fixty  miles  in  length  iiorth  weft  and 
fouth  eaft,  and  in  breadth  north  eaft  and  fouth 
weft,  ^bout  thirty  miles ;  having  the  river  Stifqtta^ 
hanna  on  thp  fouth  weft  and  north  w^ft,  and  the 
county  of  Berks  oil  tjie  north  eaft  of  it.  Its  ca- 
pital is  the  borough  of  J^ancajler^  fituated  about 
p  one  mile  from  Conejlogo  creek,  which  runs  into  Siif^

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tain,  tiH  it  interfecls  the  Maryland  line ;  fouth- 
ward  by  the  faid  Maryland  line  ;  and  eaftward  by 
the  river  Stifquahanna  ;  which  divides  it  from  Lan- 
^fter  county.  This  county  is  almoft  of  a  trian- 
gular form ;  whofe  longeft  fide,  next  Maryland^ 
is  about  fixty  miles ;  the  other  two  fides  about 
fifty  miles  each.  It  now  has  Cumberlaiid  county  • 
on  the  north  weft.  Its  capital  is  Tork  town,  con- 
taining about  four  hundred  dwelling  houfes,  fitu- 
ated  on  Codorus  creek,  which  runs  into  Sufqua^ 
hannaj  and  is  about  eighty-fix  miles  weftward 
from  Philadelphia. 

Cumberland  county,  weftward  of  Sufquahanna^  Cumber- 
jind  north-weftward  of  the  county  of  Tork^  was  di-  |and^aun. 
vided  from  Lancajier  county,  and  eftabliflied  by  law  ^' 
in  1 749 ;  then  bounded  northward  and  weftward  by 
the  line,  or  boundary,  of  the  province,  and  eaft- 
ward partly  by  the  river  Sufquahanna^  which  divides 
it  from  Lancajier  county;  and  by  the  county  of 
Tork^  and  the  Maryland  line,  or  boundary  on  the 
fouth ;  it  now  has  Bedford  county,  on  the  weft, 
and  part  of  Northumberland  on  the  north  of  it. 
It  is  of  an  irregular  figure  extending  about  feventy 
miles  in  length  north  and  fouth,  and  in  breadth 
eaft  and  weft  about  fifty  in  the  broadeft,  and  twen- 
ty miles  in  the  narroweft  part.     Its  chief  town, 
Carlijle^  is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
north -north-weft  from  Philadelphia^  fituated  near. 
Conedogwinet  creek ;  which  runs  into  Sufquahanna : 
it  is  a  good  town,  but  not  fo  large  as  Tork^  or 
Readiitg. 

Berks  county,  which  before  was  included  in  Berks  conn- 
the  north  part  of  the  counties  of  Philadelphia^  7*  ^^* 
Chejier  and  Lancajier^  was  eftabliflied  by  law  in 
1752  ;  being  then  bounded  4nd  divide4  from  thefe 
counties  by  a  line  at  the  diftance  of  ten  miles 
fi3uth  weft  from  the  weftern  bank  of  the  river 
Sculkil^  oppofite  to  the  mouth  of  a  creek,  called 
Monocacy  ;  thcnc^  north  weft  to  tl;e  extremity  of 

the 
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the  province ;  and  fouth  eaft,  till  it  mterfefts  the 
line  of  Chcjier  county ;  then  by  a  right  line,  crof- 
fing  the  river  Sculkil^  to  the  upper,  or  north  weft- 
ward,  line  of  M'CalPs  manor;  then  along  the 
faid  line  to  the  extremity  thereof ;  and  continuing 
the  fame  courfe  to  the  line  dividing  Philadelphia 
and  Bucks  counties  ;  then  along  the  faid  line  north 
^  weft  to  the  extent  of  the  county  aforefaid. 

This  county,  at  prefent,  has  that  of  Lancajler^ 
on  the  fouth  weft,  Northumberland  on  the  north 
weft,  Northampton  on  the  north  eaft,  and  thofe  of 
Philadelphia  and  Chejier  on  the  fouth  eaft.  It  is 
about  fifty  miles  long  north  weft  and  fouth  eaft, 
and  thirty  broad  north  eaft  iaind  fouth  weft.  Its 
principal  town  is  Readings  fituated  on,  or  near,' 
the  river  Sculkil,  about  fifty-fix  miles  north  weft 
from  Philadelphia.  ''  In  the  year  1751  it  con- 
tained  one  hundred  and  thirty  dwelling  houfes, 
befides  ftables  and  other  buildings,  one  hundred 
and  fix  families,  three  hundred  and  feventy-aght 
inhabitants,  though  about  two  yta^  before  it  had 
not  above  one  houfe  in  it.**  It  is  now  near  three 
times  as  large,  and  contains  about  s»  many  houfes, 
&c.  as  Tork.

ton  county,  m  the  north  welt  part  or  Bucks  county,  was  di- 
*^-  vided  from  it,  and  eftabliflied  by  law  in  1752  :  it 

was  then  bounded  and  feparated  from  the  laid  coun- 
ty of  Bucks ^  by  the  upper,  or  north  weftward  line 
of  Durham  tradl,  to  the  upper  corner  thereof; 
then  by  a  right  line  fouth  wetterly,  to  the  line  di- 
viding Philadelphia  and  Bucks  counties,  and  then 
by  that  line  to  the  extremity  of  the  province. 
But  this  county,  at  prefent,  has  that  of  Northum- 
berland on  the  north  weft,  and  Berks  on  the 
I'outh  weft  of  it ;  and  it  is  bounded  by  the  Jkla- 
ware^  on  the  fouth  eaft  and  north  eaft.  It  ex- 
tends  in  length,  north  eaft  and  fouth  weft  about 
fcventy  miles,  and  is  perhaps  forty  miles  broad,

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north  weft  and  fouth  eaft.  Eqfton  is  -  its  capital 
town,  fitaated  in  the  forks  of  Delaware^  about 
lixty  jniles  north  from  Philadelphia. 

The  other  three  are  frontier  counties,  in  the 
back  parts  of  the  province,  next  the  Indians: 
they  were  laid  out  but  very  lately,  and,  as  yet, 
are  but  thinly  inhabited,  and  little  improved,  be- 
ing the  mod  remote  from  the  capital  of  the  pro^ 
vince. 

The  natural,  or  original  produce  of  Pennfyha-^  Produce  of 
nia^  in  regard  to  animals  and  vegetables,  or  trees  ^^^^y^^" 
and  fruits,  as  well  as  the  original  inhabitants,  &c. 
has  already,  in  part,  been  mentioned,  in  William 
Penn*^  account  of  them,  in  the  preceding  hiftory  : 
7nai^9  or  Indian  com,  is  an  original ;  and  Jlraw- 
berries^  with  grapes^  of  various  kinds,  grow  natu-  * 
ral  in  the  woods,  as  well  as  mulberries^  &c.  Deer, 
among  the  quadrupeds,  and  wild  turkeys,  among 
the  winged  tribe,  were  formerly  very  plentiful,  v 
but  now  fcarce,  &c. 

But  moft  kinds  of  European  grain  and  fruits, 
as  well  as  domeftic,  or  tame  animals,  have  beo  1 
naturalized  here ;  fome  of  the  fruits  have  been 
meliorated  by  the  change,  while  others  degene- 
rate. But  the  principal  ftaple  of  Pennfylvania 
and  its.  vicinity,  is  wheat y  Jlour^  rye^  Indian  corn^ 
&c«  which  will  appear  in  the  following  account 
of  exports  from  the  port  of  Philadelphia^  where 
the  tr^e  of  the  province  principally  centers. 

The  ground  abounds  with  iron  ore^  in  many 
places^  as  well  as  with  marble  and  limejione^  &c. 
in  others ;  from  the  former  of  which,  great  quan- 
tities of  pig  and  bar  iron,  caftings,  &c.  are  made 
both  for  exportation  and  home  ufe.  But  the  woods 
have  hitherto  been  ftill  more  remarkable  for  their 
abundance  of  timber,  not  only  for  home  confump- 
tion,  and  ihip  building,  but  alfo  for  the  various 
articles,  exported  under  the  name  of  lumber,  &c. 

in 
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in  which  it  is  faid  there  are  above  feventeen  dlfitf- 
rent  fpecies,  or  varieties,  of  oak  alone,  &c. 

Produce  It  is  fuppofed  that,  at  leaft,  two-thirds,  if  not 

and  ftapic  threc-fourths,  of  the  cleared,  or  improved  lands, 
fyivaiSar  at  this  time,  are  arable.  The  foil,  in  general,  be* 
ing  naturally  more  adapted  for  grain,  than  grafs  \ 
wheat,  rye  and  Indian  com  fuit  it  well.  Other 
grain,  as  barley,  oats,  &c.  being  here  moftly  of 
inferior  quality  to  thofe  of  fome  other  parts  of  the 
world,  are  more  feldoni  railed  in  very  coniiderable 
quantity,  in  this  province :  Indian  com  and  buck* 
ivheat  fupplying  the  ufe  of  thefe  in  divers  refpefts. 

The  country  abounds  with  excellent  mills, 
turned  by  water,  for  various  purpofes,  but  chiefly 
for  grinding  of  grain ;  for  which  it  is  well  adapted, 
by  reafon  of  its  uneven  furfecc,  many  hills,  rivu- 
lets, or  creeks,  fo  that  generally  more  flour  and 
bread,  in  latter  years,  have  been  exported  from 
hence,  than  wheat,  or  grain,  unmanufaftured : 
befides,  the  quantity  of  flaxfeed  annually  raifed 
here,  and  ihipped  to  Ireland^  has  been  very  con- 
fiderable ;  as  well  as  that  of  barrelled  fork  ^  to  the 
Weji  Indies^  and  other  markets,  &c.

In  which  account  it  is  manifefl:  that  the  value 
of  thefe  exports  was  nearly  trebled  every  twenty 
years. 

The  export  from  Philadelphia  In  1 774^  in  grain^ 
flour  and  bread  alone,  was  computed  to  be  equal  to 
about  2, 1 70,000  bufhels ;  of  which  1 40  jooo  bufliels 
confided  of  Indian  corn,  the  whole  at  five  {hillings 
per  bufliel,  amounts  to  JT.  542,500,  in  Value; 
and  if  the  quantity  of  flaxfeed  was  equal  to  that  of 
the  next  preceding  year,  it  would  make  the  whole 
value  amount  to  above  ^.  600,000,  in  thefe  par^ 
ticular  articles  alone,  at  a  vfery  moderate  compu- 
tation.

It  may  be  further  noted,  that  the  quantity  of  corn  exported  from  Mn" 
jrland^  Upon  an  average  of  19  years,  preceding  1765,  according  to  the 
accounts  faid  to  be  laid.before  the  parliament,  and  prcfcrved  in  the  trads 
on  com  trade,  is  730,000  quarters,  or  5,840,000  bufhels  which,  at 
£- 1  !'•  Z^*  I-*  flcrUng  per  quarter,  amounts  to  jf .  776,7^0  llerling  per 
annnm. 
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The  grafs  lands  in  the  firfl;  fettled,  or  old  coun- 
ties, are  but  a  fmall  proportion,  and  are  chiefly 
fituated  on  the  fides  of  rivers,  creeks  and  rivulets, 
or  moift  places,  where,  at  times,  they  are  partly 
overflowed,  being  moftly  very  rich,  and  produce 
abundance,  but  of  a  rapid  growth.  Of  this  kind  are 
the  large  quantities  of  fine  low  meadows,  near  and 
about  Philadelphia;  which,  being  fecured  by  banks 
from  the  tides  and  floods  of  the  Delaware^  and 
the  creeks  which  run  intp  it  (by  which  they  were 
formerly  overflowed,  and  rendered  ufelefs)  are  of 
very  great  and  extraordinary  advantage  to  that 
city. 

Large  orchards  of  apple-trees  are  propagated  in 
almoft  every  plantation ;  which  every  where  pro- 
duce great  quantities  of  fine,  large,  well  flavoured 
fruit ;  and  in  fome  places  peaches  are  fo  common 
and  plentiful,  that  the  country  people  feed  their 
hogs  with  them ;  likewife  cherries^  of  various 
kinds,  are  no  lefs  abundant  and  good.  But,  though 
cyder  is  the  common  drink  of  this  country,  and 
very  plentiful  and  eafy  to  be  procured,  yet  it  is 
not  made  by  the  inhabitants  to  fuch  perfedlion  as 
it  is  capable  of.  Befides,  Lijbon  and  Madeira 
wines,  among  the  higher  rank,  and  Weji  India 
rum  and  fpirits  are  much  drank,  in  mixture,  by 
the  people  in  general.  And  fometimes  a  kind  of 
weak  beverage  is  ufed,  made  of  a  mixture  of  mo-

Malt 
liquor,  which  among  the  firft  fettlers,^  was  more 
common,  is  made  in  fome  of  the  principal  towns, 
in  fmall  quantity.

But  the  liqiwrs  of  the  native  growth  and  pro-  and  provi- 
duce  of  the  country,  cxclufive  of  what  are  im-  ^°"*'  ^^' 
ported  from  abroad,  are,  in  general,  but  mean, 
or  fcarce  and  inferior,  compared  with  the  provi- 
fions,  which  are  good  and  plentiful.  This  feems 
to  arife,  at  leaft,  in  part,  from  too  much  negledt 
in  this  particular,  occafioned  by  getting  rum  and 
fpirits  at  fuch  exceeding  low  rates  from  the  Wejl 
Indies^  which  has  rendered  malt  liquor,  though  more 
wholefome,  and  profitable  for  the  country,  lefs 
ufed  than  formerly,  in. the  early  time  of  the  pro- 
vince, in  proportion  to  the  number  of  people, 
notwithftanding  it  is  fo  great  a  grain  country. 

Befides,  though  grapes  grow  fpontaneoufly,  in 
great  variety  and  abundance,  almoft  every  where  in 
the  woods,  &c.  being  natural  to  the  country,  and 
laudable  attempts  have  been  made  in  making  wine 
from  them,  yet  not  much  has  hitherto  been  done 
in  it  to  very  confiderable  advantage.  And  as  mul- 
berry trees  are  no  lefs  plentiful  and  natural  to  the 
foil  than  the  grape  vine,  fo  Jilk  has  already  been 
attempted  in  Pennfylvania  and  New  yerfey  with 
much  promifing  fuccefs. 

It  is  not  my  intention,  as  before  mentioned, 
to  give  a  minute,  but  only  a  general  account  of 
the  ftate  of  the  province,  at  the  time  fpecified,  fo 
I  fhall  obferve  the  fame  condufl:  in  regard  to  its  Trade  2nd

Note,  How  far  this  accoimt  may  be  depei)ded  on,  I  fhall  not  pre^* 
tend  to  fay,  feeing  fome  parts  of  it,  at  leafl,  fcem  to  be  very  imperfect  ; 
for  in  the  fjune  journal  for  July  5  th,  1775,  the  quantity  of  wheat  aIon« 
exported  from  ^ebee^  in  the  year  1774,  is  faid  to  be  three  hundred  and 
fifty  thoufand  bufhels  (but  fuppofed  by  feme  to  have  been  much  more) 
no  other  exports  from  thence  being  mentioned ;  fo  that  in  the  export 
from  Canada  the  great  fur  aitd  ikin  trade  of  that  country  appears  not  t» 
be  properly  noticed,  &c. 
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thence ;  except  perhaps  What  is  returned  hither  in 
Vrines  of  Lijbon^  Madeira^  Canary^  or  Wejiem 
JJlands^  Weji  India  produce^  vfith  fait  and  other 
neceflaries,  for  the  ufe  of  the  country,  and  con- 
fumed  in  the  province  and  its  neighbourhood* 

The  prcfent  inhabitants  of  Penn/ylvania^  exclu*  inhabitani«i 
jive  of  the  few  Indians^  flill  remaining  in  the  re- 
mote^ or  back  paf  ts,  of  it,  tonfift  moftly  of  fuch 
})eopie  as  have  removed  thither  from  Europe^  and 
of  their  defcendants  i  jatnd  ftill  many  of  them  have 
connexions  there  j  hence  they  arc  generally  in 
the  pradtice  of  the  cuftoms  and  manners  of  the  * 
diflferent  countries,  from  which  they  originally 
came,  according  to  their  rank  in  life^  Or  thofe 
which  conftitute  the  different  reUgioUS  focieties, 
fuch  as  appear  to  be  leaft:  known,  and  mod  re* 
markable^  either  have  been  already,  or  will  here^

Belides  the  great  numbers  of  the  firft  and  early 
Coloniftsj  as  well  as  fince,  from  Great  Britain^ 
tmd  the  large  importations  of  people  from  Ireland 
into  this  province,  both  in  early  and  latter  times, 
thofe  from  Germany  have  been  fo  great,  that  it  is  German)^ 
fuppofed  near  one-third,  at  leaft,  of  the  inhabi-  *^' 
tants,  at  this  time,  confifts  of  the  laft»  and  their 
defcendants :  the  counties  oiLancq/ier^  Totk^  Berks ^ 
jmd  Northampton  being  principally  fettled  by  them, 
Und  they  are  very  numerous,  even,  in  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia^  as  well  as  in  the 
others^ 

In  the  fummer  of  the  year  1749,  twenty-five 
fail  of  large  fhips  arrived  with  German  paffengers 
alone :  which  brought  about  twelve  thoufand  fouls, 
fome  of  the  fhips  about  fix  hundred  each  ;  and  in 
feveral  other  years  near  the  fame  number  of  thefe 
people  arrived  annually  \  and  in  fome  years  near 
as  many  annually  from  Ireland.

nal increafe  has  been  very  great.  Cumberland 
*  '  -county  is  moftly  fettled  by  the  Irijh,  who  abound 
through  the  whole  province.  The  Germans  feem 
more  adapted  for  agriculture,  and  the  improvement 
•of  a  wildernefs,  and  the  Irijh  for  trade,  &c.  The 
former  foon  get  eftates  in  this  country,  where  in- 
•duftry  and  parfimony  are  the  chief  requifites^to 
•procure  them,  &c. 

Negroes.  The  Negroes,  or  black  people,  it  is  fuppofed, 
are  lefs  numerous  in  Pennfylvania  and  New  Jerfeyj 
than  in  moft  of  the  other  colonies,  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  other  inhabitants ;  the  Legifla- 
tut-e,  at  diflferent  times,  having  ufed  the  beft  en- 
deavours in '  their  power,  to  difcourage  and  pre- 
vent the  impolitic  and  inhuman  pradice  of  the 
introduftion  or  importation,  of  them ;  a  pradlicc, 
which  has  long  prevailed  in  this  part  of  the  world, 
both  in  its  nature  and  manner,  not  only  the  great 

y  •  opprobrium  of  Chriftianity,  but  even  the  (hameful 
difgrace  of  human  nature  itfelf ! 

But  there  is  another  clafs  of  people,    whofe 
Refiifeof    numbers  here,  in  latter  years,  have  annually  fo 
ttiw"^  &r"  ^^^ch  increafed  as  apparently  to  portend  confe- 
quenoes  no  lefs  dangerous  and-  imhappy  to  the 
public  good,   in  fome  refpefts,    than  thofe  laft 
mentioned,  as  they  are  riiore  capable  of  it,  and 
thofe  very  confequences  manifeftly  a  prefent  ad- 
vantage to  them  ;  I  mean  fuch  as  flee  from  juftice, 
in  other  countries,  and  convifts  from  Great  Bri^ 
tain  and  Ireland ;  who  frequently  find  the  way 
hither,  after  they  are  landed  in  other  places,  to 
the  no  fmall  detriment  of  the  honeft  part  of  the 
^community ;  befides  the  dangerous  confequences, 
J  .  which 
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which  may  juftly  be  dreaded  from  fo  large,  and 
long  continued  coUeftipn  of  fuch  kind  of  people 
together ;  which  at  prefent  feems  to  demand  the 
public  attention  more  than  it  has  done.

mented  with  above  two  hundred  new  dwcllkig 
hotifes  annually,  including  the  fuburbs  north  and 
fouth  of  it,  along  the  fide  of  the  river  Delaware  ; 
where  its  buildings  now  extend  about  two  miles 
in  length;  but  it  is  not  bmk,  perhaps,  much 
above  half  a  mile  weftward  from  the  river,  along 
High'Jireetj  in  the  middle,  or  broadeft  part  of  it. 

The  houfes  are  moftly  built  of  brick,  and  co- 
vered with  ihingles  of  cedar,  very  uniform,  plain 
and  neat ;  though  both  good  marble,  and  other 
ftone,  are  procured,  within  fifteen  miles  from  the 
city,  by  water  carriage,  and  by  land  near  the 
fame  diftance.  They  are  moftly  three  ftories 
high,  befides  the  garrets  and  ceillars,  mcfrc  efpe- 
cially  in  the  interior  plirts  of  the  town ;  and  foi* 
the  moft  part  it  is  well  paved,  watered,  lighted, 
and  cleaned  \  and  the  general  fuel  is  wood.  But 
too  much  of  a  fimilarity  is  faid,  by  foiiie,  to  pre- . 
vail  in  the  ffru^lure  of  this  city ;  and  the  eye  is 
not  delighted  with  that  variety  here,  which  fome- 
times  is  obfervable  in  imaller  places. 

The  number  of  houfes  erefted  upon  the  plan 
of  the  city^  exclufive  of  public  buildings,  ftores,  houfc/Ld 
work-hpufes,  &c.  in  December,  1769,  were  three  iuhabiuntt. 
thoufand  three  hundred  and  eighteen;  thofe  of 
the  northern  fuburbs^  five  hundred  and  fifty-three ; 
and  in  the  fouthern  fuburbs,  fix  hundred  and 
three ;  in  all  four  thoufand  four  hundred  and  fe- 
venty-four  dwelling  houfes ;  which,  at  the  moft 
moderate  computation,  being  multiplied  by  fix, 

E'ves  twenty-fix  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
ur  inhabitants ;  but  they  were  fuppofed  to  ave- 
rage nearer  feven  to  a  family,  which  makes  thirty- 
one  thoufand  three  hundred  and  eighteen,  in  the  city 
and  fuburbs  oi  Philadelphia  at  that  time,  when  it  was 
not  above  eighty-feven  years  old ;  and  for  the  next

Founder  is  faid  to  be  departed  from ;  and  it  is  too 

much  cut  up  into  fmall  and  confined  fpaces,  by 

Some  nui-  narrow  lanes  and  alleys,  not  fuitable  for  the  heat 

^ve'liiiM^  of  the  climate,  nor  proper  for  the  health  of  the  in- 

cc»,  and     habitants ;  for  the  benefit  of  whom,  in  crowded  ci; 

nbufes,  &c.  ^jgg^  g^g  much  free  and  open  air  is  requifite  as  can 

poflibly  be  obtained.  Befides,  along  the  water  fide, 
where  there  ought  to  be  a  wide  public  ftreet,  or 
quay,  continued  the  whole  front  of  the  city,  for 
the  free  and  uninterrupted  ufe  of  the  citizens ;  be^ 
fides  wharves,  extending  further  into  the  water,  and 
other  convenient  fpace,  for  fhipping  and  landing 
of  merchandize,  and  properly  accomodating  the 
general  trade,  &c.  privjite  perfons  are  permitted 
to  build  and  place  obftruftions  clofe  to  the  rir 
ver.  Add  to  thefe,  the  principal  flreet  in  the  city 
is  fhamefuUy  obftrufted  by  a  court-hotife  in  the 
middle  of  the  moft  crowded  part  of  it,  and  by 
other  buildings  erefted  for  butchers  fhamWes,  and 
holding  a  market ;  now  long  experienced  to  be 
the  moft  inconvenient  and  improper  place  that 
could  be  appropriated  for  that  purpofe  in  fuch  a 
crowded  and  increafing  city,  as  well  Jis  contrary

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to  the  original  intention,  which  defigned  all  the  pub-* 
lie  ftreets  for  high  ways  without  obftruftion,  or  in- 
terruption ;  though  in  cal-Iy  time,  it  might  have 
been  bthcfwife,  in  regard  to  conveniency,  when  the 
place  was  fmall,  and  the  people  few.  Thefe  in- 
conveniences, and  abufes,  not  to  fay  public  nui- 
fances,  and  impediments  to  the  falubrity  of  the 
city,  with  their  growing  confequcnces,  if  it  con- 
tinues to  increafe  as  it  has  done,  and  they  not  re- 
moved, and  better  provifion  made,  future  time 
will  indbubtcdiy  be  more  fenfible  o£* 

The  public  buildings  in  this  city,  at  this  time,  pytue 
are  moftly  plain,'  yet  fome  of  them  elegant ;  but,  buiidiiig«i^ 
in  general,  they  are  adapted  more  for  real  ufe  and  ^^* 
conveniency,  than  ornament.  The  Jiate-houfe^ 
where  the  General  AJfembly^  and  Supreme  Courts  of 
the  province,  are  held,  is  a  plain,  but  elegant  and 
fpacious  edifice,  for  the  time  in  which  it  was 
built,  about  the  year  1732  :  it  ftands  on  the  fouth 
iide  of  Chefnut'Jireet ;  and  with  its  wings  and  ap- 
pendages, on  each  fide  of  it,  occupies  the  whole 
extent  of  a  fquare  of  near  four  hundred  feet,  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth-Jireets  from  Delaware.  The 
prifon  and  work  houfe^  at  the  corner  of  High-Jireet 
and  Third'Jlreet^^xt,  ftrong  and  fpacious  buildings, 
but  have  nothing  very  remarkable  in  their  archi- 
tefture. 

Of  houfcs  for  worfhip,  that  of  the  Epifcopalians, 
or  Church  of   England^    in  Second-Jireety    called  wprjhfp.'" 
ChrifP^  Churchy  is  looked  upon  as  the  moft  ele- 
gant; 

*  The  health  and  conveniency  of  large  cities  are  of  the  greateft  im- 
portance, and  above  all  calculation  of  expence,  &c.  An  enlargement  of 
the  limits  of  this  city  north  and  fouth,  with  a  more  proper  diviiion  into 
regular  wards,  for  its  better  government  and  regulation,  merit  public 
attention :  and  a  further  provifion  of  fuitable  and  convenient  open  and 
vacant  fpaces  of  ground,  for  public  buildings,  market  places,  grav.c  yards,

four  houfes  for  publiq  worfliip  in  the  city;  of 
which  they  conftantly,  at  the  appointed  times  iot 
worfhip,  occupy  three ;  the  fourth  is  ufed  on  par- 
ticular occafion^.  The  Epifcopalians  have  three  ; 
the  Prefbyierimh  fo^r ;  the  Baptyisy  one ;  the 
Moravians^  one  i  the  Roman  CathoUes^  two  j  the 
Methgdi/is^  one;  the  German  Lutheram^  two? 
and  the  German  Calvinijls^  -one;  likewife  the 
Swedijh  Lutherans^  oae,  in  the  lowier  fuburbs,  at 
Wicocoa* 

BdiooUand  Bcfides  the  fttimerpus  piiv^te  fcboolsy  for  the 
foninaries  education  of  Vouth,  in  thi$  city,  there  are  two 
o^  jarmiig,  p^]y]j^j'^fj.jfi^f.^gj  q{  learnings  incorporated  by  char* 

ter,  and  provided  with  funds ;  the  firft,  in  order 
of  time,  is  that  of  the  J^jfakers^  already  mentioned 
in  another  ,place ;  incorporatied  by  the  firft  Pro* 
prietor,  William  Penn j  the  corporation  confifts 
•  pf  fifteen  perfons^  chofen  by  themfelves;  they 
have  their  monthly  meejtings,  for  the  care  and 
pianagement  of  the  inftitution ;  and  their  regular 
vifitations  of  the  various  fchools,  under  their  di« 
redion  and  notice** 

Befides  the  fchools  in  other  parts  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia^  under  their  care,  they 
have  a  convenient  and  handfome  building,  cle* 
gantly  fituated,  in  the  eaft  fide  oi  Pourth-JireeU 
near  ChefnuUjlreet ;  where,  befides  reading  and 
writing,  are  taught  grammar  and  the  languages^ 
with  the  moft  ufeful  parts  of  mathematical  learning, 
in  different  apartments,  under  their  proper  mafters ; 
where  alfo  is  kept  a  library,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
inftitution :  but  this  feminary,  in  fome  refpeds, 
has  not  been  improved,  or  advanced,  according 
to  the  original  intention,  or  to  as  great  utility  as 
it  is  capable  pfi

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The  fecond  is  the  College  and  Academy  oiPhila^  college  and 
delphia^  of  a  much  later  ftauding,  and  not  cxifting  Academyof 
as  fuch,  before  the  year  1 749 ;  but  greatly  im-  p^ia.    "  • 
proved  of  late  years ;  and  is  likely,  if  its  prefent 
prudent  managenient  be  continued,    to  become 
hereafter,  the  moft  confideYable  of  the  kind,  perw 
hapS)  in  Brittjh  America :  the  corporation  confifts 
of  twenty-four  members,  called  Trti/iees ;   they 
have  a  large  commodious  building,  on  the  weft 
fide  of  Fourth'Jireetj  near  Mtdberry-Jireet^  where 
the  diflferent  branches  of  learning  and  fcience  are 
taught,  in  the  various  parts  of  the  inftitution. 

In  this  city  are  erefted  two  large'  and  elegant 
edifices,  for  charitable  ufes,  but  not  yet  compleat-  Pennfylv*. 
ed ;  the  Pennfyhania  Hofpital^  and  the  Houfe  0/^^  ^°^p^* 
Employment  for  the  poor  of  Philadelphia  ;  it  is  fup- 
pofed  there  are  not  other  two  inftitutions  of  the 
kind  equal  to  them,  in  any  of  the  Britijh  colonies 
in  America^  for  the  number  of  pcrfons  annually 
relieved,   the  fpacious,    convenient  and  healthy 
accommodations,  and  general  good  management, 
in  every  department ;  in  the  former,  which  h^d 
its  fir  ft  rife  fo  late  as  in  the  year  1751,  there  have 
been  cured  and  relieved  above  four  hundred  per-, 
fons  annually;*    and  in  the  latter,   which  is  of

Ac  poor,  people,  and  helplefs  pbjefts  of  charity  have  beea  ' 
conftantly  provided  with  fujtable  employment,  or 
comfortable  living  and  accommodations.  The  ma- 
nagers of  thefe  inftitutions  are  annually  chofen  by 
the  contributors,  according  to  ads  of  Affembly, 
by  which  they  are  incorporated :  both  of  them 
were  firft  promoted  chiefly  by  the  ^uakersy  and 
ftill  continue  under  the  management  principally  of  ^ 
the  fame  people. 

Other  mfti-  There  are  other  inftitutions  and  companies,  in 
tutioiisj&c.  this  city,  formed  either  for  the  good  order  and 
fecurity  of  it,  or  other  patriotic  purpofes ;  as,  that 
for  the  irfurance  of  bo^es  from  lofs  by  fire  ;  with  a 
number  of^r^  tflmpames^  or  affociatiom^  to  prevent 
and  extinguilh  fire  in  it :  the  fociety  for  the  relief  of 
poor  and  difireffed  majiers  offhips^  their  widows  and 
children  ;  the  American  pbilofophical  fociety ^  &c.  for 
prortioting  ufeful  knowledge ;  the  library  company 
of  Philadelphia  ;  the  fociety  for  promoting  the  cuU 
ture  offilkj  &c.

and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,'*  &c. 

They  are  chofen  by  the  corporation;    and  the 

number  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council-men 

is  not  limited  t  the  nature,  conftitution,   power 

and  office  of  the  corporation  are  defcribed  in  the 

•  city  charter  in  the  appendix* 

Befides 

.  "  Atid  divers  hid  medicines  and  vifits  of  the  phyficiam,  as  tmi^pa^ 
itenis,  yrho£e  cafc«  were  uot-propcr,  ©r  oeccifarj,  to  admit  them  into  fht 
ioufc." 
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Befides  the  city  of  Philadelphia^  there  are  fe^ 
veral  confiderable  towns  in  the  province,  exclufive 
of  the  capitals  of  the  counties,  already  mentioned ) 
ibme  of  which  have  their  ftated  market  days,  and 
regular  markets  for  provifions,  &c. 

Germantown^  in  Philadelphia  county,  about  fix? 
miles  north  of  the  city,  with  which  k  is  nearly 
coeval,  and  noted  for  its  mamifaikure  oi  JiockingSj 
by  the  German  fettlers  and  their  defcendants,  who 
principally  inhabit  it,  confifts  chiefly  of  one  ftreet, 
feveral  miles  in  length,  different  parts  of  it  ha-/ 
ving  different  names,  irregularly  built  of  ftone, 
dug  out  of  the  ground  where  the  hoirfes  ftand ; 
in  a  high  and  healthy  fituation],  with  diflances,  or 
vacant  fpaccs,  in  fbme  places,  between  the 
houfes ;  it  affords  a  pleafant  retreat  in  fummer  to 
divers  inhabitants  of  Philadelphia  j  and  contains 
m«re  houfes  and  people  than  any  other  town  in 
the  province,  Philadelphia  and  Lancaftcr  excepted* 

Wilmington^  in  NevJcaJlle  county,  which  ap^ 
pears  to  be  no  older  than  about  thirty  or  forty  wilminj- 
years  (anno  .1772)  is  now  next  to  Philadelphia^ 
m  trade  and  populoufnefs,  on  or  near  the  Dela^ 
ware  ;  and  in  late  years,  has  far  exceeded  New^ 
cajlle^  which  has  long  feemingly  been  on  the  de* 

dine, 


Note*  Wilmington  was  firftlaid  out,  for  a  town,  and  fettled  principally 
by  the  fakers ^  &c.  of  whom,  in  the  year  1738,  I  find,  William  Shipley^ 
Jojhua  IVay,  Thtmas  Wejl^  David  Ferris,  J°fiP^  Heivs^  Edioard  Tatnal^ 
cmd  others,  had  a  religioas  meeting  fixed  here,     MS. 

The  large  numbers  of  Europeans,  which  have  flocked  into  PennlyU 
vanta,  who  had  been  ufed  to  towns,  efpecially  from  Germany,  fcem  to 
have  been  one  caufe  of  fo  many  confiderable  towns  fuddeuly  (larting  up 
in  this  province  of  late  years;  but  they  arc  Icfs  adapted  to  agricultural 
employment,  than  to  that  of  manafafturing ;  hence  they  generally  here 
either  foon  decline,  or  ceafe  to  increafe ;  except  upon  navigable  waters, 
and  fupported  by  foreign  trade,  or  maEufa^^uring,  &c. 

Lebanon  in  Lancailtr  county  (as  well  as  many  other  towns  in  the  pro- 
vince) is  now  in  a  very  flourifbjng  ftf^te ; .  it  was  laid  out  about  the  year 
1759,  and  now  in  1772,  is  faid  to  contain  above  two  hundred  good 
dwelling  houfes,  many  of  them  larg^,  and  well  built  of  ftone,  dug  out  of 
the  ground  where  they  ftand,  and  principally  inhabited  by  Q^rman^ 
&c. 
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clinc^  though. the  courts,  &c.  are  ftiU  held  at  the 
latter  place ;  from  which  it  is  only  fix  miles  dif- 
tant,  northward,  and  about  twqnty-eight  fouth 
•weft  from  Philadelphia.  It  is  fituated  on  an  ele- 
vated and  hilly  declivity,  defcending  to  Chrijieen 
creek ;  which  fo  far,  at  leaft,  is  navigable  for  vef- 
fels  of  two  hundred  tons  burden,  and  runs  into 
the  Delaware  at  a  fmall  diftance ;  from  whence, 
to  a  fpeftator,  paffing  on  the  faid  river,  this  town, 
by  reafon  of  its  particular  and  elevated  fituation, 
exhibits  a  pleafant  appearance. 

Of  the  internal  Police,  and  Courts  of  Judicature 

;»  Pennfylvania. 

The  nature  and  manner  of  the  government,  by 
,  Z  Governor  and  provincial  Affembly,  as  expreffed 
in  the  laft  charter  of  privileges,  given  in  the  year 
1701,  with  the  powers  granted  to  the  Proprietary, 
William  Penn^  in  the  royal  charter  of  1681,  upon 
which  the  former  is  founded,  have  already  been 
mentioned,  in  the  preceding  hiftory  5  and,  there- 
for^, in  this  place,  need  no  repetition.  Accord- 
ing to  which  charter  of  privileges,  there  are  two 
negatives  in  the  Legiflature ;  that  of  th^  Governor, 
and  that  of  the  Affembly^  or  Reprefentatives  of 
the  people. 

Governor's'  The  CouHcHj  as  before  obferved,  are  no  part  of 
Comicii,&c  j^jjg  LegifljLture,  otherwife  than  by  advifmg  the 
Governor,  iij  his  negative^  &c.  they  are  chofen  by 
the  Proprietary,  or  Governor,  and  are  properly 
called  the  Governor's  Council,  The  afts  of  legifla-t 
ture  run  thus,  in  the  prefidency  of  a  Deputy  Go- 
vernor, who  is  ap|)ointed  by  the  Proprietary,  with 
the  royal  approbation,  viz.  '*  ^e  it  enaSied  by  the 

honourable Efquire,  Lieutenant  Governor  of 

the  province  of  Pen7ifylvaniay  and  of  the  counties  of 
.J^eivcajile^  Kent  and  Sujfepc,  on  Delaware  river ; 
hy  and  with  the  confent  of  the  Reprefentatives  of  the 

•         "  freemen^ 
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freemen  of /aid  province^  in  General  Affembly  met.^^ 
The  Governor's  falary,  which  is  a  free  gift,  or  in 
the  power  of  the  people,  was  never  permanently 
fixed  by  law ;  but  of  late  years,  has  generally 
teen  .about  f^.  1,000  currency  per  annum,  befides 
the  perquifites,  which  amounted  to  a  confidera- 
ble  fum. 

The  Affembly^  by  charter,  is  clefted  on  the  firft 
day  of  Odlob^r  annually,  by  the  freehQlders,  in  Provincisa 
each  county*  The  qualifications,  by  law,  for  an  "^^^  ^ 
elcfbor  and  defted,  is  a  freeman,  refident  in  the 
county,  for  two  years,  at  leaft,  having  fifty  acres 
of  land,  well  feated,  or  otherways  worth,  in  real 
or  perfonal  eftate,  or  both  jointly,  the  value  of 
fifty  pounds  currency ;  which,  if  required,'  muft 
be  declared  on  oath  or  affirmation.  But  the  num- 
ber of  the  members,  and  mode  of  eleftions,  are 
fixed,  altered  and  regulated  by  afl:  of  Affembly, 
jpurfuant  to  the  powers  granted  by  the  faid  charter.  ' 
They  have  far  many  years,  before  the  lafl  frontier 
counties  were  added,  or  till  about  the  year  1771, 
confifled  of  about  thirty-fix ;  of  which  number, 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  returned  two ;  each  of 
the  oldefl  counties,  of  Philadelphia^  Bucks  and 
Chejler^  eight ;  that  of  Lancajier  four ;  and  the 
later  (anc^  in  thofe  times,  much  thinner  inhabited) 
counties  of  Tork^  Cumberland^  Berks  and  North- 
ampton, returned  the  reft. 

The  Sheriffs  and  Coroners  are  ufually  elefled  sheriffs  and 
2it  the  fame  time  with  the  Reprefentatives,  by  Coroners, 
county  eledions;  the  people  eledt  two  for  each 
office ;  out  of  which  the  Governor  chufes  one ; 
who,  in  the  fame  manner,  may  be  re-eleded 
for  three  years  running ;  but  after  three  years, 
cannot  be  re-eleSed,  unlefs  after  the  intervention 
of  three  years,  out  of  office ;  and  then  he  is  capa- 
\>\q  of  3  iiew  election.

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County  The  County  Commffioners^  for  managing  of  the 

Commiffi-  public  affaits  of  their  refpeftive  counties,  are 
Affeffors.  three,  and  the  Affeffors  are  fix,  in  and  for  each 
county ;  of  the  latter  the  whole  number  is  annu- 
*  ally  chofen,  at  the  fame  time,  with  the  AJJimbljy 
Sheriffs  and  Coroners^  according  to  a6l  of  Ajfem^ 
My  ;  the  former,  or  the  Commifftoners^  continue  in 
office  for  three  years ;  of  whom,  one,  or  the  oldeft 
Commiffioner,  is  changed,  or  goes  out,  and  ano- 
ther is  elcfted  in  his  place  every  year,  in  each 
county.  , 

June*.  Juries  are  all  returned  by  the  Sheriffs  excepting 

in  particular  cafes,  but  not  often ;  there  may  be  a 

Jlruck  jury^  by  confent  of  parties }  and  that  muft 

be  in  the  prefence  of  the  Judges,  the  Sheriff  and 

the  parties. 

jufticesof  Jujiices  of  the  Peace  are  all  of  the  Governor's 
appointing,  and  fit  in  garter  SeJJions^  conforma- 
ble to  the  laws  and  inftitutions  of  England* 

The  Regijler  General  is  appointed  and  commiffi- 
celcr^K  ^^^^  by  the  Governor,  according  to  aft  of  Affem- 
bly,  for  the  probate  of  wills^  and  granting  letters 
of  adminijlration.  His  authority  extends  all  over 
the  province;  but  is  executed  by  a  Deputy,  in 
each  refpeftive  county,  except  at  Philadelphia  i 
where  he  i^  obliged  to  refide  himfelf. 

Courts  of  The  power  of  eftabliffiing  all  the  Courts  of  Judi^ 
ju  cature.  ^^^^^^^^  jj^  Pemifylvania^  was  granted,  by  the  royal 
charter,  to  the  Proprietary.  They  were  accord- 
ingly, for  fome  time,  erefted  and  held  by  ordi- 
nances of  the  Governor  and  Council ;  but  they 
were  afterwards  eftablifhed  by  laws  of  the  province. 

The  Courts  of  Judicature:^  for  the  adminiftration 
of  juftice,  as  eftabliffied  by  law,  within  the  pro- 
vince,  confift  of. 

Supreme  I .  The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennfylvania^  held  in 

Court.       Philadelphia^  twice  every  year,  by  any  two  of  the 

three 
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tliree  Juftices,  or  Judgfes,  of  the  faid  court;.  Of 
thefc  Judges,  who  arc  commiiTioned  by  the  Go- 
vernor feverally,  by  diftinft  patents,  one  is  diftin- 
guifhed,  in  his  commiffion,  by  the  pame  of  Chief 
yujiice ;  the  others^  by  that  oifecond  and  third 
Judge,  or  Juftice ;  and  none  of  them  can  fit  judi- 
cially in  any  inferior  court :  every  of  which  Juf- 
tices  having  full  power  to  iffue  forth  writs  of  ha- 
beas  corpus^  certiorari  and  writs  of  error ^  &c. 

This  court  is  empowered  to  hear  and  determine  its  powers 
all  caufes,  by  writ  of  the  fame  court,  removed  ^^• 
from  the  courts  of  garter  Seffions^  and  Common 
Pleas  J  in  the  feveral  counties,  and  from  the  city 
court:  to  reverfe,  or  affirm,  the  judgments  of 
the  inferior  courts:  to  examine  and  punifh  all 
officers  of  courts,  for  default,  &c.  to  award  pro- 
cefs  for  levying  fines  :  and  if  occafion  require,  to 
go  the  circuit  twice  every  year,  to* try  the  ilTues  in 
faSly  in  the  counties,  from  whence  the  caufe  was 
removed :  the  Judges  of  this  court  have  power  to 
deliver  the  jails  of  perfons,  committed  for  treafon, 
murder,  and  other  felonies  of  death ;  and  to  hear 
and  determine  all  fuch  felonies,  committed  in  the 
out  parts  of  the  province,  by  a  jury  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  ;  efpecially  felonies  committed  by  hi- 
dians^  &c.  But  from  the  final  fentence  of  this 
court,  as  well  as  from  fhr.t  of  the  Courts  cf  Ad* 
miralty,  and  all  other  courts,  within  the  province, 
is  referved  the  right  of  appeal  to  Great  Britain. 

2.  The  Court  of  General  ^arJer  Sejftom  of  the  Court  of 
Peace  and  Gaol  Delivery^  held  in  eath  county,  four  ^^^ 
timesinayear,  byany  three,  or  more,of  the  Juflices, 
nominated  and  authorized  by  the  Governor ;  and 
fpecial,  or  private,  feffions,  as  often  as  occafion 
requires,  purfuant  to  their  commiffions,  &c.  any 
of  which  Juflices  has  power  in  or  out  of  feffions, 
to  take  all  maaner  of  recognizances,  &;c. 
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3.  The  County  Couft  of  Common  PUas^  held' 
four  times  annually,  at  the  fame  places,  in  each 
county  where  the  Quarter  SeJJions  are  kept,  by^ 
at  leaft,  three  of  the  Juftices  thereof,  commiffioned 
by  the  Governor-;  who  are  empowered  to  hear 
and  determine  all  pleas^  fuits  and  caufes,  ciyil| 
perfonal,  real  and  mixt,  &c. 

The  Judges  of  the  Comnwn  Pleas  are  the  Juftices 
of  the  Peace  in  each  refpeftive  county :  when  the 
garter  Seffions  are  finifhed,  they  continue  to  fit 
(in  moft  of  the  counties)  in  quality  of  the  Judges 
of  Common  Pleas^  by  commifSon  from  the  Go.- 
vernor. 

4.  The  Orphans*  Courts  held  by  the  Juftices  of 
the  garter  SeJJions^  in  each  county,  in  the  fame 
week,  in  which  the  fejjions  are  held ;  or,  at  any 
other  time  as  they  fee  occafion. 

They  are  empowered  to  call  to  account  any 
perfon,  who  is  entrufted  with,  or  any  wife  account-^ 
able  for,  any  eft  ate,  belonging  to  any  orphan^  or 
perfon  under  age;  (and  even  adminiftrators  oi 
inteftate  eftates)  to  oblige  the  Regifter  General, 
or  his  Deputies,  to  tranfmit  to  their  court,  copies 
of  fuch  writings,  as  relate  to  eftates  of  orphans^ 
or  minors  ;  to  oblige  adminiftrators  to  give  better 
fecurity ;  and  upon  neglefl:  thereof,  or  if  the  ad- 
miniftrator  has  imbezzled  the  decedant's  effate, 
by  their  fentence  to  revoke  his  letter  of  admini- 
ftration  ;  to  oblige  as  well  an  executrix^  that  is 
married  to  another  huft^and,  without  fecuring  the 
minors*  portions,  as  alfo  all  other  executors^  to  give 
fecurity  for  the  payment,  or  delivery,  of  the  le* 
gacies,  or  fliares  of  eftates  belonging  to  minors^ 
and  for  their  maintenance  and  education :  to  ad- 
mit minors  to  chufe  guardians,  and  to  appoint 
guardians  for  fuch  as,  by  the  common  law^  are  un- 
capable  of  chufing ;  to  direft  the  putting  out  mi" 
nors  apprentices:  to  fend  their  attachments,  for 

contempt 
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contempt,  and  force  obedience  to  their  orders, 
by  imprifonment,  or .  fequeftration  of  lands  and 
goods :  finally,  to  fettle  the  accounts  of  admini* 
ftrators,  and  to  make  diftribution  of  the  furpluf- 
age  of  the  eftate ;  and  to  fettle  and  difcharge  the 
accounts  of  bonds  of  guardians,  and  other  per* 
fons,  entrufted  with  minors*  cftates.

jLJl  S  to  the  origin  of  the  Indians  ^  or  aboriginal 
tj^oithT'  inhabitants  of  America^  in  general,  there  is  no- 
origin  ©f  the  thing  on  record,  but  mere  modern  conjedture; 
"     «»*c.  ^IjJ^}^  varies  according  to  the  different  opinions 
and  fancies  of  thofe,  who  have  thought  and  writ 
on  the  fubjefl:,  and  endeavoured  to  account  for 
the  firft  peopling  of  that  continent.     It  is,  per- 
haps, as  improbable  for  a  people,  who  have  not 
the  knowledge  of  letters,  to  derive  their  original 
from  thofe,  who  were  pofTeffed  of  that  ufeful  and 
neceflary  fcience,  and  not  to  retain  it  among  them- 
felves  afterwards,  as  it  would  be  nugatory  to  pre- 
tend to   give   an   account  thereof,    without  the 
means,    abfolutely  .neceflary   for   that   purpofe  ? 
Therefore,  without  faying  any  thing  of  their  ori- 
ginal, 
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^nal,  or  troubling  the  reader  with  conjcdures, 
how  this  country  firft  began  to  be  inhabited  by 
mankind,  let  it  fufEce  here  to  obferve,  in  general,  ^^*^^^  * 
that  thefe  people  appear  to  form  a  diflinft  fpecies  fpccicH  o£ 
of  the  human  race,  as  well  as  the  Negroes^  and  fome  nwnkind, 
other  kinds  of  people,  in  the  world :  this  is  fo 
manifeftly  vifible,  from  an  entire  uniformity, 
among  them,  of  certain  marks  and  characters, 
peculiar  to  their  perfons  and  features,  that  they 
are  thereby  as  fufficiently  diftinguifhed  from  all 
the  reft  of  mankind,  into  a  different,  or  diftinft 
fpecies,  or  variety,  of  rational  beings,  as  the  va- 
rious fpecies  of  fome  of  the  particular  genera  of 
the.  irrational  animals  and  plants  are  cbarafterized 
by  their  refpedive  and  peculiar  properties  and 
phenomena,* 

The  Indians,  called  the  Six  Nations,  have  held  The  six  Na- 
fovereignty  over  all  the  Indians,  both  in  this  and   °"'' 
the  neighbouring  provinces,  for  a  long  feries  of 
years ;  and  as  a  fimilarity  of  their  culloms  pre- 
vails much  among  thofe,  who  are  fubject  to  them, 
fo  previous  to  an  account  of  the  Indians  of  Penn-  , 
fylvania  and  New  Jerfey,  as  they  were  found  and 
obferyed  by  the  firft  and  early  European  or  Englijh 
fettlers  among  them,  whofe  defcription  or  obfer- 
vation,  may  be  moft  depended  on,  as  neareit  the 
truth,  it  may  be  proper  to  fay  fomething  further 
refpefting  thefe  nations,  though  they  have  not,  at 
prefent,  their  refidence  within  the  limits  of  thefe 
provinces. 

The  Six  Nations  firft  entered  into  an  alliance 
with  the  EngUfld,  on  the  capture  of  New  Tork 
from  the  Dutch,  in  1664;  which  has  remarkably 
continued  ever  fince.  The  limits  of  their  lands, 
or  country,  included  all  the  nations  and  tribes;, 

which

Manner  of  The  Indians  generally  bound  their  countries,  or 
^h^r^^n  territories,  by  large '  wide  fpaces  of  land,  not  by 
•ri«.  ■  lines,  or  marks.  Their  numbers  are  fmall,  in  pro- 
portion  to  the  land  they  poffcfs.  They  fix  their 
towns  commonly  on  the  borders  of  great  rivers, 
on  account  of  the  rich  lawns,  for  planting  their 
corn :  the  intermediate  ground  they,  rcferve  for 
hunting ;  which  equally  ferves  them  for  that  pur* 
pofe  and  a  frontier. 

Manner  of  Their  nations  and  tribes  are  generally  diftin- 
^rir "iwti-  guifhed  and  denominated  by  the-names  of  the  ri- 
ons  and  ycrs  and  crccks,  or  other  noted  places,  of  their 
*^*  ^^'  refidence ;  which  original  names  they  commonly 
ftill  continue  tb  retain  after  their  removal  to  other 
places.  The  tribes,  which  compofed  their  nations, 
were,  frequently  in  proportion  to  the  number  and 
importance  of  the  creeks,  that  ran  into  the  rivers 
which  bore  their  nations.  The  Delawares  fo  caU 
led  from  the  rjyer  Delaware^  by  the  Englifh,  but 
by  themfelves  in  their  own  language,  Lenelenoppe^^ 
or  the  original  people,  confifted  of  the  AJfunpink 
(Stony  creek)  Indians ;  Rankokas^  (Lamikas^  or 
Chichequaas)  Mingoes^  Andajlakas ;  (Cbrijleen 
creek,  near  Wilmington)  Nejhaminiesy  in  Bucks 
county;  Shackanmxom^  about  Kenftngton^  near 
Philadelphia;  Mantas^  or  Frog  Indians^  about 
Burlingion^  and  a  creek  of  that  name,  in  Glouccjier 

county 
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county,  which  runs  out  of  Jerfey  into  the  Dela-^ 
warey  a  little  below  Philadelphia^  &c. 

Since  the  conqueft:  and  fubjeftion  of  divers  of  Their 
the  Indian  nations  and  tribes,  by  the  Six  Nations ^  ^^^^"^  ®^ 
particularly  after  the  Europeans  became  acquainted  &c, 
with  them,  (during  which  time  they  appear  to 
have  been  continually  decreafing  in  number)  many 
of  their  places  of  refideuce  have  been  changed  for 
others,^  by  the  direftion  and  order  of  their  con- 
querors, or  fuperiors  ;  efpecially  to  make  room 
for  the  fettlement  of  the  Europeans^  &c.  Hence, 
after  the  Sufquahanmcks  were  exterminated,  the 
upper  parts  of  the  river  Sufquahanna  were  allotted 
to  the  Nanticokesy  from  the  eaftern  fhore  of  Ma^ 
ryland ;  to  the  Tuteloes^  from  Meherin  river,  in 
the  fouth  of  Virginia;  and  to  the  Delawaresy 
among  which  laft  are  included  the  Menejinks^ 
from  above  the  forks  of  Delaware^  and  the  Man- 
desy  or  Salem  Indians,.  &c.  and  as  the  country  be- 
comes more  inhabited  by  Europeans  and  their  de- 
fcendants,  the  Indians  move  ftill  further  back  into 
the  wildernefs,  S;c. 

Among  the  moft  noted  nations,  which  fpme-  Noted  na- 
times  formerly  inhabited   tJetv   Jerfcyy   and  the  ^'°"f  ^?'^' 
firll,  or  moft  early  fettled  parts  of  Pennfylvania^  New  jerfey 
are  faid  to  have  been  the  Narraticongs^  on  the  ^"/^^^"'^" 
north  fide  of  Rariton  river,  the  CapitinaJJesy  the  ^  ^'*"'**' 
Gacheosy  the  Munfeysj  the  Pomptonsy  and  fome  of 
the  Five  Nations,    before  the  fixth  was  added ; 
which  was  that  of  the  Tufcororas^  on  account  of 
a  fimilarity  in  their  language  to  that  of  the  Five 
Nations,  indicating  them  to  have  been  originally 
of  the  fame  ftock^  &c.

The  Six  Nations^  fometimes  called  Mingos,  and 
Confederates,  as  their  name  denotes,  called  by  the 
Dutch^  Maquaas^  or  Mahakuafe^  and  by  the 
French^  Iroquois^  were  fo  greatly  diminiflied  in  the 
the  year  1757,  that  they  were  then  fuppofed  to 
confifl  only  of  about  twelve  hundred  fighting 
men.  *'  They  confifl  (fays  Golden  in  his  hiftory 
of  them)  of  fo  many  tribes,  or  nations,  joined 
together  by  league,  or  confederacy,  like  the  XJni^ 
ted  Provinces^  and  without  any  fuperiority  of  one 
over  the  other.  This  union  has  continued  fo  long, 
that  the  Chrijlians  know  nothing  of  the  original  of 

it.

Be  fides,  *'  In  an  hiilorical  account,  printed  in  Philadelphia,  of  the 
expedition  agalnft  the  Ohio  Indians,  in  1764,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Bouqutt,  there  is  a  lift  of  the  Indian  nations  of  Canada  and  Lout- 
Jianoy  faid  to  be  from  good  authority,  *and  that  the  account  may  be  de- 
pended on,  fo  far  as  a  matter  of  this  kind  can  be  brought  near  the  truth  ; 
m  which  it  is  ajGTerted,  there  are  fifty-fix  thoufand  five  hundred  and  eiq^hty

is  gained  by,  and  confifts  wholly  in,  the  opinion 
the  reft  of  the  natives  have  of  their  wifdom  and 
integrity.  They  never  execute  their  refolutions 
by  force,  upon  any  of  their  people.  Honour  and 
eiteem  are  their  principal  rewards ;  as  ihame,  and 
being  defpifed,  their  punifliments.  They  have  cer- 
tain cuftoms,  which  they  obferve,  in  their  public 
tranfaOiions,  with  other  nations,  and  in  their  pri- 
vate affairs  among  themfelves ;  which  it  is  fcanda- 
lous  for  any  among  them  not  to  obferve;  and 
thefe  always  draw  after  them  either  public  or 
private  refentment,  whenever  they  are  broken. 

*'  Their  4eaders  and  captains,  in  like  manner, 
obtain  their  authority  by  the  general  opinion  of 
their  courage  and  conduft,  and  lofe  it  by  a  failure 
in  thefe  virtues. 

"  Their  great  men,  both  fachems  and  captains^ 

are  generally  poorer  than  the  common  people ; 

for  they  affeft  to  give  away  and  diftribute  all  the 

prefcnts  and  plunder,  they  get  in  their  treaties, 

and  in  war,  fo  as  to  leave  nothing  to  themfelves. 

There   is   not   a   man    in   the    miniftry  of    the 

Their  free  Fitje  Nations^  who  has  gained  his  office  otherwife, 

and  inde-    than  by  merit ;  there  is  not  the  leaft  falary,  or 

S»t^  &c.    ^^y  ^^^^  ^^  profit,  annexed  to  any  office,  to  tempt 

the  covetous  or  fordid;    but,    on  the  contrary, 

every  unworthy  aftion  is  unavoidably  attended 

with  the  forfeiture  of  their  commiffion ;  for  their 

authority  is  only  the  efteem  of  the  people,  and 

ceafes  the  moment  that  efteem  is  loft.     Here  we 

fee  the  natural  origin  of  all  power  and  authority, 

among 
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among  a  free  people ;  and  whatever  artificial  pow- 
er, or  fovereignty,  any  man  may  have  acquired, 
by  the  laws  and  conftitution  of  a  country,  his  real 
power  will  be  ever  much  greater,  or  Icfs,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  efteem  the  people  hav^  of  him.* 

*'  The  Five  Nations  think  themfelves,  by  nature.  Their  high 
fuperior  to  the  reft  of  mankind,  and  call  them-  opinJonof 
felves  Ongue-honwe^  that  is,  menfurpajjing  all  others.  &c. 
This  opinion,  which  they  take  care  to  inculcate 
into   their   children,    gives    them   that   courage, 
which  has  been  fo  terrible  to  all  the  nations  of 
North  America  ;  and  they  have  taken  fuch  care  to 
imprefs  the  fame  opinion  of  their  people  on  all 
their  neighbours,  that,  on  all  occafions,  they  yield 
the  moft  fubmiffive  obedience  to  them.**     ''  The 
Tufcaroras^  after  the  war  they  had  with  the  people 
of  Carolina^  fled  to  the  Ftve  Nations^  and  are  now 
incorporated  with  them ;  fo  that  they  now  pro- 
perly indeed  confift  of  Six  Nations. 

"  There  is  one  vice,  which  all  the  Indians  have  Drunken- 
fallen  into,  fince  their  acquaintance  with  the  Chrif-  monToThe 
tians  ;  of  which  they  could  not  be  guilty  before  Indian*,  &e 
that  time,  that  is,  drimkennefs.     It  is  ftrange  how 
all  the  Indian  nations,  and  almoft  every  perfon 
among  them,  male  and  female,  are  infatuated  with 
the  love  of  Jirong  drink  ;  they  Hnow  no  bounds  to 
their  defire,  while  they  can  fwallow  it  down ;  and 
then  indeed,  the  greateft  man  among  them  fcarcely 
deferves  the  name  of  a  brute. 

*'  They  never  have  been  taught  to  conquer  any 

palfion,   but  by  fome  contrary  paflion;  and  the  * 

traders,  with  whom  they  chiefly  converfe,  are  fo 

•  far  from  giving  them  any  abhorrence  of  this  vice, 

that  they  encourage  it  all  they  can,  not  only  for

•  "  All  affairs,  "wrhich  concern  the  general  intcrcft,  are  determined 
in  a  great  aifemhly  of  the  chiefs  of  each  canton^  annually  held,  at  Oaa/v- 
dago^  the  centei*  of  their  country,  (in  north  latitude  42°  $$'^.

Smith's  hipory  of  New  TQrk, 
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the  profit  of  the  liquor   they  fell,  but  that  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  impofe   upon  them* 
And  this,  as  they  chiefly  drink  foirits,  has  de- 
ftroycd  greater  numbers,  than  all  their  wars  and  , 
difeafes  put  together.

in  the  darknefs  of  antiquity.     It  is  faid  that  their 

firft  refidence  was  in  the  country  about  Mont- 

'   real  ;*  and  that  the  fuperior  ftrength  of  the  Adi^ 

rondacks,  whom  the  French  call  >^/^o«y«/«/,  drove 

them  into  their  prefent  poffefSons,  lying  on  the 

fouth  fide  of  the  Mohawks  river,  and  the  great 

lake  Ontario.     Towards  the  clofe  of  thofe  difputes, 

which  continued  for  a  great  feries  of  years,  the 

.     Confederates  gained  advantages  over  the  Adiron^ 

dacks^  and  ftruck  a  general  terror  into  all  the  /«- 

dians.     The  Hurons^  on  the  north  fide  of  lake 

£r/>,  and  the  Cat  Indians^  on  the  fouth  fide  were 

totally   conquered  and  difperfed.     The  French^ 

who  fettled  in  Canada^  in   1603,  took  umbrage 

at  this  fuccefs,  and  began  a  war  with  them,  which 

had  well  nigh  ruined  their  new  colony^

Their  art  "  The  art  of  public  fpeaking  is  in  high  efteem 
andinetii9d  among  the  Indians,  and  much  ftudied.  They  are 
fpeaking!  extremely  fond  of  method,  and  difpleafed  with 
*tc-  an  irregular  harrangue,  becaufe  it  is  difficult  to 

be  remembered.  When  they  anfwer,  they  rclpeat 
the  \vhole,  reducing  it  into  ftri£l  or4cr.  Their 
fpeeches  arc  Ihort,  and  the  fenfe  conveyed  in 
ftrong  metaphors.  In  converfation  they  are 
fprightly,  but  folemn  and  ferious  in  their  met 
lages  relating  to  public  affairs.  Their  fpeakers 
deliver  themfelves  with  furprifing  force,  and  great 
propriety  of  gefture.  The  fierccnefs  of  their 
countenances,  the  flowing  blanket,  elevated  tone, 
naked  arm,  and  ereft  ftature,  with  a  half  circle 
of  auditors  feated  on  the  ground,  cannot  but  im- 
prefs  on  the  mind  a  lively  idea  of  the  ancient 
orators  of  Greece  and  Rome.

At  the  claufe  of  every  important  part  of  a 
fpeech,  ratifying  an  old  covenant,  or  creating  a 
new  one,  a  belt  is  generally  given,  to  perpetuate 
the  remembrance  of  the  tranfaftion.  Thefe  belts 
are  about  four  inches  wide,  and  thirty  in  length. 
They  confift  of  firings  of  conque-lhell  beads  faft- 
ened  together.*

THE  Indians  of  Pennfylvania  and  New  Jerfsy^ 
Pcnnfyiva-  Hke  the  Six  Nations  J  obferved  the  greatefl  deco-

cour^fe  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  in  any  one  com-  N«w^rfcT 
pany,  though  never  fo  large  ;  in  which  they  never 
interrupted  or  contradified  each  other,  while 
fpeaking,  but  always  waited  in  filence  till  he,  that 
was  fpeaking,  had  finilhed  what  he  had  to  fay, 
before  an  anfwer  was  returned,  or  any  other 
fpeech  attempted ;  all  the  reft  remaining  in  pro- 
found filence  till  their  turn,  without  either  mur- 
mur or  whifper. 

As  to  their  perfons,  they  ate  generally  more  Their  pcr- 
iipright  and  ftrait,  in  their  limbs,  than  Europeans  fo"*>  .^'=- 
arc ;  their  bodies  ftrong,  but  more  adapted  to 
endure  hardlbips  than  to  fuftain  labour :  they  are 
very  rarely  crooked  or  deformed.  Their  features 
are  regular  ;  their  countenances  fometimes  fierce, 
in  common  rather  refcmbling  Jews  than  Chri/ii^ 
ans  ;  the  colour  of  their  fkin,  a  tawney,  reddilh 
brown,  or  copper  colour :  they  all  have  long, 
ftrait,  black  hair  on  their  heads,  .  which  they 
greafe,  and  m^ke  it  fhine,  with  bear's  fat,  efpe- 
cially  the  women,  who  tie  it  behind  in  a  large 
knot,  and  fometimes  in  a  bag.  They  are  hardy, 
lean,  and  fqualid,  and  the  whole  manner  of  their 
lives  uniform.  They  fometimes  paint,  or  ftreak, 
their  faces  with  black,  when  in  mourning ;  but 
with  red,  when  their  affairs  go  well.  It  is  faid, 
they  have  no  beards,  but  whether  it  be  fo  univer-- 
fally  or  not,  among  them,  it  is  certain  they  have 
an  averfion  to  hairs  growing  on  their  faces  ;  for 
they  always  pull  them  out  by  the  roots,  when  any 
appear,  &c. 

Though  they  are  much  given  to  mirth,  yet  they  Theirgcne- 
are  fometimes  grave,  even  to  fadnefs,  upon  com- ^ai  turn  of 
mon,  and  more  fo  upon  ferious  occafions.     They  love  of  u- 
are  very  generous  and  liberal  of  what  they  have;  be"y»  ^<^- 
not  eafily  provoked  to  anger ;  nor  foon  appeafed 

when  ^ 


u. 
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when  mcenfed.  But  liberty,  in  the  falleft  extent^ 
is  their  ruling  paflion ;  to  this  every  other  confider- 
ation  is  fubfervient.  Their  children  are  fo  trained 
up,  as  to  cheriih  this  difpofidon  to  theutmoft;  they 
are  very  much  indulged,  feldom  chaftifed  with 
blows,  and  but  rarely  reproved,  or  checked.  They 
leave  their  children's  faults  for  their  own  reafon  to 
correft,  when  they  are  grown  up;  which,  they 
fay,  cannot  be  very  great,  before  it  arrives  at  fomc 
degree  of  maturity.  They  abhor  what  appears  to 
have  a  flavifh  motive  to  adion,  as  inconfiftent  with 
their  notion  of  freedom  and  independency ;  even 
ftrong  and  importunate  perfuafion  is  induftrioufly 
avoided  by  them,  as  bordering  too  much  on  depen- 
dency, and  a  kind  of  violence  offered  to  the  will ; 
they  dread  flavery  more  than  death.  They  never 
liked  to  be  alked  their  judgment  twice  upon  the 
fame  thing. 

Their  cnf-  Their  property  was  little,  and  their  anxiety  to 
toms,  em-  increafe  it  was  lefs  ;*  their  intercourfe  naturally 
goymcntf,  fj.^^  ^^^  unfettered  with  ceremony.  No  ideas  rf 
ftate  and  grandeur ;  no  homage  of  wealth,  office, 
birth,  or  learning ;  no  pride  of  houfe,  habit,  or 
furniture;  very  little  emulation  of  any  kind,  to 
interrupt ;  thefe  common  oauies  of  the  violation 
and  preventions  of  friendihips  had  no  place  with 
them.  They  were  conftant  and  fteady  in  their  at- 
tachments to  each  other,  and,  in  many  inilances, 
far  exceeded  what  might  be  expected.  Their 
chief  employment  was  hunting,  fifhing  and  fowl- 
ing; making  canoes,  bowls,  and  other  earthen 
ware ;  in  all  which  they  were  ingenious,  confider- 
ing  the  means  ufed.  Their  women's  bufinefs 
principally  confifted  of  planting  Indian  corny  parch- 
ing, or  roafting  it,  pounding  it  to  meal,  in  mor- 
tars, or  breaking  it  between  ftones,  making  brtad^ 

and 

*  "  An  Indian,  in  anfwer  to  this  queftion,  '^  Wbai  did  the  tubite  peo^ 
pie  mean  by  tbe  tvord,  covetovfnefs  f  was  told  hj  another  perfon,  tbat  It 
Jignified  a  defire  of  mon  tbati  a  man  bad  need  off  Tbat  it  ajtrange  Uiing^  rcr 
lulled  the  Indian^ 
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and  dreffing  yi£tuals*  They  alfo  made  itiats^ 
ropes,  hats,  and  baflvcts  (fome  very  ingenioufly)  of 
wild  hemp,  and  roots,  or  fplits  of  trees.  Befides 
thefe  and  their  toil  of  hunting,  they  had  but  few 
exercifes  to  fatigue  them ;  and  this  they  fweetened 
with  frequently  meeting  in  companies,  to  feaft, 
dance,  and  make  merry ;  in  Ihort,  a  life  of  diili- 
pation  and  eafe,  of  uncertainty  and  warft,  of  ap-  . 
petite,  fatietyi,  indolence,  and  fleep,  feemed  to  be 
the  fum  of  their  charafler,  and  the  fummit,  to 
which  their  wifhes  afpired.*' 

In  their  cuftoms  and  employments,  they  were 
Very  loving  to  one  another,  taking  great  care  of 
each  other  in  ficknefs,  while  hopes  of  life  remained, 
but  afterwards  fomeiimes  remifs.  If  a  company 
of  them  came  to  a  ChriJiiarC^  houfe,  and  the  maf- 
ter  of  it  gave  viftuals  to  one  of  them,  and  none 
to  the  reft,  that  ane  divided  what  was  given  hint 
into  equal  fhares  among  his  companions*  If  Chrif" 
iians  vifited  them,  they  ferved  them  firft,  with 
the  beft  of  their  viduals*  Their  times  of  eating 
were  commonly  the  morning  and  evening ;  their 
feats  and  tables,  the  ground.  They  lived  much 
on  maize,  or  Indian  corn^,  roafted  in  the  allies, 
fometimes  beaten  and  boiled  with  water,  called 
hominc:  they  alfo  made  an  agreeable  cake  of  the 
ground  corn,  and  taifed  beans  and  peas  ;  but  the 
woods  and  rivers  afforded  them  the  chief  part  of 
their  provifions. 

They  were  great  obfervers  of  the  lOeathef^  by 
the  moon ;  they  delighted  in  fpie  clothes ;  and 
were  uneafy  and  impatient,  in  ficknefs,  for  a  re- 
medy :  for  which  they  commonly  drank  a  decoc- 
tion of  roots,  in  fpring  water ;  forbearing  flefli 
meat,  excepting  of  the  female  only,  when  in  fuch 
cafe  they  ufed  any.  They  were  naturally  referved, 
apt  to  refent,  to  conceal  their  refentments,  and  ' 
retain  them  long ;  but  they  v/ere  liberal  and  ge- 

Vol.  IL  [39^  nerous, 
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nerous,  kind  and  affable  to  the  Englijh.  They 
were'punftual  in  Jtheir  bargains;  and  obferved 
this  fo  much  in  others,  that  it  was  very  difficult 
for  a  perfoh,  who  had  once  failed  in  this  particu- 
lar, to  get  any  dealings  with  them  afterwards : 
they  were  ftrift  obfervers  of  property ;  yet,  to 
the  laft  degree,  thoughtlefs  and  inaftive  in  ac- 
quiring or  keeping  it.  They  did  juftice  to  one 
another,  for  crimes  among  themfelves,  in  a  man- 
ner peculiar  to  them  ;  even  murder  might  be 
.  atoned  by  feafts,  and  prefents  of  wampum :  the 
price  of  a  woman  killed  was  twice  as  much  as 
that  of  a'  man  ;  becaufe,  faid  they,  Jhe  bred  chiU 
drerij  which  men  could  not.  do.  When  fober,  they 
rarely  quarrelled  among  themselves.  They  lived 
to  fixty,  feventy,  and  eighty  years,  and  more,  be- 
fore rum  was  introduced  among  them,  but  feldom 
fo  long  afterwards. 

^^^  Their  houfes,    or  wigwams,    were  fometimes 

houfcs,       many  together,  in  towns ;  but  moftly  moveable, 
drcft,  &c.   2^nj  occafionally  fixed  near  fprings,  or  other  wa- 
ters, for  conveniency  of  hunting,  fifhing,  balket- 
making,  &c.  built  of  poles,  laid  on  forked  flicks 
fixed  in  the  ground,  with  bark,  flags,  or  bufhes, 
on  the  top  and  fides ;  having  an  opening  to  the 
fouth,  and  their  fire  in  the  middle.     In  the  night 
they  flept  on  the  ground,  with  their  feet  towards 
the  fire.    Their  cloathing  was  a  coarfe  blanket,  or 
Ikin,  thrown  over  their  (houlders,  which  covered 
to  the  knee,  and  a  piece  of  the  fame  tied  round 
their  legs  ;  with  part  of  a  deer  (kin  fewed  round 
their  feet,  for  Ihoes.     When  a  company  travelled 
mvcUing,   together,  they  generally  followed  each  other,  in 
*cc.  a  row  fingly,  and  in  filence ;  fcarcely  ever  two 

being  feen  abreaft,  or  by  the  fide  of  each  other : 
the  man  went  before  with  his  bow  and  arrow  ;  the 
woman  followed  after,  not  uncomraonlv  with  a 
child  on  her  back,  and  other  burdens  befides; 
the  woman  generally  carrying  the  luggage.

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Their  young  men  married  at  fixteen  or  feven-  Their  mar-

given  a  lufliaent  proof  01  their  manhood,  by  a  burials. 
large  return  of  (kins.   The  girls  married  at  about' 
thirteen  or  fourteen,  but  refided  with  their  mo- 
thers, for  fomc  years  after  marriage,  to  bos  the 
ground,  bear  burdens,  &c.     The  young  women 
were   originally   very  modeft,    but  diftinguiflied 
themfelves,  when  at  a  marriageable  ftate,  or  age, 
with  a  kind  of  worked  mats,  or  red,  or  blue  bays, 
interfperfed  with  fmall  rows  of  white  and  black 
wampum^  put  round  the  head,  down  to  near  the 
middle  of  the  forehead.     Both  the  young  and  old 
women  were  highly  offended  at  indecent  expref- 
fions,  unlefs  corrupted  with  ftrong  liquor.     Their 
marriage  ceremony  was  fome times  thus  :— the  re- 
lations and  friends  being  prefent,  the  bridegroom 
delivered  a  bone  to  the  bride,  and  fhe  gave  him  an 
ear  of  Indian  corn  ;  meaning,  that  he  was  to  pro- 
vide flefli  meat,  and  flie,  bread.     It,  was  not  unu- 
fual,  notwithftanding,  to  change  their  mates  upon 
difagreement ;  the  children  went  with  the  party 
that  loved  them  moft,  the  expence  being  of  no 
moment  to  either ;  but  in  cafe  of  difference,  or 
difagreement,  on  this  head,  the  man  was  allowed 
the  firft  choice,  when  the  children  were  divided, 
or  when  there  was  but;  one;    but,  for  the  moft 
parti  agreeable  to  the  Indian  rule,  in  fuch  cafes, 
partus  Jeqidtur  ventrem^  the  children,   or  young, 
go  with  the  mother ;  which  is  as  reafonable  among 
them,  as  among  cattle,   fince  the  whole  burden 
of  bringing  up  falls  on  her.      They  commonly  j^iananr-- 
wafhed  their  children  in  cold  water,  as  foon  as  meat  of 
born ;  and  to  make  their  limbs  ftrait,  they  tied  ^^^]^  ^^'^" 
them  to  a  board,  and  hung  them  on  their  backs, 
when  they  travelled.  Their  children  ufually  walked 
alone  at  nine  months  old.     From  their  infancy 
they  were  formed  with  care  to  endure  hardfliips, 

to 
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to  bear  derifion,   and  even  blows,  patiently—at 
leaft,  with  a  compofed  countenance. 

Their  fmall  knowledge  of  numbers  appeared  iu 
their  manner  of  counting,  which  was  by  tens. 
Their  flciU  ^^i^^  is  two  tcns,  three  tcus,  four  tens,  &c.  but 
ity  in  fomc  whcu  the  number  was  above  their  comprehenfion, 
thing.,  &c.  ^jjgy  pointed  to  the  ftars,  to  the  hairs  of  their 
head,  &c.  and  they  kept  reckoning  of  time  by  * 
moons.  Their  ingenuity  appeared  in  feveral  of 
their  mechanic  inventions  and  performances ;  as, 
in  their  manner  of  pointing  their  arrows,  with  a 
fliarp,  flinty  ftone ;  and  in  their  making  of  their 
axe;3,  of  the  fame  materials,  for  cutting  their 
wood  ;  which  are  often  found,  and  dug  up  in  the 
fields,  with  other  kinds  of  their  implements.  They 
got  fire  by  rubbing  certain  pieces  of  wood  together 
of  different  forts,  turning  the  end  of  a  hard  piece 
upon  the  fide  of  one  which  was  foft  and  dry.  By 
the  means  of  fire  and  their  ftone  axes,  they  felled 
large  trees,  and  afterwards  fcooped  them  into 
bowls  and  other  utenfils.  They  were  very  ftudious 
in  obferving  the  virtues  of  roots  and  herbs,  by 
which  they  ufually  cured  themfelves  of  difeafes, 
both  by  outward  and  inward  applications ;  befides 
which  they  frequently  ufed  fweating  and  the  cold 
bath."^ 

Their  go-        Their  government,  in  thefe  parts,  was  moxiar-i 

vtrnmai .   ^j^j^^j  ^^  fucceffive^  or  hereditary ;  but  moftly  on

•  Their  manner  of  ywr^//;?^  tlie  patient  was,  firft,  to.  inclofc  him  in  ■ 
a  narrow  cabhin,  in  the  midft  of  whkh  was  a  red  hot  ftone ;  this  heing 
frequently  wetted  with  water,  made  a  warm  vapour ;  with  which  and 

his  own  fweat,  the  patient  heing  fufficiently  wet,  was  immediately,  in  J 

this  condition,  brought  to  the  nearcft  creek,  or  river,  and  plunged  into  i 

it.

309 

children  of  his  fitter ;  whofe  fons  were  to  reign ; 
and  after  them,  the  male  children  of  her  daugh^    . 
ters ;  for  no  women  inherited. 

Notwithftanding  this  mode  of  fucceflion  of  their 
Jungs,  yet,  for  extraordinary  reafons,  it  was  fome- 
times  altered ;  of  which ,  appears  an  inftance  in 
S.  Smit/ys  hiftory  of  New  Jer/ey,  in  the  cafe  of 
the  old  king  Ockanickon^  who  died  at  Burlington^ 
in  that  province,  about  the  year  1681 :  before  his 
death  he  altered  the  fucceflion^  and  inftead  of 
Sheoppy  and  Swamfisj  who,  in  regular  order,  were 
to  have  fucceeded  him,  he,  for  reafons  in  his 
fpeech  there  given,  appointed  his  brother's  fon, 
yaMur/oej  to  fucceed  him,  giving  him  fome  ex- 
cellent advice  on  the  occafion.  This  king,  as 
there  related,  foon  after  this,  made  a  good  and 
pious  exit ;  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  the 
fakers*  burying  ground,  at  that  place,  being  at- 
tended to  the  grave  with  folemnity  by  the  Indians^ 
in  their  manner,  and  with  great  refpeft  by  many 
of  the  Englijh  fettlers ;  to  whom  he  had  been  a 
Crue  friend. 

That  formality,  which,  in  the  European  ftyle,v..  ^^^.^ 
or    acceptation  of  the  term,   conftitutes  what  is  reiigioii, 
commonly  called  religion,  feems  to  have  made  but  ^^^ 
little  appearance  among  them,  though  probably 
they  had  fome  cuftoms  no  lefs  irrational  and  ridi- 
culous, in  the  eye  of  reafon ;  but  they  were  ac- 
quainted with  the  principle  of  juftice  and  truth;   . 
which,  by  their  conduft,  they  demonftrated,  in  a 
high  degree,  fo  far  as  the  moft  judicious  among  the 
firft  and  early  Englifti  fettlers  obferved,  and  inform  j 

us.  And  it  were  to  be  wiflied  that  what  notions 
they  had  of  a  Deity,  and  their  actions  relative  to 
^  their  duty  to  him,  had  not,  in  part,  been  mifre- 
prefented  by  any ;  who,  by  attempting  to  give  an 
account  of  what  they  did  not,  or  could  not,^lly 
underftand,    have  fupplied  that   deficiency '^  with 

conjeftures, 
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conjeftures,  perhaps  without  defign  of  mifrg)re- 
fentation,  and  thereby,  in  forae  things,  difguifed, 
or  obfcured,  what  was  really  known  refpeding 
fome  of  them,  in  this  cafe. 

The  indi-       ^^  ^^  ^^^^  known  they  were  very  much  averfe  to 
ans  »vcrfc   European  religion   and  cuftoms,    imlefs  in  fuch 
In  fiS^ms'  ^'^^^gs  ^s  they  could  comprehend,  and  clearly  un- 
&c,         '  derftand  were  for  their  real  benefit ;  yet,  in  this, 
fometimes  their  paffions  prevailed  over  their  better 
underftanding ;  inftance,  their  drunkennefs,  &c. 
But  though  the  hoped  and  defired  fuccefs  did  not 
fo  fully  attend  the  labours  bellowed  on  them,  and 
the  means  ufed,  both  by  William  Penn  himfelf,  in 
perfon,  and  by  divers  others  of  the  more  pious 
and  early  fettlers,  whofe  good  example  was  very 
remarkable,  with  the  later  endeavours  iince  con- 
tinued, to  inform  the  judgment  of  the  Indians^ 
in  thefe  provinces,  in  religious  affairs,  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  principles  and  advantage  of  Chrif- 
tianiiy^  to  reftrain  them  from  fome  things,    ac-» 
knowledged  by  themfelves  to  be  manifeftly  perni- 
cious, particularly  from  abufing  themfelves  with 
.        Jlrong  liquor^  by  law,  as  well  as  advice,  &c.  fo 
much  as  might  reafonably  have  been  wiflied,  or 
expefted ;  yet  thefe  very  labours  and  means  were 
far  from  being  ufelefs,  or  entirely  without  good 
effeO:  j  for  the  confequence  declared  that  the  In-- 
dians^  in  general,  were  fenfible  of  the  kind  regard 
paid  them,  and  of  the  good  intended  thereby ; 
which  they  flicwed  and  proved  by  their  future 
conduft,  and  fteady  friendfhip ;  as  appears  in  the 
preceding  hiftory,  though  they  generally  refufed, 
in  a  formal  manner,  to  embrace  European  manners^ 
religion  and  opinions :    "  For,  governed  by  their 
s.  Smith,    own  cuftoms,  and  not  by  laws,  creeds,  &c.  they 
greatly  revered  thofe  of  their  anccftors,  and  fol- 
lowed them  fo  implicitly,  that  a  new  thought,  or 
aftion,  feldom  took  place  among  them/'

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They  are  thought  (fays  William  PennJ  to  have  sec  wiiii- 
believed  in  a  God  and  immortality :  and  feemed  to  ^^  p«°"'!

aim  at  a  public  worlhip :  m  pertormmg  this,  they  the  Indians, 
fometimes  fat  in  feveral  circles,  one .  within  ano- , 
ther :  the  aftion  confided  of  finging,  jumping, 
fhouting,  and  dancing;    which  they  are  faid  to 
have  ufed,  moftly  as  a  tradition  from  their  ancef- 
tors,  rather  than  from  any  knowledge,  or  enquiry 

of  their  own  into  the  ferious  parts  of  its  origin. 

• 

'  They  faid  the  great  King,  who  made  them, 
dwelt  in  a  glorious  country  to  the  fouthward; 
and  that  the  fpirits  of  the  beft  fhould  go  thither, 
and  live  again.  Their  moft  folemn  worlhip  was 
a  facrifice  of  the  ^r^ fruits  ;  in  which  they  burned 
the  firft  and  fatteft  buck,  and  feafted  together 
upon  what  elfe  they  had  coUefted.  In  this  facri- 
fice they  broke  no  bones  of  any  creature,  which 
they  ate ;  but  after  they  had  done,  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  burned  them  very  carefully. 
They  diftinguiflied  between  a  good  and  evil 
ManettUj  or  Spirit ;  worfhipping  the  former  for' 
the  good,  they  hoped;  and,  it  is  faid,  fome  of 
them,  the  latter,  that'  they  might  not  be  afflifted  " 

with  the  evilj  which  they  feared  ;  fo  flavifhly 
dark  are  fome  of  them  reprefented  to  have  been 
in  their  underftandings !  But  whether  this  laft  be 
true,  in  a  general  fenfe,  or  peculiar  only  to  fome 
parts,  it  was  certainly  not  the  cafe  at  all  among 
the  Indians  within  the  limits  of  thefe  provinces, 
or,  at  leaft,  very  much  concealed  from  the  firft 
and  early  fettlers  of  them. 

But  in  late  years  it  is  lefs  to  be  admired  that  the  Reafons  for 
Indians^   in  thefe  provinces,    and  their  vicinity,  ^i^e  Indiana* 
have  Ihewn  fo  little  regard  to  the  Chrijiian  religion,  chT^iJ"" 
but  rather  treated  it,  as  well  as  its  profeffors,  with  nity,  &c. 
contempt  and  abhorrence,  when  it  is  duly  con- 
fidercd  what  kind  of  Chrijiians  thofe  generally 
are,  with  whom  they  moftly  deal  and  converfe ; 

as,- 
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as,  the  Ifidian  traders,  and  mcrfl  of  the  inhabitailti 
of  the  back  counties  of  this  and  the  neighbouring 
provinces,  who  have  chiefly  reprefented  the  pro* 
feflbrs  of  Chrijiianity  among  them,  for  many 
years  !*^/z.  fuch  of  the  lowed  rank,  and  leaft 
informed,  of  mankind,  who  have  flowed  in  frofti 
Germany^  Ireland^  and  the  jails  of  Great  Britain.^ 
and  fettled  next  them,  as  well  as  thofe,  who  flee 
from  jufliice  in  the  fettled,  or  better  inhabited  parts 
of  the  country,  and  retire  among  them,  that 
they  might  be  out  of  the  reach  of  the  laws,  &Cv 
the  leaft  qualified  to  exhibit  favourable  ideas  of 
this  kind ;  but  it  is  moft  certain  they  have  done 
the  contrary ;  infomuch  that,  it  were  to  be  wiflied 
the  caufe  of  the  late  unhappy  Indian  war  within 
the  limits  of  thefe  provinces,  did  not  take  its  rife, 
in  no  fmall  degree,  from  the  want  of  common 
juftice,  in  the  conduft  of  too  many  of  thefe  peo- 
ple towards  them :  for  notwithftanding  the  general 
ignorance  of  the  Indians  in  many  things,  efpeci- 
ally  of  European  arts  and  inventions,  yet  in  things 

of 

*  The  trade  between  the  'Mngtijb  and  the  tnMafuy  in  later  years' ^ipeci- 
ally,  has  been  moftly  carried  on  by  the  vileft,  and  moft  abandoned  part  of 
the  community :  the  Indians  have  long  had  but  very  little  opportunity  to 
converfe  with  any  other  kind  of  Cbrifiiam^  belides  thefe,  who  go  moft 
among  them :  from  the  lives  and  condu(%  of  thefe  they  judge  of  CbriJH* 
snity,  and  European  manners,  &c.  This  is  mentioned  in  a  treatiie^ 
printed  in  LonJon,  in  1 759,  as  one  caufe,  among  others,  of  the  firft 
war,  that  commenced  with  them  in  Pennfyhaniay  about  the.  year  T754; 
wherein  is  likewife  exprefled ;  "  It  would  be  too  (hocking  to  deibfibe 
the  conduit  and  behaviour  of  the  traders,  when  among  the  Indians^  and 
efidlefs  fo  enumerate  the  abufes,  the  Indians  had  received  and  borUe  front 
them,  for  a  feries  of  years.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  that  fevef  ai  df  the  tribef 
were,  at  laft,  weary  of  bearing.  And  as  thefe  traders  were  the  perfons, 
who  were,  in  fome  part,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  Engllfi  almong  the 
Indians  J  and  by  whom  they  were  to  judge  of  our  manners  and  reiigiM\ 
they  conceived  fuch  invincible  prejudices  againfl  both,  particularly  againft 
our  bo/y  religion,  that  when  Mr.  Serjeant,  a  gentleman  in  Nevj  Etighndf 
took  a  journey,  in  X  741,  to  the  Sbaivanefe,  and  fonie  other  tFibeS",  living  011 
Sufqnahanna,  and  offered  to  inftrud  them  in  the  Cbrifiian  ^religion,  they 
rcjeded  his  offer  with  difdain.  They  reproached  Chrijiianity,  They 
teid  him  the  traders  would  lie,  cheat,  and  debauch  their  women,  and 
€ven  their  wives,  if  their  hufbands  were  not  at  home*  They  faid  fur- 
ther, that  the  Senecas  had  given  thein  their  country,  but  charged  ibem 
withal,  never  to  receive  Cbriftianity  fronat  the  Mnglijh;*  fcc 
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of  this  kind  they  rely  more  on  experience,  than 
theory ;  and  they  moftly  formed  their  judgment 
of  the  EngliJIo^  or  Europeans^  and  of  thsir  religion 
and  cujioms^  not  from  the  words,  but  from  the 
aftions  and  manners  of  thofe,  with  whom  they 
moft  converfed  and  tranfaded  bufmefs.*

*  The  following  has  been  printed  in  Pennfylvaniaj  as  a  genuine  fpeech 
•f  an  Indian  chief  in  that  province ;  but  whether  it  be  really  fo,  or  not, 
it  certainly  contains  arguments,  which  have  been  ufed  by  fome  of  thelti 
people,  and,  in  this  place,  may  ferve,  in  part,  to  give  fome  idea  of  their 
fentiments  on  the  fubjeft  :  it  is  thus  firft  introduced,  viz.  , 

"  In,  or  about  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1 710,  a  Sw'fdijh  Mijftonary 
preached  a  fermon,  at  an  Indian  treaty,  held  at  Conejlogoe  in  Pennfylvania  ; 
in  which  fermon  he  fet  forth  original  fwy  the  nccellity  of  a  Mediator ; 
find  endeavoured,  by  certain  arguments,  to  induce  the  Indians  to  embrace 
the  Chrtflian  religion*  After  he  had  ended  his  difcourfe,  one  of  the  Indi" 
an  chiefs  made  a  fpeech  in  reply  to  the  fermon ;  and  the  difcourfes,  on 
t>oth  fides,  were  made  known  by  interpreters.  The  Mifjionary^  upon 
his  return  to  Sweden,  publiihed  his  femvon,  and  the  Indiana  anfwer« 
Having  wrote  them  in  Latin,  he  dedicated  them  to  the  univerfity  o£ 
Upfalj  and  requeftcd  them  to  furnifh  him  with  arguments,  to  confute 
fuch  ftrong  reafoning  of  the  Indians •  The  Indian  fpeecb,  tranflated  from 
the  Latin,  is  as  follows,*'  v/s. 

•*  K  fpeech  delivered  by  an  Indian  chief  in  reply  to  a  fermon,  preached  by 
a  Swedifb  Mifftonary^  in  order  to  convert  the  Indians  to  the  Cbrj/lian 
religion, 

**  Since  the  fubje<ft  of  his  (the  Miffionary's)  errand  is  to  perfuade  ua 
to  embrace  a  new  do(5trine,  perhaps  it  may  not  be  amifs,  before  we  offer 
faim  the  reafons,  why  we  cannot  comply  with  his  requefi:,  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  grounds  and  principles  of  that  religion,  which  he  would 
liave  us  abandon. 

'*  Our  forefathers  were  under  a  ftrong  perfuafion,  as  we  are,  that  thofe, 
who  z€t  w'ell,  in  this  life,  ihall  be  rewarded  in  the  next,  according  to 
•the  degree  of  their  virtue :  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  thofe,  who 
•behave  wickedly  here,  will  undergo  fuch  puniihments  hereafter,  as  are . 
proportionate  to  the  crimes  they  were  guilty  of  This  hath  been  con- 
ftantiy  and  invariably  receivsd  and  acknowledged  for  a  truth,  through 
every  fucceffive  generation  of  our  anccftors.  It  could  not  have  taken 
its  rife  from  fable ;  for  human  fidtion,  however  artfully  and  plauiibly 
contrived,  can  never  gain  credit  long,  among  any  people,  where  free 
enquiry  is  allowed;  which  was  never  denied  by  our  anceflors ;  who, 
•n  the  contrary,  thought  it  thefacred,  inviolable,  natural  right  of  eveiy 
man,  to  examine  and  judge  for  himfeif.  Therefore  we  thiak  it  evident 
that  our  notion,  concerning  future  rewards  and  puniihments,  was  either 
revealed  immedi:)tely  from  heaven,  to  fome  of  our  forefathers,  and  from 
them  defceaded  to  us,  or,  that  it  was  implanted  in  each  of  us,  at  our 
creation,  by  tJie  Creator  of  all  things.  Whatever  the  methods  might 
have  been,  whereby  God  hath  been  pleafed  to  make  known  to  us  hit 
will,  and  give  us  a  knowledge  of  our  duty,  it  is  iliU,  in  our  fenfe,  • 
divini  revelativu

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For,  however  ignorant  and  averfe  to  European 
Indians  not  refinement,  and  ways  of  thinking,    on  religious 
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fcnfe  of    lubjects,  the  Indians ^  in  general,  might  appear  to 
God  and     ^avc  been,  yet,  as  in  all  other  nations  of  man- 
kind, it  is  moft  certain  there  were  fome  among 
them  of  a  more  exalted  way  of  thinking,  and  en- 
lightened 

'*  Now  we  deiire  Co  propofe'  to  him  fome  few  qneftiont.  Does  he  be- 
licTe  that  our  forefathers,  men,  eminent  for  their  piety,  conftant  and 
warm  in  the  purfuit  of  virtue,  hoping  thereby  to  merit  everlafting  hap- 
pineis,  were  all  damned?  Does  he  think  that  we,  who  are  their  zealous 
imitators,  in  good  works,  and  influenced  by  the  fame  motives  as  they 
were,  eameftly  endeavouring,  with  the  greateft  circumfoe^ien,  to  tread 
the  paths  of  integrity,  are  in  a  {late  of  damnation  ?  If  thefe  be  his  fenti- 
ments,  they  are  furcly  as  impious  as  they  are  bold  and  daring. 

**  In  the  next  place,  we  beg  that  he  would  explain  himfelf  more  par- 
ticularly concerning  the  rentelatton  he  talks  of.  If  he  admits  no  other, 
.than  what  is  contained  in  his  •written  600^,  the  contrary  is  evident,  from 
what  has  been  ihewn  before :  but,  if  he  la^a,  God  has  revealed  himfelf 
.to  us,  but  not  fufficient  for  our  fidvation ;  then,  we  alk,  to  what  purpofe 
ihould  he  have  revealed  hinffelf  to  us  in  any  wife  ?  It  is  clear,  that  a 
revelation,  infufficieut  to  fave,  cannot  put  us  in  a  better  condition,  than 
we  ihould  be  in,  without  any  revelation  at  all.  We  cannot  conceive 
that  God  ihould  point  out  to  us  the  end,  we  ought  to  aim  at,  without 
opening  to  us  the  way  to  arrive  at  that  end.  But,  fuppofing  our  under- 
^landings  to  be  fo  far  illuminated,  as  to  know  it  to  be  our  duty  to  pleafe 
God,  who  yet  hath  left  us  under  an  incapacity  of  doing  it,  will  this 
JMiJionary,  therefore,  conclude  that  we  ihall  be  eternally  damned?  Will 
he  take  upon  him  to  pronounce  damnation  againft  us,  for  not  doing- thofe 
things^  which  he  himfelf  acknowledges  were  impoflible  by  us  to  be  done  f 
It  is  our  opinion  that  every  man  is  poflfeiTcd  of  fufficient  knowledge  f^ 
iiis  falvation.  The  Almighty ,  for  any  thing  we  ksow,  may  have  com- 
municated the  knowledge  of  himfelf  to  a  diiferent  race  of  people,  in  a 
different  manner. 

**  Some  fay,  they  have  the  will  of  God  in  zvriting :  be  it  fo ;  their 
revelation  has  no  advantage  above  ours ;  fince  both  muil  be  equally  fuffi- 
cient to  fave ;  otherwife  the  end  of  the  revelation  would  b«  fruflrated. 
Beiides,  if  they  be  both  true,  they  muil  be  the  fame  in  fubilance ;  and 
the  diiference  can  only  lie  in  tlie  mode  o£  conmiunication  He  teUs  ns 
there  are  many  precepts  in  his  vfritten  revelation,  which  we  are  entirely 
ignorant  of  But  thefe  zvritten  commands  can  only  be  defigned  for  thofe, 
who  have  the  writings ;  they  cannot  poflibly  regard  us.  Had  the  AU 
mighty  thciught  fo  much  knowledge  neceifary  to  our  falvation,  his  good- 
neis  would  not  long  have  deferred  the  communication  of  it  to  us :  and  to 
fay,  that,  in  a  matter  fo  neceifary,  he  could  not,  at  one  and  the  fame 
time,  equally  reveal  himfelf  to  all  mankind,  is  nothing  lefs  than  an  abfo« 
lute  denial  of  his  omnipotence.  Without  doubt  he  can  make  his  will 
manifeil,  without  the  help  of  any  book,  or  the  aiTiilance  of  any  bookijh 
man  whatever. 

'  *••  We  ihall,  in  the  next  place,  conlidcr  the  arguments,  which  arife 
from  a  coniideration  of  Providence.  If  we  are  the  work  of  God,  (which 
I  prefume  wiU  not  be  denied)  it  follows  from  thence,  that  wc  ait  under 
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lightened  underftandings,  who,  notwithftanding 
the  great  abfurdities,  among  the  generality,  were 
not  without  fome  degree  of  a  juft  fenfe  and  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  providential  care  and  regard 
of  the  Almighty  Creator  over  the  human  race, 
both  in  a  general  and  particular  capacity,  and, 
even,  of  divine  grace  and  influence  on  the  human 
mind,  and  that  independent  of  foreign  information, 
or  inftruftion :  of  this  their  immediate  fenfe  and 
underftanding  of  mental  objefts,  which,  is  moft 
manifeft,,  many  of  them  polfeffed,  even  of  the 
higheft  nature,  are  very  demonflrative ;  befides, 
part,  at  leaft,  of  their  traditions,  from  their  an- 
ceftors,  whofe  prime  original,  fo  far  as  it  is  founded 
in  truth,  muft  neceffarily  have  firft  arifen  from  the 
divine  Intelligence,  though  communicated  in  dif- 
ferent degree  to  different  parts  of  the  human  race, 

and 


the  care  and  protcAion  of  God :  for,  It  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  the 
Deity  ihould  abandon  his  own  creatures,  and  be  utterly  regardlefs  of 
their  welfare.  Then,  to  fay,  that  the  Almighty  hath  permitted  us  to 
remain  in  a  fatal  error,  through  fo  many  ages,  is  to  reprefent  him  as  a 
tyrant :  how  is  it  confiftent  with  his  juftice,  to  force  life  upon  a  race  of 
mortals,  without  their  confent,  and  then  damn  tbem  eternally^  without 
ever  opening  to  them  a  door  of  falvation  ?  Our  conceptions  of  the  gra^ 
sious  God  are  more  nqble' ;  and  we  think  that  thofe,  who  teach  otherwifc, 
do  little  lefs  than  blafpbeme.  Again,  it  is  through  the  care  and  goodnefs 
of  the  Almighty,  that  from  the  beginning  of  timei  through  many  gene- 
rations, to  this  day,  our  name  has  beeu  preferved,  unblotted  out  by  ene- 
mies, unreduced  to  nothing.  By  the  fame  care  we  now  enjoy  our  lives ; 
are  furnilhed  with  the  neceifary  means  of  preferving  thofe  lives.  But  all 
thefe  things  are  trifling,  compared  with  our  falvation. 

"  Therefore,  fince  God  hath  been  fo  careful  of  us,  in  matters  of  littl« 
confequence,  it  would  be  abfurd  to  affirm,  that  he  has  negle<5^ed  us,  in 
cafes  of  the  greateft  importance.  Admit,  that  he  hath  forfaken  us,  yet 
it  could  not  have  been  without  a  juft  caufe.  JLet  us  fuppofe,  that  an 
heinous  crime  was  committed  by  one  of  our  anceftors,  like  to  that,  which 
we  are  told,  happened  among  another  race  of  people ;  in  fuch  cafe,  God 
would  certainly  puniih  the  criminal,  but  would  never  involve  us,  who 
jlrc  innocent,  in  his  guilt.  Thofe  who  think  othcrwife  muft  make  the 
Almighty  a  very  ivhimjical,  ill-natured  heing.  Once  more,  are  the  Chrijlians 
more  virtuous  ?  or,  rather,  are  they  not  more  vicious,  than  we  are  ?  If 
fo,  how  came  it  to  pafs,  that  they  are  the  objeds  of  God*s  beneficence, 
while  we  are  neglected  ?  Does  the  Deity  confer  his  favours  without  rca- 
fon,  and  with  fo  much  partiality  ?  In  a  word,  we  find  the  Chrlfiiam  much 
more  depraved,  in  their  morals,  thAn  oujffelvcs;  and  we  judge  of  tlicif 
do<%rine  by  the  badnefs  of  their  livef* 
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and  though  much  of  fuch  tradition  may  be  mixt 
with  imagination  and  abfurdity. 

Religion  of  The  following  letter  of  Conrad  Weifer  to  a  friend, 
the  Indians,  refpcfting  the  Indians^  on  this  fubjed,  is  inform- 
ing. The  author  was  born  in  Germany^  and  was 
many  years  Indian  interpreter  for  the  province ; 
and  confequently  was  well  acquainted  with  thefe 
people :  he  was  highly  efteemed  by  both  the  En^ 
glijh  and  Indians^  as  a  perfon  of  integrity,  fkill 
and  ability,  in  the  difcharge  of  divers  important 
trufts,  which  had  been  committed  to  him  by  both 
parties,  for  a  long  ferics  of  years  :  the  letter  tranf- 
lated  from  the  German  language,  is  thus  expreffcd,' 
viz. 

"  Efteemed  Friend^ 

Conrad  *'  I  Write  this,  in  compliance  with  thy  requeft^ 

Wcifer's  to  givc  thee  an  account  of  what  I  have  obferved 
fpcdingit.  aniong  the  Indians^  in  relation  to  their  belief  and 

confidence  in  a  Divine  Beings  according  to  the 
"  obfervations  I  have  made,  from  17 14,  in  the  time 

of  my  youth,  to  this  day,  (about  the  year  1746). 

"  If,  by  the  word  religion^  people  mean  an  af- 
fent  to  certain  creeds,  or  the  obfervance  of  a  fct  of 
religious  duties ;  as,  appointed  prayers,  Ringings, 
preaching,  baptifm,  &c.  or,  even,  Heathenijh 
worjhip^  then  it  may  be  faid,  the  Five  Nations^  and 
their  neighbours,  have  no  religion.  But,  if,  by 
religion^  we  mean  an  attra&ion  of  the  foul  to  God, 
whence  proceeds  a  confidence  in,  and  hunger  af- 
ter, the  knowledge  of  him,  then  this  people  muft 
be  allowed  to  have  fome  religion  among  them,  not- 
withftanding  their  fometimes  favage  deportment.. 
For  we  find  among  them  fome  trafts  of  a  confix 
dence  in  God  alone;  and,  even,  fometimes, 
though  but  feldom,  a  vocal  calling  upon  him  :  I 

►  fhall  give  one  or  two  inftances  of  this,  that  fell

*'  In  the  year  1737,  I  was  feAt,  the  firft  time, 
to  OnondagOy  at  the  defire  of  the  Governor  of 
Virginia.  I  departed  in  the  latter  end  of  February^ 
very  unexpededly,  for  a  journey  of  five  hundred 
Englijh  miles,  through  a  wildemefs,  where  there 
was  neither  road  nor  path,  and  at  fuch  a  time  of 
the  year,  when  creatures  (animals)  could  not  be 
met  with,  for  food.  There  were  with  me  a  Dutch- 
man and  three  Indians.  After  we  had  gone  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  on  our  journey,  we  came 
to  a  narrow  valley,  about  half  a  mile  broad,  and 
thirty  long ;  both  fides  of  which  were  encompal- 
fed  with  high  mountains ;  on  which  the  fnow  laid 
about  three  feet  deep :  in  it  ran  a  ftream  of  water, 
alfo  about  three  feet  deep ;  which  was  fo  crooked, 
that  it  kept  a  continued  winding  courfe  from  one 
fide  of  the  valley  to  the  other.  In  order  to  avoid 
wading  fo  often  through  the  water,  we  endea- 
voured to  pafs  along  on  the  flope  of  the  moun- 
tain ;  the  fnow  being  three  feet  deep,  and  fo  hard 
frozen,  on  the  top,  that  we  could  walk  upon  it :  ^ 

but  we  were  obliged  to  make  holes  in  the  fnow 
with  our  hatchets,  that  our  feet  might  not  flip 
down  the  mountain ;  and  thus  we  crept  on.  It 
happened  that  the  old  Indian*^  foot  flipt ;  and  the 
root  of  a  tree,  by  which  he  held,  breaking,  he 
Aid  down  the  mountain,  as  from  the  roof  of  a 
houfe ;  but  happily  he  was  flopped  in  his  fall,  by 
the  ftring,  which*  faftened  his  pack,  hitching  on  the 
ftump  of  a  fmall  tree.  The  other  two  Indians 
Gould  not  go  to  his  aid,  but  our  Dutch  fellow-tra- 
veller did ;  yet  not  without  vifible  danger  of  his 
own  life.  I  alfo  could  not  put  a  foot  forward, 
*till  I  was  helped ;  after  this  we  took  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity to  defccnd  into  the  valley ;  which  was  not 
till  after  we  had  laboured  hard  for  half  an  hour 
with  hands  and  feet.  Having  obferved  a  tree  ly- 
ing direfl:ly  oiF,  from  where,  the  Indian  fell,  when 
we  were  got  into  the  valley  again,  we  went  back 

about 
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about  one  hundred  paces,  wher«  we  faw,  thaf'if 
the  Indian  had  dipt  four  or  five  paces  further,  he 
would  have  fallen  over  a  rock,  one  hundred  feet  ' 
perpendicular,  upon  craggy  pieces  of  rocks  below. 
The  Indian  was  aftonifhed,  and  turned  quite  pale ; 
then  with  out-ftretched  arms,  and  great  earneft- 
ncfs  he  fpoke  thefc  words :  *'  /  thank  the  great 
Lord  and  Governor  of  this  worlds  in  that  he  has 
had  mercy  upon  me^  and  has  been  willing  that  I 
Jhould  live  longer**  Which  words  I,  at  that  time, 
put  down  in  my  journal :  this  happened  on  the 
25th  of  March,  1737. 

*'  In  the  9th  of  April  following,  while  we  were 
yet  on  our  journey,  I  found  myfelf  extremely  weak, 
through  the  fatigue  of  fo  long  a  journey,  with  the 
cold  and  hunger,  which  I  had  fuffered;  there  having 
fallen  a  frefh  fnow  about  twenty  inches  deep,  and 
we  being  yet  three  days  journey  from  OnondagOj 
in  a  frightful  wildemefs ;  my  fpirit  failed,  my  bo- 
dy trembled  and  fhook ;  I  thought  I  fhould  fall 
down  and  die ;  I  ftept  afide,  and  fat  down  under 
a  tree,  expefting  there  to  die.  My  companions 
foon  miffed  me ;  the  Indians  came  back,  and  found 
me  fitting  there.  They  remained  awhile  filent ; 
at  laft,  the  old  Indian  faid,  '^  My  dear  companion, 
thou  haft  hitherto  encouraged  us,  wilt  thou  now 
quite  give  up  ?  remember  that  evil  days  are  better 
than  good  days :  for  when  we  fuflfer  much,  we  do 
not  fm ;  fin  will  be  driven  out  of  us  by  fufFering : 
but  good  days  caufe  men  to  fin ;  and  God  cannot 
extend  his  mercy  to  them;  but  contrarywife, 
when  it  goeth  evil  with  us,  God  hath  compafEon 
upon  us.*'  Thefe  words  made  me  afhamed;  I 
rofe  up,  and  travelled  as  well  as  I  could. 

*'  The  next  year  I  went  another  journey  to 
OnondagOj  in  company  with  ^ofeph  Spanhenberg 
and  two  others.  It  happened  that  an  Indian  came 
to  us  in  the  evening,  who  had  neither  (hoes,  ftock* 
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ings,  fhirt,  gun,  knife,  nor  hatchet ;  in  a  wof d> 
,  he  had  nothing  but  an  old  torn  blanket,  and  fome 
rags.  Upon  enquiring  whither  he  was  going,  he 
anfwered  to  Onondago.  I  knew  him,  and  alked 
him  how  he  could  undertake  a  journey  of  three 
hundred  miles  fo  naked  and  unprovided,  having 
no  provifions,  nor  any  arms,  to  kill  creatures,  for 
his  fuftenance  ?  He  anfwered,  he  had  been  among 
enemies,  and  had  been  obliged  to  fave  himfelf  by 
flight;  and  fo  had  loft  all.  This  was  true,  in 
part ;  for  he  had  difpofed  of  fome  of  his  things 
among  the  Irijh^  for  ftrong  liquors.  Upon  fur- 
ther talk,  he  told  me  very  chearfuUy;  "  That 
God  fed  every  thing,  which  had  life,  even,  the 
rattle  fnake  itfelf,  though  it  was  a  bad  creature ; 
and  that  God  would  alfo  provide,  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, that  he  fhould  get  alive  to  Onondago ;  he 
knew  for  certain  that  he  Ihould  go  thither ;  that 
it  was  vifible  God  was  with  the  Indians^  in  the 
wildernefsj  becaufe  they  always  caft  their  care 
upon  him  ;  but  that,  contrary  to  this,  the  Euro-  ^ 

peans  always  carried  bread  with  them.'*  He  was 
an  Onondago  Indian ;  his  name  was  Onontagketa ; 
the  next  day  we  travelled  in  company ;  and  the 
day  following  I  provided  him  with  a  knife,  hatchet, 
flint,  and  tinder,  alfo  flioes  and  ftockings,  and 
fent  him  before  me,  to  give  notice  to'  the  council, 
at  Onondago^  that  I  was  coming ;  which  he  truly 
performed,  being  got  thither  three  days  before  us. 

**  Two  years  ago  I  was  fent  by  the  Governor  to 
Shamokin^  on  account  of  the  unhappy  "death  of  John 
Arniflrong^  the  Indian  trader^  (about  1 744).  After 
I  had  performed  my  errand,  there  was  a  feaft  pre- 
•  pared;  to  which  the  Governor's  meflengers  were 
invited :  there  were  about  one  hundred  perfons  pre- 
fent,  to  whom,  after  we  had,  in  great  filence,  devour- 
ed a  fat  bear,  the  eldeft  of  the  chiefs  made  a  fpeech, 
in  which  he  faid,  "  That,  by  a  great  misfortune, 
three  of  their  brethren,  the  white  men^  had, been 
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killed  by  an  Indian  ;  that  ncverthelefs  the  fun  wa« » 
not  fet,  (meaning  there  was  no  war) ;  it  had  only 
been  fomewhat  darkened  by  a  iinall  cloud,  whico 
was  now  done  away  j  he  that  had  done  evil  was 
like  to  be  punifhea,  and  the  land  to  remain  in 
peace :  therefore  he  exhorted  his  people  to  thanks 
fulnefs  to  God ;  and  thereupon  he  began  to  fmg 
with  an  awful  folemnity,  but  without  expreffing 
any  words ;  the  others  accompanied  him  with  their 
voices:  after  they  had  done,  the  fame  Indian^ 
with  great  earneftnefs,  or  fervour,  fpoke  thefe 
w^ords  ;  '*  Thanks j  thanks j  be  to  ihee^  thou  great 
Lord  of  the  worlds  in  that  thou  haji  again  caufed 
the  fun  to  fhine^  and  ba/i-difperfed  the  dark  cloud  f 
^^he  Indians  are  thine  J  ^ 

.      One  more  inftance  may  be  mentioned  on  this 
fomc  rciigi-  fubjcft,  which  has  come  under  my  own  obferva- 
^6  Indians  ^ion  and  perfonal  knowledge.     In  the  fummer  of 
the  year  1760,  a  number  of  religious  Indians  paid 
a  vifit  to  the  fakers  in  Philadelphia^  on  a  religi- 
ous account*     They  were  moftly  of  the  Minu/ing 
tribe,  and  came  from  a  town  called  Mahackloofmg^ 
or  Wyalitfing^  on,  or  near  the  eaft  branch  of  5^ 
.  quahanna  river,  in  Pennfylvania^  about  two  hun- 
dred miles  north  weftward  from  the  city.     Their 
chief  man,  whom  the  reft  of  the  company  ftyled 
their  minifter,  was  named  Papunehung^  or  Papou^ 
nan  ;  and  their  interpreter,  Job  Chillaway^  an  /»- 
dian* 

On  their  arrival,  they  waited  on  Governor  Ha-^ 
milton^  to  pay  him  their  refpefts,  and  to  deliver 
three  prifoners,  whom  they  had  redeemed ;  hav- 
ing themfelves  abfolutely  rcfufed  to  join  with  the 
other  Indians^  in  the  favage  war,  which  raged 
about  that  time ;  though  their  vifit  was  principally 
on  a  different  account. 

They  had  a  public  conference  with  the  Govern- 
or, in  the  ftate-houfe,   on  the  occafion,   in  the 
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prefcnce  of  many  citizens ;  wherein  Papounan  tt^ 
preffed  the  defign  of  their  vifit  was  principally  to 
the  ^akers^  on  a  religious  account;  that  they 
defired  to  do  juftice,  to  love  God,  and  to  live  in 
peace ;  requefting,  at  the  fame  time,  that  none  of 
his  company  Ihould  be  permitted  to  have  any  fpi^ 
rituous  liquors,  &c.  He  refufed  the  prefents,  offer- 
ed by  the  Governor,  and  gave  him  the  reafons ; 
further  faying :  "  I  think  on  God,  who  made  us ; 
I  want  to  be  inftrudcd  in  his  worfliip  and  fervice  ; 
I  am  a  great  lover  of  peace,  and  have  never  been 
concerned  in  war  a|fairs ;  I  have  a  fmcere  remem- 
brance of  the  old  friendfhip  between  the  Indians  and 
yoMV  forefathers^  and  ihall  ever  obferve  it/'  After 
mentioning  fome  other  things,  and  exprefling 
himfelf  further  on  the  view,  or  defign,  of  their  vi- 
fit, on  a  religious  account,  he  faid,  "  Though 
what  he  had  mentioned  refpefting  religious  affairs 
might  appear  trivial  to  fome,  who  thought  differ- 
ent from  him,  yet  he  was  fixed  in  his  mind  re- 
fpefting  them ;  that  their  young  men  agreed  with 
him,  and  wanted  to  love  God,  and  to  defift  from 
their  former  bad  courfe  of  life ;''  further  declaring, 
*'  I  am  glad  I  have  an  opportunity  of  mentioning, 
thefe  feveral  affairs  in  the  prefence  of  fuch  a  large 
auditory  of  young  and  old  people ;  the  great  God 
obferves  all  that  pafTcs  in  our  hearts,  and  hears! 
all  that  we  fay  one  to  another,'*  &c.  The  notes, 
&c.  on  the  occafion,  were  taken  from  the  inter- 
preter by  Secretary  Peters. 

He  then  finiihed  with  a  folemn  afit  of  public 
thankfgiving  and  prayer  to  God,  with  great  devo- 
tion and  energy,  in  the  Indian  language  (not  being 
able  to  fpeak  nor  underfland  Englijh),  The  un- 
ufualnefs,  force  and  found  of  the  Indian  language^ 
on  fuch  an  occafion,  with  the  manifefl  great  fin- 
cerity,  fervour  and  concern  of  the  fpeaker,  feemed 
to  ftrike  the  whole  auditory  in  an  uncommon 
manner,  as  well  as  the  Indians  themfelves  j  who. 

Vol.  II.  [41]  all 
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ail  the  while,  behaved  with  a  gravity  and  deport- 
ment becoming  the  occafion,  and  appeared  to 
unite  heartily  with  him,  in  his  devotion. 

They  were  kindly  treated  by  the  Governor,  and 
remained  in  town  afterwards  feveral  days,  vifiting 
and  conferring  with  divers  of  the  Friends^  or  ^^z- 
kers^  and  attending  their  religious  meetings,  while 
they  ftaid ;  who  behaved  towards  them  in  a  kind, 
hofpitable  and  friendly  manner.  They  repeatedly 
.  expreffed  their  great  diflike  and  abhorrence  of 
war,  as  arifing  from  a  bad  fpirit,  admiring  that 
the  Chrijiians  were  fuch  great  warriors,  rather 
than  lovers  and  cultivators  of  peace,  &c.  They 
kept  themfelves  entirely  from  ftrong  liquor,  and 
uniformly  obferved  a  fober,  orderly  and  commend- 
able behaviour,  often  expreffing  their  fatisfadion 
with  what  they  heard  from  the  Friends. 

From  the  account,  they  gave  of  themfelves, 
they  had  been  of  this  mind  for  feveral  years  be- 
fore this  time ;  and,  as  far  as  appeared,  and  was 
underftood  by  thofe  they  vifited,  principally  from 
an  immediate  fenfe  of  divine  goodnefs,  manifefted 
in  their  minds,  without  any  inftruraental  means, 
preaching,  or  information  from  other  perfons ; 
yet,  it  was,  but  lately,  that  in  a  more  efpecial 
manner  they  had  been  thus  difpofed,  and  that  Pa- 
pounan  had  been  induced  to  preach  among  them  ; 
in  which  fervice  he  was  afterwards  joined  by  two  or 
three  other  Indians.  They  appeared  very  eamefl 
and  fmcere  in  promoting  true  piety ;  which  they  re- 
prefentcd,  according  to  their  apprehenfion  of  it, 
to  be  the  effefl:  of  an  internal  operation  of  the  di- 
vine influence  on  the  mind ;  whereby  it  became 
changed  from  a  bad  to  a  good  ftate  :  this  they  em- 
phatically exprefled  by  the  heart  becoming  foft^  and 
jilled  with  good^  &c. 

The  interpreter  gave  the  following  account  of 
Papunehung*^  change,  or  converfion,  viz.  *'  He 

was

was  formerly  a  drunken  man ;  but  the  death  of 
his  father  bringing  forrow  over  his  mind,  h«  fell 
into  a  thoughtful,  melancholic  ftate ;  in  which  his 
eyes  were  turned  to  behold  the  earth,  and  confider 
the  things  which  are  thereon;  from  feeing  the 
folly  and  wickednefs,  which  prevailed,  his  forrow 
increafed ;  and  it  was  given  him  to  believe,  there 
was  a  great  power,  which  had  created  all  thefe 
things.  Upon  which  his  mind  was  turned  front 
beholding  this  lower  world,  to  look  towards  him, 
who  had  created  it ;  and  ftrong  defires  were  raifed 
in  his  heart  after  the  further  knowledge  of  his 
Creator:  neverthelefs  the  Almighty  was  not  yef 
pleafed  to  be  found,  or  known,  by  him.  But 
his  defires  increafing,  he  forfook  the  town,  and 
went  into  the  woods,  in  great  bitternefs  of  fpirit. 
He  was  miffed  by  the  other  Indians^  who  feared 
fome  cafualty  might  have  happened  to  him,  but 
^ftcr  fearching  for  him,  he  was  not  found.  At 
the  end  of  five  days  it  pleafed  God  to  appear  to 
him,  to  his  comfort ;  and  to  give  him  a  fight  not- 
only  of  his  o\^n  inward  ftate,  but  alfo  an  acquaint- 
ance, qr  knowledge,  into  the  works  of  nature :  fa 
that  he  apprehended  a  fenfe  was  given  him  of  the 
virtues  and  natures  of  feveral  herbs,  roots^  plants, 
trees,  with  the  different  relation  they  had  one  ta 
another ;  and  he  was  made  fenfible  that  man  ftood 
in  the  neareft  relation  to  God,  of  any  part  of  the 
creation.  It  was  at  this  time  that  he  was  more 
particularly  made  fenfible  of  his  duty  to  God. 
He  came  home  rejoicing,  and  endeavoured  to  put 
in  pradice  what  he  apprehended  was  required  of 
him,"'  &Cf 

Thefe  Indians  made  a  fecond  vifit  to  the  fa- 
kers in  the  next  following  fummer,  on  the  fame 
account,  and  behaved  in  the  fame  regular  and  be- 
coming manner  as  before.'  They  maintained  an 
orderly  public  worfhip,  in  their  way,  at  ftated 
times :  at  fome  of  which  thev  wer^  vifited  by  feveral 
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of  the  Friends,  Papunehung^  their  chief  preacher, 
in  his  difcourfes,  at  fuch  times,  principally  ad- 
vifed  and  exhorted  them  to  circumfpeftion,  and 
brotherly  love,  in  their  conduQ: ;  that  it  might  be 
^  manifeft  they  retained  a  true  fenfe  of  their  Crea- 
tor's goodnefs  and  favour  continued  to  them ;  and 
in  his  public  prayers  and  addreffes  to  his  Maker, 
he  acknowledged,  and  returned  thanks  for,  his 
inercy,  in  ftill  affording  them  a  fenfe  of  his  com- 
paffion  and  loving  kindnefs,  requefting  a  continu- 
ance and  increafe  thereof ;  that  they  might  jointly 
know,  in  the  end,  a  place  of  reft,  where  love 
would  prevail  and  have  the  dominion.  When 
they  were  not  difperfed,  as  in  their  hunting  feafon, 
it  appeared,  they  conftantly  met  in  this  manner, 
in  the  morning,  before  fun^rife,  and  in  the  even- 
ing, after  fun-fet. 

The  purport  of  more  of  Papunehung's  expref- 
fions  was,  "  That  it  was  an  affair  of  much  for- 
row  to  him,  that  men  (hould  make  fo  bad  ufe  of 
the  breath  of  life,  which  God  had  breathed  into 
them ;  and  which  ought  continually  to  be  im- 
proved to  his  honour,  and  the  mutual  benefit 
of  mankind;  that  it  was  not  well  to  fpeak  of 
things,  which  related  to  the  Almighty^  only  from 
the  root  of  the  tongue ;  (meaning,  in  a  fuperfi- 
cial,  or  infenfible,  manner)  but,  in  order  that 
fuch  words  fhould  be  good,  they  muft  proceed 
from  the  good  principle  in  the  heart ;  that  he  had, 
for  many  years,  felt  the  good  fpirit  in  his  heart ; 
but,  wanting  to  try  and  prove  it,  in  order  to  come 
to  fome  certainty,  he  remained  in  an  unfettled 
ftate,  till  about  four  years  ago,  when  he  .received 
an  afTurance,  that  this  love  was  good,  and  that  he 
needed  no  further  enquiry  about  \t\  and  being 
paft  all  doubt,  that  this  was  the  right  way,  he 
had  endeavoured  to  walk  fteadily  therein  fince 
that  time ;  this  fpirit  was  a  fpirit  of  love ;  and 
that  it  was  his  daily  prayer,  that  it  might  contirlur 
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ally  abide  with  him.  That  when  he  felt  it  preva- 
lent in  his  heart,  he  was  fo  direfted,  as  to  fpeak 
what  was  right,  and  prevented  from  faying  any 
wrong  thing ;  that  by  reafon  of  men  not  keeping 
to  this  love,  which  their  Maker  hath  given  them, 
in  their  hearts,  the  evil  fpirit  gets  poflcffion  there, 
and  deftroys  all  that  is  good  in  them ;  and  this  is 
the  caufe  why  men  diflike  one  another,  grow  an- 
gry with,  and  endeavour  to  kill,  one  another  4 
but  when  we  follow  the  leadings  of  the  good  fpi- 
rit, it  caufes  our  hearts  to  be  tender,  to  love  one 
another,  to  look  upon  all  mankind  as  one,  and  fo 
to  become  as  one  family,"  &c. 

That  ftrift  apiity  between  the  Indians  and  thefirft 
and  early  Englijh  fettlers  of  Pennfylvania  and  New 
Jerfey^  and  their  fucceflbrs,  for  above  feventy  years, 
with  the  means  of  fixing  and  preferving  that  friehd- 
Ihip,  have  already  been  occafionally  mentioned  in 
the  courfe  of  the  preceding  hiftory.     It  was  about 
the  year  17545  when  a  very  different  conduft  be-  com- 
gan  to  exhibit  itfelf,  in  fome  of  the  Indians^  fitu-  mcnccmcnt 
ated  north  weftward  of  the  fettled  parts  of  Penn-  ^fan  warln 
fylvania^  very  contrary  to  what  before  had  been  1 754,  &«-• 
the  uniform  praftice  of  that  people,  in  thi§  pro^ 
vince. 

Hoftilities  commenced ;  and  many  of  the  fron- 
tier inhabitants  fuffered,  in  confequence  of  a  fa- 
vage  war.  The ,  affair  was  confidered  as  very  ex- 
traordinary, and  caufed  much  fpeculation  in  fuch 
perfons,  ?is  were  but  little  acquainted  with  the  na- 
ture and  management  of  Indian  affairs,  about  that 
time,  in  the  province;  that  thefe  people,  who 
had  ever  fliewed  themfelves  kind  and  fteady  friends 

to 

Note.  Befides  Papunehung  and  his  company,  there  were  fome  other 
ibber,  religioufly  difpofed  Indiansy  who  came  to  Philadelphia  about  this 
time,  from  a  place  about  fifty  miles  above  Wyalujmg ;  of  thefe  Satnuel 
Curtis,  of  the  Nantienke  tribe,  was  one.  Ho  had  formerly  been  addided 
to  ftrong  liquor,  but  was  now  reformed  by  means  of  Papunehung^  mi- 
niftry,  become  a  fobcr  man,  and  after  fome  time,  a  preacher  among  his 
people. 
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to  the  Englijh^  for  fuch  a  long  feries  of  years,  as 
ever  fincc  their  firft  arrival  in  the  country,  fliould 
now  become  their  enemies,  and  join  with  the 
French  againft  them:  and  many,  who  had  been 
continually  flocking  into  the  province,  in  later 
years,  having  from  their  inexperience  and  igno- 
rance, too  defpicable  an  opinion  of  that  people, 
and  treating  them  accordingly,  were  by  this  con*- 
dufl:  foolifhly  enraged  againft  the  whole  fpecies 
indifcriminately ;  infomuch  that,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  1763,  calling  to  their  aid  themadnefs 
of  the  wildeft  enthufiafm,  with  which,  under 
pretence  of  religion,  certain  maft  furious  zealots, 
.  among  the  preachers  of  a  n^umerous  fed,  in  the 
province,  could  infpire  their  hearers,  to  cover 
their  barbarity,  a  number  of,  not  improperly  nam^ 
ed,  armed  demi-favages^  inhabitants  of  Lancafter 
county,  principally  from  the  townfliips  of  Pax^ 
tang  and  Donnegal^  and  th^ir  neighbourhood, 
committed  the  moft  horrible  majacre^  that  ever 
was  heard  of  in  this,  or  perhaps,  any  other  pro- 
vince, with  impunity !  *  and  under  the  notion  of 

extirpating 

*  The  following  extraA  is  taken  from  an  authentic  publication, 
prihted  at  that  time  in  Philadelphia,  entitled,  **  A  narrative  of  tht  laU 
majfacrees,  in  Lancajler  tounty,  of  a  pumher  of  Indians,  friends  of  this  fre^ 
vince,**  &€.  viz, 

"  Thefe  Indians  were  the  remains  of  a  tribe  of  the  Six  Nations,  fet<« 
tied  at  Coneflogoe,  and  thesee  called  Coneffogoe  Indians,  On  the  firft  arri? 
,  val  of  Ihe  Englijb  in  Pennfylvania,  mefilengers  from  this  tribe  came  to 
^  welcome  them,  with  prefents  of  venifon,  com  and  fkins ;  and  the  whole 
tribe  entered  into  a  treaty  of  friendihip  with  the  firft  Proprietary  fVilUam 
Penn ;  tubicb  nvas  to  laji  as  long  as  the  fun  Jbould  Jbine,  or  the  "waters  ruu 
into  the  rivers, 

<*  This  treaty  has  been  fince  frequently  renewed,  and  the  chain  Bright" 
ened,  as  they  exprefs  it,  from  time  to  time.  It  has  never  been  violated^ 
on  their  part,  or  ours,  till  now.  As  their  lands,  by  degrees,  were  moftly 
purchafcd,  and  the  fettlement  of  the  tuhite  people  began  to  furround  them, 
the  Proprietor  aifigned  them  lands  on  the  manor  of  Conefogoe,  which  they 
might  not  part  with;  there  they  have  lived  many  years,  in  friemj/bip 
with  their  nvbite  neighbours,  who  loved  them  for  their  peaceable,  inoffcn*' 
live  behaviour. 

"  It  has  always  been  obfef  vcd,  that  Indians,  fettled  in  the  neighbourr 
hood  of  nvhite  people-i  do  cot  increafe,  but  dimiiiiih  contii^yally.     This* 

tribe 
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extirpating  the  Heathen  from  the  earth,  as  Jofliua  Maffacre  of 
did  of  old,  that  thefe  faints  might  poffefs  the  land  ^  ^o"^- 
alone,  they  murdered  the  remains  of  a  whole  tribe  an^  ^c." 
of   peaceable,    inofFenfive,   helplefs  Indians^  who 
were  BritiJIo  fuhjeBs^  young  and  old,  men,   wo- 
men and  children,    fituated  on  Conejiogoe  manor^ 

in 

tribe  accordingly  Went  on  diminifliing,  till  there  remained  in  their  town, 
on  the  manory  but  twenty  perfons,  viz.  feven  men,  fire  women  and  eight 
children,  boys  and  girls. 

<'  Of  thefe  Sbebaes  was  a  very  old  man,  haying  aflifted  at  the  fecond 
treaty,  held  with  them  by  Mr»  Fenny  in  1701 ;  and  ever  fincc  continued 
Or  faithful  friend  to  the  Englifi ;  he  is  (aid  to  nave  been  an  exceeding  good 
man,  confidering  his  education,  being  naturally  of  a  moil  kind,  bene* 
Yolent  temper. 

**  This  little  fociety  continued  the  cuftom  they  had  begim,  when 
more  numerous,  of  addreffing  every  new  G»vern§r,  and  every  defcendant 
of  the  firft  Froprietary^  welcoming  him  to  the  province,  afliiring  him  of 
their  fidelity,  and  praying  a  continuance  of  that  favour  and  prote<%ion, 
which  they  had  hitherto  experienced.  They  had  accordingly  fcnt  up  an 
addrefs  of  this  kind  to  our  prefent  Governor  (John  Penn,  Efquire)  on 
his  arrival ;  but  the  fame  was  fcarce  delivered  when  the  unfortunate  ca- 
taftrophe  happened,  which  we  are  about  to  relate. 

"  On  Wedncfday,  the  14th  of  December,  1763,  fifty-fevcn  men, 
from  fome  of  our  frontier  townfhips,  who  had  proje<%ed  the  deflrudion 
of  this  little  commonwealth,  came  all  well  mounted,  and  armed  with 
fire-locks,  hangers  and  hatchets,  having  travelled  through  the  country 
in  the  night  to  Conejiogoe  manor.  There  they  furrouttdcd  the  fmall  vil- 
lage of  Indian  huts,  and  juil:  at  break  of  day,  broke  in  upon  them  all 
at  once*  Only  three  men,  two  women,  and  a  young  boy  were  found 
at  home ;  the  reft  being  but  among  the  neighbouring  tubite  people ;  fome 
to  fell  their  balkets,  brooms  and  bowls,  they  manufadured,  and  others 
on  other  occafions.  Thefe  poor  defencelefs  creatures  were  immediately 
.  fired  upon,  dabbed  and  hatcheted  to  death !  The  good  Stehaes,  among 
the  reft,  cut  to  pieces  in  his  bed!  All  of  them  wert fcalped,  and  other-  k 
wife  horribly  mangled.  Then  their  huts  were  fet  on  fire,  and  moft  of 
them  burnt  down. 

*''  The  Magift rates  of  Lancajler  ^nt  out  to  colled  the  remaining  ///- 
diansy  brought  them  into  the  town,  for  their  better  fecurity  againft  any 
further  attempt ;  and,  it  is  faid,  condoled  with  them,  on  the  misfortune, 
that  had  happened,  took  them  by  the  hand,  and  promifed  them  prcteSion, 

*'  They  were  put  into  the  work-houfe,  a  ftrong  building,  as  the  place 
of  greateft  fafcty, 

"  Thefe  cruel  men  again  aficmbled  themfelves;  and  heariag  that  the 
remaining  fourteen  Indians  were  in  the  work-houfe  at  Lancajiery  they 
fuddenly  appeared  before  that  town  on  the  twenty-feventh  of  December. 
Fifty  of  them  armed  as^before,  difmounting,  went  dire<^ly  to  the  work- 
houfe,  and  by  violence  broke  open  the  door,  and  entered  with  the  utmoft 
fury  in  their  countenances.  When  the  poor  wretches  faw  they  had  no 
prote&ion  nigh,  ngr  could  poflibly  efcape,  and  being  without  the  leaft 

weapon 
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in  the  fame  county ;  where  they  had  been  placed 
by  the  government,  in  former  time;  and  had 
ever  fincc  continued  in  ftridl  and  inviolable  friend- 
fhip  with  the  Englijh  ;  being  then  far  within  the  fet- 
tled parts  of  the  province,  and  entirely  innocent,  as 
to  the  war :  of  whom  mention  has  already  been 
made,  in  the  preceding  hiftory,  refpefting  their 

lafl 

"Weapon  of  defence,  they  divided  theii*  little  families,  the  children  clings 
ing  to  their  parents ;  they  fell  on  their  faces,  protefted  their  innocence, 
declared  their  love  to  the  Englijh^  and  that,  in  their  whole  lives,  they 
had  never  done  them  injury ;  and  in  this  pofture,  they  all  received  the 
hatchet !  Men,  women  and  children,  were  every  one  inhumanly  mur- 
dered in  cold  hlood ! 

"  The  barbarous  men,  who  committed  the  atrocious  fa<9;,  in  defiance 
of  government,  of  all  laws  human  and  divine,  and,  to  the  eternal  dii^ 
grace  of  their  country  and  colour,  then  mounted  their  horfes,  huzzaed 
in  triumph,  as  if  they  had  gained  a  vitftory,  and  rode  c^  unmoleiled ! 

<*  The  bodies  of  the  murdered  were  then  brought  out,  and  expofed 
in  the  ftreet,  till  a  hole  could  be  made  in  the  earth,  to  receive  and  cover 
them.  But  the  wickcdnefs  ca;inot  be  covered,  and  the  guilt  will  lie  on 
the  whole  land,  till  juftice  is  done  on  the  murderers,  the  blood  of  tbt 
innocent  njoill  cry  to  heaven  for  vengeance, 

**  Notwithftanding  the  proclamations  and  endeavours  of  the  Gov^mor^ 
on  the  occafion,  &c.  [continues  the  narrative] "  The  murderers  having 
given  out  fuch  threatenings  againft  thofe  that  difapproved  their  proceed- 
ings, that  the  whole  country  feems  to  be  in  terror,  and  no  one  durft 
fpeak  what  he  knows ;  even,  the  letters  from  thence  are  unfigned,  in 
which  any  diflike  is  expreiTed  of  the  rioters. 

"  But  it  feems  thefe  people  (being  chiefly  Prefbyterians)  think  they 
have  a  better  juftification — ^nothing  lefs  than  the  ivord  of  God,  With  the 
fcr'jptures  in  their  hands  and  mouths  they  can  fet  at  nought  that  ezprefs 
conmiand,  "  Tbw  fialt  do  no  murder  y*  and  juftify  their  wickednefs  by 
the  command  given  Jojbua^  to  deftroy  the  Heathen  !  Horrid  perverfion 
of  fcripture  and  of  religion !  to  father  the  worfl  of  crimen  on  the  Cod 
of  love  and  peace  / 

"  The  faith  of  this  government  ha*  been  frequently  given  to  thofe  In^ 
Santy  but  that  did  not  avail  them  \n.\!tk  people  nvho  defpife  all  government^* 
&c. 

So  far  had  the  infedion  fpread,  which  caufed  this  a^ion,  and  (b  much 
had  fear  feizcd  the  minds  of  the  people,  or  perhaps  both,  that  neither 
the  printer  nor  the  writer  of  this  publication,  though  fuppofed  to  be 
as  nearly  connected  as  Franklin  and  Hall  were  at  that  time,  and  men  of 
the  firft  chara<fter  in  their  way,  did  not  xnfert  either  theif  names,  or 
places  of  abode,  in  it ! 

It  was  printed  while  the  infurgents  Were  preparing  to  advance  toward* 
Philadelphia ;  or  on  their  way  thither :  it  appeared  to  have  fome  effed, 
in  preventing  the  threatened  confequences,  by  exciting  an  exertion  of 
endeavours,  in  the  citizens,  for  that  purpofe ;  and  being  a  relation  of 
jcal  fads,  though  writ  in  a  hurry,  it  was  never  anfwered  or  contradided* 
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laft  compaft  with  William  Penn^  in  the  year  1701  ; 
and  in  the  treaties  held  with  them  fiijce  hy  Go 
vernor  Keith ^  &c. 

"  The  bloody  fcene  was  compleated  in  the 
town  of  Lancajler  itfelf;  where  the  remainder  of 
the  tribe,  which  had  efcaped  the  firft  flaughter, 
taking  refuge,  declaring  their  innocence,  and  cry- 
ing for  mercy  and  proteftion,  were  through  the 
connivance,  if  not  the  encouragement,  of  the 
Chri/iian-prefeJ/ing  Magiftrates,  and  other  princi- 
pal perfons  of  that  town,  all  inhumanly  butchered, 
in  cold  blood,  even  infants  at  the  breaft,  by  the 
fame  party  of  armed  ruffians ^  at  mid-day,  without 
opposition,  or  the  leaft  moleftation ! — to  the  laft- 
ing  infamy  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  place,  who 
had  power  fufficient  to  prevent  it !" 

With  hands  imbrued  in  innocent  blood,  and 
taking  courage  from  their  unoppofed  fuccefs  and 
cruelty,  the  infurgents  now  greatly  increafed  in 
number,  and  proceeded  towards  Philadelphia^ 
with  avowed  intention  to  cut  oflF  a  party  of  inno- 
cent and  friendly  Indians  there ;  conlifting  of  thofe 
of  Wyalujing^  before  mentioned,  and  fome  others ; 
who  had  thrown  themfelves  under  the  protection 
of  the  government,  to  the  number  of  about  one 
hundred  and  forty.  By  their  conduft,  they  ap- 
peared to  depend  on  the  fecret  affiftance  of  a  num- 
ber of  their  brethren,  the  fame  kind  of  faints,  in 
that  city;  who,  afterwards,  by  many  of  them 
advocating  their  caufe  and  proceedings,  with  other 
ftrong  fymptoms,  appeared  to  have  been,  either, 
in  fome  manner,  privately  connefted  with  them, 
or  concerted  and  direflied  the  whole  tragical  and 
bloody  infurredion. 

This  lawlefs  banditti  advanced,  in  many  hun- 
dreds, iarmed,  as  far  as  Gerniantown^  within  about 
fix  miles  of  the  city,  threatening  death- and  flaugh- 
ter to  all,  who  fliould  dare  to  oppofe  them  j  and. 

Vol.  IL  [423  in 
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in  all  probability,  they  would  have  effefted  their 
bloody  purpofe,  had  they  not  met  with  fuch  a  pro- 
per and  vigorous  oppofition  from  the  government, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  Philadelphia^  as  they  fcem- 
cd  not  to  expeft ;  which  put  a  flop  to  their  career* 
But  fo  far  was  the  contagion  fpread,  and  fo  deeply 
had  the  fpirit  of  faSion  infefted  the  minds  of  ma- 
ny, that  the  weaknefs  of  the  government  was  not 
able  to  puniih  thefe  murderers^  nor  to  chaftife  the 
,  infurgents !  a  forrowful  prefage  of  an  approaching 

change  in  that  happy  conftitution,  which  had  fo 
long  afforded  a  peaceable  afylum  to  the  unjuftly 
oppreffed  and '  diftreffed,  by  means  of  the  great 
influx  and  increafe  of  fuch  kind  of  people  into 
it,  of  later  years,  as  experience  has  abundantly 
demonftrated  a  rod  of  iron  is  more  proper  to 
rule^  than  fuch  a  mild  eftablifhment,  as  is  better 
adapted  to  promote  the  profperity  of  the  virtuous 
and  good, .  than  properly  to  chaftife  the  moft  pro- 
fligate of  mankind  ;  more  calculated  to  make  men 
happy,  than  to  punifh  the  wicked  and  ungoverna- 
ble, according  to  their  demerits. 

But  there  were  many  in  the  province,  who  very 
well  knew  the  caufe  of  this  revolt  of  the  Indians j 
and  of  the  forrowful  confcquences  of  it ;  which, 
it  was  not  in  their  power,  at  that  time,  to  prevent. 
The  management  of  Indian  affairs .  was  put  into 
new  hands ;  and  after  the  death  of  James  Logan^ 
if  not  fome  time  before,  a  very  different  condud 
was  too  mucl^  pradifed  towards  that  people,  from 
that  which  formerly  had  never  failed  to  gain  and 
preferve  their  friendfliip  and  alliance. 

The  ^akersy  whom  the  Indians  regarded  from 
the  beginning,  above  any  other  people  in  the  pro- 
vince, were  excluded  from  the  Proprietary  agency, 
to  which  the  management  of  their  affairs  was 

chiefly 

•  James  Logmit,  who  died  in  1 75 1,  was  the  Proprietary's  Secretary, 
and  principal  Agent,  or  commiilioncr,  for  land  affairs,. for  near  forty 
years. 
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chiefly  committed;  though  they  were,  for  the 
above  reafon,  of  all  perfons  the  moft  proper  to  be 
concerned,  or  to  aft,  in  it. 

But  there  were  feveral  caufcs,  which  admini-  ^^^^^  ^^ 
ftered  to  the  unhappy  rupture ;  which  may  be  feen,  the  Indian 
as  mentioned  in  a  treatife,  publilhed  in  London^  in  ^"'  *^-  "* 
1759,  -written  in  Penn/ylvania^  entitled,  ^^  An  en- 
quiry into  the  caufes  of  the  alienation  of  the  Delaware 
and  Shawanefe  Indians^  from  the  Britifh  inter efi^^ 
he.  And,  in  the  whole,  it  is  certain  they  had  been 
too  muc Wneglefted ;  of  which  the  French^  then 
2Lt  war  with  the  Englifh^  made  their  advantage. 

The  principal  caufes  of  the  quarrel  and  aliena- 
tion of  thefe  Indians  were  afTertcd  to  be, 

Firji^  The  abufes  committed  in  the  Indian 
trade ;  which  had  been,  more  or  lefs,  of  long 
continuance,  and  very  difficult  to  be  properly  regu-  * 
lated,  or  redreflfed ;  though  doubtlefs  ^  great  part 
of  them  might  have  been  better  guarded  againft, 
^nd  prevented,  than  they  really  were.* 

Secondly^ 

•  Governor  Thomas,  in  a  niefl^ge  to  the  AfTembly  of  Pennfylvanioy  in 
^744,  fays,  "  I  cannot  but  be  apprchcnfivc  that  the  Indian  trade,  as  it  ig 
cow  carried  on,  will  involve  us  in  fome  fatal  quarrel  with  the  Indians. 
Our  traders,  in  defiance  of  the  laws,  carry  fpirituous  liquors  among 
them,  and  take  the  advantage  of  their  inor4inate  appetite  for  it^  to  cheat 
them  of  thciry5fr/»/,  ^nd  their  inampum,  which  is  their  money,  and  often 
debauch  their  wives  into  the  bargain.  Is  it  to  be  wgndercd  at,  then,  if, 
when  they  recover  from  their  drunken  fit,  they  ihould  take  fome  fevcrc 
revenges?  If  I  am  rightly  informed,  the  like  abufes  of  the  traders  in 
iVtfw  England^  were  the  principal  caufes  of  the  Indian  wars  there ;  and 
at  length  obliged  the  government  to  take  the  trade  into  their  own 
liands.  This  is  a  matter,  that  well  deferves  your  attention,  and  perhaps, 
will  foon  require  your  imitation.** 

The  author  of  the  enquiry  into  the  caufe  of  the  alienation  ol\the  Indians^ 
&c.  above  mentioned,  further  obfen/es  on  this  part,  "  It  would  be  too 
Shocking  tp  defcribe  the  condudi,  and  behaviour  of  th«  traders,  when  ^ 
among  the  Indians ^  and  cndlefs  to  enumerate  the  abuses,  the  Indians  had 
received  and  borne  from  them,  for  a  feries  of  years,  fuftice  it  to  fay 
that  fevered  of  the  tribes  were,  at  laft,  weiry  of  bearing,"  &c. 

At  a  treaty,  held  with  the  Ohio  Indians,  at  Carlije,  in  P.'nnfyl'oaniay  by 
Commiflioncrs,  appointed  by  Governor  Hamilton^  in  the  year  1753,  the 
former  fay, 

**  Brother  Onis  (whicli  m?anB  Ptn,  the  name* given  by  them  to  the 
Governors  ol  P.rnfylvaniaJ  your  traders  aow  br:;ig  icarce  any  thing  \>m 
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Secondly^  Their  being,  as  they  infifted  in  later 
years,  unjiiftly  deprived,  or  difpoffefled,  of  part 
of  their  lands;* 

Tbirdlyj 

rum  xa^Jtoun  they  bring  but.  little  powder  and  lead,  and  other  vuluablc 
goods.  The  rum  ruins  us.  We  beg  you  would  pirevent  its  coming  in 
fuch  quantities,  by  regulating  the  traders.  We  never  underilood  the 
trade  was  to  be  for^ivbi/ly  zxid.Jlour.  We  defire  it  may  be  forbidden, 
and  none  fold  in  the  Indian  country ;  but  that,  if  the  Indians  will  have 
apy,  they  may  go  among  the  inhabitants,  and  deal  with  them  for  it. 
When  thefe  nvbijky  traders  come,  they  bring  thirty  or  forty  cags,  and  put 
them  down  before  us,  and  make  us  drink;  and  get  all  the  ikins,  that 
ihould  go  to  pay  the  debts,  we  have  contra(fted  for  g^ds,  bought  of 
the  fair  trader ;  and  by  thefe  means  we  not  only  rUin  ouriRves,  but  them 
too.  Thefe  wicked  nvbiJkyJelUrs^  when  they  have  once  got  the  Indians  ip 
liquor,  make  them  fell  their  very  clothes  from  their  backs.  Jp  fhort,  if 
this  pra^ice  be  continued  we  muft  be  inevitably  ruined :  we  moll  earn- 
.«ftly,  therefore,  befecch  you  to  remedy  it.** 

In  the  report  of  thefe  Conuniflioners  to  the   Governor,   on  tlieir 
return  from  the  treaty,  they  conclude  as  follows,  v/s. 

'f  Thus,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor,  we  have  given  a  full  and  juil  ac- 
count of  our  proceedings,  and  we  hope  our  condut5l  will  meet  with  his 
approbation.  But,  in  juftice  to  th^fe  Indians,  and  the  promifes  we  made 
them,  we  cannot  clofe  our  report  without  taking  notice,  that  the  quan- 
tities of  ftrong  liqu4>rs,  fold  to  thefe  Indians^  in  the  places  of  their  reii- 
dence,  and  during  their  hunting  feafon,  from  all  pares  of  the  counties, 
over  Sufquabanna^  haye  increafed,  of  late,  \xt  an  inconceivable  degree^  f(> 
as  to  keep  ^hofe  poor  Indians  continually  under  the  force  of  liquors,  that 
they  are  thereby  become  diifolute,  enfeebled  and  indolent,  when  fobcr, 
and  untradable  and  n^ifchievous  in  their  liqupr,  always  quarrelling,  and 
often  murdering  oi^e  another ;  that  the  traders  are  under  no  bonds,  nor 
give  any  feqirity  for  tjif ir  obfe^vance  of  tj^t  laws,  and  their  good  ber 
haviour ;  and  by  their  ovyn  inteniperapce,  unfair  dealing  and  iiTegula- 
Tities,  will,  it  is  to  be  feared,  entirely  eflrauge  the  afiedlions  of  the  /m- 
dians  from  ^hc  Bngl/Jb,  deprive  them  of  their  natural  ftrength  and  adi- 
yity,  and  oblige  liiem  either  to  abandon  their  country  or  Ipbmit  to  any 
^erms,  be  they  ever  fo  unrcafopaljle,  from  the  Frencb.  Tbefe  trufbs,  may 
It  pleafe  the  governor,  are  of  fp  intefeflipg  a  natufe,  tjbat  we  (hall  (land 
cxcufed  in  recommending,  in  the  mofl  earneft  manner,  tbe  deplorable JiaU 
g/*  tbefe  Indians,  and  the  heavy  ^ifcouragcmcnts,  under  which  our  com- 
jncrce  with  them,  j|t  prefent,  labours,  to  the  Qovernpr*8  moft  feriou^ 
^onfideration,  that  fome  good  and  fpeedy  remedies  may  be  provided,  be- 
fore it  be  too  la^t?.

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Thirdly^  The  deatn  of  Weekweely^  or  Wekahe- 
lah^  the  Delaware  chief,  who  was  hanged  in 
"New  yer/ey^  many  years  ago,  which  they  could 
not  forget,  and  fay,  it  was  only  for  accidentally 
killing  a  man.*  . 

Fourthly^ 

In  the  minutes  of  conferrencc,  held  with  the  Indians  by  Governor 
J)ennyy  &c.  at  Eafion  in  Penn/ylvania,  in  November,  1 75  6,  Upon  the  Go- 
venor*s  requefting  o\  the  Indiansy  to  know  the  caufe  of  their  uneaflnefs, 
and  hoftile  con(lu(5^,  Teedyufcungy  king,  or  chief,  of  the  Delanvaresy  and 
who  there  reprcfcnted  four  nations,  mentioned  fcveral ;  among  which 
were  the  inftigations  gf  the  Fr-sneh ;  and  the  ///  ufage^  or  grievances,  they 
had  fufFered  both  in  Pennfyhania  and  Neiv  Jerfey,  When  the  Governor 
defired  to  be  informed  what  thcfe  grievances  were,  Teedyufcung  replied, 
'*  I  have  not, far  to  go  for  an  inftance;  this  very  ground,  that  is  under 
me,  (ftrikitig  it  with  his  foot)  was  my  land  and  inheritance;  and  is  ta- 
ken from  me  hy  fraud:  when*  I  fay  this  ground,  I  mean  all  the  land,  ly- 
ing between  *Tohtccon  creek  and  iViomingy  on  the  river  Sufquabanna,  I 
have  not  only  been  ferved .  fo  in  this  government,  but  the  fame  thing 
has  been  done  to  me,  as  to  feveral  trads  in  Ne^v  Jerfey ^  over  th*  river." 
The  Govjemor  alked  him,  what  he  meant  hy  fraud  ^  Teedyufcung  an- 
fwered,  '*  When  one  man  had  formerly  liberty  to  purchafe  lands,  and 
he  took  the  deed  from  the  Indians  for  it,  and  then  dies ;  after  his  death 
his  diildren  forge  a  deed  like  the  true  one,  with  the  fame  Indian  names 
to  it ;  and  thereby  take  lands  from  the  Indians  which  they  never  fold ; 
thi«  i%  fraud:  alfo,  when  one  king  has  land  beyond  the  river,  and  another 
king  has  land  on  this  fide,  both  bounded  by  rivers,  mountains  and  fprings, 
which  cannot  be  moved;  and  the  Proprietaries ^  greedy  to  purchafe 
lands,  buy  of  one  king  what  belongs  to- another;  this  likewife  \a  fraud,** 

Then  the  Governor  aflced  Teedyufcung,  whether  he  had  been  ferved 
fo  ?  He  anfwered,  "  Tes  ;  I  have  been  ferved  fo  in  this  province ;  all  the 
land  extending  from  Tobiccon,  over  the  great  mountain,  to  Wioming,  has 
been  taken  from  me  hy  fraud ;  for  when  I  had  agreed  to  fell  land  to  the 
«/(/  Proprietary,  by  the  courfe  of  the  river,  the  youtig  Proprietarias  came, 
and  got  it  run  by  a  firait  courfe,  by  the  compafs,  and  by  that  meant, 
•took  in  double  the  quantity,  intended  to  be  fold,"  &c. 

*  S,  Smitb,  in  his  hiftory  of  Nevj  Jerfey^  gives  the  following  very 
different  account  of  thi«  affair,  viz, 

"  The  fadl  was,  this  Weekquebela  was  an  Indian  of  great  note  and  ac- 
count, both  among  the  Cbrijiians  and  Indians,  of  the  tribe  that  reiided 
about  South  River,  (near  Sbreivfbury  in  Ea^  J^Kf^yJ^  where  he  lived, 
with  a  taflemuch  above  the  common  rank  of  Indians,  having  an  exten- 
five  farm,  cattle,  horfes,  negroes,  and  raifed  large  crops  of  wheat ;  and 
was  fo  far  Englifb,  in  his  furniture,  as  to  have  a  houfe  well  provided  with 
feather  beds,  calico  curtains,  &c.  He  frequently  dined  with  governors, 
and  great  men,  and  behaved  well,  &c  but  his  neighbour,  captain  fohn 
Leonard,  having  purchafcd  a  cedar  fwamp  of  other  Indians,  to  which  he 
bid  claim,  and  Leonard  refufing  to  take  k  on  his  right,  he  refcnted  it 
highly,  and  threatened  that  he  would  Ihoot  him ;  which  he  accordingly 
took  an  opportunity  of  doing,  in  thefpring,  1728,  while  Leonard  ^y^,  in 
^e  da^  time,  \va|king  in  his  garden,  or  near  his  own  houfe,  at  South 

River  • 
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Fourthly^  The  imprifonment  of  fome  Shawaneje 
warriors,  in  Carolina^  in  xime  of  peace ;  where 
the  chief  man  of  the  party  died. 

Fifthly, 

River  aforefaid ;  for  which  he  had  a  legal  trial,  and  was  executed  for  adu* 
a]  murder." 

But  the  Indians  of  the  Sit;  Nations,  at  a  meeting  in  Laneafier,  with 
Governor  Denny, ^8cc,  May  apth,  1757,  fay  thus, 

"  Brothers,  fome  years  ago,  in  the  Jerfys,  one  of  the  head  men  of 
the  Delatvares  had  been  out  a  hunting.  On  his  return,  he  called  to  fee  it 
gentleman,  a  great  friend  of  his,  one  of  your  people ;  whom  he  found  in  the 
field ;  when  the  gentleman  faw  Him,  ke  came  to  meet  him.  It  was  rainy 
weather,  and  the  Dela'ware  chief  had  hb  gun  under  his  arm ;  they  met 
at  a  fence,  and  as  they  reached  out  their  hands  to  each  other,  the  Dela^ 
nvare*%  gun  went  off,  by  accident,  and  (hot  him  dead.  He  was  very 
much  grieved,  went  to  the  houfe,  and  told  the  gentleman's  wife  what 
had  happened;  and  faid,  he  was  willing  to  die,  and  did  not  chufs  to^live 
after  his  friend.  She  inunediately  fent  for  a  number  of  the  inhabitants : 
when  they  were  gathered,  fome  faid,  it  was  an  accident,  and  could  not 
be  helped ;  but  the  greateft  number  were  for  hanging  hiov;  sind  he  wa« 
taken  By  the  Sheriff,  and  carried  to  Amhty,  where  he  was  tried  and 
hanged. 

'*  There  was  another  misfortune  that  happened :  A  party  of  Sbavoar> 
mefe,  who  were  going  to  war  againft  fheir  enemies^  in  their  way  through 

*  Carolina,  called  at  a  houfe,  not  fufpeding  any  harm,  as  they  were  among 
their  friends :  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  rofe,  and  took  them  prifoners, 
on  account  oS  fome  mifchief  which  was  done  there  about  that  time ;  fuf- 

*  pe&ing  them  to  be  the  people  who  had  done  the  mifchief;  and  carried 
them  to  CbarlefloTjon,  a|id  put  them  in  paifon,  where  the  chief  man, 
called  7be  Pride,  died.  The  relations  of  thefe  people  were  much  ezaf- 
perated  againft  you,  our  brothers,  the  Englijb,  on  account  of  the  ill  treat- 
ment you  gave  their  friends;  and  hftve  been  continually  fpiriting  up  their 
nations  to  take  revenge. 

**  Brothers,  you  defired  us  to  open  our  hearts,  and  inform  you  of  every 
thing  we  knoi^,  that  might  give  rife  to  the  quarrel  between  you  and 
our  nephews  and  brothers: — That,  in  former  times,  pur  forefathers 
■  conquered  the  Delanvares,  and  pat  petticoats  on  them ;  a  long  time  after 
that,  they  lived  among  you,  our  brothers ;  but,  upon  fome  difference 
between  you  and  them,  we  thought  proper  tcuremove  them,  giving  them 
lands  to  plant  and  hunt  on,  at  IVioming  and  Juniata,  on  Sufquabanna  ; 
but  you,  covetous  of  land,  made  plantations  there,  and  fpoiled  their 
hunting  grounds ;  they  then  complained  to  us,  and  we  looked  over  thofei 
lands,  and  found  their  complaints  to  be  true. 

**  At  this  time  they  carried  on  a  correfpondence  with  the  French ;  by 
which  means  the  Frsncb  became  acquainted  with  all  the  caufes  of  com- 
plaint they  had  againft  yoa ;  and  as  your  people  were  daily  increafing 
their  fettlements,  by  thefe  means  you  drove  them  back  into  the  arms  of 
the  Frencb;  and  they  took  the  advantage  of  fpiriting  them  up  againft 
you,  by  telling  thiem,  "  Children ,  you  fee,  and  we  have  often  told  you, 
how  .the  Eni^iyhy  your  brothers,  would  fcrve  you ;  they  plant  all  tho 
country,  and  drive  you  back  ;  fo  that,  in  a  little  time,  you  will  have  no 
land  :  it  is  not  fo  with  us ;  though  we  build  trading  h<)uf€S  on  your  land, 
Irre  do  not  nlant  it ;  we  have  our  pyovifioiis  from  over  the  great  water." 

.  **  We 
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Fifthly,  The  inftigations  of  the  French ;  who 
made  an  artful  ufe  of  their  complaints,  or  difcon- 
tents,  &c.  to  incite  them  againfl  the  Englijh  in  the 
late  war,  &c. 

Thefe  were  the  chief  caufes,  though  there  were 
others,  alledged  both  by  the  Delawares,  the  Shaw- 
anefe,  and  the  Six  Nations,  in  fhe  divers  treaties, 
held  with  them,  by  the  government  of  Fennfylva^ 
nia,  in  different  parts  of  the  province,  between 
the  years  X755  and  1763:  wherein,  as  they  are 
printed,  may  be  feen,  in  part,  as  well  as  in  the 
definitive  treaty  of  Colonel  Bradjireet  with  them,  Caufcs  and 
near  lake  Erie,  in  1764,  how  a  reconciliation  was  Sir^accin 
effefted:  I  fay,  in  part;  for  the  fakers,  who,  1763 and 
as  before  obfervcd,  had  the  leaft  fliare  in  thefe  ^'^^^ 
public  tranfaftions,  as  to  appearance^  being,  con- 
trary to  ancient  cuftom,  excluded  from  the  Pro- 
prietary agency,  by  which  all  treaties  and  public 
tranfaftions  with  them,  in  the  province,  were  di- 
refted  and  managed,  more  efpecially  refpedting 
land  affairs ;  which  appeared  to  be  the  principal 
caufe  of  the  quarrel,  were  neverthelefs,  in  faft, 
the  prime  movers  of  the  peace,  and  the  firft  and 
chief  promoters  of  redreffing  the  Indians^  wrongs, 
or  complaints,  fo  far  as  in  them  lay,  in  their  re- 
ftrifted  capacity:   they  formed  a  fociety  among 
themfelves,    particularly  for  that   good  purpofe, 
called  The  friendly  ajfociation,  for  gaining  and  pre- 
ferving  peace  with  the  Indians,  by  pacific  meafures  ;* 
conftituted  truftees,  and  had  a  treafurer ;  and  by 
a  voluntary  contribution  among  thcmfelves,    of

**  We  have  opened  our  hearts,  and  told  you  what  complaints  we  have 
heard,  that  they  had  againfl  you ;  and  our  advice  to  you  is,  that  yon 
(end  for  the  Seneccu  and  them  ;  treat  them  kindly,  and  rather  give  them 
fome  part  of  their  fields  hack  again,  than  diiTer  with  them.  It  is  jn 
your  power  to  fettle  all  the  differences  with  them,  if  you  pleafe."

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many  tbouf and  pounds^  to  which  divers  well  difpofed 
perfons,  among  the  more  religious  G^rw^^j,  liberally 
contributed  (an  expenfe,  which  ought  to  have 
been,  either  from  a  different  quarter,  or,  at  leaft, 
of  a  more  general,  and  public  nature)  whjich, 
with  the  Governor's  confent,  or  approbation,  firfl 
had,  they  applied  in  fuch  prudent  manner,  by 
prefents,  and  redrefling  their  grievances,  together 
with  their  way  oi  friendly  behaviour  and  Jincerity^ 
which  the  Indians  had  long  experienced,  they  dif- 
pofed them  to  hearken  to  terms  of  peace  and  re- 
conciliation, made  way  for  the  fucceeding  treaties, 
with  their  recovery  and  return  from  the  French 
intereft,  &c.  which  afterwards  enfued ;  as,  in  part, 
appears  in  the  aforefaid  ireatife^  or  enquiry^  &c. 
as  well  as  in  the  printed  Indian  treaties  ;  and  in  the 
journals  of  Chrijiian  Frederick  Poji ;  which  laft, 
as  they  are  fomcwhat  curious  and  informing  in  the 
nature  of  Indian  affairs,  are,  therefore,  inferted 
in  the  appendix.! 

For,  to  pretend  to  conquer  thofe  favages,  when 
united  in  oppofition,  by  a  regular  army,  in  the 
woods,  without  fomething  of  this  nature,  would 
be  as  abfurd  as  the  attempt  of  the  giants^  in  the 
fable,  to  effeft,  by  mere  fir ength^  what  would  more 
properly  and  only  be  attainable  by  the  means  of 
wifdom  and  good  policy  ;  according  to  the  fpeech  of 
the  Scythian  Ambaffador  to  Alexander  the  Great; 
and  the  truth  of  the  Roman  adage j  "  parum  fit 
helium  f oris ^  nifi  fit  fonfilium  domi,^^\  in  its  fuUeft 
extent,  is  no  lefs  applicable,  in  dealing  with  this 
people,  than  it  was  formerly  experienced  to  be, 
by  the  grcateft  conquerors  and  rulers  of  the  world, 
in  their  management  of  other  nations.

I 


T  has  already  been  obfetved  that  the  civil  con* 
ftitution  of  Pennfylvania  was  originally  founded  on 
fuch  a  generous  plan  of  liberty,  that  the  freedom  RcHgioni 
flowed  by  it,  of  thinking  on  religious  fubje^s^  and  liberty  one 
of  worjhipping  the  Almi^ty^  according  to  the  beft  p^j^^va- 
of  mea's  underftandings,  without  being  deprived  nia's  im- 
either  of  their  natural  rights,  as  men,  or  of  their  Fovement, 
vivil  liberties,  as  fubjefts  of  government,  on  that 
account,  has  not  a  little  contributed  to  the  great 
and  rapid  increafe  and  profperity  of  the  province, 
above  any  other  of  the  Britijh  colonies  in  Ameri^ 
ca  ;  and,  in  proportion  to  its  age,  and  other  cir- 
cumftances,  rendered  it  far  fuperior,  in  real  worth 
and  importance ;  fo,  in  giving  an  account  of  its 
general  ftate,  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  in 
1761,  fome  reprefentation,  at  leaft,  of  the  various 
religious  focieties,  or  fefts,  of  which  its  inhabitants 
moftly  confift,  becomes  proper  and  neceffary. 

There  is  a  greater  number  of  different  religious  Numerous 
focieties  in  this  province,  than,  perhaps,  in  any  ^^as  in 
other,  throughout  the  Britijh  dominions  bcfides ;  ^J^f^^^^ 
and  in  regard  to  difputes,  on  religious  fubjefts, 
and  the  confequences  of  an  univerfal  toleration  of 
all  the  varieties  of  opinion,  in  religion,  though  fo 
widely  diiFerent,  and  fo^  contrary  and  oppofite  to

divers  of 
them 
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one  another,  elfewhere  much  dreaded,  it  is  appre- 
hended there  is  not  more  r^al  harmony  any  where 
known,  in  this  refped,  even,  under  the  moft  def- 
potic  hierarchies^  than  in  Pennfylvania.  Here  are 
Name*  of  the  ^akers^  who  were  principally  the  firft  fettlers, 
and,  in  effefl:,  the  makers  of  the  province ;  and 
who,  in  general,  are  already  defcribed,  in  the 
Introdudion  :*  The  Epifcopalians^  according  to  the 
manner  of  the  Church  of  England ;  and  the  Ger- 
man  and  Swedijh  Lutherans :  The  Prejbyterians  and 
IndependantSy  of  various  kinds,  or  fe£ts ;  and  the 
German  Cahinijis  :  The  Church  of  Rome  and  the 
Jews  :  The  Baptifis  of  different  kinds ;  with  thofe 
among  the  Germans^  called  Mennonijis^  and  Dunk-- 
ardsj  or  Dumplers  ;  the  Moravians  and  Swencifei-^ 
ders  ;  befides  the  Aborigines  of  America^  &c. 

Thorhar-       AH  thcfe,   for  a  coniiderable  feries  of  years, 
monjr  and   have,  in  general,  from  the  example  of  the  ^ua-^ 
withan^°*  ^^rj,  who  w^rc  providentially  the  caufe  of  that 
thcr.         liberty,  which  they  all  there  enjoy,  and  who  ap- 
pear never  to  have  perfecuted  any  other  people, 
for  religion,  maintained  fuch  harmony  and  con- 
cord among  themfelves,  as  approaches  nearer  to 
that  univerfal  love  and  charity^  which  Chrijiianity 
teaches,  and  which  its  votaries,  in  general,  profefs, 
at  leaft,  in  theory,  than  has  ever  been  known  to 
arife  from  any  contrary  conduft,  or  intolerant  au- 
thority, fo  predominant  in  many  other  countries; 

For,  notwithftanding  their  feeming  fo  extremely 
to  differ  one  from  another,  in  religious  fentiments 
and  cuftom§ ;  and  that  fome  of  their  opinions  and 
praftices  doubtlefs  are  very  abfurd,  and  probably 
more  of  lefs  fo  under  every  profeffion,  or  form ;

*  The  number  of  reh'gious  vifits  from  the  preachers  of  thi$  fociety, 
in  Great  Britain^  and  other  places  in  Europe,  but  chiefly  from  England^ 
in  the  fcrvice  of  the  gofpcl,  to  this  country,  and  their  fociety  in  America^ 
between  the  years  1661,  and  17  71,  as  appears  by  their  own  records, 
was  about  132;  exclufive  of  thofe,  who,  from  Europe  had  fettled  i|i 
America,  and  travelled  in  that  fervicc  \  who  were  many,  £cc.

peeled,  in  the  human  race ;  neither  is  it  more  rea-  of  mind, 
ibnable  to  be  fo,  than  that  men  (hould  all  be  of  f^e^^^'"*^ 
one  and  the  fame  fize,  age,  underftanding  and  ca*  not  to  be' 
pacity ;  yet  by  the  conftitution  of  the  civil  govern-  «pc<stcd, 
ment,  as  they  are  not  here  permitted  to  opprefs  one 
another,  on  that  account,  fo,  in  general,  among 
the  more  thinking  and  intelligent,  in  every  fefl:, 
or  fociety,  a  firm  perfuafion  feems  to  prevail,  that 
they  all  have  one  and  the  fame  thing,  happinefs^  in 
view ;  and  that  their  difference  arifes  from  opinion 
and  cuftom  only,  refpefting  the  mode  of  obtaining 
it ;  which  notion  has  fuch  a  tendency  to  moderate 
and  temper  their  way  of  thinking  on  religious 
matters,  as,  in  great  meafure  to  occafion  thatyir- 
bearance  and  charity^  which  appears  in  their  con- 
duQ:  to  each  other ;  a  furer  charaderiftic  of  true 
Chrijlianity^  and  heji  Philofophy^  than  the  praftice 
of  many,  who  make  great  profeffion  of  fuperior 
attainments  of  fcicnce  and  knowledge,  and  who 
fliew  much  greater  zeal  for  what  they  efteem  to  be 
truth,  and  place  more  ftrefs  on  opinion,  creeds, 
or  beliefs,  than  in  praftice  and  charity,  than  is  to 
be  found  in  Pennfylvania. 

The  Quakers f  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia^  com:  q£  ^i^^ 
pofe,  probably,  about  onefeventh  part  of  its  inha-  Quakers, 
bitants.     The  reft  of  that  fociety  at  prefent  have  ^*^' 
their  refidence  principally  in  the  firft,  or  older 
counties  of  Philadelphia^   Bucks,    Chejier,   New^ 
cajile,  &c.  and  in  the  year  1770,  they  had  between 
fixty  and  feventy  meeting  houfes,  for  divine  wor- 
fliip,  in  the  province,  and  lower  counties  on  Deld- 
ware.     But  of  late  they  have  been  much  exceeded 
in  ftumbcr  by  other  focietics,  complexly  taken, 
though  they  generally  are  efteemed  among  the 
wealthieft,  and  moft  fubftantial  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  Church  of  England  has  feveral  places  of 
worfhip  in  the  city,  as  before  mefttioned,  in  the

tics,  &c.*^"  and  the  German  Lutherans  have  large  congregati- 
ons in  Philadelphia^  Lancajier^  &c,  but  the  Pref- 
byterians  and  Independants  are  fuppofed,  by  far, 
to  be  more  numerous  than  any  other  particular 
religious  fociety,  taking  in  the  Dutch^  or  German 
Calvinifls;  feveral  of  the  back  counties  being 
principally  peopled  by  them ;  they  have  flowed  in, 
of  late  years,  from  the  north  of  Ireland^  in  very 
large  numbers,  befides  their  great  internal  increafe 
and  flill  greater  induftry,  than  that  of  many  others, 
to  make  profelytes** 

The  Roman  Catholics  have  a  chapel  in  Philadel- 
phia^ and  another  at  Lancajler  ;  a  number  among 
the  Germans  are  alfo  of  that  community. '  The 
^ews  are  but  few,  and  thofe  chiefly  in  the  city. 
The  Englijh  Baptifts  are  not  very  numerous  in 
fennfylvania  ;  they  h^ve  a  meeting  houfe  in  the 

city, 

♦  The  proportion,  which  the  number  of  each  religious  fociety,  ia 
Philadelphia,  bears  to  each  other,  may,  in  fome  manner,  appear  from 
the  number  of  burials,  in  each  of  them  annually,  taken  from  the  printed 
bills  of  mortality,  for  the  folJowintr  *cn  years  fi.c  effively,  via.

Note,  In  the  year  1750,  according  to  the  faid  bills  of  mortality,  print- 
ed annually,  were  1406  funerals  in  Philaddphia,  of  which  thofe  in  Chrlfi 
Church  pariih  only  were  272 ;  of  whom  106  died  of  the  fmall  pox  (three 
only  inoculated)  of  the  ^uakcrs  ;7i ;  of  other  focieties  490;  of  ftrangers 
326 ;  of  Negroes  147  ;  in  all  1406.     Increafe  of  funerals  that  year  648. 

Which  great  mortality  that  year,  as  well  as  in  fome  other  years,  ap- 
pears to  have  arifcn  priiicipally  from  the  fmall  pox,  before  inoculation 
had  taken  much  place,  and  was  fo  well  undcrftcod  as  fince ;  which  dif- 
temper,  that  year,  in  proportion  to  thofe  who  died  of  it  in  Chrift  Cinirck 
pariih,  mud  have  carried  off,  in  the  whole,  between  5  and  60Q,  &c. 
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city,  and  fome  others  iii  different  parts  of  the 
country:  they  appear,  in  general,  efpecially  of 
late  years,  to  differ  very  little,  both  in  principle 
and  pradice,  from  the  Prejhyterians^  fave  in  thofe 
of  bapH/m  only.* 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  that  fome  Ger-  Qreatnum- 
nians  y cry  early  fettled  in  Pennfyhania  ;  but  that  berof  ocr- 
afterwards  they  flocked  into  it,  in  much  greater  °*^°'»  *^* 
numbers ;  infomuch  that,  of  late  years,  it  is  fup- 
pofed  near  one-third  part  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  province  confided  of  thefe  people,  and  of  their 
defcendants.    They  have  moftly  been  of  the  lower 
rank,  but  very  induftrious,  ufeful,  and  well  adapt- 
ed for  the  improvement  of  a  wildernefs,  under 
proper  government  and  reflriftion. 

There  are  feveral  different  profeflions  of  religion 
among  them,  in  the  province ;  fome  of  which  ap- . 
pear  more  remarkable  than  others,  for  a  fimplicity 
of  manners,  and  lefs  known  to  many ;  of  fuch,  * 
therefore,  I  fhall  more  particularly  give  fuch  brief 
account,  as  partly  I  find  of  them,  and  partly  ac- 
cording to  my  own  obfervation :  firft. 

Of  the  Mennonijis. 

THE  Mennonijis  of  Pennfylvania  take  their 
name  from  Menno  Sinwn^  of  the  Netherlands^  one  Menaonifts 
of  the  leaders  of  that  fociety  or  fed  of  the  Bap- 
tijis^  in  the  fixteenth  century;  who  took  their 
rife  in  Germany  foon  after,  or  about,  the  time  of 
the  reformation.  But,  it  is  faid,  they  themfelves 
derive  the  origin  of  their  religious  profeflion  and 

praftice 

*  Morgan  Edtoaris^  in  his  printed  account  of  the  Baptljis  of  Pennfyl-' 
vania,  in  1770,  divides  them  into  Utitijb  and  German;  of  tlic  .oimcr  he 
makes  about  650  families,  and  3252  perfons,  at  five  to  a  family  (iup- 
pofing  every  family  to  be  totally  compofed  of  Baptifts)  who  have  18 
meeting  houfes :  the  Germans  he  divides  into  DunkarcU  and  Mcnnonijlt ; 
which  fee  under  their  proper  heads. 

Note,  He  makes  their  whole  mnnbcr,  both  Germans  and  BrH'fJh,  amount\ 
to  9525,  &c. 

AW.  Thofe  called  Seventh  Day  Baptiflsy  arc  almoft  extun5l,  &c. 
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pradKce  from  that  of  the  Cbri/Han  Church,   it& 
Theffalonia,  in  the  time  of  the  ApofUes,  &c. 

Among  the  articles  of  their  faith,  in  which 
they  appear  to  be  very  rigid,  ufing  great  plainnefs 
in  fpecch  and  drefs,  are,  in  fubftance,  the  follow^ 
ing,  viz. 

Some  arti-       I  •  Q/*  God.  They  confefs  one  only  God,  Father, 
cici  of  their  Son  and  Holy  Ghoft. 

2.  Of  Baptifnu  They  confefs  baptifm  into  faith  j 
but  no  wfant  baptifm. 

3.  They  confefs  an  eucbarifi^  to  be  kept  with 
common  bread  and  wine,  in  remembrance  of  the 
fufferings  and  death  of  Chrifi. 

4.  Of  Marriage.  They  confefs  a  wedlock^  of 
two  believing  perfons ;  and  no  external  marriage 
ceremony^  by  punifhment  of  excommunication,  &€• 

5.  Of  taking  Oaths.  They  confefs  that  no  Chrif* 
iian  may  take  an  oath  ;  or,  in  his  evidence  go  be- 
vond  yea  and  nay^  though  he  have  the  truth  on 
his  fide ;  but  muft  rather  chufe  to  die. 

6.  Of  bearing  Arms.  No  Chrifiian  muft,  in 
any  vidfe,  withftand  with  arms,  or  take  the  fword, 
&c. 

They  fay  their  church  has  always  from  the  be- 
riaimtoan^  ginning  (though  under  almoft  continual  oppreffion 
tiquity,they  anj  perfecutiou)  infifted  on  the  above  confeflion, 
fdmuch"'  with  many  other  articles,  even,  from  the  time  of 
perfecution,  the  Apoftlcs ;  from  which  the  violence  of  perfecu- 
tion  and  death,  which  at  different  times  they  en- 
dured, never  could  compel  them  to  depart ;  in- 
ftancing  the  ten  perfecutions,  till  310  years  after 
Chrifi ;    and  afterwards  till  the  year  1210,  &c. 
when   great   numbers   of   them  fuffered   death, 
chiefly  in  Europe^  for  not  admitting  infant  baptifm  ; 
but  only  a  baptifm  into  their  faith,  in  their  own 
mode,  and  likewife  for  refufing  to  take  an  oath  and 
bear  arms ;  and  for  adhering  to  other  articles  of 

their 
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their  faith;  for  which  they  fuffered  fuch  heavy 
perfecutions,   that  they  were  reduced  to  a  fmall 
number,  till  the  time  of  the  reformation^   when, 
from  the  year  1520  to  1530,  they  began  to  flou- 
rifli  again,  to  the  no  fmall  mortification  of  the 
Romijh  clergy  ;  who  gave  them  the  name  of  Jna^ 
baptijis  ;  and  ufed  their  endeavours,  firft,  by  per- 
fuafion,  to  draw  them  over,  and  then  by  a  terri- 
ble perfecution,  throughout  all  the  emperor's  do-  -^hey  ar« 
minions,   by  banifhments,   prifons,   torture,  and  pcrfecutcd 
death,  in  various  modes ;  all  which  they  encoun- "*  ^^'^"**'^ 
tcfed,  and  fuffered  with  inflexible  fortitude,  ra- 
Xh^t  than  depart  from  their   tenets.     That  this 
pfrfecutioix  began  in  1524,  and  continued  about 
on^  huivired  years.     Of  which  they  give  many 
cruel  inilanees,  particularly  in  Auflria^  at  Hem-- 
hrn^  and  in  the  Palatinate  about  jil/om  ;  where,, 
in  the  year  1529,  feveral  hundreds  of  them  were, 
in  a  fliort  time,  by  the  count  Palatine,  executed 
hyjre  wi/w>rd.     And  after  this  they  fuffered  in  ^^fecuJ^ 
Switzerland ;    particularly    at  Inricb  and  Bern ;  in  switzcr- 
where  feveral  of  their  teachers  were  beheaded ;  of  ^*'^^»  ^^^ 
whom  one  Hq/Jebacker  is  mentioned  thus  to  have 
fuffered  at  the  latter  place ;  and  many  of  them  are 
faid  to  have  been  ftarved  to  death  by  hunger. 

Though  thefe  Mennoni/ls  of  Pennfyhdnia  appear  ^j^^  j^_ 
to  be  a  fpecies  or  fed,  of  thofe  who  went  under  claim  the 
the  general  name  of  Baptijis,  or  Anahaptijls  for-  J^/JJ^^*^ 
merly  in  Germany  and  the  Netherlands,   yet,  in  &c. 
both  their  writings  and  pradice,  they  feem  highly 
to  difapprove  or  reprobate  and  condemn,  the  wild 
aftions  and  extravagances,  done  at  Munjier,  &c. 
by  thefe  people  in  1533,  in  oppofition  to  the  ma- 
giftracy  and  government ;  in  confequence  of  which 
many  thoufands  of  perfons  loft  their  lives,  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Germany. 

They  moreover  fay,  that  in  the  feventeenth  centu- 
ry, they  fuffered  fevere.  perfecution  in  Switzerland, 

and 
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They  foffer  and  fome  other  places ;  and  that  in  the  year  1 6705 
sJ^u"*  ^^"^^  ^^  ^^  fodety  were  chained  together,  and 
land,  acl  fent  to  the  gallies,  on  account  of  their  religion  ; 
Others  Ihipped  and  baniflied  their  country,  being 
branded  with  the  mark  of  a  bear  (the  arms  of 
the  canton)  :  that,  in  the  year  17 10,  a  barge,  full 
of  thefe  prifoners,  was  carried  down  the  Rhiney 
to  be  tranfported  beyond  the  fea ;  but  when  they 
came  to  Hollandy  the  government  of  that  republic 
declared,  they  would  have  no  fuch  prifoners  in  their 
country ;  and  they  fet  them  all  at  liberty. 

Many  of  thefe  people,  who  were  difperfed  in 
divers  parts  of  the  German  provinces,  efpedally  in 
the  Palatinate^  and  places  adjacent,  having  met 
together,  entered  into  conditions,  and,  by  paying 
They  ob-  a  great  tribute,  they  obtained  an  exemption  from 
tain  a  tcm-  faking  oothsj  ffom  bearing  arms^  and  from  having 
Ucf,  &c.^  their  children  baptifed ;  and  gained  the  liberty  of 
upholding  public  worjhipj  in  their  own  way :  but 
notwithflanding  this,  they  were  grofsly  impofed 
upon  and  abufed,  for  the  exercife  of  their  confci- 
ences ;  being,  in  time  of  war,  obliged  to  have 
their  houfes  filled  with  wicked  crews  of  foldiers, 
and  to  endure  many  other  grievances  and  diftreflfes. 
Thefe  things  caufed  their  looking  out  for  another 
country;  and,  in  time,  a  way  was  opened  for 
their  removal  to  Pennfylvania. 

William  Penn,  both  in  perfon  and  writing,  pub- 
William  lifhed  in  Germany^  firft  gave  them  information  that 
forms  them  ^here  was  liberty  of  tonfcience  m  Pennfylvania  ; 
•f  Pennfyi-  and  that  every  one  might  live  there  without  mo- 
▼ama,  &c.  igf];ation.  Some  of  them  about  the  year  1698, 
others  in  1706,  1709  and  171 1,  partly  for  confci- 
|,  ence  lake,  and  partly  for  their  temporal  intereft,  re- 

moved thither ;  where  they  fay,  they  found  their 
expeftation  fully  anfwered,  enjoying  liberty  of 
confcience,  according  to  their  defire,  with  the  be- 
nefits of  a  plentiful  country.  With  this  they  ac- 
quainted 
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cjusdnted  their  friends  in  Germany  ;  in  confequence 
^f  which  many  of  them,  in  the  year  17 175  &c# 
rembved  to  Pennfylvania. 

The  Mennoni/is  are  fettled  chiefly  near  Lancajler^ 
and  in  fome  parts  of  the  neighbouring  Counties,  ^^^^l^ 
They  are  a  fober,  induftrious  people,  of  good  eco-  dencc  and 
nomy,   found  morals,  and  very  ufeful  members  ^^'^^'^ 
of  the  general  community ;  and  are  fuppofed  to 
confift  of  fevei-al  thoufand  perfons,   within  the 
province.*      Their  articles  of   faith,    refpefting 
mths  and  war^  are  founded  on  the  fame  principles  j 
as  thofe  of  the  Quakers ^  in  thefe  points,^  vi%*  the 
plain  and  abfolute  prohibition  thereof,  as  under* 
flood  by  them,  in  the  New  Tejiament. 

Of  the  Dunkardsj  or  Dumplets* 

Those  people,  in  Pennfylvania^  called  Dun-' 
%ard^y  Tunkersj  or  Dumplers,  are  another  fpecies  of . 
German  Baptijls.  They  are  Angular  in  fome  of  their  Dunlcards 
opinions  and  cuftoms ;  and  perhaps  more  fo  in  {^"^^°^" 
their  manner  of  living,  and  perfonal  appearance, 
than  any  others  of  that  name  in  the  province, 
particularly  thofe  who  refide  at  a  place,  called  by 
them,  Ephrata^  in  Lancq/ier  county. 

They  alfo  hold  it  not  becoming  a  follower  of  Their  opi- 
yefus  Chri/i  to  bear  arnis^  or  Jight ;  becaufe,  fay  ^ghtingapd 
they,  their  true  mafter  has  forbid  his  difciples  to  fwcaring. 
rejiji  evil ;  and  becaufe  he  alfo  told  them,  not  to 
/wear  at  all^  they  will  by  no  means  take  an  oath  ; 
biit  adhere  clofe  to  his  advice,  in  the  affirmation 
of  yea  and  nay^

•  Morgan  Edwards,  In  hU  account  before  mentioned,  rarik*  the  Men^

They  are  a  quiet,  inofFenfive  people,  not  nu-  -pj^gj^.  ^.j^^, 
merous,*  and  feemingly,  at  prefent,  on  the  de-  radcr,  refi- 
cline,    efpeci?.lly   at  Ephrata  before  mentioned ;  *^*^^^^'  ^^' 
where  they  have  a  kind  of  a  monajiry^  about  fif- 
teen miles  diftant  from  Lancqfler^  and  fixty  miles 
weft  north  weft  from  Philadelphia^ 

Here  more  particularly  they  drefs  in  a  kind  of  ^heir  drefs 
uniform,   confifting  of  a  triangular,   or  round,  and  manner 
white,  and  fometimes  grey  cloth,  or  linen  cap,  on  &/.'^"^* 
the  head,  a  little  fimilar  to  a  bonnet ;  with  a  loofe  Ephrata, 
garment  of  the  fame  ftufF  and  colour,  hanging 
over  them ;  in  imitation  of  the  fafliion  of  the 
eaftern   Chrijtiam^  formerly.      They  wear   their 
beards,  and  have  a  folemn  fteady  pace,  when  they 
walk,  keeping  right  forward  with  their  eyes  fixed 
on  the  ground,  and  do  not  ufually  turn  to  give 
an  anfwer,  when  alked  a  queftion.    Their  burying 
place  here  they  call  the  Valley  of  Achor ;  and  here 
it  has  been  their  cuftom  to  live  on  a  common  ftock, 
compofed  of  the  fruits  of  all  their  labours,  and 
the  gifts  of  fuch  as  join  them.     They  eat  no  flefh, 
drink  no  wine,  ufe  no  tobacco,  nor  fleep  on  beds,

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in  this  place,  as  other  people  do ;  and  the  men  and 
women  live  in  different  apartments,  or,  in  feparata 
large  houfes,  containing  many  diftind:  apartments } 
and  it  has  been  their  pradice,  for  thofe  of  each 
houfe,  to  meet  every  two  hours,  both  day  and 
night,  to  join  in  prayer ;  but,  it  is  faid»  they  have 
lately  abated  of  this  rigour. 

Their  whole  method  in  this  place  feems  to  be  a 
kind  of  monajiic  life^  much  according  to  its  ori- 
ginal fimplicity  J  and  if  any  of  them  marry ^  after 
they  come  hither,  fuch  are  not  permitted  to  liv^ 
longer  here,  but  ftill  remain  members  of  the?  foci- 
ety ;  and,  in  general,  another  of  their  cuftoms  is, 
to  receive  no  intereft  for  money  lent,  on  pain  of 
excommunication,  &c.  -  -

fried  Ar-  birth,  The  feft,  which  he  gathered,  was  from 
ofdic  ^*  ^^^  beginning  tolerated,  under  feveral  of  the  Ger- 
phurch,  fnan  emperors,  in  their  arch^dukedom  of  Silejta^  efpe- 
cially  the  principalities  of  Taur  and  Lignitz^  for 
about  two  hundred  years  fucceffively,  and  in  feve- 
ral other  places,  though  not  without  envy  of  the 
B.omiJh  clergy^  who  inftigated  fome  of  the  inferior 
Magiftr^ites  fo  much  to  diftrefs  them  about  the 
years  1 590  and  1 650,  aJ  to  caufe  what  they  thought 
^  pretty  fevere  perfecution,  After  this  they  en- 
joyed peac^  till  the  reign  of  the  emperor  Charles 
the  Sixth,__  But  about  the  year  1725,  through  the 
inftigation  of  the  clergy,  thev  were  again  molefted ; 
wherefore,  defpairing  of  ootaining  the  continua- 
tion of  their  former  tranquillity,  in  that  country, 
for  which  they  had  endcayoujed  in  vain,,  mod  of 

them^ 
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them,  after  frequent  eits^tionf ,  appearing  before  the  Much  ha- 
clergy,  arrefls  and  iraprifonmeiits,  heavy  fines  and  "ff^d  and 
penaliks,  threats  and  menaces,  taking  away  their  ^Germanj 
childreft  to  catechife,  and  inftruft  them  in   the 
Roman  Gafbolif  doftrine,  conftituting  Roman  Ca^ 
tbolic  executors,  for  the  widows,  and  guardians 
for  orphan^,  and  many  other  hard  proceedings, 
^hich  they  endured,  found  themfelves  obliged  to 
Ipave  their  real  eftates  and  habitations  behind  them, 
and  emigrate  to  fome  other  country* 

They  found  a  place  of  fhelter  in  Upper  Ltifatiaj 
in  Saxony  J  under  the  Senate  of  Gorlitz :  as  alfo 
unexpeSedly  under  Cotmt  Zinzindorf,  which  they 
enjoyed  about  eight  years }  after  which  this  tolera- 
tion was  difcontinued. 

They  then  enquired  for  another  place  of  fafety, 
under  fome  of  the  Proteftant  princes  of  Germany^ 
but  upon  confidering  the  great  uncertainty  of  the 
long  continuance  of  any  toleration  there,  and  hav- 
ing got  intelligence  of  the  province  of  Pennfyha- 
nia^  and  of  the  privileges  there  enjoyed,  &c.  they 
refolved  to  remove  thither.  Some  of  them  came 
over  in  the  year  1733,  but  the  greateft  part  in 
1734,  and  fome  families  afterwards.* 

In 

*  The  following  tranflation  of  an  Edi£}  of  the  king  of  Prujpa^  to 
recall  thefe  people  into  his  dominions,  indicates  the  importance  and  uti- 
lity they  were  thought  to  be  of  to  his  country,  viz.

their  difufe  of  the  fecond,  they  fay,  hath  not,  nor 
doth  happen  from  contempt,  but  merely  from  con- 
fcientious  motives.      They,   and   their   founder, 
Schwenckfeldius^   are  charged  with  fundry  other 
things,  which,  they  fay,  will  appear  entirely  un- 
true to  any,  who  will  be  at  the  trouble  of  fearchmg 
the  theological  works,  left  by  him.

were  exiled,  out  of  an  imprudent  zeal  of  religion,  to  the  irreparable  da- 
mage of  the  commerce  and  country,  again  to  recall  them,  into  our  ibve- 
reigadutthy  of  Nether  Silefia*  We  have,  therefore,  thought  fit  to  af- 
fure  all  thofe,  by  thefe  prefents,  who  confeft  themfclves  to  be  of  the 
faid  doSrine,  upon  our  royal  word,  that  they  fhall  and  may  fafely  re- 
turn, not  only  into  our  fovereign  dutcEy  of  Nether  Silejioy  but  alfo  into 
all  our  provinces,  peaceably  to  live  and  trade  there  ;  lince  we  do  not  on- 
ly receive  them  into  our  fpecial  prote(5kion,  but  alfo  will  give  them  all 
neceifary  fupply,  for  the  promoling  of  their  conmierce ;  and  to  all  chem, 
who,  feveral  years  ago,  were  deprived  of  their  habitations  and  effeiSts, 
in  our  country  of  Silefioy  in  cafe  they  are  not  paid  for  by  the  new  poflef- 
fors,  they  (hall  be  reftored  without  any  reward.  Such  as  will  fettle  in 
our  villages  fhall  have  farms  affigned  them,  and  care  be  taken  to  meet 
with  good  employment ;  and  they  that  will  fix  their  abode  in  towns, 
fhall,  befides  feveral  ordinary  free  years,  have  places  afligned  them  gra- 
tis, to  the  building  of  their  houfes :  for  which  purpofe  they  only  need  to 
apply  to  our  military  and  domainen  chambers.  We  do,  therefore,  com- 
mand our  fuperior  colleges  of  juftice  and  finance,  as  alfo  all  mediate 
primes,  lords,  magiftrates,  &c.  carefully  to  obferve  the  fame  In  wit- 
nefs  whereof,  we  have  figned  this  prefent  Edi£}^  with  our  hand,  and 
caufed  our  royal  feal  to  be  affixed.

monly  called  Moravians. 

IT  is  faid,  the  firft  emigration  of  the  Moravi- 
ans y  from  Moravia,  a  country  adjacent  to  JBohe-  ^f^Si^Mo^ 
mia,  from  which  they  were  named,  was  with  araviansin 
vi^w  of  going  to  Penn/ylvania,  for  the  fake  of  an  ^^^r^fun- 
uninterrupted  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  pri-  try,  &c. 
vileges ;  but,  having  found  a  place  of  retreat,  in 
Upper   Lufatiaj    which   they  thought   would  be 
agreeable  to  their  minds,  they,  for  a  time,  fixed 
their  refidence  there. 

After  this,  in  the  year   1733,  thef  colony  of 
Georgia  was  talked  of  in  Holland ;  which  induced 
then:  ordinary.  Count  Zinzindorfj    to  correfpond 
with  the  Englijh  refident,   at  Copenhagen,   upon 
that  fubjed ;  in  confequence  of  which  the  Brethren 
concluded  to  fend  fome  of  their  people  thither ; 
and  agreed  with  the  trtt/tees,  among  other  things, 
that  they  Jhould  be  exempted  from  taking  an  oath, 
and  bearing  arms.   But  afterwards,  perceiving  that 
this  gave  umbrage  to  fome  perfons,  from  whom 
they  did  not  expeft  it,  they  refolved  to  purfue 
their  former  intention,  and  to  go  to  Pennfylvania, 
which  they  accordingly  performed,  in  the  years  Time  of 
1739  and  1740;  where,  applying  themfelves  to^^^c^rrc- 
agriculture,   they  have  fince  made  confiderable  Pcil^yiva- 
fettlements,  efpecially  on  the  weftern  branch  of  nia. 
Delaware  river,   called    Lehi,    in  Northampton 
county,  at  a  place  named  by  them,  Bethlehem,  with 
the  circumjacent  villages  and  farms  of  Nazareth, 
Guadenthal,  Friedenjhal,  and  elfewhere. 

Their  fettlements  about  Bethlehem,  though  fo 
lately  begun,  are  fuperior,  in  fome  refpefts,  to  ti^n^^nts ' 
any  in  the  province.     Here  their  excellent  (kill,  about  Beth- 
induftry,  regular  management  and  economy  have  *^"°'  *^* 
been   very   confpicuous   and   remarkable.      The 
town  itfelf,  is  pleafantly  fituated  upon  a  hill,  or  . 

elevated 
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elevated  ground,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Lehi^ 
with  a  fme  dcfcent  to  fhe  river.  It  corififts  of 
private  houfes,  improved  and  ornamented  by  di- 
vers large  and  fpacious  buildings,  of  a  more  pub- 
lic, or  general  kind^  for  the  ufc  of  the  fociety, 
which  are  called  quoir  houfes  :  ,thefe  are  diftinftly 
appropriated  for  the  ufe  of  the  different  parts  of 
their  community,  at  that  place ;  as,  for  the  chil- 
dren, fmgle  meii,  fihgle  women,  widows,  and 
widowers,  &c.  feparated  in  thcfe  large  houfes ;  be- 
fides  the  congregational  inn^  which  has  been  reputed 
one  of  the  beft  in  Pennfyhania^  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  ftrangers,  &c. 

CuftoiiM  They  are  very  methodical  in  their  cuftoms^  and 
and  ccono-  Exhibit  great  (kill  and  perfeverance  in  what  they 
undertake ;  aiming  in  common  life,  to  make  them- 
felves  agreeable,  to  avoid  fingularity,  and  to  ap- 
prove themfelves  hpneftj  in  the  hearts  of  all  peo- 
ple ;  though  in  part  of  their  dfefs,  efpecially  the 
female  fex,  in  thefe  places,  they  ap|i6ar  to  ufe  a 
particular,  plain  unform  ;  and  their  mode '  of 
language,  or  difcourfc,  feems  to  be  fomewhat 
affeded,  or  peculiar  to  themfelves/ 

They  have,  from  time  t6  time,  received  fuc- 

cours  from  Europe^  and  are  now  increafed  to  a 

confiderable  number.     Befides  thefe  fettlements, 

they  have  a  meeting  houfe  in  Philadelphia^  and 

Their  other  ^^^^^^^  at  Lancafiev^  befides  their  fine  fettlement 

fctticmcnts,  at  L/Vz, '  in  Lancafter  county.     They  have  likewifc 

*^*     ^    made  fettlements  in  the  government  of  'N^w  York 

and  New  Jerfey^  and  on  the  river  Dan^  which 

runs  into  the  Roanoake^  in  North  Carolina. 

In  Pennfylvania^  at  prefent,  the  Moravians^  or 
United  Brethren^  confift  of  a  mixture  of  fome 
EngUjhj  and  other  people,  from  different  coun- 
tries, befides  Germans  and  aborigines  of  America  ; 
for  they  likewife  have  a  number  of  the  Indians^ 
in  the  province,  under  their  care  and  tuition. 

They 
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They  ufe  great  variety  of  tmi/icy  at  their  devo- 
tion ;  and  have  ftrong  pifturefque  reprefentatidns 
of  Chriji'%  paflion,  &c.  in  their  place  of  worfhip, 
at  Bethlehem  ;  and,  as  a  remarkable  policy  feems  to 
run  through  their  whole  fyftera,  whereby  it  ap-  Rcmarka- 
pears,  in  fome  cafes,  adapted  to  operate,  in  the  ^^f^fr  iyf- 
ftrongef^  manner,  on  the  human  pailions  ;  fo,  in  tcm,  &c. 
the  more  civil  part  of  their  conftitution  and  tranf- 
adions,  in  this  province,  an  admirable  order  and 
economy,  to  more  than  common  perfedion,  has 
been  very  confpicuous. 

But  their  method  of  educating  their  children 
and  youth,  to  anfwer  the  end  defigned,  has  been  o/"hdr°° 
more  fo ;  and  perhaps,  exceeded  by  no  other  peo-  jovixiu 
pie  in  the  province :  an  affair  of  very  great  im- 
portance, in  whatever  view  we  take  it :  the  low- 
eft,  or  moft  ignorant  and  uninformed  part  of  the 
rational  creation,  perhaps,  doth  not  excel  the 
moft  knowing  and  fagacious  of  the  brutal  kind, 
fo  much  as  one  part  of  the  human  fpecies  exceeds 
the  other,  in  fuperior  knowledge,  wifdom  and  fe- 
licity, by  means  of  an  early  and  good  education, 
a  wife  and  virtuous  inftitution  of  youth,  in  its 
moft  extenfive  acceptation  ?  For,  though  God  has 
given  talents  to  men,  yet ,  it  is  in  their  power  to 
improve  or  debafe  them,  and  to  apply  them  to 
proper  or  improper  objefts,  by  the  means  which 
God  has  given ;  anil  how  much  this  depends  on 
education,  information  and  early  habit,  is  fuffici- 
ently  manifeft  to  fuch  as  are  enough  acquainted  . 
with  the  fubjeft,  and  with  mankind. 

As  to  the  religious  tenets,   or  creed,    of  the  ^^]^  of 
Moravians^   they  acknowledge  the  Bible  to  be  l^^^,  &c! 
their  only  rule,  *  "  In  the  moft  fimple  fenfe,  and 
in  every  refpeft ;  and  that  fo  perfeftly,  that  while  •  via.  a 
difputants  are  folicitous  to  feek  and  find,  r  or  make,  ourmwrnli, 
that  to  be  fenfe  there,  which  they  have  heard,  the  &c. 
Brethren  receive  all,  according  to  the  letter  j  nav.

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all  that  is  written  therein  is  truth  to  them,  even, 
that  part,  which  is  looked  upon  by  others,  Z9 
contradidory,  witliout  being  firft  explained/' 

Their  bifhops,  teachers,  &c.  by  an  eftablifhed 
rule,  at  ftated  times,  every  week,  wafh  the  feet 
of  all,  they  call  to  the  LorcTs  S upper ;  in  per- 
forming which  they  are  methodical,  and  ule  a 
particular  ceremony,  &c.  But  their  zeal  and  in- 
Their  great  duftry  for  pfopagatiug  the  gofpel  in  foreign  na- 
icc!*^*^^*  tions,  which  never  heard  it  before,  has  been  very 
remarkable  and  extraordinary  for  thefe  latter 
times,  &c« 

Of  the  on-  They  date  their  religion,  as  moft  religious  foci- 
gin  of  their  eties  do,  from  the  firft  eftablifliment  of  true  reli* 
&cr°"'  gion  in  the  world,  in  general  terms.  They  do 
not  pretend  to  any  warrantable  account  of  their 
origin ;  having,  as  they  imagine,  the  fate  of  moft 
other  inftitutions ;  that  is,  to  be  loft  in  uncertainty ; 
but,  that  their  congregation  flouriflicd  in  the  1 5th 
century,  at  L/Vz,  i.  e.  fifty  years  before  the  refor- 
mation, and  was  then  a  Sclavonian  congregation, 
which  fprung.  from  the  old  Bulgarian  Chrt/iiam  ; 
that  George  Podebrad^  regent  of  Bohemia ^  who, 
as  they  fay,  partly  from  his-d^ii«3L^fl^gnon  and  love, 
and  ^partly  at  the  interceflion  of  tfie  ani-h-bifhop  of 
Prague^  being  in  the  like  circumftances  with  him, 
eftablifhed  at  bitz^  on  the  borders  of  Bohemia^  a 
congregation,  to  ferve  God  in  quietnefs  and  peace, 
without  being  fo  eafy  a  prey  to  the  Roman  Catho-' 
tics  ;  to  whom  the  king  and  primate  of  the  reahn 
were  oytwardly  gone  over*  This  they  did  fo 
much  the  rtither,  as  thofe  Brethren  differed  from 
the  Taborites,  in  the  principle  of  defending  reli- 
gion by  the  force  of  arws  ;  profeffing  prayer,  in 
Spiritual  things,  to  be  the  beft  weapon  of  Chrif- 
tiansy  againft  their  enemies.     - 

^la^f  of  They  are  faid  originally  to  have  confifted  of 
refidcncc,  fcattered  Bohemians  and  Mcravians  /  but  the  WaU 
^^'  .  '      derfesj 
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denfesy  as  they  imagine,  taking  refuge  among 
them,  learned  their  language,  and,  in  a  whik,  be- 
came loft  in  their  nation;  that,  gaihirig  ground, 
they  became  a  people,  confiderable  enough  to  bQ_ 
denominated  a  national ^  or  more  properly,  a  gene^ 
ral  church  ;  for  it  confifted  of  fubjefts,'  under  fe-  . 
veral  different  princes ;  that  they  fought  protec-  ^ 
tion,  and  gained  fettlements,  in  Poland^  England^ 
Prtiffia^  Wertemburgy  and  Saxony;  that  Poland^ 
by  degrees,  became  their  chief  refidence.;  that, 
in  England^  the  Walloons^  Germans^  nay,  all  fo- 
reign Proteftants,  were  difpofed  by  Edward  the 
Sixth,  under  their  bifhop,  John  a  Lafco^  2.%  fu- 
perinteiidant  of  all  foreign  Proteftants ;  that  in 
time,  it  becoming  too  tedious  to  diftinguifli  them 
by  the  different  names  of  the  countries,  to  which 
they  belonged,  they  aifumed  the  general  name 
of  Unitas  Fratrum^  or  United  Brethren^  compre- 
hending all  their  different  divifions,  under  that 
denomination. 

By  this  name  they  were  acknowledged  by  Great 
Britain  in  the  year  1737  and  1739';  and  by  feve- 
ral  other  natidhs  and  llates  about  the  fame  time; 
In  the  latter  of  which  years  they  received  a  general 
toleration,  by  an  aft  of  the  Britijh  parliament ^  en- 
couraging them  to  fettle  in  the  American  planta-  ^JourS\ 
tions,  &c.  by  allowing  them  to  take  ^folemn  af-  the  Britift^ 
Jirmatipny  inflead  of  an  oath,  and  difpenfing  with  P^^^i^n^^nt, 
their  not  being  concerned  in  military  affairs ^  on     ' 
payment  of  a  rate  afTelfed^  &C, 
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CONCLUSION. 

Ocmciufion  AS  it  IS  not  my  intention  to  fay  any  thing  fur- 
refpcAing  thcF,  Tefpefting  the  more  generally  well  known 
reii^oJ  forms  of  the  other  religious  focieties,  in  the  pro- 
opinioni,  vincc,  which,  at  different  times,  'have  refulted 
^  from  a  variety  of  opinion,  on  the  fubjeft  of  reli- 

{rion^  I  fhall,  therefore,  only  obferve,  that,  fo 
ong  as  different  degrees  of  light  and  knowledge 
are  communicated  to  men,  while  cuftom  and  edu- 
cation  vary  among  them,  and  while  the  capacity 
and  opportunity  to  receive  inftruftion  are  unequal 
and  various  in  individuals,  according  to  their  dif- 
ferent abilities  and  fituations  in  the  world,  fo  long 
it  cannot  reafonably  be  expected  that  all  people 
ihould  fee  or  think  exaftly  alike,  or  poffefs  an  uni- 
formity of  underftanding,  in  objefts  merely  intel- 
leftual,  more  efpecially  fuch  as  are  only  known  to 
cxift  in  opinion,  or  belief :  for  as  our  bodies  dif- 
fer in  fhape,  fize  and  capacity,  and  vary  in  their 
properties  and  qualities,  fo  is  it  in  refped  to  the 
jninds  of  men ;  which  are  as  various  as  the  flowers 
of  the  field ;  and,  when  duly  confidered,  have 
no  lefs  real  beauty,  in  their  variety :  it  is  as  un- 
reafonableto  exped,  or  attempt,  an  abfolute  uni- 
formity of  the  one  as  of  the  other ;  and  compul- 
iion,  in  fuch  cafe,  would  be  no  lefs  tyrannical  and 
abfurd,  than  the  ufe  of  Procru/tes* s  bed ;  for  the 
nature  of  all  feds,  in  religion,  is  to  keep  up  the 
difference. 

But,  as  wifdom  is  better  than  ftrength,  and  the 
caufe  above  the  effeft,  fo  the  power  of  reafon  and 
perfuafion  alone,  on  the  intelligent  and  rational 
mind,  is  the  moft  adequate  and  proper  to  reftify 
the  erroneous,  or  lefs  informed  underftanding, 
in  objedbs  entirely  of  a  mental  or  intelleftual  na- 
ture ;  in  which  a  difference  of  thinking  may  not 
be  inconfiftent  with  reafon  and  truth ;  for  perhaps, 
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as  light  and  knowledge  increafe  and  advance 
among  mankind,  the  greater  will  be  the  variety 
of  fentiment?  Which,  'fo  long  as  it  is  free,  may 
have  the  more  efFeftual  tendency  to  difcufs  and 
difcriminatc  truth  from  error,  and  that  not  incom- 
patible  with  an  unity  of  principle,  even,  in  reli- 
gious fubjecks;  provided  that  men,  inftead?  of 
wickedly  making  religion  an  engine  of  power, 
for  one  part  of  the  community  to  opprefs  the 
other,  would  keep  within  the  bounds  of  mental 
purfuits  only,  in  their  pretenlions  to  things  of 
this  kind,  and  clear  of  all  felfifli  and  ambitious 
views,  artifice,  and  party-defign;  this  has  ever 
been  inftanced  in  the  wifeft  and  moft  civilized  na- 
tions, and  in  the  progrefs  of  arts  and  fciences. 
For,  though  the  firft  principles  of  things  are  but 
few,  and  thefe  all  ultimately  terminate  in  unity,  yet 
like  the  rays  of  light,  from  the  folar  luminary, 
.  which  refled  an  infinite  variety  of  appearances,  and 
fo  much  the  more,  the  lefs  they  are  obfcured  and  ob- 
ftrufted,  fo  the  greal!er  the  diverfity  of  effeft  from 
thefe  principles,  the  more  is  the  eternal  wifdom 
difplayed,  in  any  one  part  of  the  creation. 

In  regard  to  the  final  iffue  of  the  various  opini- 
ons of  a  religious  narure,  among  mankind,  with 
their  Creator,  and  of  the  many  diiFerent  cuftoms 
arifing  from  them,  (than  theloweft  and  mod  abfurd 
of  which,  as  well  as  the  moft  rational  and  fublime, 
perhaps,  nothing  fliews  more  the  weaknefs  of  the 
human  race,  and  its  abfolute  dependance  on  a 
Superior  Being)  why  may  we  not  conclude, 
that,  as  a  perfon  of  fuperior  wifdom  and  fagacity, 
or  of  better  information  than  others,  fometimes 
obferves  and  confiders  the  difagreemcnts  and  dif- 
putes,  between  perfons  of  different  judgment,  or 
•education,  and  inferior  knowledge,  but  of  ^m- 
cere  mind  and  intention,  whether  in  the  low  and 
common  affairs  of  life,  or  on  things  of  a  fuperior 

and 
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^  and  mental  nature,  on  which  they  feem  fo  widely 
to  differ  in  opinion,  that^  by  their  manner  of  ma- 
naging their  arguments,  or  difputes,  they-would 
probably  never  agree ;  nay,  inftead  of  uniting, 
fometimes  their  oppofition  of  fentiment  may  rend€r 
them  fo  much  the  more  pofitive  and  tenacious  of 
their  different  opinions,  as  to  become  highly  in- 
cenfed  againft  each  other  (which  is  often  the  cafe 
with  the  more  ignorant)  becaufe  they  do  not  un- 
derftand  the  fubjefts  of  difpute  all  alike ;  yet,  by  his 
greater  penetration  and  underftanding  of  the  affair 
m  difpute,  he  plainly  perceives  they  all  mean,  or  in- 
tend, the  fame  thing,  in  the  main;  and  theif  views 
all  center  to  one  point,  or  what  appears  to  them  right, 
(though  if  left  to  themfelves  they  would  probably 
never  agree)  that  they  all  are  proportionably  right ; 
and,  when^  properly  underftood,  differ  only  either 
in  circumftantials,  or  oij  account  of  their  various 
degrees  of  underftanding  and  conception,  or  ac- 
cording to  fuch  information  as  each  is  poffeffed 
of,  or  by  reafon  of  the  different  mediums  of  edu- 
cation and  cuftom,  through  which  they  fee ;  whence 
he  may  pity  their  ignorance,  and  perhaps  blame 
their  animofity,  which  arifes  from  it ;  but  cannot 
juftly  cenfure  them  for  any  thing,  that  is  providenti- 
ally out  of  their  power :  fo,  who  will  deny  that  the 
great  Creator  of  mankind,  who  fees  and  knows 
all  things,  looks  down  upon  his  creatures,  whom 
he  has  proportionably  endowed  with  reafon^  and 
the  proper  means  of  anfwering  the  end  of  their 
exiftence,  and,  in  his  great  wifdom^  beholds  how 
zealous  they  are  to  pleafe  him,  and  obtain  felicity ; 
which  they  all  aim  at,  according  to  the  different 
degrees  of  knowledge,  capacity  and  ability  afford- 
ed them  ?  I  fay,  who  will  venture  to  deny,  not- 
withftanding  their  great  difoarity,  difagreement, 
feeming  inconfiftency,  and  the  many  contrary  cuf- 
toms,  ufed  by  men,  for  that'  purpofe  (divers  of 
which  to  one  another,  and  not  without  reafon, 

may 
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may  appear  very  abfurd  and  improper  for  the  end 
defigned  thereby) ;  that  inr  his  wifdom  and  mercy j 
which  are  over  all  his  works,  he  commiferates  all, 
as  the  mod  wife,  affeftionate  and  true  parent  of 
his  offspring  ?  For,  according  to  the  divine  model 
above,  it  is  in  degree  here  below;  as  wifdom 
(which  is  the  real  Jent  of  the  Almighty)  prevails, 
ignorance  vanifhes ;  and  as  that  fuperior  happinefs, 
and  true  Chriftian  charity,  which  are  the  confe- 
quences  of  the  former,  gain  ground,  among  men, 
in  the  fame  proportion  mull  mankind  neceffarily 
approach .  to,  or  partake  of,  the  fupreme  love 
and  perfeftion  ;  which  ever  take  place  of  ail  vio- 
lence, cruelty  and  wrath,  the  infernal  dregs,  and 
genuine  offspring  of  the  latter ;  whofe  habitation 
is  only  in  the  regions  of  darknefe  and  forrow,  the 
reward  of  falfe  conception  and  error ;  which  ne- 
ver can  be  the  fituation  pf  the  perfedly  happy, 
the  end  of  all  true  religion.

A  Description  of  Pennsylvania,  anno  1729. 

Firft,  PetinfylvaniJs  memorable  name. 
From  Penny  the  Founder  of  the  country,  came ; 
Sprung  from  a  worthy  and  illuftrious  race, 
But  more  ennobled  by  his  virtuous  ways. 
High  in  efteem  among  the  great  he  ftood ; 
His  wifdom  made  him  lovely,  great  and  good- 
Tho'  he  be  faid  to  die,  be  will  furvive ; 
Thro'  future  time  his  memory  ftjall  live : 
This  wife  Proprietor^  in  love  and  praife. 
Shall  grow  and  flourifli  to  the  end  of  days. 
With  juft  propriety y  to  future  fame. 
Fair  Pennfylvania  Ihall  record  his  name. 
This,  Charles  the  Second  did,  at  firft  command. 
And  for  his  father's  merits  gave  the  land  ^ 
But  his  high  virtue  did  its  value  raifi 
To  future  glory,  and  to  lafting  praife. 

Beneath  the  temp'rate  zone  the  country  lies, 
And  heat  and  cold  with  grateful  change  iupplies.

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A  favage  Indian-rzce  here  firft  was  known ; 
But  milder  now,  in  life  and  manners,  grown. 
To  friendfhip's  laws  they  faithfully  adhere  ^ 
And  love  the  Englijb  with  a  mind  finccre. 
Of  jars  and  baneful  ftrife  they  fhun  the  caufe ; 
And  praftife  juftice  uncompelFd  by  laws. 
A  life  of  cafe,  and  void  of  care,  they  chufe ; 
But.  labour,  and  the  toilfome  arts,  rcfufe. 
Thro'  woods  and  forefts  wide,  they  hunting  ftrayj 
In  fearch  of  beafts,  their  much  beloved  prey. 
Their  Ikins,  for  cloaths,  their  flefh,  for  food  is  foughf, 
Warm  raiment,  and  delicious  food,  unbought. 
Thro'  devious  wilds,  and  woody  defcrrts,  they 
Oft  wander  far,  but  never  lofe  their  way. 

But  more  laborious  in  domeftic  care. 
The  female  fex  their  corn  and  bread  prepare  ; 
Long  journeys  thefe,  in  patience,  perfevere ; 
And  heavy  loads  upon  their  bodies  bear. 
With  unremitted  labor,  too,  the  fame 
Their  wooden  veffels  make,  and  bafkets  frame. 
Wild  fruits  and  ftrawberries  by  them  are  fought  5 
And  fifli  and  fowl  by  various  methods  caught. 
All  ftronger  drink  than  water  from  the  lake. 
The  Indian  youth  forbidden  are  to  take. 
No  feather  bed,  nor  eafy  couch  they  keep ; 
Upon  the  ground,  or  Ihaggy  fkin  they  lleep. 
For  cloathing,  firft  warm  Ikins  they  did  pofiefs ; 
But  now  coarfe  linen  hides  their  nakednefs. 
Where'er  they  go  their  heads  are  always  bare ; 
But  fkins  upon  their  feet  and  legs  they  wear. 
Tho'  brown,  or  copper  colour,  marks  them  all. 
Yet  are  their  bodies  proper,  ftrait  and  tall. 
Chafte  in  their  lives,  unlawful  lufts  they  fly ; 
Scarce  ever  known  to  break  the  .nurriage  tie. 
With  native  eloquence  their  fpeech  abaunds. 
Untaught,  with  figures  grand,  and  lofty  founds, 
O  happy  Indians  !  blcfs'd  with  joy  and  pea^e ; 
No  future  cares  of  life  difturb  your  e^fe ! 

On  juft  and  equal  terms  the  land  wa^  gain'd. 
No  force  of  arms  has  any  right  obtain'd :

Yet  once  to  arms  falfe  rumor  called  here  ; 
To  which  the  vulgar  mod  inclined  were. 
'Twas  on  a  -certain  day  the  plot  began  j 
Deluded  crowds  together  madly  ran  : 
By  artful  means  the  ftratagem  was  laid. 
And  great  commotion  thro*  the  city  made  \ 
So  wild  the  tumult  and  fo  great  the  fear, 
No  law  nor  order  was  obfervcd  there  : 
While  from  th'  approaching  foe  to  hafte  away. 
One  urg'd,  another  orders  gave,  to  flay. 
This  ftrange  affair,  whatever  was  defign'd, 
For  lofs  to  many,  will  be  kept  in  mind. 
The  evening  did  the  plot's  defign  betray ; 
The  farce  was  ended  with  the  clofing  day. 

This  fruitful  land  all  plenty  doth  produce ; 
And  never  fails  to  anfwer  human  ufe. 
Here  yell^  Ceres  loads  the  joyful  fields ; 
And  golden  crops  the  happy  harvefl  yields. 
With  beafts  the  woods,  with  fifh  the  flreams  abound ;

Of  mingled  red,  of  beauteous  black  and  white. 
Here's  ^vhip^per^will :  a  bird,  whofe  fanci'd  name 
From  its  nodturnal  note  imagined,  came. 
Here,  in  the  fall,  large  flocks  of  pigeons  fly. 
So  num'rous,  that  they  darken  all  the  flcy. 
Here  other  birds  of  ev'ry  kind  appear, 
"Whofe  names  would  be  too  long  to  mention  here. 

Large  fturgeons  num'rous  crowd  the  Delaware  j 
Which,  in  warm  weather,  leap  into  the  air ; 
So  high,  that  (ftrange  to  tell !)  they  often  fly 
Into  the  boats,  which  on  the  river  ply ! 
That  royal  fifti  is  little  valu'd  here ; 
But  where  more  fcarce,  'tis  more  efteem'd  and  dear* 

Here  num'rous  mines  of  many  kinds  are  found. 
And  precious  metals,  treafured  in  the  ground. 
The  verdant  woods,  roots,  herbs,  and  flow'rs  produce. 
For  many  virtues  fam'd  for  human  ufe. 
Here  infefts   are,  which  many  much  admire, 
Whofe  plumes  in  fummer  ev'nings  ihine  like  fire. 
Here  too  xhQmagnefs  found,  whofe  wond'rous  pow'r 
Direfts  the  feamen  to  each  diftant  fliore. 
Here  is  the  ftone-like  flax*  of  wond'rous  fame. 
For  not  confuming  in  the  burning  flame  ! 

But  the  chief  produce  of  this  happy  land 
Is  always  good,  and  ever  in  demand : 
And  bounteous  Ceres'  rich  redundant  ftores 
Are  ihipp'd  abroad  to  many  diftant  fliores. 
Its  fame  to  diftant  regions  far  has  (bread. 
And  fome  for  peace,  and  fome  for  profit,  led ; 
Born  in  remoteft  climes,  to  fettle  here, 
They  leave  their  native  foil,  and  all  that's  dear ; 
And  ftill  will  flock  from  far,  here  to  be  free ; 
Such  pow'rful  charms  has  lovely  liberty ! 

Here  high  unequal  taxes  have  no  place  5 
A  juft  proportion  ev'ry  perfon  pays. 
Th'  extenfive  woods  abound  with  various  game, 
Where  all  may  freely  take,  and  ufe  the  fame. 
In  ev'ry  flowing  ftream,  all  perfons  may

Here,  in  fafe  harbour,  numerous  veflels  moor, 
At  anchor  fome,  and  fome  along  the  fhore. 
In  commerce  many  crofs  the  ftormy  main. 
To  diftant  countries,  in  purfuit  of  gain. 
All  neceflary  trades  here  get  employ, 
And  ufeful  arts,  which  large  rewards  enjoy. 
Here  figns,  thro'  all  the  ftreets,  are  Imng  in  view.

Proprietary  and  Governor  of  the  province  of  Pennfyhaniay  and 
thofc  who  are  the  adventurers  and  purchafirs  in  the  fame  province y 
the  eleventh  of  Julyt  one  thou/and  ftx  hundred  arid  eighty-one.

I.  A  HAT  fo  foon  as  it  pleafetli  God  that  the  abovefaid  perfons 
arrive  there,  a  certain  quantity  of  land,  or  ground  plat,  Ihall  be 
laid  out,  for  a  large  town  or  city,  in  the  mod  convenient  place, 
upon  the  river,  for  health  and  navigation ;  and  every  purchafer 
ind  adventurer  (hall,  by  lot,  have  fo  much  land  therein  as  will 
anfwer  to  the  proportion,  which  he  hath  bought,  or  taken  up, 

upon 
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upon  rent  t  but  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  the  furveyors  fliall  confider 
what  roads  or  high-ways  will  be  neceflary  to  the  cities,  towns,  or 
through  the  lands.  Great  roads  from  city  to  city  not  to  contain 
lefs  thzn  forty  feet,  in  breadtb,  ihall  be  firft  laid  out  and  declared  to 
be  for  high-ways,  before  the  dividend  of  acres  be  laid  out  for  the 
purchafer,  and  the  like  obfervsition  to.  be  had  for  the  ftreets  in  the 
towns  and  cities,  that  there  may  be  convenient  roads  and  ftreets 
preferved,  ijot  to  be  encroached  upon  by  any  planter  or  builder, 
that  none  may  build  irregularly  to  the  danlage  of  another*  In 
this  J  cuflom  governs. 

II.  That  the  land  in  die  town  be  laid  out  together  after  the  pro- 
portion of  ten  thoufand  acres  of  the  Whole  country,  that  is,  tivo 
hundred  acres,  if  the  place  will  bear  it :  however,  that  the  pro* 
portion  be  by  ^  lot,  and  entire,  fo  as  thofe  that  defire  to  be  toge- 
ther, efpecially  thofe  that  are,  by  the  catalogue,  laid  together^ 
may  be  fo  laid  together  both  in  the  town  and  country. 

III.  That,  when  the  country  lots  are  laid  out,  every  purchafer, 
from  one  thoufand^  to  ten  thoufand  acres,  or  more,  not  to  have 
above  one  thoufand  acres  together,  unlefs  in  three  years  they  plant 
a  family  upon  every  thoufand  acres ;  but  that  all  fuch  as  purchafc 
together,  lie  together ;  and,  if  as  many  as  comply  with  diis  Gon- 
dition,  that  the  whole  be  laid  out  together. 

IV.  That,  where  any  number  of  purchafers,  more  or  lefs, 
whofe  number  of  acres  amounts  to  five  or  ten  thoufand  acres,  de- 
fire to  fit  together  in  a  lot,  or  townihip,  they  fliall  have  their  lot, 
or  townfliip,  caft  together,  in  fuch  places  as  have  convenient  har- 
bours, or  navigable  rivers  attending  it^  if  fuch  can  be  found; 
and  in  cafe  any  one  or  more  purchafers  plant  not  according  to 
agreement,  in  this  conceflion,  to  the  prejudice  of  others  of  the 
fame  townfliip,  upon  complaint  thereof  made  to  the  Governor, 
or  his  Deputy,  with  aflTiftance,  they  may  award  (if  they  fee  caufe) 
that  the  complaining  purchafer  may,  paying  the  furvey  money, 
and  purchafe  money,  and  intereft  thereof,  be  entided,  enrolled 
and  lawfully  invefted,  in  the  lands  fo  not  feated. 

V.  That  the  proportion  of  lands,  that  fliall  be  laid  out  in  the 
firft  great  town,  or  city,  for  every  purchafer,  fliall  be  after  the 
proportion  of  ten  acres  for  every  five  hundred  acres  purchafed,  if 
the  place  will  allow  it. 

VI.  That  notwithftanding  there  be  no  mention  made,  in  the  fe- 
veral  deeds  made  to  the  purchafers ;  yet  the  faid  William  Penn 
does  accord  and  declare,  that  all  rivers,  rivulets,  woods,  and  un- 
derwoods, waters,  watercourfes^  quarries,  mines,  and  minerals, 

(except 
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(except  milled  royal)  fliall  be  freely  and  fully  enjoyed,  and  wholly 
by  the  purchafers,  into  whbfe  lot  they  fall. 

VII.  That,  for  every  fifty  acSes,  that  fliall  be  allotted  to  a  fet- 
Vant,  at  tHe  end  of  his  fervide,  his  quit-rent  fliall  be  two  Jhtl^ngs 
per  annum,  and  the  maftcr,  of  owner  of  the  fervant,  whfen  he 
ihall  take  up  the  other j^j?  zirr^i,  his,quit-rent>  fliall  be yZ>ii/r^iA 
lings  by  the  ycai*,  of,  if  the  riiafter  of  the  fervant  (by  reafon  in 
the  indentures  he  is  fo  obliged  to  do)  allot  out  to  the  fervant ^^^ 
acres  in  his  own  divifion,  the  laid  matter  fliall  have^  on  demand^ 
allotted  him,  from  the  Governor,  the  one  hundred  acres,  at  the 
chief  rent  of  fix  fliillings  per  annum» 

VIII.  And,  for  the  eiicourakgement  of  fuch  as  are  ingenious  and 
willing  to  fearch  out  gold  and  (ilvef  mines  in  this  province,  it  is 
hereby  agreed,  that  they  have  liberty  to  bote  and  dig  in  any  man^s 
property,  fully  paying  the  damage  done ;  and  in  cafe  ^  difcoVery 
Ihould  be  made,  that  the  difcoverer  have  one-fifth^  the  owner  of 
the  foil  (if  not  the  difcoverer)  a  tenth  part,  the  Gavemor  tnuo^ 

fifths y  and  the  reft  to  the  public  treafury,  faving  to^e  king  the 
fliare  referved  by  patent* 

IX.  In  every  hundred  thou/and  atres,  the  Governor  and  Proprie- 
tary, by  lot,  referveth  ten  to  himfeif,  what  fliall  lie  but  in  <)ne 
place. 

X.  That  every  man  fliall  be  boUtid  to  plant,  or  man,  fo  much 
of  his  fliare  of  land  as  fliall  b«  fet  out  and  furveyed,  within  three 
years  after  it  is  fo  fet  out  and  furveyed*  or  elfe  it  ftiaU  be  lawful 
fpr  new  coiners  to  be  fettled  thereupon,  paying  to  them  their  fur- 
vey  money,  and  they  go  up  higheir  for  their  fhares* 

XI.  There  fliall  be  Ao  buying  and  felling,  be  it  with  an  Indian^ 
or  one  among  another,  of  any  goods  to  be  exported,  but  what 
fliall  be  performed  in  public  market,  when  fuch  places  fliall  be 
fet  apart,  or  creftcd,  where  they  fliall  pafs  the  public  ftamp,  or 
mark.  If  bad  ware,  and  prized  as  good,  or  deceitful  in  propor- 
tion or  weight,  to  forfeit  the  value,  as  \i  good  and  full  weight 
and  proportion,  to  the  public  treafury  of  this  province,  whether 
it  be  the  merchandize  of  the  Indian^  or  that  of  the  planters. 

XII.  And  forafmuch,  as  it  is  ufual  with  the  planters  to  over- 
reach the  poor  natives  of  the  country,  in  trade,  by  goods  not  be- 
ing good  of  the  kind,  or  debafed  with  mixtures,  with  which  they 
are  fenfibly  aggrieved,  it  is  agreed,  whatever  is  fold  to  the  IndianSf 
in  confideration  of  their  furs,  fliall  be  fold  in  the  market  place, 
and  there  fufler  the  teft,  whether  good  or  bad  5  if  good,  to  pafs ; 
if  not  good,  not  to  be  fold  for  good,  that  the  natives  may  not  be 
abufed,  nor  provoked.

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XIII.  That  no  man  Ihall,  by  any  ways  or  means,  in  word,  or 
deed)  affront,  or  wrong  any  Indiatiy  but  he  fhall  incur  the  fame 
penalty  of  the  law,  as  if  he  had  .committed  it  againft  his  fellow 
'planter,  and  if  any  Indian  fhall  abufe,  in  word,  or  deed,  any 
planter  of  this  province,  that  he  fhall  not  be  his  own  judge  upon 
the  India/ii  but  he  fhall  make  his  complaint  to  the  Governor  of  the 
province,  or  his  Lieutenant,  or  Deputy,  or  fome  inferior  Magiflrate 
near  him,  who  fhall,  to  the  utmoft  oif  his  ptDwer,  take  care  with 
^he  king  of  the  faid  Indian,  that  ^U  reafonable  fatisfaftion  be  made 
to  the  faid  injured  planter. 

XIV.  That  all  differences,  between  the  planters  and  the  natives, 
Ihall  alfo  be  ended  by  twelve  men,  that  is,  by  fix  planters  and  Hx 
natives ;  that  fo  we  may  live  friendly  together  as  much  as  in  us 
liedi,  preventing  all  occafions  of  heart-burnings  and  mifchief. 

XV.  That  the  Indians  fhall  have  liberty  to  do  all  things  relating 
to  improvement  of  their  ground,  and  providing  fuftenance  for  their 
families,  that  any  of  tlie  planters  fhall  enjoy. . 

XVI.  T%it  the  laws,  as  to  itanders,  drunkehnefs,  fwearang, 
Curfing,  pride  in  apparel,  trefpafTes,  diftrefies,  rcpkvins,  weights, 
and  meafures,  ihall  be  the  fame  as  in  England,  till  altered  by  law 
in  this  province. 

XVII.  That  all  fhall  mark  their  hogs,  fheep  and  ether  cattle, 
and  what  are  not  marked  witliin  three  months  after  it  is  in  their 
.poffeflion,  be  it  young  or  old,  it  fhall  be  forfeited  to  the  Governor, 
that  fo  people  may  be  compelled  to  avoid  the  occafions  of  much 
flrifjp  between  planters. 

XVIII.  That,  in  clearing  the  ground,  care  be  taken  to  leave  ofte 
acre  of  trees  for  every  ^w  acres  cleared,  efpeciaUy  to  prefer ve  oak 
and  m\ilberries,  for  filk  and  fhipping. 

XIX.  That  all  fhip-mafters  fliall  give  an  account  of  their  coun<- 
tries,  names,  fhips,  owners,  freights  and  paflengers,  to  an  officer 
to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  which  fhall  be  regiflered  within 
two  days  after  their  arrival,  and  if  they  fhall  refufe  fo  to  do,  that 
then  none  prefume  to  tjrade  with  them,  upon  forfeiture  thereof; 
and  that  fuch  maflers  be  looked  upon  as  having  an  evil  intention 
to  the  province. 

XX.  That  no  petfon  leave  the  province,  wid^out  publication 
t)eing  made  thereof,  in  the  market  place,  three  weeks  before,  and 
a  certificate  from  fome  Juflicc  of  the  Peace,  of  his  cleamefs  with 
his  ncighbouts  and  thofe  he  dealt  with,  fo  far  as  fuch  an  aflurance 
■can  be  attained  and  given :  and  if  any  mafler  of  a  fhip  fhall,  ccm-

The  preface. 


HEN  the  great  and  wife  Gi?^ha4  made  the  world,  of  aH 
his  creatures,  it  pleafed  him  to  chufc  man  his  Deputy  to  rule  it : 
and  to  fit  him  for  fo  great  a  charge  and  truft,  he  did  not  only 
qualify  him  with  fkill  and  power,  but  with  integrity  to  ufe  them 
juftly.  This  native  goodnefs  was  equally  his  honour  and  bis  hap-, 
pinefs  i  and  whilft  he  flood  here,  ajl  went  M^ell;  there  was  nb 
j)^e<;i  of  9,oercive  or  compuliivc  jneans  5  the  precept  of  divine  love 

and 
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and' truth,  in  his  bofom,  was  the  guide  and  keeper  of  his  innocencjr* 
But  luft  prevailing  againft  duty,  made  a  lamentable  breach  upo;^ 
it  J  and  the  law,  that  before  had  no  power  over  him,  took  place 
upon  him,  and  his  difobedient  pofterity,  that  fuch  as  would  nqt 
live  (Conformable  to  the  holy  law  within,  fhould  fall  under  the 
reproof  and  correAiqi^  of  the  juft  law  without,  in  a  judicial  ad- 
miniftration* 

This  the  Apoftle  teaches  in  divers. of  his  epiftles;  «  The  law 
(fays  he)  was  added  becaufe  of  tranfgreflion :"  In  another  place, 
*'  Knowing  that  the  law  was  not  made  for  the  righteous  man  j 
but  for  the  difobedient  and  ungodly,  for  finners,  for  unholy  and 
prophane,  for  murderers,  for  whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile 
themfelves  with  mankind,  and  for  manftealers,  for  lyers,  for  per- 
jured perfons,"  &c.  but  tliis  is  not  all,  he  opens  and  carries  the 
matter  of  government  a  little  further :  **  Let  every  foul  be  fub-s 
jeft  to  the  higher  powers ;  for  there  is  no  po\^er  but  of  God.  The 
powers  that  be  ^re  ord?i|ied  of  Qod:  v^hofoever  therefore  refifteth 
the  power,  refifteth  the  ordinance  of  Qod.  For  rulers  are  not  a 
terror  to  good  works,  but  to  evil :  wilt  thou  then  not  he  afraid  of 
the  power  ?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  fhs^lt  have  praife  of 
the  fame."  "  He  is  the  minifter  of  God  to  thee  for  good." 
«*  Wherefore  ye  muft  needs  be  fubjeft,  not  only  for  vvrath,  but 
for  confcience  fake,'- 

This  fettles  the  divine  right  of  government  beyond  exception, 
and  that  for  two  ends :  firft,  to  terrify  evil  doers ;  fecondly,  to 
cherifli  thofe  that  do  \vt\\ ;  which  gives  government  a  life  beyond 
corruption,  and  makes  it  as  durable  in  the  worl4>  as  good  men 
ihould  be.  So  that  gpyernment  f^ems  to  me  a  part  of  religion  itr 
felf,  a  thing  facred  in  its  inftitution  and  end.  For,  if  it  does  not 
direftly  remoye  the  caufe,  it  cruihes  the  effefts  of  evil,  and  is  as 
fuch,  (though  a  lower,  yet)  an  emanation  of  the  fame  Divine  Pow- 
er, that  is  both  author  and  objeA  of  pure  religion  \  the  difierence 
lying  here,  tjiat  the  one  is  more  free  and  niental,  the  other  more 
corporal  ^nd  compulfive  iii  its  operations :  but  that  is  only  to  evil 
doers  \  government  itfelf  being  otherwife  as  eapable  of  kindnefs, 
goodnefs  ^nd  charity,  as  a  more  private  focietyt  They  weakly 
err,  that  think  there  is  no  other  ufe  of  government,  than  correc- 
tion, which  i§  the  cparfeft  part  pf  it ;  daily  etper jence  tells  us, 
that  the  care  and  regulation  of  many  other  afiairs,  more  foft,  and 
daily  neceffary,  make  up  much  the  greateft  part  of  .government  5 
and  which  muft  have  followed  the  peopling  of  tjie  world,  had 
Adam  never  fell,  and  will  continue  among  men,  on  e?irth,  under 
the  higheft  attainments  they  may  arrive  at,  by  the  coming  of  the 

'       •     ,'         bleffsc^ 
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blefled  Second  Ad^m^  jthe  Lordy  from  heaven.     Thus  much  of  go- 
vernment in  genera},  as  to  its  rife  and  end. 

For  particular^/iwff J-  and  models^  it  will  become  me  to  fay  little  \ 
and  <:omparatively  I  wA\  fay  nothing.     My  reafons  are : — 

Firfti  That  the  age  is  too  nice  and  difficult  for  it ;  there  being 
nothing  the  limits  of  men  are  more  bufy  and  divided  upon.  It  is 
true,  they  f<?cm  to  agree  to  the  end,  to  wit,  happinefs  \  but,  in 
the  means,  they  differ,  as  to  divine,  fo  to  this  human  felicity ; 
and  the  caufe  is  much  the  fame,  not  always  want  of  light  and 
kno^vledgc,  but  want  of  ufing  them  rightly.  Men  fide  with  their 
paffions  againft  their  reafon,  and  their  finifter  intcrcfts  have  fo 
ftrong  a  bias  upon  their  minds,  that  they  lean  to  them  againft  the 
good  of  tlie  things  they  know. 

Secondly^  I  do  not  find  a  model  in  the  woyld,  that  time,  placed 
and  fome  Angular  emergences  have  not  neceffarily  altered ;  nor  is 
it  eafy  to  frame  a  civil  government,  that  fliall  ferve  all  places  alike. 

Thirdly^  I  know  what  is  faid  by  the  feveral  admirers  of  monar'^ 
fchyy  arijlocracy  and  democracy^  which  are  the  rule  of  one,  a  few,- 
and  many,  and  are  the  three  common  ideas  of  government,  when 
men  difcourfe  on  the  fubjeft.  But  I  chufe  to  folve  the  controverfy 
with  this  fmall  diftin£bion,  and  it  belongs  to  all  three  :  Any  govern-' 
tnent  is  free  to  the  people  under  it  (whatever  be  the  frame)  where  the 
laws  rule  J  and  the  people  are  a  party  to  thofe  laws^  and  more  than  this 
is  tyranny,  oligarchy,  or  confufion. 

But,  laftly,  when  all  is  faid,  there  is  hardly  one  frame  of  go- 
vernment in  the  world  fo  ill  defigned  by  its  firft  founders,  that, 
in  good  hands,  would  not  do  well  enough  \  and  ftory  tells  us,  the 
beft,  in  ill  ones,  can  do  nothing  that  is  great  or  good  5  witnefs 
the  Jewi/b  and  J^oman  ftates.  Governments,  like  clocks,  go  from 
the  motion  men  give  them ;  and  as  governments  are  made  and 
moved  by  men,  fo  by  *  them  they  are  ruined  too.  Wherefore  go- 
vernments rather  depend  upon  men,  than  men  upon  governments. 
Let  men  be  good,  and  the  government  cannot  be  bad ;  if  it  be 
ill,  they  will  cure  it.  But,  if  men  be  bad,  let  the  government 
be  neyer  to  good,  they  will  endeavour  to  warp  and  fpoil  it  to 
their  turn. 

I  know  fome  fay,  let  us  have  good  laws,  and  no  matter  for  the 
ancn  that  execute  them:  but  let  them  confider,  that  though  good  laws 
do  well,  good  men  do  better :  for  good  laws  may  want  good 'men, 
and  be  abolifhed  or  evaded  by  ill  men ;  but  good  men  will  never 
want  good  laws,  nor  fuffer  ill  ones.  It  is  true,  good  laws  have 
fome  awe  upon  ill  minifters,  but  that  is  where  they  have  net  power 
to  efcapcbr  abolifli  them,  and  the  people  are  generally  wife  and 
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.  good :  but  a  loofe  and  depraved  people  (which  is  to  the  qucftionj 
love  laws  and  an  adminiftration  like  themfelves.  That,  therefore, 
which  makes  a  good  conftitution,  muft  keep  it,  viz.  men  of  wif- 
dom  and  virtue,  qualities,  that  becaufe  they  defcend  not  witk 
worldly  inheritances,  muft  be  carefully  propagated  by  a  virtuous 
education  of  youth  5  for  which  after  ages  will  owe  more  to  the 
care  and  prudence  of  founders,  and  the  fuccefEve  magiftracy, 
than  to  their  parents,  for  their  private  patrimonies. 

Thefe  confiderations  of  the  weight  of  government,  and  the 
nice  and  various  opinions  about  it,  made  it  uneafy  to  me  to  think 
of  publifhing  the  enfuing  frame  and  conditional  laws,  forefc^ing 
both  the  cenfures,  they  will  meet  with,  from  tnen  of  differing 
humours  and  engagements,  and  tlic  occafion  they  may  give  of  dif- 
CQurfe  beyond  my  defign. 

But,  next  to  the  power  of  ncccflity,  (which  is  a  folicitor,  that 
will  take  no  denial)  this  induced  me  to  a  compliance,  that  we  have 
(with  reverence  to  God,  and  good  confcience  to  men)  to  the  bed 
^of  our  (kill,  contrived  and  compofed  the  frame  and  laws  of  this, 
government,  to  the  great  end  of  all  government,  viz.  To  fupport 
power  in  reverence  with  the  people^  and  to  fecure  the  people  from  the 
abufe  of  power :  that  they  may  be  free  by  their  juft  obedience,  and 
the  magiftrates  honourable,  for  their  juft  adminiftration  :  for  liberty 
without  obedience  is  confufion,  and  obedience  without  liberty  is 
flavery.  To  carry  this  evennefs  is  partly  owing  to  the  conftitution, 
and  partly  to  the  magiftracy :  where  either  of  thefe  fail,  govern- 
ment will  be  fubjeft  to  convulfions ;  but  where  both  are  wanting, 
it  muft  be  totally  fubverted:  then  where  both  meet,  the"  government 
k  like  to  endure.  Which  I  humbly  pray  and  hope  God  will  pleafc 
fo  make  the  lot  of  this  of  Penfthani^^     Amen.

The  frame,  &c, 

TO  all  people,  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fliall  come.  Whereas 
king  Charles  the  Second,  by  his  letters  patents,  under  the  great 
feal  of  England^  for  the  confideration  therein  mentioned,  hath 
been  graciouily  pleafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me  William  Penn 
(by  the  name  of  William  Penn^  Efquirc,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Wit-^ 
Ham  Penn  deccafed)  and  to  my  heirs  and  affigns  forever,  all  that 
traft  of  land,  or  province,  called  Penftlvania^  in  America^  with 
divers  great  powers,  j)reheminences,  royalties,  jurifdiftions,  and 
authorities,  neceffary  for  the  well-being  and  government  thereof: 
Now  know  ye,  that  for  the  well-being  and  ^overnpiQnt  of  the 
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faid  province,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  all  the  freemen  and 
planters,  that  may  be  therein  concerned,  in  purfuancc  of  the  pow- 
ers aforementioned,  I,  the  faid  William  Penn^  have  declared, 
granted  and  confirmed,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  me,  my  heirs 
and  affigns,  do  declare,  grant  and  confirm  unto  all  the  freemen, 
planters  and  adventurers  of,  in  and  to  the  faid  province,  thefe 
liberties,  franchifes  and  properties,  to  be  held,  enjoyed  and  kept 
by  the  freemen,  planters  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  province  of 
Penfilvania  for  ever. 

Imprimis*  That  the  government  of  this  province  fliall,  accord- 
ing to  the  powers  of  the  patent,  confift  of  the  Governor  ana  free- 
men of  the  faid  province,  in  form  of  a  provincial  Council  and 
General  Aflembly,  by  whom  all  laws  fliall  be  made,  officers  cho- 
fen,  and  public  affairs  tranfa£ted,  as  is  hereafter  refpeftively  de- 
clared, that  is  to  fay — 

II.  That  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province  fliall,  on  the  twenti- 
jeth  day  -of  the  twelfth  month,  which  fliall  be  in  this  prefent  year 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  and  two,  meet  and  aflemble  in 
fonac  fit  place,  of  which  timely  notice  fliall  be  before  hand  given 
by  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy ;  and  then,  and  there,  fliall  chufe 
out  of  themfelvesy^^«/y-/w<?  perfons  of  moft  note  for  their  wif- 
dom,  virtue  and  ability,  who  fliall  meet,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the 
firil  montli  next  cnfuing,  and  always  be  called,  and  a£l  as,  the 
provincial  Council  of  the  faid  province. 

III.  That,  at  the  firfl:  choice  of  fuch  provincial  Council,  one- 
third  part  of  the  faid  provincial  Council  fliall  be  chofen  to  ferve 
for  three  years,  then  next  enfuing ;  one-third  part,  for  two  years 
then  next  cnfuing ;  and  one-third  part,  for  one  year  then  next 
enfuing  fuch  eleftion,  and  no  longer  \  and  that  the  faid  third  part 
'fliall  go  out  accordingly  :  and  on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  twelfth 
month,  as  aforefaid,  yearly  for  ever  afterwards,  the  freemen  of 
the  faid  province  fliall,  in  like  maniler,  meet  and  aflemble  together, 
and  then  chufe  twenty-four  perfons,  being  one-third  of  the  faid 
number,  to  fcrve  in  provincial  Council  for  thi^e  years :  it  being 
intended,  that  one-third  part  of  the  whole  provincial  Council 
/always  confiding,  and  to  confift,  of  feventy^two  perfons,  as  afore- 
said) falling  off  yearly,  it  fliall  be  yearly  fupplied  by  fuch  new  yearly 
cle<!iions,  as  aforcfaid;  and  that  no  one  perfon  fliall  continue 
therein  longer  than  three  years :  and,  in  cafe  any  member  fliall 
jdeceafe  before  the  laft  eleftion  during  bis  time,  that  then  at  the 
next  cleftion  cnfuing  his  deceafe,  another  fliall  be  chofen  to 
fupply  his  place,  for  the  remaining  time,  he  was  to  have  fervcd, 
and  no  longer. 

IV.  That, 
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rV.  That,  after  the  firft  fcven  years,  every  one  of  the  faid 
third  parts,  that  goeth  yearly  off,  (hall  be  uncapable  of  bdng  cho-^ 
fen  again  for  one  whole  year  following :  that  fo  all  may  be  fitted 
for  government,  and  have  experience  of  the  care  and  burden  of  it^ 

V.  That  the  provincial  Coimcil,  in  all  cafes  and  matter^  of 
moment,  as  their  arguing  upon  bills  to  be  pailed  into  lawsj  ere£l- 
ing  courts  of  juftice,  giving  judgment  upon  criminals  impeached^ 
and  choice  of  officers,  in  fuch  manner  as  is  herein  after  mentis 
oned ;  not  lefs  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  provincial  Council 
fliall  make  a  quorum :  and  that  the  coHfent  and  approbation  of 
two-thirds  of  fuch  quorum  {baU  be  had  in  all  fuch  cafes  and  mat-' 
ters  of  moment.  And  moreover  th'at,  in  all  cafes  and  matters  of 
ieffcr  moment,  twenty-four  Members  of  the  faid  provincial  Coun-^ 
cil  (hall  make  a  quorum^  the  majority  of  which  twenty-four  fhall, 
and  may,  always  determine  in  fuch  cafes  and  caufes  of  lefler  mo-' 
;nent. 

VI.  That,  in  this  provincial  Council,  the  Governor,  or  his  De- 
puty, {hall  or  may,  always  preiide,  and  have  a  treble  voice  ^  and 
the  faid  provincial  Council  ihall  always  continue^  and  fit  upon  it» 
own  adjournments  and  committees^ 

VII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Cotfncil  ffiall  prepare 
and  propofe  to  the  General  Aflembly,  hereafter  mentK)ned>  all 
bills,  which  they  ihall,  at  any  time,  think  (it  to  be  pailed  into 
laws,  within  the  faid  province  ;  which  bills  (hall  be  pubfiihed  and 
affixed  to  the  moft  noted  places,  in  the  inhabited  parts  thereof,  thirty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Aflembly,  in  order  to  the 
paffing  them  into  laws,  or  rejecting  of  them,  as  the  General  Af-» 
fcmbly  Ihall  fee  meet. 

VTII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fliall  take  care^ 
that  all  laws,  ilatutes  and  ordinances,  which  (hall  at  any  time  be 
made  within  the  faid  province,  be  duly  and  diligently  executed* 

IX.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  ihall,  at  all 
times,  have  the  care  of  the  peace  and  fafety  of  the  province,  and 
that  nothing  be  by  any  perfon  attempted  to  the  fubverfion  of  this 
frame  of  government. 

X.  That  the  Governor  and'provincial  Council  ihall,  at  all  timesy 
iettle  and  order  the  fituation  of  all  cities,  ports,  and  market 
towns  in  every  county,  modelling  therein  all  public  buildings, 
ilreets  and  market  places,  and  ihall  appoint  all  neceiTary  roads,  and 
high-ways  in  the  province. 

XI.  That  the  Governor  and  Provincial  ihall,  at  all  times,  have 
power  to  infpeA  the  management  of  the  public  treafury,   and 
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punifli  tliofe  ^ho  fhall  convert  any  part  thereof  to  aiiy  other  ufe, 
than  what  hath  been  agreed  upan  by  the  Governor,  provincial 
Council  and  General  Aflembly. 

XII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council,  fliall  ereft  and 
order  all  public  fchoolsj  and  encourage  and  reward  the  authors  of 
ufcfiil  fciences  and  laudable  inventions  in  the  faid  province. 

XIIL/Hiat,  for  the  better  management  of  the  powers  and  trufl: 
aforcfaid,  the  provincial  Council  ftiall,  from  time  to  time,  divide 
itfelf  into  four  diftinfk  and  proper  committees,  for  th«  more  eafy 
admini  ft  ration  of  the  affairs  of  the  province,  which  divides  the  fc- 
venty-two  into  four  eighteens,  every  one  of  which  eighteens  ftiall 
confift  of  fix  out  of  each  of  the  three  orders,  or  yearly  elections^ 
each  of  which  fhall  have  st  diftinft  portion  of  bufinefs,  as  fol- 
loweth :  Firft^  a  committee  of  plantations,  to  fituate  and  fettle 
cities,  ports,  and  market  towns,  and  high-ways,  and  to  hear  and 
decide  all  fuits  and  controverfies  relating  to  plantations.     Secortdlyi 
A  cOmmittep  of  juftice  and  fafety,  to  fecure  the  peace  of  the 
province,  and  punifh  the  mal-adminiftration  of  thofe  who  fubvert 
juftice,    to   the   prejudice    of   the  public,    or  private,    intereft. 
Thirdlyy  A  committee  of  trade  and  treafiiry,  Mrho  fliall  regulate 
all  trade  and  commerce,  according  to  law,  encourage  manufac- 
ture and  country  growth,  and  .defray  the  public  charge  of  the 
province.     And,.  Fourthly^    A  committee  of  nianners,    education 
and  arts,  that  all  wicked  and  fcandalous  living  may  be  prevented, 
and  that  youth  may  be  fucceflively  trained  up  in  virtue  and  ufeful 
knowledge  and  arts :  the  quorum  of  each  of  which  committees  be- 
ing fix,  that  is,  two  out  of  each  of  the  three  orders,  or  yearly 
eledlions,  as  aforefaid,  make  a  conftant  and  ftanding  Council  of 
tiventy-four^  which  will  have  the  power  of  the  provincial  Council, 
being  the  quorum  of  it,  in  all  cafes  not  excepted  in  the  fifth  arti- 
cle ;  and  in  the  faid  committees,    and  ftanding  Council  of  the 
province,  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  fhall,  or  may  prefidej  as 
aforefaid ;  and  in  the  abfence  of  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  if 
no  one  is  by  either  of  them  appointed,  the  faid  committees  or 
Council  fhall  appoint  a  Prefident  for  that  time,  and  not  otherwife  ; 
and  what  fhall  be  refolved  at  fuch  committees,  fhall  be  reported 
to  the  faid  Council  of  the  province,  and  fliall  be  by  them  refolved 
and  confirmed  before  the  fame  fhall  be  put  in  execution ;  and  that 
thefe  refpediive  committees  fhall  not  fit  at  one  and  the  fame  time, 
except  in  cafes  of  neceffity. 

Xl  V.  And,  to  the  end  that  all  laws  prepared  by  the  Governor 
and  provincial  Council  aforefaid,  may  yet  have  the  more  full  con- 
currence of  the  freemen  of  the  province,  it  is  declared,  granted 
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snd  confirmed,  that,  at  the  time  and  place  or  places,  for  the  choice 
of  a  provincial  Council,  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  freemen  (hall  yearly 
chufe  Members  to  ferve  in  a  General  Affembly,  as  their  reprefent- 
,ative$,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  perfons,  who  fliall  yearly  meet, 
.  on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month,  which  (hall  be  in  the 
year  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  and  three  following,  in  tht 
capital  town,  or  city,  of  the  faid  province,  where,  during  eight 
days,  the  feveral  Members  may  freely  confer  with  one  another  j 
and,  if  any  of  them  fee  fneet,  with  a  committee  of  the  provincial 
Council  (confining  of  three  out  of  each  of  the  four  committee^ 
aforefaid,  being  twelve  in  all)  which  (hall  be,  at  that  time,  pur* 
.  pofely  appointed  to  receive  from  any  of  them  propofals,  for  the 
alterations  or  amendment  of  any  of  the  faid  propofed  and  pro* 
mulgated  bills  :  and  on  the  ninth  day  from  their  fo  meeting,  the 
faid  General  Affembly,  after  reading  over  the  propofed  bills  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  provincial  Council,  and  the  occasions  and  motives 
for  them  being  opened  by  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy,  ihall  give 
their  affirmative  or  negative,  which  to  them  feemeth  beft,  in  fuch 
manner  as  herein  after  is  etpreffed.  But  not  lefs  than  two-thirds 
fhall  make  a  quorum  in  the  paffing  of  laWs,  and  choice  of  fuch 
officers  as  are  by  them  to  be  chofen. 

XV.  That  the  laws  fo  prepared  and  propofed,  as  aforefaid, 
that  are  affented  to  by  the  General  Affembly,  fliall  be  enrolled  a^ 
laws  of  the  province,  with  this  ftile  :  By  the  Govertwrj  with  the 
ajfent  and  approbation  of  the  freemen  in  provincial  Council  and  General 
jijfemhly^ 

XVI.  That,  for  the  eftablifliment  of  the  government  and  Iai)V9 
*of  this  province,  and  to  the  end  there  may  be  an  univcrfal  fatis- 

faAion  in  the  laying  of  the  fundamentals  thereof  \  the  General 
Affembly  fliall,  or  may,  for  the  firfl:  year,  confift  of  all  the  free- 
men of  and  in  the  faid  province  ;  and  ever  after  it  fliall  be  yearly 
chofen,  as  aforefaid  j  which  number  of  two  hundred  fliall  be  en- 
larged as  the  country  fliall  increafe  in  people,  fo  as  it  do  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred,  at  any  time  ;  the  appointment  and  ptopbrtion- 
ing  of  which,  as  alfo  the  laying  and  methodizing  of  the  choice  of 
the  provincial  Council  and  General  Affembly,  in  future  times, 
mod  equally  to  the  divifions  of  the  hundreds  and  Counties,  which 
the  country  fliall  hereafter  be  divided  into,  fliall  be  In  the  power 
of  the  provincial  Council  to  propofe,  and  the  General  Affembly 
to  refolve. 

XVIL  That  the  Governor  and  the  provincial  Council  fliall 
ered,  from  time  to  time,  fl:anding  courts  of  juftice,  in  fuch 
places  and  number  as  they  fliall  judge  convenient  for  the  good 
l^overnment  of  the  faid  province.     And  that  the  provincial  Coun- 
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cil  fliall,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  firft  month,  yearly,  eleft* 
and  prefent  to  the  Governor,  pr  his  Deputy,  a  double  number  of 
perfons,  to  ferve  for  Judges,  Treafurers,  Matters  of  Rolls,  within 
the  faid  province,  for  the  year  next  enfuing ;  and  the  freemen  of 
the  faid  province,  in  the  county  courts,  when  they  fliall  be  ereft- 
cd,  and  till  then,  in  the  General  Affembly,  fliall,  on  the  three 
and  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month,  yearly,  ele^Sk  and  prefent 
to  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  a  double  number  of  perfons,  to 
ferve  for  Sheriffs,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  and  Coroners,  for  the 
year  next  enfuing ;  out  of  which  refpeftive  eleftions  and  pre-'- 
Jcntments,  the  (Sovernor  oy  his  Deputy  {hall  nominate  and  com*- 
miflionate  the  proper  number  for  each  office,  the  thi^d  day  after 
the  faid  prefentments,  or  elfe  the  firft  named  in  fuch  prefentment, 
for  each  office,  (hall  fltaud  and  ferve  for  that  office  the  year  cfi-t 
fuing. 

XVIII.  But  forafmuch  as  the  prefent  condition  of  the  province 
requires  fome  immediate  fettlement,  and  admits  not  of  fo  quick 
a  revolution  of  officers ;  and  to  the  end  the  faid  province  may, 
with  all  convenient  fpeed,  be  well  ordered  and  fettled,  I,  William 
Penny  do  therefore  think  fit  to  nominate  and  appoint  fuch  perfons 
for  Judges,  Treafurers,  Matters  of  the  Rolls,  Sheriffs,  Juttices 
of  the  Peace,  and  Coroners,  as  are  moft  fitly  qualified  for  thofe^ 
employments ;  to  whom  I  fhall  ynake  and  grant  compaiffions  for, 
the  faid  offices,  refpeftively,  %o  hold  to  them,  to  whom  the  fame 
Ihall  be  granted,  for  fo  long  time  as  every  fuch  perfon  fliall  well 
behave  himfelf  \v\  the  office,  or  plapCj^  to  hipi  refpeftively  granted, 
and  no  longer,  iVnd  upon  the  deceafe  or  difplacing  of  any  of 
the  faid  officers,  ^^  fuccepding  ofi|cer,  or  officers^  fhall  be  chofeuj 
as  aforefaid. 

XIX-  That  t}ie  General  Ailbmbly  fhalj  continue  fp  long  as  may 
be  needful  to  impeach  criminals,  fit  to  be  there  impeached,  to 
pafs  bills  into  laws,  that  they  fhall  think  fit  to  pafs  into  laws,  and 
till  fuch  time  as  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fliall  declare 
that  they  have  nothing  further  to  propofe  unto  them,  for  their 
afTent  arid  approbation :  and  that  declaration  fhall  be  a  difmifs  to 
the  Qeneral  Affembly  for  that  time  \  which  General  Affembly 
xliall  be,  notwithilanding,  capable  of  affembljng  together  upon 
the  fummqns  of  the  provincial  Council,  at  any  tin^e  during  that 
year,  if  the  f;^id  provincial  Council  fhall  fee  pccafion  for  their  fo 
affembling. 

XX.  Th^t  all  the  eleftions  of  members,  or  reprefentatives  of 
the  people,  to  fervc  in  provincial  Council  ?ind  General  Affenjbly, 
§n4  all  queftions  to  be  determined  by  both,  or  either  of  them, 

that 
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that  relate  to  paflitig  of  bills  into  laws,  to  the  choice  of  officers, 
to  impeachments  by  the  General  Aflembly,  and  judgment  of  crinii-> 
nals  upon  fuch  impeachments  by  the  provincial  Council,  and  to 
all  other  cafes  by  them  refpeftively  judged  of  importance,  fliall  be  re-. 
folved  and  determined  by  the  ballot ;  and  unlefs  on  fudden  and 
indifpenfible  occafions,  no  bufinefs  in  provincial  Council^  or  its 
refpeftive  committees,  fliall  be  finally .  determined  the  fame  day 
that  it  is  moved. 

*  XXI.  That,  at  all  times,  when,  and  fo  often  as  it  (hall  happen 
that  the  Governor  Ihall,  or  may,  be  an  infant,  under  the  age  of 
one  and  twenty  years,,  and  no  guardians,  or  commiffioners,  are 
appointed,  in  writing,  by  the  father  of  the  faid  infant,  or  that 
fuch  guardians,  or  commiffioners,  fliall  be  deceafcd ;  that  during 
fuch  minority,  the  provincial  Council  fliall,  from  tinie  to  time,  aa 
they  fliall  fee  meet,  conftitute  and  appoint  guardians,  or  commif- 
fioners, not  exceeding  three ;  one  of  which  three  fliali  prefide  as 
deputy,  and  chief  guardian,  during  fuch  minority,  and  fliall  have 
and  execute,  with  the  confejit  of  the  other  two,  all  the  power  of 
a  Governor,  in  ^U  the  public  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  faid  pro- 
vince. 

XXII.  That,  as  often  as  any  day  of  the  month,  mentioned  in 
any  article  of  this  charter,  fliall  fall  upon  the  firft  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  the  Lord's  Day^  the  bijfinefs  appointed  for  that 
day,  fliall  be  deferred  till  the  next  day,  unlefs  in  cafe  of  emergency. 

XXIII.  That  no  aft,  law,  or  ordinance  whatfoever,  fliall,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  be  made  or  done  by  the  Governor  of  this 
province,  his  heirs,  or  affigns,  or  by  the  freemen  in  the  provin- 
cial Council,  or  the  General  Aflembly,  to  alter,  change,  or  dimi- 
iiifli  the  form,  or  effedt,  of  this  charter,  or  any  part,  or  claufe 
thereof,  or  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  with- 
out the  confent  of  the  Governor,  his  heirs,  or  affigns,  and  fix 
parts  of  feven  of  the  faid  freen^en  in  provincial  Council  and  Ge- 
neral Aflembly. 

XXIV.  And  laftly,  that  I,  the  faid  William  Penn,  for  myfelf, 
my  heirs  and  affigns,  have  folemnly  declared,  granted  and  con- 
firmed,  and  do  hereby  folemnly  declare,  grant  and  confirm,  that 
neither  I,  my  heirs,  nor  affigns,  fliall  procure  or  do  any  thing  or 
things,  whereby  the  Uberties,  in  this  charter  contained  and  expref- 
fed,  fliall  be  infringed  or  broken ;  and  if  any  thing  be  procured 
by  any  perfon  or  perfons  contrary  to  thefe  premifes,  it  fliall  be 
held  of  no  force  or  effed.  In  witnefs  whereof,  I,  the  faid  WilU- 
em  Penny  have  unto  this  prefent  charter  of  liberties  fet  my  hand 

and 
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and  broad  fcal,  this  five  and  twentieth  day  of  the  fccond  nxoiuh, 
vulgarly  called  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thouland  fix 
hundred  and  eighty-two.

I.  That  the  charter  of  liberties,  declared,  granted  and  confirm- 
ed the  five  and  twentiet:h  day  of,  the  fecond  month,  called  April, 
1 68  a,  before  divers  witneffes,  by  William  Penny  Governor  and 
chief  Proprietpr  of  Penftlvania^  to  all  the  freemen  and  planters  of 
ijic  faid  province,  is  hereby  declared  and  approved,  and  fhall  be 
for  ever  held  for  fundamental  in  the  government  thereof,  accord-  * 
iflg  to  the  limitationi  mentioned  in  the  faid  charter. 

IL  That  every  inhabitant  in  the  faid  province,  that  is  pr  ihall 
be,  a  purchafer  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land, ,  or  upwards,  his 
heirs  and  ai&gns,  and  every  pcrfon  who  (hall  have  paid  his  paflage, 
and  taken  up  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  at  one  penny  an  acre, 
and  have  cultivated  ten  acres  thereof,  and  every  perfon,  that  hath 
been  a  fervant,  or  bonds-man,  and  is  free  by  his  fervice,  that  fhall 
have  taken  up  his  fifty  acres  of  land,  and  cultivated  twenty  thereof, 
and  every  inhabitant,  artificer,  or  other  refident  in  the  faid  pro- 
vince, that  pays  foot  and  lot  to  the  government ;  fhall  be  deemed 
and  accounted  a  freeman  of  the  faid  province :  and  every  fuch 
perfon  fhall,  and  may,  b^  capable  of  elefling,  or  being  elefted, 
reprefentatives  of*  the  people,  in  provincial  Council,  or  General 
Aflcmbly,  in  the  faid  province. 

III.  That  all  eleftions  of  members,  ^x  reprefentatives  of  the 
people  and  freemen  of  the  province  of  Periftlvania^  to  ferve  in 
provincial  Council,  or  General  Affemyy,  to  be  held  within  the 
faid  province,  fhall  be  free  and  voluntary :  and  that  the  eleftor, 
that  fhall  rdfceive  any  reward  or  gift,  in  meat,  drink,  monies,  or 
otherwife,  fhall  forfeit  his  right  to  eleft;  and  fuch  perfon  as 
fhall  direftly  or  indireftly  give,  promifc,  or  beftow  any  fuch 
reward  as  aforefaid,  to  be  elefted,  fhall  forfeit  his  eledion,  and 
be  thereby  incapable  to  ferve  as  aforefaid :  and  the  provincial 
Council  and  General  AfTembly  fhall  be  the  folc  judges  of  the  regu- 
larity, or  irregularity  of  the  eleftions  of  their  own  refpe£tive 
Members. 

IV.  That  no  money  or  goods  fhall  be  raifed  upon,  or  paid 
hy,  any  of  the  people  of  this  province  by  way  of  public  tax, 
cuftom  or  contribution,  but  by  a  law,  for  that  purpofe  made ;  and 
whoever  fhall  levy,  colleft,  or  pay  any  money  or  goods  contrary 

thereunto, 
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thereunto,  fliall  be  held  a  public  enemy  to  the  province,  and  a 
betrayer  of  the  liberties  of  the  people  thereof. 

V.  That  all  courts  (hall  be  open,  and  jullite  (hall  neither  be 
fold,  denied  nor  delayed. 

VI.  That,  in  all  courts  all  perfons  of  all  perfuafions  may  freely 
»pear  in  their  own  way,  and  according  to  their  own  manner,  and 
there  perionally  plead  their  own  caufe  themfelves  j  or,  if  unable, 
by  their  friend :  and  the  firft  procefs  fliall  be  the  exhibition  of  the 
complaint  in  court,  fourteen  days  before  the  trial  ^  and  that  the 
party,  complained  againft,  may  be  fitted  for  the  fame,  he  or  flie 
(hall  be  fummoned,  no  lefs  than  ten  days  before,  and  ^  copy  of 
the  complaint  delivered  him  or  her,  at  his  or  her  dwelling  houfe. 
But  before  the  complaint  of  any  perfon  be  received,  he  fliall  fo- 
lemnly  declare  in  court^  that  he  belfeve§>  in  hia  confciepcc,  his 
caufe  is  ju(^. 

VII.  Th^t  all  pleadings,  proceflcs  and  records  in  courts,  flialf 
be  ftiort,  and  in  Engli/bj  and  in  an  ordinary  and  plain  chara^ler^ 
that  they  may  be  underfliood,  and  juftice  fpeedily  adminifteied. 

VIII.  That  all  trials  fliall  be  by  twelve  men,  and  as  near  as 
may  be,  peers  or  equals,  and  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  men  without 
jufl:  exception ;  in  cafes  of  life,  there  fliall  be  firfl:  twenty-four  re- 
turned by  the  Sheriffs,  for  a  grand  inqueft?  of  whom  twelve,  at 
leaft,  fliall  find  the  complaint  to  be  true ;  and  then  the  twelve 
men,  or  peera,  to  be  likewife  returned  by  the  Sheriff,  fliall  have 
the  final  judgment.  But  reafonable  challenges  fhall  be  always  ad- 
mitted againft  the  faid  twelve  men,  or  any  of  them. 

IX.  That  all  fees  in  all  cafes  fliall  he  moderate,  ^r\^  fettled  by 
the  provincial  Council,  ^nd  General  Aff^mbly,  and  be  hung  up 
in  a  table  in  every  refpeftive  court ;  and  whofoever  (hall  be  con- 
vifted  of  taking  more,  fhall  pay  tworfold,  and  be  difmiffed  his 
employment  •,  one  moiety  of  which  fhall  go  to  the  party  wronged. 

X.  That  all  prifons  fhall  be  work-houfes,  fo^"  felons,  vagrants, 
and  loofQ  and  idje  perfons ;  whereof  one  fliall  be  \xi  every  county.^ 

XI.  That  all  prifoncrs  fliall  be  bailabje  by  fufficient  fureties, 
unlcfs  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  prc- 
fumption  great. 

XII.  That  all  perfons  wrongfully  imprlfoned,  or  profecuted  at 
law,  fhall  have  double  damages  againft  the  informer,  or  profe- 
cutor. 

XIII.  That  all  prifons  fliall  be  free,  as  tq  fees,  food  and  lodging, 

XIV.  That 
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XIV.  That  all  hnds  and  goods  ihall  be  liable  to  pay  debts,  tx^ 
cept  where  there  is  legal  iffiie,  and  dien  all  the  goods^  and  one-*' 
third  of  the  land  only. 

XV.  That  all  wills,  in  writing,  attefted  by  two  witneffesj  flial! 
be  of  the  famc^  force,  as  to  lands,  as  other  conveyances,  being"  Ic*' 
gaily  proved  within  forty  days,  either  within  or  without  the  faid 
province. 

XVI.  That  {even  years  quiet  pofleffion  fhall  give  an  unqueftion- 
able  tight,  except  in  cafes  of  infants^  lunatics,  married  women^ 
or  perfons  beyond  the  feas. 

XVII.  That  all  briberies  and  extortions  whatfoever  ihall  be  Se- 
verely puniflied* 

XVIII.  That  all  fines  fhall  be  moderate,  and  faving  men's  con* 
tenements,  merchandize.  Or  wainage. 

XIX.  That  all  marriages  (not  forbidden  by  the  law  of  God,  ad 
to  nearnefs  of  blood  and  affinity  by  marriage)  fhall  be  encouraged  ; 
but  the  parents,  or  guardians,  fliall  be  firft  confulted,  and  the 
marriage  Iball  be  publifhed  before  it  be  folemnized ;  and  it  fliall 
be  folemnized  by  taking  one  another  as  hufliand  and  wife,  before, 
credible  witnefTes ;  and  a  certificate  of  the  whole,  under  the  hands 
of  parties  and  witnefles,  fliall  be  brought  to  the  proper  regifter  qt 
that  county,  and  fliall  be  regiftered  in  his  office. 

XX.  And,  to  prevent  frauds  arid  vexatious  fuits  within  the  faid 
province,  that  all  charters,  gifts,  grants,  and  conveyances  of  land 
(except  leafes  for  a  year  or  Under)  arid  all  bills,  bonds,  and  fpeci- 
Silties  above  five  pounds,  and  not  under  three  months,  made  in  the 
faid  province,  fliall  be  enrolled,  or  regiftered  in  the  public  enrol- 
ment office  of  the  faid  province,  within  the  fpace  of  two  months 
next  after  the  making  thereof,  elfe  to  be  void  in  law,  and  all 
deeds,  grants,  and  conveyances  of  land  (except  as  aforefaid)  within 
the  faid  province,  and  made  out  of  the  faid  province,  fliall  be  en- 
rolled or  regiftered,  as  aforefaid,  within  fix  months  next  after  the 
making  thereof,  and  fettling  and  conftituting  an  enrolment  office 
or  regiftry  within  the  faid  province,  clfe  to  be  void  in  law  againft 
;ill  perfons  whatfoevet. 

XXI.  That  all  defacers  of  corrupters  of  charters,  gifts,  grants^ 
bonds,  bills,  wills,  contrafts,  and  conveyances,  or  that  fhall  de- 
face or  falfify  any  enrolment,  regiftry  or  record,  within  this  pro- 
vince, fhall  make  double  fatisfafltion  for  the  fame ;  half  whereof 
fhall  go  to  the  party  wronged,  and  they  fhall  be  difmifTed  of  all 
{)laces  of  truft,  and  be  publicly  dif|raced  as  falfe  men. 

XXIL  ThaC 
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XXIIv  That  there  (hall  be  a  regifter  for  births,  matriacres,  bu- 
rials, wills,  and  letters  of  adminiftration,  diftinfl:  from  die  other 
regiftry. 

XXIII.  That  there  fliall  be  a  regifter  for  all  fervants,  where 
their  names,  time,  wages,  and  days  of  payment  (hall  be  regiftered. 

XXrV.  That  all  lands  and  goods  of  felons  (hall  be  liable,  to 
make  fatisfadtion  to  the  party  wronged  twice  the  value  ;  and  for 
Want  of  lands  or  goods,  the  felons  fhall  be  bondmen  to  work  in 
the  common  prifon,  or  work-houfc,  or  otherwife^  till  the  party 
injured  be  fatisfied. 

XXV.  That  the  eftatcs  of  capital  offenders,  as  traitors  and 
muxderers,  fliall  go,  one-third  to  the  next  of  kin  to  the  fuflirer, 
and  the  remainder  to  the  next  of  kin  to  the  criminal. 

XXVI.  That  all  witneflcs,  coming,  or  called,  to  teftify  their 
knowledge  in  or  to  any  matter  or  thing,  in  any  court,  or  before 
any  lawful  authority,  within  the  faid  province,  fliall  there  give  or 
deliver  in  their  evidence,  or  teftiimony,  by  folemnly  promifing  to 
fpeak  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  to 
the  matter,  or  thing  in  queftion.  And  in  cafe  any  perfon  fo 
called  to  evidence,  fliall  be  convifted  of  wilful  falfehood,  fuch 
j^rfon  fliall  fufFer  and  undergo  fuch  damage  or  penalty,  as  the 
peifon,  or  perfons,  againft  whom  he  or  flie  bore  falfe  witnefs, 
did,  or  fliould,  undergo ;  and  fliall  alfo  make  fatisfaftion  to  the 
party  wronged,  and  be  publicly  expofed  as  a  falfe  witnefs,  never 
to  be  credited  in  any  court,  or  before  any  Magiftrate,  in  the  faid 
province. 

XXVII.  And,  to  the  end  that  all  officers  chofen  to  fef  vc  within 
this  province,  may,  with  more  care  and  diligence,  anfwer  the 
truft  repofed  in  them,  it  is  agreed,  that  no  fuch  perfon  fhall  en- 
joy more  than  one  public  oflice,  at  one  time. 

XXVIII.  ITiat  all  children,  within  this  province,  of  the  age 
of  twelve  years,  fliall  he  taught  fome  ufeful  trade  or  (kill,  to  the 
end  none  may  be  idle,  but  the  poor  may  work  to  live,  and  the 
rich,  if  they  become  poor,  may  not  want. 

XXIX.  That  fervants  be  not  kept  longer  than  their  time,  and 
fuch  as  are  careful,  be  both  juftly  and  kindly  ufed  in  their  fervice, 
and  put  in  fitting  equipage  at  the  expiration  thereof,  according  to 
cufl:om. 

XXX.  That  all  fcandalous  and  malicious  reporters,  backbiters, 
defamers  and  fpreaders  of  falfd  news,  whether  againft  Magiflrates, 
or  private  perfons,  fhall  be  accordingly  feverely  punifhed,  as  ene- 
mies to  the  peace  and  concord  of  this  province. 

XXXI.  That, 
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XXXI.  That,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  planters  and  trad- 
ers in  this  province,  who  arc  incorporated  into  a  fociety,  the  pa** 
tent  granted  to  them  by  Wiliiam  Penrtj  Governor  of  the  faid  pro- 
vince, i«  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed*

XXXIII.  That  all  fafiors  ox'  correfpondents  in  the  faid  pro* 
vince,  wronging  their  employers,  fliall  make  fatiafadion,  and 
one-third  over,  to  their  faid  employers :  and  in  cafe  of  the  death 
of  any  fuch  fa£tor  or  correfpondent,  the  committee  of  trade  ihall 
take  care  to  fecure  fo  tnuch  of  the  deceafed  party's  eftate  as  be** 
longs  to  his  faid  refpeftive  employers. 

XXXIV.  That  all  Treafurers,  Judges,  Matters  of  the  Rolls, 
Sheriffs,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  officers  and  perfoni 
whatfoever,  relating  to  courts,  or  trials  of  caufes,  or  any  other 
fervice  in  the  government ;  and  all  Members  eledled  to  ferve  in 
provincial  Council  and  General  Afiembly,  and  all  that  have  right 
to  ele£t  fuch  Members,  (hall  be  fuch  as  ptofefs  faith  in  Jefu« 
Clirift,  and  that  are  not  convifted  of  ill  fame,  or  unfober  and  dif- 
honeft  converfation,  and  that  are  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  at 
lead ;  and  that  aU  fuch  fo  qualified,  ihall  be  capable  of  the  faid 
feveral  employments  and  privileges,  as  aforefaid* 

XXXV.  That  all  perfons  living  in  this  province,  who  confefs 
and  acknowledge  the  one  Almighty  and  eternal  God,  to  be  the 
Creator,  Upholder  and  Ruler  of  the  world ;  and  that  hold  i!hem- 
felves  obliged  in  confcience  to  live  peaceably  and  juftly  in  civil  fo- 
ciety, (hall,  in  no  ways,  be  molefted  or  prejudiced  for  their  reli- 
gious perfuafion,  or  pra&ice,  in  matters  elf  faith  and  worfhip, 
not  (hall  they  be  compelled,  at  any  time,  to  frequent  or  maintain 
any  religious  worfhip,  place  or  miniftry  whatever. 

XXXVI.  That,  according  to  the  good  example  of  the  primitive 
Chriftians,  and  the  eafe  of  the  creation,  every  firft  day  of  the 
week,  called  the  Lord's  day,  people  (hall  abftain  from  their  com- 
mon daily  labour,  that  they  may  the  better  difpofe  themfelves  to 
worfhip  God  according  to  their  underflandings. 

XXXVII.  That  as  a  carelefs  and  corrupt  adminiflration  of  juf- 
tice  draws  the  wrath  of  God  upon  magiflrates,  fo  the  wild- 
nefs  and  loofenefs  of  the  people  provoke  the  indignation  of  God 
againfl  a  country :  therefore,  that  all  fuch  ofiences  againft  God^ 
as,  fwearing,  curfing,  lying,  prophane  talking,  drunkennefs, 
drinking  of  healths,  obfcene  words,  inceft,  fodomy,  rapes,  whore-

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dom,  fornication^  and  other  uncleannefs  (not  to  be  repeated)  all 
treafonsj  mifprifions,  murders,  duels^  felony,  fedition,  maims^ 
forceable  entries,  and  other  violences,  to  the  perfons  and  eftates 
of  the  inhabitants  within  this  province;  all  prizes,  ftage-phys, 
cards,  dice,'  May  games,  gamefters,  mafques,  revels,  bull-baitings, 
cock-fightings,  bear-baitings,  and  the  like,  which  excite  the  peo- 
ple to  rudenefs,  cruelty,  loofenefs,  and  irreligion,  {hall  be  refpec- 
tively  difcouraged,  and  feverely  punifhed,  according  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Governor  and  freemen  in  provincial  Council  and' 
General  Afiembly ;  as  alfo  all  proceedings  contrary  to  thefe  laws, 
that  are  not  here  made  exprefsly  penal. 

XXXVIII.  That  a  copy  of  thefe  laws  (hall  be  hung  up  in  the 
provincial  Council,  and  in  public  courts  of  juftice :  and  that  they 
fliall  be  read  yearly  at  the  opening  of  every  provincial  Council  and 
General  Ailembly,  and  court  of  juftice;  and  their  aflent  (ball  be 
teftified,  by  their  ftanding  up  after  the  reading  thereof. 

XXXIX.  That  there  fhall  be,  at  no  time,  any  alteration  of 
any  of  thefe  laws,  without  the  confent  of  the  Governor,  his 
heirs,  or  afSgns,  and  fix  parts  of  feven  of  the  freemen,  met  in 
provincial  Council  and  General  Affembly. 

XL.  That  all  other  matters  and  things  not  herein  provided  for, 
which  {hall,  and  may,  concern  the  public  juftice,  peace  or  fafcty 
of  the  faid  province ;  and  the  raifing  and  impofing  taxes,  cuftoms, 
duties,  or  other  charges  whatfbever,  {hall  be,  and  are,  hereby  re- 
ferred to  the  order,  prudence  and  determination  of  the  Governor 
and  freemen,  in  provincial  Council  and  General  Aflembly,  to  be 
held,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  faid  province.

1683. 
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O  all  perfonsy  to  whom  thefe  prefents  may  come.  1683. 
Whereas^  king  Charles  the  Second,  by  his  letters  patents,  j^  mo.  ad. 
under  the  great  feal  of  England^  bearing  date  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  in  the  thirty  and  third  year  of  the  king, 
for  divers  confiderations  therein  mentioned,  hath  been 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me,  William 
Penn  (by  the  name  of  William  Penn^  Efquire,  fon  and 
heir  of  Sir  William  Penny  deceafed)  and  to  my  heirs  and 
affigns  for  ever,  all  that  traft  of  land,  or  province, 
called  Pennfylvaniay  in  America^  with  divers  great  powers, 
preheminencics,  royalties,  jurifdi£kions  and  authorities, 
neceflary  for  the  well-being  and  government  thereof. 
And,  nvhereaSy  the  king's  deareft  brother  Jamesy  duke  of 
Y*orl  and  Alhafiyy  &c.  by  his  deeds  of  feoffment,  under 
his  hand  and  feal,  duly  perfefted,  bearing  date  the  four 
and  twentieth  day  of  Auguft,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
eighty  and  two,  did  grant  unto  me,  my  heirs  and  affigns,, 
all  that  traft  of  land,  lying  and  being  from  twelve  miles 
northward  of  Newcaftky  upon  Delaware  river,  in  Ameri-^ 
cay  to  Cape  Hinlopen,  upon  the  faid  river  and  bay  of 
Delaware  fouthward,  together  with  all  royalties,  fran- 
chifes,  duties,  jurifdiftions,  liberties  and  privileges  there- 
unto belonging. 

Nonv  hmw  ye^  That  for  the  well-being  and  good  go- 
vernment of  the  faid  province  and  territories  thereuntp 
annexed,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  all  the  freemen 
and  planters,  that  may  be  therein  concerned,  in  piirfu- 
ance  of  the  rights  and  powers  aforementioned,  I,  the  faid 
William  Penn,  have  declared,  granted,  and  confirmed, 
and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  me,  my  heirs  and  affigns,  do 
declare,  grant  and  confirm  unto  all  the  freemen,  plant- 
ers and  adventurers  of,  in  and  to  the  faid  province  and

Charter  XXTV.  That  no  aft,  law,  or  ordinance  whatfocver, 

how  alter*,  fliall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  made  or  done  by  the 
^  ^  Proprietary  and  Governor  of  this  province,  and  territo- 
ries thereunto  belonging,  his  heirs  or  afligns,  or  by  the 
freemen  in  provincial  Council  or  Aflembly,  to  alter, 
change  or  diminiih  the  form  or  efieft  of  this  charter,  or 
any  part  or  claufe  thereof,  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  'meaning  thereof,  without  the  confent  of  the  Pro- 
prietary and  Governor,  his  heirs  or  afligns,  and  fix  parts 
of  feven  of  the  faid  freemen  in  provincial  Council  and 
Aflembly  met. 

Confirma^        XXV.  And  laftly,  I,  the  faid  William  Penny  Propric- 
tlon.  tary  and  Governor  of  the  province  of  Pennfylvania^  and 

territories  thereunto  belonging,  for  me,  my  heirs  and  af- 
figns,  have  folemnly  declared,  granted  and  confirmed, 
and  do  hereby  folemnly  declare,  grant  and  confirm,  that 
neither  I,  my  heirs  nor  afligns,  fliiall  procure,  or  do, 
any  thing  or  things,  whereby  the  liberties,  in  this  char- 
ter contained  and  exprefled,  fliall  be  infringed  or  broken : 
and  if  any  thing  be  procured,  by  any  perfon  or  perfons, 
contrary  to  thefe  premifes,  it  fliall  be  held  of  no  force 
or  eflFeft.  In  witnefs  whereof,  I,  the  faid  William  Penn^ 
at  Philadelphia^  in  Pennfylvaniay  have  unto  this  prefent 
charter  of  liberties  fet  my  hand  and  broad  feal,  this  fe- 
tond  day  of  the  fecond  month,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  and  three,  being  the  five 
and  thirtieth  year  of  the  king,  and  the  third  year  of  my 
government.

Markham,  November  7,   1696. 

V  V  HERE  AS  the  late  king  Charles  the  Second  j  iq 
the  three  and  thirtieth  vear  of  his  reign,  by  letters  pa- 
9thino.7thp  tcnt  under  the  great  feal  of  England^  did)  for  the  con- 
fiderations  therein  mentioned,  grant  unto  William  Pewiy 
his  heirs  and  affigns,  for  ever,  this  colony,  or  tt*a£l  of 
land,  thereby  erefting  the  fame  into  a  province,  called 
Pennfylvania^  and  conftituting  him,  the  feid  Williom 
Penny  abfolute  Propfietaty  thereof,  veiling  him,  his  De- 
puties and  L.eutenants,  with  divers  great  powers,  pre- 
eminences, royalties,  jurifdlftions  and  authorities,  nc- 
ceffary  for  the  well-being  and  good  governipent  ti  the 
faid  province.  And  whereas  the  late  duke  of  T^li  and 
Albany^  &c.  for  valuable  confiderations,  did  grant  unto 
the  faid  William  Penny  his  heirs  and  ^fligns,  all  that  trafl  of 
land  which  hath  been  caft,  or  divided  into  three  coun- 
ties, now  called  Newca^hy  Kenty  and  SuJJhey  together 
with  all  royalties,  franchifes^  duties^  jurifdiftions,  liber- 
ties and  privileges  thereunto  belonging ;  which  laft  uien? 
tioned  traft  being  intended-  as  a  beneficial  and  requifite 
addition  to  the  territory  of  the  faid  Proprietary,  he^  the 
faid  Proprietary  and  Governor,  at  the  requeft  of  the 
freemen  of  the  faid  three  counties,  by  vheir  deputies,  in 
Aflembly  met,  with  the  reprcfentatives  of  the  freemen 
of  the  faid  province  at  Chefiery  alias  Uplandy  on  the  (ixth 
day  of  the  tenth  month,  1652,  did  (with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  AfT^mbly)  enacl, 
that  the  faid  tliree  counties  (hould  be  annexed  to  the  pro- 
vince of  Pennjylvaniay  as  the  proper  territories  thereof: 
and  whereas  king  William  and  the  late  queen  Maryy  oyer 
Englandy  &c.  by  their  letters  patent  and  commiffion,  un- 
der the  great  feal  of  Englandy  dated  the  twenty-firft  day 
pi  Oftober,  in  the  fourth  year  of  their  reign,  having, 
(for  the  reafons  therein  mentioned)  taken  the  government 
of  this  faid  province  and  territories  into  tLeir  hands,  and 
linder  tlieir  care  and  proteftion,  did  think  fit  to  ponfti- 
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tute  Sinjmmn  Fletcher^  Governor  of  New  York,  to  be 
their  Captain  General,  and  Governor  in  Chief,  over  this 
province  and  country^  And  whereas  aHb  the  faid  king 
and  qvfccen  afterwards,,  by  their  letters  patent*  under  the 
great  feal  df  England^  dated/  the  twentieth  day  of  Au- 
^ft,  in  the  fi^di  yeav  of  their  reign,  have  thought  fit) 
upon  the  humble  application  of  the  faid  William  Penuy 
to  reftore  them  to  the  acUniniftration  of  the  government 
of  the  faid  province  and  territories ;  and  that  fo  much  of 
their  faid  cpramiffion  as  did  conftitutc  the  faid  Benjamin 
Fletchery  their  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  • 
of  the  faid  province  of  Pentifylvania^  country  of  New^ 
ca^lej  and  the  territoties.  and  tradts  of  land  depending 
thereupon,  in  Afnerica^  together  with  all  the  powers  and 
authorities  thereby  granted  for  the  ruling  and  governing

Now  forafmuch  as  the  former  frame  of  government,  j^i.^j^j^ 
modelled  by  a£l  of  fettlement,  and  cliarter  of  libcrtiesj  appointed. 
is  not  deemed,  in  all  refpefts,  fuitably  accommodated  to 
our  prefent  circumilances,  therefore  it  is  unanimouily 
de&red  that  it  may  be  enacted.  And  be  it  enadled  by  tlie 
Governor  aforefaid,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province  and 
territories,  in  Affembly  met,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  fame,  that  this  government  fliall,  from  time  to  time, 
confift  of  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  or  Deputies, 
and  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province,  and  territories 
thereof,  in  form  of  a  Council  and  Aflemblyj  which 
Council  and  Aficmbly  fliall  be  men  of  moft  note  for 
virtue,  wifdom  and  ability;  and  fliall,  from  and  after 
tlie  tenth  day  of  the  firft  month  next,  confift  of  two  pcr- 
fons  out  of  each  of  the  counties  of  this  government,  to 
ferve  as  the  people's  reprefentatives  in  Council  \  and,  of

there  to  chufe  their  faid  reprefentatives  as  aforefaid,  who 
fhall  meet  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  third  month  yearly,  in 
the  capital  town  of  the  faid  proyince,  pnlefs  the  Go- 
vernor and  Council  fhall  think  fit  to  appoint  another 
place. 

Qoalifica-  And,  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  who  thofe  arc,  in  this 
doQ  of  province  and  territories,  who  ought  to  have  right  of,  or 
dedoTk  to  be  deemed  freemen,  to  chufe,  or  be  chofen,  to  ferve  in 
Council  and  Aflembly,  as  aforefaid.  Be  it  ena£):ed  by  the 
authority  aforefaid,  Hiat  no  inhabitant  of  tliis  province 
or  territories,  (hall  have  right  of  eleding,  or  being 
ele£ied  as  aforefaid,  unlefs  they  be  free  denizens  of  this 
government,  and  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
or  upwards,  and  have  fifty  acres  of  land,  ten  acres  where- 
of being  feated  and  cleared,  or  be  otherwife  worth  fifty

Solemn  af-  And  whereas  divers  perfons  within  this  government^ 
finnation  cannot,  for  confcience  fake,  take  an  oath,  upon  any  ac- 
!af«^  count  whatfoever.  Be  it  therefore  enafled  by  the  autho- 
rity aforefaid.  That  all  and  every  fuch  perlon  aqd  per- 
fons, being,  at  any  time  hereafter,  required,  upon  any 
lawful  occafion,  to  give  evidence,  or  take  an  oath,  in 
any  cafe  whatfoever,  {hall,  inftead  of  fwearing,  be  per- 
mitted to  make  his,  or  their  folemn  affirmation,  atteft,

Declaration  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
rf  officers,  r^^YiTLt  all  perfons  who  {hall  be  hereafter  either  eleaed  to 
ferve  in  Council  and  Aflembly,  or  commiffionated  or  ap- 
pointed to  be  Judges,  Juftices,  Matters  of  the  Rolls,

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fcruple  to  take  an  oath^  but  when  lawfully  required^ 
will  make  and  fubfcribe  the  declaration  and  profeffion  of 
their  Chriftian  belief,  according  to  the  late  aft  of  parli- 
ament)  made  in  the  firft  year  of  king  Williamy  and  the 
late  queen  Mary,  entitled.  An  a£k  for  exempting  their 
majefties*  Proteftant  fubjefts,  diffenting  from  tiie  Church 
of  England,  from  the  penalty  of  certain  laws,  (hall  be 
adjudged,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  qualified  to  aft: 
in  their  faid  refpeftive  offices  and  places,  and  thereupon 
the  feveral  officers  herein  mentioned,  fhall,  inftead  of 
an  oath  make  their  folemn  affirmation  or  declaration  in 
manner  and  form  following ;  that  is  to  fay. 

The  form  of  Judges'  and  Juftices*  attcft  fhall  be  in 
thefe  words,  viz.

The  form  of  the  Sheriffs'  and  Coroners'  attefl,  fhall 
be  in  thefe  words,  viz. 

Thou  fhalt  folemnly  promife,  that  thou  wilt  well  and 
truly  ferve  the  King  and  Governor  in  the  office  of  the 
Sheriff  (or  Coroner)  of  the  county  of,  &c.  and  preferve 
the  King  and  Governor's  rights,  as  far  forth  as  thou . 
canfl,  or  mayefl ;  thou  fhalt  truly  ferve,  and  return,  all 
the  writs  and  precepts  to  thee  direfted  5  thou  flialt  tak^ 
no  bailiflF,  nor  deputy,  but  fuch  as  thou  wilt  anfwer  for  j 
thou  fhalt  receive  no  writs,  except  from  fuch  Judges 
and  Juflices,  who,  by  the  liws  of  this  government,  have 
authority  to  iffiie  and  direft  writs  unto  thee ;  and  thou 
{halt  diligently  and  truly  do  and  accomplifh  all  things 

appertaining 
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a{)pertslming  to  thy  office,  after  the  beft  <sf  thy.  wit  and 
power,  both  for  the  King  and  Governot's  profit,  'and 
good  of  the  inhabitants  within  the  faid  county,  taking 
fuch  feea  only  as  thou  oughteft  to  take  by  the  laws  of 
this  government,  and  not  otherwife. 

The  form  of  a  Conftable's  atteft  fliall  be  this,  viz. 

Thou  flialt  folemnly  promifc,  well  and  duly,  accord- 
ing to  the  beft  of  thy  undefftanding,  to  execute  the 
cfiice  of  a  Conftable  for  the  town  (or  county)  of  P.  for 
this  enfuing  year,  or  until  another  be  attefted  in  thy 
room,  or  thou  fhah  be  legally  difcharged  thereof^ 

The  form  of  the  Grand  Inqueft's  attefts  (hall  be  in 
thefe  words,  viz. 

Thou  fhalt  diligently  enqfiire,  and  true  prefentinent 
make,  of  all  fuch  matters  and  things  as  ihall  be  giveft 
thee  in  charge,  or  come  to  thy  knowledge,  touching 
this  prefent  fervSce;  the  King's  counfel,  thy  fellows, 
and  thy  own,  thou  (halt  keep  fecret,  and  in  all  things 
thou  fhalt  prefent  the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  tixith, 
to  the  beft  of  thy  knowledge. 

This  being  given  to  the  Foreman,  the  reft  of  the  In- 
queft  ihall  be  attefted  tnus,  by  three  at  a  time,  viz.- 

The  fame  atteftation  that  your  Foreman  hath  taken 
on  his  part,  you  will  well  and  truly  keep  on  yout  parts. 

The  form  of  the  atteft  to  be  given  to  the  Traverfe 
Jury,  by  four  at  a  time,  fhall  be  tlius,  viz. 

You  folemnly  promife,  that  you  will  well  and  truly 
try  the  ifliie  of  traverfe  between  the  lord  the  King,  and 
A.  B.  whom  you  have  in  charge,  according  to  your  evi- 
dence. 

In  civil  caufes  thus,  viz. 

You  folemnly  promife  that  you  will  well  and  truly 
try  the  iffue  between  A.  B.  plaintiff,  and  C.  D.  defend- 
ant, according  to  your  evidence. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  intended,  that  no 
perfon  fhall  be,  by  this  aft,  excufcd  from  fwearing,  who, 
by  the  afts  of  parliament,  for  trade  and  navigation,  are, 
or  fhall  be  required  to  take  an  oath. 

ElcaioDs         And,  that  eleftions  may  not  be  corruptly  managed, 

regulated.    ^^  which  the  good  of  the  government  fo  much  depends. 

Be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That

E,  the  rcpTcfentatiyea  of  the  freemen  of  the  province  and 
territories,  in  Aflembly  met,  having  taken  into  ferious  confiderar 
tion  fome  articles  concerning  our  privileges  in  property,  incited  by 
an  addrefs  to  this  hoi|fe  from  ^e  inhabitants  qf  this  place,  and 
encouraged  by  thyfelf,  in  fetting  forth  thy  care  of  us,  and  pro- 
mifes  of  compliance  therewith,  do  h\imbly  offer  the  following 
heads  for  confirmation,  requefting  they  may  be  granted  the  peo- 
ple of  the  province  an4  territories^  and  afcertai^e^  %o  them  in  a 
i^harter. 

|,  Imprimisy  That,  in  cafe  the  P^oprietacy  go  for  Enghnd^  due 
care  be  taken  that  he  be  reprefented  here  by  perfons  of  integrity, 
and  confiderable  known  eftates,  who  may  have  full  power  and 
authority,  not  only  to  grant  and  confirm  lands,  ^c.  as  if  he  were 
perfonally  prefent,  but  alfo  to  inake  fatisfa^ion  to  thofe  who  have 
ihort,  as  well  as  receive  v^hat  may  be  due  from  thpfe  who  have 
too  much  over  meafurc,  according  to  forpier  ^igreciaent. 

II.  That  before  the  Proprietary  go  fot  Bngland^  he  grant  u^ 
fuch  an  inftrun^^nt  as  may  abfolutely  fecure  and  defend  us  in  our 
eftates  and  properties,  from  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  affigns,  for

HAT  on  confiideration  of  the  anfwer  given  by  the  Governor 
to  our  offer  of  contributing  towards  the  expence  of  the  enfuing 
treaty  with  the  Indians j  we  apprehend  it  to  be  ncceflary  to  lay  be- 
fore him  a  true  ft  ate  of  the  motives,  which  induced  us  to  ufe 
our  endeavours  to  promote  a  reconciliation  with  them)  of  the 
manner,  in  which  we  proceeded  before  and  fince  the  Governor's 
arrival  in  this  province,  and  of  fome  reafons  we  have  for  dedring 
to  fee  that  the  grounds  of  their  complaints  are  carefully  and  im- 
partially enquired  into  and  confidered,  and  fuch  meafures  purfued, 

for 
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for  fatislying  them  as  the  prefent  melancholy  circumftances  of  this 
province  immediately  require :  and  we  doubt  not,  if  the  Govjpmor 
will  be  pleafed  to  attend  to,  and  impartially  confider,  what  we  fliall 
cfier»  he  will  be  fully  convinged  that  our  condud  hath  been  con- 
fident with  the  profeuioni  we  make,  of  a^ing  on  thofe  principles, 
of  fearing  Godj  honouring  the  king,  and  promoting  peace  aqiong 
men* 

We,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  inform  the  Governor,  that  (bon 
after  the  firft  accounts  were  brought  of  the  nufchief  done  by  the 
Indians  J  on  the  frontiers  of  Virpnta^  fome  of  the  people  called 
^uahrSf  refiding  in  Pbiladelpbia^  feriottfly  confidering  the  fatal 
confequences  of  lofing  that  intereil  and  friendihip  our  predeceflbrs 
had  obtained,  by  their  upright  dealing  and  hofpitable  treatment  of 
the  Indians^  in  the  firft  fettlement  of  this  province ;  and  aj^re- 
hending  tlie  general  negled  of  them,  which  had,  for  fome  time, 
been  obvious,  would  terminate  to  the  public  diiadvantage,  deter- 
mined to  improve  every  future  opportunity  of  manifefting  fome 
regard  to  them ;  ami  leveral  companies  cf  Indians^  of  different 
tribes,  coming  to  this  city  op  divers  occafions,  they  were  vifited 
by  fome  of  us,  invited  to  our  houfes,  and  on  their  going  away, 
^refented  with  fome  fmall  matters^  neceflary  for  them,  in  their 
way  of  living  \  and  the  grateful  manner  in  ^hich  they  recdved 
tbefe  inftances  of  regard,  and  the  lively  remembrance,  they  ap- 
peared to  retain,  of  die  friendfliip,  which  fubfifted  between  their 
anceftors,  and  the  firft  fettlers  pf  this  province,  affi>rded  us  real 
fatisfaflion,  and  fome  gtoi^nds  to  hope  our  good  intentions  would 
not  be  difappointed. 

During  the  following  winter,  the  frequent  melancholy  ac- 
counts of  the  barbarous  murders,  committed  by  the  Indians^  on 
the  weftem  and  northern  frontiers  of  ihis  provin^i  filled  the 
minds  of  people  in  general,  with  a  fpirit  of  indignation  and  re- 
fentment  againft  them,  and  no  opportunity  prefented  of  puUicly 
manifefting  the  eameft  concern  vre  had,  to  ufe  our  utmoft  endea^ 
voi(rs,  in  a  manner  confiftent  with  our  peaceable  principles,  to 
prevent  the  impending  defolation ;  the  calamity  became  general, 
and  every  one  was  deeply  interefted  in  the  meauires  taken  for  en- 
quiring into  the  caufes,  which  induced  our  ancient  fteady  friends 
to  become  our  enemies;  yet  this  being  the  proper  bufinefs  of 
thofe  fhen  concerned  in  die  adminiftration  of  the  government, 
we  waited  the  event  of  their  proceedings,  having  juft  grounds  to 
hope,  that  the  knowledge  fome  of  them  had  of  feveial  matters, 
which  might  probably  have  contributed  to  this  unhappy  rupture,* 

together 

*  Thefe  were  priated  bot|i  ip  tlie  gazette^  and  in  their  miauten 
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together  with  the  repeated  applications  of  the  Aflembljr  of  the 
province,  would  have  excited  them  to  purfue  every  rational  mc* 
thod  of  making  fuch  an  enquiry,  and  obtaining  an  amitable  ad<» 
juftment  of  all  differences  with  thefe  Indians^  and  of  thereby 
averting  the  melancholy  confequences  of  continuing  to  expofe 
them  immediately  to  the  artifices  of  the  French^  who  would  not 
fail  to  take  advantage  of  our  mifunderftanding  with  them :  but 
the  fpring  of  another  year  returned,  and  the  public  remained  un» 
acquainted  with  fuch  meafures  being  purfued;  great  military 
preparations  were  indeed  made  and  forts  ere&ed  in  mftny  parts  of 
the  frontiers,  but  the  defolation  and  diftrefs  of  the  province  in-* 
creafed,  and  the  fanguine  expe&ations  of  the  people,  who  had, 
at  firft,  hoped  by  thefe  means  to  defend  themfelves,  were  remarks 
ably  difappointed.  Governor  Mcrris^  neverthelefs,  determining 
Co  iffue  a  declaration  of  war  againft  the  Delaware!  and  Shanuanefe^ 
many  of  the  people  called  fakers  refiding  in  PhUadephta^  met 
together  and  prefented  an  addrefs  to  him,  eameftly  befeeching, 
<<  That  every  mealfure  which  had  -been  purfued,  and  whatever 
remained  poilible  to  be  done,  to  prevent  fo  lamentable  an  extre* 
mity,  might  be  ftri£tly  and  impartially  reviewed  and  confidered ; 
that  full  enquiry  might  be  made,  whether  fome  apprehenfions  thefe 
Indians  had  conceived  of  a  deviation  from  the  integrity  of  con*^ 
tluA  towards  them,  confpicuous  in  the  firft  eftabliihment,  might 
not  unhappily  have  contributed,  in  fome  degree,  to  the  alteration 
of  their  conduf):  towards  us  \  that  full  time  might  be  allowed 
for  thefe  Indians^  who  remained  well  afie£ted  towards  us,  to  ufe 
and  report  the  eficA  of  their  endeavours  to  reconcile  our  enemies 
to  uSj  and  that,  by  the  Governor's  care,  to  guard  againft  involv- 
ing the  innocent  with  the  guilty,  fuch  clear  demonftrations  of 
Chriftian  tendernefs  might  be  given,  as  might  t^nd  to  the  engage 
ing  other  neighbouring  Indians  in  the  deiirable  work  of  reftoring 
peace  and  tranquillity  1  and,  at  the  fame  time,  offerin]g,  though 
a  much  larger  past  of  their  eftates  fhould  be  necefTary,  than  the 
jieavieft  taxes  of  a  war  could  be  expedled  to  require,  by  voluntary 
.grants  chearfully  to  contribute  towards  the  obtaining  peace,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  unhappy  experience  of  feveral  of  the  moft 
martial  neighbouring  colonies  had,  after  long  and  bloody  wars, 
teftified  it  muft  at  laft,  if  ever,  be  obtained/' 

Governor  M$rris  vas  pleafed  to  give  a  civil  anfwer  to*this  ad- 
drefs ;  but  thought  it  neceflary  to  proceed  immediately  to  a  decla»* 
ration  of  war :  a  few  days  after  which,  fome  of  us  having  the 
opportunity  of  a  free  conference  with  Conrad  Weifer^  who  had^ 
as  provincial  interpreter,  been  long  concerned  in  public  tranfac* 
tions  with  the  Indians  /  we  were  thereby  confirmed  in  our  appre- 
henfions, 
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h^tifiotfs,  tliaf  (ome  difla^sfadibn^  ttfye&mg  tKeb  lands;  had 
tended  to  the  alienating  their  friendfhip  from  us  j  and  &at  he 
thought  the  only  method,  to  faye  the  province  from  ruin,  was  to 
endeavour  f 6r  a  i>eace  with  them,,  by  pacific  meafures  i  and  die 
next  day  a  Delaware  Indian^  from  the  Jetfeys,  was  fenf  to  olne  of 
us,  with  a  letter  from  Conrt^d  Wetfevj  recommending  him,  as  a 
perfon  worthy  of  fofne  ftotice  from  lis,  and  fit  to  be  .employed  on 
a  meflage  to  the  Delawareii.  When  an  opportunity  of  lending  one 
could  be  obtained  \  .an.d  thete  bf^ing,  at  .that  time,  a  number  of 
the  Chiefs  of  th^  Six  .Nation  Indians  in  town,  fome  of  us  diought 
it  neoeffary  to  take  fome  friendly  notice  of  them ;  but  being  de- 
termined to  avoid  giving  any  occafipn  of  offence,  before  we  had 
any  converfation  with  them,  two  of  us  waited  on  Governor  Mov 
riSf  and  informed  him,  *'  That  as. he  had  iffued  his  declaration 
of  war,  we  thought  it  our  duty  to  acquiefce  therein;  b^  as 
there  were  fome  friendly  Indians  in  town,  we  were  diipofed  to 
take  fome  notice  of  them,,  and  to  endeavour,  by  a  friendly  .conver- 
fation, to  manifeft  our  good  difpofition  towards  them^  and  Engage 
their  good  offices  on  any  occafion,  which  might  bQ.im^toved  for 
the  public  Welfare )  and  we,  at  the  fatne  tinte,  afTiired  the  Go- 
vernor if  any  thing  fliould  occusr,.  which  had  a  profped  of  tend- 
ing to  die  public  intereft,  or  might  be  Worthy  of  his  notice,  he 
{hoiild  be  fully  acquainted  thetewidi."  The  Governor  expreffed 
his  approbation  of  our  defign,  and  gave  us  full  liberty  to  profe- 
cute  our  intentions,  and  the  next  day  fome  of  thefe  Indian  Chiefs^ 
with  Conrad  Weifer  and  Andrew  Montour^  the  provincial  interpre- 
ters, and  Di  Claus^  General  Johnfon^^  Secretary,  dined  at  one  of 
our  hbufes }  and  after  dinner,  had  fome  converfation  on  the  happy 
ftate  of  the  firil  fettlers  of  this  province,  and  the  unhappy  rup- 
ture, which  had  lately  happened* 

The  free  and  hektty  ackno>;^ledgmcnt*  of  pleaftire  and  gr'a£itudei 
from  thefe  Indians^  fully  evideifced  their  good  difpofition  towards 
us,  and  induced  Conrad  Weifer  to  declare,  he  had  not  lately  heard 
them  exprefs  fhemfelVes  with  fo  much  opennefs,  and  eatnefUy  to 
urge  our  improving  this  opportunity ;  and,  in  order  to  it,  he  advifed 
the  calling  together  as  many  of  our  ancient  men,  ctf  the  furvivors 
of  the  firft  fettlers,  as  we  could  coUeft,  and  to  give  the  Indians 
another  meeting,  in  which  the  Aibftance  of  that  converfation 
might  be.  repeated,  and  enforced  on  theit  minds,  by  prefenting 
them  with  a  belt  of  nVampum* 

Governor  jW^kw  was  immediately  irfformed  of  what  had  pafled  5 
and  as  there  appeared  fome  profpeft  of  improving  this  difpoGtion 
of  the  Indians  to  the  public  benefit,  he  was  affured,  that  if  he 
would  advife  and  dire£l  the  manner  of  proceeding,  nothing  more 

was 


was  defircd  by  us  than  under  his  direflion  fo  proceed  therein,  in 
fuch  manner  as  would  be  moll  agreeable  to  him,  moft  efFeftuaHV 
anfwer  the  purpofe  intended,  and  demonftrate  that  we  did  not  ao: 
from  views  of  private  advantage  thereby  :  and  left  the  difierences 
then  fubflfting,  between  him  and  the  AflfemWy,  about  the  raifing 
money  for  the  piiblic  fcrvices,  ihould  difcourage,  or  retard  his  en- 
gaging therein ;  he  Was  told,  that  i^hatevet  fum  of  money  fhoultl 
be  wanting,  even,  to  the  amount  of  £=,  5,00©,  he  (hoiild  be  im- 
mediately fupplied  with,  and  by  every  part  of  Our  conduft,  Aidtild 
find  oiir  hearty  doncem  for  the  public  welfare  to  be  out  principal 
motive^ 

Our  purpofes  aj^peafed  dcceptable  fo  fhe  Governor;  iiBouf 
twenty  of  us,  with  the  fame  interpreters,  had  two  conference^ 
^ith  the  Indians ;  and  the  moft  material  parts  of  what  they  faid 
were  immediately  communicated  to  the  Governor  j  and  the  pro* 
pofal*  of  fending' thfecs  iheflengerd  to  the  Delanxiares  and  Shawa^ 
nefe  being  approved  of  by  him,  the  ncccffary  provifioh  was  made 
for  their  fetting  oiit,  and  proper  company  provided,  for  their  fafe 
conduft  thf  ough  the  improved  part  ©f  the  province ;  and  when 
•they  were  ready  to  pi'o<ieed  on  their  journey,  the  Grovernot  being 
waited  on  for  the  paffes,  and  requefted  to  dired  what  (ignal  they 
ihould  giv€i,  on  their  return,  to  diftinguiih  them  from  enemies ; 
/while  the  pa[fl^s  lay  before  him  ready  to  be  figned,  he  fyddenly 
appeared  to  change  his  intentions,  and  fignified  his  refolution  to 
confult  his  Council,  on  the  occafioni  The  minutes  of  our  con- 
verfation  i?i^ith  thefe  Indians^  being  examined  and  figned  by  th€ 
three  inter^eters,  were  inoimediately)  after  this,  delivered  to  the 
Governor ;  and,  his  Council  being  fummoned,  we  were  informed, 
they  foon  agreed,  that,  as  he  had  fo  lately  dedaired  war,  any  of- 
fers of  peace  from  him  would  be  unfeafonable,  and  that  the  m&- 
.thod  firft  propofed  of  the  nieflengers  gmng  with  fuch  inftru£tions, 
as  they  had  received  from  their  ol«na  chief Sy  was  moft  fit  to  be  pup^ 
fued.  The  next  day  the  Indian  chiefs  fetting  out  in  the  ftage  boat 
for  New  Tork,  after  they  were  gone,  the  mefiengers  refufed  to  per* 
form  the  fervice  they  had  undertaken,  and  the  day  following,  the 
Governor,  in  confequence  of  fome  intelligence  received  from  the 
Governor  of  New  Terk,  concluded  to  fend  the  meflengers  in  his 
own  name. 

To  prevent  any  mifreprefentations  of  our  condud,  as  well  as 

to  engage  the  friendftiip  of  gentlemen,  from  whom  we  hoped  to 

receive  more  hearty  affiftance,  than  we  had  from  thbfe,  on  whom

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we  had  hitherto  AcpenAtd,  copiesof  the  minutei  of  our  converfadons 

with  the  Indians,  and  iheif  anfwers,  were  immediately  fent  to  the 
Governor  of  New  Tork^  and  to  General  John/on^  and  an  earned 
application  for  their  affiftance)  in  engaging  the  Indians  of  the  &x 
Nations  to  promote  the  reftoration  of  peace,  with  an  offer  of 
chearfully  defraying  the  expences  thereof,  Goremor  Hardy  was 
fo  kind  as  to  fcrtid  fuch  an  anfwer  as  evidenced  his  hearty  concern 
for  the  public  welfare;,  and  laid  us  under  fenfible  obligations; 
and  wp  never  received  the  leaft  hint,  from  General  Johnfotiy  of 
his  difapprobation  of  any  part  of  our  condud):  therein,  ynder  thefe 
circumftances,  we  had  reafon  to  apprehend  that  our  intention  was 
approved  of,  and  the  fpecdy  return  of  the  meflehgers  with  an 
agreeable  anfwer,  confirmed  us  in  a  refolution  to  continue  our  en^ 
deavours  to  engage  as  many  of  our  fellow-fubjefis,  as  poffible, 
to  concur  with  us  therein. 

The  meiTengers  being  fent  the  fecond  time,  on  their  return 
brought  with  them  the  Indian  king,  Teedyufiungj  and  fome  of  his 
people,  to  Eafion,  and  repeatedly  informed  us  of  the  neceffity  of 
our  perfonal  attendance  there^  and  manifeft  thereby,  and  by 
contributing  towards  the  expences  of  a  fuitable  prefent,  tke  fin* 
cerity  of  our  profeilions  of  regard  to  them  \  and  they  irere  not 
willing  to  go  back  to  the  Indians^  without  us. 

We,  therefore,  being  informed  that  Governor  Morris  had  re- 
folved  to  niect  them  at  Eajloti^  that  the  provincial  treafury  was 
exhaufted,  and  that  the  Proprietaries'  agents  rcfufed  to  contribute 
towards  the  neceffary  expences,  and  appeared  averfe  to  the  pro- 
motion  of  ^t{^  pacific  mmfurts^  a  confideraUe  number  of  us 
thought  it  neceffary  to  enter  into  a  fubfcription,  towards  raifing  a 
fund,  to  fupply  the  deficiency  of  what  ought,  in  jufticc^  to  be 
contributed  by  the  Proprietaries,  on  this  occafion ;  and  a  confider- 
abiefum  was  immediately  fubfcribed,  and  Governor  Morris  in- 
formed of  our  inclination  to  attend  the  treaty,  and  to  make  fome 
addition  to  the  prefent  provided  at  the  public  expence.  From  the 
time  of  the  firit  meflengers  arriving  at  Teaogon,  the  hoftiiities  on 
our  northern  frontiers  ceafed,  and  a  ftop  being  put  to  the  cruel 
devaftations  that  had  been  committed,  an  acceptable  refpi^e  was 
obtained  for  our  diftreffed  fellow  fubjefts,  which  aflbrded  us  real 
pleafure  and  fatisfadtion ;  fo  that  all  the  malicious  calumnies  and 
afperfions  ^which  then  were  uttered)  were  not  fufficient  to  divert 
us  from  the  fteady  profecution  of  our  purpofe.  Governor  Morr'u 
being  at  Eqfton  fome  time  before  us,  immediately  after  our  arrival 
there,  fome  of  us  waited  on  him,  to  repeat  our  defires  of  promot- 
ing

At  the  Govcrnoi^s  lodgings  we  firft  (zw-Teedyufcung  the  Delaware 
chief,  to  whom  we  were  before  utterly  ftrangers :  on  our  coming 
in  he  immediately  exprefled  his  regard  for,  and  confidence  in,  the 
^^akers  ;*  and  declared,  "  He  would  not  proceed  to  any  bu&nefe^ 
unlefs  we  were  prefent  ;'*  and  confirmed  it  fo  evidently  by  his  fub- 
fequcnt  condu^,  at  that  time,  and  the  enfuing  treaty,  that  we 
could  not,  without  unjulHfiable  negleft  of  our  duty,  declinc;con-i; 
tributing  our  utmoft  endeavours  to  improve  this  difpofition  ib  tlie 
intcreft  of  our  country,  fo  far  as*  we  might  be  able  to  do  it,  coni 
iiftent  with  our  refpednve  ftations  in  life.  ...:/- 

Governor  Morris  was  afterwards  pleafed  to  accept  of  the  pre- 
fent provided  by  us,  and  to  deliver  it  to  the  Indians,  in  our  name. 

After  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty,  Governor  Morris  thought 
it  neceflary  to  fend  Capt*  NcwcaftU  on  a.  meflage  to  the  Indians, 
at  or  near  fort  Jobnfon :  but  before  he  was  fet  out.  Governor  Dmny 
arrived,  and  fucceeded  in  the  government  of  this  province,  and 
we  always  apprehended,  that,  in  his  name,  and  by  his  authority^ 
Capt.  Newca/lle  went  on  that  meflage,  as  we  never  interfered  there- 
in, in  any  manner  whatever,  and  were  not  informed  the  particular 
bufinefs  ne  was  charged  with.  On  Captain  Newca/fli$  return,  w^ 
found  by  converfing  with  him,  he  had  given  fpme  oiFence  tq  Gei- 
neral  Jobnfon,  and  we  have  fincc  had  caufe  to  apprehend  f  .that 
fome  gentlemen  in  highcf  flations,  have  been  informed,  that  we 
had  fent  Newcajile  on  this  meflage,  and  given  him  matters  ia 
charge,  to  be  privately  tranfafted  with  the  Indians,  after  it  was 
known  to  us  that  the  king  had,  by  a  fpecial  commiflion,  author 
rized  Sir  William  Johnfon  to  negotiate  all  matters  of  a  public  cour 
cern  with  them ;  but  as  we  haa  not  given  any  Qccafion  for  fuch  a 
charge,  nor  were  any  way  concerned  in  fending  that  meflage,  it 
aflbrds  us  a  particular  pleafure,  that  the  Governor  has  given  t|s 
fo  favourable  an  opportunity  of  clearing  ourfelves  from  this  unjuft 
cenfure,  and  we  hope  that  this  ingenuous  account  of  our  conduit, 
in  the  courfe  of  this  bufinefs  before  the  Governor's  arrival,  will 
fully  evince  that  we  proceeded  therein  on  juft  motives,  and  witi 
the  regard  due  from  us  to  the  Governor  of  this  province,. 

It  is  well  knowii  to  the  Governor,  that  oi\  his  arrival  here, 
fome  of  us  waited  on  him,  and  one  of  us  afl!ured  him  of  our  iin;.

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cere  defire  to  proceed  in  contribudng  our  afltftance  towaids  the 
reftoration  of  peace,  in  a  manner  molt  agreeable  to  him,  and  conr 
fiften^  with  our  charaiElers  and  ftations.  He  was  tlien  pleafed  to 
declare  his  approbation  of  pur  purpofe  ^  and  when  we  ivaited  on 
him  with  our  addrefs,  before  the  fecond  treaty  of  Eajtm^  the  Go- 
vcifnpri  by  his  anfwer,*  (declared  bis  approbation  of  our  pro- 
ceedings, and  his  be^ng  willing  ta  receive  the  prefent  we  prepared, 
and  invited  us  tp  attend  the  treaty :  we  had  reafon  to  conclude, 
that  our  condu£l  there  had  given  the  Gpyemor  no  occaiion  of 
o^ipnce \  as,  aiFter the bufine(s  was finiihed,  on  our  acknow^ledgiig 
hi§  integrity  and  candour  in  the  public  trania£liona  there  \\  he 
gave  us  fuch  an  anfwer  as  fully  exprelled  his  being  well  pleafed 
with  us  J  and  the  Secretary  and  Provincial  Interpreter  very  libe- 
rally declared  their  fatisfaclion  and  approbation  of  our  conduct ; 
and  the  latter  fully  Jeftlfied  that  we  had  thereby  evidently  pro 
IttOtftd  the  public  intereft,  and  been  inftri|mental  in  bringing  the 
b^ifinefs  {q  far  towards  the  delired  ifliie. 

From  that  time  till  t^g  late  treaty  at  Lancafter^  we  know  of  no 
part  of  our  proceedings,  which  could  difpleafe  the  Governor,  un- 
lefs  our  application  to  the  Secretary,  for  an  infpeftion  of  the  re- 
cords, in  his  office,  had  that  unexpeftcd  eiFe£l.  Left  that  fiiould 
be  the  cafe,  and  the  intention  and  manner  of  that  application  be 
mifreprefented  by  any  of  the  Proprietaries'  Agents,  and  others  en- 
gaged with  them  in  the  meaf^ires,  which  have  contributed  to  the 
prefent  unhappy  circumftanceg  of  this  province,  we  think  it  necef- 
fary  to  inform  thp  Governor,  \hzt  this,  province  was  fettled  on 
terms  very  different  from  moft  of  the  pther  colonies ;  the  firft  ad- 
venturers were  men  of  fub(|ance  and  reputation,  who  purchafed 
the  lands  of  the  Proprietor  \  and  as  he  obliged  himfelf^  and  his 
heirs,  by  an  exprcfs  covenant,  ppntained  in  their  original  deeds, 
«*  To  clear  the  land  from  all  titles,  claims,  or  demands  of  the  Indlar. 
natives,  or  any  ofher  perfons  whatfoever  i"  they  agreed  to  pay  an 
annual  quit-rent,  more  than  fufficient  to  enable  him  to  fatisfy  the 
Indiansy  and  obtain  a  peaceable  pofleflion  of  the  land  \  and  during 
the  lives  of  our  firft  rroprietor,  and  the  firft  fcttlers,  we  believe 
this  was  faithfully  performed,  and  fo  large  a  balance  remained, 
fowards  making  further  purchafes,  as  the  Settlement  of  the  coun- 
try increased,  that  any  attempt  to  elude  the  original  intention  and 
agreement  of  honeftly  purchafing  the  land  of  the  people,  who 
bad  a  native  right  in  it,  yri}l  ^e  cyer  cpndemned  by  all  impartial 
and  hpneft  men.

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At  the  fecQfid  tteaty,  »t  Eqfiony  the  Governor^  by  his  candid 
and  ingenuous  treatment  of  the  Indians  (as  the  Mohawks  fince 
aptly  expreffed  it)  "  Put  his  hand  into  Teedyufcun^s  bofom,  and  wa? 
fo  fucceisful  aa  to  draw  out  the  fccret ;  which  neither  Sir  William 
Johnfqn,  nor  the  Six  Nations  could  do/'  >  From  that  time  it  was 
generally  known,  that  one  caufe  of  the  alienation  of  their  friend-* 
ihip  was  fome  inju^ftice  they  had  received,  or  fuppofed  to  be  done 
them,  in  the  purchafes  and  running  out  of  their  lands*     They 
complained  of  divers  kinds  of  frauds,  which  had  been  committed, 
repeatedly  urged,  that  an  impartial  enquiry  (hould  be  made  into 
the  grounds  of  their  complaints,  by  fearching  all  our  records,  and 
by  the  ftrong  motives  of  a  regajrd  to  our  temporal  and  eternal  in* 
tereft,  urged  the  Governor  to  give  liberty  to  all  perfons  and  friends 
to  fearch  into  thofe  mattery.     Thus  we  thought  ourfelves  under 
the  ftrongeft  obligations  to  make  all  the  enquiry  in  our  power, 
into  the  true  date  of  the  Indian  claims,  whether  or  not  fuch  care 
had  been  taken  to  purchafe,  and  pay  them  for  the  lands,  as  the 
Proprietaries'  Agents  had  conftantly  aflerted.    The  right  many  of 
iis  who  hold  large  trafts  of  land  under  the  firft  fettlers,  the  Go- 
vernor's repeated  declarations,  both  in  public  and  private,  that 
thofe  matters  (hould  be  honeftly  and  fully  enquired  into,  and  the 
Indians^  injunftions  that  this  fliouldbe  done,  not  only  by  the  per* 
fons  thus  complained  of,  or  their  Agents,  but  by  others  likewife 
interefted  therein,  united  in  engaging  our  particular  attention,  and 
gave  us  a  reafonable  profpeft  of  meeting  with  the  Governor's  ap- 
probation ;  and  though  the  Secretary  refufed  to  permit  us  to  pro- 
peed  therein,  by  infpefting  the  records  in  his  office,  we  ftill  had 
caufe  to  think  our  farther  application  to  the  neceflary  and  import- 
ant concern  of  regaining  peace,  viras  not  contrary  to  the  Govern- 
or's inclination,  as  on  our  informing  him  of  our  intention  to  at- 
tend the  treaty  at  Lancafter^  and  our  willingnefs  to  contribute  to- 
wards the  expenfes  of  the  prefent,  to  be  given  to  the  India/is  there, 
the  Governor  with  the  utmoft  readinefs  expreffed  his  approbation 
of  our  propofal  5  and  we  are  not  confcious  of  having,  at  that 
jtreaty,  or  fince,  given  the  leaft  occafion  for  the  alteration  of  his 
conduft  towards  us  5  which  from  the  anfwcr  now  received,  and 
the  converfation  confcquent  thereon,  we  have  occafion  to  obferve. 

"We  have  no  views  inconfiftent  with  the  honour  of  our  gracious 
king,  and  the  intereft  of  oyir  country,  both  which  we  fincerely 
endeavour  to  promote ;  we  haye  heartily  defired  that  people  of 
every  denomination,  in  the  province,  would  unite  in  the  fame 
good  purpofe,  arid  particularly  in  this  buSnefs,  that  the  fame  har- 
mony and  good  undcrftanding,  which  fubfifted  between  the  firft 
fettlers  of  the  province  an^  the  nr^tiyes^  might  be  revived  and 

maintained

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maintained,  and  we  have  happily  fucceeded  with  federal  religious 
focietiesy  who  have  raifed  funds^  and  are  ready  to  apply  them  to- 
wards reftoring  peace :  and,  if  the  complaints  of  the  Indians  ap- 
pear to  be  juft,  and  the  Proprietaries  and  their  Agents  fhould  re- 
fufe  to  make  thenl  fuch  fatisfaftion  as,  in  juftice,  they  ought  to 
have,  rather  than  the  lives  of  our  fellow-fubjefbs  ihould  be  (acri- 
ficed,  their  properties  deftroyed,  and  fo  large  a  part  of  the  king's 
dominions  laid  wafte,  they  will  freely  join  with  us,  in  contribotv^g 
towards  the  fatisfyinc  fucn  juft  claims  of  the  Indtansy  or  at  leafl:^ 
to  pacify  them,  till  the  immediate  authority  of  the  king,  of  whofc 
juftice  and  paternal  care  we  have  not  the  leaft  doubt,  can  be  in- 
terpofed,  and  juftice,  equity  and  mercy  be  again  reftored  and 
maintained  amongft  us* 

And,  if  we  are  now  fo  happy  as  to  convince  the  Governor  of 
the  integrity  of  our  intentions  and  conduA,  we  ftiall  have  reafon 
to  hope,  he  will  concur  with  us,  in  taking  the  firft  opportunity 
of  convincing  the  nobleman  he  has  named,  that  it  muft  be  from 
fome  unjuft  reprefentations,  that  he  was  induced  to  think,  .^<  Wc 
had  premmed  to  treat  with  foreign  princes,  or  by  afting  as  medi- 
ators, between  the  government  and  an  independent  people,  in-  J 
vaded  the  king's  prerogative  royal."  We  apprehend,  our  duty  to  I 
God  and  the  king  has  engaged  us  in  this  bufinefs ;  and  fomc  of  | 
the  good  effefts  thereof  have  already  appeared;  we,  therefore,  I 
ntow  again  offer  the  Governor,  to  contribute  fomething  confidera-  I 
ble  towards  the  prefent  neceflary  to  be  made  to  the  Indians,  at  the  I 
enfuing  treaty,  and  by  our  perfonal  attendance  to  improve  the 
confidence  and  good  opinion  thefe  people  have  of  u$,  to  the  pub-  ! 
lie  benefit.  .  r         ^    .

Should  the  Governor  perfift  in  refufing  to  accept  out- prefent, 
we  afiure  him,  wc  ihall  not,  by  any  part  of  our  condu£l,  gire  any 
juft  occafion  to  charge  us  with  a  difrefpeAful  conduA  tow^ards 
him,  and  we  defire  our  attendance,  at  the  treaty,  may  not  be  con- 
fidered  as  fuch.  The  bufinefs  to  be  tranfafled  there  is  of  fo,  much 
confequcnce  to  the  lives,  liberties,  and  properties  of  the  people 
of  this  province,  that  ftiould  we  omit  to  attend  there,  and  depend 
on  the  Governor  and  the  King's  Agent,  receiving  all  their  infor- 
mation, on  this  important  occafion,  from  the  Proprietaries'  Agents 
and  others,  who  have,  for  forae  years  paft,  been  concerned  in  the 
tranfa£^ing  Indian  affairs,  we  fhould  be  deficient  of  our  duty,  as 
Chriftians  and  Englt/hmen^  denominations,  we  hold  more  dear  to 
us,  than  any  other  titles,  or  appellations,  whatf-cver.  ,

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IHRISTIAN  FREDERICK  POST  was  a  plain,  honeft,  re-, 
ligioufly  difpofed  German^  and  one  of  the  Moravian  brethren ;  who, 
from  a  confcientious  opinion  of  duty,  fennerly  had  lived  among 
the  Mohiccon  Indians^  with  a  view  to  convert  them  to  Chriftianity^ 

He  had  married  twice  among  them,  and  lived  with  them  feven- 
teen  years.  It  was  a  dangerous  undertaking  \  and  though  he  was 
%Xi  illiterate  perfon,  and  his  narrative  feemingly  artlefs  and  un- 
couth, yet  being  a  man  of  fincerity,  acquainted  with  the  Indian 
manners,  and  the  importance  of  the  affair,  at  that  time,  being 
very  interefting,  the  Indian  cuftom  of  treating  on  public  affairs 
inay  thereby  partly  appear,  and  be  entertaining.  The  event  ffiewed 
the  propriety  of  ufing  reafon,  and  friendly  treatment,  or  true  po- 
licy, towards  the  Indians^  in  preference  to  force,  or  violence, 
when  it  may  be  done :  the  former  of  which  had  fo  long  been  fuc- 
cefsfuHy  ufed  by  the  more  early  fettlers  of  Pennfylvania^  and  the 
latter  fo  lately  attended  with  unhappy  confequences,  &c.

yuly  the  15th,  L758. — ^This  day  I  received  .orders  from  his  ho- 
nour, the  Governor,  to  fct  out  on  my  intended  journey,  and  pro- 
ceeded as  far  as  German  Town^  where  I  found  all  the  Indians

1 8th.  I  read  over  botli  the  laft  treaties,  that  at  Eafton,  and 

that  at  Philadelphia^  and  made  myfelf  acquainted  with  the  particu- 
lars of  each. 

19th.  With  much  difficulty  I  perftfaded  the  IntUdM  to  leave 

Bethlehem^  and  travelled  this  day  no  futther  than  Hayes*^  having 
a  hard  fliower  of  rain. 

— ^aoth*  Arrived  at  fort  Allen. 

•2 1  ft.  I  called  my  company  togeAer,  to  ktow  if  ^e  fliould 


proceed.  They  complained  they  were  fick^  and  muft  reft  that  day. 
This  day,  I  think,  Teedyufcung  laid  many  obftacles  in  my  way,  and 
was  very  much  againft  my  proceeding :  he  faid,  he  was  afraid  I 
fliould  never  return }  and  that  the  Indians  would  kill  me.  About 
dinner  time  two  Indians  arrived  from  Wyoming,  ^ith  an  account 
that  Teedyufcun^s  fon,  Hans  Jacob,  was  returned,  and  brought 
news  from  the  French  and  Allegheny  Indians,  teedyufcung  then 
called  a  Council,  and  propofed  ^at  I  fhould  only  go  to  Wyoming^ 
and  return,  with  the  meflage  his  fon  had  brought,  to  Philadelphia, 
I  made  anfwer,  that  it  wa»  too  late,  that  he  fliould  have  propofed 
that  in  Philadelphia ;  for  that  the  inritings  containing  my  orders 
were  fo4rawn,  as  obliged  me  to  go,  though  I  (hould  lofe  my  life. 

22d.  I  defired  my  companions  to  prepare  to  fet  out,  upon 

which  Teedyufcung  called  them  all  together  in  the  fort,  and  pro- 
tefted  againft  my  going.  His  reafons  were,  that  he  was  afraid 
the  Indians  would  kill  me,  or  the  French  get  me  \  and  if  thar 
{hould  be  the  cafe  he  fliould  be  very  forry,  and  did  not  know  what 
he  fliould  do.  I  gave  for  anfwer,  '<  that  I  did  not  know  what 
to  think  of  their  conduct.  It  is  plain,  faid  I,  that  the  ffrench  have 
a  public  road*  to  your  town»,  yet  you  Ivill  not  let  your  ow^n  flefli 
and  blood,  the  Englifb,  come  near  them;  which  is  very  hard: 
and  if  that  be  the  cafe,  the  French  muft  be  your  matters.'*  I  ad- 
ded, that,  if  I  died  in  the  undertaking,  it  would  be  as  much  for 
the  Indians  as  the  Englifh,  and  that  I  hoped  my  journey  would  be 
of  this  advantage,  that  it  would  be  the  means  of  faving  the  lives 
of  many  hundreds  of  the  Indians :  therefore,  I  was  refolyed  to  go 
forward,  taking  my  life  in  my  hand,  as  one  ready  to  part  with  It  for 
their  good.  Immediately  after  I  had  fpoken  thus,  thr^e  rofe  up 
and  offered  to  go  with  me  the  neareft  way;,  and  we  concluded  to 
go  through  the  inhabitants,  under  the  Blue  mountains  to  fort  Au' 
gujia,  on  Sufquahanna ;  where  we  arrived  the  25th. 

It  gave  me  great  pain  to  obferve  many  plantations  deferted  and 
laid  wafte ;  and  I  could  not  but  reilefb  on  the  diftrefs,  the  poor

(liod,  and^ne  beirfgJa^^,  We  e3S|cWt^ed  fot  afidther.  '  Hei'e  we 
received)  by  Itdiam  fr<^,Z)W^j^«,*.tl^(3-difagreeable  riews  that  our 
army  was,  as  they  faid^  entirely,  cut  off  at  Ticondero'gp^  Svlikh  dif- 
couraged  one  oi  my  f  prnpanloBS^  Lappopetun^s  fon,  fo  much, 
that  he  would  proceed  no  furt^ier,  Shaimkiff  Daniel  here  aiketl.me, 
if  i  thoiight  he  fhou^  be  fatisfied  for  his  trouble  in  going  with 
me.  I  told  him  every  body^  thai  did  any  fervice  iot  the  provirice, 
I  thought,  would  be  paid. 

^ — a 7th;  They  furnifliecl  us  bete  ^itU  ^vcry  neceflary  for  our 
journey,  and  we  fet  out  with  good  courage^  After  we  rode  about 
ten  miles,  we  Were,  caught  in  a  hard  guff  of  rain. 

aSth;  We  carae  to  We^eepohall^  ^here  the  road  turni  ofjt 
iox  Wyomingf  and  ilcpt  this  night  at  ^^majha'todl^e. 

— -^apth;  We  crofled  the  Sufqudhatina  over  the  Bt^lJlaM.  My 
companions  were  now  very  fearful,  and  this  night  w€ht  a  great 
'vray  out  of  the  road,  to  ifleep  without  firej  but  could  not  fleep  fot 
the  mufquetoes  and  verinin. 

— —30th  8c  31ft.  We  were  glad  it  wai  day,  ttiat  we  might  ftt 
put.  We  got  i^pon  the  mountains,  and  had  heavy  rains  all  night. 
The  heaven^  alone  were  our  coveting,  and  we  accepted  of  all  that 
was  poured  down  from  thence. 

Augufi  I  ft;  We  faW  three  hoops  f  on  i.  bufli;  to  one  bf  them 
there  remained  fome  Ibng  white  hair.  Our  horfes  left  Us,  I  fuppofe^ 
not  being  fond  of  the  dry  food  on  the  mountains :  "tv^ith  a  good 
deal  of  trouble  We  fotind  them  again.  We  flept  this  night  on  thct 
fame  mountain. 

- — ^2d.  We  came  acrofs  (evetal  places  wheirc  two  J)ole5,  painted 
red,  trere  ftuck  in  the  ground  by  the  Indiam,' to  which  they  tyc 
the  prifoners^  v^hen  they  ftop  at  night,  in  their  return  froni  theit* 
incurfions.  We  arrived  this  night  it  Shingfimuhee,  where  wa§ 
another  of  the  fame  pods.  It  is  a  difagreeable  and  melancholy' 
fight,  to  l!ee  the  means  they  make  ufe  of,  according  to  their  favage 
way,  to  diftrefs  others.

mountains,  a  very  bad  roadi

I  had  much  ponverfation 'Wth  Pifquftumens*  of  whkh  I  ihink  to 
inform  myfclf  further  when  I  get  fo  my  jofimey's  cndi' 

— =-^5tK.  We  fet  out  esifly  this  day^  and  made  a  good  long  ftretch, 
crofEng  the  big  river  Tobeco^  and  lodged  between  two  motintains. 
I  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  my  pocket  book  with  three  pounds 
five  <hillings,f  and  ftadry  othef  things.  What  writings  it  cou- 
taltied  -^ttt  illegible  to  any  body  birt  myfelf. 

6th.  We  paifed  all  the  mountains,  and  the  big  river,  W^efka- 

nvaucksi  and  crofled  a  fine  meadow  two  ilniles  in  length,  where 
we  fiepf  that  tiight,  having  nothing  to  cat 

' ^th.  We  came  in  fight  of  foft  Venari^^  belonging  fo  the 

French^  fituate  between  two  mountains,  in  a  fofk  of  the  Ohio  river. 
I  pfayed  the  Lord  to  blind  theni,  a«  he  did  the  enemies  of  Lot  and 
Eli/ha^  that  I  might  pafs  unkno\vn-  When  we  arrived,  the  fort 
being  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  we?  hallooed,  and  defired  them 
to  fetch  us  over ;  which  they  were  afraid  to  do  y  but  fhewed  us  a 
pkce  where  we  might  ford.  We  flept  that  night  within  half  gun 
Ihot  of  the  fort. 

•8th.  This  morning  1  hunted  ^or  ijhy  horfe,  found  the  fort, 


within  ten  yards  of  it.  The  Lord  heard  my  prayer,  and  I  pafied 
ttnknown  till  we  had  mounted  our  horfcs  to  go  off,  when  two 
Frtnchmen  came  to  take  leave  of  the  Indians^  and  were  much  fur- 
prifed  at  feeing  me,  but  faid  nothing. 

By  what  I  could  learn  of  PifquiiUm^H,  and  the  hidiansy  who 
tvent  into  the  fort,  the  garrifon  confided  of  only  fix  men,  and  an 
officer  blind  of  one  eye.  They  enquired  much  of  the  Indiam 
concerning  the  Ehgltfb^  whether  they  knew  of  any  party  coming 
to  attack  tbeji,  of  which  they  were  very  apprehenfive- 

f,  '..pth/  fleavy  raina  aU  flight  and  day:  we  flept  on  fwampy 
gfourid. 

j-^ — Toth-  We  iraaghied  we  were  nfeaf  Kujhikujhhee ;  andha^ang 
travelled  three  miles,  we  met  three  Frenchmen^  who  appeared  ve- 
ry fhy  of  trs^,  but  faid  nqdnhg  more  than  to  enqliirey  wheAer  we 
knew  of  any  Engltjh  coming  againft  fort  Venangos 

After  we  travelled  two  miles  farther,  tee  met  '^ith  ah  Indian^ 
arid  one  that  I  took  to  be  a  runagade  Engl\fb  Indian  trader  ;  he 
fpoke  good  Engltfri  was  very  curious  in  examining  every  thing, 

particularly

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particularly  the  filver  medal  about  Pifquitumen's  neck.  He  ap? 
peared  by  his  countenance  tp  be  guilty.  We  enquired  of  them 
where  we  were,  and  found  we  were  loft,  and  within  twenty  mile* 
of  fort  lOuquefne.  Wc  ftruck  out  of  the  road  to  the  right,  and. 
flept  between  two  mountains;  and  l?eing  deftitute  of  fppd,  two 
went  to  hunt,  and  the  others  to  feek  a  road,  but  to  no  purpose. 

'.  I  ith.  We  went  to  the  pl^ce  were  they  had  killed  two  decrs, 
-and  Pifquetumen  and  I  roafted  the  meat.  Two  went  to  hunt  for 
the  road,  to  know  which  way  we  (hould  go :  one  came  back,  and 
had  found  a  road ;  the  other  loft  himfelf. 

— : — 1 2th.  The  reft  of  us  hunted  for  him,  Ijut  in  vain  \  fo,  as  wc 
rould  not  find  him,  we  concluded  to  fet  off,  leaving  fuch  marks, 
th^t,  if  he  returned,  he  might  know  ^hich  way  to  follow  us  \ 
and  we  left  him  fome  meat*  \ye  came  to  the  river  Comquon^Jbon^ 
where  was  an  old  Indian  tpwn.  Wc  were  then  fifteen  mile§  from 
Kujbkujhkee. 

There  we  ftopt,  and  fent  forward  Pifquetutmn  vith  four  ftrings 
of  wampum  to  apprize  the  town  of  our  coming,*  >vitb  this  meffage : 

**  Brother,f  thv  brethren  are  f^^vc^^  ^  greajt  way,  and  vant  to 
fee  thee,  at  thy  fire,  tofmoah  that  goQd  t^ficco^X  which  our  good 
grandfathers  ufed  jto  fnioak.  Turi^  thy  eyes  once  more  upon  that 
road,  by  whicl^  I  came.§  I  bring  thee  words  of  great  confequcncc 
from  the  Gk)vernor,  and  people  of  Pennfyhania^  ^nd  from  the 
king  of  Engiand*  Noyir  I  defire  ftite,  to  call  alj  the  kings  and 
captains  from  all  the  towns,  that  none  may  be  miifing.  I  do  not 
defire  that  my  word^  may  be  hid,  or  fpoken  ijnder  coyer.  I  want 
to  fpeak  loud',  that  all  the  Indians  inay  heajr  me.  1  ligpe  thou  wilt 
bring  me  on  the  road,  and  lead  me  into  the  town^  I  blind  the 
French^  that  they  inay  not  fee  me,  and  Ijtop  their  ^ars,  that  they 
may  not  hear  the  great  new§  I  bring  yo|>.'' 

About  noon  we  met  fonje  Shaijuanefey  tha^  ufed  to  live  at  Wyo^ 
ming.  They  knew  n)e,  and  received  me  very  kindly*  I  faluted 
them,  and  afTured  them  the  government  of  Penn/yhania  wilhcd 
them  well,  and  wiftied  to  live  in  peace  and  friendship  with  them. 
Before  ^ye  came  to  the  town,  twp  n^ei)  p^qc^c  |to  meet  us  and  lead

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us  in, .  King  Beayer  (hewed  i^s  a  Urge  Ifouie  to.lodgc  it^.^  The  p^f^ 
plefoon  came  and  ibook  tiands  %vitl>  vs.  l^e  niupber  Mras  about 
iixty  young  able  men*  Soon  after  kiag  Beaver  caine  aad  told  his 
people^  «<  Boys^hearkeDf  vre  iaX  Hare  witkou^  ever  expeding 
again  t^o  fee  piir  brethren  the  Englifb;  but  now  pne  of  them  is 
brought  before  you^  that  you  may  fee  yovr  brethren^  the  Sttgli/b^ 
with  your  own  eyes  \  and  1  wifli  you  may  take  it  into  confideration."' 
Aftei-wards  he  turned  to  nie  and  faid, 

<*  Brotheri  I  9m  very  glad  )to  feq  ^  you,  J  neycr  thought  wc 
fhould  have  had  the  opportunity  to  fee  one  another  more  ;  but 
now  I  am  very  glad,  and  thank  God,  who  has  brought  you  to  us. 
It  is  a  great  fi^tisfaftion  to  me,"  I  feid,  **  Brother,  I  rejoice  in 
my  heart,  I  thank  GodiJ  who  has  brought  me  to  you,  I  bring 
yoi;  joyful  news  from  the  Governor  arid  people  of  Pennfylvaniay 
and  from  your  children,  the  'Friends  ;f  and,  as  I  have  words  of 
grea(  confequence  I  will  lay  them  before  yoii,.  when  all  the  kings 
and  captains  ^r6  palled  together  from  the  other  towns.  I  \(dili 
tiiere  may  not  be  a  man  of  them  mifling,  but  that  tliey  may  be  all 
here  to  hear/'  ^ <■  ■     * 

In  the  evening  king  Beaver  came  again,  and  |old  me,  they  had 
held  a  council,  and  fent  out  tq  all  tiieir  towns,  but  it  would  take 
five  days  before  they  could  all  come  together.  1  thanked  him  for 
his  care.  Ten  captains  came  and  faluted'  me.  One  faid.  to  the 
others ;  «  We  never  eicpefted  to  fee  o%x  brethren  the  Engiyh  again, 
but  now  God  has  granted  us  oiice  jnpfe  to  {hake  hands  with  them, 
which  we  will  not  forget.'*    They  fat  by  niy  (ire  till  midnight. 


-14th.  The  people  crowded  to  my  houfe ;  it  was  full.      We 

Ji^d  much  talk.  Delanvare  George  faid,  he  had  not  flept  all  night, 
fo  much  had  he  been  fsrigaged  on  account  of  my  coming,  'ihe 
ISrencb  came,  jmd  would  fpeak  with  me.  ^here  were  then  fifteen 
of  them  building  houfes  for  the  Indians.  The  captain  is  gone 
with  fifteien  to  another  town*  He  can  (peak  the  Indian  tongue 
well.  The  Indians  fay  he  is  a  cunniiig  fox  5  that  th^y  get  a  great 
deal  of  goods  from  the  French ;  and  that  the  French  cloath  the 
Indians  every  year,  nien,  women  and  children,  ^nd  give  them  ss 
mudi  powder ^^nd  leiad  as  they  want.  • 

15th.    Reaver  king  w^s  informed,  that  TeedyufcutJg  had 

faid  he  had  turned  |he  hatchet  ag^inft  the  French^  by  advice  of 
the  Allegany  Indians ;  this  he  blamed,  as  they  had  never  fent  him 
fuch  advice.  But  being  informed  It  was  his  own  doing,  without 
any  p^rfuafion '  pf  ^h^^  Governor,  he  was  eafy  on  that  head.      Z>^ 

laivare

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iawarji  Dabid  "pifsj^cd  a  dmner,  to  ^idihe  invxtfcd  tdc,  and  alj; 
tbe  kings  and  captains ;  and  vrhcti  I  came,  he  fajd,  <<  Brother, 
^jire  are  as;glH  to  fep  you  among  n%  as  if  we  dined  with  the  Go-^ 
vcmor  and  people  in  Philadelphia.  We  have  tHoc^ht  a  great  deal 
fince  you  have  been  hcie.  .  We  never  diotight  fo  much  before."* 
I  thanked  them  for  their  kind  reception ;  I  laid,  it  was  fomething 
great,  that  God  had  fpared  our  lives,  to  fee  one  another  ai^j^in,. 
in  the  old  brother-like  love  and  friendihip.  There  were  in  i^( 
thirteen,  who  dined  together. 

In  the  evening  they  danced  at  my  fire,  firil  the  men,  and  then 
;the  women,  till  after  midnight. 

On  the  1 6th,  thel^ing  and  the  captains  called  on  me  privately. 
Tliey  wanted  to  hear  what  Teedyufcung  had  faid  of  them,  and  beg-.^ 
ged  me  to  take  piit  the  writings.  I  read  to  them  what  reedyufiung 
had  faid,  and  to}d  them,  as  ^eedyufcung  had  faid  he  would  fpeak 
fo  loud,  iciTX.  2^ '^X  Allegheny y  and  beyond,  (liould  hear  it,  I  would 
conceal  nothing  ifrom  them.  They  laid,  they  never  fent  any  fuch 
advice  (as  above  mentioned)  to  Teedyufcung^  nor  ever  fent  a  met 
fage  at  all  to  the  government ;  and  now  the  French  were  hiere, 
their  captain  would  come  to  hear,  and  this  would  make  difturbance. 
I  then  told  them  I  would  read  the  reft,  and  l^ave  out  that  part, 
and  they  ml^ht  tell  tlie  kings  and  captains  of  it,  when  they  came 
togethcj:. 

- — f  lyth.  Eariy  tfiia  morning  they  called  all  the  people  toge- 
ther to  clean  the  place,  where  they  intended  to  hold  the  council, 
it  beiiig  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  JCuJbkuJbkee  is  divided  into 
four. towns,  each  at  a  diftance  from  the  others^  aiid  the  whole 
confifts  of  about  ninety  houfes,  and  two  hundred  able  warriors. 

About  noon  two  public  meflengers  arrived  from  the  Indians  at 
fort  Duquefne  and  the  other  towns.  They  brought  three  large 
belts  and  two  bundles  of  ftrings;f  there  came  with  them  a  French 
captain,  and  fifteen  men.  The  two  meflengers  infifted  that  I 
ftioiild  go  with  them  to  fort  Duquefne ;  that  there  were  Indians  of 
eight  nations,  who  wanted  to  hear  me  j  that  if  I  brought  good  news, 
they  inclined  to  leave  off  war,  and  live  in  friendfliip  with  the  £"»- 
glj/h^  The  above  meflengers  being  Indifin  captains,  were  very 
'  furly,

furly*  W-faen  I  went  to  ihake  hands  with  one  of  them^  he  gave  mc 
his  Jittle  finger ;  the  other  withdrew  his  hand  entirely ;  upon  ^ich 
I  appeared  as  jiout  as  either,  and  withdrew  my  hand  as  quick  as 
J.  could.  Their  rudenefs  to  me  ^yas  taken  very  ill  by  the  other  cap- 
tains, who  treated  them  in  the  fame  manner  in  their  turn. 

I  told  them  my  order  was  to  go  to  the  Indian  towns,  kings  and 
captains,  and  not  to  the  French ;  that  the  Englijh  wepe  at  war 
with  'the  French,  but  not  with  thofe  Indians^  who  withdrew  from 
the  French,  and  would  be  at  peace  with  the  Englifh. 

King  Beaver  invited  me  to  his  houfe  to  dinner,  and  afterwards 
he  invited  the  French  captain,  and  faid  before  the  Frenchman,  ih2it 
jhe  Indians  were  very  proud  to  fee  one  of  their  brothers,  the  Eti- 
giijhf  among  them ;  at  ^yhich  the  French  captain  appeared  low  Jpi- 
rited,  and  feemed  to  eat  his  dinner  with  very  little  appetite. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Indian  kings  and  captains  called  me  afide, 
and  defired  me  to  read  them  the  writings  that  I  had.  firft  I  read 
part  of  the  Eajlon  treaty  to  them  \  but  they  prefently  Hopped  mc, 
'and  would  not  hear  it;  1  then  began  with  the  articles  of  peace 
made  with  the  Indians  diere.  They  flopped  me  again,  and  faid, 
they  had  nothing  to  fay  to  any  treaty,  or  league,  of  pe^ce,  made 
at  Eajlon,  nor  had  any  thing  to  do  with  Teedyufcung ;  that,  if  I 
had  nothing  to  fay  to  them  from  the  government^  or  Governor, 
they  would  have  nothing  to  fay  to  me ;  and  farther  faid,  they  had 
hitherto  been  at  war  with  the  £ngK/b,  and  had  never  expelled  to 
be  at  peace  with  them  again  (  and  diat  there  were  fiy  of  their  men 
now  gone  to  war  againfl:  them  with  other  Indians :  that  had  there 
\>tcn  peace  bet\ve^n  us,  thofe  men  ihould  not  have  gone  to  war.  I 
then  fhewed  them  the  belts  and  firings  from  the  Governor ;  and 
they  again  told  me  to  lay  afide  Teedyufcung,  and  ^he  peace  made 
by  him ;  for  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  ^Uh  it.*  I  defired 
them  to  fufFer  me  tP  produce  piy  papers,  ^nd  I  wouJd  read  what 
I  had  to  fay  tg  them. 

V.'.  1 8th.  Delaware  George \^  very  s^Sive  in  endeavouring  to efta- 
bliih  a  peace.  I  believe  he  is  in  earneil.  Hitherto  they  have  all 
treated  me  kindly. 

In  the  afternoon,  all  the  kings  and  captains  were  called  together, 
and  fent  for  me  to  their  council.  King  Beaver  firft  addrefled  him- 
felf  to  the  captains ',  and  afterwards  fpoke  to  me,  as  follows : 

«  Brother, 

*  The  peace  made  with  TeeJyufcun^,  wa§  for  the  Delatoaresy  &c.  on  Sufjuabamna  only, 
and  did  not  include  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio ;  they  having  no  deputies  at  the  treaty.  But 
\it  had  promifed  to  halloo  to  them,  that  is,  fend  meflengers  to  t]tiem>  uid  Cfideavour  t« 
4r4|w  t^em  ii^to  the  jpeace,  which  h^  ^(cordingl^  did. 
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^«  Bfothct^,  you  have  been  here  now  five  days  b^  our  fife.*  We 
have  fent  to  all  the  kings  and  captains,  defiring  them  to  come  to  our 
fire  and  hear  the  good  news  you  brought*  Yefterday  they  fent 
two  captains  to  acquaint  us,  diey  were  glad  to  hear  our  Englijb  bro- 
ther was  come  among  us,  and  were  defirous  to  hear  the  good 
news  he  brought ;  and  fince  there  are  a  great  many  nations  that 
Ivent  to  fee  our  brother,  they  have  invited  us  to  their  fire,  that 
they  may  hear  us  all.  Now,  btother,  we  have  but  one  great  fire  ; 
lb,  brother,  by  this  ftring  we  will  take  you  in  our  arms,  and  de- 
liver you  into  the  arms  of  the  other  iings,*  and  when  we  have 
called  all  the  nations  there,  we  will  bear  the  good  news,  you  have 
brought."     Delivers  four  fixings. 

King  BedveVy  Shingasy  and  Detcnoare  George^  fpoke  as  follows  t 

*<  Brother,  we  alone  cannot  make  a  peace  5  It  would  be  of  no 
fignification  v  for,  as  all  the  Indians^  from  the  fun-rife  to  the  fun- 
fet,  zit  uiiited  in  a  body,  it  is  neceffary  that  the  whole  fhould 
join  in  the  peace,  or  it  can  be  no  peace  ;  and  we  can  afTure  you, 
all  the  indiansy  a  great  way  from  this,  even  beyond  the  lakes,  are 
defirous  of,  and  wifli  for  a  peace  with  the  Englijbj  and  have  defired 
us,  as  ifre  ate  the  rieaireft  of  kiri,  if  we  fee  the  Engiyb  incline  to 
a  peace,  to  hold  it  faft.'' 

On  the  19th,  all  the  treople  gathered  together,  men.  Women, 
and  children  •,  arid  king  Bea*der  defired  me  to  read  to  them  the  news 
I  had  brought,  and  told  me  that  all  the  able  men  Would  go  with 
me  to  the  other  town.  I  complied  with  his  defire,  and  they  ap- 
peared very  much  pleafeci  ii  eveity  thing,  fill  1  came  to  that  part 
refpefting  the  prifoners.  This  they  difliked;  for,  they  fay,  it 
appcats  very  odd  and  unreafoiiable  that  We  fhould  demand  prifon- 
ers before  there  is  an  eftablifhed  peace  5  fuch  an  unreafonabie  de-^ 
mand  makes  us  appear  as  if  we  wanted  brains. 

'  20th.  We  fet  out  from  Kujhkuphty  fof  Banhnk  j  my  com- 
pany confifled  of  twenty-five  horfemen  and  fifteen  foot.  We  ar-* 
rived  at  Satikonh^  in  the  afternoon.  The  pedple  of  the  town  were 
much  difturbed  at  my  coming,  and  received  nte  in  a  very  rough 
manner.  They  furrounded  me  with  drawn  knives  in  their  hands, 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  I  could  hardly  get  along ;  running  up 
againft  me,  with  their  breafls  open,  as  if  they  wanted  fortie  pre- 
tence to  kill  me*  I  faw  by  their  countenances  thejr  fought  my 
death.  Their  faces  were  quite  diftorted  with  rage,  and  they  went 
fo  far  as  to  fay,  I  fhould  not  live  long  5  but  fome  //irfw/7x,.with 
whom  I  was  formerly  acquainted,  coming  upj  and  fainting  me  irt 
a  friendly  manner,  their  behaviour  to  me  was  quickly  changed. 

Oh 

*  A  fe-e,  ki  pulilic  afiairg,  fijpiiiSec,  amongr  the  /«/:W,  t  cwifdV 
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On  tlie  a  ift,  they  fent  Meffieugocs  to  ¥oxt  D$tquefner  to  let  them 
know  I  v.a«  iherc,*  and  invited  them  to  thdr  fire.  In  the  aftcr- 
Qoon,  I  read  tJiem  all  my  meilage,  the  French  captain  bemg  pre- 
fent  \  fox  he  ftiU  continued  with  tis :  iqpon  wliich  they  were  more 
kind  to  me.  In  the  evening,  fifteen  more  attrived  hcte  fronm  Kujb- 
lujblie.    The  men  here  now  about  one  hundred  and  twenty. 

— — 22d.  Arrived  about  twenty  Shawanefe  and  Mingos,  I  read 
to  them  the  meffage  5  at  which  they  feemed  well  pleafed.  Then 
the  two  kings  came  to  me,  and  fpoke  in  the  following  mannet : 

<«  Brother,  we,  the  Shawanefe  and  Mingos^  have  heard  your 
meiTage ;  the  meflenger  we  fent  to  Fori  Du^uefnej  is  returned,  and 
tells  us,  there  ate  eight  different  nations  there,  who  Want  to  hear 
your  meffage ;  We  wUl  conduft  you  there,  and  let  both  the  Indians 
•and  French  heat  what  our  brothers,  the  £nglilh,  hav6  to  fay.** 

I  protefted  againil  going  to  Fort  Duquefne^  but  all  ifi  i^afai ;  for 
they  infilled  On  my  going,  and  laid  that  I  need  not  feat  the  French^ 
for  they. would  carry  me  in  their  bofoms,  i.  e.  engage  for  my 
fafety. 

^i3d.  We  fet  off  for  tort  t>uquefne^  and  went  no  farther 

this  night  than  Log's  town,  where  I  met  with  (our  ShA^vaneff^ 
who  lived  in  Wyoming  when  I  did.  .They  received  me  very  kindly, 
and  called  the  ptifonets  to  Ihake  hands  with  me,  as  their  country- 
man, and  gave  me  leave  to  go  into  every  hoiife  to  fee  them^  which 
Was  done  in  no  other  town  befides. 

24th4  They  called  to  me,  and  defired  that  I  would  Write 

to  the  general  for  them^  The  jealoufy  natural  to  the  Indians  is 
hot  to  be  defctibed;  fot  though  they  Wanted  me  to  write  fcr 
them,  they  were  afraid  I  would,  at  the  fame  time,  give  other 
information,  and  this  perplexed  them. 

We  continued  our  ioutriey  to  the  fort ;  and  arrived  in  fight,  on 
this  fide  the  river,  m  the  afternoon^  and  all  the  Indian  chiefs 
immediately  came  over ;  they  called  tne  iiito  the  middle^  and  king 
Beaver  prcfented  me  to  them,  aftd  faid,  "  Here  is  oiir  Englih 
brother,  who  has  brought  great  news."  Two  of  thenrt  rofe  up 
and  fignified  they  were  glad  to  fee  me.  But  an  old  deaf  OnondaM 
Indian  rbfe  ^p  and  fignified  his  difpleafure.  This  Indian  is  much 
dill  iked  by  the  others  5  he  had  heard  nothing  yet,  that  had  paffed, 
he  has  lived  here  a  great  while,  and  conilantly  lives  in  the  fort,  and 
is  mightily  attached  to  the  French  s  he  fpoke  as  follows,  to  the  Dc 
iatvare4  / 
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«  I  (}o  not  khoV  this  Siuannock  ;*  it  may  be  that  you  know  him. 
I,  the  Shawimefiy  and  oiir  fatberf  4o  notktiow  hito.  I  (land  here 
({lamping  his  foot)  as  a  man  on  his  own  ground  y\.  therefore,  I, 
the  ShawOnefi  and  tAy  father  do  t^t  like  that  a  Snbannock  come  on 
bur  ground."  Then  there  was  filenice  awhile,  till  the  ^pc  went 
round  5§  after  that  was  over,  one  of  the  Dielamjares  rofe  tip,  and 
fpoke  in  oppofitidn  to  him  that  fpoke  laft,  and  delivered  himfelf 
as  follows  t 

<<  That  man  fpeaks  npt  as  a  mum  ;  he  endeavour^  to  fi;ighte]l 
us,  by  faying  this  ground  is  hid  ^  he  dceame ;  he  and  bi&  father 
have  certainly  drank  too  much  Uqiior  ^  they  are  drunk ;  pray  let 
them  go  to  fleep  till  they  be  fober.  You  do  not  know  what  your 
own  nation  dges,  at  home ;  how  much  they  have  to  fay  to  the 
^wannocks.  You  are  quite  rotten;  iToti  ilink.||  You  do  no^ 
thing  but  fmoke  your  pipe  here.  Go  to  ileep  with  yotir  fath^^ 
ind  when  ydU  are  fober  we  Will  fpeak  to  you." 

After  this  the  French  demanded  ^  of  the  IMiaus*  They  faid 
it  was  a  cuftom  among  the  White  people  when  a  me^enger  came> 
even  if  it  Was  the  Goverqor,  to  blind  his  ^yes^  and  lead  him  into 
the  forkf  to  a  ^rifbn,  bt  private  room.  They^  with  fome  of  the 
Indians  infilled  very  much  on  my  being  fent  into  the  fort^  but  to 
no  purpdfc  5  for  the  other  Indians  faid  to  the  Frehch  /  "  It  may 
be  a  rule  among  yoii,  biit  We  have  brought  him  here,  that  all  thd 
Indians  might  iee  him,  and  hear  ^hat'  our  bifothers  the  £ngli{h 
have  to  fay;,  dnd  We  Will  not  fuffer  him  to  be  blinded  and  carried 
Into  the  fort.*'  The  French  ftill  infifted  on  my  being  delivered  to 
them ;  but  the  Indians  defired  them,  to  \t%  them  hear  no  more 
about  it  \  but  to  fend  tnem  one  hundred  loaves  of  biread  \  for  they 
were  hungry. 

25th.  This  morning  early  they  fent  us  over  a  large  bul- 
lock^ and  all  the  IndiaH  chiefs  caine  over  agaiin,  and  counselled  a 
great  deal  dmong  thenifelves  \  ihen  the  Velaivare^  that  handled 
the  old  deaf  Onondago  Indian  ifo  roughly  yefterday,  addrefled  hiin-^ 
fclf  t6  him,  in  this  nianner  j  «^  I  hope,  to  day,  you  are  fober.    I

Nations,  excluiive  of  the  DeJaivares,  whom  they  formerly  called  womes.

H  That  19,  the  fentimccts  yon  exprefs,  «re  e0«n£ve  te  the  cqmpanir, 
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am  certain  you  did  not  know  what  yoo  faid  yefterdap  You  t^ 
deavoured  to  frighten  us ;  but  know,  '«;^  are  noHv  ntetty  and  notlo 
cafily  frightened.  You  faid  fbmething  yefterday  of  the  Shanvantji 
fee  here  what  they  have  fcnt  you,"  (prefenting  him  'with  a  large  a; 
of  tcbacco.) 

Then  the  old  deaf  Indian  rofe  up,  and  adkrtotc^ledged  he  bi 
been  in  the  wrong ;  he  faid,  that  he  had  now  cleaned  himfdfy*  snn 
hoped  they  would  forgive  him. 

Then  the  Delaware  delivered  the  meflage,  that  was  fent  by  the 
Shawanefsj  which  was,  **  That  they  hoped  the  Delatvares^  &c, 
would  be  ftrong,f  in  what  they  were  undertaking  ;  that  they  wete 
extremely  proud  to  hear  fuch  good  news  from  their  brothers,  tlif 
Englijh  i  that  whatever  contracts  they  made  with  the  EngWpy  the 
Shawanefe  would  agree  to  5  that  they  were  their  brothers,  aad 
that  they  loved  them." 

The  French  whifpered  to  the  Indians j  as  I  imagined,  to  infill  oa 
liiy  delivering  what  I  had  to  fay,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water. 
Which  they  did  tp  no  purpofe,  for  my»company  ftill  infifted  on  2 
hearing  on  this  fide  the  Water.  The  Indians  croffed  the  river  to 
council  with  their  Fathers.^  My  company  deiired  to  know  wk- 
ther  they  would  hear  nie  or  no.  This  afternoon  three  hundred 
Canadians  arrived  at  the  fort,  and  reported  that  fix  hundred  rnorc 
were  foon  to  follow  them,  and  forty  baftocs  laden  with  amunition. 
Some  of  my  party  defired  me  ilot  to  flit  ffoih  the  fire ;  for  that  tic 
French  had  offered  a  great  reward  for  my  fcalp,  and  that  there 
were  feveral  parties  out  on  that  purpofe.  Accordingly  Iftu^^ 
conftantly  as  clofe  to  the  fire,  as  if  I  had  been  chained  there. 

-26th.  The  Indians^  with  a  great  many  of  the  French  officers, 

came  over  to  hear  what  I  had  to  fay.  The  oflSccrs  brought  with 
them  a  table,  pens,  ink  and  paper.  I  fpoke  in  die  middle  of  them 
with  a  free  confcience,  and  perceived  by  the  look  of  the  Frenct^ 
they  were  not  pleafed  with  what  I  faid ;  the  particulars  of  whicli 
were  as  follows  \  I  fpoke  in  the  name  of  tlie  government  and  peo- 
ple of  Penftlvania.  . 

«  Brethren  at  Allegheny,  We  have  a  long  time  defired  to  fe 
and  hear  from  you ;  you  know  the  road  was  quite  ftopt  j  and  v^ 
did  not  know  how  to  come  through.  We  have  fent  many  meffcn- 
^crs  to  you  5  but  we  did  not  hear  of  you  j  now  we  arc  very  gJad 

.    *.  That  is,  he  hxd  changed  his  ofifenfive  fentiments. 
•  •[•  That  isj  tliut  they  would  a^  vigoroufly. 
J  llic -f/-#«<^,  at  the  fcrl*

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,.  ^^  wc  have  found  an  opening  to  come  and  fee  you,  and  to  fpeak 
'";.."  'with  you,  and  to  hear  your  true  mind  and  refolution-.  We  falute 
C,^,  you  very  heartily."     A  ftring,  No.  i. 

«  Brethren  at  Allegheny,  Take  notice  of  what  I  fay.  You 
know  that  the  bad"  fpirit  has  brought  fomething  between  us,  that 
lias  kept  us  at  a  diftance  one  from  another ;  I  now,  by  this  belt, 
take  every  thing  out  of  the  way,  that  the  bad  fpirit  has  brought 
between  us,  and  all  the  jealoufy  and  fearfulnefs  we  had  of  one 
another,  and  whatever  fcUe  the  bad  fpirit  might  have  poifoned 
your  heart  and  mind  with,  that  nothing  of  it  may  be  left.  More- 
over let  us  look  up  to  God,  and  beg  for  his  affiftance,  that  he  may 
put  into  our  hearts  what  pleafes  him,  and  join  us  clofe  in  that  bro- 
therly love  and  friendihip,  which  our  grandfathers  had.  "We  aflure 
you  of  our  love  towards  you.**     A  belt  of  eleven  rows.  . 

<«  Brothers  at  Allegheny,  Hearken  to  what  I  fay ;  we  began  to 
hear  of  you  fron>  Wellemeghihinhy  who  returned  from  Allegkeffy, 
We  h^ard  you  had  but  a  flight  confufed  account  of  us ;  anc}  dul 
not  know  of  the  peace,  we  made  twelve  months  paft,  in  Eajioiu 
It  was  then  agreed,  that  the  large  belt  of  peace  fhould  be  fent  to 
you  at  Mlegheny.  As  thefe  our  two  old  friends  from  Allegheny^ 
•who  are  well  known  to  many  here,  found  an  opening  to  come  to 
our  council  fire,  to  fee  with  their  own  eyes,  to  fit  with  us  face  to 
face,  to  hear  with  their  own  ears,  every  thing  that  has  been  tranf- 
afted  between  us ;  it  gives  me  and  all  the  people  of  the  province 
great  pleafure  to  fee  them  among  us.  And  I  aflure  all  my  brethren, 
at  Allegheny^  that  nothing  would  pleafe  me,  and  all  the  people  of 
the  province  better,  than  to  fee  our  countrymen  the  Delanvares 
well  fettled  among  us."     A  belt. 

<<  Hearken,  my  brethren  at  Allegheny,  When  we  began  to  make 
peace  with  the  Delawaresy  twelve  months  ago,  in  behalf  of  ttn 
other  nations,  we  opened-  a  road,  and  cleared  the  bufhes  from  the 
blood,  and  gathered  all  the  bones,  on  both  fides,  together ;  and 
when  we  had  brought  them  together,  in  one  heap,  we  could  find 
no  place  to  bury  them  :  we  would  not  bury  them  as  o^r  grandfa- 
thers did.  They  buried  them  under  ground,  where  they  may  be  found 
again.  We  prayed  to  God,  that  he  would  have  mercy  on  us,  and 
take  all  thefe  bones  away  from  us,  and  hide  them,  that  they  might 
never  be  found  any  more ;  and  take  from  both  fides  all  the  remem- 
brance of  them  put  of  our  heart  and  mind. .  And  we  have  a  firm 
confidence,  that  God  will  be  pleafed  to  take  all  the  bones  and 
hide  them  from  us,  that  they  may  never  be  remembered  by  us, 
while  we  live,  nor  our  children,  nor  gfand  children,  hereafter. 
The  hatchet  '^as  burijJ  on  both  l^des,  and  large  belts  of  peace 

exchanged. 
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excKanged*  Since  w6  have  cleared  every  thing  frosA  the  heart,  and 
taken  every  thing  out  of  the  way;  noyr,  my  brethren  at  Allegheny^ 
every  one  that  hears  me,  if  you  tf  ill  join  yrith  us,  in  that  brotherly 
love  and  fricndftiip,  which  our  grand-fathers  had,  we  affurc  you, 
that  all  paft  ofiences  ih«iU  be  forgotten,  and  never  more  tallced  of 
by  us,  our  children  and  grand  children  hereafter.  This  belt  af- 
fures  you  of  our  fincerity,  and  honeil  and  upright  be^rt  towardf 
you."     A  belt  of  fcven  rows. 

*<  Hearken,  brethren  at  jillegheny^  I  have  told  you  that  we 
really  made  peace  with  part  of  your  nation,  twelve  months  paft ; 
1  now  by  this  belt  open  the  road  from  Allegheny  to  our  council  fire, 
where  your  grandfathers  kept  godd  councils  with  us,  that  all  may 
pafs  without  moleftation  or  danger.  You  mull  be  fcnfible,  that 
unlefs  a  road  be  kept  open,  people  at  variance  can  never  come  to- 
gether to  make  up  theit  diffetences.  Meffengers  arc  free  in  all  na- 
tions throvjghout  the  world,  by  a  particular  token.  Now,  bre- 
thren at  Allegheny^  I  defire  you  will  join  with  me  in  keeping  the 
road  open,  and  let  U3  kno\v  in  what  manner  we  may  come  free  to 
you,  and  what  the  token  (hall  be*  I  join  both  my  hands  to  yours, 
and  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  keen  the  road  open,"  A  belt  of 
feven  rows. 

«^  Now,  brethren  at  AUegkenyy  Hear  what  I  fay,  ^very  one 
that  lays  hold  of  this  belt  of  peace,  I  proclaim  peace  to  them  from  the 
Efigl'lfh  nation,  and  let  you  know  that  the  great  king  of  Englani 
does  not  incline  to  have  war  with  the  Indians  j  but  he  wants  to  live 
in  peace  and  love  with  them,  if  they  will  lay  down  the  hatchet, 
and  leave  off.  war  againft  him,!' 

*^  We  love  you  farther,  we  let  you  know  that  the^great  king  of 
Eitglattd  has  fent  a  great  number  of  waTrior3  into  this  country,  not 
to  go  to  ^^^r  againft  tlie  Indians y  in  their  towns,  no,  not  at  all ;  thefe 
warriors  are  going  agsjinfl  the  prencb ;  they  are  on  the  march  to  the 
Ohioy  to  revenge  the  blcbd  they  have  flied.  And  by  this  belt  I 
take  you  by  the  hand,  and  lead  you  at  a  diftance  from  the  French^ 
for  your  own  fafety,  that  y^ur  legs  may  not  be  ftained  with  blood. 
Come  away  on  this  fide  of  the  mountain,  where  we  may  oftener 
converfc  together,  and  where  your  own  flefli  and  blood  lives.  We 
look  upon  you  as  our.  countrymen,  that  fprung  out  of  the  fame 
ground  with  us ;  we  think,  therefore,  that  it  is  pur  duty  to  take 
care  of  you,  ^nd  we  in  brotherly  love  advife  you  to  come  away 
with  your  whoTe  nation,  and  as  many  of  your  friends  as  you  can 
get  to  follow  you.  We  6a  not  come  to  hurt  you,  we  love  you, 
therefore  we  do  not  call  you  to  war,  that  you  may  beflain ;  what  be- 
nefit will  it  be  to  you  to  go  to  wai^  with  your  pwn  flefh  and  blood  r 
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We  wifli  you  may  live  without  fear  or  danger  witH  your  wbineil 
and  children."    The  large  peace  belt, 

«  Brethren,  I  have  almoft  finifhed  ^hat  I  had  to  fay,  and  hope 
it  will  be  to  your  fatisfaftion  5  my  wifti  is,  that  we  may  join  cldfc 
together  in  that  old  brotherly  fovc  and  friendfhip,  which  our 
grandfathers  had  ;  fo  that  all  the  nations  may  hear  and  fee  us,  an3 
Have  the  benefit  of  it  j  and  if  you  have  any  uneafinefs,  or  com- 
plaint, in  your  heart. and  mind,  do  not  keep  it  to  yourfdf.  Wfe 
have  opened  the  road  to  the  qouncil  fire,  therefore,  my  brethren, 
come  and  acquaint  the  Governor  with  it;  you  will  be  readily 
^eard,  and  full  juftice  will  be  done  you."     A  belt. 

<<  Brethren,  One  thing  I  muft  bring  to  your  remembrance. 
You  kflow,  if  any  body  lofes  a  little  child,  or  fome  body  takes  it 
from  him,  he  cannot  be  eafy,  he  will  fliink  on  his  child  by  day 
and  night ;  fince  our  flefli  and  blood  is  in  captivity,  in  the  Indian 
towns,  we  delire  yoti  will  rejoice  the  country's  heart,  and  bring 
them  to '  mc  J  I  fhall  ftretch  out  my  arms  to  receive  you  kindly." 
A  firing. 

After  I  had  done,  I  left  my  belts  and  firings  ftill  before  them. 
The  Delanvares  took  them  all  up,  and  laid  them  before  the  MiH'^ 
goes  :*  upon  which  they  rofe  up,  and  fpoke  as  follows : 

<«  ChaUj  "What  I  have  heard  pleafes  me  well ;  I  do  not  know 
why  I  go  to  war  againft  the  Eriglj/b.  No^ues,  what  do  you  think  ? 
iTou  muft  be  ftrong.  I  did  not  begin  the  war,  therefore,  I  have 
little  to  fay ;  but  whatfever  you  agree  to,  I  will  do  the  fame.'* 
Then  he  addrefied  himfelf  to  the  Shawanefe^  and  faid,  «<  You 
brought  the  hatchet  to  us  from  the  French^  and  perfuaded  us  to 
{Irike  our  brothers  the  Englijh  ,•  you  may  confider  (laying  the  belts,i 
3cc.  before  them)  wherefore  you  have  done  this." 

The  Shawanefe  acknowledged  they  received  the  hatchet  from  the 
French^  who  perfuaded  them  to  ftrike  the  Engliflj  ;  that  they  would 
now  fend  the  belts  to  all  the  Indians^  and  in  twelve  days  would 
jneet  again. 

Prefent  at  this  council,  three  hundred  French  and  Indians* 
They  all  took  leaye,  and  went  over  again  to  the  fort,  but  my  com- 
panions, who  were  about  feventy  in  number. 

Shamokm  Daniel^  who  came  with  me,  went  over  to  the  fort  by 
himfelf,  (which  my  companions  difapproved  of)  and  counfelled 
with  the  Govefrnor ;  who  prefented  lym  with  a  laced  coat  and  hat, 
a  blanket,  fliirts,  ribbons,  a  new  gun,  powder,  lead,  &c.  Wlien 
Ji^  returned  he  was  .auite  changed,  and  faid,  <f  S^e  here,  you 

fooU, 
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fools,  what  the  French  have  given  me.  I  wss  in  Phtiadelphut^  and 
never  received  a  farthing ;"  and,  direfting  himfelf  to  me,  he  faid, 
«  The  Englifh  are  fools,  and  fo  are  you."  In  fliort,  he  behaved 
in  a  very  proud,  faucy  and  imperious  manner.  He  further  faid, 
<«  The  Englifh  never  give  the  Indians  any  powder,  and  that  the  French 
would  have  given  him  a  horfeload,  if  he  would  have  taken  it ;  fee 
that  young  man  there,  he  was  in  Philadelphia  and  never  got  any 
thing ;  I  will  take  him  over  to  the  Frenchy  and  get  fome  cloathing 
for  him." 

Three  Indians  informed  me,  that  as  foon  as  the  French  got  over, 
they  called  a  council,  with  their  own  IndianSy  among  whom  there 
happened  accidentally  to  be  a  Delaware  captain,  who  was  privately 
invited  by  one  of  his  acquaintance  to  bear  what  the  French  had 
to  fay ;  and  when  they  were  aflcmbled,  the  French  fpoke,  as  fol- 
lows: 

**  My  children,  now  we  are  alone,  hearken  to  what  I  have  to 
fay.  I  perceive  the  Delawares  are  wavering ;  they  incline  to  th^ 
Engiyhy  and  will  be  faithful  to  us  no  longer.  Now  all  their  chiefiS 
are  here,  and  but  a  handful,  let  us  cut  them  off,  and  then  we 
ihall  be  troubled  with  them  no  longer."  Then  the  %'a'waas  an- 
fwered,  *^  No,  we  cannot  do  this  .thing ;  for  though  ^here  is  but 
i  handful  here,  the  Delaivares  are  a  ftrong  peqple,  and  are  fpreail 
to  a  great  diftance,  and  whatever  they  ag^ce  to  piuft  be."  ' 

I 

This  afternoon,  in  council^  on  the  Other  fide  of  the  river,  the 
French  inufted  that  I  muft  b?  delivered  up  to  them,  and  that  it 
was  not  lawful  for  me  to  go  away ;  which  occafioned  a  quarrel  be- 
tween them  and  the  IndranSy  who  immediately  came  away  and 
crofTed  the  river  to  me ;  and  fome  of  them  let  me  know  that  Da- 
nicl  had  received  a  firing  from  the  Frenchy  to  leave  me  there  ;  but  it 
v/as  to  no  purpofe,  for  they  would  not  give  their  confent ;  and 
then  agreed  that  I  fhould  fet  off  before  day  the  next  morning. 

27th.  Accordingly  I  fet  out  before  day,  with  fix  Indians^ 

and  took  another  road,  that  we  might  not  be  fecn ;  the  main  body 
told  me,  they  would  ftay  behind,  to  know  whether  the  French 
would  make  an  attempt  to  take  me  by  force ;  that  if  they  did, 
they,  the  Indiansy  would  endeavour  to  prevent  their  croffino-  the 
river,  and  coming  fecretly  upon  me*  Juft  as  I  fet  off  the  French 
fired  all  their  great  guns,  it  being  Sunday  (I  counted  nineteen) 
and  concluded  they  did  the  fame  every  Sabbath.  We  pafled 
through  three  Shaivanefe  to"\yn8 ;  the  Indians  appeared  very  proud 
to  fee  me  return,  and  we  arrived  about  night  at  Saivcunky  wher^^ 
they  were  likwife  very  glad  to  fee  me  return.  Here  I  met  with 
tiie  two  captains,  who  treated  nie  fo  uncivilly  before;  they  now 

Tfpeived 
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received  me  very  kindly,  and  accepted  of  my  hand,  and  japolo-* 
gized  for  their  former  rude  behaviour.  Their  names  are  Kuckque** 
tackton  and  Killbuch     They  faid, 

«  Brother,  we,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  Saivcunky  defire 
that  you_  will  hold  fall  what  you  have  begun,  and  be  ftrong.* 
We  are  bat  little  and  poor,  and  therefore  cannot  do  much.  You 
are  rich,  and  muft  go  on  and  be  ftrong.  We  have  done  all  in 
our  power  towards  bringing  about  a  peace:  we  have  had  a  great  quar- 
rel aboat  you  with  the  French ,-  but  we  do  not  mind  them.  Do  you 
make  hafte,  and  be  ftrong,  and  let  us  fee  you  again."  .  The  laid 
Killhuck  is  a  great  captain  and  conjurer ;  ne  defired  me  to  men- 
tion him  to  the  Governor,  and  afk  him  if  he  would  be  pleafed  to 
fend  him  a  good  faddle  by  the  next  meflenger ;  and  that  he  would 
4o  all  in  his  power  forthe  fervice  of  the  Englijh. 

'  ■ '  28th.  We  fet  out  from  Sawctink^  in  company  with  twenty, 
for  Kujbkujhkee  ;  on  the  road  Shingas  addreffed  himfelf  to  me,  and 
alked,  if  I  did  not  think,  that,  if  he  came  to  the  Engit/h^  they 
would  hang  him,  as  they  had  offered  a  great  teward  for  his  head. 
He  fpoke  in  a  very  foft  and  eafy  manner.  I  told  him  that  was  a 
great  while  ago,  it  was  all  forgotten  and  wiped  clean  away ;  that 
the  Englifh  would  receive  him  very  kindly.  Then  Daniel  inter- 
rupted me,  and  faid  to  Shingas,  «'  Do  not  believe  him,  he  tells 
nothing  but  idle  lying  ftories.  Wherefore  did  the  EngVifb  hire 
one  thoufand  two  hundred  Indians^  to  kill  us."  I  protefted  it  was 
falfe ;  he  faid,  GkI  d-nj  you  for  a  fool ;  did  you  not  fee  the  wo- 
man lying  in  the  road  that  was  killed  by  the  Indians ^  that  the  £/ - 
glijb  hired?  I  faid,  <^  Brother  do  confider  how  many  thoufand 
Indians  the  French  have  hired  to  kill  the  Englijh^  and  how  many 
they  have  killed  along  the  frontiers."  Then  Daniel  faid,  "  D — n 
you,  why  do  not  you  and  the  French  fight  on  the  fea  ?  You  come 
here  only  to  cheat  the  poor  Indians^  and  take  their  land  from 
them."  Then  Shingas  told  him  to  be  ftill ;  for  he  did  not  know  what, 
he  faid.  We  arrived  at  Kvjhkupkee  before  night,  and  I  informed 
Pifquetumen  of  Danief^  behaviour,  at  which  he  appeared  forry. 

29th.  I  dined  with  Shingas ;  he  told  me,  though  the  En»^ 

glifh  had  fet  a  great  price  on  his  head,  he  had  never  thought  to 
revenge  himfelf,  but  was  always  very  kind  to  any  prifoners  that 
were  brought  in  5  and  that  he  afTured  the  Governor,  he  would  do 
all  in  his  power  to  bring  about  an  eftablifhed  peace,  and  wiflied 
he  could  be  certain  of  the  Evglijh  being  in  earneft.

Then  fevcn  chiefs  prefent  faidi  inrhen  the  Govembr  fends  the 
text  mejTetiger,  let  him  fend  two  or  three  white  men,  at  leaft,  to 
confirm  the  thing,  and  not  fend  fuch  a  man  as  Daniel :  they  did  not 
Underftanfl  him ;  he  always  fpeaksj  faid  they»  as  if  he  ixras  drunk  y 
and  if  a  great  many  of  them  had  not  known  me,  they  fhould  not 
Vnow  what  to  think  ;  for  every  thing  I  faid  he  contradiAed.  I 
affured  them  I  would  faithfully  inform  the  Governor  of  what  they 
laid,  ajid  they  fhould  fee,  as  meflengers,  otherguife  Indians  than 
jPaniely  for  the  time  to  come  \  and  I  farther  informed  them,  that 
^e  was  not  fent  by  the  Governor,  but  came  on  hts  own  accord  j 
and  I  would  endeavour  to  prevent  his  coming  again*  Darnel  de- 
manded of  me  his  pay,  and  I  gave  him  three  dollars  ;  and  he  took 
^s  mi;ch  wampum  from  me  as  he  pleafed,  and  would  iipt  inStt 
me  to  count  it.     I  imagined  there  was  about  t^o  thonfand.

M    ■  30th  and  HI  ft.  The  Indians  fe^fted  ^eatly,  diiring  whicb 
^e^  I  feveral  tioae^  begged  of  them  to  confider  and  difpatch  me« 

September  ift.  ihingas^  King  Beaver y  Delaware  George^  and 
Pifquitumen^  with  (evcral  other  captains  faid  to  me, 

*<  Brother,  We  have  thoUght  4  great  deal  fince  God  has  brought 
yoU  to  us  \  and  this  is  a  matter  of  great  confequence,  which  we 
cannot  readily  knfwer  \  ^t  think  on  it,  and  will  aiifwer  you  as 
foon  as  We  c^n^  Our  fcaft  hinders  us  j  all  our  yoiing  men,  wo- 
men and  childred  are  glad  to  {ee  you  ;  before  you  came,  they  all 
agreed  together  i6  go  ahd  joih  tne  French  /  biit  fince  they  have 
fcen  you,  they  all  draw  back ;  though  we  have  great  reafon  to  be-' 
lieve  you  infend  to  drive  us  a  Way,  and  fettle  the  country ;  or  elfc, 
why  do  you  come  to  fight  in  the  land  that  God  has  given  u$  ?" 

I  faid,  we  did  not  intend  to  t^kc  die  land  from  them  \  bat  onlr 
to  drive  the  French  aWay.  They  faid,  they  knew  better  ;  for  that 
ijiey  Were  informed  fo  by  our  greateft  traders  v  and  fome  Juftices 
of  the  Peace  had  told  them  the  fame,  and  the  FreHchf  faid  they, 
tell  us  much  the  fame  thing, — «*  that  the  Englifb  intend  to  deftroy 
lis,  and  take  oiit  lands  from  us  ;  but,  that  they  are  only  come  to 
xlefend  us  and  oiir lands;"  but  the  land  is  oiirs,  and  not  theirs j 
therefore,  we  fay,  if  you  will  be  at  peace  with  Us,  we  will  fend 
tjie  French  home.  It  is  you  that  have  begun  the  war,  and  h  is  ne- 
ceflary  that  you  hold  faft,  and  be  not  difcouraged,  in  the  work  of 
peace.  We  love  you  more  than  you  love  us  \  fot  when  w^e  take 
ajjy  prifoncrs  from  you,  We  treat  them  as  our  own  children.  We 
are  poor,  and  yet  we  clothe  them  as  well  as  we  can,  though  vou 
fee  our  children  are  as  naked  as  at  the  firft.     By  this  you  may  fee 

that 
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that  our  hearts  arc  better  than  yours.  It  is  plain  that  you  white 
people  are  tlie  caufe  of  this  war  ;  why  do  not  you  and  the  French 
fight  in  the  old  country,  and  on  the  fea  ?  Why  do  you  come  to 
fight  on  our  land  ?  This  makes  every  body  believe,  you  waiil  to 
take  the  land  from  us  by  force,  and  fettle  it.* 

I  told  them,  «*  Brothers,  as  for  my  part,  I  have  not  one  foot  of 
land,  nor  do  I  defire  to  have  any  ;  and  if  I  had  any  land,  I  had  ra- 
ther give  it  to  you,  than  take  any  from  you.  Yes,  brothets,  if  I 
die,  you  will  get  a  little  more  land  from  me ;  for  j  fhall  then  no 
longer  walk  on  that  ground,  which  God  has  made.  We  told  you 
that  you  fhould  keep  nothing  in  your  heart,  but  bring  it  before  the 
council  fire,  and  before  the  Qovernor,  and  his  council ;  they  will 
readily  hear  you  ;  and  I  promife  you,  what  they  anfwer  they  will 
fland  to.  I  further  read  to  you  what  agreejnents  jJiey  made  about 
Wiomingi\  and  they  ftand  to  them." 

They  faid,  *^  Brother,  your  heart  is  good,  you  fpcak  always  fin- 
eerely  5  but  we  know  there  are  always  a  great  number  of  people  that 
•want  to  get  rich ;  they  never  have  enough :  look,  we  do  not  want 
to  b^ri€h,  a,nd  take  away  that  which  others  have.  God  has  given 
you  the  tame  creatures  ;  we  do  not  want  to  take  them  from  you. 
jpod  has  given  to  us  the  deer,  and  other  wild  creatures,  wfiich  we 
muft  feed  on ;  and  we  rejoice  in  that  which  fprings  out  of  the 
ground^  and  thank  God  for  it.  Look  now,  my  btotlier>  the  white 
people  thjnk  we  have  no  brains  in  our  heads  j  but  that  they  arc 
great  and  blg|  and  that  makes  them  make  war  with  119 :  we  arc 
but  a  little  h^n^f^l  to  what  you  are ;  b\;t^  remember,  when  you 
look  for  a  wild  turkey  you  cannot  atways  find  iti  it  is  fo  little  it 
hides  itfelf  under  the?'  bulhes :  and  when  you  hunt  for  a  rattle- 
fnake,  you  cannot  find  it  \  and  perhaps  it  will  bite  you  before  you 
fee  it.  However,  fince  you  are  fo  great  and  big,  and  we  fo  little, 
do  you  ufe  your  greatjnefs  and  ftrength  in  compleating  this  work  of 
peace.  This  is  the  firft  time  that  wc  faw  or  heard  of  you,  fincc 
the  war  begun,  and  we  have  great  rcafon  to  jhink  abo^t  \%^  iincc

•  The  Indianji»  having  pjcnty  of  land,  ar<?  PQ  nigffards  of  it.  They  fq^inctinics 
give  large  trades  to  their  friends  freely ;  and  when  they  fell  it,  they  make  moft  ge- 
nerous bargains  But  fomc  fraudulent  purebaf a y  in  which  they  were  grofsly  impofed 
on,  and  fome  vl^nt  intru/Km*,  impfudently  and  wickedly  made  without  purckafe, 
have  rendered  them  jealoas  that  we  intend  finally  to  take  all  from  them  by  force. 
We  fliould  endeavour  to  rocover  our  credit  with  them  by  fair  purchafes  and  honeft 
payments ;  and  then  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  will  readily  fell  na,  at  reafonabfo 
rutes,  as  much,  from  time  to  time,  as  we  can  poifibly  have  occafion  for. 

I  The  agreement  made  with  Teedyufcung^  that  he  fhotild  enjoy  the  Wl^mffg  Undi, 
9nd  J^re  houfes  buih  there  for  him  and  hiir  people. 
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fuch  a  great  body  of  you  comes  into  qut  l^nds*.  It  is  told  us^  that 
you  and  the  french  contrived  the  war,  to  waftc  the  Ittdiam  between 
you }  4n4  that  you  and  the  French  intended  to  divide  the  land  be- 
twee«  you  :  thU  was  told  us  by  the  chief  of  the  Indian  traders ; 
and  they  faid  further,  brothers^  this  is  the  laft  time  we  fliall  come 
j^mong  you ,  for  the  French  and  Fnglijh  intend  to  kill  all  the  JndianSi 
aad  then  divide  the  land  amopg  themfelves^ 

Then  they  addrefled  themfelves  to  me,  and  faid,  «  Brother,  I 
fuppofe  you  know  fomething  about  it  3  or  has  the  Governor  ftopped 
your  mouth,  that  you  cannot  teH  us  ?" 

Then  I  faid,  "  Brothers,  I  am  very  forry  ta  fee  you  fo  jealous. 
I  am  your  own  flefli  and  blood,  and  fooner  than  I  would  tell  you  any 
ftory  that  would  be  of  hurt  to  you,  or  your  children,  I  would 
fufier  death :  and  if  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  the  defire  of  the 
Governor,  that  we  fhould  renew  our  old  brotherly  love  and  friend- 
fliip,  that  fubfifted  between  our  grandfathers^  I  wouJd  not  have 
undertaken  this  journey.  J  do  affile  you  of  mine  and  the  people'* 
bonefty.  If  the  French  had  not  been  here,  the  En^i^  would  not 
have  come ;  and  confider,  brothers,  whether,  in  fuch  a  cafe^  we 
can  always  fit  ftiU/' 

Then  they  faid,  «  It  is  a  thoufand  pities  we  did  not  know^  thij 
fooner ;  if  we  had,  it  would  have  been  peace  long  before  now." 

Then  I  faid,  "  My  brothers,.  I  know  you  have  been  wrongly 
perfuaded  by  many  wicked  people  1^  for  you  muft  know,  that  there 
are  a  great  many  Papifts  in  the  country,  in  Fremh  intereft,  who 
appear  like  gentlemen,  and  have  fent  many  runaway  /r^papift  fer- 
vantsf  among  you,  who  have  put  bad  notions  into  your  heads>  and 
ftrengthencd  you  againft  your  brothers  the  Mngiijh. 

<^  Brothers,  I  beg  that  you  would  not  believe  every  idle  and  falfe 
ftory,  that  ilVdcfigning  people  may  bring  to  you  againft  ua  your 
brothers.  Let  us  npt  hearken  to  what  lying  and  foolifh  people  may 
bring  to  you,  agaiaft  us  your  birother^  Let  us  aot  hearken  to  what 
lying  and  foolifh  people  fay,  but  let  us  hear  what  wife  and  good 
people  fay ;  they  will  tell  us  what  is  good  if  or  us  and  our  children." 

Mem.  There  are  a  great  number  of  Irijh  traders  now  among  the 
Indians,  who  have  always  endeavoured  to  fpirit  up  the  Indians 
againft  the  Engli/h ;  which  made  foR>e,  that  I  was  acquainted  with 
from  their  infancy,  defire  the  chiefs  to  enquire  of  me,  for  that  they 
were  certain  I  would  fpeak  the  truth.

Pifqttetufncn  noMr  told  tnti  Mre  could  not  go  W  the  ^en^tali  that 
It  was  very  dangerous^  the  French  harirtgfent  otttfet^ftd  fcouts  td 
wait  for  me  on  the  road.  And  futthttf j  Pifqiiitumen  told  ttity  it 
was  a  pity  the  GorcWiot  had  no  Car*,  to  bring  him  intelligence  i 
that  the  French  had  thtee  ears,  whoftt  th*y  jr^ward^d  with  griat 
prefenti ;  und  fignifiedj  that  he  ahd  ihirtgds  i^dUld  t^  eard^  at  thd 
i'ervice  of  his  honour,  if  he  pleafed. 

^2d.  I  bade  Shingas  to  rtiak^  hafte  and  difpktch  ihe,  atid  once 

more  defired  to  knol*^  of  them,  if  it  S^as  ^offibfe  for  thetn  to  guid6 
me  to  the  GeJnetaL  Of  ill  which  th^y  toH  ihd  they  iKrotild  ijotlfi- 
der  5  and  Shtfigas  gave  n*e  his  handj  attd  faid)  «  BfOthei^,  the  t^it

3d.  To*-day  I  found  myfelf  Unwell,  and  made  a  little  tea, 

Nvhich  refreflied  me  :  had  tflany  very  pretty  difcourfes  with  George^ 
In  the  afternoon  they  called  a  council  together,  and  gave  me  the 
following  anfwer  in  council  y  the  fpeaker  addrcfling  the  Governor 
and  people  of  Pennfylvania : 

<<  Brethren,  It  is  a  gteaC  many  days  fince  we  have  feen  and  heard 
you.f  I  now  fpeak  to  you  in  behalf  of  all  the  natioi^,  that  have 
heard  you  heretofore, 

«  Brethren,  it  is  the  firft  meffage  which  we  have  feen  or  heird 
from  you.  Brethren,  you  have  talked  of  that  peace  and  friend- 
Ihip  which  we  had  formerly  with  you.  Brethren,  we  tell  you  to 
be  ftrong,  and  always  remember  that  friendfhip,  which  We  had 
formerly.  Brethren,  we  defire  you  would  be  ftrdng,  and  let  ua 
once  more  hear  of  our  good  f rietidfhip  and  pe^ce,  we  had  former- 
ly. Brethren,  we  dedre  that  you  make  hade,  and  let  us  hear  of 
you  again  j  for,  as  yet,  we  have  not  heard  you  rightly. 

Give$  a  firing. 

"  Brethren,  hear  what  I  have  to  fay  :  look,  brethren,  we,  who 
have  now  feen  and  heard  you,  we,  who  are  prefent,  are  part,  of 
all  the  feveral  nations,  that  heard  you  fome  days  ago ;  we  fee  that 
you  are  forry  we  have  not  that  friendfhip,  we  formefly  had.

Brethren^ 
it  is  good  that  you  defire  that  fnendfhip,  that  was^  formerly 
among  our  fathers  and  grandfathers.  Bretnren,  we  will  tell  you, 
you  muil  not  let  that  fnendfhip  be  quite  loft,  which  was  formerly 
between  us. 

«<  Now,  bretliren,  it  is  three  years  fince  we  diopt  that  peace 
and  friendihip,  which  we  formerly  had  with  you.  Brethren,  it 
was  dropt,  and  lay  buried  in  the  ground,  where  you  and  I  ftand, 
in  the  middle  between  us  both.  Brethren,  I  fee  you  have  digged 
up,  and  revived,  that  friendihip,  which  was  buried  in  the 
ground ;  and  now  you  have  it,  hold  it  faft.  Do  be  ftiong,  bre- 
thren, and  exert  youtfelves,  that  that  friend&ip  may  be  well  elb- 
bliflied  and  finiOied  between  us.  Brethren,  if  you  will  be  ftrong, 
it  is  in  your  power  to  finifh  that  peace  and  friendfhip  well.  There- 
fore, brethren,  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong  and  eilablifli  it,  and 
make  known  to  all  the  Englijb  this  peace  and  friendihip,  that  it 
may  embrace  all  and  cover  all.  As  you  are  of  one  nation  and  co- 
lour, in  all  the  Engltfh  governments,  fo  let  the  peace  be  the  fame 
with  all.  Brethren,  when  you  have  finished  this  peace,  ivhich 
you  have  begun  \  when  it  is  knewn  every  where  amongft  your 
brethren,  and  you  have  every  where  agreed  together  on  tlus  peace 
and  friendihip,  then  you  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  the  great  peace 
belt  to  us  at  Allegheny.  * 

««  Brethren,  when  you  have  fettfcd  this  peade  and  friendfliip, 
and  finifhed  it  Wcll^  and  you  fend  the  great  peace-belt  to  me,  I 
will  fend  it  to  all  the  nations  of  my  colour,  tliey  will  all  join  to  it, 
and  we  all  will  hold  it  faft. 

«  Brethren,  whcfn  all  the  nations  join  to  this  friendihip,  that 
the  day  will  begin  to  ihiiie  clear  over  us.     When  we  hear  once 
^joaore  of  you,  and  we  join  together,  then  tlie  day  will  be  ft  ill,  and 
sx)  wind,  or  ftorm,  will  come  over  us,  to  difturb  us.

Delaware  George  fpoke  as  follows : 

<<  Look,  brothers,  we  are  here  of  three  different  nations.  I 
am  of  the  Unami  nation :  I  have  heard  all  the  fpeeches  that  you 
have  made  to  us  with  the  many  other  nations. 

<^  Brothers,  you  did  let  us  know,  that  every  one  that  takes  hold 
of  this  peace-belt,  you  would  take  them  by  the  hand,  and  lead 
them  to  the  council  fire,  where  our  grandfathers  kept  good  coun- 
cils.    So  foon  as  I  heard  this,  I  took  hold  of  it. 

<«  Brother,  I  now  let  you  know  tliat  my  heart  never  was  parted 
from  you.  I  am  forry  that  I  fhould  make  friendfhip  with  the 
French  againft  the  Englijh.  I  now  affure  you  my  heart  (licks  clofe 
to  the  Eiigliih  intereft.  One  of  our  great  captains,  when  he  heard 
it,  immediately  took  hold  of  it  as  well  as  myfelf.  Now,  Bro- 
f  her,  I  let  you  know  that  you  fliall  foon  fee  me  by  your  council 
fire,  and  then  I  fliall  hear  ^rom  you  myfelf,  the  plain  truth,  in 
every  refpeft. 

**  I  love  that  which  is  good,  like  as  our  grandfathers  did :  they 
chofe  to  fpeak  the  fentiments  of  their  mind :  all  the  Five  Nations 
know  me,  and  know  that  I  always  fpoke  truth ;  and  fo  you  fliall 
find,  when  I  come  to  your  Council  fire."     Gives  a  ftring.

^4th.  Prefent^  ShingaSy  King  Beaver^  Pifquetumen,  and  fc-* 

vcral  others.  I  afked  what  they  meant  by  fiiying,  «  They  had  not 
rightly  heard  nie  yet**     They  faid, 

««  Brother, 

is  an  exprcffion  tbcy  0/4  t9  fpirit  up  perfoni,  who  haYc  undertaken  fomc  difficult 
talk,  at  to  lift,  or  move,  a  great  weight,  or  execute  a  difficult  encerprize;  Hjcarly' 
4^i»ivalaet.  t«  (qv  vwi,  ituragt!  furugt  I 
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•<  Brother,  you  vety  well  know  that  you  have  colledted  all 
your  young  men  about  the  country,  which  makes  a  large  body  ;* 
and  now  they  arc  {landing  before  our  doors ;  f  you  come  'with,  good 
news,  and  fine  fpccches.  Brother,  this  is  what  makes  us  jealous, 
and  we  do  not  know  what  to  think  of  it :  if  you  had  brought  the 
news  of  peace  before  your  army  had  begun  to  march,  it  would 
have  caufed  a  great  deal  more  good.  We  do  not  fo  readily  be- 
lieve ydii,  becBufe  a  great  many  great  men  and  traders  have  told  us, 
long  before  the  war,  that  you  and  the  French  intended  to  join  and 
cut  all  the  Indiam  off.  Thefe  were  people  of  your  own  coloar,  and 
your  own  countrymen ;  and  fome  told  us  to  join  the  French  ;  for 
that  they  would  be  our  fathers  :  befides,  many  runaways  have  told 
us  the  fame  ftory ;  and  fome  we  took  prifoners  told  us  hew  ycu 
would  ufe  us,  if  you  caught  us:  therefore,  brother,  I  fay,  we 
cannot  conclude,  at  this  time,  but  muft  fee  and  hear  you  once 
ttore/'     And  further  they  faid, 

*•  Now,  brother,  you  are  here  with  us,  you  are  our  flefh  and 
bloody  fpeak  from  the  bottom  of  your  heart,  will  not  the  French 
and  Engltjh  join  together  to  cut  off  the  Indians  ?  Speak,  brother, 
&om  your  heart,  and  tell  us  the  truth,  and  let  us  know  who  were 
the  beginners  of  the  wan" 

Then  I  delivered  myfelf  thus : 

^«  Brothers,  I  love  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  I  am 
extremely  forry  to  fee  the  jealoufy  fo  deeply  rooted  in  your  liearts 
and  minds.  I  have  told  you  the  truth ;  and  yet,  if  I  v.ras  to  tell 
it  you  a  hundred  times,  it  feems  you  would  not  rightly  believe 
me..  My  Indian  brothers,  I  wifh  you  would  draw  your  hearts  to 
God,  that  he  may  convince  you  of  the  truth. 

*^  I  do  now  declare,  before  God,  that  the  Engli/h  never  dirf, 
nor  never  will,  join  with  the  French  to  deftroy  you.  As  far  as  I 
know,  the  French  are  tlie  beginners  of  this  'war.  Brothers,  about 
twelve  years  ago,  ycu  may  remember,  they  had  war  Mnth  the 
Englifh,  and  they  both  agreed  to  articles  of  peace.  The  Engllja 
gave  up  Cape  Breton  in  Acadia^  but  the  French  never  gave  up  the 
part  of  that  country,  which  they  had  agreed  to  give  up ;  and,  in 
a  very  little  time,  made  their  Children  ftrike  the  Engiijh.  This 
was  the  firft  caufe  of  the  war.  Now,  brothers;  if  any  body 
ftrike  you  three  times,  one  after  another,  you  ftill  fit  IHll  and 
Gonfider:  they  ftrike  ycu  again,  then,  my  brothers,  you  fay,  it  is  time, 
and  you  will  rife  up  to  defend  yourfeives.  Now,  my  brothers,  this  is 
«xa£ily  the  cafe  between  the  French  and  Englijb.  Conilder  farther, 

my 

•  ^Meaning  General  Forbe»'t  army, 
f  /,  £.  Juft  ready  to  enter  our  country* 
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my  brothers^  what  a  great  number  of  our  poor  back  inhabitants  have 
been  killed  fince  the  French  came  to  the  Ohio.  The  French  arc 
the  caufe  of  their  death,  and  if  they  were  not  there,  the  Englijb 
would  not  trouble  themfelves  to  go  there.  They  go  no  where  to 
war,  but  where  the  French  are.  Thofe  wicked  people  that  fet 
you  at  variance  with  the  Engtijh^  by  telling  you  many  wicked  (lo- 
ries, are  papifts  in  French  pay :  beiides,  there  are  many  among 
us,  in  the  French  fervice,  who  appear  like  gentlemen,  and  buy 
Iriih  papift  fervants,  and  promife  them  great  rewards  to  run  away 
to  you  and  ilrengthen  you  againft  the  Englifb^  by  making  themi 
appear  as  black  as  devils." 

This  day  arrived  here  two  hundred  French  and  Indians^  on  their 
way  to  fort  Duquefne,  They  (laid  all  night.  In  the  middle  of  the 
night  king  Beaver^s  daughter  died,  on  which  a  great  many  guns 
were  fired  in  the  town. 

•5th.  It  made  a  general  flop  in  my  journey.     The  French 


faid  to  their  Children,  they  fliould  catch  me  privately,  or  get  my 
fcalp.  The  commander  wanted  to  examine  me,  as  he  was  going 
to  fort  Duqtiefne.  When  they  told  me  of  it,  I  faid,  as  be  was 
going  to  fort  Duquefuey  he  might  enquire  about  me  there :  I  had 
nothing  at  all  to  fay,  ojr  do  with  the  French  :  they  would  tell  them 
every  particular  they  wanted  to  know  in  the  fort.  They  all  came 
into  the  houfe  where  I  was,  as  if  they  would  fee  a  new  creature. 

In  the  afternoon  there  came  fix  Indians^  and  brought  three  Ger- 
man prifoners,  and  two  fcalps  of  the  Catabaws. 

m 

As  Daniel  blamed  the  Englijh^  that  they  never  paid  him  for  his 
trouble,  I  afked  him  whether  he  was  pleafed  with  what  I  paid 
him.  He  faid,  no.  I  faid,  '<  Brother,  you  took  as  much  as  you 
pleafed."  I  afked  you,  whether  you  was  fatisfied  ;  you  faid,  yes. 
I  told  him,  I  was  aihamed  to  hear  him  blame  the  country  fo.  I 
told  him,  *^  You  fliall  have  for  this  journey  whatever  you  defire, 
when  I  reach  the  inhabitants^" 

;-6th.  Pifquetumeny  Tom  Hickman  and  Shingas  told  mc, 

««  Brother,  it  is  good  that  you  have  ftayed  fo  long  with  us ;  we 
love  to  fee  you,  and  wifh  to  fee  you  here  longer;  but  fince  you 
are  fo  defirous  to  go,  you  may  fet  off  to  morrow :  Pifquetumen 
has  brought  you  here,  and  he  may  C2^rry  you  home  again  :  you  have 
fcen  us,  and  we  have  talked  a  great  deal  together,  which  we  have 
not  done  for  a  long  time  before.  Now,  Brother,  we  love  you, 
but  cannot  help  wondering  why  the  EngUJb  and  French  do  not 
make  up  with  one  another,  and  tell  one  another  not  to  fight  on 
our  land*" 

I  told 
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I  told  theitii  ^  Brother,  if  the  Englifb  told  the  French  fo  a  thou- 
|!ind  timely  they  never  would  go  away.  Brother,  you  know  fo 
long  as  the  world  has  ftood  there  has  not  been  fuch  a  war.  You 
know  ^hen  the  French  lived  on  the  other  fide,  the  war  iiiras  there, 
and  heve  we  lived  in  peace.  Confider  how  many  thoufand  men 
are  killed,  and  how  many  houfes  are  burned  fince  the  French  lived 
Jiere ;  if  they  had  not  been  here  it  would  not  have  been  fo ;  you 
j^now  we  do  not  blame  you ;  we  blame  the  French ;.  they  arc  the 
caufe  of  this  war ;  therefore,  ^c  do  no;  coine  io  hurt  you,  but 
to  chaftife  the  French ^^ 

They  told  me,  that  at  the  great  council,  held  at  Onondaga 
among  the  Five  l^ations^  before  the  war  began  (Conrad  Welfer  was 
there,  and  wrote  every  thing  down)  it  was  faid  to  the  Indians  at 
the  Ohioy  that  they  fhould  let  the  French  alone  there,  and  leave  it 
entirely  to  the  Five  Nations ;  the  Five  Nations  would  know  what 
to  do  with  them.  Yet  foon  after  \yro  hundred  French  and 
Indians  came  and  bi^ilt  Fart  Huqi^efne^ 

King  Beaver.  at)d  Shingas  fpoke  tp  FifquetMme% 

«  Brother,  you  told  us  that  the  Governor  of  Phiiadelphia  and 
Teedyufcung  took  this  man  out  of  their  bofomi,  and  put  him  into  your 
bofom,  that  you  {hbuld  bring  him  here ;  and  you  have  brought 
him  here  to  us ;  and  we  have  fcen  and  heard  him ;  and  now  wc 
give  him  into  your  bofom,  to  bring  him  to  the  fame  place  again, 
before  the  Governor ;  but  do  not  let  him  q^ite  loofe ;  we  Ihal! 
rejoice  when  wc  fliall  fee  him  here  again."  They  defired  me  to 
fpeak  to  the  Governor,  in  their  behalf^  as  fojlows : 

**  Brother,  we  beg  you  to  remember  our  oldeft  brother,  Pifjue- 
iytfnen^  and  furnilh  him  yidth  good  cloathes,  and  reward  him  well 
for  his  trouble ;  for  we  all  fliall  look  upon  him  when  he  comes  back.** 

7th.  When  we  were  ready  to  go,  they  began  to  council 

which  courfe  we  (hould  go,  to  be  fafeft ;  and  then  they  hunted 
for  the  horfes,  but  could  not  find  them  \  and  fo  wp  loft  that  days' 
journey. 

It  is  a  troublefome  crofs  and  heavy  yoke  to  draw  this  people : 
Th'^y  pan  punifli  and  fqueeze  a  body's  heart  to  the  utmoft.  I  fuf- 
pc£l:  the  reafon  they  kept  me  here  fo  long  was  by  inftigation  of  the 
French*  I  remember  fomebody  told  me,  the  French  told  them  to 
keep  me  twelve  days  longer,  for  that  they  were  afraid  I  fiiould  get 
back-  too  foon,  and  give  information  to  the  general.  My  heart  hat 
been  very  heavy  here,  becaufe  they  kept  me  for  no  purpofc.  The 
l^ord  knows  how  they  have  been  counfelling  about  my  life ;  but 
they  did  not  know  M^hp  was  my  proteftor  and  deliverer :  I  believe 

my 


rtiy  Lord  has  been  too  ftrong  againft  them ;  my  cncmlci  have  done 
what  lies  in  their  power/ 

8th.  We'  prepared  for  our  joUrncy  on  the  morning,  and 

hiade  ourfelves  ready.  There  canie  fome  together  and  examined 
me  what  I  hid  wrote  yefterday.  1  told  them,  I  wondeted  what 
need  they  had  to  concern  themfelve^  about  my  writing.  They 
faid,  if  they  knew  I  hid  wroti  about  the  priforterd,  they  would 
not  let  me  go  out  of  the  to^^.  I  told  them  what  I  Writ  was  my 
duty  to  do.  "  Brothers,  I  tell  you,  I  am  not  afraid  of  you,  it 
there  were  a  thoufahd  more,  t  have  a  good  confcience  before  God 
ind  man.  1  tell  you  I  have  wrote  nothing  about  the  prifoners.  t 
tell  yott.  Brothers,  this  is  not  good ;  there's  a  bad  fpirit  in  your 
heart,  which  breeds  that  jealoufy ;  and  it  will  keep  you  ever  in  fear, 
that  you  will  never  get  reft.  I  beg  you  Would  pray  to  God,  for 
grace  to  refift  that  wicked  fpirit,  that  breeds  fuch  wicked  jealoufiei 
in  you ;  which  is  the  reafon  you  have  kept  me  here  fo  long.  How 
often  have  I  begged  of  you  to  difpatch  me  ?  I  am  afhamed  to  fee 
you  fo  jealous ;  I  anl  not,  in  the  leafl,  afraid  of  you.  Have  I  not 
brought  writings  to  you  ?  and  what,  do  you  think  I  muft  not  carry 
fome  home,  to  the  Governor  ?  or,  (hall  I  Ihut  my  mouth,  and 
fay  nothing  ?  Look  into  your  own  hearts,  and  fee  if  it  would  be 
tight  or  wrong,  if  any  body  gives  a  falutation  to  their  friends,  and 
it  is  not  returned  in  the  fame  way.  You  told  me  many  times  how 
kind  you  were  to  the  prifoners,  and  now  you  are  afraid  that  any 
of  them  fliould  fpeak  to  me." 

They  told  me,  they  had  caufe  to  be  afraid ;  and  then  made  a 
draught,  and  fhewed  me  how  they  were  furrounded  with  war. 
Then  I  told  them,  if  they  would  be  quiet,  and  keep  at  a  diftance, 
they  need  not  fear.  Then  they  went  away,  very  much  afliamed, 
one  after  another.  I  told  my  men,  that  we  muft  make  hafte  and 
go ;  and  accordingly  we  fet  off,  in  the  afternoon,  from  Kulhkujb* 
keCi  and  came  ten  miles^ 

^pth.  We  took  a  little  Foot-path  hardly  to  be  feen.     W« 

loft  it,  and  went  through  thick  bufhes,  till  we  came  to  a  mire, 
which  we  did  not  fee,  till  we  were  in  it ;  and  Tom  Hickman  fell  in, 
and  almoft  bi'oke  his  leg.  We  had  hard  work  before  we  could 
get  the  horfc  out  again.  The  Lord  helped  me,  that  I  got  fafc 
from  my  horfe.  I  and  Pifquetumen  had  enough  to  do  to  come 
through.  We  palTed  many  fuch  places:  it  rained  all  day ;  and 
we  got  a  double  portion  of  it,  becaufe  we  received  all  that  hung 
on  the  bufhes.  We  were  as  wet  as  if  we  were  fwimming  all  th« 
day ;  and  at  night  we  laid  ourfelves  down  in  a  fwampy  place  t/%, 
flcep,  where  wc  had  nothing  but  the  heavens  for  our  covering.

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toth*  We  had  but  little  to  live  p)u     Tm  Hichtnan  (hot  3 

deer  on  the  road.  Every  thing  here,  upon  the  Ohk^  is  extremely 
dear,  much  more  fo  than  in  Pennfytvania :  I  gave  ioi^  ope  diih  of 
corn  four  hundred  and  fixty  wampum.  They  told  tne  that  the 
Qovernor  of  fort  Duquette  kept  a  ftore  of  his  own,  add  that  all 
the  Indians  muft  come  and  buy  the  gopds  of  him }  and  when  they 
come  and  buy,  he  tells  them,  if  they  will  go  to  war,  they  {ball 
have  as  much  goods  as  they  pleafe.  Before  I  fet  off,  I  heard  fur- 
ther, that  a  French  captain  who  goe?  to  all  the  Ifidiofi  towns*  came 
if)  Sacuncky  and  faid^  "  Children,  will  you  not  come  and  help 
jour  father  againft  the  Englj/b  /"*  They  anfwered,  "  Why  fhould 
we  go  to  war  againft  our  brethren  ?  They  are  now  our  friends." 
*'  O !  Children,"  faid  he,  "  I  hope  you  do  not  own  them  for 
friends."  "  Yes/'  faid  they,  "  W^  do  •,  we  are  their  friends,  and 
we  hope  they  will  remain  ours."  ^^  O !  Children,  fai4  he,  you 
muil  not  believe  what  you  havp  he^rd,  ^nd  wh^t  has  been  told 
you  by  that  man."  They  faid  to  hini,  "  Yes,  we  do  believe  him 
more  than  we  dp  you :  it  was  you  that  fet  us  againft  them  ^  an^i 
we  will  by  and  by  have  peace  with  them  •"  and  then  he  fpoke  net 
^  word  morcjt  but  returned  to  the  fort.  So,  I  hope,  fojme  good 
is  done :  ptaifed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

■*  *  j^ith.  Being  Monday,  we  went  oyw  Antigocs  we  went 
down  a  very  ft^eep  biU,  and  pur  horfc^.  flipt  fo  f»r,  mat  \  expe^ed, 
fV^ry  mojnent,  they  wotild  faH  heeb  over  hiead.  We  feujad  Ircft 
Indian  trafts  on  the  other  fide  of  the  rivet.  We  croiied  All^gkm 
jfivcr,  and  went  through  the  btjfhe^  ufon  a  high  h2l,  and  ilept 
ijtpon  the  fide  of  the  mountain,  without  fire,  for  fear  of  the  ene- 
my. It  w^s  a  Qpld  night,  and  I  h^d  but  si  diin  blanket  to  cover 
myfelf. 

—— —  izth.  We  tuade  a  Kttle  fire,  to  warm  ourftltes  in  the 
looming.  Our  bprfes  began  no  be  vt^e^ry  wkh  'oHmbing  tip  and 
down  thcfe  fteep  mountains.^  We  came  thi«  night  to  the  top  of  a 
mountain,  where  we  found  a  Ipg-houfe.  Here  we  m^de  a  fmall 
grcj^  juft  tp  bpil  purfelves  a  little  viftyab.  The  Indigns  were  very 
much  afraid,  ^nd  lay  ^th  their  jguns  ind  tomhocks  on  ^lU  night. 
They  heaftd  fomebody  run  and  whifpet  in  the  night.  I  ilept  very 
fonnd,  and  in  the  morning  they  a&ed  me,  if  I  wa^  not  afraid  the 
enemy  Indiana  would  kill  me.  I  faid,  "  No,  I  am  not  afraid  of 
th^  Ifldian/p  nor  the  devil  himfelf  t  I  fear  my  great  Creator,  God." 
«  Aye,  they  foid,  you  know  you  will  go  to  a  good  place  when 
you  die*  b^t  w:e  do  not  know  that :  that  makes  us  afraid."

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>i3tii.  In  t}ie  afternoon  we  twice  crofitd    Cho^vaHOj  thd 


^ame  ft)  Poncbe/ianning^  an  old  deferted  Indian  town,  that  lies  on 
the  fame  creek.  We  went  through  a  bad  fwamp>  where  were 
very  thick  fharpNtholrns,  fo  that  they  tore  our  clo^ths  and  flefhy 
both  hands  an4  i^^y  to  a  bad  degree.  We  had  this  kind  of  road 
all  the  day.  In  the  evening  we  made  a  fire^  and  then  they  heard 
fomething'  rufh,  in  the  bnihes,  as  though  they  heard  fomebody 
walk.  Then  we  went  about  three  gun-fliot  from  omr  fire,  and 
could  not  find  a  place  to  lie  down  on^  for  the  innumerable  rocks  ( 
fo  that  we  Were  oblieed  to  get  fmall  ftones  to  fill  up  the  hollow 
places  in  the  rocks,  for  our  bed  j  but  it  was  very  Uneafy ;  almoft 
fliirt  and  Ikin  grew  together.  They  kept  watch  one  aftfcr  another 
all  night. 

14th.  In  the  morning,    I  aficed  them  what  made  thcirrf 

afraid.  They  faid,  I  knew  nothing  \  the  Trench  had  fet  a  great 
f  rice  on  my»head ;  and  they  knew  there  was  gotie  out  a  gteat  fcout 
to  lie  in  wait  for  me.  We  went  over  great  mountains  and  a  very 
bad  road.  ' 

^I5th.  We  came  to  ^ufquehanna^  and  crofled  it  fix  ti/nes| 

and  came  to  Catawawejhinky  where  had  been  an  old  Indian  town. 
In  the  evening  there  came  three  Indians^  and  faid  they  faw  two 
Indian  tracks,  which  came  to  the  place  where  we  flcpt,  and 
turned  back,  as  if  to  give  information  of  us  to  a  party;  fo  that 
we  v/ere  fure  they  followed  us* 

. 1 6th  and  17th.     We  crofled  the  mountain. 

^  ■■  i8th.  Came  to  the  Big  Ifiand^  where  having  nothing  t^ 
live  on,  we  were  obliged  to  ftay  to  hunt. 

— ^ — 'ipth.  We  met  20  warriors,  who  were  returning  from  the 
inhabitants,  with  five  prifoners  and  one  fcalp ;  fix  of  them  were 
Delawares^  the  reft  Mingoes.  We  fat  down  all  in  one  ring  to 
gether.  I  informed  them  where  I  had  been,  and  what  was  done ; 
they  afked  me  to  go  back  a  little,  and  fo  I  did,  and  Qept  all  night 
with  them.  I  informed  them  of  the  particulars  of  the  peace  pro- 
pofed;  they  faid,  "  If  they  had  known  fo  much  before,  theV 
would  not  have  gone  to  war.  Be  ftrong ;  if  you  make  at  good 
peace,  then  we  will  bring  all  the  prifoners  back  again,"  They 
killed  two  deer,  and  gave  me  one» 

-20th.  We  took  leave  of  each  other,  and  went  on  our 

journey,  and  arrived  the  2 2d  at  fort  Augujloy  in  the  afternoon, 
very  weary  and  hungry  j  but  greatly  rejoiced  of  our  return  froih 
this  tedious  journey. 

Theic 
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There  is  not  a  prouder,  or  more  high  minded  people,  in  thcm- 
felvesy  than  the  Indians.  They  think  themfeWes  the  wifeft  and 
prudenteft  men  in  the  world ;  and  that  they  can  over«-power  both 
the  French  and  Engli/b  when  they  pleafe.  The  white  people  arc, 
in  their  eyes,  nothing  at  all.  They  fay,  that  through  their  conjur- 
ing craft  they  can  do  what  they  pleafe,  and  nothing  can  withftand 
them.  In  their  way  of  fighting  they  have  this  mediod,  to  fee  that 
diey  firft  (hoot  the  officers  and  commanders ;  and  then,  tfacy  (ay, 
we  fhall  be  fure  to  hare  them.  Hiey  alfo  fay,  that  if  their  conju- 
rers run  through  the  middle  of  our  people,  no  bullet  can  hurt 
them.  They  fay  too,  that  when  they  have  ihot  the  ccminiandersy 
the  foldiers  will  all  be  confufed,  and  will  not  know  what  to  da 
They  fay  of  themfelves,  that  every  one  of  them  is  like  a  king  and 
captain,  and  fights  for  himfelf.  By  this  way  they  imagine  they  can 
overthrow  anybody  of  men,  that  may  comq  againft  them.  They 
fay,  "The  M,nglijb  people  are  fool^j  they  hold  their  guns  half 
nun  high,  and  then  let  them  fnap :  we  take  fight  and  have  them 
at  a  (hot,  and  fo  do  the  French ;  they  do  not  only  fhoot  with  a 
bullet,  but  bjg  fwan  (hot."  They  fay,  the  French  Ipacl  with  a 
bullet  and  fix  fwan-fliot.  They  further  fay,  "  We  take  care 
to  have  the  firft  ihot  at  our  enemies,  and  then  they  are  half  dcacl 
before  they  tegin  to  fight." 

The  Indians  are  a  people  ft^  of  jealoufyi  and  yrill  not  eafily 
truft  any  body ;  and  they  are  very  eafily  affronted,  and  brought 
into  jealoufy ;  then  afterwards  they  will  have  nothing  at  all  to  do 
with  thofe  they  fufpeft ;  and  it  is  not  brought  fo  eaiPy  out  of  their 
minds ;  they  keep  it  to  their  graves,  aiid  leave  the  feed  of  it  in 
their  children  and  grand  children's  minds ;  fo,  if  they  can,  they 
will  revenge  themfielves  for  every  imagined  injury.  They  arc  a 
very  diftruftful  people.  Through  their  imagination  and  reafon  they 
think  themfclves  a  thoufand  times  ftronger  than  all  all  other  peo- 
.ple.  Fort  du  ^efne  is  faid  to  be  undermined.  The  French  have 
given  out,  that,  ii  we  overpower  theip,  and  they  fiiould  die,  wc 
.fliould  certainly  all  die  with  them.  When  I  came  to  the  fort,  th? 
garrifon^  it  was  faid,  cpnfiited  of  about  one  thoufand  four  bun. 
dred  men ;  and  I  am  tpld  they  will  no^  be  full  three  thoufand 
French  ai^  Indians,  They  are  almo(t  all  Canadians^  and  wiU  cer- 
tainly meet  the  general  before  he  comes  to  the  fort,  in  an  ambuih. 
You  may  depend  upon  it  the  French  will  make  no  open  field-battle, 
as  in  the  old  country,  but  lie  inambufh.  The  Canadians  are  all 
huiitcrs.  The  Indians  have  agreed  to  draw  back ;  but  how  far  wc 
may  give  credit  to  their  J)roraifes  the  Lord  knows.  It  is  the  beft 
way  to  be  on  our  guard  againft  them,  as  if  they  really  could  with 
one  thoufand  overpower  eight  thoufand. 

Thirty-tv;o 
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Thirty-two  nights  I  lay  in  the  woods ;  the  heavena  were  my 
covering.  The  dew  came  fohard  fomedmes,  that  it  pinched  dote 
to  the  ikin.  There  was  nothing  that  laid  fo  heavy  on  my  heart,  as 
the  man  that  went,  along  with  me.  He  thwarted  me  in  every^ 
thing  i  faid  or  did ;  not  that  he  did  it  againft  me,  but  againft  the 
country,  on  whofe  bufinefs  I  was  fent:  I  was  afraid  he  would 
overthrow  what  I  went  about.  When  he  was  with  the  Engli/b 
he  would  fpeak  againft  the  French f  and  when  with  the  French  againft 
the  Engli/b.  The  Indians  obferved  that  he  was  a  falfe  fellow,  an4 
defired  me,  that  I  would  not  bring  him  any  more,  to  tranfa£l  any 
bufinefs  between  the  Engltfh  and  them ;  and  told  me,  it  was  through 
his  means  I  could  not  have  the  liberty  to  talk  with  the  prifoners. 

Praife  and  glory  be  to  the  Lamb^  that  has  been  flain,  and  brought 
me  through  the  country  of  dreadful  jealoufy  and  miftruft,  where 
the  prince  of  this  world  has  his  rule  and  government  over  the 
children  of  difobedience. 

The  Lord  has  preferved  me  through  all  the  dangers  and  difficul- 
ties, that  I  have  ever  been  under.  He  dire£led  me  according  to 
his  will,  by  his  holy  fpirit.  I  had  no  one  to  converfe  with  but  him. 
He  brought  me  under  a  thick,  heavy,  and  dark  cloud,  into  the 
open  air  j  for  which  I  adore,  praife  and  worihip  the  Lord  my  God, 
that  I  know  has  grafped  me  in  his  hands,  and  has  forgiven  me  for 
all  fins,  and  fent  and  wafiied  my  heart  with  his  moft  precious  blood ; 
that  I  now  live  not  for  myfelf,  but  for  him  that  made  me ;  and  to 
do  his  holy  will  is  my  pleafure.  I  own  that,  in  the  chUdreh  of 
light,  there  dwells  another  kind  of  fpirit,  than  there  does  in  th« 
children  of  this  world  j  therefore,  thcfe  two  fpirits  cannot  rightly 
agree  in  fellowftiip. 
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yiff  feconi  journal  of  Chriftian  Frederick  Poll,  on  a  tneffage  Jrm 
thi  Governor  of  Fennfylvama,  to  the  Indians  on  thi  Ohio^  in  the 
'   iatt^  part  <f  fht  fame  yeur : 

Contaimrtg  its  further  negotiation  tvith  thefe  people^  to  accomplifa  ih 
'  ^^g«  of  his  former  journey^  and  procure  a  peace  %uith  them ;  k 
.  vfbich  he  met  ivith  Jre/h  djj^cu/ties  and  danger r,  pccaftoned  by  tk 
French  influence^  tsfc.

JSut  the  Indians^  being  acquainted  'Onth  bis  kmefi  ftmplicityy  aiid  callir.y 
to  mind  their  former  friend/hip  with  the  ifihabitaHts  of  Pctinfylva- 
nia,  fo  fair  paid  a  regard  to  his  fmceriiyy  as  to  hfien  to  the  term 
tropofed  i  and  in  confequence  thereof  the  French  were  obliged  /j  aha)^ 
d(yn  the  whole  Ohio  country  to  General  Forbes,  after  deflroytng  with 
their  qwn  hands  their  froHg  fort  of  Duqucfrte. 

OBober  2Sth,  1758.  XTL  AVING  received  the  orders  of  the 
honourable  Governor  Denny^  I  fet  out  from  Eafon  to  BeikUhar.^ 
and  arrived  there  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  I  was  em- 
ployed mod  of  the  night,  in  preparing  myfelf  with  neceiTarieSj 
&c.  for  the  journey. 

■  ■'  -26th.  Rofe  early,  but  my  horfe  being  lame,  though  I  tra- 
velled all  the  day,  I  could  not,  till  after  nighty  reach  to  an  inn, 
about  ten  miles  from  Reading. 

-27th.  I  fet  out  §avly,  and  about  feven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing came  to  Readingy  and  there  found  Captain  Bully  Mr.  Hay^ 
and  the  Indians  juft  mounted,  and  ready  to  fet  out  on  their 
journey ;  they  were  heartily  glad  to  fee  me  •,  Pifquetomen  ftretched 
out  his  arms,  and  fiiid,  "  Novir,  Brother,  I  am  glad  I  have  got 
you  in  my  arms,  I  will  ^lot  let  you  go,  I  will  not  let  your  go  again 
fram  me,  you  mud  go  with  me :"  and  1  likewife  faid  the  fame  to 
him,  and  told  him,  "  I  will  accompany  you,  if  you  will  go  the 
fame  way  as  I  muft  go."  And  then  I  called  them  together,  in 
Mr.  Weifer^s  houfe,  and  read  a  letter  to  them,  which  I  had  received 
from  the  Governor,  which  i^  as  fpUowS]|  viz^ 
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«    To    Pifquetmiin  ^nd  Thomas  Hiclman,   to  ^otinimtonna  and 

Shkhakmyy  ^d  to  Ifaac  Still, 

*<  Brethen,  Mr.  Frederick  Poji  is  come  exprefs  from  th^  general^ 
tvho  fends  his  coippHments  to  you,  and  defires  you  would  come 
3y  the  way  of  his  camp,  and  give  him  an  opportunity  of  talking 
with  you. 

"  By  this  firing  of  wampum  I  requeft  of  yoii  to  alter  your 
intended  rout  by  way  of  Shatnokin^  and  to  go  to  the  general,  who 
will  give  you  a  kind  teception.  It  is  a  nigher  way,  in  which  you 
will  be  better  fupplied  with  provifions,  and  can  travel  with  kfs  fa- 
tigue and  more  fafety*

To  which  1  added,  «  Brethfcii,  I  take  you  by  this  firing,*  by 
the  hand,  and  lift  you  ffoiil  this  place,  and  lead  you  along  to  the 
general*** 

After  which  they  Qonfulted  among  themfelves,  and  foon  rcfolvcd 

to  go  with  me*     We  (hook  hands  with  each  other,  afid  ]VIr.  Hays 

immediately  fet  out  with  th^m;  after  which,  having  with  foma 

difficulty  ptocured  a  frefh  horfe,  in  the  king's  fervice,  I  fet  off 

about  noon  with  captain  Bull ;  and  when  we  came  to  Conrad  Wei^ 

fev^s  plantation.  We  found  PifquetomeH  lying  on  the  ground  very 

drunk,f  which  obliged  us  to  flay  there  all  night  \  the  other  Indiana 

Were  gone  eight  miles  farther  on  their  journey. 

*a8th.  We  rofe  early,  and  I  fpoke  toPifquetomen  a  great  deal  j 

he  was  very  fick,  and  could  hardly  ftir ;  when  we  overtook  the 
reft,  we  found  them  in  the  fame  condition  j  and  they  feemed  dif- 
couragcd,  from  going  the  way  to  the  general ;  and  wanted  to  go 
through  the  woods,  t  told  them,  I  was  forry  to  fee  them  waver- 
ing, and  reminded  them,  that  when  I  went  to  their  towns,  I  was 
not  fent  to  the  French y  but  when  your  old  men  infifted  on  my  go- 
ing to  them,  I  followed  their  advice,  and  went ;  and  as  the  gene- 
ral is,  in  the  king's  name,  over  the  provinces,  in  matters  of  war 

and

f  The  Indians^  having  learned  drunlccnnefs  of  the  white  people,  do  not  reckon  it 
among  the  vices.  They  all,  without  exception,  and  without  ftiamc,  pradbice  it  when 
they  can  get  ftrong  liquor.  It  docs  not,  among  them,  hprt  the  chara6ler  of  the 
greateft  warrior,  the  jrreatell  counfellor,  or  the  modelleft  matron.  -  It  is  not  fo  much 
an  offencty  as  an  excufi  for  other  offences ;  the  injuries  they  do  each  other  in  their 
c^rink  being  charged,  not  upon  the  man,  bu(  upon  the  rum. 
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fend  peace,  and  the  Indtans^Tit  Allegheny* ^  want  to  know,  whether a£ 
the  Englijh  governments  will  join  in  the  peace  with  them  ;  the  wit 
to  obtain  full  fatififaftion  is  to  go  to  him,  and  there  you  will  recci« 
another  great  belt  to  carryhome  ;  which  I  defire  you  fcrioufly  t: 
take  into  confideration.  They  then  refolved  to  go  to  Harri/s  fer- 
ry, and  confider  about  it  as  they  went ; — ^we  arrived  there  late  c 
the  night. 

29th.  In  the  morning,  the  two  Cayugas  being  moil  defc- 

ous  of  going  through  the  woods,  the  others  continued  irrelblutc*: 
upon  which  I  told  them,  <'  I  wifli  you  would  go  with  good  cou- 
rage, and  with  hearty  refolution,"  and  repeated  what  I  had  faid  tc 
them  yefterday,  and  reminded  them,  as  they  were  meflengers,  they 
(hould confider  what  would  be, the  beft  for  their  whole  nation; 
«« confult  among  yourfelves,  and  let  me  know  your  true  mind  ace 
determination ;"  and  I  informed  tKem,  I  could  not  go  with  them, 
unlefs  they  would  eo  t»  the  general,  as  I  had  meflages  to  deliver 
him.  After  which,  having  confulted  together,  Pefquitomen  camf 
*and  gave  me  his  hand,  and  faid,  «*  Brother,  here  is  my  hand,  vc 
have  all  joined  to  go  with  you,  and  we  put  ourfdves  under  your 
protection  to  bring  us  fafe  through,  and  to  fecure  us  from  all  dsm- 
ger."  We  came  that  night  to  Carlifle  and  found  a  fmall  houfc 
without  the  fort,  for  the  Indians  to  be  by  themfelves,  and  hired  2 
woman  to  drefs  their  vifkuals,  which  pleafed  them  well. 

■    30th.  Setting  out  early,  we  came  to  Shippenjhurg^  and  Were 
lodged  in  the  fort,  where  the  Indians  had  a  houfe  to  themfelves. 

31ft.  Set  out  early;  in  ourpafEng  by  Chambers  Fort,  fome 

of  the  Irijh  people,  knowing  fome  of  the  Indiansy  in  a  rafli  mar- 
ner  exclaimed  againft  them,  and  we  had  fome  difficulty  to  get  then 
off  clear.  At  fort  Loudon  we  met  about  fixteen  of  the  Cberokea^ 
who  came  in  a  friendly  manner  to  our  Indians,  enquiring  for  Bu. 
Sorium,  and  (hewed  the  pipe  $  they  had  received  from  the  Shaws- 
nefe,  and  gave  it,  according  to  their  cuftom,  to  fmoak  out  of,  and 
faid,  they  hoped  they  were  friends  of  the  Englifh.  They  knev 
me,  pefquitomen  begged  me  to  give  him  fome  wampum^  that  he 
might  fpeak  to  them  :  I  gav?  him  400  white  ivampum,  and  he  then 
faid  to  them  : — "  We  formerly  had  friendfhip  one  with  another; 
we  are  only  meflengers,  and  cannot  fay  much,  but  by  thefe  ftrinp 
we  let  you  know  we  are  friends,  and  we  are  about  fettling  a  peac? 
with  the  Englj/bj  and  wiih  to  be  at  peace  alfo  with  youj  and  all

f  They  were  afraid  of  going  wlicre  our  people  were  all  in  arms,  leil  fame  of  tk 
indifcreet  foldiers  might  kUl  them« 

'}  A  calumet  pipe ;  the  fig^n^  of  pcac«. 
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other  Indians^ — And  informed  them  further,  they  camt  from  % 
treaty,  which  was  held  at  Eafloriy  between  the  Eight  United  Na-* 
tionsy  and  their  confederatesj  and  the  Englijh ;  in  which  peace  was 
eftablifhed ;  and  fliewed  them  the  two  meflengers  from  the  Five 
Nationsy  who  were  going,  with  them,  to  make  it  known  to  all  the 
Indians  to  the  weftward.  Then  the  Cherokees  anfwered  and  faid  % 
"  they  fhould  be  glad  to  know  how  far  the  friendfliip  was  to  reach  \ 
they,  for  themfelves,  wifhed  it  might  reach  from  the  fun-rife  to 
the  fun-fet  5  for,  as  they  Were  in  friendfliip  with  the  Englijby  they 
would  be  at  peace  with  all  their  friends,  and  at  war  with  their  ene- 
mies." 

Not,  t.  We  reached  iort  Littletony  in  company  with  the  Che* 
rokeesi  ^^^  were  lodged,  in  the  fort ;  theyi  and  our  Indians^  iii  dif- 
tinft  places ;  and  they  entertained  each  other  with  ftoiries  o£ 
their  warlike  adventures. 

ad;  Pefquitomen  faid  to  mc,  «  yoii  have  led  us  this  way, 

through  the  fire ;  if  any  ttiifchief  fliould  befal  us,  we  fliall  lay  it 
entirely  to  you  j  for  we  think  it  was  your  doing,  to  bring  us  thia 
Way ;  you  fliould  have  told  us  at  Eaftony  if  it  was  neteflary  we. 
fliould  go  to  the  general." 

I  told  him,  «^  that  I  had  informed  the  great  men,  at  Eajtorty  that 
I  then  thought  it  would  be  befl:  not  to  let  them  go  from  thence,  till 
they  had  feen  the  general's  letter  5  and  affured  them  that  it  was 
agreeable  to  the  generaFs  pleafure." 

■3d.  Pefquitomen  began  to  argue  with  Captain  Bull  and  Mr. 
Haysj  upon  the  fame  fubjeft,  as  they  did  with  me.  When  I  went  to 
them  with  my  firft  meflage  ;  which  was,  «<  that  they  fliould  tell 
them,  whether  the  general  would  claim  the  land  as  his  own,  when 
he  fliould  drive  the  French  away  ?  or,  whether  the  Englijh  thought 
to  fettle,  the  country  f  We  are  always  jealous  the  Englijh  will  take 
the  land  from  lis,  Look^  brother,  what  makes  you  come  with 
luch  a  large  body  of  men,  and  make  fuch  large  roads  into  our 
.country;  we  could  drive  away  the  i'Vr/f^A  ourfdves,  without  your 
coming  into  our  country." 

Then  I  defired  captain  Bull  znd  Mr.  if  ays  to  be  careful  how  they 
argiied  with  the  Indians  5  and  be  fure  to  fay  nothing,  that  might 
affront  them ;  for  it  may  prove  to  our  difadvantage,  when  we 
come  amongft  them.  Tnis  day  we  came  to  Rays'^towny  and  with 
much  difficulty  got  a  place  to  lodge  the  Indians  by  themfelves,  to 
their  fatisfadion. 

4th.  We  intended  to  fet  out,  but  our  Indians  told  us,  the 

Cherokees  had  defired  them  to  ftay  tlut  day,  as  they  intended  tp 
hold  a  council  j  and  they  defired  us  to  read  over  to  them  the  go- 

VoL.  II.  [60]  vernor's 
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remor's  mcflagc ;  which  wc  accordingly  did.  PefquiUmen^  findin- 
Jenny  Fraztr  there,  who  had  been  their  prifoner,  and  efcaped, 
fpoke  to  her  a  little  rafliljr.  Our  Indians^  waiting  all  the  day,  ^ni 
the  Cherokea  not  fending  to  them,  were  difpleafed. 

5th.  Rofe  early,  and,  it  nuning  finartly,  we  afked  our  k- 

dianjf  if  they  would  go ;  which  they  took  time  to  confuit  about 

The  Cherokees  came  and  told  them,  the  Englijb  had  killed  abou: 
thirty  of  their  people,  for  taking  fome  horfes ;  which  they  refent- 
ed  much  \  and  told  our  Indians  they  had  better  go  honoe,  dian  p 
«ny  farther  with  us,  left  they  ihould  meet  wi£  the  fame.  On 
hearing  this,  I  told  them  how  I  had  heard  it  happened  \  upon 
which  our  Indians  faid,  they  had  behayed  like  fools,  and  brough; 
ihe  mifchief  on  themfelves. 

Pefquitomen^  before  wc  went  from  hence,  made  it  tfp  ^ith  Jen- 
*ny  Frazevy  and  they  parted  good  friends ;  and  though  it  rained 
mrd,  we  fet  out  at  10  o'clock,  and  got  to  the  foot  of  the  Allegbenmy 
and  lodged  at  the  firft  run  of  water. 

6th.  One  of  our  horfes  went  back  5  i^rd  honted.  a  good 
while  for  him.  Then  we  fet  off,  and  found  one  of  the  woift 
toads  that  ever  was  travelled  until  Btoney  creek.  Upon  the  road  we 
overtook*  a  great  number  of  pack  horfes  5  whereon  Pefquhonun 
faid,  "  Brother,  now  you  fee,  if  you  had  not  come  to  us  before, 
this  road  would  not  be  fo  fafe  as  it  is  ;  now  you  fee,  we  could  have 
deftroyed  all  this  people  on  the  road,  and  great  mifchief  would  have 
been  done,  if  you  had  not  ftopt,  and  drawn  our  people  back."— 
We  were  informed  that  the  general  was  not  yet  gone  to  fort  Du- 
quefney  Xvherefore  Pefquitomen  faid,  he. was  glad,  and  c:tpreffe(l, 
« If  I  can  come  to  our  towns  bcfoiTe  die  general  begins  the  attack, 
I  know  our  people  will  draw  back,  and  leave  the  Fretieh^^ — "VVe 
lodged  this  night  at  Stoney  creek* 

7th-  We  arofe  early,  and  made  all  fhe  hafte  w'e  could  on 

our  journey ;  we  crofled  tlie  large  creek,  Rekempalin,  near  JLanvrcl 
hilL  Upon  t&is  hill  we  overtook  the  artillery  5  and  came,  before 
fun  fet,  to  Loyal  Hanning.  We  were  gladly  received  in  the  camp 
by  the  general,  and  inoft  of  the  people.  We  made  otir  fire  near 
die  other  Indian  c^mps ',  which  pleafed  our  people.  Soon  after 
fome  of  the  officers  came,  a[nd  fpoke  very  raflily  to  out  Indians^  in 
a-efpedl  to  their  conduft  to  our  people  \  at  which  they  were  much 
difpleafed,  and  anfwered  as  raihly,  and  faid,  "  they  did  not  under- 
'Itand  fach  ufage  ;  for  they  were  come  upon  a  meflage  of  peace-, 
•if  we  had  a  mind  to  war,  they  knew  how  to  help  themfelves  \ 
"and  that  they  were  nctafiaid  0$  W 

—^ — 8th.  At 
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■8th.  At  eleven  o'clock  the  general  called  the  Indiam  toge- 


ther,  the  Cherokees  and  Catawbas  being  prefent ;  he  fpake.  to  them 

in  a  kind  and  loving  manner,  and  bid  them  heartily  welcome  to  his 

camp,   and  exprefTed  his  joy  to  fee  them,  and  defired  them  to  give 

his  compliments  to  all  their  kings  and  captains : — He  defired  theiji 

that  had  any  love  for  the  Englt/b  nation,  to  withdraw  from  the 

Frer^ch :  for  if  he  ftiould  find  them  among  the  French^  he  muft 

treat  them  as  enemies,  as  he  (hould  advance  with  a  large  army 

very  foon,  and  cannot  wait  longer  on  account  of  the  winter  fea- 

fon.      After  that  he  drank  the  king's  health,  and  all  that  wifli  well 

to  the  Englijb  nation  ;  then  he  drank  king  Beaver^ Sj  Shiftgas\  and 

all  the  li^arrior's  healths^  and  ?recop?piended  u§  (the  meflengers.) 

to  their  care  5  and  defired  them  to  give  vCredit  to  what  we  fliojild 

fay.      After  that  we  went  to  another  houfe  with  the  general  alone  ^ 

and  he  (liCTycd  them  the  belt,  and  faid,  he  would  furnifh  them 

with  a  writing,  for  both  the  bel^t  and  ftring  ;  and  after  a  littje  dif- 

courfe  more,  our  It^dians  parted  in  love,  and  well  fatisfied.     And 

we  made  all  neceffary  preparation  for  our  journey. 

— rr-pth.  Some  of  the  colonels  and  chief  commanders  wonder- 

'cd  how  I  came  through  fo  many  difficulties,  and  how  I  could  rule 

and  bring  thefe  people  to  re^fon,  making  no  ufe  of  gun  or  fworc}. 

I  told  them^  it  is  done  by  no  other  means  than  by  faith.     Then 

they    afkerf  me,  if  I  had  faith  to  venture  myfelf  to  coipe  f;ife 

through  with  my  companions.     I  told  them^  It  was  in  my  heart  to 

pray  for  them,  ^<  you  know  that  the  Lord  has  given  many  promifes 

to  his  fervants,  and  what  he  promjfes,  you  may  depend  upon,  he 

will  perform." — Then  they  wifhed  us  good  fuccefs.     We  waited 

till  ahnoft  noon  for  the  writing  of  the  genei-aj.     We  were  efcortcd 

by  an  hundred  men,  rank  and  file,  commanded  by  captain  Hafdet,; 

>ye  pafled  through  a  traft  of  good  land,  about  fix  miles   on  the 

old  tradir.oj  path,  and  can^e  to  thg  creek  again,  where  there  is  a 

large  fiil^/bottom,  well  timbered  \  from  thence  we  came  upon  a 

hill,  to.an  advanced  breaft  work,  about  (en  miles  fi'om  the  camp, 

well  fititatcd  for  flrength,  facing  a  fmall  branch  of  the  aforefiiid 

.creek ;  the  hill  is  fteep  down,  perpendicular  about  twenty  feet, 

pn  the  fouth  fide  ;  which  is  a  great  defence  ;  and  on  the  weft  fide 

the  breaft-work  about  feyen  feet  high,  where  we  encamped  that 

night :  Our  Indian  companions  heard  that  we  were  to  part  in  the 

morning,  and  that  t\yelve  men  were  to  be  fent  with  us,  and  the 

others,  part  of  the  company,  to  go  towards  fort  Duquef/se.     Our 

Indians  defired  that  the  caj" .  lin  would  fend  twenty  men,  inftead  of 

twelve  5  that  if  any  accident  fhould  happen,  they  coutd  be  more 

able  to  defend  themfelves  in  returning  back  5  <*  for  we  know,  fay 

they,  the  enemy  \yiU  follow  the  fmallcft  party."     It  began  to  rain. 

Within 
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Within  five  miles  from  the  brcaft-work  we  departed  from  captain 
Hafelet ;  he  kept  the  old  trading  path  to  the  Ohio.  Lieutenant 
Hays  was  ordered  to  accompany  us  to  the  AUeghenny  river  *  with 
fourteen  men.  We  went  the  path  that  leads  along  the  Loyal 
Hanning  creek,  where  there  is  a  rich  fine  bottom,  land  well  tim- 
bered, good  fprings  and  fmall  creeks.  At  four  o'clock  vre  were 
alarmed  by  three  men,  in  Indian  drefs ;  and  preparation  was  made 
on  both  fides,  for  defence.  Jfatie  Still  fiiewed  ^  white  token,«aiid 
Pefquitomen  gave  an  Indian  hdlloo ;  after  which  they  threw  down 
their  bundles,  and  ran  away  as  faft  as  they  could.  We  afterwards 
took  up  their  bundles,  and  found  that  it  was  a  fmall  party  of  ocr 
men,  that  had  been  long  out.  We  were  forry  that  we  had  feared  them; 
for  they  loft  their  bundles  with  all  their  food.  Then,  I  held  a 
conference  with  our  Indians^  and  aiked  them,  if  it  would  not  be 
good,  to  fend  one  of  our  Indians  to  Logfionvn  and  fort  Duquefne^ 
and  call  the  Indians  from  thence,  before  we  arrive  at  Kufbhifb- 
ting.  They  all  agreed  it  would  not  be  good,  as  they  were  but  mef- 
fengcrs  ;  it  muft  be  done  by  their  chief  mep.  The  wolves  made 
a  terrible  mufic  this  night.   ' 

— —nth.  We  ftarted  early,  and  came  to  the  old  Sha^wamfi 
town,  called  Kechkehnepelinj  grown  up  thick  with  weeds,  briars  and 
buihcs,  that  we  fcarcely  could  get  through.  Pefquitomen  led  us 
upon  a  fteep  hill,  that  our  horfes  could  hardly  get  up  ;  and  Tho- 
mas Hickman^ s  horfe  tumbled,  and  rolled  dbwn  the  hill  like  a 
wheel  5  on  which  he  grew  angry,  and  would  go  no  further  with 
us,  and  faid,  he  would  go  by  himfelf :  It  happened  we  found  a 
path  on  ^he  top  of  the  hill.  At  three  o^clpck  we  came  to  Ki/he. 
menecoy  an  old  Indian  town,  a  rich  bottom,  well  timbered,  good 
fine  Englijh  grafs,  well  watered,  and  Ipys  wafte  fince  the  war  be- 
gan.  We  let  our  horfes  feed  here,  arid  agreed  that  lieutenant 
Hays  might  go  back  with  his  party  \  and  as  they  were  fhort  of 
provifions,  we,  therefore,  gave  them  a  little  of  ours,  which  they 
took  very  kind  of  us.  Thomas  Hickman  could  find  no  other  road, 
and  came  to  us  again  a  little  albamed  •,  we  were  glad  to  fee  him  ; 
and  we  went  about  three  miles  farther,  where  we  made  a  large 
fire.  Here  the  Indians  looked  oyer  their  prefent?,  and  grumbled  at 
me  ;  they  thought,  if  they  had  gone  the  other  way  by  Shamokiriy 
they  would  have  got  more.  Captain  Bull  fpoke  in  their  favour 
pgainft  me.  Then  I  faid  to  them,  «  I  am  afliamcd-  to  fee  ycu 
grumble  about  prefents ;  I  thought  you  were  fent  to  eftablifli  2 
peace."  Though  I  confefs  I  was  not  jjleafed  that  the  Indians  were 
fo  nightly  fitted  out  from  Eajlont  as  the  general  had  notliing  to 

give 

*  The  Olilo,  as  it  is  called  by  the  3ennccas.  Allcghenpy  1%  the  name  o'  the  fame  rivrr 
in  the  Delaware  lang^uage.    Both  words  fignify  the  fine,  or  fair  river. 
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give  them,  in  the  critical  circumftances  he  was  in,  fit  for  their  pur- 
pofe. 

12th.  Early  in  the  morning,  I  fjpoke  to  the  Indians  of  my 

company,  <^  Brethren,  you  have  now  pafied  through  the  heart  of 
the  country  back  and  forward,  likewife  through  the  midft  of  the 
army,  without  any  difficulty  or  danger ;  you  have  feen  and  heard 
7i  great  deal.  When  I  was  among  ydi,  at  Alleghenny,  you  told  me, 
I  fhould  not  regard  what  the  common  people  would  fay,  but  only 
hearken  to  the  chiefs ;  I  fhould  take  no  bad  ftories  along.  I  did 
accordingly ;  and  when  I  left  jilUghenny  I  dropt  all  evil  reports^r 
and  only  carried  the  agreeable  news,  which  was  pleafing  to  all 
that  heard  it.  Now,  brethren,  I  beg  of  you  to  do  the  fame,  and 
to  drop  all  evil  reports,  which  you  may  have  heard  of  bad  people, 
and  only  to  obferve  and  keep  what  you  have  heard  of  our  rulers, 
and  the  wife  people,  fo  that  all  your  young  men,  women  and 
children,  may  rejoice  at  our  coming,  to  them,  and  may  have  the 
benefit  of  it," 

They  took  it  very  kindly.  After  awhile  they  fpoke  in  the  fol-^ 
lowing  manner  to  us,  and  faid,  "  Brethren,  when  yoja  come  to 
K:!jbkujtikmg<t  you  muft  not  mind  the  prifoners,  and  have  nothing 
to  do  with  them.  Mr.  Pofi^  when  he  was  firft  there,  liftened 
too  much  to  the  prifoners ;  the  Indians  were  almoft  mad  with  him 
for  it,  and  would  h^ve  confined  him  for  it  \  for,  they  (aid,  he 
had  wrote  fometl^ng  of  them," 

As  we  were  hunting  for  our  horfcs,  we  found  Thomas  HiclmatH 
horfe  dead,  which  rolled  yefterday  down  the  hill.  At  one  o'clock 
we  came  to  the  Alleghenny^  to  an  old  Shawano  town,  fituated  under  a 
high  hill  on  the  eaft,  oppofite  an  iflarid  of  about  one  hundred 
acres,  very  rich  land,  well  timbered.  We  looked  for  a  place  to 
crofs  the  river,  but  in  vain ;  we  then  went  fmartly  to  work,  and 
made  a  raft ;  we  cut  the  wppd,  and  carried  it  to  the  water  fide. 
The  wolves  and  owls  made  a  great  noife  in  the  night, 

13  th.    We  got  up  ea^jly,  and  boiled  fome  chocolate  for 

brcakfaft,  and  then  began  tofjniftiourraftsj  wecloathed  ourfelves 
as  well  as  we  could  in  Indian  drefs ;  it  was  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  before  we  all  got  over  to  the  other  fide,  near  an  old 
Indian  town.  The  Indians  told  us,  we  fhould  not  call  Mr.  Bully 
captain^  their  young  me|i  >ll^ould  be  mad  that  we  brought  a  warrior 
there.  We  went  up  a  fteep  hill,  good  land,  to  the  creek  Convex 
nvanichy  where  we  made  our  fire.  They  wanted  to  hunt  for  meat, 
and  looked  for  a  road.  Captain  Bull  fliot  a  fquirrel,  and  broke 
his  gun.  I  cut  fire  wood,  and  boiled  fome  chocolate  for  fupper. 
The  others  came  home,  and  brought  nothing.  PeJquiiQvnen  v/anted 

to 
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to  hear  the  'writing  from  the  general,  which  we  read  to  them,  to 
their  great  fatisfaftion.  This  was  the  firft  night  we  flept  in  the 
iopen  air.  Mr.  Bull  took  (he  fcnt  along  with  him.  We  difcourfed 
ft  good  deal  of  the  pighf  together. 

14th.  We  rpfe  early,  and  thought  to  make  good  progreft 

on  our  way.  At  one  o*clock  Thomas  Hickman  (hot  a  large  buck; 
and,  as  our  people  were  hungry  for  meat,  we  made  our  camp 
there,  and  called  the  water  Buck  run.  In  the  evening  we  heard 
^hc  great  guns  fire  from  fort  Duquefne,  Whenever  I  looked  to- 
wards that  place,  I  felt  a,d<fnial  imprefEon,  the  very  place  feemed 
fhocking  and  dark.  Pefyuitomen  looked  his  things  over,  and  found 
«  white  bek,  fent  by  the  commifGoners  of  trade,*  for  the  India-. 
affairs.  We  could  find  no  writing  concerning  the  belt,  and  did  not 
know  what  was  the  fignificatipn  thereof :  They  feemed  much  con- 
cerned to  know  it,    ' 

— ^ — 15th.  We  arofe  early,  and  had  a  good  day's  journey :  wc 
pafle.d  thefe  two  days  through  thick  buflies  of  briars  and  thorns; 
fo  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  get  through.  We  crofled  the  creek 
Paquakonink  ;  the  land  is  very  indifierent.  At  twelve  o'clock  wc 
crofled  the  road  from  Vtnango  to  fort  Duquefne,  We  went  weft  to- 
wards Kujhkujhhing^  about  fixtecn  miles  from  the  fort.  We  went 
t^ycr  a  large  barren  plain,  and  made  out  lodging  by  a  little  run. 
JPefquttomen  told  us,  we  muft  fend  a  meflenger,  to  let  them  knew 
of  our  coming,  as  the  French  live  amongft  thepi ;  he  defired  a 
itring  of  wampum;  I  gave  him  three  hundred  and  fifty.  We 
concluded  to  go  within  three  miles  of  Kuphupking^  to  their  fu- 
gar  cabbinsjf  and  ^o  call  their  chiefs  there.  In  difcourfe,  Mr. 
Bull  told  the  Indians^  the  Engll/h  fliould  let  all  the  prifonersi-ftay 
's^mpngft  them,  that  likc4  to  ftay. 

1 6th.  We  met  two  Indians  ort  the  road,  and  fat  down  with 

them  to  dinner.  They  informed  us  that  no  body  was  at  home, 
at  Kufnhjjhking ;  that*  one  hundred  and  fixty,  from  that  town, 
were  gone  to  war  againft  our  party.  We  crofled  the  above  men- 
tioned creek  •,  good  land,  but  hilly.  Went  down  a  long  valley  to 
Bcavn-  creek,  through  old  Kujhhijlihng^  a  large  fpot  of  land, 
about  three  miles  long^  j  they  both  went  with  us  to  the  town  ;  one 
pf  them  rode  before  us,  to  let  the  people  in  the  town  know  cf 
our  coming ;  we  found  there  but  two  men,  and  fome  women. 
'Thofe,  that  were  at  home,  received  us  kindly.  Pefquitomen  de- 
filed us  to  read  the  mcflage  to  them  tliat  were  there. 

-17th. 

*  Pjf  M)nt  TiMtjoln^cfl  by  Ijw  to  mann^';?  the  Indian  tradc^  for  the  public  j  thcpri* 
rate  trade,  on  account  of  its  abufes,  being  abolilhed. 

\   \rhcre  t>.ey  boil  into  fugar  tlie  juice  of  a  tre^  tliat  g^rpws  in  thqf^  rich  I^^O^^ 
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17th.  There  were  five  Frenchmen  in  the  town-,  the  reft 


Were  gone  to  war.  We  held  a  council  with  Delaivare  George^ 
delivered  him  the  ftring  and  prefcnts,  that  were  fcnt  to  him  5  and 
informed  him  of  the  general's  fcntimcnts,  and  what  he  defired  of 
them  5  upon  which  he  agreed,  and  complied  to  go  with  Mr,  Bully 
to  the  general.  Towards  night  Keckkcnepalin  came  home  from  th«. 
war^  and  told  us  the  difagreeable  news,  that  they  had  fallen  in  with 
that  party,  that  had  guided  us ;  they  had  killed  Lieutenant  Haysi 
and  four  more,  and  took  five  prifoners,  the  others  got  clear  off* 
They  had  a  fkirmifti  with  them  within  twelve  miles  oi  fort  Dtt* 
quefne.  Further  he  told  us,  that  one  of  the  captives  was  to  be 
burnt,  which  grieved  us.  By  the  prifoners  they  were  informed  of 
our  arrival ;  on  which  they  concluded  to  leave  the  French^  and  X.6 
liear  what  news  we  brought  them.  In  the  evening  they  brought 
a  pfifoner  to  town.  We  called  the  Indians  together,  that  were  at 
home,  and  explained  the  matter  to  them,  and  told  them,  as  their 
own  people  had  defired  the  general  to  give  them  a  guide  #0  <5onduft 
them  fafe  home,  and  by  a  misfortune,  your  people  have  fallen  iri 
\vith  this  party,  arid  killed  five  and  taken  five  prifoners;  and  we- 
are  now  informed  that  one  of  them  is  to  be  burnt  \  "  Confider, 
my  brethreh,  if  you  fliould  give  us  a  guide,  to  bring  us  fafe  on 
our  way  home,  and  our  parties  fliould  fall  in  with  yotfj  hoW  hard: 
you  would  take  it.'* 

They  faid,  ^^  Brothef,  it  is  a  hard  matter,  and  wd  are  forfy  itv 
liath  happened  fo.''   I  anfwered,  «  Let  us  therefore  fpare  no  paing 
to  relieve  them  froAi  any  cruelty.^*     We  could  fcarce  find  a  nief- 
fenger,  that  would  Undertake  to  go  to  Saivcung^  where  the  prifoncr 
was  to  be  bunt.     We  promifed  to  one  named  Compofsy  500  black 
wampum,  and  Mr.  Havs  gave  him  a  fliirt  and  a  dollar,  on  which ^ 
he  promifed  to  go.     We  fent  him  as  a  meflengef.     By  a  ftring  of 
wampum  I  fpoke  thefe  words,  "  Brethren,  confider  the  meffcngefs 
are  come  home  with  good  ntit^i  drid  three  of  your  brethren,  thei; 
Englijhy  with  them.     We  defire  you  would  pity  your  own  young 
men,  women  arid  children,  and  ufe  no  hardfhips  towards  the  can-^ 
tives,  as  having  been  gUidiiig  oUr  patty." 

Afterwards  the  warriors  mfornted  us,  that  their  defign  had  not 
been  to  go  to  war,  but  that  they  had  a  mind  fo  go  to  the  general, 
•&nd  fpeak  with  him  5  and  on  the  road  the  Ffench  made  a  divifioa 
among  them,  that  they  could  lict  agree ;  after  which  they  vi'erc 
difcovered  by  the  Cherohees  and  Catawbas^  who  fled,  and  left  their. 
bundles,  where  they  found  an  Englijh  colour.  So  Kekeufcitng  told 
them  he  would  go  before  them  to  the  general,  if  they  would  fol- 
low him;  biit  they  would  not  agree  to  it;  and  the  French  pei% 
•  ftiadcd  them  to  fall  upon  the  Englip  at  Lgyal^hann'mg *:  A^cy  ^c- 

^or^ingly 
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cordingly  did,  and  as  they  were  driven  back,  they  fdl  in  with 
that  party,  that  gtrided  us,  \<'hich  they  did  not  know.  They 
fecmed  very  forry  for  it. 

iStb.  Captain  Bull  a£led  as  commander,  widiout  letting 

us  know  any  thing,  or  communicating  with  us.  He  and  Geor^t 
relieved  a  prifoner  from  the  warriors,  by  what  means  I  do  not 
know.  When  the  warriors  were  met,  he  then  called  us  firft  to 
fit  down,  and  to  hear  what  they  had  to  fay.  The  Indian  that  de- 
livered the  prifoner  to  Bull  VLndGeorge^  fpoke  as  follows : 

««  My  brethren,  the  Englijh  are  at  fuch  a  diftance  from  ns,  as  if 
they  were  under  ground,  that  I  cannot  hear  them.  I  am  very 
glad  to  hear  from  you  fuch  good  ile^s ;  and  I  am  very  forry  that 
It  happened  fo,  that  I  went  to  war.  Now  t  let  the  general  know, 
he  (hould  connder  his  young  men,  and  if  you  fhould  have  any  or 
lis,  to  fet  them  at  liberty,  fo  as  we  do  to  yott. 

Then  Pefquiiomen  faid,  "  As  the  Governor  gave  thcfe  three 
meflengers  into  my  bofom,  fo  I  now  likewife,  by  this  fixing  of 
Nvampum,  give  Bull  into  Delaware  Georg/s  bofom,  to  bring  him 
fafe  to  the  general."  Mr.  Bull  fat  down  with  the  prifoner,  who 
gave  him  fome  intelligence  in  writing  5  at  which  the  Indians  grew 
Very  jealous,  and  afked  them  what  they  had  to  write  there  ?  I 
wrote  a  letter  to  ike  general  by  Mr.  Bull,  In  the  afternoon  Mr. 
j5////,  Delanvafe  George^  and  Kejkenepalen  fet  but  for  dip  camp.  To- 
wards night  they  brought  in  another  prifoner.  When  Mr.  Bull 
and  company  were  gone,  the  Indians  took  the  fame  prifoner, 
whom  Mr.  Bull  had  relieved,  and  bound  him  and  carried  him  to 
another  town,  without  our  knowledge.  I  a  thotifand  times  wifhed 
Mr.  Bull  had  never*  meddled  in  the  affair,  fearing  they  would  er- 
ceedirigly  punifli,  and  bring  the  prifoner  to  corifeffiori  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  writing. 

^ipth.  A  great  many  of  tlie  warriors  came  home.     The 

French  had  infufed  bad  notions  into  the  Indians^  by  means  6f  the 
letters,  tliey  found  upon  Lieutenant  Hays^  who'  was  killed,  which 
they  falfely  interpreted  to  them,  viz.  That,  iri  one  letter  it  wa? 
wr.?te,  that  the  general  fhould  do  all  that  was  in  his  power  to  con- 
quer the  French^  and,  in  the  mean  time  the  mefTengers  to  the 
Indians  fhould  do  their  utmolt  to  draw  the  Indians  back,  and 
keep  them  together  in  conferences,  till  he,  the  general,  had  made 
a  conquefl  of  the  French^  and  afterwards  he  fhould  fall  u|)on  all 
Indians^  and  deflroy  them.  And,  that,  if  we  fhould  lofe  our 
lives,  the  Englijh  would  carry  on  the  war,  fo  long  as  an  Indian^  cr 
Frenchman  was  alive.     Thereupon  the  French  faid  to  the  Indians; 

"  New 
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«•  Now  yoii  can  fee,  my  children,  how  the  Engli/h  want  to  de- 
ceive you,  and  if  it  would  not  offend  you,  I  would  go  and  knock 
thefe  meflengers  on  the  head,  before  you  fhould  be  deceived  by 
them.*'  One  of  the  Indian  captains  fpoke  to  the  French  and  faid, 
**  Xo  be  fure  it  would  offend  us,  if  you  fhould  offer  to  knock  them 
on  the  head.  If  you  have  a  mind. to  go  to  war,  go  to  the  Engli/h 
army,  and  knock  diem  on  the  head,  and  not  thefe  three  men,  that 
come  Avith  a  meflage  to  us." 

After  this  fpeech  the  Indians  went  all  off,  and  left  the  French. 
Neverthelefs  it  had  enraged  fome  of  the  young  people,  and  made 
them  fufpicious  \  fo  that  it  was  a  precarious  time  for  us.  I  faid, 
*«  Brethren,  have  good  courage,  and  be  ftrong ;  let  not  every  wind 
difturb  your  mind ;  let  the  French  bring  the  letter  here ;  for,  as 
you  cannot  read,  .they  may  tell  you  thoufands  of  falfe  ftories.  We 
will  read  the  letter  to  you.  As  Ifaac  Still*  can  read,  he  will  tell 
you  the  truth.'* 

After  this  all  the  ^oung  men  were  gathered  together,  Ifaac  Still 
being  in  company.  The  young  men  faid,  "  One  that  had  but 
half  ari  eye  could  fee  that  the  Englijh  only  intended  to  cheat  them  ; 
and  that  it  was  beft  to  knock  every  one  of  us  meffengers  on  the 
head.'* 

T*'hcrt  ifaac  began  to  fpeak  and  faid,  <*  I  am  afliamed  to  hear  fuch 
talking  from  you ;  you  are  but  boys,  like  me ;  you  fhould  not  talk 
of  fuch  a  thing.  There  have  been  thirteen  nations  at  Eaflon^  where 
they  have  eftabliflied  a  firm  peace  with  the  Englifh ;  and  I  have 
heard  that  the  Five  Nations  were  always  called  the  wifeft ;  go  tell 
them  that  they  are  fool^,  and  cannot  fee ;  and  tell  them  that  you 
^re  kings,  and  wife  men.  Go  and  tell  the  Cayuga  chiefs  fo,  that 
iire  here ;  and  you  will  become  great  men."  Afterwards  they  were 
all  ftill,  and  faid  not  one  word  more. 

20th.  There  came  a  great  many  more  together  in  the  town^ 

arid  brought  Henry  OJleny  the  fetjeant,  who  was  to  have  been 
burnt.  They  hallooed  the  war  halloo ;  and  the  men  and  women 
beat  him  till  he  came  into  the  houfe.f  It  is  a  grievous  and  me- 
lancholy fight  to  iee  our  fellow  mortals  fo  abufed.  Ifaac  Still 
had  a  long  difcourfe  with  the  French  captain  \  who  made  himfelf

*  Ah  Indian  with  an  Englijh  name.  An  Indian  fomctimcs  changes  his  name  "with 
an  Englijhman  he  refpet^s :  it  ia  a  feal  of  fricndihip,  and  creates  a  kind  of  relation 
between  them, 

f  When  a  prifoncr  is  brought  to  an  Indian  town,  he  runs  a  kii^d  of  gauntlet  thro* 
the  mob ;  and  every  one,  even  the  chihh'en,  endeavour  to  have  a  ftroke  at  him ;  but 
as  fooD  as  he  can  get  into  any  ef  tlifiir  hjLtts,  he  is  under  protodlon,  and  r^relbments 
'ire  adminiftercd  to  hhn. 
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greaty  by  telling  how  he  had  fought  the  EngE/b  at  Lojoi^Hanmng, 
Ifaac  rallied  him,  and  faid  he  had  feen  them  fca^  horfes,  and 
take  others  for  food.  The  firft  he  denied,  but  die  fecond  he 
owned.  Ifaac  ran  the  captain  quite  down,  before  them  all.  Thr 
French  captain  fpoke  wiui  the  twp  Qayugas  ;  at  laft  the  Cayugm 
fpoke  very  (harp  to  him,  fo  that  he  grew  pale,  and  was  quite  fileat 

Thefe  three  days  paft  was  precarious  time  for  us.  "We  were 
warned  not  to  go  far  from  the  houfe ;  becaufe  die  people  who  came 
from  the  flaughter,  having  been  driven  ba^,  were  poflbfied  with 
a  murdering  fpirit ;  which  led  them  as  in  a  halter,  in  whicii  they 
were  catched,  and  with  bloody  vengeance  were  tbirfty  and  drucL 
This  afibrded  a  melancholy  profpecb.  Ifaac  Still  was  hunfelf  da* 
bious  of  our  lives.  We  did  not  let  Mr.  Hays  know  of  the  dang* 
er.  I  faid,  ^<  As  God  hath  flopped  the  mouth  of  the  lions,  that 
they  could  not  devour  Daniel^  fo  he  will  preferve  us  from  their 
fury,  and  bring  us  through."  I  had  a  difcourfe  wirh  Mr.  Hav 
concerning  our  meflage,  and  begged  him  he  would  pray  to  God 
for  grace  and  wifdom,  that  he  would  grant  us  peace  among  thii 
people.  We  will  remain  in  ftillnefs,  and  not  look  to  our  own 
credit.  We  are  in  the  fervice  of  our  king  and  country-  Thli 
people  are  rebellious  in  heart ;  now  we  are  nere  to  reconcile  theis 
again  to  the  General,  Governor,  and  the  Englifb  nadon  ;  to  tun 
them  again  from  their  errors.  And  I  wiihed  that  God  wouM 
grant  us  his  grace,  whereby  we  may  do  it ;  which  I  hope  and 
believe  he  wiU  do.  Mr.  Hays  took  it  to  heart  and  was  convinced 
of  all ;  which  much  rejoiced  me.  I  begged  Ifaac  Stilfxo  watch 
over  himfelf,  and  not  to  be  difcouraged  \  for  I  hoped  the  ftona 
Would  foon  pafs  by. 

In  the  afternoon  all  the  captainsr  gathered  togiether  in  the  middle 
town  5  they  fent  for  us,  and  defired  we  fhould  give  them  infonna- 
tion  of  our  meflage.  Accordingly  we  did.  We  read  the  meflage 
Xvith  great  fatisfaftion  to  them.  It  was  a  great  pleafure  both  to 
them  and  us.  The  number  of  captains  and  counfellors  were  iix- 
teen.  In  the  evening  meflengers  arrived  from  j^  Duquefne^  vitl^. 
a  firing  of  wampum  from  the  commander ;  upon  which  they  all 
came  together  in  the  houfe  where  we  lodged.  The  meflengeii 
delivered  their  firing,  with  thefe  words  from  their  father,  th« 
French  King : 

«  My  children,  come  to  me,  and  hear  what  I  have  to  fay.  The 
Englifh  are  coming  with  an  army  to  deflroy  both  you  and  me.  I  there- 
fore defirc  you  immediately,  my  children,  tohaflen  with  all  the  young 
men  •,  we  will  drive  the  Engliflj  and  deftroy  them.  I,  as  a  father, 
will  tell  you  always  what  is  beft."  He  laid  the  ftring  before  one 
;0f  the. captains.     After  a  little  converfation,  the  captain  flood  up 

arJ 
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»nd  faid :  "  I  have  juft  heard  fomething  of  our  brethren  the  £/^- 
gl'tjby  which  pleafeth  me  much  better.  I  will  not  go;  Give  it 
to  the  others,  may  be  they  will  go."  The  meflenger  took  up  again 
the  ftring  and  faid,  <«  He  won't  go,  he  has  heard  of  the  Englijb^^^ 
Then  all  cried  out,  "  yes,  yes,  we  have  heard  from  the  Englt/hJ^  He 
then  threw  the  ftring  to  the  other  fire  place,  where  the  other  captains- 
were  \  but  they  kicked  it  from  one  to  another,  as  if  it  was  a  fnake. 
Captain  Peter  took  a  ftick,  and  with  it  flung  the  ftring  from  one 
end  of  the  room  to  the  other,f  and  faid,  *<  Give  it  to  the  French 
captain,  and  let  him  go  with  his  young  men ;  he  boafted  much  of 
his  fighting ;  now  let  us  fee  his  fighting.  "We  have  often  ventured 
our  lives  for  him ;  and  had  hardly  a  loaf  of  bread,  when  we  came  to 
him  ;  and  now  he  thinks  we  fliould  jump  to  ferve  him."  Then 
we  faw  the  French  captain  mortified  to  the  uttcrmoft ;  he  looked 
as  pale  as  death.  The  Indians  difcourfed  and  joked  till  midnight ; 
and  the  French  captain  fent  meflTengers  at  midnight  to  fort-Duquefne, 

2 1  ft.  We  were  informed  that  the  general  was  within  twenty 

miles  of  fort  Duquefne.  As  the  Indians  were  afraid  the  Englijh 
would  come  over  the  river  Obio^  I  fpoke  with  fome  of  the  captains, 
and  told  them  that,  "I  fuppofed  the  general  intended  to  furround 
the  Frenchy  and  therefore  muft  come  to  this  fide  the  river ;  but 
we  aflure  you  that  he  will  not  come  to  your  towns  to  hurt  you."  I 
begged  them  to  let  thft  Shawanefe  at  Logstown,  know  it,  and  gave 
them  four  ftrings  of  300  wampum,  with  this  meflage  5  "  Brethren, 
we  are  arrived  with  good  news,  waiting  for  you ;  we  defire  you 
to  be  ftrong,  and  remember  the  ancient  friendfliip  your  grandfa- 
thers had  with  the  Englijb*  We  wifla  you  would  remember  it, 
and  pity  your  young  men,  women  and  children,  and  keep  away 
from  the  French  /  and  if  the  Englijh  ihould  come  to  furround  the 
French^  be  not  afraid.     We  afTure  you  they  won't  hurt  you," 


22d.  Kittiufkund  came  home,  and  fent  for  us,  being  very 
glad  to  fee  us.  He  informed  us,  the  general  was  within  fifteen 
miles  of  the  French  fort ;  th^t  the  French  had  uncovered  their 
houfes,  and  laid  the  roofs  round  the  fort  to  fet  it  on  fire,  and 
made  ready  to  go  ofF,  and  would  demolifli  the  fort^  and  let  the 
Englifb  have  the  bare  ground ;  faying ;  ««  they  are  not  able  tp 
build  a  ftrong  fort  this  winter ;  and  we  will  be  early  enough  in  the 
fpring  to  deftroy  them.  We  will  come  with  feventeen  nations  of 
Indians^  and  a  great  many  French^  and  build  a  ftone  fort." 

The 

*  E,  /.  He  has  liftened  to  the  EtigUJb  meflages, 

t  Kicking  the  ftring  ahont,  and  throwing  it  with  a  fticlc,  not  touching  It  with  tJicir 
liandc,  wcremarkiof  diilikeof  the  meflagej  that  accompanied  it. 
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The  Indians  danced  round  the  fire*  till  midnight,  for  joy  of  their 
brethren,  the  Engl'ip  coming.  There  went  fome  fcouting  partie? 
towards  the  army.  Some  of  the  captains  told  me,  that  Shamokv; 
Dnnicly  who  came  with  me  in  my  former  journey,  had  fairly  fold 
me  to  the  French  \  and  the  French  had  been  very  much  difpleafed, 
that  the  Indians  had  brought  me  away. 

23d.  The  I'mr  raifed  a  ftory,  as  if  the  Englijh  were  divided 

into  three  bodies,  to  come  on  this  fide  the  river.  They  told  u? 
the  Capgasy  that  came  with  us,  had  faid  fo.  We  told  the  Cayw 
gas  of  it ;  on  which  they  called  the  other  Indians  together  5  denied 
that  they  ever  faid  fo  5  and  faid,  they  were  fent  to  this  place  from 
the  Five  Nations^  to  tell  them  to  do  their  beft  endeavors  to  fend 
the  Frjencb  oiF  from  this  country  ;  and  when  that  was  done,  they 
would  go  and  tell  the  general  to  go  back  over  the  mountains. 

I  fee  the  Indians  conqern  tliemfelyes  very  much  about  the  affair 
of  land  ;  and  are  continually  jealous,  and  afraid  the  Englijb  will 
take  their  land.  I  told  theni  tp  be  ftill  and  content  themfelves, 
«  for  there  are  fome  chiefs  of  the  Five  Nations  with  the  army; 
they  will  fettle  the  affair,  as  they  are  the  chief  owners  of  the  land ; 
and  it  will  be  well  for  you  to  conie  and  fpeak  with  the  general  your- 
felves."  * 

• 

Jfaac  Still  afted  the  French  captain,  whether  it  was  truer,  that 
Daniel  had  fold  me  to  the  French  ?  He  owned  it,  and  faid,  I  was 
theirs,  they  bad  bopght  me  fairly  j  anid,  if  the  Indians  would  give 
them  leave,  he  would  take  me. 

-24th.    We  hanged  out  the  Englifh  flag,  in  fpite    of  tlie 

French  ;  on  which  our  prifoners  folded  their  hands,  in  hopes  that 
their  redemption  was  nrgh^  looking  up  to  God,  which  melted  ray 
heart  in  tears,  and  prayers  to  God,  to  hear  their  prayers,  and  change 
the  times,  and  the  fituation,  which  our  prifoners  are  in,  and  under 
which  they  groan.  "  O  Lord,  faid  they,  when  iivill  our  redemp- 
tion come,  that  we  fhall  be  delivered,  apd  return,  home  ?" — And 
if  any  accident  happeneth,  which  the  Indians  diflike,  the  prifoners 
all  tremble  .with  fear,  faying,  f<  Lord,  y^hat  will  become  of  us, 
and  yA\7iX.  will  be  the  end  of  our  Jives  ?*'  So  that  they  often  wifti 
thenifelves  rather  under  the  ground,  than  in  this  life.  King  Beaver 
came  home,  and  called  i|s  to  his  houfe,  and  faluted  us  in  a  friend- 
ly manner  ;  which  'jve,  in  like  manner,  did  to  him.  Afteriyardsl 
fpoke  by  four  firings  of  350  wampum,  and  faid,  asfolloweth: 

«  I  have  a  falutation  to  you,  and  all  your  people,  from  the  ge- 
neral, the  governor,  and  many  other  gentlemen.  Brother,  it 
pleafes  me  that  the  day  is  come  to  fee  you  and  your  people.  We 
have  warmed  purfelves  by  your  fire,  and  waited   for   you,  an  J 

thank 
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tiliank  you,  that  you  did  come  home.  We  have  good  news  of 
great  importance ;  which  we  hope  will  make  you,  and  all  your 
people's  hearts  glad.  By  thefe  firings  I  defire  you  would  be  pleafed 
to  call  all  your  kings  and  captains,  from  all  the  towns  and  nations ; 
£b  that  they  all  may  hear  us,  and  have  the  benefit  thereof,  while 
they  live,  and  their  children  after  them." 

Then  he  faid,  ^*  A§  foon  as  I  heard  of  your  coming,  I  rofe  up 
•diredlly  to  come  to  you.*'  Then  there  came  another  meflage, 
\vhich  called  me  to  another  place,  where  fix  kings  of  fix  nations 
were  met  together.  I  fent  them  word,  they  fhould  fit  together  a 
w^hile,  and  fmoke  their  pipes,  and  I  would  come  to  them.  King 
Beaver  faid  further, 

<^  Brother,  it  pleafeth  me  to  hear  that  you  brought  fuch  good 
news  •,  and  my  heart  rejoices  already  at  what  you  faid  to  me.  It 
rejoices  me  that  I  have  now  heard  of  you."  I  faid,  "  Brother, 
you  did  well,  that  you  firft  came  here,  before  you  went  to  the 
kings  }  as  the  good  news  we  brought  is  to  all  nations,  from  the 
rifing  of  the  fiin  to  the  going  down  of  the  fame  ;  that  want  to  be 
in  peace  and  friendfhip  with  the  Engli/b,  So  it  will  give  them 
fatisfaftion,  when  they  hear  it."  The  French  captain  told  us, 
that  they  would  demolifh  the  fort  \  and  he  thought  the  Engli/b 
would  be  to-day  at  the  place. 

-25  th.  Shfingas  came  home,  and  faluted  us  in  a  friendly  man-^ 

ner,  and  fo  did  Beaver^  in  our  houfe  -,  and  then  they  told  us, 
they  would  hear  our  meflTage  ;  and  we  perceived  that  the  French 
captain  had  an  inclination  to  hear  it.  We  called  Beaver  and  Shin-- 
gaSf  and  informed  them,  that  all  the  nations,  at  Eajion^  had  agreed 
with  the  governor,  that  every  thing  fhould  be  kept  fecret  from  the 
ears  and  eyes  of  the  French.  He  faid,  «  it  was  no  matter,  they 
were  beaten  already.  It  is  good  news,  arid  if  he  would  fay 
any  thing,  we  would  tell  him  what  friendfhip  we  have  together." 
Accordingly  they  met  together,  and  the  French  captain  was  pre- 
fent.     The  number  confifted  of  about  fifty. 

King  Beaver  firft  fpoke  to  his  men,  "  Hearken,  all  you  captains 
and  warriors,  here  are  our  brethren,  the  Engltfh ;  I  wifh  that  you 
may  give  attention,  and  take  notice  of  what  they  fay.  As  it  is 
for  our  good,  that  there  may  an  everlafting  peace  be  eftablifhed, 
although  there  is  a  great  deal  of  mifchief  done,  if  it  pleafpth  Gt)d 
to  help  us,  we  may  live  in  peace  again." 

Then  I  began  to  fpeak  by  four  ftrings  to  them,  and  faid, 

"  Brethren,  being  come  here  to  fee  you,  I  perceive  your  bodies 
are  all  ftained  with  blood,  and  obferve  tears  and  forrows  in  your 
leyes :  With  this  ftring  I  clean  your  body  from  blood,  and  wipe 

and 


1' 
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stnd  anoint  your  eyes  with  the  healing  oil>  fo  that  you  may  fee 
your  brethren  clearly.  And  as  fo  many  ftcNrms  have  blown  fince 
we  laft  faw  one  another,  and  we  are  at  fuch  a  diftance  from  you, 
that  you  could  not  rightly  hear  us  as  yet,  I,  by  this  ftring,  take  a 
foft  featlier,  and  with  that  good  oil,  our  grandfathers  ufed^  open 
and  clear  your  ears,  fo  that  you  may  both  hear  and  underftand 
what  your  brethren  have  to  fay  to  you-  And  by  thefe  firings  I 
clear  your  throat  from  the  duil,  and  take  all  the  bittemefs  out  of 
your  heart,  and  clear  the  paflage  from  the  heart  to  the  throatj  that 

Jou  may  fpeak  freely  with  your  brethren,  the  Engli/b^  from  the 
eart." 

Then  Ifaac  Stil/ gzve  the  pipe,  fent  by  the  Friends  *,  filled  with 
tobacco,  and  handed  round,  after  their  cuftom,  and  faid  : 

«  Brethren,  here  is  the  pipe,  which  your  grandfathers  ufed  to 
fmoke  with,  when  they  met  together  in  councils  of  peace.  And 
here  is  fome  of  that  good  tobacco,  prepared  for  our  grandfathers 
from  God  : — When  you  (hall  tafte  of  it,  you  (hall  feel  it  through 
all  your  body ;  and  it  will  put  you  in  remembrance  of  the  good 
councils,  your  grandfathers  ufed  to  hold  with  the  Engli/b^  your 
brethren,  and  that  ancient  friendihip,  they  had  together/' 

King  Beaver  rofc,  and  thanked  us  firft,  that  we  had  cleaned 
his  body  from  the  blood,  and  wiped  the  tears  and  forrow  from  his 
eyes,  and  opened  his  ears,  fo  that  now  he  could  well  hear  and  un» 
derftand.  Likewife  he  returned  thanks  for  the  pipe  and  tcbacco^ 
that  we  brought,  which  our  grandfathers  ufed  to  fmoke.  He  faid, 
: — «  When  I  tailed  that  good  tobacco,  I  felt  it  all  through  my  body, 
and  it  maiie  me  all  over  well," 

Then  we  delivered  the  meflages,  as  foUbweth  : 

Governor  "Dennjs  anfwer  to  the  meflage  of  the  Ohio  Indiansj 
brought  by  Frederic}:  Po/ly  Pefquitomen  and  Thomas  Hickman. 

j  «  By  this  ftring,  my  Indian  brethren  of  the  United  Nations  and 

j  Delawaresy  pin  with  me,  in  requiring  of  the  Indian  councils,  to 

which  thefe  following  meflages  fhall  be  prefented,  to  keep  every 
|hing  private  fro|n  the  eyes  and  ears  of  ^he  French/*    A  ftring. 

«  Brethren,  we  received  your  meflage  by  Pefquitomen  and  Fre* 
derick  Pojly  and  thank  you  for  the  care  you  have  taken  of  our  mef- 
fenger  of  peace,  and  that  you  have  put  him  in  your  bofom,  and, 
1  protefted  him  againft  our  enemy,  Onontioy  and  his  children,  and 

I  fent  him  fafe  back  to  our  council  fire,  by  the  fame  man,  that  •  re- 

'  ceived  him  from  us."     A  firing.

'  •  The  ^ahers  of  Philaddpbiay  who  fiift  fct  on  foot  thefe  ncgcciations  of  peace; 

•^xkI  for  whom  the  Indians  have  always  had  a  great  regard,        • 
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<«  firetkren,  I  omly  fcnt  Pgi?  to  peep  into  yout  cabbins>  and  to 
kno>v  the  fentxmei^ts  of  your  «ld  men^  and  to  look  at  your  faceSf 
to  feeliow  you  look.  And  I  am  glad  to  hear  from  him,  that  you 
look  friendly ;  and  that  there  ftili  remain  fome  fparks  of  love  to^ 
wards  as.  it  is  what  we  believed  before  hand,  and  therefore  we 
never  kt  flip  the  chain  qf  friendship,  but  held  it  faft^  on  our  fidey 
and  it  ha^  never  dropt  oat  of  our  hands.  By  this  belt  we  defire 
that  you  will  dig  up  your  end  of  the  chain  of  friendfhip,  that  you 
furred,  by  tic  fiifatlety  of  tlie  Frmch^  to  be  buried."     A  belt. 

"  Brethren,  it  happened  that  the  governor  of  Jerfey  was  with 
me,  and  a  great  many  Indian  brethren,  fitting  in  council  at  Eafton, 
when  your  meflengers  arrived ;  and  it  gave  pleafure  to  every  one 
that  lieard  it  \  and  it  will  afford  the  fame  fatisfadlion  to  our  neigh- 
boring governors,  and  their  people,  when  they  come  to  hear  it. 
I  (hall  fend  meflengers  to  them,  and  acquaint  them  with  what  you 
have  faid. 

*^  Your  requefting  us  to  let  the  king  of  England  know  your 
good  difpofitions  we  took  to  heart,  and  fliall  let  him  know  it ;  and 
w^e  will  {peak  in  your  favor  to  his  majefty,  who  has,  for  fome  time 
paft,  looked  upon  you  as  his  loft  children.  And  we  can  aflurc 
you,  that,  as  a  tender  father  over  all  his  children,  he  will  forgive 
what  is  paft,  and  receive  you  again  into  his  arms."     A  belt« 

"  Brethren,  if  you  are  in  eameft  to  be  reconciled  to  us,  you 
will  keep  your  young  men  from  attacking  our  country,  and  killing, 
and  carrying  captive  our  back  inhabitants :  And  will  likewife  give 
orders,  that  your  people  may  be  kept  at  a  diftance  from  Fort  Du» 
quefne ;  that  they  may  not  be  hurt  by  our  warriors,  who  are  fent 
by  our  king  to  chaftife  the  French^  and  not  to  hurt  you.  Confider 
the  commanding  officer  of  that  army  treads  heavy,  and  would  b« 
very  forry  to  hurt  any  of  his  Indian  brethren."     A  large  bek.  ^ 

*«  And  brethren,  the  chiefs  of  the  United  Nations^  with  their 
coufins,  our  brethren,  the  D^^/TTc^r^j",  and  others  nowhere,  jointly 
with  me  fend  this  belt,  which  has  upon  it  two  figures,  that  reprc- 
fent  all  the  Engljflfy  and  all  the  Indians ^  now  prefcnt,  taking  hands, 
and  delivering  it  to  Pefquitomen  ;  and  we  defire  it  may  be  likewife 
fent  to  the  Indians^  who  are  named  at  the  end  of  thefe  meflages*  \ 
-as  they  have  all  been  formerly  our  very  good  friends  and  allies  \ 
and  we  defire  they  will  all  go  from  among  the  French  to  their  owi^ 
towns,  and  no  longer  help  the  French.^' 

<^  Brethren  on  the  Ohio,  if  you  take  the  belts  we  juft  now  gave 
you,  in  which  all  here  join,  Englijh  and  Indians,  as  we  do  not 

doubt 

•  **  Saftaghretfy,  Anigh  Kalicken,  Atowatcany,  Towigh,  Towighrqano,  Gcghda- 
ICffghr.oaiiOj  Oyaghtaoont,  Sifaglu'oanoj  Sciaggcghroanjo,  Jcaoutatlyuago."  *" 
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doubt  you  will ;  then,  by  this  belt,  I  make  a  road  for  you,  and  in- 
vite you  to  come  to  Philadelphia^  to  your  firft  old  council  fire, 
which  was  kindled  when  we  firft  faw  one  another ;  which  fire  wc 
will  kindle  up  again,  and  remove  all  diQ)Ute8,  and  renew  the  old 
and  firft  treaties  of  jfriendfhip.  This  is  a  clear  and  open  road  for 
you  ;  fear,  therefore,  nothing,  and  come  to  us  with  as  many  as  can 
be  of  the  Delawaresy  Shawanefey  or  of  the  Six  Nations :  We  will 
be  glad  to  fee  you ;  we  defire  all  tribes  and  nations  of  Indians^  who 
are  in  alliance  with  you,  may  come.  As  foon  as  we  hear  of  your 
coming,  of  which  you  will  give  us  timely  notice,  we  will  lay  up 
provifions  for  you  along  the  road." 

A  large  white  belt,  with  the  figure  of  a  man,  at  each  end,. and 
ftreaks  of  black,  rcprefenting  the  road  from  the  Ohio  to  Philadelphia, 

«^  Brethren,  the  Six  Nation  and  Delaware  chiefs  join  with  rac 
in  tliofe  belts,  which  are  tied  together,  to  fignify  our  union  and 
friendfliip  for  each  other  ;  with  them  we  jointly  take  the  tonmhaiih 
out  of  your  hands,  and  bury  them  under  ground- 

"We  fpeak  aloud,  fo  as  you  may  hear  us ;  you  fee  we  all  ftand 
together,  joined  hand  in  hand."     Two  belts  tied  together. 

<<  General  Forbes  to  the  Shawanefey  and  Delawaresy  on  the  Ohio. 

<«  Brethren,  I  embrace  this  opportunity  by  our  brother,  Pefquitc- 
meriy  who  is  now  on  his  return  home  with  fome  of  your  uncles,  of 
the  Six  Nations,  from  the  treaty  of  Eajlon,  of  giving  you  joy  of  the 
happy  conclufion  of  that  great  council,  which  is  perfeftly  agreea- 
ble to  me  \  as  it  is  for  the  mutual  advantage  of  our  brethren,  the 
Indians,  as  well  as  the  Englijb  nation. 

**  I  am  glad  to  find  that  all  paft  difputes  and  animofities  are  now 
finally  fettled,  and  amicably  adjufted ;  and  I  hope  they  will  be  for 
ever  buried  in  oblivion,  and  that  you  will  now  again  be  firmly  unit- 
ed in  the  intereft  of  your  brethrep,  the  Englijk.^* 

"  As  I  am  now  advancing,  at  the  head  of  a  large  army,  againft 
his  majefty's  enemies,  the  French,  on  the  Ohio,  I  muft  ftrongly  re- 
commend to  you  to  fend  immediate  notice  to  any  of  your  people, 
who  may  be  at  the  French  fort,  to  return  forthwith  to  your  towns  j 
where  you  may  fit  by  your  fires,  with  your  wives  and  children, 
quiet  and  undiilurbed,  and  fmoke  your  pipes  in  fafety.  Let  the 
French  fight  their  own  battles,  as  tliey  were  the  firft  caufe  of  the 
war,  and  the  occafion  of  the  long  difference,  which  hath  fubfifted 
between  you  and  your  brethren,  the  Engltjlo ;  but  I  muft  entreat 
you  to  reftrain  your  young  men  from  crofling  the  Ohio,  as  it  will 
be  impoinble  for  me  to  diftinguifli  them  from  our  enetnies  ;  -which 
I  expeft  you  will  comply  v/ith,  without  delay ;  left,  by  your  ne- 
gleft  thereof,  I  ftiould  be  the  innocent  caufe  of  fome  cf  our  bre- 
thren's 
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thren^s  death*     This  advice  take  and  keep  in  your  own  brcafts, 
and  fuffer  it  not  to  reach  the  ears  of  the  French.  \ 

<^  As  a  proof  of  the  truth  and  fincerity  of  what  I  fay,  and  to 
confirm  the  tender  regard  I  have  for  the  lives  and  welfare  of  our 
brethren,  on  the  Oiioy  I  fend  you  this  ftrinj;  of  wampum.

*<  Brethren,  kings  Beaver  and  Shingas,  and  all  the  ^atriors,  who 
join  with  you : 

•  <«  The  many  afts  of  hoftility,  committed  by  the  French  againft 
the  Britijb  fubjefts,  made  itneceflary  for  the  king  to  take  up  arms, 
in  their  defence,  and  to  redrefs  their  wrongs,  which  have  been 
done  them;  heaven,  hath  favoured  the  juftice  of  the  caufe,  and 
given  fuccefs  to  his  fleets  and  armies,  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 
I  have  received, his  commands,  with  regard  to  what  is  to  be  done 
on  the  Ohioj  and  (hall  endeavour  to  aft  like  a  foldierj  by  driving 
the  French  from  thence,  ordeftroying  them. 

"  It  is  a  particular  pleafure  to  me  to  learn,  that  the  Indians,  who 
inhabit  near  that  fiver,  have  lately  concluded  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  Engl'tjh  $  by  which  the  ancient  friendfhip  is  renewed  with 
their  brethren,  and  fixed  on  a  firnler  foundation  than  ever.  May 
it  be  lading  and  unmoveable  as  the  mountains.  I  make  aio  doubt 
but  it  gives  you  equal  fatisfa£lion,  and  that  you  will  unite  your  en- 
deavours with  mine,  and  all  the  governors  of  thefe  provinces,  to 
ftrengthen  it :  The  clouds,  that,  for  fome  time,  hung  over  the  En-^ 
glifh'i  and  their  friends,  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio,  and  kept  them  both 
in  darknefs,  are  now  difperfed,  and  the  chearful  light  now  again 
ihines  upon  us,  and  warms  us  both..  May  it  continue  to  do  fo, 
while  the  fun  and  moon  give  light. 

"  Your  people,  who  were  fent  to  us,  were  received  by  us  with 
open  arms  •,  they  were  kindly  entertained,  while  they  were  here ; 
and  I  have  taken  care  that  they  fliall  return  fafe  to  you  ;  with  them 
come  trufty  meffengers,  whom  I  earneftly  recommend  to  your 
proteftion  \  they  have  feveral  matters  in  charge  •,  and  I  defire  you 
may  give' credit  to  what  they  fay ;  in  particular,  they  have  a  Urge 
belt  of  wampum,  and  by  this  belt  we  let  you  know,  that  it  is  agreed 
by  me,  and  all  the  governors,  that  there  fhall  be  an  everiafting 
peace  with  all  the  Indians,  eftablifhed  as  fure  as  the  mountains,  be- 
tween the  Englifh  nation  and  the  Indians^  all  over,  from  the  fun 
rifing  to  the  fun  fetting ;  and  as  your  influence  on  them  is  great, 
fo  you  will  make  it  known  tp  all  the  difltrent  nations,  that  w&ntj 
-   Vol.  IL  [62]  .  t® 
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to  be  in  friendihip  with  the  Engiyb  i  and  I  hope,  hjr  your  aieans  \ 
and  perfuafions,  many  will  lay  hold  on  this  belt,  and  immediately 
withdraw  from  the  French  :  this  will  be  greatly  to  their  own  inter- 
eft  and  your  honor,  and  I  (hall  not  fail  to  acquaint  tlie  great  king 
of  .it:  I  finccrely  wiflj  it,  for  their  good ;  for  it  will  fill  mc  with 
conceiti,  to  find  any  of  you  joined  l^ith  the  French  ;  as  in  that 
cafe,  you  muft  be  fenfible  I  muft  treat  them  as  enemies ;  ho^we- 
ver,  I  dnce  more  repeat,  that  there  is  no  time  to  be  loft ;  for  I  in- 
tend to  march  with  the  army  very  foon  ;  and  I  hope  to  enjoy  die 
pleafure  of  thanking  you  for  your  zeal,  and  of  entertaining  you 
in  the  fort  ere  long.  In  the  mean  time  I  wifh  happinefs  and  ptof- 
perity  to  you,  your  women  and  children. 

<<  I  write  to  you  as  a  warrior  ihould,  that  is,  with  candour  and 
love,  and  I  recommend  fecrecy  and  difpatch. 

*<  I  am,  kings  Beaver  and  Shtngaj, 
<«  And  brother  warriors, 

**  Your  aflured  friend  and  brother, 

'^JOHN   FORBES. 

*«  From  my  camp  at  Loyathatinoftf 
Nov.  9,  1758." 

•  The  mefiages  pleafed,  and  gave  (atisfaftion  to  all  the  hearers, 
except  the  French  captain.  He  fliook  his  head  with  bitter  grief, 
and  often  changed  his  countenance.  Ifaac  Still  ran  down  the  French 
captain  with  great  boldnefs,  and  pointed  at  him  faying,  <<  There 
he  fits."     Afterwards  Shingas  rofe  up  and  faid  : 

"  Brethren,  now  we  have  rightly  heard  and  undcrftood  you,  it 
pleafeth  me  and  all  the  young  men,  that  hear  it  \  we  (hall  think  of 
it,  and  take  it  into  due  confideration  5  and  when  we  have  confider- 
ed  it  well,  then  we  will  give  you  an  anfwer,  and  fend  it  to  all  the 
towns  and  nations,  as  you  defired  us." 

We  thanked  them  and  wiflied  them  good  fuccefs  in  their  under- 
taking ;  and  wifhed  it  might  have  the  fame  efFe£t  upon  all  other 
nations,  that  may  hereafter  hear  it,  as  it  had  on  them.  We  went 
a  little  out  of  the  houfe*  In  the  mean  time  Ifaac  Stilt  demanded 
the  letter,  which  the  French  had  falfely  interpreted,  that  it  might  be 
read  in  public.  Then  tliey  called  us  back,  and  I,  Frederick  Po/f^ 
found  it  was  my  own  letter,  I  had  wrote  to  the  general.  I 
therefore  ftood  up,  and  read  it,  which  Ifaac  interpreted.  The  In- 
dians were  well  pleafed,  and  took  it  as  if  it  was  written  to  them ; 
thereupon  they  all  faid  5  "  Wc  always  thought  the  French  report 

.  of 
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of  the  letter  was  a  lie  5  they  always  deceived  us :"  Pointing  at  the 
French  captain ;  who,  bowing  dcfwn  his  head,  turned  quite  pale, 
and  could  look  no  one  in  the  &ce.  All  the  Indians  began  to  fnock 
and  laugh  at  him  ;  he  could  hold  it  no  longer,  and  went  out.  Then 
the  Cayuga  chief  delivered  a  ftring,  in  the  name  of  the  Six  Nations, 
Avith  thefe  words : 

<*  Coufins,  hear  what  I  have  to  fay ;  I  fee  you  are  forty,  and 
the  tears  ftand  in  your  eyes.  I  would  open  your  e^rs,  and  clear 
your  eyes  from  tears,  fo  that  you  may  fee,  and  hear  what  your 
uncles,  the  Six  Nations^  have  to  lay.  We  have  eftabliflied  g  friend-? 
ihip  with  your  brethren,  the  Englifi.  We  fee  that  you  are  all  over 
bloody,  on  your  body ;  I  clean  £he  heart  from  the  dufl,  and  yoiir 
eyes  from  the  tears,  and  your  bodies  from  the  blood,  that  you  jiiay 
hear  and  fee  your  brethren,  the  EngUJhy  and  appear  clean  before 
them,  arid  that  you  may  fpeak  from  the  heart  with  them." 

Delivered  four  ftrings. 

Then  he  (hewed  to  them  a  ftring  from  thp  Cherohees,  with  thefe 
words : 

•«  Nephews,  we  let  you  know,  that  we  are  exceeding  glad  that 
there  is  fuch  a  firm  friendlhip  eftablifbed,  on  fo  good  a  foundation, 
with  fo  many  nations,  that  it  will  laft  for  ever ;  and,  as  the  Six 
Nations  have  agreed  with  the  Englifiy  fo  we  wifh  that  you  may  lay 
hold  of  the  fame  friend(hip.  We  w:ill  remind  you,  that  we  were 
formerly  good  friends.  Likewife  we  let  you  know,  that  the  Six 
Nations  gave  us  a  tomahawk^  and,  if  any  body  oiFended  us,  we 
Ihould  ftrike  him  with  it ;  likewife  they  gave  me  a  knife,  to  take 
off  the  fcalp,  So  we  let  you  know,  that  we  are  defirous  to  hear 
very  foon  from  you,  what  you  determine.  It  may  be  we  ftiall  ufc 
the  hatchet  very  foon,  therefore  I  long  to  hear  froni  you." 

Then  the  council  broke  up.  After  a  little  while  meflfengers 
arrived,  and  Beaver  came  into  our  houfe,  and  gave  us  the  pjeafure 
to  hear,  that  the  Englijb  had  the  field,  'an4  that  the  French  had 
demoliflied  and  burnt  the  place  entirely,  ^nd  went  off;  that  the 
commander  is  gone  with  two  hundred  men  to  Venango,  and  the 
reft  gone  down  the  river  in  battocs,  to  the  lower  Shawanefe  town, 
with  an  intention  to  build  a  fqrt  there ;  they  were  feen  yelterday 
paffing  by  Sawcung. 

We  ended  this  day  with  pleafure  and  great  fatisfafkion  on  both 
fides :  the  Cayuga  chief  faid,  he  would  fpeak  further  to  them  to- 
morrow. 

26th.  We  mtt  together  about  ten  o'clock.     Flrft,  King 

Beaver  addtejpri34  hinifelf  to  the  Cayuga  chief^^  and  faid ; 

«?  My 
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"  Mv  unclesy  as  it  is  cuftomary  to  anfwer  one  another^  fo  I 
tliank  you,  that  you  took  fo  much  notice  of  your  couHos,  and  that 
ybu  have  wiped  the  tears  from  out  eyes,  and  cleaned  our  bodies 
'  from  the  blood ;  when  you  fpoke  to  me  I  faw  myfclf  all  over 
bloody ;  and  fince  you  cleaned  me  I  feel  myfelf  quite  pleafant 
through  my  whole  body,  and  I  can  fee  the  fun  fhine  clear  over  us." 

Delivered  four  firings. 

He  faid  further,  «'  As  you  took  fo  much  pains,  and  came  a 
great  way  through  the  bufhes,  I,  by  this  ftring,  clean  you  from 
the  fweat,  and  clean  the  duft  out  of  your  throat,  fo  that  you  may 
fpeak  what  you  have  to  fay  fronj  your  brethren,  the  Engltfb^  and 
our  uncles,  the  Six  Nations^  to  your  coufins,  I  am  ready  to  hear." 

Then  Pettwontonha^  the  Cayuga  chief,  took  the  belt  with  eight 
diamonds,*^  and  faid  \ 

*'  Coufins,  take  notice  of  what  I  have  to  fay ;  we  let  you  know 
what  agreement  we  have  made  with  our  brethren,  the  Engli/b. 
We  had  plmoft  flipt  and  dropt  the  chain  of  friendfhip  with  our 
brethren,  the  Engltjh ,-  now  we  let  you  know  that  we  have  renew- 
ed the  peace  and  friendfhip  with  our  V^thren,  the  Engl:Jb ;  and 
we  have  made  a  new  agreement  with  them.  We  fee  that  you 
have  dropt  t?ie  peace  and  friendftiip  with  them.  We  defire  you 
would  lav  hold  of  the  covenant,  we  have  made  with  our  brethren, 
the  Efigl^fljj  and  be  ftrong.  We  likewife  take  the  iomahanvk  out 
of  your  hands,  that  you  received  from  the  white  people ;  ufe  it  no 
longer;  fling  the  toivahanuk  away;  it  is  the  white  people's;  let 
them  ufe  it  among  themfelves ;  it  is  theirs,  and  they  are  of  one 
colour ;  let  them  fight  with  one  another,  and  do  yoii  be  ftili  and 
quiet  in  KnphtpMng.  Let  our  grandchildren,  the  Shawanefe^  like- 
wife  know  of  the  covenant,  we  eftablifhed  with  our  friends,  the 
Efiglijh^  and  alfo  let  all  other  nations  know  it." 

Then  he  explained  to  them  the  eight  diatnpnds,  on  the  belt, 
fignifying  the  five  united  nations,  apd  the  three  younger  nations, 
which  join  them :  thefe  all  united  with  the  Engltjh.  Then  he 
proceeded  thus ; 

**  Brethren,"  (delivering  a  belt  with  eight  diamonds,  the  fecond 
belt)  <*  we  hear  that  you  did  not  fit  right ;  and  when  I  came  I 
found  you  in  a  moving  pofture,  ready  to  jump  to^vards  the  fun- 
fet ;'  fo  we  will  fet  you  at  eafe,  and  quietly  down,  that  you  may 
fit  well  at  Kufhkujbking ;  and  we  defire  you  to  be  ftyong ;  and  if 
you  will  be  ftrong,  your  yeomen  and  children  will  fee  from  day  to 
day  the  light  (hining  more  over  them ;  and  our  children  and  grand 

childreil 

^  Diamond  fijj^es,  ibrmed  by  bc^ds  of  wampum,  of  dlfierent  colovrt. 
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childten  will  fee  that  there  will  be  an  everlafting  peace  eftabliihed. 
Wc  dcfire  you  to  be  ftill ;  we  do  not  know  as  yet,  what  to  do ; 
towards  the  fpring  you  (hall  hear  from  your  uncles  what  they  con- 
clude ;  in  the  mean  time  do  you  fit  ftill  by  your  fire  at  Kujhkup^ 
kirigr 

In  the  evening  the  devil  made  a  general  difturbance,  to  hinder 
them  In  their  good  difpofition.  It  was  reported  they  faw  three 
Cataipba  Indians  \n  their  towit ;  and  they  roved  about  all  that  cold 
nigh^,  in  great  fear  and  confufion.  When  I  confider  with  what 
tyranny  and  power  the  prince  of  this  world  rules  over  this  people, 
it  breaks  my  heart  over  them ;  and.  I  wifli  tliat  God  would  have 
mercy  upon  them,  and  that  their  redemption  may  draw  ftigh,  and 
open  their  eyes,  that  they  may  fee  what  bondage  they  $re  in,  and 
deliver  them  from  the  evil. 

! 27th.  We  waited  all  tlie  day  for  an  anfwer.    Beaver  came 

and  told  uS/  **  ^Phey  were  bufy  all  the  day  long."  He  faid,  "  It 
is  a  great  matter,  and  wants  much  confideration.  We  are  three 
tribes,  which  muft  feparately  agree  among  ourfelve§ ;  it  takes  time 
before  we  hear  each  agreement,  and  the  particulars  thereof."  He 
defired  us  tp  read  our  meffage  once  more  to  them  in  private ;  wc 
told  them,  we  were  at  their  fervice  at  any  time ;  and  then  we  ex- 
plained him  the  whole  again.  There  arrived  a  meflcnger  from 
Sawcungy  and  informd  us  that  four  of  their  people  were  gone  to 
pur  camp,  to  fee  what  the  Epgli/b  were  about;  and  that  one  gf  tliem 
climbing  upon  a  tree  was  difcovered  by  falling  down ;  and  then  our 
people  fpoke  to  them;  three  refolved  to  go  to  the  other  fide,  and  one 
came  back  and  brought  the  news,  which  pleafed  the  company.  Son*c 
of  the  captains  and  counfellors  were  together ;  they  faid,  that  the 
French  would  build  a  ftrong  fort,  at  the  lower  Shawanefe  town. 
I  anfwered  them,  "  Brethren,  if  you  fuiFer  the  French  to  build  a 
iort,  there,  you  muft  fufFer  likewife'the  EngUJh  to  come  and  deftroy 
the  place ;  Engltjh  will  follow  the  French^  and  purfue  them,  let  it 
coft  whatever  it  will ;  and  wherever  the  Frenth  fettle,  the  Englijb 
vill  follow  and  deftroy  them." 

They  faid,  <<  We  think  the  fame,  and  would  endeavour  to  prcvert 
it,  if  the  Englijh  only  would  go  back,  after  having  drove  away  the; 
French^  and  not  fettle  there."  I  faid,  "  I  can  tell  you  no  cer- 
tainty in  this  affair ;  it  is  heft  for  you  to  go  with  us  to  the  general, 
and  fpeak  with  him.  So  much  I  know,  that  they  only  yj2Xi\.  to 
eftablifh  a  trade  with  you ;  ^nd  you  know  yourfelvcs  that  you  can- 
not do  without  being  fupplied  with  fuch  goods  as  you  ftand  in 
need  of;  but,  brethren,  be  aflured  you  mufl;  entirely  quit  the 
French^  and  have  nor  communication  with  them,  elfe  they  will  al- 
ways

ways  breed  difturbance  and  confuCon  amongft  youj  and  perfuade 
your  young  |)eople  to  go  to  waragainft  our  brcUircn,  the  Efigli/b,^^ 

I  fpoke  with  them  further  about  VenangOy  and  faid,  *<  I  believed 
the  Englijh  would  go  there,  if  they  fuffercd  the  French  longer  to 
live  there.  This  fpeech  had  much  influence  on  them,  and  they 
faid ;  "  We  arc  convinced  of  all  that  you  have  faid ;  it  -will  be 
fo."  I  found  them  inclined  to  fend  off  the  French  from  Venango ; 
but  they  wanted  firft  to  know  the  difpofition  of  the  Engli/b^  and 
not  to  fuffer  the  French  to  build  any  where. 

28th.  King  Beaver  arofe  early  before  the  break  of  day,  and 

bid  all  his  people  a  good  morning,  defired  them  to  rife  early  and 
prepare  viftuals ;  for  they  had  to  anfwer  their  brethren,  the  Kn^ 
S,lijby  and  their  uncles,  and  therefore  they  fhouid  be  in  a  good 
humour  and  difpofition.  At  ten  o^clock  they  met  together  j  Bea-- 
ver  addrefled  himfelf  to  his  people,  and  faid,        ^ 

•*  Take  notice  all  you  young  men  and  warriors  tSi  yhat  we  an* 
fwer  now :  it  is  three  days  fince  we  heard*our  brctllffn,  the  En- 
gHJhj  and  our  uncles ;  and  what  we  have  heard  ofjpl)oth  is  very 
good ;  and  we  are  all  much  plcafed  with  what  we  b^lfb  heard.  Our 
uncles  have  made  an  agreement,  and  peace  is  eftatpfhed  with  our 
brethren,  the  EnglUhy  and  they  have  fhook  hands  wi^  them ;  and  we 
likewife  agree  in  the  peace  and  friendlhip,  they  haf e  eftabliflied  be- 
tween them."  Then  he  fpoke  t:o  the  French  capttift  C^naquaisy  and 
faid, 

.  «^  You  may  hear  what  I  anfwer  •,  it  is  good  news,  that  we  have 
heard.  I  have  not  made  myfelf  a  king.  My  uncles  have  rnade 
me  like  a  queen,  that  I  always  fhouid  mind  what  is  good  and 
right,  and  whatever  I  agree  with,  they  will  ^ffift  me,  and  help 
me  through.  Since  the  warriors  came  amongft  us,  I  could  not 
follow  that  which  is  good  and  right  \  which  has  made  me  heavy  \ 
and  fince  it  is  my  duty  to  do  that  which  is  good,  fo  I  will  endea- 
vour to  do  and  to  fpe^k  what  i$  good,  and  not  let  myfelf  be  dif- 
turbed  by  the  warriors." 

Then  he  fpoke  to  the  Mingoes^  and  faid, 

*<  My  uncles,  hear  me  :  It  is  two  dayi  fipce  you  told  me,  that 
you  have  made  peace  and  frieridfhip,  ind  (hook  hands  with  our 
brethren,  the  Engli/h.  I  am  really  very  much  pleafed  with  what 
,you  told  me  \  and  I  join  with  you  in  fee  fame ;  and,  as  you  faid, 
I  ihould  let  the  Shawanefe  and  Delamattanees  know  of  the  agree- 
ment, you  have  made  with  our  brethren,  the  Engli/h^  X  took  it  to 
heart,  and  fliall  let  therti  know  it  very  fopp." 

He  delivered  a  ftring. 

°  «  Look 
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««  Look  now,  my  uncles,  and  hear  what  your  coufins  fay :  you 
have  fpoke  the  day  before  yeftcrday  to  me.  I  have  heard  you. 
You  told  me,  you  would  let  me  at  Kiifhkupling  eafy  down.  I 
took  it  to  heart ;  and  I  Ihall  do  fo,  and  be  flill,  and  lay  myfelf 
eafy  down,  and  keep  my  match-coat  clofe  to  my  breaft.  You  told 
me,  you  will  let  me  kngw  in  the  next  fpring,  what  to  do  j  fo  I 
will  be  ftill,  and  wait  to  hear  from  you.'* 

Gave  him  a  belt. 

Then  he  turned  himfelf  to  us,  and  gave  us  the  following  an- 
fwers.     Firft,  to  the  general ; 

«<  Brother,  by  thefe  ftrings  I  would  defiro,  in  a  mod  kind  and 
friendly  manner,  you  would  be  pleafed  to  hear  me  what  I  have  to 
fay,  as  you  are  not  far  off. 

«<  Brother,  now  you  told  me  you  have  heard  of  that  good 
agreement,  that  has  been  agreed  to,  at  the  treaty  at  Eajlon  ,-  and 
•  that  you  have  put  your  hands  to  it,  to  ftrengtlien  it,  fo  tliat  it  may 
laft  for  ever.  Brother,  you  have  told  me,  that  after  you  have 
tome  to  hear-it,  you  have  taken  it  to  heart,  and  then  you  fent  it 
to  me,  and  let  me  know  it.  Brother,  I  would  c^efire  you  would 
be  pleafed  to  hear  me,  and  I  would  tell  you,  in  a  moil  foft,  lov- 
ing and  friendly  manner,  to  go  back  over  the  mountain,  and  to 
(lay  there ;  for,  if  you  will  do  that,  I  will  ufe  it  for  an  argument, 
to  argue  with  other  nations  of  Indians.  Now,  brother,  you  have 
told  me  you  have  made  a  road  clear,  from  the  fun-fet  to  our  firft 
old  council  fire,  at  Philadelphia^  and  therefore  I  fliould  fear  no- 
thing, and  come  into  that  road.  Brother,  after  thefe  far  Indian 
(hall  come  to  hear  of  that  good  and  wide  road,  that  you  have  laid 
out  for  us,  then  they  will  turn  and  look  at  the  road,  and  fee  no- 
thing in  the  way  \  and  that  is  the  reafon,  that  maketh  me  tell  you 
to  go  back  over  the  mountain  again,  and  to  ftay  there  5  for  then 
the  road  will  be  clear,  and  nothing  in  the  way." 

Then  he  addrefled  himfelf  to  the  Governor  of  Pennfyhania^  afi 
follows  s 

«  Brother,  give  good  attention  to  what  I  am  going  to  fay ;  for 
I  fpeak  from  my  heart ;  and  think  nothing  the  lefs  of  it,  though 
the  ftrings  be  fmalL* 

"  Brother,  I  now  tell  you  what  I  have  heard  from  you  is  quite 
agreeable  to  niy  mind  5  and  I  love  to  hear  you.  I  tell  you  Ukewifc, 
that  all  the  chief  men  of  Allegheny  are  well  pleafed  with  what  yoi^ 
have  faid  to  us ;  and  all  my  young  men,  women  and  children,  that 

arc 

•  Important  matters  ihould  be  accompanied  with  large  firUig*,  or  belts ;  but 
ftmetimM  a  fufficicnt  qnaRtlty  of  wampum  is  not  at  hanU, 
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are  able  to  onderftsnd,  are  well  plea&d  with  what  you  have  bid 
tome. 

«  Brother,  you  tell  me  that  all  the  Governors  of  the  feveral 
provinces  have  agreed  to  a  well  eftablifhed  and  everlafting  peace 
with  the  Indians ;  and  you  likewife  tell  me»  that  my  uncles,  the 
Six  Nationr^  and  my  brethren,  the  Dalaivares^  and  feveral  other 
tribes  of  Indians  join  with  you  in  it,  to  eftablifh  it,  fo  that  it  may 
be  everlafting ;  you  likewife  tell  me,  you  have  all  agreed  on  a 
treaty  of  peace  to  laft  for  ever ;  and  for  thefc  reafons  I  tell  you, 
I  am  pleafed  with  what  you  have  told  me, 

'  «  Brother,  I  am  heartily  pleafed  to  hear  that  you  never  let  flip 
the  chain  of  friendfhip  out  of  your  hands,  which  our  grandfathers 
had  between  them,  fo  that  they  could  agree  as  brethren  and  friends 
in  any  thing. 

"  Brother,  as  you  have  been  pleafed  to  let  me  know  of  that 
good  and  deiirable  agreement,  that  you  and  my  uncles  and  bre- 
thren have  agreed  to,  at  the  treaty  of  peace,  I  now  tell  you  I 
heartily  join  and  agree  in  it,  and  to  it ;  and  now  I  defire  you  to  go 
on  fteadily  in  that  great  and  good  work,  you  have  taken  in  hand ; 
and  I  will  do  as  you  defire  me  to  do ;  that  is,  to  let  the  other 
tribes  of  Indians  know  it,  and  more  efpecially  my  uncles,  tl^e  Six 
Nations^  and  the  Shawanefe^  my  grandchildren,  and  all  other  na- 
tions, fettled  to  the  weftward. 

*<  Brother,  I  defire  you  not  to  be  out  of  patience,  as  I  have  a 
great  many  friends  at  a  grdat  diftance ;  and  I  fhall  ufe  my  bcft  en- 
deavours to  let  them  know  it  as  foon  as  poffible  j  and  as  foon  as 
I  obtain  their  anfwer,  (hall  let  you  know  it.'* 

Then  he  gave  fix  ftrings  all  white. 

In  the  evening  arrived  a  meffenger  from  Saciung^  Neiodioeht'^ 
menty  and  defired  they  fhould  make  all  the  hafte  to  difpatch  us, 
and  we  (hould  come  to  Sackung ;  for,  as  they  did  not  know  what 
is  become  of  thofe  three,  that  went  to  our  camp,  they  were  afraid 
the  EngUjb  would  keep  them,  till  they  heard  what  was  become  of 
Us,  their  meflengers. 

29th.  Before  day  break  Beaver  and  Shingas  came,  and  called 

Us  into  their  council.  They  had  been  all  the  night  together.  They 
laid  ;  "  Brethren,  now  is  the  day  coming,  you  will  fet  off  from 
here*  It  is  a  good  many  days  fince  we  heard  you ;  and  what 
we  have  heard  is  very  pleaung  and  agreeable  to  us.  It  rejoices  all 
our  hearts ;  arid  all  our  young  men,  women  and  children,  that 
are  capable  to  undetftand,  are  really  very  well  pleafed  with  what 
they  have  heard  ;  it  is  £0  agreeable  to  us,  that  we  never  received  fuch 
good  news  before  j  we  thiiik  God  has  made  it  fo ;  he  pities  us, 

and 
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and  has  mercy  on  us.  And  now,  brethren,  you  defire  that  I 
ihould  let  it  be  known  to  all  other  nations ;  and  I  fhall  let  them 
know  very  foon.  Therefore  Skingas  cannot  go  with  you.  He 
mufl;  go  with  me,  to  help  me  in  this  great  work  j  and  I  fliall  fend 
nobody,  but  go  myfelf,  to  make  it  known  to  all  nations." 

Then  we  thanked  them  for  their  care }  and  wiftied  him  good 
fuccefs  on  his  journey  and  undertaking :  and,  as  this  meflage  had 
fuch  a  good  cScA  on  them,  we  hoped  it  would  hare  the  fame  on 
all  other  nations,  when  they  came  to  hear  it.  I  hoped  that 
all  the  clouds  would  pafs  away,  and  the  chearful  light  would  (hine 
over  all  nations  :  fo  I  wifhed  diem  good  ai&ftance  and  help  on  dieir 
journey.     Farther,  he  faid  to  us ; 

«^  Now  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong  ;*  becaufe  1  (hall  muke  it 
my  ftrong  argument  with  other  nations ;  but  as  we  have  given  cre- 
dit to  what  you  have  faid,  hoping  it  is  true,  and  we  agree  to  it ; 
if  it  fhould  prove  the  contrary,  it  would  make  me  fo  afibamed^ 
that  I  never  could  lift  up  my  head,  and  never  undertake  to  fpeak 
any  word  more  for  the  intereft  of  the  EngK/bJ* 

I  told  them,  "  Brethren,  you  will  remember  that  it  was  wrote 
to  you  by  the  general,  that  you  might  ^ve  credit  to  what  we  fay  ; 
fo  I  am  glad  to  hear  of  you,  that  you  give  credit ;  and  we  aflurc 
you,  that  what  we  have  told  you  is  the  truth  j  and  you  will  find 
it  fo." 

They  faid  further,  *'  Brethren,  w«  let  you  know,  that  the 
French  have  ufed  our  people  kindly,  in  every  refped ;  they  have 
ufed  them  like  gentlemen,  efpecially  thofe.that  live  near  them.  So 
they  have  treated  the  chiefs.  Now  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong ; 
we  wifli  you  would  take  the  fame  method,  and  life  our  people 
well :  for  the  other  Indians  will  look  upon  us  ;f  and  we  do  not 
otherwife  know  how  to  convince  them,  and  to  bring  them  into 
the  Englijh  intereft,  without  your  ufing  fuch  means  as  will  convince 
them.  For  the  French  will  ftill  do  more  to  keep  them  to  their  in« 
tcreft." 

I  told  them,  "  I  would  take  it  to  heart,  and  inform  the  Covem- 
or,  and  other  gentlemen  of  it ;  and  fpeak  to  them  in  their  favour." 
Then  they  faid,  <«  It  is  fo  far  well,  and  the  road  is  cleared  j  but 
they  thought  we  fhould  fend  them  another  call,  when  they  may 
come."  I  told  them ;  <«  We  did  not  know  when  they  would  have 
agreed  with  the  other  nations.     Brother,  it  is  you,  who  muft  give

be  ftrong,  be  fteady,  purfue  to  t,Ke&  what  you  have  begun,  &o« 

f  /.  X  They  will  obf«rvc  how  wc  arc  drelTed. 
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lis  the  firft  notice  when  you  tan  come ;  the  fooner  the  better ;  and 
fo  foon  as  yon  fend  us  word,  we  will  prepare  for  you  on  the  road." 
After  this  we  made  ready  for  our  journey. 

Ketiujhund^  a  noted  Indian^  one  of  the  chief  counfellors,  told 
us  in  fecrct,  *«  That  all  the  nations  had  jointly  agreed  to  defend 
their  hunting  place  at  Alleghtnnyy  and  fuffer  nobody  to  fettle  there ; 
and  as  thefe  Indians  are  very  much  inclined  to  the  Engli/h  intereft, 
fo  he  begged  us  very  much  to  tell  the  Governor,  General,  and  all 
other  people  not  to  fettle  there«  And  if  the  Englifi  would  draw- 
back over  the  mountain,  they  would  get  all  the  other  nations  into 
their  intereft ;  but  if  they  ftaid  and  fettled  there,  all  the  nations 
would  be  againft  them ;  and  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  a  great 
war,  and  never  come  to  a  peace  again." 

I  promifed  to  inform  the  Governor,  General,  and  all  other  peo- 
ple of  it,  and  repeated  my  former  requeft  to  them,  not  to  fuffer 
any  French  to  fettle  amongft  them.  After  we  had  fetched  our 
horfes^  we  went  from  Kujhkujhking^  and  came  at  five  o'clock  to  Sar- 
cungy  in  company  with  twenty  Indians*  "When  we  came  about 
half  way,  we  met  a  meilenger  from  fort  Duquefne^  with  a  belt 
from  Thomas  King,  inviting  all  the  chiefs  to  Saccung.  We  heard 
at  the  fame  time,  that  Mr.  Croghn  and  Henry  Montour  would  be 
there  to  day.  The  meffenger  was  one  of  thofe  three,  that  went 
to  our  camp  \  and  it  feemed  to  rejoice  all  the  company  'y  for  fomc 
of  them  were  much  troubled  in  their  ininds,  fearing  that  the  Eti' 
glijh  had  kept  them,  as  prifohers,  or  killed  them.  In  the  evening 
we  arrived  at  Saccungj  on  the  Beaver  creek.  We  were  well  re- 
ceived. The  king  provided  for  us.  After  a  little  while  we  vifited 
Mr.  Croghn  alnd  his  company. 

■■  30th^  In  the  morning  the  Indians  of  the  town  vifited  us. 
About  eleven  o'clock  about  forty  came  together;  when  we. read 
the  meflage  to  them ;  Mr.  Croghn^  Henry  Montour  and  Thomas 
King  being  prefent.  They  were  all  well  pleafed  with  the  meffage. 
In  the  evening  we  came  together  with  the  chiefs,  and  explained 
the  fignification  of  the  belts  \  which  lafted  till  eleven  o'clock  at 
night. 

December  \Jl.  After  hunting  a  great  while  for  our  horfes,  with- 
out finding  them,  we  were  obliged  to  give  an  Indian  three  hun- 
dred wampum  for  looking  for  them*  We  bought  com  for  four 
hundred  and  fifty  wampum  for  our  horfes.  The  Indians  met  to- 
gether to  hear  what  Mr.  Croghn  had  to  fay.  Thomas  King  fpoke 
by  a  belt,  and  invited  them  to  come  to  the  general  i  upon  which 
they  all  refdivcd  to  go. 

In 
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In  the  evening  the  captains  and  counfellors  came  together,  I 
and  Ifaac  Still  being  prefent ;  they  told  us,  that  they  had  formerly 
agreed  not  to  give  any  credit  to  any  meflage,  fent  from  the  l^glifli 
by  Indians ;  thinking,  if  the  Englifh  virould  have  peace  with  them, 
they  would  come  themfelves  \  "  So  foon,  therefore,  as  you  came, 
it  'W'-a^  as  if  the  weather  changed  \  and  a  great  cloud  paiTed  away, 
and  we  could  think  again  on  our  ancient  friendfhip  with  our  bre- 
thren, the  Englifh.  We  have  thought  fince  that  time,  more  on 
the  Englifh  than  ever  before,  although  the  French  have  done  all, 
in  their  power,  to  prejudice  ow'r  young  men  againft  the  Englijh. 
Since  you  now  come  the  feqond  time,  we  think  it  is  God's  work ; 
he  pities  us,  that  we  ihould  not  all  die  5  and  if  we  fhould  not  ac- 
cept of  the  peace  offered  to  us,  we  think  God  would  forfake  us." 

In  difcourfe,  they  fpoke  about  preaching,  and  faid,  «<  They 
wiihed  many  times  to  hear  the  word  of  God ;  but  they  were  aU 
ways  afraid  the  Englifh  would  take  that  opportunity  to  bring  them 
into  bondage."  They  invited  me  to  come  and  live  amongft  them  % 
fince  I  had  taken  fo  much  pains  in  bringing  a  peace  about  between 
them  and  the  Englijh.  I  told  them,  "  It  might  be,  that  when  the 
peace  was  firmly  eftabliflied,  I  would  come  to  proclaim  the  peace 
and  love  of  God  to  them." 

In  the  evening  arrived  a  meflage,  with  a  ftrlng  of  wampum,  to 
7L  noted,  Indian f  Ketiufcund,  to  come  to  Wenango,  to  meet  the  f7>iij- 
mi  chief,  ^itahicung  there ;  he  faid  that  a  French  Mohock  had  kil- 
led a  Delaware  Indian ;  and  when  he  was  aiked  why  he  did  it  ?. 
He  faid  the  French  bid  him  do  it. 

•2d.  Early  before  we  fet  out,  I  gave  300  wampums  to  the 


CayugaSi  to  buy  fome  corn  for  their  horfes ;  they  agreed  that  I  ' 
Ihould  go  before  to  the  general,  to  acquaint  him  of  their  coming. 
The  Beaver  creek  being  very  high,  it  was  alnjoft  two  o'clock, 
in  the  afternoon,  before  we  came  over  the  creek  \  this  land  feems 
to  be  very  rich.  I,  with  my  companion,  Kekiufcund*%  foii,  came 
to  LogVtown,  fituated  on  a  hill,  Qn  the  eaft  end  it  a  great 
piece  of  low  land,  where  the  old  Logs^tonvn  ufed  to  ftaild.  In  the 
new  LogS'tonvn  the  Freneh  have  built  about  thirty  houfes  fpr  the 
Indians.  They  have  a  large  com  field  on  the  fouth  fide,  where 
the  com  ftands  ungathered.  Then  we  went  farther  through  a 
large  traft  of  fine  land,  along  the  river  fide.  We  came  within 
eight  miles  of  Pitt/hurg,  where  we  lodged  on  a  hill,  in  the  open 
air.  It  was  a  cold  night ;  and  I  had  forgot  my  blanket,  being 
packed  upon  Mr,  Hays's  horfe.  Betweei^  $accupg  and  Pitt/burg^ 
all  the  Sihai^fanQs  towns  are  empty  of  pcpple, 

3d. 
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■3d.  We  ftarted  early,  and  came  to  the  river  by  Pitt/hurg  : 


we  called  that  they  &ouId  come  over  and  fetch  us ;  but  their  boats 
having  gone  adrift,  they  made  a  raft  of  black  oak  pailifadocs, 
which  funk  as  foon  as  it  came  into  the  water.  We  were  very 
hungry,  and  ftaid  on  that  iiland,  where  I  had  kept  council  ^virith 
the  Indians^  in  the  month  of  Auguft  laft ;  for  all  I  had  nothing  to 
live  on,  I  thought  myfelf  a  great  deal  better  off  now,  than  at  that 
time,  having  now  liberty  to  walk  upon  the  ifiand  according  to 
pleafure  \  and  it  feemed  as  if  the,  dark  clouds  were  difperfed. 

While  I  waited  here,  I  faw  the  general  march  off  from  Pitt/- 
burg ;  which  made  me  forry,  that  I  could  not  have  the  pleafure 
of  fpeaking  with  him.  Towards  evening  our  whole  party  arrived ; 
upon  which  they  fired  from  the  fort  with  twelve  great  guns  ;  and 
our  Indians  faluted  again  three  tim^s  roimd  with  their  fmall  arms. 
By  accident  fome  of  the  Indians  found  a  raft  hid  in  the  buflies, 
and  Mr.  Hays,  coming  laft,  went  over  firft  with  two  Indians. 
They  fent  us  but  a  fmall  allowance ;  fo  that  it  would  not  fervc 
each  round.  I  tied  my  belt  a  little  clofer,  being  very  hungry,  and 
nothing  to  eat.*  It  fnowed,  and  we  were  obliged  to  flecp  without 
any  flielter.  In  the  evening  they  threw  light  balls  from  the  fort ; 
at  which  the  Indians  ftarted,  thinking  they  would  fire  at  them  i 
but  feeing  it  was  not  aimed  at  them,  (hey  rejoiced  to  fee  them  fly 
fo  high. 

— ^— 4th.  We  got  up  early,  and  cleared  a  place  from  the  fhow, 
cut  fome  fire  wood,  and  hallooed  till  we  were  tired.  Towards 
noon  Mr.  Hays  came  with  a  raft,  and  the  Indian  chiefs  went 
over :  he  informed  me  of  Colonel  Bouquets  difpleafure  with  the 
Indians^  anfwer  to  the  general,  and  his  defire  that  they  fhoiild  al- 
ter theii^mind,  in  infifting  upon  t\c  general's  going  back ;  but  the 
Indians  had  no  inclination  to  alter  their  mind*  In  the  afternoon 
fome  provifion  was  fent  over,  but  a  fmall  allowance.  When  I 
came  over  to  the  fort,  the  council  with  the  Indians  was  almoft  at 
an  end.  I  had  a  difcourfe  with  Colonel  Bouquet  about  the  affairs, 
difpofition  and  refolution  of  the  hidians. 

I  drew  provifion  for  our  journey  to  fort  Ligonherj  and  baked 
bread  for  our  whole  company :  towards  noon  the  Indians  met  to- 
gctlier  in  a  conference.  Firft  king  Beaver  addreffed  himfelf  to 
the  Mohocts^  defiring  them  to  give  their  brethren  an  anfwer  about 

fetding 

•  As  it  ofteii  happens  to  the  Indsams^  on  their  long  marches,  in  v.»ar,  and  fomc- 
times  in  their  Jiunting  expeditions,  to  be  without  viAuals  for  feveral  days,  occafioned 
by  bad  weather  and  other  accidents)  they  have  this  cuftom  in  fuch  cafes;  which  Ftfl 
probably  learned  of  them,  viz.  girding  {heir  bellies  tight,  when  thcY  have  nothing 
to  put  in  them ;  and  the;'  fay  it  prevents  the  pain  of  hunger^ 
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fettling  at  Pittjburg.  The  Mohocks  faid^  ««  They  lived  at  fuch  a 
diftance,  that  they  could  not  defend  the  Englijh  there,  if  any  ac- 
cident fhould  befal  them ;  but  you,  coufins,  who  live  clofc  here, 
mtift  think  what  to  do."     Then  Beaver  faid  by  a  ftring  : 

«  What  this  meflcnger  has  brought  is  very  agreeable  to  us ;  and 
as  our  uncles  have  made  peace  with  you,  the  Englljhy  and  many 
other  nations,  fo  we  Ukcwife  join,  and  accept  of  the  peace  offered 
to  us ;  and  we  have  already  anfwered  by  your  meflcnger,  what  we 
have  to  fay  to  the  general,  that  he  fliould  go  back  over  the  mount- 
ains ;  we  have  nothing  to  fay  to  the  contrary." 

Neither  Mr.  Croghn  nor  Andrew  Montour  would  tell  Colonel 
Bouquet  the  Indian/  anfwer.  Then  Mr.  Croghn,  Colonel  Armftrong 
and  Colonel  Bouquet  went  into  the  tent  by  themfelves,  and  I  went 
upon  my  bufinefs.  What  they  have  further  agreed  I  do  not 
know  \  but  when  they  had  done,  1  called  king  Beaver j  Shingas^ 
and  Keieufcundy  and  faid, 

**  Brethren,  if  you  have  any  alteration  to  make,  in  the  anfwer 
to  the  general,  concerning  leaving  this  place,  you  will  be  pleafed 
to  let  me  know."  They  faid,  they  would  alter  nothing,  ^<  We 
have  told  them  three  times  to  leave  the  place  and  go  back ;  but 
they  infift  upon  (laying  here ;  if,  therefore,  they  will  be  deftroyed 
by  the  French  and  the  Indians,  we  cannot  help  them." 

Colonel  Bouquet  fet  out  for  Loyalhannon  :  The  Indians  got  fome 
liquor  between  ten  and  eleven  o'clock.  One  Mohock  died ;  the 
others  fired  guns  three  times  over  him ;  at  the  laft  firing  one  had 
accidentally  loaded  his  gun  with  a  double  charge  :  this  gun  burft 
to  pieces,  and  broke  his  hand  clean  ofi^;  he  alfo  got  a  hard  knock 
on  his  breaft ;  and  in  the  morning  at  nine  o'clock  he  died,  and 
they  buried  them  in  that  place,  both  in  one  hole. 

^6th.  It  was  a  cold  morning  5  we  fwam  our  horfcs  over  the 

river,  the  ice  running  violently.  Mr.  Croghn  told  me  that  the 
Indians  had  fpoke,  upon  the  fame  ftring  that  I  had,  to  Colonel 
Bouquet,  and  altered  their  mind  ;  and  had  agreed  and  defifed  that 
200  men  fhould  ftay  at  the  fort.  I  refufed  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  anfwer  to  the  general,  till  I  myfelf  did  hear  it  of  the  Indi" 
ans :  at  which  Mr.  Croghn  grew  very  angry.  I  told  him  I  had 
already  fpoke  with  the  Indians ;  he  faid,  it  was  a  d — d  lie ;  and 
defired  Mr.  Hays  to  enquire  of  the  Indians,  and  take  down  in 
writing  what  they  faid.  Accordingly  he  called  them,  and  afked 
them,  if  they  had  altered  their  fpeech,  or  fpoke  to  Colonel  Bou^ 
quet  on  that  ftring  they  gave  me.  Shingas  and  the  other  counfel- 
lor  faid,  they  had  fpoken  nothing  to  Colonel  bouquet  on  the  ftring

they  gave  xtie,  but  what  was  agreed  between  the  Indians  at  Kujb* 
kujbking.  They  faid,  Mr.  Croghn  and  Henry  Montour  had  not 
fpoke  and  a£lcd  honeflly  and  uprightly ;  they  bid  us  not  alter  the 
leaft,  and  faid,  "  We  have  told  them  three  times  to  go  back ; 
but  they  will  not  go,  infifting  upon  Haying  here.  Now  you  will 
let  the  governor,  general,  and  all  people  know,  tliat  our  defirc  is, 
that  they  ihould  go  back,  till  the  other  nations  have  joined  in  the 
peace,  and  then  they  may  come  and  build  a  trading  houfe." 

They  then  repeated  what  they  had  faid  the  5th  inftant.  Then 
we  took  leave  of  tliem,  and  promifed  to  inform  the  general,  go- 
vernor, and  all  other  gentle  people  of  their  difpofition  5  and  fo 
we  fet  out  from  Pittfourgy  and  came  within  fifteen  miles  of  tlic 
breaft-work ;  where  we  encamped.  It  fnowed,  and  we  made  a 
little  cabbin  of  hides. 

-7th.  Our  horfes  were  fainting,  having  little  or  no  food. 

We  came  that  day  about  twenty  miles,  to  another  brcaft-work  ♦, 
where  the  whole  army  had  encamped  on  a  hill ;  the  water  being 
far  to  fetch. 

8th.  Between  Pitt/burg  and  fort  Ltgonier  the  country  is 

hilly,  with  rich  bottoms,  well  timbered,  but  fcantily  watered. 
We  arrived  at  fort  Ltgonier  in  the  afternoon,  about  four  o'clock } 
where  we  found  the  general  very  fick  5  and  therefore  could  have 
no  opportunity  to  fpeak  with  him. 

9th.  We  waited  tp  fee  the  general ;  they  told  us  he  would 

march  the  next  day,  and  we  fliouJd  go  with  him.  Captain  Sinclair 
wrote  us  a  return  for  provifions  for  four  days. 

loth.  The  general  was  ftill  fick  5  fo  that  he  could  not  go 

on  the  journey. 

1  ith.  We  longed  very  much  to  go  farther  -,  and  therefore 

fpoke  to  Major  Halkcty  and  defired  him  to  enquire  of  the  general, 
if  he  intended  to  fpeak  with  us,  or,  if  we  might  go ;  as  we  were 
in  a  poor  conditioi\,  for  want  of  linen,  and  other  neceffarics.  He 
defircd  us  to  bring  the  Indians^  anfwer,  and  our  journal  to  the  gc- 
ncral.  Mr.  Hays  read  his  journal  to  Major  Halket  and  Governor 
Glefu     They  took  memorandums,  and  went  to  the  general. 

-I  ith.  They  told  us  we  fnoukl  ftay  till  the  general  went. 

14th.  The  general  intended  to  go;  but  his  horfes  could 

not  be  found.  Thev  thought  the  Indians  had  carried  them  off. 
They  hunted  all  day  for  the  horfes,  but  could  not  find  them.  I 
fpoke  to  Colonel  Bouquet  about  our  allowance  being  fo  fm all,  that 
we  could  hardly  fubilft ;  and  that  we  were  without  money  •,'  and 

^  defired 
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defired  him  to  let  ^s  have  fome  money,  that  we  might  buy  necef- 
£aTies.  Provifions,  and  every  thing  is  exceeding  dear.  One  pound 
of  bread  coft  a  (hilling  j  one  pound  of  fugar  four  fliillings,  ^ 
quart  of  rum  feven  (hillings  and  fix  pence,  and  fo  in  propor- 
tion. Colonel  Bouquet  laid  our  matters  before  the  general ;  who 
let  me  call,  and  excufed  himfelf,  that  his  diftempcr  had  hindered 
him  from  fpeaking  with  me ;  and  promifed  to  help  me  in  every 
thing  I  fhould  want,  and  ordered  him  to  give  me  fome  money. 
He  (aid  farther,  that  I  often  fhould  call ;  and  when  he  was  alone 
he  would  fpeak  with  me* 

1 6th.  Mr.  Hays,  being  a  hunting,  was,  fo  lucky  as  to  find 

the  general's  horfes,  and  brought  them  home  ;  for  which  the  gene- 
ral was  very  thankful  to  him. 


17th.  Mr.  Haysy  being  defired  by  Maj«r  Ha/ia  to  go  and 

look  for  the  other  horfes,  went,  but  found  none. 

.    — — iSth.  The  general  told  me  to  hold  myfelf  ready,  to  go  with 
him  down  the  country- 

20th.  After  we  had  been  out  two  days,  to  hunt  for  our 

horfes,  in  the  rain,  we  went  again  to  day,  and  were  informed, 
they  had  been  feen  in  a  loft  condition ;  one  laying  on  the  hiU,  and 
the  other  ftauding;  they  had  been  hoppled  together;  but'aperfon 
told  us,  he  had  cut  the  hopples.  When  we  came  home  we  found 
-the  horfes ;  they  having  made  home  to  the  fort, 

.    22d.  It  was  cold  and  ftormy  weather. 

23  d.  I  hunted  for  our  horfes,  and  having  found  them^ 

we  gave  them  both  to  the  king's  commilTary ;  they  not  being  able 
to  carry  us  farther. 

The  ferjeant  Henry  OJien^  being  one  of  the  company  that  guid- 
ed us,  as^  above  mentioned,  and  was  that  fame  prifoner,  whom 
the  Shsvanos  intended  to  burn  alive,  came  to  day  to  the  fort.  He 
was  much  rejoiced  to  fee  us,  and  faid,  "  I  thank  you  a  thoufand 
times  for  my  deliverance  from  the  fire  5  and  think  it  not  too  much 
to  be  at  your  fervice  my  whole  life  time."  He  gave  us  intelligence 
that  the  Indians  were,  as  yet,  mightily  for  the  Englifh.  His  maf- 
ter  had  offered  to  fet  him  at  liberty,  and  bring  him  to  Pittjburg  if 
he  would  promife  him  ten  gallons  of  rum ;  which  he  did  j  and  he 
was  brought  fafe  to  Pittjburg.  Delaware  George  is  ft  ill  faithful  to 
the  EngliJIj  -  and  was  very  helpful  to  procure  his  liberty,  I/hac 
Stilly  Shingas  and  Beaver  are  gone  with  the  meflage  to  the  nations 
living  further  oiF.  When  the  French  had  heard  that  the  garrifon, 
aX  Plttjburgy  confiftedonly  of  200  men,  they  refolved  to  go  down 

from 
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from  Ftnmgtt  ind  dcftroy  the  Engiyb  fort.  So  Utoa  at  the  Indiant 
at  Ku/Uujhiing,  heard  of  thetr  intention,  they  fcnt  a  mcflagc  to 
tfie  French,  defiring  them  to  draw  back ;  for  they  would  have  no 
war  in  their  country.  The  friendly  Indians  have  fent  out  parUet 
with  that  intention,  that  if  the  Prtnch  went  on,  in  their  march 
towards  the  fort,  they  would  catch  them,  and  hring  them  to  the 
EngRfb.  They  fliewed  to  Oflen  the  place,  where  eight  French  In- 
dian fpies  had  lain  near  the  fort.  By  their  marks  upon  the  place 
they  learned  that  thefe  eight  were  gone  back,  and  hve  more  were 
to  come  to  the  fame  place  again.  He  told  us  further,  that  the 
Indians  had  fpoke  among  themfelves,  that  if  the  Engli/b  would 
join  them,  they  would  go  to  Venango,  and  deltroy  the  French  there. 
We  hear  that  the  friendly  Indians  intend  to  hunt  round  the  fort, 
at  Pitt/burg,  and  bring  the  garrifon  freOi  meat.  And  upon  this 
intelligence  the  general  fcnt  Captain  Weddtrhdz  with  fifty  men,  to 
reinforce  the  garrifon  at  Pitt/burg. 

— — -25^1.  The  people  in  the  camp  prepared  for  a  Chrifliriai 
frolick }  but  I  kept  Chriftmct  in  the  woods  by  myfelf. 

26th.  To  day  an  exprefs  came  from  Pitt/burg  to  inform  the 

general,  that  the  French  had  called  all  the  Indians  in  their  intcreft 
together,  and  intended  to  come  and  deftroy  them  there. 

37th.  Towards  noon  the  general  fet  out ;  which  caufed  a 

great  joy  among  the  garrifon,  which  had  hitherto  lain  in  tents, 
but  now  being  a  fmaller  company,  could  be  more  comfortably 
lodged.  It  fnowed  the  whole  day.  Wc  encamped  by  a  beaver 
dam,  under  Laurel  Hill. 

28th.  We  came  to  Stony  Greet,  where  Mr.  ^utcifiU  is

(Rays  Town)  and  commanded  him  to  fee,  if  die  place  for  en-

very  cold. 

2d,  We  fet  out  early.     I  wondeted  retj  mocE  diai  Ae 

horfes,  in  thcfe  flippery  roads,  came  fo  well  with  the  waggons 
over  thefe  fteep  hills.  Wc  came  to  fort  Littletons  where  I  drew 
provifiona  j  but  cotild  not  find  any  who  had  bread,  to  exchange 
for  flour.  I  took  lodging  in  a  comniort  houfe.  Mr.  Hays  arrived 
late. 

'3d.  W"e  Irofe  early.     I  thought  to  traVel  the  neareft  foad  to 

Shippen's  Town,  and  therefore  defired  leave  of  the  general  to  pro- 
fecute  my  journey  to  Latic^er,  and  wait  for  his  excellency  there  ; 
but  he  defired  me  to  follow  in  his  company.  It  fnowed,  freezed, 
rained,  and  was  ftormy  the  whole  day.  All  were  exceeding  glad 
that  the  general  arrived  fafe  at  fort  Loudon.  There  was  no  room 
in  the  fort  for  fuch  a  great  company ;  I,  therefore,  and  fome 
others  went  two  miles  further,  and  got  lodgings  at  a  plantation. 

'  4th.  I  and  my  company  took  the  upper  road ;  which  is 
three  miles  nearer  to  Shippen'%  to-wn,  where  we  arrived  this  even- 
ing.    The  flippery  roads  made  me,  as  a  traveller,  very  tired. 

5th.  To  day  I  ftaid  here  for  the  general.     Mr.  Hays  went
